Yet  the  book  lias  its  use^  ;  it  could  be  ill  apured  ; 
and  therefore  I  venture  to  think  its  origin  and  his- 
tory are  worth  inquiring  into.  But  whoever  under- 
takes such  inquiry  wUl  find  it  no  easy  task,  and  I 
only  regret  that  the  assistance  which  I  liave  to 
offer  on  the  present  occasion  is  ho  flight. 

What  is  generally  considered  the  fti^t  edition  of 
this  work  is  that  dencribed  in  the  BihUofhim 
Aiujh'Podita:  '*A  Collection  of  Poems  on  AJikirt 
of  State.  In  Four  Parts.  London:  Printed  in  the 
year  1689/'  I  have  not  had  an  opportunity  of 
examining  a  copy  of  this,  which,  if  not  a  distinct 
work,  as  I  nm  rather  inclined  to  believe,  if^  cer- 
tEunly  a  much  more  limited  one,  for  it  t  '  ^^  d

These  four  volumes  appear  to  have  >>een  made 
up  of  a  nimiber  of  fieparate  parts,  orijiinally  issued 
from  time  to  time,  either  as  the  compiler  could  get 
hold  of  materials,  or  as  the  publisher?,  wl^iever 
they  were,  considereil  there  was  a  sufficient  demand 
of  them.  But  wlien  thenc  Heveral  parts  were  firat 
issued  I  am  unable  to  state ;  only  this  I  can  say, 
that  from  a  notice  which  closer  an  advertise meni 
pretixed  to  the  fourth  volume  of  this  edition,  it 
loars  that  *'  The  Genuine  and  Coirect  Edition  of 
re-Poern(<  is  now  in  four  volumes  ;  the  First 
volume  is  the  fifth  edition,  printed  1703.  The 
Second  Volume  is  printed  1703,  The  Third  1704. 
And  the  Fourth  1707.-' 

The  earliest  portion  which  I  iKissesa  is  an  octavo 
rcibime,  entitled  ''*  Potms  on  Affairs  of  Stat f^^  from 
Oliver  Cromwell  to  the  present  Time.  Written

ITio  volume  consists  of  312  pages,  printed  in  a 
Lirger  type  tlian  tjie  fbor-roltime  editiatif  with  no 
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part  of  which  does  it  seem  to  be  identified.  It 
commences  with  "A  Familiar  Epistle  hj  waj 
of  Nosce    Teipsum,  written   by  Mr.  W y" 

SVycherley),  and  ends  with  "  A  Session  of  Poeta." 
ut,  unlike  all  other  volumes  I  have  seen,  the 
head-line  of  each  page  is  not  "  State  Poems,"  or,  as 
it  is  sometimes,  "Poems  on  State  Afiairs,"  but 
simply  "  Miscellany  Poems.""'^ 

My  next  copy  is  a  separate  volume,  with  a  very 
similar  title  :  "  Poems  on  Affairs  of  Statty  from 
the  Time  of  Oliver  Cromwell  to  the  Abdication  of 
K.  James  the  Second."  (The  wits  enumerated 
include  "  Mr.  Milton,"  but  are  only  ten  in  num- 
ber.) "  With  some  Miscellaneous  Pieces  by  the 
same  ;  most  whereof  never  before  Printed.  Now 
carefully  examined  with  the  Originals,  and  Pub- 
lished without  any  Castrations.  The  Fifth 
Edition,  Corrected  and  much  Enlarged.  Printed 
in  the  year  1703." 

This  consists  of  266  pages,  the  last  of  which 
announces  a  second  volume  of  State  Poems.  This 
is  foUowed  by  a  second  Part  (not  volume),  fix»hly 
paginated,  and  extending  to  264  pages,  and  with  a 
separate  title-page,  which  describes  the  contents  as 
being  "  from  the  Time  of  Oliver  Cromwell  to  the 
year  1697,  with  several  Poems  in  praise  of  Oliver 
Cromwell,  in  Latin  and  English,  by  Dr.  South,  Dr. 

Locke,  SirW.  G m.  Dr.  Crew,  Mr.  Busby,  &c. 

Also  some  Miscellany  Poems  by  the  same  never 
before  printed.  Carefully  examined  with  the 
Originals,  and  Published  without  any  Castration. 
Printed  in  the  year  MDCCIII." 

Although  originally  published  as  a  separate 
Tolume,  this,  as  the  reader  will  have  learned  from 
the  Advertisement  already  quoted,  eventually 
formed  the  first  of  the  complete  or  four  volume 
edition. 

Of  this  edition  the  second  volume  professes  to 
extend  "  from  the  Beign  of  K.  James  the  First  to 
the  present  year  1703,"  &c.,  "  many  of  which  were 
never  before  published.  Vol.  II.  Printed  in  the 
Year  1703."  It  contains  471  pages,  which  are 
headed  '*  Poems  on  State  Afiairs." 

The  third  volume,  "  from  1640  to  the  present 
Year  1704 — most    of  which  were    never   before 

*  But  for  the  existence  of  the  book  I  have  first  men- 
tioned, that  described  in  Bib.

The 
title-page  strongly  resembles  that  of  the  Poems  on  Affairs 
of  State  ;  its  contents  are  very  similar ;  the  224  pages  of 
which  it  consists  are  headed,  as  in  the  work  described 
above,  **  Miscellany  Poems,"  and  this  Second  Edition  has 
a  Supplement  of  twenty-four  pages. 


published,"  was  "  printed  in  the  year  1704."  It 
extends  to  468  pages. 

The  fourth  and  last  volume  extends  ''from 
1620  to  the  present  Year  1707,  several  of  which 
were  never  before  published.  To  which  is  added 
A  Collection  of  some  Satyrical  Prints  against  the 
French  King,  Elector  of  Bavaria,  so  Curiously 
ingraven  on  Copper  Plates.  VoL  IV.  London: 
Printed  in  the  Year  1707." 

The  fact  that  this  volume  contains  both  Shake- 
speare's Venus  and  Adonis  and  Bape  of  Lucrece 
shows  that  the  compiler  was  rather  put  to  it  for 
materials  to  fill  the  volume,  which,  but  for  the 
"  curiously  ingraven  Satyricsd  Prints,"  is  of  inferior 
interest  to  the  first  three  ;  and  yet  he  proposes  to 
add  yet  another  volume,  for  which  purpose  he 
invites  further  contribution  in  a  paragniph  which 
furnishes  us  with  the  name  of  one  engaged  in  ita 
preparation — "  If  any  Gentleman  have  any  valu- 
able pieces  or  Print  or  Manuscript,  if  they  please 
to  send  them  to  Mr.  James  Woodward,  in  St. 
Christopher's  Churchyard,  behind  the  Exchange, 
care  will  be  taken  to'  have  them  correctly  printed.'* 

The  success  which  attended  the  publication 
of  this  popular  Miscellany  was  followed  by 
the  usual  consequence — a  rival  claimant  to  the 
favour  of  the  public.  This  appeared  in  1705,. 
under  the  title  of  "JL  New  Collection  of  Poems 
relating  to  State  Affairs,  from  Oliver  Cromwell  to 
this  present  Time,  by  the  greatest  Wits  of  tho 
Ago :  Wherein  not  only  those  that  are  Contained 
in  the  Three  Volumes  that  are  already  Published 
are  inserted,  but  also  large  Additions  of  chiefest 
Note  never  before  Published.  The  whole  from 
their  respective  Originals,  without  Castration. 
London  :  Printed  in  the  Year  MDCCV." 

In  the  Preface,  the  compilers  of  the  original  work 
are  credited  with  having  given  at  first  the  public 
**" sound  wholesome  Wit  for  their  Money!"  but 
afterwards,  when  they  "wanted  Buffooneir  to 
swell  it  out,"  having  used  for  that  purpose  "  Half- 
penny. Ballads,  Merry  Catches,  and  such  lean  and 
hungry  stuff  as  Buckingham,  Sedley,  Ac,  would 
have  laughed  at." 

On  the  appearance  of  the  fourth  volume,  the 
compilers  of  the  original  Collections  replied  to 
these  chaises  in  a  long  Advertisement  prefixed  to 
it,  and  which  concludSi  with  a  list  of  the  names 
of  nearly  one  hundred  poems  omitted  from  the 
"  New  Collection,"  and  which  list  concludes  with 
the  assertion  that  besides  those  enumerated  there 
were  "200  more"  omitted  ;  while  of  the  poems 
which  are  printed  it  is  said  "  there 's  nearly  half  as 
many  errors  as  lines." 

Whatever  be  the  errors  or  omissions  of  the  New 
CoUectuniy  its  591  pages  contain  a  large  body  of 
politicjfl  and  personal  satire,  curiously  illustrative 
of  the  times. 

I  have  a  copy  of  this  book,  which  shows  what 
must  have  been  the  interest  taken  in  these  pu1>

king.  But  they,  tvoo,  make  Guinevere  a  spotless 
wife,  except  through  Modred^s  force.  The  chron^ 
iclera  know  nothing  of  Guinevere's  «in  with 
Launcelot.  This  comes  only  from  the  legendistfi. 
Bnt  when  they  tell  us  of  the  woimin's  sin,  they 
tiike  care  to  tell  ns  beforehand  of  the  man's  ;  and, 
more  true,  ivi  I  contend,  to  human  nature,  point 
out  man's  lust,  Arthur's  oWn^  and  not  liia  wife'i*,  as 
the  source  of  the  ruin  of  himself  and  his  pUin»* 
It  has  been  reserved  for  this  nineteenth  century, 
in  the  person  of  its  niojit  hi;;;h-minded  poet,  when 
women  are  trying  for  the  first  time  in  our  history 
to  take  their  right  place  in  social  life ;  it  ha^  been 
renen^ed,  I  .^ay,  tbr  Mr.  Tennyson  to  lift  the  burden 
from  the  strong  and  put  it  on  the  weak,  to  take  the 
Rpotless  Arthur  from  the  cliroiiicles  and  tl^e  sinj^ng 
Guinevere  from  the  legends,  and  degrade  the 
woman  while  he  glorifies  the  man, 

I  do  not  say  that  Mn  Tenifyson  was  not  justified 
in  80  doing.  He  tca.i  justified,  when  he  had  madt? 
up  his  mind  t*o  imhumanize  the  old  story,  to  turn 
it  into  an  allegory,  to  make  Arthur  typify  the 
sinless,  and  Guinevere  the  sinning  spirit  of  man. 
But  those  who  look  on  the  legend  as  the  old 
legendifits  did,  mujft  regret,  to  some  extent,  Mr* 
Tennyson's  choice,  and  must  long  for  another  teller 
of  the  tide  again — one  sure  some  day  to  come-^ 
who,  in  the  spirit  of  Mr,  Tennyson,  wln?n  he  wrote 
his  glorious^  and  glowing  picture  of  8i>  Launtelvt 
and  Qitci-n  Gninevtrc,  in  his  youth,  when  he  could 
feel  that,— 

'*  A  man  had  given  all  other  bllsti, 
And  all  his  worldly  worth  for  this, 
To  wa^te  \m  whole  heart  in  one  kits 
Upon  her  perfect  lips.** 

will,  like  Cliftueer  with  Cryseyde,  soften  Guinevere'** 
fidl  **  for  verrey  routhe,"  ami  not  excuse  the  hua- 
bjtnd's  fault,  without  which  few  wires  go  ^Tong, 
even  if  the  poet  does  not  show  her  lust  as  the  in- 
strument of  the  vengeance  on  that  husband's 
earlier  crime, 

2.  TIte  Gtaal  This,  the  most  beautiful  and 
purifying  conception  of  the  Aiihur  leg%;nds,  the* 
witness  to  Arthur's  court  of  a  spiritual  life,  the 
atteuipt  to  lift  his  knights  out  of  their  mere  pride 
of  bodily  strength  and  their  self-indulgencc  into 
the  heaven  of  purity  and  holiness,  tlits,  Mr.  Tenny- 
son has  l>een  obliged  to  degrade  aluiost  into  a  will 
o'  the  wisp.  Gal:diad  is  the  hero  of  it,  a  purer  and 
nobler  knight  than  Arthur,  but  Lavmceiot's  son. 
So  down  he  and  the  Gnial  mU4?t  go,  and  do  go, 
Surely,  Mr.  Tennyson'searlicr  conception,  when  lie 
wrcjte  his  Sir  (hdahod^  was  the  truer  one,  and  the 
effect  of  the  Gnwil-i^uost  waj?  there  truly  %howii  in 
its  M'arking  on  Gidahml : —

words  to  Gawaiti : — "  Knyghtt^f*  of  poura  fey  the  and 
of  wycked  byleue,  these  thre  thyiigcs  fu^'leU, 
Chjiryte,  Abstynenct*,  and  Trouthc  j  tberfor  vo 
maje  ni>fc  attoyne  that  hyhe  aduentiire  of  the 
iSane^real '*  (tJaxtoD's  Malcore^  ed.  1817,  voL  IL  p. 
261  ;  Fi'enuh  QutsUy  p-  143).  Well  does  thcs  legend 
make  LiuinL-elot  rebuke  Arthur  for  trying  to  stop 
the  Que^t  l)eenu>c  80  many  of  hiFi  kni^'hta  will  die 
in  it*  Well  diX^H  L;innt;elotsay  tliat  if  they  are  to 
dib  in  tlie  t^uo^t,  it^ill  be  far  more  honour  to  them 
than  if  they  died  elsewhere.  They  had  swom  it ; 
and  it  woidd  be  the  greatest  disloyalty  in  the 
world  for  Arthur  to  stop  it  {Qucsfk^  pp,  15,  19). 

3,  Arthur  a  strong  love  for  Gumevere,  Mr. 
Hutton  does  not  instance,  and  Mr.  Ten ny sou  has 
of  necOHsity  omitted,  the  striking  proof  of  thia  in 
ArthuT^H  mudin^  hi!i  wife  over  to  be  burnt,  re- 
quiring his  knignta  to  asfliat  at  the  burning,  and 
bein^  am^wered  fu  thia  fashion  :—

Launcelot  resfued  her.  The  accidental  killinfr  of 
Gawaiu's  brother  (Gaheriot)  at  thia  reecue  letl  to 
Oawain's  wish  for  reveni^ie  onLaunoelot,  ^ave  oppor- 
tunity for  Modn^d's  it?bellion,  and  the  nun  of 
Arthur  a  court  ;  all  which  nii^fht  have  been  i«ived, 
bad  but  the  loving  husband's  wish  been  (juried 
out,  aud  his  wife  burnt. 

4.  Arthur's  bii-th.     Burely  the    le^dists   are 

Slain  enough  on  tliia  point,  and  describe  with  full 
etail  how  Merliu  enabled  Uther  Penditigon  to 
get  po«ses§iion  of  the  Earl  of  Cornwall's  ivife,  ami 
beget  Arthur  on  her.  The  mystical  birth  story  is 
the  mere  piietical  eliroud  of  the  pi'ose  one  ;  the 
coming  over  the  sea,  the  veil  of  the  begetting  in 
Tintagel 

I  submit  that  the  att4>mpt  to  get  authority  from 
the  legenttistii  for  Mr<  Tcnnyaon'a  view  of  Arthur 
does,  anrl  n>ust  fiiil.  Their  conception  aud  Mr. 
Tennyrton^s  are  wide  as  the  poles  asunder  ;  and  if 
their  sinftU  kini^,  second  to  Xauneelot  in  doughty 
deeda,  second  to  Oahdiad  ui  virtuous  life,  a  man  of 
human  frailty  and  passion,  was  to  be  lifte<l  above 
aU  others  and  be  made  a  god,  of  necessity  they  all 
must  be  debased  ;  Gutnevere^  more  »inn©d  against 
than  ainning,  must  be  made  most  sinful  j  turned 


into  the  cauMe,  and  not  the  conaecLuence,  of  Arthur's 
failure  and  sin, 

Mr-  Tennyson,  like  any  other  great  poet,  had  a 
perfect  right  to  take  sucii  parts  only  of  the  old 
stoiy  as  suited  him,  and  to  tdter  othens,  exactly  aa 
he  chose.  That  he  lias  renioulded  them  into  a 
noble  whole,  I  gladly  acknowledge  ;  audi  cnn  thank 
heartily  Mr,  Hutton  for  his  beautiful  and  sympathetic 
essay  in  proof  of  thia.  But  I  do  look  forward  to 
a  new  treatment  of  the  tiagic  tide  by  a  poet  who 
will  leave  the  allegory  alone,  and  hold  to  the 
human  nature  ;  who  will  not  give  us  an  imijossible 
sinless  kiug,  but  a  sinning  man,  striving  to 
redeem  himself  from  sin,  and,  after  Bore  struggle 
and  grievous  wountls,  caiuing  his  happy  rest.  Such 
an  one  will  not,  I  thinK,  treat  Guinevere  and  the 
Gnml  as  Mr,  Tennyson  lias  tre^itcd  ihem. 

Ungracious  fuj  it  seems  to  say  a  wi>ril  against  Mr, 
Tennyson^s  noble  ixjem,  and  impo?ssible  as  it  would 
be  to  reproduce  the  vague  and  oi^en  contradictory 
views  of  Arthur  by  the  leffcudists,  I  do  yet  contend 
that  a  selection  fi-um  them,  in  their  main  Sense, 
might  have  been  remoulded  in  a  modern  iMjefs 
mind,  and  presented  to  n  in  el  cent  h  century  readers 
as  a  grand  dramatic  i>oeni,  w*ilh  Arthur  aa  its 
centre,  a  imm  and  a  }^inner,  ntit  a  gml. 

To  prevent  any  fjucstion  of  plagiarism,  may  I 
add  that  my  view  of  the  *'  motive ''  of  tlie  legendiatu' 
account  of  Arthur  was  formetl  l>efure  lbti*K  was 
urged  succe-^sfully  on  my  friend  Ht^rbcrt  Coleridge, 
was  adopted  by  him,  after  a  f^haqi  resistance,  and 
incorporated  in  his  es.'SJiv  on  Aiihur  in  \m  edition  of 
the  ^f «t  fJrW  forthe  "Hoxburghe  Club  in  lSfii-2, 
and  of  the  Morie  Arihu}\  Ibr  ^fesrs.  Macmillan, 
Tlioui;h  I  brou^dit  it  jjiterwiu\ls  under  Mr,  Swin- 
lairnc's  notice,  1  have  no  doubt  that  he,  like  every 
other  reiuler  of  uncnHtntted  editions  of  Mali>ry, 
hud  before  seen  it  for  himself

The  remains  of  Cures,  celebrated  in  V  -'v 
history  of  Rome  a^  the  birthplace  of  -  I 

the  city  of  Tatius,  are  fotind  towards  th' 
deir  Aj\n,  the  site,  no  doubt,  of  th<:'  anri.  I 

There  are  considemble  remains  of  brici^  ,,....,. i, 
tmd  some  fragments  of  columns,  but  they  are 
evidently  of  a  late  Roman  date*  1  ^eai'ched  in  all 
directions  for  its  walls  ;  nothing,  however,  of  tlie 
kijid  could  l>e  seen.  Passing  over  the  Fosna  di 
Correae  I  mme  to  what  is  cidled  the  Tenuta  di 
Torre,  and  here  a/e  vast  substructures  of  what  may 
liave  been  a  temple  of  a  atill  earlier  date  thiUi  any 
of  the  ruins  at  Correse.  The  foundations  were  of 
the  same  massive  nature  as  those  at  II  Hot  tone, 
nwu*  Aloricoite.  With  ihhi  e\C4?ption,  there  is 
notliing  at  Correse  that  can  be  con^dercd  uf  an 
Ciurly  date,  nor  is  it  likely  that  the  small  Subine 
town  of  Numa  should  have  pos-sessed  building 
that  could  have  resisted  the  vicixi^itudcs  of  two 
thousand  yeai-^.  I  procveeded  on  towards  Rieti,  the 
ancient  Eeate,  and  at  a  spot  cuilled  Uyteria  Xuova, 
near  to  Monte  Calvi,  I  found  the  remaiuev  of  a 
niABsive  building,  which  seeui^i  to  l^ve  been  a 
tomb,  and  now  senses  as  the  foundatton  of  a  house. 
Further  6n,  at  the  Madonna  della  Cobiri,  I  came 
to  a  house  with  seven  lialf  arche?  in  front,  and 
small  pieces  of  tinted  jjillaR  of  white  iijarT)le,  It 
is  eidled  Piazza  Sciami.  TheJ^  is  a  i^tair  with 
mosiwc  at  the  bottom.  The  walls  of  the  chambers 
are  painted  with  vennOhon,  like  the  houses  at 
Pompeii.  I  copied  the  following  imperfect  inscrip- 
tion :—

I  do  not  know  whsit  mny  be  the  ngo  of  tbiM  in- 
scriptiun,  but  I  leave  it  to  your  readers  to  till  ;ip 
and  iateriirefc  nii  they  boat  iiiiiy. 

The  Tillngp  of  Sun  Lorenzo  is  ri id  to  be  liullt  on 
the  site  of  Titi  BaJnca,  baths  erected  by  the  Em- 
peror Yespiijian.  Tlie  sT>i*ing  is  still  csdled  by  his 
name.  The  renuilns  of  the  hxi\\m  are  of  brick, 
mixed  in  stone.  You  are  shown  ;l  tomb,  which  is 
said  to  be  thait  of  a  daughter  of  Nero,  but  history 
docs  not  record  thnt  Nero  hiid  ehildren,  tboujjh  he 
had  seveird  wives.  The  inhnbi Uinta  of  the  little 
Tillage  of  Magnalardo  maLntiun  that  the  Enipemr 
Vesspasiun  wui*  bom  here,  a. p.  9,  About  a  mile 
ivnd  a  h^df  from  Ofnaro  at  Sta.  FeUcit^  where  is  a 
fine  natural  f^Totto,  you  find  an  ancient  wnll  still 
tfupjiortin}.'  the  rcKid,  a  nil  at  OolonnefctJi  di  OrDaro 
there  arc  some  reninin^  of  ancient  buildings  alnng 
the  l>row  of  the  bill.  But  the  most  perfect  of 
Bonjan  works  which  I  sjiw  between  Cuiijs  and 
Ecate  ia  an  nncient  bridge,  to  which  a  peasant 
drew  my  attention  a  shoit  distance  from  the  conrae 
of  the  present  rotid.  It  iw  now  called  Ponte  di 
Sombucbi  (Bridge  of  the  Elder  Trees),  and  is  as  per- 
fect as  the  day  it  wa.s  bnilt.  The  s tones  are 
mnasive,  many  of  them  lieing  seven  feet  in  length. 
It  is  eighty  jkiccs  in  length,  though  the  stream  i.4 
orJy  thirteen  feet  Isrosid,  I  then  hurried  forwartl 
to  Rictij  where  I  arrived  about  Bunset,  after  a 
journey  of  two  day  a  from  the  site  of  Horace's 
Sabine  funu  at  Licenzn.

JAMES  L  OP  KKGLAXD  ANDTHE  MAHRlAGE 

OF  chahles  prince  of  wales. 

It  if*  euriourt  and  instructive  to  read  in  Hume's 
Hut  or  if  tif  Entjlaufff  how  the  negotiations,  m-i  on 
foot  at  Miulrid  in  1032,  concerning  the  marriage 
of  Prince  Cbirles  with  tlie  Infanta  of  Spain  (wlio 
way  ppoken  of  with  mnAi  high  encomium  J,  by  John 
Digby,  King  Jamea'^  andiaasador,  lately  cmited 
Earl  of  Bi  intol— a  nun  full  of  penetration,  vigi- 
luncej  and  honour — how  the^se  negotiations,  I  say, 
which  he  bad  Tcry  nearly  brought  to  u  complete 
KUCceBJi,  were  of  a  sudden  and  most  unexpciedly 
uiarred,  bi-oken  off,  and  annulled,  by  the  fll-timefi 
int^iferenee  of  James's  arrogant  j  violent -tempered, 
and  ambitioua  favouritCj  George  Vdliers,  Dakc  of 
Buckingham  :— 

'*  That  JIan,  that  eita  within  a  Monwch's  heart* 
And  ripeni  in  lb©  sunahinc  of  hli  fttTour, 
Would  he  abuftc  the  countenance  of  the  King, 
Alack f  what  mischiefs  might  he  set  abroachi 
tn  thadow  of  such  greatneu  I " 


So  favoitrably  had  mattet^  lieen  ppojuTeHsin 
that,  not  only  liad  the  King  of  Spun  given  h 
consent  to  tiie  Infanta^a  marriage  with  the  Frin( 
of  l^'ldeHJ  but  had  proiuisedj  as  her  dowr 
5/H>li,tMM)  doUara,  and  moreover  engaged  to  obtai 
froTJi  Austria  and  the  Duke  of  Bavaria,  hj  h 
mean*  or  by  foul,  the  restitution  of  the  Ffllatinai 
to  James »  son-in-law,  Frederic  (who  was,  witli 
numerous  family,  in  very  atmitened  circum stances 
sind,  to  crown  ^nll.  Pope  Gregory  had  granted 
diifpensntion.  But,  as  ill-luck  would  have  it,  tl 
Poiie's  death  hap^veuing  just  ut  that  criticai  momen 
and  c4msing  a  momentary^  standstill,  the  Duke  i 
Buckingham  (jealous  of  the  Et^rl  of  Bristol),  I 
wily  artifices  induced  the  King  to  allow  the  h£ 
to  the  Cro'ftii  to  proceed  under  his  guidiuace  i 
Mail  rid,  in  ortler,  as  he  ^aid,  to  win  the  Infanta 
huart  as  well  as  her  hand,  and  thus  "make  assu 
ance  doubly  sure/'  Tliere,  in  fact,  the  Prince,  1 
his  ineek  "demeanour,  gentle  manners,  and  nob 
aspect,  soon  won  to  himself  gtdden  opinions  amoi 
Spniiuxh  of  all  ranks  ;  btit  it  waa  quite  tl 
reverse  with  Buckingham,  who,  mow  imrticiikr 
by  his  insolent  language  to  Philip  IV/]9  ^lowerf 
prime  minister,  the  Count-Duke  of  Olivarez,  b 
came  odious  to  one  and  all,  and  turned  into 
deadly  luite  the  hitlierto  most  friendly  dLspositii 
t-owanls  Enj^land,  The  worst  is,  that  Buckin 
ham's  version  of  this  '*  imtowanl  event "  befo 
Parliament,  which  Hume  (considering  the  impoi 
ance  of  the  occaaion  and  the  character  of  tl 
assembly)  docs  not  hesitate  to  call  '*  an  infaiuo 
ini[x>ature,"  was  sanctioned,  not  only  by  I*rin 
Chariei*,  who  was  present  and  knew  its  falsehoo 
but  likewise  by  the  King,  which,  for  one  who  h 
the  pretensLon  to  !>e  coll5l  Solomon,  was  not  wii 
but  otherwise. 

This  great  negotiation  liaving  thus  miscarric 
the  King  of  France,  Louis  XIII,,  under  the  infl 
ence  of  Garilinal  Bichelieu  (who  in  1624  be^n 
take  a  great  ascendancy  over  his  master)!  lent 
willing  ear  Id  every  proposal  of  marriage  betwe 
Cliarlos  and  the  Princess  Hen rielta-il aria,  dauu 
ter  of  Hemy  IV.  (whom  the  Prince  of  Wal 
had  seen  and  admired  at  a  ball  at  the  Court 
Fran ue, when  on  his  romantic  expetlition  to  Madrii 
and  James,  fearful  leat  lus  son  should  once  mt 
lo.ic  a  goixi  opi>ort unity  of  getting  n  suitable  cc 
sort,  grunted  at  once  the  same  terms  he  had  ague 
upon  as  regsmled  the  Catholics  In  the  Spanj 
negotiation. 

We  next  ftee  Nola,  the  Spanis^h  Am\)ass(ftdor 
the  Court  of  England,  endeavouring  to  open  Ki 
Jamess  eyes,  and  to  prove  to  hija,  by  means  ol

Some  of  his  own 
letters,  which  I  have  inspected  by  favour  of  Lord 
Wharncbtfet  are  signed  "  Chev,  de  Monlu^ni"  :  they 
prewritten  in  exquisite  French  ;  and  in  n  French 
pjiasport  ^mted  to  his  wife — or  to  that  one  of  his 
wives  Mho  wiia  mtmed  (before  her  marriage) 
Dormer — the  lady  is  called  Conitesse  de  Montaj^u 
The  kdy  in  question  was  a  Roman  C'dtholie  ;  but 
she  Rtibseqtiently  live<l  with  Mr.  Montagu  in  the 
Eaat  as  a  cx>nTert  to  Islam : —

However 
this  may  ].»e,  he  lived  a  Mahomet^in  by  i>iv)fession, 
and  he  die<l  with  tlie  expi-essed  lioi>e  of  liaving 
ri^rorously  held  ])y  the  Moslem  creed  and  com- 
mandments, A.D.  1770.

NEW  YEAR'S  GIFTS. 


ForinnaUdy,  not  all  the  Exchequer  documents, 
"  inadvcrti-nily  di^[H^rsL•d  ''  some  yeais  ago,  have 
lK!ri.-he.i.  ']*he  Hi'<iorical  ^Tanu.script  Commission 
fouinl  several  anion;,'  the  manuscrii)ts  belon^in«(  to 
the  licv.  ])r.  IL^pkin^on,  Malvern  Wells,  Worces- 
tershire. Mr.  IJorwood  has  j^dven  a  full  account 
of  them  in  ihe  thinl  Kepoit,  just  issued  by  the 
Comnii-.-jioners.  As  suitable  to  the  season^  the 
following'  is  taken  as  a  sample  : — 

"  ipiw.  A  skin  of  parchment,  about  '20  inchcH  long 
by  9  inches  broa-1.  The  contents  are  in  Latin  and  are 
headed.  'Jewels  found  in  two  cofTew  of  the  wai-drobe 
of  the  time  (»f  Sir  J.  do  Warkc,  ujiencd  in  the  prc^■tncc  of 
the  Kiiij;  in  Windsor  Paik  on  Circumcibiun  day  in  the 
8'"  year,  nnd  t;iven  by  the  King  to  divers  persons  named 
below ;  wliich  siud  jewels  were  delivered  and  axBigned 
by  the  Kin«;  to  the  below  named  at  Langlcy  on  the 
4  dn  V  of  January  in  the  b'  year,  by  the  view  of  fc>ir  W. 
de  Melton.' 

"  Each  entry  contains  a  description  of  the  thing  given, 
its  weight  and  its  value,  and  the  person  to  whom  it  was 
given.  Nearly  all  were  New  Year's  gifts.  They  con- 
sisted of  silver-gilt  cups,  silver-gilt  dishes,  gold  brooches 
set  with  emeralds  and  gold  Howers.  To  the  Queen 
Isabella  he  sent  a  cup  and  dish  of  gold,  value  200  nuirks. 
Tlie  otln-r  donees  were  the  Lady  Elizabeth,  Countess  of 
Hereford ;  Mary,  the  King's  sister,  a  nun  at  Ambres- 
bury;  the  Countess  Warronne;  Margaret,  Countess  of 
Cornwall,  Lady  Eleanor  le  Despenser ;  Isabella  Iiudy  do 
Vescy,  the  wife  of  H.  de  Beaumont,  Earl  of  Boghan ; 
Thomas  de  Brothertou,  Earl  of  Norfolk,  the  King's 
brother;  Edmund  de  Woodstock,  the  King's  brother; 
Lady  Ida  de  Clynton ;  Lady  Joan,  wife  of  Sir  J.  Laungo ; 
Lady  Emeline,  governess  (maqettre)  to  the  King's  son  : 
lady  .  .  .  .,wifo  of  Sir  Ebulo  de  Montibus;  Lord 
Edward,  the  King's  son,  with  bis  blessing;  Giles  de 
ATantcourt,  valet  of  the  Count  de  Barre,  when  he  came 
to  the  EiDg  with  letters  from  the  Court  in  compaaywith 


Sir  Aubert  de  Narcy,  one  of  the  Eaid  Count's  knights 
and  on  his  return  to  tho  Cuurt  with  the  King's  letters 
the  said  Aubert  de  Nercy;  Jordan  de  Insma,  shield 
bearer  of  Gascony.  To  brother  Philip  de  Bartone  tin 
King  gave  two  little  gold  flowei-s  for  the  King's  oblationi 
at  Epiphany;  and  two  cloths  of  T'ky  to  Kichard  d< 
Lusterhull,  as  an  offering  in  Trinity  Church  at  Canter 
bury  for  the  soul  of  Sir  Peter  de  Gaveston,  deceased. 

'*  The  seven  last  seem  to  have  luid  their  gifts  from  th< 
wardrobe  store,  and  not  out  of  the  two  chests,  one 
several  of  these  arc  noted  as  'to  be  entered  in  th< 
book.'" 

Among  the  manuscripts,  the  property  of  th< 
Marquis  of  Bath,  Lon^deat,  theix)  is  a  list  oi 
moneys  given  to  King  Henry  VIIL  in  the  twenty- 
fourth  year  of  his  reign,  as  New  Year's  Gifts. 
They  ai-e  fixrni  archbishoi>.s,  bishops,  noblemca 
doctors,  gentlemen,  &^  The  amount  which  tht 
King's  (irace  complacently  pr)cketed  on  this 
occasion  was  71)2/.  lOw.  lOf/.  hi  the  Duke  oi 
Northimiberland's  pipers  there  is  a  note  of  the 
several  sums  given  in  100-1  ns  New  Year's  Gifts 
by  the  Earl  of  Northuniberlan<l  to  King  James, 
and  to  various  offi eel's  and  servants  at  Court.  The 
Earl's  outlay  reached  M,  5/f.  2d.  Oi  this  sum  il 
would  l»e  plejisant  to  know  what  ix)rtion  fonued 
the  i-oyal  lion's  share. 

A  hundred  years  ago  the  Poet  Linireate  not  only 
wrote  a  New  Y'ear  Ode,  by  way  of  sidutation  tc 
the  Sovereign  and  Itoyal  Family,  but  those  illus- 
trious iK?rsonages  siit  in  state  at  St.  James's,  and 
heard  it,  as  it  was  sung  l>y  celebnite<i  vocalists,  foi 
whom  it  had  been  comjwseil  }>y  s^^me  expert  in 
music.  Now  that  L-iureates'  songs  would  l>e  worth 
the  listening  to,  we  have  none  written  speciidly  foi 
the  New  Year.  This  musical  festival  has  cejised 
to  be.  Indeed,  little  remains  of  the  other  season- 
able customs,  (^ne  would  look  in  vain  for  the 
Wa.s-ail  wt-nches.  their  bowls  and  their  good 
wishes,  on  New  Year's  ]!lve.  They  died  out,  as  an 
institution,  at  the  end  of  tho  la*<t,  century;  and 
even  children  no  longer  claim  in  Mjng  tlie  gifts 
"  tliev  were  wont  to  have  in  old  King  Edward's 
tlays." 

Most  of  the  old  customs  abominaUy  degenerated. 
Men  tsei-e  not  allowed  to  work  on  New  Yearns 
Day,  however  industriously  disposed.  In  this 
respect  the  old  Romans  had  u  l^ftter  oI>servance, 
for  they  worked  during  a  part  of  their  New  Yeara 
Day,  as  a  service  acceptable  to  the  gods,  and  pro- 
fitalde  to  themselves.  Tlie  old  Gentile  practice, 
however,  of  giving  and  receiving  gifts,  has  been 
ifstored,  or  increaseil,  of  late  years.  If  we  could 
all  i-eadily  forgive  oifenders,  and  utterly  fox^ve 
offences,  of  tho  by- gone  time,  it  would  be  a  fine 
clciiring  of  the  atmosphere,  wherein  all  might 
breathe  more  joyously  for  long  time  to  come.

Sheddixo  Blood  for  Luck. — Wife-beating  to 
the  elfusion  of  bl(M)d  may  be  a  novel  method  of 
securing  luck  in  the  herring  fishing,  but  to  "  draw 
blood  "  is  practised  in  some  of  tlie  fishing  villages 
on  the  north-east  coast  of  Scotland  under  the  l>elief 
that  success  follows  the  net.  This  act  must  be 
perfonned  on  New  Years  Day,  and  the  good 
fortune  is  his  only  who  is  the  first  to  shed  blood. 
If  the  morning  of  the  New  Year  is  such  as  to  allow 
the*oat8  of  the  village  to  put  to  sea,  there  is  quite 
a  struggle  which  boat  will  reach  the  fishing  ground 
first,  so  as  to  gain  the  coveted  prize,  the  first  shed- 
blood  of  the  year.  If  the  weather  is  unfavourable 
for  fishing,  those  in  possession  of  guns,  and  a  great 
many  of  the  fishermen's  houses  possess  one,  are  out, 
gun  in  hand,  along  the  shore  before  dny-break  in 
search  of  some  bird  or  wild  animal,  no  matter  how 
snuill,  that  they  may  draw  blood,  and  thus  make 
sure  of  one  year's  good  fortune.

Accord- 
ing to  this  analogy  a  bi-monthly  payment  will 
mean  a  jiayment  covering  two  months,  not  maile 
twice  in  one  month.  **  Fortnightly"  is  ver}'  good 
English,  contracted  for  "  fourteen-nightly" ;  but 
the  use  of  his  or  hi  to  mean  "half,"  instead  of 
"twice,"  the  quantity  muned  in  the  latter  part 
of  the  word,  is  at  least  doubtful.  A  bi-monthly 
contribution  of  money  is  one  made  for  a  two- 
monthly  i^riod,  not  for  a  fortnightly  or  half- 
monthly  one.  "  Bi-monthly"  is"  in  fact  English  for 
"  bi-mestrial,"  not  for  "semestrhd"  or  "semi- 
mestriaL"  W.  E.

Bbidoewater   CviTAL. — In   the   Manchester 


papers  of  September  last  we  read,  that  the  Duke 
of  Bridgewater  s  Canal  has  passed  into  the  posses- 
sion of  a  limited  liability  company,  the  reason 
assigned  being  the  enormous  amount  of  attention 
reciuired  of  the  present  trust^^es  to  the  rest  of  the 
proi)erty.  It  may  be  interesting  to  state  that 
when  the  great  Duke  applietl  to  Parliament  for  an 
act  to  make  his  canal,  it  was  strongly  opposed  in 
the  House  on  the  ground  that  it  would  do  awajr 
in  a  great  measure  with  manual  labour.  Ulti- 
mately the  act  WHS  granted,  but  on  condition  that 
no  horses  or  asses  were  to  be  used.  When  the 
canal  wjis  finished  and  ready  for  opening,  he  had 
provided  a  number  of  mules  to  work  tne  boats, 
and  so,  in  a  measure,  frustrated  the  intentions  of 
the  legislature. 

It  is  stated  that  whilst  the  workmen  were  en- 
gaged at  Worsley,  the  Duke  had  frequently  to 
complain  of  their  returning  hite  from  dinner,  the 
time  allowed  being  from  twelve  to  one.  The 
excuse  often  was,  that  the  one  stroke  of  the  bell 
failed  to  attrjict  their  attention,  so,  in  oriler  to 
ol)viatc  this,  he  gave  orders  that  the  clock  be  so 
arranged  iis  to  strike  thirteen  at  one  o'clock.

Some 
years  subijequently  Sir  Patyck  Edgar  married  the 
widow  of  William  de  Home,  and,  at  thiij  period 
(earlier  or  later),  the  manor  of  Wedderlie  was  held 
by  Robert  de  Polwarth  ;  but  in  the  next  generji- 
tion  Sir  Richard  Edgar,  the  supposed  son  of  Sir 
Patrick  (who  had  lost  his  lands  of  Coldstream), 
appears  as  the  first  Edgar  of  Wedderlie. 

The  question  arises — Was  Maryota,  widow  of 
Wdlinm  de  Hl>mc,  and  wife,  secondly,  of  Sir  P,

Theqdoro  TnivuLTio  akd  Andrea  Doiiia. — 
TheGe  two  illustrious  Italians — the  one  Milanese, 
the  other  Genoese^in  their  eventful  lives  cave  many 
proofs  of  the  most  brilliant  valour  and  nuUtary 
talenta.  Bbth  served  France  with  great  distinction, 
but  were  ultinmtely  ojiposed  to  each  other  in  1528, 
wh^a  Dpria,  liaving,  tor  Tatfiom  catiicg|  fdjniyiljf 
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quitted  Francis  I.,  in  whose  interest  he  had  just 
destroyed  at  Naples  the  naval  forces  of  the  Emperor 
Charles  V.,  entered  the  latter^s  service,  and  at  the 
head  of  the  imperial  forces  defeated  those  of  his 
rival,  taking  jKjssession  of  Genoa,  of  which  Marshal 
Trivultio  was  governor.  Here  is  a  letter  of  Tri- 
Tultio's,  full  of  lamentations  at  the  state  of  destitu- 
tion he  was  left  in — un  veritable  cri  de  c(Kur — fore- 
seeing, as  he  clearly  did,  what  would  be  the  fatal 
consequences — the  reddition  of  Genoa.  The  lctt<;r 
was  jiddressed  at  that  critical  moment  to  the  Vi- 
comte  de  Turenne  and  to  the  President  of  Pro- 
vence, French  Auibassadors  to  the  Holy  See,  at 
Orvicto  :—

OLD  BALLADS.  PROF.  GUILD'S  APPEAL. 

I  am  engaged  in  preparing  an  edition  of  the 
English  and  Scottish  Ballads,  which  is  intended  to 
cmbnioe  all  the  truly  "popular"  ballads  in  our 
LmgUiige,  in  all  their  forms.  I  purpose  to  get  in 
every  case  as  near  as  possible  to  genuine  texts, 
collating  manuscripts,  and  early  printed  books  and 
broadsides,  and  discarding  editorial  changes  not 
criti«dly  justifiable.  To  do  this  to  the  full  extent, 
it  18  essential  that  I  should  have  the  use  of  the 
original  transcripts  of  ballads  derived  &om  recita- 
tion in  recent  times.  I  should  especially  wish  to 
Bee  David  Herd's  and  Mrs.  Brown's  manuscripts. 
Whether  these  are  in  existence,  and,  if  so,  where, 


such  inquiries  as  I  have  been  able  to  make  have 
not  determined.  If  your  readers  will  look  at  the 
Introduction  to  the  standard  edition  of  Scott's 
Border  Minstreky  (pp.  229-232),  they  will  find 
the  latest  information  which  I  have  concerning 
these  important  papers.  Other  collections  of  bal- 
kds  are  mentioned  at  p.  227,  which  ought  also  to 
be  seen.  But  it  is  not  only  origimu  copies  of 
printed  ballads  that  I  am  de8ux)U3  to  obtain. 
There  are  doubtless  unj^rinted  manuscripts  of 
balbds  in  existence.  A  "  most  interesting  "  one 
was  sent  Aytoun  by  a  lady  in  Fifeshire  some 
thirteen  years  ago,  and  would  have  been  used  by 
him  had  he  lived  to  make  a  third  edition  of  his 
collection.  (Mr.  Nerval  Glyne,  of  Aberdeen,  has 
obligingly  sent  mo  a  copy  of  a  letter  of  Aytoun 
referring  to  this  manuscript  ;  see  also  "  N.  &  Q./* 
Feb.  19,  1870,  p.  197.)  Something  also  must  still 
be  left  in  the  memory  of  men,  or  better,  of  vomcUy, 
who  have  been  the  chief  preser\'crs  of  ballad- 
poetry.  May  I  entreat  the  aid  of  gentlewomen  in 
Scotland,  or  elsewhere,  who  remember  ballads  that 
they  have  hc«rd  repeated  by  their  grandmothers  or 
nurses  ?  May  I  ask  clergymen  and  schoolmasters^ 
living  in  sequestered  places,  to  exert  themselves  to 
collect  what  is  left  among  the  i^eople  ?  And  if  I 
should  be  so  fortunate  as  to  interest  anybody  hi 
tliis  search,  may  I  beg  that  everything  be  set 
down  e^cactly  as  relocated,  and  that  the  smallest 
fragment  of  a  ballad  be  regarded  as  worth  saving. 

The  Ballads  will  be  published  sinuiltnneously  in 
Great  Britain  and  in  America.  I  shall  be  glad  to 
receive  help  or  hint  of  any  kind,  and  from  any 
quart<?r.  My  friend,  F.  J.  Fumivall,  Esq.  (3,  SL 
(Jeorge's  Square,  Primrose  Hill,  London,  N.W.)^ 
will  transmit  whatever  may  be  sent  him  for  me, 
and  will  have  copies  made  of  anything  which  the 
owner  may  not  be  willing  to  trust  across  the 
Atlantic.

pAiULT  History, — ^Can  any  of  your  readers 
help  me  in  this  matter  I  Various  branches  of  my 
family  were  well  estabLiahed  in  Devonshire  during 
the  reigns  of  Henry  VI IL,  Edward  VI.,  Mary  and 
Elizabeth,  through  the  time  of  the  Conunonwealth, 
after  James  and  Oharlea  I.,  till  about  the  year  1700» 
They  owned,  and  in  other  cases  leased  lands  at 
5>outh  Tawton,  at  Winkleigb  (an  estate  called 
Wood  Torrel),  Samford  Courtenay,  and  at  South 
Moulton.  In  the  latter  parish  at  the  present  day 
is  a  house,  now  degenerat^^d  into  a  fiirm,  called 
"  Hemamans/'  standing  in  about  15(J  acres  of 
land,  at  the  juncture  of  the  rivers  Bray  and  Mole* 
It  waa  in  our  possession  in  the  year  1675,  since 
then  it  has  passed  awiiy  firom  us.  At  Totnes,  too, 
they  are  mentioned  amongst  the  earliest, entrieaii 
but  they  seem  to  have  be^n  more  thoroughly  set- 
tled in  North  Devon* 

The  point  I  am  most  anxious  to  settle  is  the 
probable  time  at  which  the  family  came  to  Eng'- 
land,  and  of  what  extraction  we  may  consider 
onrselyes. 

Will  any  one  t^ll  me  how  to  go  hack  from  155ai 
(I  have  a  stock  of  trustworthy  information  from 
that  date)  or  the  most  likely  sources  whence  I  shall 
derive  aid  1  At  the  times  I  have  quoted,  in  the 
list  of  burials  they  are  entered  as  **  gentlemen/* 

I  have  sometimes  thought  they  may  have  come 
over  about  1360,  when  a  number  of  Flemings  were 
driven  from  Holland  by  frequent  inundations. 
Some  one  may  be  able  to  say  if  this  is  at  all 
probable.  The  arms  borne  by  three  distinct 
branches  are — Vert,  a  Hon  passant  or,  armed  and 
langued  gules,  between  three  annulets  argent.  I 
may  add,  that  the  name  has  been  variously  spelled 
Hemaman,  Hemiman,  Hamaman,  Hornimanf 
Hemyman,  and  Heamaman ;  but  the  earliest 
written  records  have  it  Hemsman.  Marriages 
were  made  with  the  families  of  Jago,  Oxenhara, 
Wykes  or  Weeks,  Gilbert,  Webber,  Cruse  (trace- 
able nearly  to  the  Conquest),  Heywood,  Phillips, 
Northcote,  Davy,  and  Gaxland.

OioTAi^^^t  BiHNAnDiHO  BoinrAGio,  1533* — In 
examining   a  work    to   which  I  have    had   oo^ 
casioa  several  ttmee  to  refer  in  your  pages  (3"^  3. 
mi.  617  ;    4*^  S^  iii.    100),  AniQfiii  3e    FmmriU 
Oalateif  J>ei  giiu  Japygut  liber,  my  attention  baa 
been  drawn  to  a  statement  in  the  Preface  of  the 
editor  Tafuro,  that  it  was  first  published  at  Basle,  in 
1583,  by  Giovanni  Bernardino  Bonifacio,  IVtarqueis 
of  Uria,  in  the  Japygian  peninsula,  who  was  tinged 
with  hereticni  opinions,  and  obliged  to  fly  from  his 
countiy.     Is  anything  known  of  this  Bonifacio, 
one  of  tho  early  Protestants  of  Italy  ?    He  muat 
have  been  a  man  of  note  to  have  occupied  himself 
in  publishing  a  work  to  illuatrate  the  mBtory  of  hii 
native  district.     Tafiiro,  who  edits^  in  1727,  the 
copy  which  I  poiseas,  accuse  Bonifacio  of  inter- 
polating his  own  heretic^  opinions  into  the  work 
of  Gralateo,  whom  he  assures  us  to  have  been  a 
worthy  son  of  Mother  Church.    Of  course  his  own 
edition  has  been  cleared  of  ever^hing  that  could 
militate  against  the  Catholic  faith.    Banifflcio  is 
not  mentioned  by  Dr,  HcCrie  in  his  Hui(yry  of  tfu 
Eeforniaiiojir  in  Itahj.    Do  any  of  your  reiidera 
who  have  studied    that  period  of  ItiUiau  history 
know  anything  of  him  I    I  have  tried  to  trace  the 
history  of  the  fiimily,  but  I  have  only  been  able  &o 
ascertain  that  the  Mrtn|uiiate  of  Uria  was  eitirct 
in  1670.      This  I  iind  in  an  old  work,  entitled 
D^sa^ttimii   iU    Etgno   di    Kapolit    by    Cesare 
d'  Engenio  Caracciolo  (Napoli,  1071),  in  which  aU 
the  noble  families  of  the  Neapolitan  dominions, 
both  extant  and  extinct,  are  enumerated ;   and 
among  the  latter  is  Bonifacio  di  Marchese  d*  Oria.

It  was  at 
this  period  that  violent  effortg  were  made  by  the 
Papacy  to  put  down  the  reformed  opinions  in  Italy, 
and  it  was,  no  doubt,  EmccesafuL    Basle  seems  to 
hare  been  a  centre  from  which  issued  many  of  the 
works  of  tho  Italinn  Beformera.

He 
was  knighted  in  the  lifetime  of  his  father  (who 
died  at  Middleham  in  1C42),  the  first  Viscount.

age»l  seventy-four  (Mason), or  in  the  seventy-secomi 
year  of  his  age  according  to  1  Fun.  Entriu^  \\  44, 
According  to  these  authorities  he  must  have  been 
bom  in  163(),  or  1633  :  but  how  can  either  state- 
ment be  reconciled  with  the  following,  whicb  I 
take  from  a  letter  written  to  me,  in  1858,  by  the 
Rev.  Joseph  Romilly,  then  Regiatrar  of  Cambridge 
University.  Mr,  Romilly  states  that  the  Ardd- 
bishop  took  his  degree  of  A.B.  in  1527,  of  A.^L 
in  1530,  and  of  D.B.  in  1567.  If  he  grtiduated  in 
1527,  it  is  pretty  manifest  that  he  must  have  b<»en 
born  a  good  many  years  before  153() ;  and  that  he 
must  have  been  upwards  of  ninety  iit  tlie  time  of 
his  death ;  but  then  he  was  rather  elderly  when  he 
%vf*nt  to  Ireland,  where  he  married,  and  was  father 
of  no  less  than  twenty  children,  his  eldest  son,  Sir 
Dudley  (whence  that  name  ?)  being  born  in  1561. 
There  is  no  mistaking  Mr.  Romilly  s  phiin  figures. 
I  hope  some  of  your  learned  correspondents  may 
be  able  to  crack  this  nut.  I  have  just  sc^n,  by  the 
(-ambhdge  University  Calendar,  that  Trinity 
College  Wiis  only  founded  in  1546|  so  there  is 
another  puzzle  to  be  solved.  Mason  says  the 
Archbishop  had  an  estate  neiir  Lodington,  Kent, 
"^^'hichhis  grandson,  Sir  Adam  Loftus,  of  Kalh- 
furnhaiii,  sold  for  3,00r)/."  In  Jones's  lUcord»j  ia 
the  2nd  vol.  (I  have  forgotten  to  note  the  page), 
it  is  stated  that  John  Ixiftes  had  a  grant  of  the 
^lanor  of  Sutton  or  Luddington  in  Northampton- 
shire, as  appears  by  the  Fatctit  EolU,  18  Eliz.  R, 
19-56  and  21  Eliz.  28,  Perhaps  Mason  has 
confused  the  counties  ;  but,  if  so,  who  was  John 
Lofted  ?  and  how  did  the  Archbisbop  become  the 
owner  of  the  estate  1  Possibly  a  reference  to  the 
Po.Ht  Mortem  Inquisitions  might  throw  considerable 
light  on  this  and  other  points  in  the  history  of  the 
family.  It  is  not  in  my  power  at  present,  un* 
fortunately,  to  make  such  a  search,  nor  to  examine 
the  variotis  Depositories  for  Wills,  &c. 

As  to  the  Loftus  arms,  it  seems  that  in  the  year 
1567  the  Archbishop  obtained  a  grant  in  tie 
following  terms :  **  Crucem  aumtam  guttis  san- 
guinis aspersam  inter  quatuor  Pellicanos  pectora  sua 
vuinerantesetsanguinemsuum  fimdentes  in  campo 
azurato/'  The  late  Sir  William  Betham  told  me 
that  the  Archbishop,  having  discovered  that  he  waa  ^J 
entitled  to  hereditary  arms,  oeaaed  to  use  those  ^H 
granted  to  him.  I  have  never  been  able  to  dis-  ^* 
cover  the  grounds  of  Sir  William's  opinion— on 
the  contrary,  I  remember  having  been  lent  a 
beautiful  mimature  of  the  Archbishop  (said  to 
have  been  taken  from  life),  on  which  these  veiy 
anus  between  supporters  (two  lions  rampant, 'I 
think)  were  depicted.  I  had  this  miniature  copied 
some  twenty  years  ago,  but  it^vas  not  well  done, 
and  some  of  it  is  injure<l.  I  had  never  heard  that 
the  Archbishop  was  entitlc*d  to  Bupix)rt«r8.  In  a 
MS.  in  Trinity  College  Library,  marked  E,  3,  at 
p.  12,  the  arms  are  drawn  thus :  "Qu/irterlyonc  and 
four  the  araia  as  gcauted  iiii5iiT ;  two  mi  tliree^ 
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per  pale  A.  and  S.  a  saltire  engrailed  between^five 
mullets,  pierced,  all  counterchai^ed."  In  1  Fu  n.  Ent, 
p.  44,  the  arms  given  are,  '*  Quarterly  one  and  four 
sa. :  a  chevron  engrailed,  ermine,  between  3  trefoils, 
slipped,  argent ;  2  and  3,  Gyroning  of  eight,  A. 
and  S. ;  a  saltire  engr  :  between  four  fleurs-de-lis, 
issuing  from  the  centre  point,  all  counterchanged." 
At  p.  17  of  the  same  vol,  the  arms  of  Isabel,  wife 
of  Sir  William  Usshcr,  and  daughter  of  the  Arch- 
bishop, arc  given  as  "  Gyroning  of  eight,  &c."  (as 
above),  but  the  colours  are  reversed,  and  the  fleur- 
de-lis  in  base  issues  from  the  base  instead  of  from 
the  centre  point.  I  suppose  the  arms  at  p.  44, 
in  the  first  and  fourth  quarterings,  bore  the 
hereditary  family  arms,  but  what  family  were  the 
second  quartering,  brought  in  no  doubt  by  an 
heiress?

In  the  miniature  to  which  I  have  referred,  the 
Archbishop  is  represented  as  a  grave,  thoughtful, 
noble  -  looking  man,  nearly  bald,  with  small 
moustache,  and  a  full  white  beard.  There  is  a 
large  portrait  of  him  in  the  P^xrvost's  house  in 
Trinity  CoUcge ;  I  recollect  seeing  it  many  years 
ago;  it  was  then  much  faded,  and  in  wretched 
condition ;  and  indeed  I  think  the  Board  might 
treat  the  portrait  of  their  first  Provost  with  more 
consideration.  The  late  Sir  Enunnns  Borrowes 
told  mo  ho  had' a  portrait,  of  "small  size  (I  think). 
I  am  told  that  a  vci^  fine  threo-quarter  length 
pjMirait  has  been  exhibited  by  the  Marquess  of 
£ly,  at  the  National  Portrait  GaUery  Exhibition  in 
Dublin.  The  Archbishop  must  have  been  a  man 
of  no  ordinary  abilities.  The  man  who  preserved 
the  &vour  of  Elizabeth  during  very  nearly  her 
entire  reign— who  filled  the  offices  of  Ecclesiastical 
Oommissioner,  Lord  Keeper,  and  Lord  Chancellor 
from  1573  to  lesos,  three  times  one  of  the  Lords 
Justices,  first  Provost  of  Trinity  CollM;e  (the 
gnmnd  on  yriddi  the  boOdings  were  ersoted  having 
been  won  by  his  eloquence  firom  the  Coipoxation  of 
DaUin},  besides  having  be^  an  AichblBhop  for 


"forty-three  years,  must  have  had  extraordinary 
talents — "There  were  giants  in  those  days  !*'  The 
Archbishop  has  been  abused  as  a  matter  of  course. 
I  have  just  been  reading  Dr.  Elrington's  Life  of 
Archbishop  Ussher,  and  he,  too,  takes  a  fling  at 
Loftus  ;  he  says,  (p.  115),  "  there  are  melancholy 
proofs  of  the  rapacity  of  Archbishop  Loftus  and  his 
family  in  the  Records  of  St.  Patnck's  Cathedral.'^ 
The  only  jnroofs  in  support  of  such  a  sweeping 
charge  against  the  entire  Loftus  family,  which  the 
very  learned  Doctor  brings  forward,  and  he  does 
give  them  as  proofs,  are,  first,  that  in  1618  Sir  Adam 
Loftus,  8071  to  the  Archbishop,  obtained  a  grant  of 
the  entire  prebend  of  Tymothan,  &c. ;  and,  seoond, 
tliat  the  Archbishop  procure<l  the  reversion  of  the 
Archdeaconry  to  George  Cowlio,  gent.,  who,  in 
1615,  Lad  granted  the  tithes  of  Rathfamham  to 
Robert  Leinster,  a  servant  of  the  Archbishop.  To 
these  8i)ecitic  charges,  I  need  only  reply,  that  the 
Archbishop  died  in  1605,  and  could  therefore 
scarcely  be  held  accountable  for  acts  done  in  1618 
and  1615,  and  further,  that  Sir  Adam  Loftus  was 
not  son  of  the  Archbishop  at  all.  I  wonder  Dr. 
Elrington  could  make  so  grave  a  charge  without 
a  shadow  of  foundation. 

Colonel  Nicholas  Loftus,  M.P.,  created  suc- 
cessively Baron  and  Viscount  Loftus,  was  twice 
married ;  his  second  wife  was  Lctitia  (Rowley),  widow 
of  Arthur,  third  (and  last  of  that  creation)  Viscount 
Loftus  of  Elye,  who  died  1725,  aged  (like  his 
father),  82.  She  sur\'ived  her-second  husband,  and 
died  without  issue,  19th  July,  1765.  By  his  first 
wife,  Anne,  daughter  of  William  Ponsonby,  Viscount 
Duncannon,  to  whom  he  was  married  3rd  Feb., 
1708-9,  Lord  Loftus  had  five  sons  and  three 
daughters  ;  the  eldest,  Henr}'  (who  died  in  infancy), 
was  bom  16th  Nov.,  17(>9,  and  the  youngest, 
Elizabeth,  8th  Feb.,  1720-1.  I  am  very  desirous 
to  ascertain  the  date  of  the  death  of  the*  first  viiey 
and  of  the  marriage  with  the  second  one.  Possibly 
some  of  your  correspondents  might  come  across 
these  dates  in  some  periodical  of  the  day. 

Nicholas  Loftus,  Esq.,  of  Fethard,  co.  Wexford 
(grandfather  of  Nicholas,  Viscount  Loftus),  in  his 
will,  dated  27th  Sept.,  1666,  mentions  his  having 
'*  sent  a  loan  of  eight  hundred  pounds  to  his  late 
Majesty,  at  Oxford,  as  a  help  against  the  rebellious 
Parliament,"  but  his  Royalist  predilections  did  not 
prevent  his  giving  in  marriage  one  of  his  daughters 
to  Oliver  Cromwell's  Secretary-at-War.

FiKOER  :  Pink  (4*>»  S.  x.  472.)--I  doubt  i£  pinky 
as  a  name  for  the  little  finger,  has  any  other 
meaning  than  smallness.  Jamieson  gives  "  Pinkie, 
the  little  finger.  Lothian."  It  also  means,  "  the 
weakest  kind  oi  table-beer ;  the  smallest  candle 
that  is  made  ;  anything  small,  &c.'' — all  diminutive 
senses.  Pink-eyes  are  small  contracted  eyes.  On 
the  song  in  Shakspeare's  Antony  and  Cleopatray 
ii  7.— 

"Come,  thou  monarch  of  the  vine, 
Plumpy  Bacchus  with  pink  eyne" 

— ^the  Variorum  quotes  from  P.  Holland's  Pliny, 
"also  them  that  were  pinke-eyed  and  had  verie 
small  eies,  they  termed  ocdlas."  In  another  drink- 
ing song,  in  Lodge's  JFounds  of  Ciml  War  {JDods- 
Uy's  0.  P.  viii.  63),  we  have  the  same  expression, 
"pinkie  nine."  Robert  Laneham,  in  his  Letter 
from  Kenilworth  (Ballad  Soc.

Whether  the  suggestion  of  Mr.  Htde  Clarke 
that  the  word  "pink,"  as  representing  the  little 
finger,  be  correct  or  not,  I  cannot  say  ;  but  the 
origin  of  the  At^nch  proverb,  "Mon  petit  doigt 
me  I'a  dit,"  is  obvious.  Among  the  Romans  this 
finger  had  for  its  special  name  "  Auricularis,** 
from  being  generally  used  in  scratching  or  picking 
the  orifice  of  the  ear,  and  this  intimacy  would  easily 
give  rise  to  the  fancy  that  secrets  were  whispered 
by  the  intruding  member.

A  private  j)crson  is  one  hold- 
ing no  office.  So  a  private  soldier  is  one  holdins 
no  office,  either  commissioned  or  non-commissioned, 
in  the  army. 

Pnvatus  ia  derived  from  privu^,  single,  indi-. 
vidual,  they  say,  but  I  do  not  think  it  is.  It  is 
better  to  derive  both  the  words  from  privare,  to 
take  away  from  ;  no  doubt  this  word  is  from  an 
older  word  rivare,  akin  to  the  Anglo-Sax.  rcofan, 
Icel.  riiXfn,  present  tense,  ryf,  to  break  or  rive — 
abrivare  or  aprivare  might  lose  the  vowel  and 
become  privare.  All  these  words  require  to  be 
hunted  down  ;  for  instance,  a  river  is  a  thing  that 
rives  or  splits  two  territories,  ribeiro  is  Portuguese 
for  a  stream,  ripa  the  Latin  for  a  bank,  the  strip 
that  borders  the  water,  and  the  two  banks,  ripa^, 
stand  over  against  each  other,  like  the»  two  weilges 
of  a  ript  flannel,  and  so  rivals  stand  apart  and 
opposed.  Ribbon,  rib,  raft,  rafter,  and  many  more 
words,  all  run  to  one  original  idea,  that  of  separation 
by  cleaving.  The  individuality  of  the  thing  so  cleft 
comes  then  to  be  considered  as  abrived  or  private.

Bust  of  Nell  Gwtn(4*^S,  x,  392.)— Ba^igge 
Wellfi  IB  said  to  have  been  the  aununer  residence 
of  Nell  Gwyiij  and  there  is  some  eTidenco  in  sup- 
port of  the  tradition,  I  firat  visited  this  place  of 
public  entertainuient  in  16^8}  imd  from  that  dnte 
to  1S4(>  I  was  not  n  stranger  within  iti  walls.  I 
have  a  livid  reed  lection  4>f  the  **  long  room/'  origi- 
nally the  banqueting  itsoni  of  the  old  residence  in 
which  Nelly  frequently  entertained  Cliarlej*  IL  and 
the  l)uke  of  York  with  concertBj  brenkfasts,  &c. 
The  room  wris  about  eight}*  feet  long,  mther  narrow 
in  proportion  to  its  height,  and  with  n  low  ceiling, 
o!mamented  at  one  end.  ilie  walls  were  panelled, 
and  the  bust  of  Nell  Gwyn  was  over  an  ornamental 
firephiee.  It  wais  in  alto-relievo,  let  deep  into  a 
circukr  cavity  of  the  wall  Old  Thorowgood  (the 
proprietor  when  I  first  be<aime  acquainted  with 
the  Wells)  n^ed  to  say  it  waa  modelled  by  Sir 
Peter  Lely  i  hut  whether  he  had  any  ground  for 
thia  jisHertion  I  know  not.  It  was  autrounded  by 
a  bonier  cnmiKised  of  flowers  and  fruit.  Both  the 
bufcit  and  il!^  circling  wei^e  coloured  after  nature. 
Affixed  to  the  wall  tm  either  pide  of  the  bust  were 
ahields  of  ai-niB,  one  bhuoning  the  royal  arms  vf 
England,  and  the  other  the  siime  coat  impaled  with 
anna  which  were  imagined  to  have  been  those  of 
Kell  her^lf. 

The  old  house  was  pulled  down,  and  the  ground 
afterwards  built  upon,  in  1S4L  A  graphic  account 
of  its  demolition  m^vy  be  seen  in  the  Simday  Timu 
of  that  year,  but  it  contains  no  mention  of  what 
became  of  the  bn&t  in  question.

The  Fkbtamped  Press  (4*^  S.  x.  367,  416, 
474)— When  I  wrote  to  "K.  &  Q."  I  had  before 
me  Routledge  s  leprmt  of  the  Bpedator^  edited  by 
Prof  Morley,  :iud  was,  therefore,  aware  that  that 
journal  was  published  until  the  6th  of  December, 
the  date  mentioned  by  your  correspondent  Mkd- 
WEid.  The  imposition  of  the  compulaory  stamp, 
ai  I  then  stated,  immediately  put  an  end  to  a 


number  of  ppers,  and  although  the  Sp&clator 
survived  eighteen  weeks,  I  jstiU  think  that  th© 
imposition  of  the  eompukory  stamp  was  the  im- 
mediatie  cause  of  its  being  ultimately  given  up, 
from  lost  ciicnlation  and  impaired  influence. 
Sir  Hichard  Steele's  words;,  quoted  by  your  coiw 
respondent^  I  think  confirm  this  -tnipressLon.  With, 
remw^  to  tho  designation  **  Addison's  iSj^tdotorj*' 
I  did  not  use  the  term  in  the  seusc  of  oi\'uernhip, 
but  simply  employed  the  usual  style  by  which  it 
is  now  known.  Addison  wrote  the  first  immber, 
which  appeared  March  1,  1711,  Sir  Eichard  Steele

While  I  am  writing,  let  me  say,  that  Ms» 
Patersok^s  note  relating  to  the  issue  of  specimen 
newspapers  in  1855,  reminds  me  of  a  curious  issue 
in  London  more  than  forty  years  a^to.  The  pro- 
prietor of  a  projected  evening  paper  being  tlesirous 
of  nxaking  the  public  acquainted  with  its  size  and 
form  and  price,  adopted^  in  order  to  avoid  the  cost 
of  the  fonrpenny  impressed  stamp,  the  cxpdicnt 
of  filling  his  specimen  number  with  made  up  leaders j 
made  up  news,  made  up  intelligence,  and  made  up 
occurrences.  Of  this  dummy  newspiqier  a  con- 
siderable number  of  copies  were  issued,  Tliis  four- 
I>enny  stamp  did  not  of  itself,  at  one  jieriod,  afford 
l^ostal  privile^s ;  it  was  necessni^^  tluit  every 
**  cover  "  in  which  a  newspaper  was  cncloTfeil  should 
be  franked.  The  cover  with  which  I  ^  most 
familiar  bore  tho  rnmk  "  Earl  Grey."  This  sy^jteni 
of  fmnking  was  discontinued  about  tho  year  If^^S, 
I  do  not  know  the  date  of  its  ciimiuencemcnt.  The 
pomiissive  impressed  stamp  upon  newsjxipcrs  wai 
abolished  the  1st  of  Octoberj  lbT(^

Of  course  the  edition  of  179B  could  not  have  been 
piiblished  under  the  anperintendence  of  Bums 
himself.  Tho  poet  died  on  Thursday,  July  2 1st, 
1796. 

In  1790  fippeiired  the  first  edition^  in  two 
volumes,  the  size  bein}^  post  8ro.  In  1793  en  me 
the  "  second  etiition  "  (in  two  Tola,),  "  considembly 
enlarged,"  and  in  17&4  wns  iisned  "a  new  f^ition, 
considerably  enlargefl/'  bemi*  the  third.  Burns 
overlooked  tlie  printing  of  tlufl,  the  kst  edition 
issnijfl  in  his  lifetime,  I  don't  thick  it  has  any 
differences  to  speak  of  from  the  one  of  1793.  In 
1797,  1798  nod  16CK^  Creeeh  of  Edinburgh,  the 
publisher  of  all  the  foregoing,  put  forth  *^  new 
editions^"  which  are  merely  repriilts  of  that  of 
1794.  In  mx*.  Dr.  Cnrrie  first  published  his 
edition  of  the  Xi/t?  ami  Works^^  in  which  many 
pieces  were  printed  for  the  first  time.

Although  the  |jge  of  the  Ifineolitj  Ilutkind^  and 
Stamford  Mere^ury  hws  on  several  occasions  been 
under  discussion  in  "  K.  &  Q,,"  I  have  never  seen 
Einy  statement  on  the  subject  put  forth  by  its 
proprietors.  The  paper  of  Friday,  November  52nd, 
1872,  ia  No*  9£6t?,  volume  177.  If,  therefore,  we 
reckon  the  age  of  the  pnper  by  the  number  of 
yearly  volumes,  or  by  weekly  numbens,  we  obtain 
the  some  dnte^  1395,  as  the  }^ar  in  which  the 
paper  ia  alleged  to  have  been  commenced.  But 
the  Lincoln f  Midland,  and  iSlamfoni  Mcrcurtj  of 
Friday,  October  21j  1796,  is  No.  3423,  volume  05. 
By  wliat  method,  then^  have  5643  weekly  num- 
bers, or  112  yearly  volumes,  been  added  in  the 
space  of  seventy-six  years  1  If  65  yearly  volumes 
only  had  appeared  to  1796,  the  paper  was  com- 
menced in  1731 ;  or  if  wo  reckon  by  the  weekly 
numbers  (3423),  we  again  obtain  1731  na  the 
year  in  which  the  papr  originate*!.  Further,  the

And  when  be 
caaic  borne  h©  Uffan  to  cry,  Hi^  heart  wa*  full,  like  my 
(iwn*  N'olKjdy  knows,  except  you  and  me^  and  thope  who 
ha^c  experienced  the  like  affeelioiii,  ^hat  it  i^  to  love  a 
dog  and  lose  it.  Grant  the  hive,  aad  the  loss  is  ima^n- 
able ;  but  I  complain  of  tbe  fact  Aat  people,  who  will 
not,  or  cannot  grant  the  love,  *ct  about '  wondering  how- 
one  ia  not  ashamed  to  make  tuch  a  fuss  for  a  dog  ! '  A,* 
if  love  (whether  of  dogs  or  man)  must  not  have  the  sara^ 
«]uick  aen*e  of  sorrow  !  For  my  part,  niv  eyelids  have 
Rivellcd  and  reddeneti  both  for  tlie  gake  of  lost  doji^i  and 
birds  -and  I  do  not  feel  particularly  ashJimcd  of  it.  For 
riueh,  who  lovee  me  to  the  height  and  de|ith  of  the 
capacity  of  his  own  naturej  if  1  did  not  hwo  kin*,  I  could 
lovo  nothing.  Besides,  Flnah  bai^  a  Mm*l  to  love,  l***  ^^'^ 
not  believe  that  dogi   bwd  ioi^%\   \  uxn.  ^wfitm^^  ^"^ 
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"writing  a  treatise  on  the  subject,  after  the  manner  of 
Plato's  famous  one." 

And  again : — 

**The  only  time,  almost,  that  Flush  and  I  quarrel 
seriouslv,  is  when  I  have,  as  happens  sometimes,  a  parcel 
of  new  books  to  undo  and  look  at.  He  likes  the  undoing 
of  the  parcel,  being  abundantly  cmious;  but  to  see  me 
absorbed  in  what  he  takes  to  bo  admiration  for  the  new 
books  is  a  different  matter,  and  makes  him  superlatively 
jealous.  I  have  two  long  ears  flapping  into  my  face 
immediately  from  the  pillow  over  my  head,  in  serious 
appeal.  Poor  Flushie  !  The  p<nnt  of  this  fact  is,  that 
when  I  read  old  books,  he  does  not  care." 

I  cannot  refrain  from  giving  the  conclusion  of 
this  letter,  though  it  is  apart  from  the  subject : — 

"I  am  thinking— lifting  up  my  pen— what  I  can  write 
which  is  likriy  to  be  interesting  to  vou.  After  all,  I 
come  to  chaos  and  silence,  and  even  old  night,  it  is  grow- 
ing so  dark.  I  live  in  London,  to  be  sure,  and  except  for 
the  glory  of  it,  I  might  live  in  a  desert — so  profound  is 
my  solitude,  and  so  complete  my  isolation  from  things 
and  persons  without.  I  he  all  day,  and  day  after  day,  on 
this  sofa,  and  my  windows  do  not  even  look  into  the 
street.  To  abuse  myself  with  a  vain  deceit  of  rural  life, 
I  have  had  ivy  planted  in  a  box— and  it  has  flourished 
and  spread  over  one  window,  and  strikes  against  the 
glass,  with  a  little  stroke  from  the  thicker  leaves,  when 
the  wmd  blows  at  all  briskly.    Then  I  think  of  forests 

and  groves it  is  my  triumph,  when  the  leaves 

strike  the  window-pane.  And  this  is  not  to  sound  like  a 
lament.  Books  and  thoughts  and  dreams  (too  consciously 
dreamed,  however,  for  me  —  the  illusion  of  them  has 
almost  passed)  tua^d  domestic  tenderness  can  and  ought  to 
leave  nobody  lamenting.  Also  God's  wisdom,  deeplv 
steeped  in  His  Love,  is  ....  as  far  as  we  can  stretch 
out  our  hands." 

Our  chief  King  Poet  still  reigns,  in  spite  of  dis- 
loyalty, but  our  chief  Queen  Poet,  from  the  begin- 
ning of  years,  was  taken  from  us  when  that  tender, 
noble,  heroic  life  beat  its  last  beat.  • 

One  farewell  word  to  Flush.  His  early  life  was 
a  sequestered  one,  but  he  saw  much  of  men  and 
things,  after  his  mistress's  marriage — went  to 
Paris,  Rome,  and  Florence,  wagged  his  tail  in 
"  Casa  Guidi  Windows,"  had  one  or  two  prilous 
adventures — lost  his  coat,  and  became  a  dreadful 
guy  in  the  warm  climate  ;  but  lived  to  an  advanced 
old  age,  and  was  beloved  and  honoured  to  the  end. 
Here  is  his  epitaph,  written  in  his  youth : — 
"  Of  thee  it  sliall  be  said. 
This  dog  watched  beside  a  bed 

Day  and  night  unweary — 
Watched  within  a  curtained  room, 
Where  no  sunshine  brake  the  gloom, 
Kound  the  sick  and  dreary. 

Roses,  gathered  for  a  vase. 
In  that  chamber  died  apace, 

Beam  and  breeze  resigning — 
This  dog  only,  waited  on. 
Knowing  that,  when  light  is  gone,| 

Love  remains  for  shining. 

Other  dogs  in  thymy  dew 

Tracked  the  hares  and  followed  through 

Sunny  moor  or  meadow — 
This  dog  only,  cr«pt  and  crept 
Next  a  languid  cheek  that  slept. 

Sharing  in  the  shadow. 


And  if  one  or  two  quick  tears 
Dropped  upon  his  giossv  ears. 

Or  a  sigh  came  double — 
Up  he  sprang  in  eager  haste. 
Fawning,  fondling,  breathing  fast 

In  a  tender  trouble. 


Therefore  to  this  dog  will  I, 
Tenderly,  not  scom^lly,

With  my  hand  upon  his  head

THE  IDYLLS  OF  THE  KING  :  AN  ALLEGORY. 

Having  lately  read  afresh  TJie  Idylh  of  the 
King,  according  to  the  order  in  which  their  author 
has  finally  arranged  them,  I  wish  to  record  an 
impression  which  this  more  complete  study  of  the  epic 
has  left  upon  my  mind,  as  it  may  not  have  similarly 
afiected  others.  It  appears  to  me  that  The  Idylls 
contain  an  allegorical  meaning,  not  discoverable 
perhaps  in  the  mediaeval ,  legends  on  which  the 
poem  is  founded.  I  have  no  knowledge  whether 
the  Laureate  intended,  or  would  allow,  that  what 
his  poetry  has  suggested  to  me  is  any  other  than 
a  freak  of  my  own  imagination.  Certainly,  I  never 
caught  the  same  idea  from  dipping  into  the  rough 
pages,  out  of  which  Tennyson  has  culled  so  much 
smooth  and  beautiful  verse.  As  the  poem  stands, 
I  accept  it  as  an  allegory,  symbolizing  Christ  in 
an  age  of  chivalry,  and  dressed  in  heroic  character. 

First,  we  have  the  bhtmcless  king,  gathering 
around  a  table  certain  knights,  who  pledge  them- 
selves to  exterminate  heathenism  and  restore 
Christianity.  The  birth  of  Arthur  has  been 
mysterious  and  out  of  the  common  course  of 
nature,  thereby  making  his  succession  a  disputed 
claim.  His  lofty  purpose  and  demeanour  are  what 
gain  him  allegiance  and  respect.  Moreover,  it  is 
the  sword,  and  not  the  word,  which  his  followers 
are  to  use  for  the  conversion  of  the  infidel  :  but 
tliis  is  in  harmony  with  the  chivalry  of  the  period, 
and  with  the  heroic  iastead  of  the  Christian  stan- 
dard. 

I  look  upon  the  Round  Table  as  syml)olic  of  that 
table  in  an  upper  chamber  in  Jerusalem,  at  which 
the  sacramentum  was  administered,  which  bound 
the  apostles  to  the  service  of  their  Master  ;  just  as 
the  knights  were  bound  to  obey  Arthur,  as  they 
sat  with  him  at  the  Round  Table  in  Camelot.  If 
the  apostles  all  forsook  Christ  and  fled,  so  did 
the  followers  of  Arthur  disappoint  their  leader, 
and  break  their  covenant  with  him.  Arthur, 
again,  was  wedded  to  a  faithless  wife ;  and,  to 
carry  out  the  symbolism,  I  regard  Guinevere  as

iuj^idam  Tanatiiu,  Britjinni:eque  Coutinentem  ten- 
ui«se  cursnai"'  (p.  12).  And  some  old  monkish 
\vTiter  speaks  of  "Insula  rotunda  Tanatos  qaam 
cirinit  nnda,''  a  ilei^cription  hardly  applicable 
within  the  last  three  centimes.  Another  K^eat 
authority,  who  well  knew  the  featui-evS  of  the 
country.  W.  Boys,  F.S.A.,  the  historian  of  Sand- 
wich, Eichborou^fh,  &c.  (Canterburv,  I79i),  says 
RLchborough  was  an  i^limd,  and  the  tract  of  manib 
land  lying  between  Thanet  and  Walmer  wsis  the 
bed  of  Pwrtu^  Rutupinus,  and  probably  covere<l 
with  the  sea  at  the  time  the  Romnns  were  in  this 
countr}%  no  remains  of  that  people  being  found 
anywhere  in  the  levels,  but  abundantly  on  the 
rii^in^r  j^iiind  above  them.  Furthermore^  iiea-shells 
of  recent  date  have  been  found  within  the  sit^  of 
the  estuary,  as  ]>y  Mr.  Preatwich  at  We^ir-tiirm, 
near  Keculver,  and  oyster-shells  close  to  Rich-

are  clearly  marked,  comprisint^  Minster,  Ajsh, 
Stounnouth  and  Sarr  marshes,  with  Forrlwacb 
level,  &c.

ANCIENT  IRISH  RELIC. 

Some  years  since  I  purchase<l  a  very  curio n 8 
relic  or  orniiment,  which  was  found  by  a  man 
while  di^png  &  grave  in  the  old  churchyard  of  8t, 
Dcmard's,  Maghenij  near  Dundnim,  co.  Do^m.  It  is 
composed  of  bronze,  atidisoval  inshajw,  five  inches 
three-cpiarters  in  lentjth,  by  tive  inches  broad, 
rather  broader  at  the  lower  end,  and  contains  iv 
representation  of  the  Cmcifixion  ;  the  backgmund 
is  composed  of  diamond-shaped  ti^ires,  tilled  in  with 
white  and  blue  enamel  alternately ;  on  the  left  of 
the  cross  and  in  the  background  arc  two  Roman 
sobliers  on  horseback,  and  on  the  right  are  three 
font  srddiers,  one  of  whom  is  in  the  act  of  piercing 
the  8{iviour«   side   with  a  spear,  and  the  blofMl 
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enamel,  and  fills  three  of  the  diamond-shaped 
spaces.  Immediately  around  the  foot  of  the  cross 
are  three  women  weepinjj ;  a  "  death's-head  and 
cross-bones  "  is  placed  at  the  foot  of  the  cross,  and 
the  usual  word,  JnW,  is  on  a  scroll  at  the  head  of 
it.  The  whole  tabula  is  surrounded  by  two  borders 
of  beads,  the  outer  of  beads  and  a  chain  or  vacant 
space,  and  the  ground  between  these  two  borders 
is  occupied  by  a  wreath  of  flowers,  lilies,  and 
others  which  seem  to  be  honeysuckle,  and  wild 
roses,  with  the  spaces  filled  in  with  blue  and 
white  enamel  At  the  top  of  the  badge,  and  just 
over  the  head  of  the  cross,  and  attached  to  the 
outside  edge  of  all,  is  a  leaf-like  projection,  an 
inch  every  way,  having  a  square  hole  in  it, 
evidently  for  the  purpose  of  suspending  the  badge 
by,  and  at  the  reverse  or  bottom  of  the  badge  is  a 
similar  projection,  but  somewhat  larger  in  size,  bub 
having  been  broken  off,  has  at  some  former  time 
been  mended  in  a  very  rude  manner,  by  means  of 
a  large  rivet,  so  that  I  am  unable  to  say  whether 
there  was  originally  a  hole  in  it,  same  as  the  upper 
projection. 

It  is  supposed  that  the  old  chiu-chyard  of  St. 
Donard's  was  the  biuying-placc  of  the  Knights 
Templars,  who,  at  the  time  of  J.ohn  De  Courcy, 
inhabited  the  Castle  of  Dundrum,  two  miles  from 
St.  Donard's  Chappel.  And  this  breastplate  or 
badge  wa«  looked  on  by  the  man  who  sold  it  to 
me  as  belonging  to  one  of  these  knights  (Archdall, 
in  his  Movasticon,  mentions  St.  Donard's  Chappel). 
Perhaps  some  of  your  Irish  correspondents  could 
throw  some  light  as  to  the  origin  of  the  relic,  as 
to  the  use  of  it,  and  by  whom  worn.  I  intend  to 
have  it  photographed,  when  I  will  send  you  a  copy, 
which  will  give  you  a  better  idea  of  the  fonn  of  the 
figures  than  a  description  would.

Westminster  Hall. — I  find  that  Mr.  E.  Foss, 
who  wrote  wliiit  is  by  far  the  best  history  of  the 
uses  to  which  Westminster  Hall  has  been  put, 
apart  from  its  architectunil  character,  and  has 
thereby  supplied  one  of  the  most  interesting  chap- 
ters of  English  archfeology  (see  "  The  Legal  Hisiory 
of  Westminster  Hall,'*  in  Old  London:  John  Mur- 
ray, 1867),  omitted  to  note,  or  had  not  met  with 
a  fact  which  may  be  acceptable  to  your  readers. 
A  note  to  A  Tour  in  London,  &c.,  by  M.  Grosley, 
transbited  by  T.  Nugent,  1772,  vol  ii.  p.  167, 
states  that — 

"When  the  Chancellor  passes  through  Westminster 
Hall,  he  stops  opposite  to  each  Court,  each  curtain 
(separating  the  court  from  the  hall)  is  withdrawn,  and 
he  salutes  the  judges,  who  rise  and  jMiy  him  the  same 
compliment." 

This  was  a  stately  interchange  of  courtesies, 
which  must  have  been  very  impressive,  and  is  well 
worthy  of  the  thoughts  of  artists.   All  your  readers 


will  recollect  that  even  from  the  twelfth  century 
hij:h  courts  of  Liw  were  held  in  this  hall,  the 
Magnum  Bancum  being  at  the  upper  end,  where 
the  steps  now  are.  Here  the  Chancellor  sat  in  his 
Marble  Chair,  which  was  aftei-wards  (cir.  14(K)) 
covered  over  by  the  Courts  of  Chancery  on  the 
right,  and  King's  Bench  on  the  left ;  these  divided 
the  space  between  them,  and  were,  until  a  compa- 
ratively recent  period,  mere  open  platforuLs  raised 
above  .the  floor  of  the  hall.  There  is  a  curious 
print  repi"esenting  the  interior  of  the  hall,  cir.  1735, 
and  entitled  "Law  is  a  Bottomless  Pit,"  which 
shows  this  arrangement,  and  groups  of  loiterers  on 
the  floor  of  the  hall ;  overhetul  hang  the  captured 
banners  of  Blenheim,  with  Louis  AlV.'s  badge,  a 
sun;  others  with  three  crescents,  and  one  with 
two  crossed  scimitars.  The  Court  of  Common 
Pleas  was  on  the  right  side  of  the  building,  like- 
wise open.  This  arrangement  serves  to  explain 
the  note  of  M.  Grosley 's  commentator,  cited  above.

A  Questionable  Title  :  The  Late  Judge 
Maule. — There  used  to  be  a  tradition  aflojit  in 
Westminster  Hall  that  Mr.  Justice  Maule  had 
always  steiidily  refused  to  undergo  the  honour  of 
knighthood,  and  that  he  remained  plain  Mr.  Maide 
to  the  last ;  and  this  tradition  seemed  to  be  borne 
out  by  the  fact  that  under  his  armorial  bearings 
in  Lincoln's  Inn  Hall,  he  is  described  merely  as 
the  Hon.  William  Henry  Maule  ;  though  by  a 
curious  anomaly,  the  heraldic  artist  has  placed  a 
knight's  helmet,  facing  and  open,  over  the  shield. 

But  in  the  title-page  to  the  Memoirs  of  his 
Early  Life,  recently  edited  by  his  niece,  Mrs. 
Leathley  (Bentley,  ^  1 87:^),  he  Is  described  jis  the 
Hon.  Sir  William  Henry  Maule  ;  and  tliis  induced 
the  writer  of  this  note  to  look  a  little  further  into 
the  matter. 

In  Dod's  Peerage,  &c.,  for  1857.  the  judge  is 
described  as  "The  Hon.  Sir  \Villiam  Henry 
Maule  ;  kt.  bach.,  creat.  1839,''  the  year  in  wliicli 
he  was  appointed  a  Baron  of  the  Exchequer  ; 
though  he  afterwanls  migrated  to  the  Common 
Pleiis. 

He  Ls  described  in  the  same  way  in  the  obituary 
of  the  GentJnnan^s  Magaxine  for  1858,  in  the 
January  of  which  year  he  died. 

And  he  is  constantly  so  described  in  Manning 
&  Granger's  Common  Pleas  Reports,  in  the  list  oif 
judges  who  sat  during  each  term.  This  seems  to 
be  the  strongest  piece  of  evidence  on  the  subject,  imis- 
much  as  the  late  Serjeant  Manning,  who  was  known 
to  be  a  man  of  scmpulous  accuracy,  was  a  contem- 
porary of  the  judge's,  and  was  likely  to  lie  ac- 
quainted with  the  professional  gossip  on  the 
subject. 

As  the  fact  clearly  belonged  to  the  class  of  entirely 
"useless  knowledge,"  as  Lord  Houghton  lately 
expressed  it,  the  writer  was  determined  to  trace  it

would  be  increjised  by  the  surroundingn  of  ejich.* 
In  Carlisle  little  »eeu\ii  to  be  known  of  the  hwif. 
Anderson  has  never  muucd,  or  jicrhaps  known  of 
it ;  and  where  its  usefulneda  and  anti*p»ity  iii^ 
undoubted,  it  hjis  hardly  been  seen  in  print. 
Even  in  tht*  t^qthcrd^s  (f/riW*;— a  book  compiled 
liy  a  practicfd  fiirmer  mme  years  ago,  for  the  u*e  of 
the  jK^ople  of  the^e  fells,  who  speak  of  the  haaf 
where  their  sheep  [wist n re  every  day— I  see  tluit  to 
iiviHd  writing  the  doubtfid  \vord,  this  line  t>f 
circuudocution  h  adopted— *' that  ]>art  of  the  fell 
ou  w  liicli  his  sheep  usually  go/'  And  in  this  way, 
the  earlier  ditfusi(m  of  eclucation,  than  in  some 
counties,  may  have  tended  to  its  .suppresj^ion,  and 
muy  have  rendered  it  difficult  for  glossatists 
or  'strangers  to  gain  information  from  person.^ 
ficquainted  with  the  word.  I  think  I  liave  some- 
where read  that  Sir  Walter  8cott,  who  had  met 
with  it  in  Northumberland,  thought  hmf  might 
be  a  eorniption  of  hopt:^  Ihm.  und  Islautlic,  a 
shelter,  which  enters  into  the  names  of  so  many 
pL'iceM  there.  But  why,  if  it  was  the  i4;tme,  it 
should  have  been  m  corrupted,  while  Dryhope  and 
Swinhope,  Eartshope,  t^tanhope,  and  Kilhope,  and 
many  others,  iTt^iin  their  transiKU'ent  purity  of 
sound  and  sense,  iloes  not  apjjcar.  Some  have 
thought  it  connected  with  hanx,  A.S.  and  Dan. 
and  ialandic  for  elevation ;  and  some  with  hreml,

It  does  not  t^cm  to  he  noticed  asi  interfering 
with  thl^  new  t^inu,  or  clnim  of  reistoration,  if  there 
Are  thoiie  who  Tielieve  heaf  to  bo  a  c^omiplion  of 
Ji^<ifht  tiiat  theie  h  mt  Huch  wortl  in  our  old  dialect 
The  Mild  pIimtH,  erica  and  calhnia  vtihjtirhy  are 
known  hy  the  Danis*h  nnd  lalandic  name,  hjng^  or 
liii{ff  and  are  ^o  known  in  Lincobi&hire,  nearer 
the  Scotti.^h  boider  iind  in  Scotland  a-s  heather. 
Hetlienigill  and  Heathery  Cleugh  ave  names  of 
places  on  the  bcirder  *  but  I  hiive  never  known  any 
old  local  name  into  which  heath  enters  at  alL  We 
liav^e  Black  Syke,  Ebick  Dub,  and  Black  Cneugh,but 
no  Blnck  Heath,  ai*  we  surely  mui^t  ktve  liad  if  the 
'word  had  l>een  In  use  by  tbone  who  gave  thenamea. 
If  we  h'fd  h»d  it,  it  nuist  hjive  been  with  the  d 
in!?tead  iif  (h,  lOte  the  Baniah  ludCf  and  the  Islandic 
heidi^  which  tnvvellera  <lescnbc  iVH  so  extensive. 
We  tan  only  pmnounce  heather  as  ht<M4:Tf  over 
nio.st  of  i-ural  Cumberland  and  Westmorland, 
From  niemory  I  cannot  recall  tliat  heath  is  given 
ai*  a  name  to  uueutlo^icd  tiigh  tructii  in  Scotland  ; 
but  Li>[  bar  Mosr*,  and  Culloilen  Moor,  and  Muir  of 
Ei\nnocb,  nnd  many  ^timUar  ones,  occur  readily 
enou^'h,  up  to  the  country  of  tlic  Great  Giictic 
HeiH.

Your  correj^iTondeTit  probably  knows 
that  thii?  mode  of  placing  books*  obtained  in  medi- 
iuval  times,  when,  generally,  volumes  were  laid  on 
their  sides  and  piled  one  over  the  other,  I  desire, 
however,  tn  ]iointr  out  tlmt  bookj  were  customarily 
placed  with  their  fore-edges  to  the  front  in  liljiaries 
at  a  much  later  date  than  that  of  Archbiehop 
Fre wen's  monument,  Tn  the  oolleefcion  of  aitirical 
printu.  Print  Room,  British  Museum,  are  four  en- 
gravings—1,  "  Guess  att  my  Meaning*^  ;  2.  "Quod 
riaum  mo  vet,"  &c.  ;  3.  "  Hoadly  seated  at  a  Desk," 
&c.  ;  4.  A  copy  of  No.  3.  Noi,  1  and  2  are  dated 
17(H^  ;  the  former  is  a  satire  on  Benjamin  Hoadly, 
the  hitter  a  satia^  on  the  Whigd  i  Nof,  3  and  4 
satirize  Hondly,  and  are  dateil  17 It*.  In  all  thes* 
ciiftcs  the  Iwiiikif  which  till  shelves  in  the  back- 
grounds of  the  desigjiH  are  turned  with  their  fore- 
edges  Ux  the  siieetator,  nnd  on  these  edges  the 
respective  titles  of  the  vohuneis  are  written »  Two 
of  the3=e  inscriptions  indicate  an  imaginary  work 
of  Richard  Baxter i«^  to  which  another  reference,  of 
stmihir  kind,  oeeurs  in  the  Museum  Collection  of 
Batiricid  Prints,  ride  '*  Faction  Displayed,''  17<>9.

Diligent  search  was 
made  for  this  MS.,  but  the  result  being  fruitless, 
the  Frechootci^s  statement  was  set  down  for  a  hoax. 
The  lives  of  modest  "reat  men,  after  the  lapse  of 
ages,  are,  in  fact,  terrible  trials  to  their  biographers, 
.so  faint  are  the  traces  they  are  wont  to  leave  on  the 
footpath  of  time,  ere  the  hour  strikes  and  the 
achievement  is  attained.  It  may  be,  therefore, 
we  shall  never  know  which  is  the  roof  that  shel- 
tered Walton's  youthful  head  in  Stafford,  even  if 
such  relic  be  still  in  existence.  We  must  content 
ourselves  with  knowing  and  reverencing  those 
nobler  tenements  in  which  liis  genius  and  piety 
live,  and  shall  live  as  long  as  the  language  lasts  ; 
his  Lives  that,  as  biography,  have  never  been  siu*- 
passed  for  their  pure  sweetness,  iiaiveU,  and 
pathos  ;  and  his  Vomj)hat  Angler,  tkat  for  more 
than  two  centuries  has  been  the  joy  of  old  and 
young,  of  sage  and  simple,  and  that,  as  a  pastond, 
it  would  be  difficult  to  appreciate  too  highly,  or 
love  too  much.

A  Mistletoe  Mystery  (4'^  S.  x.  495.)— I 
think  the  ban  imposed  by  the  Dniids  must  have 
been  withdrawn,  for  the  mistletoe  does  now  grow 
in  Devonshire,  although  very  rarely.  For  in  our 
latest  Flora  of  Devon  and  Cornwall,  by  J.  W.  N. 
Keys,  1860,  it  is  recorded  as  found  in  an  orchard 


at  Holcombe  Regis ;  and  Mr.  Gissing,  in  Raven- 
shawls  Flora  of  Devon,  1860,  has  given  it  on  an 
oak  three  miles  from  Plymouth,  by  the  side  of  the 
South  Devon  Railway.  And  again,  on  the  autho- 
rity of  the  Flora  of  Sidmouth,  it  is  given  at  Harp- 
ford  Larkbear  and  on  Pinn  farm,  near  Atterton, 
plentiful.  These  places  are  on  the  east  of  the 
county,  but  in  Devon.

Baptism  repeated  before  Marriage  (4*^  S. 
X.  498.) — The  entry  in  the  baptismal  register  of 
East  Dereham  of  the  baptism  of  Robert  Bates  is 
correctly  extracted  by  F.  N.  I  give  no  opinion 
whether  it  refers  to  the  same  person  whose  name 
appears  in  the  Babergh  register  twenty-one  years 
earlier,  but  my  inquiries  do  not  bear  out  the  in- 
ference that  any  such  custom  as  that  alluded  to  by 
your  correspondent  prevailed  here  ;  on  the  con- 
trary, I  have  reason  to  believe  that,  in  rare  cases, 
where  the  same  person's  name  may  occur  twic«  in 
Che  register  of  baptisms,  the  first  entry  would  refer 
to  a  private  baptism,  the  second  to  the  time  of 
reception  into  church.  The  loose  manner  in  which 
parish  registers  were  kept  during  the  last  century, 
the  entries  frequently  made  by  the  clerk,  would 
sufficiently  account  for  this.  A  vulgar  error  still 
exists  in  country  parishes  that  the  rite  of  confirma- 
tion is  a  condition  precedent  to  matrimony,  but  I 
never  heard  that  re-baptism  was  thought  necessary.

Cheshire  hide  of  the  Meraej^  In^'  on  the  north  of 
the  Hundred  of  WirraH  ;  whilst  Hilbree,  a  £EttiaU 
isJanil  at  the  mouth  of  the  Dee,  was  the  extreme 
hound  of  the  Humlred  to  the  Bouth,  There  in  no 
doubt  that  this  tongue  of  lan<l  wo;*  a  dense  forof-t 
at  one  time  ;  great  quantities  of  okl  trees  are  even 
now,  I  believe,  fouu<l  burietl  under  the  sancL*  of  ati 
eneiToaching  sea  towards  the  westward  ;  and  the 
namori  of  the  localities  are  !*aggei*tive  of  a  thickly 
wooiled  (ii'^trict.  H'ooc/aide  is  atdl  the  name  gi\en 
to  one  of  the  ferries  across  the  Mersey  ;  and  U'oof^ 
church  is  a  vilhtge  hiUl'way  between  Birkenhead 
and  Hilbree. 

Hdbree,  if  I  remember  rightly,  wa.s  mid  to  have 
hflfl  an  anchorite's  cell  on  ir>  and  was  probaldy 
used  as  one  of  the  earliest  lighthouse  stationn  long 
before  the  Trinity  Bojml  wa.i  lieard  of.  Two 
hundre<l  year^  ago  Chester  wa^^  the  port  of  that 
[Ptirt  of  England— Leveqiole  w.w  ficarcely  known.

FfiiEyDs'BntiAL-GRoUNDs  (4^^  S,  X,  499.)— The 
litlle  bfimlet  of  Sunbreak,  a  few  miles  frtim  Ulver- 
^ton,  Noith  Lancashire,  contains  the  earlietJit  burijd- 
placo  of  the  Society  of  Friends.  It  is  a  sqiiure 
enclosure,  situated  011  the  e<ige  of  a  bleak  moor 
(Birkriggl,  on  the  western  shore  of  Moreamhe  Bay* 
My  friend  Edwin  Waugh,  "  the  Lancashire  poet,'* 
thus  describes  it  ;— 

*'  TJib  is  the  oldest  gniTc3Tird  of  the  Society  of  Friends. 
It »«  Burrt^unded  by  a  high  stone  wail,  and  carefully  kept 
in  order.  The  door  i*  generally  locked,  but  [  found  it 
simply  fastened  with  a  staple  and  chain,  and  a  wmnlenk 
peg.  The  interior  contains  nb  visible  commemoration  of 
the  dead,  but  u  thick  swathe  of  the  j^ceneit  grriss  coven 
the  whole  area,  save  on  the  higher  side,  where  picturcR^pje 
fragments  of  limestone  rock,  rising  above  thericb  herhnge, 
are  so  beauCi  fully  be  mossed  here  and  there,  that  it  tee  ma 
as  if  uature,  in  her  quiet,  lovely  way,  had  takeu  in  Imiul 
to  keep  the  memorict  of  these  nameless  tenants  of  tbo 
dunt  for  ever  green.  Thei^c  wai  something  more  touth- 
ingly  beautiful,  more  suggestive  of  repose,  in  the  recurd- 
Icss 'silence  of  this  lone  graveyard  of  tbo  persecuted 
puritan,  than  in  any  cemeteri#?s  adoirud  with  gr^nd 
efforts  of  lugiuttmfintAl  art^  nhich  so  oft  iairade  u^u  the 
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solemnity  of  death  tiling  sullied  bj  the  vanities  of  the 
living.  The  sacred  simplicity  of  the  spot  made  one  feel 
more  deeply  how  sound  they  slept  below,  in  that  un- 
assailable shelter  from  the  hurtful  world.  The  very  sea 
breeze  seemed  to  pause  there,  and  pass  over  the  place  of 
una  waking  dreamers  in  a  kind  of  requiem-hush  !

There  is,  in  a  lane  at  Richmond,  Yorkshire 
(which  is  called  from  the  circumstance,  Quaker 
Lane),  a  Friends'  burial-ground,  very  small,  en- 
closed by  high  walls,  and  situate  among  fields,  at 
some  distance  from  any  dwelling.  It  is  now  planted 
with  larches,  and,  I  believe,  disused  as  a  biuial- 
ground.  At  any  rate,  I  have  never  known  a  funeral 
there,  and  there  are  now  no  members  of  the  Society 
of  Friends  in  Richmond.  I  find  from  Clarkson's 
History  of  Richmond^  that  the  place  was  purchased 
as  a  Friends'  burying-place  as  long  ago  as  16()0, 
and  conveyed  to  trustees  for  that  purpose.

There  is  one,  but  I  think  walled  round,  in  the 
township  of  Langtree,  parish  of  Standish,  co.  Lan- 
caster. It  used  to  be  called,  "  Quakers  Burial," 
and  I  dare  say  still  is.  P.  P. 

At  Thealby,  in  the  N.W.  corner  of  Lincolnshire' 
is  a  Quakers'  burial-ground,  (51  ft.  4  in.  by  42  ft.  4 in., 
fenced  by  a  stone  wall,  with  a  door  in  it.  Within 
the  enclosure  are  a  few  small  trees  and  shrubs. 
No  burials  have  taken  place  in  it  for  many  years^ 
and  it  is  now  overgrown  with  bnishwood  and 
brambles.  It  is  in  a  grass  field,  and  about  a  stone's 
throw  from  the  houses. 

The  late  .Jonathan  Dent,  of  Winterton,  in  the 
si\me  neighbourhood,  a  nominal  Quaker,  was  buried 
in  his  garden  ;  the  only  words  used  on  the  occasion 
were  **  Put  hiin  in  :"  and,  after  a  pause,  "  Hap  him 
up."  He  had  olyected  to  being  buried  in  the 
Thealby  ground  from  a  fear  of  being  dug  up  agjiin 
by  the  "body  snatchers."  He  died,  1834,  aged 
ninetv-one.

Hatfield  Hall,  Durham. 

There  are  several  .such  disused  Imrial-gi'ounds  in 
(.■umberland.  One  I  remember  particularly  near 
the  summit  of  a  hill,  a  short  distance  out  of  the 
village  of  Scotby,  near  Carlisle,  noteworthy  from 
the  fact,  not  generally  known,  of  one,  Peter  Gardner, 
an  Essex  man,  who  was  biu*ied  there  in  1694.

They  were  small  plots  of  a  few 
perches  originally  taken  out  of  the  comers  of  fields, 
and  were  acquired  by  the  Society  of  Friends  either 
by  purchase,  or  by  the  grant  of  some  favourable 
landowner,  in  times  when  its  members  were  more 
generally  difl*used  throughout  the  countr>'  districts.

Byrne,  how- 
ever, was  hanged,  as  I  well  remember  were  a  good 
many  others ;  but  his  fellow-prisoner  with  the 
Paronomasia n  cognomen  died,  before  trial,  in  a  fit 
of  apoplexy.

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The  record  of  the  companions  of  William  the 
Concjueror  which  I  consulted  will  be  found  on  pp. 
527-:i(),  of  the  first  vol.  of  Mr.  Grough  Nichols's 
Jhrald  and  Genealogiat.  From  the  authorities 
there  referred  to,  I  should  think  it  must  be  the 
most  correct  existing  list,  and  there  is  no  de  Quinci 
there.  AVhen  I  wrote  my  remaH^s  suggested  by 
the  deeds  in  the  Cambuskenneth  Chartiilary,  I  had 
not  seen  Mr.  Nichols's  interesting  paper  "  On  the 
Seals  of  the  Earls  of  Winchester"  (Winchester 
Volume  Arch.  Tmiiiule,  1846).  It  is  there  said 
that  this  family  were  "  not  Norman  but  probably 
from  Gascony."  Mr.  Nichols  does  not  give  the 
ground  of  his  opinion.  I  hope  some  one  will  follow 
up  the  inquiry  which  I  have  suggested  regarding 
**  Nesus  filius  Wilelmi "  and  "  Wilelmus"  himself 
the  "  aNOis"  and  "  atavus"  of  Seher  de  Quinci,  and 
say  whether  they  were  his  ancestors  in  the  nude 
line.  Thus  much  seems  clear,  that  he  succeeded 
them  in  the  Barony  of  Locres,  or  Leuchars,  in 
Fifeshire,  while  his  mother,  Maud  de  St.  Liz,  ac- 
cording to  Mr.  Nichols's  paper,  was  daughter  of 
Simon,  Earl  of  Huntingdon.  Was  Matilda,  daughter 
of  Waltheof,  Earl  of  Northumberland,  and  widow 
of  a  Simon  de  St.  Liz,  who  afterwards  married 
David  I.  of  Scotland,  her  mother  ?  This  connexion 
with  the  Scottish  kings,  would  account  for  the  high 
iwsition  which  the  de  Quincis  occupy,  when  we 
first  find  them  in  that  country.  Lord  Gort's  re- 
marks on  the  Irish  branch  of  the  de  Quincis  are 
very  interesting.  But  we  still  desire  information 
on  the  Scottish  ancestors  of  Earl  Seher,  who  clearly 
<lid  not  bear  the  surname  "  de  Quinci." 

Anolo-Scotus. 

Philistinism  (4^  S.  x.  22G,  281,  324,  393.)— 
The  German  friend  to  whom  I  wrote  about  this 
phrase  Jias  just  sent  me  the  following  additional 
infonnation.  After  namiting  the  story  of  the  fight 
at  Jena,  he  continues : — 

"According  to  others,  the  name  is  derived  from 
Jittlistarii,  or  Balisiarei  (crossbowmen),  which  was  the 
name  of  the  town  soldiery.  In  fact,  the  mediasTal  cross- 
bowmen  in  Hungary  were  called  PhUittaei,  and  the 
municipal  soldiers  of  Vienna  had  the  nickname  of 
rhUister  ffiven  to  them  as  early  as  the  seTcnteenth  cen- 
tury. From  Philister  is  derived  the  adjective  philUlrots, 
i. «. ,  narrowed  in  opinions,  doings,  and  ideas,  in  contra- 
distinction to  burschil'os,  student-like." 

He  further  defines  a  Philister  as  "  ein  spiess- 
biirgerlich  gesinnter  Mensch/'  that  is,  "  a  man  with 
the  narrow-mindedness  of  a  cit " — may  we  say  Cock- 
ney ?  Further,  there  is  no  German  substantive  an- 
swering to  our  "  slang  "  and  the  French  argot.  The 
Germans  siiy,  "Dasist  ein  burschikoser  Ausdruck," 
**  a  student-like  expression,"  even  when  the  phrase 
in  question  has  nothing  liter.dly  burschikos  about 
it,  but  may  be  "  horsey,"  militar}',  legal,  or  nau- 
tical. *  *     Gretsteil. 

Nelson  Memorial  Rings  (4*^  S.  x.  292,  356, 
440.)— I  am  much  indebted  to  Mr.  Williams  for 


his  communication,  which  gives  the  very  particu- 
lars sought  for.  May  I  iuention  that  when  I 
described  the  ducal  coronet  as  "  British,"  I  simply 
meant  that  it  was  British  in  form,  with  strawberry- 
leaves  ;  knowing,  of  course,  that  the  title  of  Bront<S 
was  granted  to  Nelson  by  the  King  of  the#  Two 
Sicilies,  but  not  being  versed  enough  in  foreign 
heraldry  to  be  sure  that  the  Sicilian  Dukedom 
carried  with  it  a  coronet  exactly  like  that  of  a 
British  compeer. 

While  on  the  subject  of  memorials  of  the 
greatest  of  England's  naval  heroes,  I  wish  to  note 
that  a  few  days  ago,  in  Acton's  Old  Curiosity 
Shop,  West  Street,  Brighton,  I  saw  a  Nelson 
memorial  goblet,  in  shape  like  what  is  called,  I 
believe,  a  rummer,  and  of  capacity  sufficient  to 
contain  a  quart.  This  glass  has  engraved  ui)on  it 
a  representation  of  Nelson's  funeral  car,  in  form 
like  a  ship  on  wheels,  with  Victor}'  as  the  figure- 
head, and  St.  George's  banner  floating  over  the 
stem.  On  the  opposite  side,  within  a  wreath, 
appears  this  inscription  :  "  Lord  Nelson.  Jan:  9: 
18()5." 

I  presume  such  goblets  were  manufactured 
expressly  to  be  used  on  the  day  of  the  public 
funeral,  and  afterwards,  to  drink  to  the  glorious 
memory  of  the  dead  Admiral.  Crescent.

Cairngorm  Crystals  (4*^  S.  x.  225, 374, 457.)—

topaz  of  the  magnitude  of  a  cairngonn  for  whicli  so 
libeml  a  sum  as  thirty  pounds  was  iwiid  by  the 
very  eminent  jeweller  of  Prince's  Street,  Edinburgh; 
but  the  ciiuse  is  very  simple.  A  Bnizil  topaz  of 
that  size  never  occurs ;  while,  of  the  two  descriptions 
of  stones  in  the  fonn  in  which  they  are  of  ordinary 
occurrence,  viz.  about  the  circumference  of  a  florin, 
the  resi;)ective  value  is  about  the  same.

they  brought  the  bumin;tj  of  Bazeiiks  on  them- 
selves. Ah  to  the  number  of  the  luliabitants 
misrsing,  it  was  the  unaniiuous  opinion  of  at  least  a 
dozen  of  thoi^e  who  knew  everybody  in  the  place 
that  there  ^vTei-e  about  sixty  missing.  Gruduidly, 
bow^ever,  m  many  returned,  or  were  known  to  be 
fiafe,  that  by  the  1st  of  November  there  were  only 
twenty-five  unaccounted  for  and  dead.  Now  ihiA 
wiis  told  ine  by  pei-sons  who  Imd  relations  then 
still  boried  in  the  ruins^  and  who  would  glidly 
have  sacriiiced  a  hecatomb  of  Germans  to  their 
manei*.  There  is,  therefore,  no  doubt  about  the 
number  of  deaths,  and  the  Germans  were  them- 
selves deceived  when  they  spoke  of  163.  Probably 
the  French,  ftiom  wlioni  tbey  received  their  infor* 
mation,  had  included  deatli-s  by  fever  among  the 
nihih  with  a  view  of  increasing  tbe  hoped-for 
indemnity.  In  the  second  phice,  even  Marshal 
Macmahon,  in  his  evidence,  omits  a  fruJt  that  may 
have  liad  a  very  considerable  eftect  upon  the  result 
of  the  battle.  The  railway  cri^Hses  the  Me  use  just 
opposite  Bazeilles  at  Pont  Mongy,  The  atation  is 
about  five  huntlred  yards  furtJier  up  the  river. 
Before  tbt*  battle  of  Seda.n,  at  least  one  of  tha  piers 
of  the  hrUh^ii  had  been  pierct^i,  ready  to  receive 
{mwder ;  liut  when  the  moment  came  to  bbw  up 
the  bridge,  the  |>owder  wtxH  still  at  the  station, 
whei'e  it  hjwl  been  for  ten  days  previous  to  the 
kittle.  Tliis  wn9  told  me  by  a  man  who  was  on 
guitrd  over  it  there»  and  who  addcd^  *'  No  order 
ever  came  to  isend  the  powder  to  the  brid^'e,  and 
theiie  was  not  anything  to  prevent  it.s  being  done 
up  to  tbe  last  moment,"  The  conf^etjuence  was, 
tlmt  although  the  Zouaves  devoted  themselves  to 
defend  theoridge,  the  Germjins  ^^>t  \>omi(^'i\oti  of 
it  ;  and  yet,  as  a  Genuan  statl-officer  observed  to 
me,  **  It  is  diflicult  to  say  what  would  not  have 
hapi>ened  if  it  luid  t>eeu  blown  up  at  the  right 
moment,'' 

By  French  inliabitants  of  Bazeilles  I  was  also 
told  that  two  Frenchwomen  of  that  place  seized  a 
wounded  German,  no  doubt  a  Bavarian,  and  put 
hiiu  alive  on  the  fire  in  the  chimney.  Can  it  Ix*  a 
matter  of  8urt)rise  that  some  German  soldiers,  who 
got  into  the  hon^  at  the  moment,  killed  the  two 
women  then  and  there  ? 

Aj^  a  storj^  which  does  credit  to  woroe  Germaa 
regiment — ^probahly  they  w'ere  <Saxons — I  imty 
repea^it  a  fact  told  me  by  three  women  of  Bazeillea, 
that  La  flying  itcross  the  country  they  found  theia 
selves  between  the  French  and  Germans;  and  tha 
dthongh  the  latter  were  receiving  the  tire  of  the 
Frv^nch,  the  German  oflioem  and  soldien^  made 
<  to  the  three  women  to  run  in  between  tw*»  of 
.  budi^  of  mm  U»  ^i  tci  tlu^  rtar^  Luid  with- 
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held  their  own  fire  until  they  had  time  to  do  so  ! 
After  all  that  has  been  written  about  the  conduct 
of  the  GenuanSy  and  is  stiU  being  drummed  into 
our  ears,  with  reference  to  Lorraine  and  Alsace, 
such  facts  become  valuable. 

I  will  pass  on  to  two  or  three  events  under  the 
Conmiune  which  have  not  appeared,  in  their  tnie 
light.  The  first  matter  is,  that  due  justice  has 
never  been  done  to  the  courage  of  the  Archbishop 
of  Paris,  which  induced  him  to  remain  there  when 
everybody  else  had  run,  or  was  running  away. 

When  I  left  London  in  March,  1871,  to  go  to 
Paris  to  distribute  the  seed  com,  I  took  with 
me  a  letter  from  the  Committee  of  the  Mansion 
House  Fund,  which  informed  the  Archbishop  that 
17,000/.  was  placed  with  Rothschild,  at  his  dis- 
posal for  distribution.  I  called  at  the  ArchevSch^ 
early  on  the  20th  March — that  was  two  days  after 
the  Ministers,  &c.,  had  all  fled— and  his  secretary 
told  me  Monseigneur  would  receive  me  at  two 
o'clock.  When  I  returned  to  pay  my  visit,  I  found 
the  end  of  the  street  blocked  up  by  the  insurgents, 
and  it  was  after  some  difficulty  that  they  allowefi 
me  to  go  on  to  the  Archevech^,  as  they  were  pil- 
laging the  arms  in  the  Mairie,  which  is  directly 
opposite  to  the  gate  of  the  former,  into  which, 
however,  I  at  last  got,  and  the  great  gates  were 
shut  behind  me.  Nothing  could  exceed  the  calm- 
ness and  kindness  of  the  Archbishop.  He  said 
that  he  could  make  no  use  of  the  money,  and  that 
therefore  it  had  better  be  sent  bade  to  England. 
After  this  he  went  on  to  speak  of  himself.  He 
sjiid :  "  lis  ne  m'aiment  pas.  lis  disent  que  je 
suis  un  Guizot  Catholique."  Probably  he  alluded 
to  what  had  passed  at  Rome  at  the  Council. 
Then  he  spoke  for  nearly  an  hour  on  the  state 
of  France.  Of  course,  as  you  will  readily  be- 
lieve, I  only  put  in  a  word  occasionally  to  keep 
him  going ;  but  when  he  came  out  with  me 
through  tne  rooms — for  we  were  alone — to  the 
top  of  the  staircase,  from  which  you  can  see  the 
gate  of  the  courtyard,  behind  which  I  had  left  the 
mob  when  I  entered,  I  expressed  a  hope  that 
things  would  take  a  favourable  turn,  and,  pointing 
to  the  gate,  I  ventured  to  add,  "Everybody  is 
leaving  Paris."  He  looked  at  me  earnestly  for  a 
momept,  and  taking  my  hand  in  his,  he  shook  it 
warmly,  and  said,  "  Nous  sommes  entre  les  mains 
de  Dieu."  He  had  evidently  made  up  his  mind 
to  stay,  come  what  might,  and  a  few  days  after- 
wards he  was  arrested.  As,  however,  the  insur- 
gents, after  they  had  pillaged  the  Mairie,  went 
somewhere  else  to  do  the  same  thing,  and  did  not 
break  into  the  Archevech^,  as  I  thought  they 
would  do,  nothing  would  have  been  easier  than  for 
the  Archbishop  to  have  left  Paris  then,  or  even 
the  next  day.  I  am  certain  of  this,  as  I  remained 
in  Paris  to  the  3l8t  March. 

There  are  two  other  things  that  strike  me  as 
having  been  misrepresented.    The  first   is,  that 


General  Vinoy  is  said  to  have  left  Paris  in  a 
hurry  after  the  failure  to  seize  the  cannon  at 
Montmartre  ;  whereas,  in  reality,  he  and  his  aide- 
de-camp  passed  the  greater  part  of  the  night  of 
the  18th  March  in  the  room  over  mine,  in  an 
hotel  in  the  Faubourg  St.  Germain,  and  they  only 
left  Paris  early  in  the  morning  of  the  19th,  in  a 
carriage.  I  believe  they  waited  until  the  last 
moment  for  orders  from  Versailles. 

It  has  been  said,  also,  that  the  National  Guard 
would  not  act  against  the  insurgents ;  but,  as  a 
proof  that  many  would  have  done  so,  I  went  two- 
or  three  nights  afterwards  with  a  friend  in  hia 
National  Guard's  uniform,  and  carrj'ing  his  arms> 
to  one  of  the  Mairies  in  the  Faubourg  St.  Ger- 
main, where  there  were  above  four  hundred  Na- 
tional Guards  in  uniform,  and  armed,  assembled, 
who  would  certainly  have  acted.  They  remained 
there  forty-eight  hours,  but  no  orders  came  from 
Versailles,  and  at  last  they  were  obliged  to  go 
home,  dress  themselves  in  plain  clothes,  and  ^t 
out  of  Paris  as  quickly  as  possible.  I  had  got  a 
pass  for  my  friend  from  the  Commune,  but  he  wa.s 
gone  when  I  returned  to  his  house.  Luckily  he 
met  a  butcher,  and  by  changing  clothes  with  him, 
managed  to  get  through  the  gate,  and  escaped. 

As  a  proof  of  the  death-like  calm  that  preceded 
in  Paris  the  dreadful  struggle  which  occurred  in 
that  city  after  the  Versailles  troops  marched  into 
it,  on  the  21st  May,  I  wish  to  put  on  record  in 
"N.  &  Q."  the  curious  fact,  that  on  the  19th  May, 
1871,  between  one  and  two  o'clock  of  that  bright 
sunny  day,  I  stood  alone  for  nearly  a  quarter  of  an 
hour  on  the  Place  du  Carrousel.  No  living  crea- 
ture was  visible,  and  the  only  moving  objects  in 
sight  were  the  red  flags  that  waved  above  the 
Tuileries  and  Louvre.  Certainly  it  was  a  moment 
to  learn  what  solitude  is. 

I  will  conclude  these  reminiscences  by  assuring 
you  that  few  things  would  have  been  more  easy 
than  to  have  posted,  on  the  19th  May — the  day 
on  which  I  was  alone  on  the  Place  du  Carrousel — 
in  fifty  streets  in  Paris,  a  proclamation,  ofiering  a 
pardon  to  the  insurgents  who  would  lay  down 
their  arms. 

For  my  part,  I  look  upon  the  man  who  would 
not  do  this,  and  sealed  the  fate  of  the  Arch- 
bishop of  Paris  by  reftising  to  exchange  him  for 
such  an  insignificant  man  as  Blanqui,  as  the  most 
vindictive  niurderer  that  the  nineteenth  century 
has  produced.  Ralph  N.  James.

and,  befoK*  that,  they  were  published  in  T/u  Edin- 
hurgh  Mimcal  Mucdlan^j,  of  whicii  the  date  h 
torn  off  in  my  copy.  If  any  regai'd  to  copyright 
was  paid  in  those  public^^tions  (which  is  by  no 
nieaiiH  certain),  ihe  fotirteen  years  of  author  s  right 
must  then  have  expired,  ana  the  date  of  the  song 
would  be  between  1770  and  1775.  According  to 
tlie  Biographical  Didiojiary  of  Mtmcianjf,  John 
Stafford  Smith  Wiis  born  *'  about  17riO,"  was  the  son 
of  the  organist  of  Gloucester  Cathedral,  and  was 
afterwards  a  pupil  of  Dr.  Boyce — probably  in  the 
Chapel  Royal,  as  ultiiuately  he  became  a  gentleman 
of  the  Chapels.  With  such  an  education,  he  might 
well  bitve  composed  the  music  between  the  ages 
of  twenty  and  twenty-five.  The  contrary'  motion 
between  the  voice  part  and  the  basa  fehow*  the 
njusician.

BOCLAND  AND  FOLC-LAND. 

The  sy.steni  that  governed  the  possession  of  land 
under  the  Saxons  attracted  my  attention  some 
yetirii  ago,  and  as  the  subject  may  possej*^  miflicient 
ill  teres  t  to  secure  it  a  place  in  *'  N.  k  Q,,"  I  send 
you  some  extracts  relating  thereto.  I  prefer  giving 
the  ipsis^hria  i^erba  of  older  writers  rather  than  any 
stntement  of  their  views  in  my  own  lani^iuige,  but 
may  remark  that  the  common  law  right,  tlie  ancient 
user  or  occupation  of  hind,  which  was  known  in 
England  and  Germany  as  folc-land,  appears  to  have 
been  antecedent  to  any  charter-grants  or  patent- 
grants. 

The  Anglo-Saxons  who  conquered  England 
jifter  the  retreat  of  the  Romans  reduced  the  in- 
habitants into  slaverj",  and  e«tabli«hed  a  system  of 
Feudal  tenure.  Tlie  seveml  classes  were  thane^i, 
heriotii,  ceorls  ;  frelains,  or  .slaves  set  at  liberty, 
and  slaves  or  viUans.  "  A  muster  Intd  the  same  right 
to  bia  slaves  as  to  his  cattle." 

The  fealty  which  existed  t>etween  the  aovereijorn 
and  the  chieftain,  or  the  chieftain  and  follower,  if* 
expressed  in  the  form  of  ojith  given  in  the  (Aucitnt 
Lawn  and  Instiinti'A  of  EngUmdy  p.  179)  time  of 
Edward  and  Guthrun,  viz. : — 

" Thus  shall  a  min  iwear  fealty,  'By  the  Lord,  before 
whom  this  relic  ia  holy,  I  will  be  to  H—  faithful  and  true, 
and  love  all  that  he  loTes,  and  shun  all  tliat  he  &huns, 
according  to   God'ft  laws  and  tvccordinp  to  the  wurld'a 

Ermciplcfl,  and  ncTcr,  by  will  nor  by  force, by  word  nor 
y  work,  do  aught  of  what  ti  loathful  to  him,  on  condi* 
Cion  that  he  keep  me  as  I  am  willing  to  deserve  and  all 
that  fulfil  that  our  agreement  waa  when  I  to  him  fiub- 
mitted  and  choae  his  will.*  ** 

The  several  ranks  were  thus  dedned  by  Athel- 

9tane : — 

lat.  *'  It  wa*  whilom  in  the  laws  of  the  English,  that 
the  people  went  by  ranks,  and  then  w^re  thft

of  the  nation  of  worship  worthy,  each  according  to  his 
condition,  'eorl/  'ceorl,  'thegan/  and  'theodia.'  ' 

2nd.  "If  a  'ceorl'  thriTed  so  that  he  had  fully  fire 
hides  of  lan^  church  and  kitchen,  bell-house  and  back- 
gateseat,  and  special  duty  in  the  king's  hall,  then  was  he 
thenceforth  of  thane-right  worthy." 

8rd.  "  And  if  a  '  thane '  thriyed  so  that  he  seryed  the 
king,  and  on  his  seryices  rode  among  his  household  ;  if 
he  then  had  a  thane  who  him  followed,  who  to  the  king 
nt-ware  fiye  hides  had,  and  in  the  king's  hall  seryed  his 
lord,  and  thence  with  his  errand  went  to  the  king,  he 
might  thenceforth  with  his  'fore-oath,'  his  Lord  represent 
at  yarious  needs,  and  his  plaint  lawfd]^  conduct.'^ 

4th.  **  And  he  who  so  prosperous  a  yice-gerent  had  not 
swore  for  himself  according  to  his  right,  or  it  forfeited." 

5th.  **  And  if  a  *  thane '  thriyed  so  that  he  became  an 
•  eorl,*  then  he  was  thenceforth  of  *  eorl  '-right  worthy." 

6th.  "And  if  a  merchant  thriyed  so  that  he  fared 
thrice  oyer  the  wide  sea  by  his  own  means  (or  yessel), 
then  was  he  thenceforth  of '  thane '-right  worthy." 

I  am  not  quit«  sure  that  I  am  correct,  but  ac- 
cording to  my  reading  of  the  laws  the  distinctions 
above  referred  to  were  personal,  like  knighthood, 
and  not  hereditary.  The  "  eorl "  appears  to  have 
had  an  oftice  somewhat  similar  to  that  now  hold  by 
the  lieutenant  of  a  county. 

By  a  subsequent  law,  that  of  King  Cnut,  the 
following  provision  with  regard  to  the  tithe  on  boc- 
land  was  enacted  : — 

"  If  there  be  any  thane  who  has  a  church  on  his  Boc- 
land  at  which  there  is  a  burial  place,  let  him  giye  the 
third  part  of  his  own  tithe  to  the  church ;  and  if  any  one 
have  a  church  at  which  there  is  no  burial  place,  let  him 
do  for  his  priest  what  he  will  from  the  nme  parts,  and 
let  eyery  cnurch-scot  go  to  the  old  minister  according  to 
every  free  hearth." 

The  descent  of  land  was  thus  defined  in  the  lavrs 
of  Ethclbert,  the  first  Christian  king.  If  a  man  had 
sons  all  his  i)ossessions  were  ecjually  divided 
amongst  them,  or  if  they  were  all  daughters,  the 
division  was  also  ec^ual.  When  none  appeared  to 
claim  the  succession  or  were  unable  to  make  good 
the  claim,  the  whole  fell  to  the  king.  By  a  law  of 
.Alfred  the  Great,  all  persons  were  restrained  from 
alienating  from  their  natural  and  legal  heirs  estates 
which  had  descended  to  them  from  their  ancestors, 
if  the  first  purchasers  had  directed  either  in  writing 
or  before  credible  witnesses,  that  these  estates 
should  remain  in  the  family,  and  descend  to  their 
posterity.  That  monarch's  will  is  a  very  interesting 
doaunent  ;  after  the  preamble,  the  king  proceeds 
to  dispose  of  his  possessions :  he  gives  to  each  of  his 
two  sons  lands  and  five  hundred  pounds,  and  to  his 
wife  Ealkswith  and  each  of  his  three  daughters 
certain  villages,  and  one  hundnnl  pounds  to  iEthel- 
stan  and  JEthelwold,  his  nephews,  and  Oxfuth, 
his  kinsman,  certain  villages  and  one  hundred 
manensses  (thirty  pence)  each,  to  each  of  his 
ealdormen  cme  hundred  manensses  ;  to  be  divided 
among  his  followers,  two  hundred  pounds,  to  the 
archbishop  and  his  bishops,  one  hundred  manensses 
each  ;  lastly,  two  hundred  pounds  for  himself  and 
his  father,  and  those  frienos  for  whose  souls  they 
had  both  made  intercessiony  to  be  thus  divided  : 


fifty  pounds  to  so  manv  mass-priests,  fifty  to  so 
many  poor  ministers  of  God,  fifty  to  the  poor,  and 
fifty  to  the  church  in  which  he  should  rest.  It  then 
adds :  "  I  know  not  for  certain  whether  there  be  so 
much  money,  or  whether  there  is  more,  though  I 
imagine  so.  If  there  be  more,  let  it  be  divided 
amongst  those  to  whom  I  have  bequeathed  money. 
I  had  formerly  devised  my  property  in  another 
manner,  when  I  had  more  money  and  more  kins- 
men, and  ha*!  committed  the  writings  to  many 
persons,  but  I  have  now  burned  what  old  ones  I 
could  discover.  If  therefore  any  of  them  should 
be  found,  it  stands  for  naught.  And  I  will  that 
those  to  whom  I  have  bequeathed  my  6oc-land, 
dispose  of  it  not  out  of  my  kin  after  their  death,  but 
that  it  go  to  my  nearest  relative,  except  any  of  them 
have  children,  and  then  it  is  more  agreeable  to  me 
that  it  goes  to  those  born  on  the  male  side  as  long 
as  any  shall  be  worthy  of  it.  My  grandfather 
bequeathed  his  lands  on  the  spear-side,  not  on  the 
spindle-side ;  therefore,  if  I  have  given  what  he 
acquired  to  any  on  the  female  side,  let  my  kins- 
men make  compensation,  and  if  they  will  have  it 
during  the  life  of  the  piirty,  be  it  so  ;  if  other^'ise, 
let  it  remain  during  their  lives  as  wo  have  be- 
queathed it." 

He  then  desires  his  rehitions  and  heirs  not  to 
oppress  the  people,  whether  bond  or  free,  nor 
aggrieve  them  by  exactions  of  money  or  otherwise, 
but  that  they  nuiy  seiTe  whatever  lord  they  wilL 

King  -Alfred  does  not  refer  to  his  /o/c-land,  and 
in  disposing  of  his  />oc-land  seems  to  luive  been  in 
doubt  jis  to  his  power  over  that  which  lie  derived 
from  his  grandfather. 

Dr.  La])penbcrg,  History  of  EnqJaiul  nmhr  the 
Strxoii  Kiny.t,  rofei-s  to  King  JElfred  s  will,  and 
writes  : — 

"  The  land  conquered  by  the  German  tribes  belonged 
to  them  in  common ;  hence  among  the  Anglo-Saxons  its 
denomination  of  FolcAnnd,  or  land  of  the  people  (agri 
publicus).  This  was  the  property  of  the  community, 
though  it  might  either  be  occupied  in  common  or  pos- 
sessed in  severalty ;  in  the  latter  case  it  was  probably 
parcelled  out  to  individuals  in  the/o^c-genot,  or  court  of 
the  district,  the  grant  being  sanctioned  by  the  freemen 
present.  As  long  as  it  continued  to  be/o/e-land  it  could 
not  be  alienated  in  perpetuity,  but  on  the  expiration  of 
the  term  for  which  it  had  been  granted  reverted  to  the 
community,  and  might  again  be  granted  by  the  same 
authority.  Foic-lnnd  was  held  by  persons  of  the  highest 
condition,  by  ealdormen,  thanes,  and  gesuths  either 
during  life  or  for  a  limited  time.  Land  severed  from  the 
/o/c-land  and  granted  in  perpetuity  by  an  act  uf  the 
Qovemment,  and  thus  converted  into  an  estate  of  per- 
petual inheritance,  was  denominated  ^^oc-land,  such 
estates  were  usually  created  by  charter  (boc J,  and  might 
be  held  by  freemen  of  all  ranks  and  degrees.  The  Anglo- 
Saxon  kings  had  private  estates  of  ^oc-land.  which  did 
not  meiif(e  in  the  crovrn,  but  were  devisable  by  will, 
disposable  by  gift  and  sale,  and  transmissible  bv  inherit- 
ance ;  many  proofs  of  which  exist,  among  which  mav 
be  especially  cited  the  will  of  King  iGlfred,  from  which 
it  is  manifested  that  both  he  and  his  grandfather, 
Ecgberht,  had  the  arbitrary  diipotal  of  their  boc-huad.

66, 
there  is  recorded  a  curious  prophecy  of  the  Abb^ 
Galiari,  written  27th  April,  1771,  on  the  stat€  of 
Europe  in  one  hundred  years  from  that  date.

Notes  in  an  Old  Note-Book. — I  have  in  my 
possession  a  MS.  collection  of  literary  odds  and 
ends  which  has  been  in  the  family  for  several 
generations,  and  was  evidently  compiled  in  the 
reign  of  Henry  VIII.  The  character  of  the  pen- 
manship, the  contractions  employed,  the  make  of 
certain  letters,  and  the  whole  style  of  the  book 
proclaim  its  date,  which  would  be  inmiediately 
recognized  by  any  one  expert  in  the  "rolls"  of 
the  period  referred  to.  The  extracts  are  not  all 
by  one  hand,  for  while  some  parts  are  in  a  slovenly, 
small,  sprawling  handwriting,  other  parts  are 
models  of  neatness— bold,  bla^,  and  square.  Per- 
haps it  will  interest  your  readers  to  see  extracts 
from  this  venerable  compilation ;  if  so,  I  will  from 
time  to  time  send  you  a  specimen. 

The  writer  of  the  smaller  hand  was  a  scholar, 
and  apparently  intimate  with  the  king,  as  will  be 
seen  by  the  last  two  lines  of  the  subjoined  original 
poem.  The  poem  has  no  title  or  date,  but  I  think 
it  bears  internal  evidence  of  the  New  Year,  1514. 
We  are  sure  it  was  before  1520,  when  the  King 
adopted  the  style  of  "  Majesty";  it  was  after  some 
severe  illness,  probably  the  "  fever "  and  "  small- 
pox," in  the  autumn  of  1513.  Of  this  illness 
Louis  XII.  writes  (Feb.  28,  1514)  to  Spinelly:— 

"  The  King  (Hen.  VIII.)  has  been  lately  visited  by  a 
malady  named  small-pox,  but  is  now  recovered." 

Peter  Martyr  writes  (3rd  March,  1514)  to  Lud- 
F.  Mendoza  of  the  same  illness: — 

"  Henry  of  Eng*  has  had  a  fever ;  the  physicians  were 
afraid  it  would  turn  to  tbe  small-pox.  He  is  now  well 
again,  and  rises  from  his  bed  fierce  as  ever  against 
France."* 

And  the  Duke  of  Milan,  writing  to  the  King 
f29th  Maieh,  1514),  says:— 


"  He  is  glad  to  hear  that  his  grace  has  recovered  from 
his  severe  illness."  * 

These  extracts  give  a  lively  interest  to  the  ode 
subjoined. 

Presuming  on  these  surmises,  I  have  ventured 
to  give  the  poem  a  "  local  habitation  and  a  name," 
but,  as  usual,  have  indicated  by  brackets  that 
which  is  merely  conjectural : —

Fraser — Baron  Fraser. — All  the  published 
pedigrees  of  this  family  which  I  have  seen  are  at 
variance  with  the  statement  of  Sir  George  Mac- 
kenzie, tho  eminent  Scotch  judge  of  the  seven- 
teenth century,  and  a  contemporary  of  Sir  Alexander 
Fraser,  of  Durris,  physician  to  Charles  II.,  who 
says  thjit  it  is  a  branch  of  Durris. 

In  1685  there  was  an  Act  of  the  Scotch  Parlia- 
ment respecting  the  bridge  over  the  "water  of 
Dye,"  in  which  Sir  Peter  Fraser,  of  Durris,  refers 
to  his  father.  Sir  Alexander  of  Durris,  and  "  his 
nephew,  Andrew  Fraser,  of  Kinmundie." 

In  a  deed  of  1643,  Andrew,  second  Lord  Fraser, 
styles  Francis  Fraser  of  Kinmundie  his  brother. 

Now,  as  Sir  Alexander  Fraser,  the  Court  phy- 
sician, was  undeniably  of  the  Durris  family,  how  is 
this  discrepancy  accounted  for,  that  the  writers  on 
this  peerage  assert  that  the  first  Lord  Fraser  was 
of  the  Kinmundie*  (Stanywood)  ftmiily?  (See 
Burke,  &c.) 

Fraser  of  Stanywood  had  called  to  the  succession 
Andrew  Fraser  of  Kinmundie,  and  his  son,  also 
Andrew,  failing  whom  and  their  heirs  Alexander 
Fraser  of  Durris  and  his  heirs  were  to  succeed. 

According  to  Macfiulane's  MS.  (Adv.  Lib.  Edin.}, 


this  Alexander  of  Durris  had  a  son  named  Andrew, 
and  also  a  grandson  named  Andrew,  son  of  Bobert 
Fraser. 

Alexander  of  Durris  having  got  into  difficulties, 
his  estate  of  Durris  was  escheated,  and  the  escheat 
(Privy  SeaTB^.)  was  granted,  by  Boyal  Charter, 
to  Andrew,  first  Lord  Eraser. 

In  1644  there  is  a  special  charge  to  Andrew 
Fraser,  of  Midbeltie  (Durris  line)  to  enter  heir  to 
his  father,  the  late  Alexander  Fraser,  of  Durris. 

Sir  George  Mackenzie  seems  to  have  implied 
that  the  &st  Lord  Fraser  was  identical  with 
Andrew,  son  of  Alexander  of  Durris. 

The  first  Lord  Fraser  was  raised  to  the  Peerage 
in  1633,  and  died  about  1637,  when  his  son  An- 
drew, second  Baron,  was  served  his  heir. 

In  Burke's  Extin<it  and  Dormant  Peerage  Lord 
Fraser  is  stated  to  have  married  Anne,  eldest 
dau^ter  of  James,  first  Lord  Balmerinoch ;  but 
in  a  charter  recorded  in  the  Eegister  of  the  Privy 
Seal  this  lady  is  called  "Dame  Anne  Haldaae," 
and  her  son,  by  Lord  Fraser,  is  styled  "  William, 
Master  of  Fraser." 

These  facts  do  not  appear  in  any  Peerage  which 
I  have  seen. 

Amongst  Unextra>cted  Processes  (Beg.  Ho.  Edin., 
Drys.  Off.  K.  20),  extending  over  many  years,  is  a 
litigation  (1643-1656)  between  Keith  and  Frasers, 
viz.,  Andrew,  son  to  Alexander  Fraser  of  Dunis  ; 
Andrew,  son  to  Andrew  Fraser,  Elder  of  Mid- 
beltie ;  and  Andrew,  Lord  Fraser,  seems  subse-

In  Denmark  hfdi-  seems  applied  to  high  j^und, 
jwEsibly  unencloaed,  without  reference  to  its  crop. 
In  ft  poem  of  Grundtvig,  the  rye  is  mentioned  as 
Rowing  there  more  clear  of  weeds  : — 

"  Rugen  groer  pia  Hode,  reen/'  Ice. 
And  in  another  verse,  in  reference  to  winter  eupply 
in  Jutland : — 

"Mens  Lyngen  grocr  paa  Hcdc/'  &c. 
It  may  possibly  have  heen  the  abundance  of  more 
preci^je  tennR  which  we  have  in  the  old  northern 
dialect,  that  prevented  the  use  of  the  word  heath 
in  thii*  siense.  We  have  Pattenlale  Fellj  and 
Rodderup,  or  Rotherhope  Fell  ;  Ststnemore,  Ald- 
*ton  Moor,  and  Viol  Moor  ;  Wedholme  Flow,  and 
Wragmire  Moss,  and  Burgh  Marsh,  and  Clibum 
Lin^'— all  exactly  deacriptive  of  ditferent  sorts  of 
waste  lands,  to  those  who  know  the  dialect,  or 
will  use  the  northern  key  to  iU^  obscurities.  The 
last  named  is  the  only  instance  I  know  of  a  parish 
common  being  named  ftvm  ih\^  product.  It  ib  in 
Westmorland,  of  very  limited  extent ;  but  I 
remember  hcarinj^  that  on  the  night  of  a  census, 
many  years  ago*  fifty  gipsies  were  encamped  on 
Clihurn  Lin)?,  and  so  escaped  the  enumerators* 

In  contrast  to  the  levellers  of  the  dialect,  I  am 
crhv\  to  see  in  a  Penrith  papier  a  notice  that  in  & 
cei-tain  past  lire,  erHi*WMl  and  private,  though  on 
Foofith  Fell,  alu^p  sa^  to  be  token  iti  to  w  int«n 
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heather,  and  good  herbage '' ;  showing  the  word  in 
a  slightly  different  sense,  as  a  situation,  place  of 
abode ;  and  the  adjective  soundy  dry,  healthy,  as 
well  as  its  opposite,  souTj  is  still,  just  in  the  old 
Danish  sense,  applied  to  land.  The  distinction 
between  keaf  and  heather,  or  heath,  is  very  plain. 
The  figurative  use  of  this  old  word  is  quite  as 
well  known  as  the  literal,  and  may  not  be  so  easily 
suppressed.  It  is  often  said,  the  **heaf  is  out> 
stocked,'^  when  too  many  of  a  family  are  kept  at 
home  ;  or  an  establishment  is  unwisely  enlarged — 
"  mair  ner  t*  heaf  'ill  carry,"  in  broadest  Cumber- 
land. An  old  gentleman,  who  spoke  excellent 
English,  but  liked  to  use  the  words  of  his  boyhood, 
where  they  were  understood,  said  to  a  bridesmaid 
a  few  years  ago, — "  So,  Miss,  you  have  come  to  see 
your  sister  heafed  in  Westmorland" — settled  in 
her  new  home,  appropriate  place.  Heufing  the 
sheep  is  a  thing  not  to  be  left  to  chance  in  these 
fells.  When  a  new  flock  is  sent  to  find  its  own 
subsistence  there,  some  person  usually  goes  and 
stays  for  a  time  to  see  the  sheep  heafed;  for  if 
disturbed  by  neighbouring  sheep,  envious  of  a  bit 
of  tenderer  grass,  or  assailed  by  dogs  at  first,  **  the 
silljr  sheep"  might  never  afterwards  be  able  to 
mamtain  their  right.  In  the  parish  of  Renwick, 
anciently  spelt  ESivenwick,  the  village  Diyden  has 
embalmed  the  heaf  in  verse : — 

"  On  RX5WICK  Fell  Enclosure,  1863. 
We've  fratched  and  scaoldet  lang  an'  ndr,  aboot  our 

reeghts  on't  fell, 
The  number  of  our  sheep,  an'  whaur  the  heaf  was  they 

Bud  dwell. 
When  Spring  com'  round,  oor  bluid  it  warmed  oor  ancient 

hei^s  to  keep  ; 
But  oft,  aye  oft  the  damage  fell  upon  oor  whiet  sheep." 

One  verse  gives  a  lively  picture  of  the  results  of 
hounding  off  from  proper  heafs : — 

"Meantime  we  fratched,  an'  fret  aboot,  an'  throppled 

udder  sair. 
Upon  the  whol,  the  fell  hes  meade  mischief  for  iver 

mair."* 

When  the  influence  of  a  Northman  by  descent 
and  attainment,  like  Cleasby,  shall  have  caused  the 
modification  of  English  dictionaries,  which  was 
predicted  by  critics  on  the  completion  of  his 
Islandic  and  English  Dictionary,  the  taste  and  the 
toleration  of  Southern  scholars  may  be  greater  for 
Northern  words. 

The  transposition  attempted  would  do  as  great 
injustice  to  the  word  heaih  as  to  the  one  it  is 
intended  to  supplant,  though  the  one  has  no  footing 
in  old  manuscripts  nor  in  dictionaries,  and  the  other 
is  as  firmly  grounded  and  vouched  for  as  any  word 
in  the  language.  But  its  place  is  Saxon  England, 
and  there  it  is  appropriate,  and  its  associations  are 
always  fresh  and  beautiful,  with  its  varied  herbage, 
its  clumps  of  trees,  its  broken  spots  and  bniui- 
wood.    £ut  Fell  is  the  name  of  our  wilder  upland 

A  great  amount  of  mischief. 


tracts — bare,  and  often  rocky  and  savage;  it  is 
distinct  and  appropriate  to  them ;  and  it  would  be 
a  great  loss  to  the  dialect  to  exchange  it  for  any 
other. 

As  it  is  beginning  to  be  admitted  that  very 
ancient  usages  and  rights  are  still  found  underlying 
the  land  laws  of  England,  it  may  not  be  deemed 
so  incredible  that  an  old  word  connected  with  those 
usages  should  have  remained  with  them,  unsus- 
pected by  the  learned  in  laws  and  in  language,  and 
uncorrupted  by  ages;  while  the  analogies  drawn 
from  other  countries  with  whom  our  intercourse 
was  so  constant,  may  be  found  as  useful  in  the  one 
case  as  the  other  for  elucidation. 

In  conclusion,  I  see  Heath,  as  a  name  on  the 
map  of  Lincoln,  but  have  not  yet  met  with  it 
either  in  this  district,  or  in  Scotland  in  any  sense.

immortal — Le  Malade  Intafjinaire,  His  was  not, 
ahts!  an  ini:H;im4r>'  illness;  his  health  had  been 
fast  gi^in^  way,  and  hU  friends  stroitiily  vrged 
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his  numerous  emphyl^  of  their  daily  bread,  he 
continued,  and  at  the  fourth  representation,  just 
as  he  had  uttered  the  word  "  juro,"  was  seized  with 
an  attack,  of  which  he  died  on  I7th  February, 
1673  (two  hundred  years  ago),  being  hardly  lifty- 
one  years  old. 

On  account  of   his   profession,    he  could   not, 

during  his  lifetime,  be  admitted  to  a  seat  in  the 

French  Academy,  but  his  bust  has   since  been 

placed  there,  with  the  appropriate  line,  by  Saurin : —

Teetotum  Rhymes  (4''»  S.  xi.  13.) — Our  rhyme 
in  the  North  of  Ireland,  long  ago,  was  this : — 
A  for  all,  N  for  none, 
T  take  up— P  put  down  one. 

And  the  teetotum  fish  in  the  child's  pool  was  yilns. 
At  Christmastide  the  chief  indoor  recreation  of  the 
peasantry  was  pkying  with  pins,  of  which  there 
were  many  games,  such  as  push-pin,  shuffle-pin, 
and  pins  won  or  lost  by  the  fall  of  the  teetotum. 

At  the  advanced  age  of  six  years,  the  writer 
recollects  evenings  of  such  intense  enjoyment  spent 
with  fathers,  mothers,  and  the  whole  fry  of  the 
family,  old  and  young,  over  games  of  pins,  as  have 
never  been  vouchsiifed  to  the  most  ardent  votaries 
of  play  over  the  gaming  tables  of  Homburg  or  Spa. 
Are  the  young  competitors  of  the  modern  nursery 
above  being  amused  with  aught  so  simple  as  pins  ?

"Dismal"  (4*»»  R.  x.  408.)— The  derivation  is 
uncertain.  Latham's  Johnnon  and  Goodrich  and 
Porter's  Webster  follow  Minshew's  suggestion : 
"  Lat.  dies  nutlns,  an  evil  day."  The  account 
given  by  Sercnius  (English  and  Swedish  Dic- 
tionaiy)  deserves  our  attention.  "  A.  Goth,  Dys, 
Dea  mala,  numen  ultorium,  et  mal.  Mi  vs.  Goth,  md 
tempus  pnefinitum.  Inde  disin^l,  q.  d.  Lh/sas  mal, 
dies  vindictT." — Jamieson.  Skinner  conjectures 
that  it  may  be  from  dimmclj  a  diminutive  of  dim; 
in  A.S.  Dimn-iau^  obscurare,  to  darken.  "Dis- 
mal" ^vas  originally  a  noun  ;  c.f/.,  "I  trow  it  wjuj 
in  the  dismall.'' — Cfiaucer.

Minshew  derives  di^mmll  (sic)  from  dies  mains, 
an  evil  and  unhappy  time  ;  and  he  compares  it 
with  the  Spanish  azia^go —

and  from  the  Arabic  azdr,  infortunium,  q.  uziargoy 
by  corruption  axla^o,  Junius,  after  rendering 
"dismall  day,"  atra,  funesta,  luctuosa  dies,  dies 
insigni  aliqua  clade  notabilis,  says — 

*'  Nam  sic  quoque  dismall  day  dicitur  ater  dies,  et  in 
quo  propter  memoriam  acceptse  cladis  anniTersarium 
Justitium  erat  indictum.  Veteribus  Belgis  mael  dioe- 
batur  Judicium,  i  convcntus  juri  dicundo  deputatus.  Mfo 
semibarbaro  conventus  istius  modi  vocabatur  Mallns,  &c." 

Jamieson  gives  dismal  "the  designation  of  a 
mental  disease,  most  probably  melancholy";  and 
under  the  noun  dysmel,  which  he  thinks  may 
mean  "  necromancy,"  he  says  "  we  might  suppose 
it  to  be  formed  from  the  word  Dusii,  used  by  the 
ancient  Gauls  to  denote  a  supposed  class  of  JitciiW, 
and  Germ.  Su.  G.  mal,  speech.  But  the  account 
given  bv  Serenius  of  the  origin  of  the  adjective 
dismal  deserves  our  attention.  A.  Goth,  dys,  dea 
mala,  numen  ultorium,  et  mal.  Moes.  G.  m^ 
tempus  pnefinitum.

—The  village  of  the  Water  of  Leith  derives  its  name 
from  the  circiimstanee  of  ita  having  arisen  in  the 
close  vieinity  of  *'  the  Common  MUla  of  tlie  liupph 
of  EdinbuTjrh  at  the  Wafer  of  LHOt.''  In  all  the 
records  of  the  city  these  mills  are  so  deisignated ; 
and  the  origin  of  the  village  and  its  name  may  be 
carried  back  to  the  twelfth  century^  when  the  mills 
were  gmnted  to  the  burgesses  of  Edinburgh  by 
King  Diivid  I.  They  were  sold  by  the  mitgistrat&s 
and  council  to  the  Incorporation  of  Ba^^ter^i  (Bakers) 
sihout  A  century  and  a  half  ago,  or  more,  and  hiive 
latterly  been  known  as  the  Bilker.^*  Mills*  They 
are  situate  at  the  middle  of  the  great  dfaiij  den^ 
nr  ravine  through  which  the  Wjiter  of  Leith  jpft^ea 
the  north- weat  side  of  the  modem  city.

In  the  commentary  on  the  Creed  a  long  ciplaimtiou  of 
the  then  received  cosmogony  is  introduced,  in  which  the 
author  measures  the  distance  of  the  planets  from  each 
other,  from  the  earth,  and  from  the  hrmument,  with  a 
nicety  that  dues  not  despbe  even  half  a  mile.  The  only 
3IS.  of  the  J/yrtmre  known  belougs  to  the  L'niversity  of 
Aberdeen,  and  was  brought  from  the  Cape  ot  Good  Hope 
in  the  year  16*28  by  Mr,  William  Robertson,  M.A.  of  that 
University.  It  originally  belonged  to  one  of  the  ijisteni 
of  Ji^yon,  and  how  it  got  to  the  Cape  is  unknown.  This 
MB.  was  apparently  written  about  A. v.  117^1,  and  is  in 
excellent  preservation,  but  it  contains  only  the  tirst  half 
of  the  work.  A  few  printed  copies  exists  but  most  of 
(hem  are  as  imperfect  as  the  M^.  There  are,  however, 
perfect  copies  in  the  Univerjiity  Library,  Cumbridge,  and 
in  Bishop  Coam's  Library,  Durham.  Those  in  the  British 
Museum  and  the  Bodleian  arc  both  imperfect.  The 
Mi/rourf  will  throw  much  light  on  the  customs  of  the 
fifteenth  ceutury,  and  will  also  contain  some  useful  philo- 
logical illustrations  of  the  period."

THOMAS  THE  RHYMER. 

"  Betide,  betide,  whate*er  betide, 
Haig  will  be  Haig  of  Bemersyde." 

I  was  for  some  years  incumbent  of  the  church 
of  the  Holy  Trinity  at  Melrose,  then  a  new  church, 
of  the  Scottish  Episcopal  communion.  James 
Haig,  Esq.,  of  Bemersyde,  was  a  member  of  my 
congregation ;  a  bachelor  and  the  Uut  male  of  hii 
long  line.  This  fact  caused  much  speculation  in 
the  country  with  reference  to  the  well-known 
distich  quoted  above;  and  a  very  general  idea 
prevailed  that  whenever  he  died  something  extra- 
ordinary  would  liappen. 

In  January,  1854, — his  mother  and  sisters,  who 
lived  with  him  in  the  ancient  mansion,  beinff 
abroad,— Mr.  Haig  was  taken  suddenly  fll^  and 
within  a  week,  on  the  14th  of  the  month,  he  died. 
I  heard  the  strengthening  rumours  of  expectation 
of  some  strange  event  confidently  expressed  among 
the  jiged  poor  and  others. 

The  funeral  was  fixed  for  Friday,  the  20th  of 
January,  at  twelve  o'clock,  to  take  place  at  Diy- 
burgh  Abbev,  where  was  the  familv  vault. 

On  that  day  I  was  at  Bemersyde  in  good  time, 
and  the  first  train  fi*om  Edinburgh  had  brou^t 
the  friends  of  the  family ;  but  one  of  the  execnton 
by  an  accident  missed  that  tmin.  A  second  train 
was  due  at  Melrose,  five  or  six  miles  distant,  at  I 
think  one  p.m.,  and  it  was  determined  to  wait  for 
this. 

Bemersyde  is  situated  on  the  table-land  of  a 
grand  rocky  bluflF  looking  down  upon  the  horse- 
shoe bend  of  the  Tweed,  near  which  are  the  ruins 
of  the  Abbey  of  Dryburgh.  It  commands  a  dis- 
tant view  of  the  wide  valley  of  the  river  in  the 
direction  of  Melrose  and  Edinburgh.  Over  this 
valley,  during  the  whole  time  of  our  waiting,  black 
clouds  were  gathering  and  rolling  up  in  dense 
masses  towards  us.  Soon  after  two  o'clock  the 
gentleman  for  whom  we  had  waited  arrived,  and 
in  a  short  time  the  procession  moved  from  the 
house  towards  Dryburgh,  about  a  mile  and  a  half 
distant,  the  clouds  stiU  gathering  and  the  atmo- 
sphere darkening.

The  Ballot. — The  following  description  of  the 
first  attempt  of  voting  by  ballot  in  the  Commons 
is  interestmg.  Vernon,  Secretary  of  State,  and 
member  for  Westminster,  under  date  21st  Feb., 
1707-8,  says  :— 

"  Mr.  Benson  reported  to^j  the  manner  of  balloting, 
which  waa  received  with  laughter,  but  yet  was  agreed  to. 
It  coniitCed  of  eeveral  articles :  fint,  that  a  balloting-box 
and  balls  should  be  provided ;  that  it  be  carried  about  by 
the  two  clerks,  one  having  the  box,  the  other  the  balb; 
that  the  Speaker  appoint  two  members  to  attend  the 
box :  that  the  member  voting  take  a  ball  m  his  bare 
hand,  and  hold  it  up  between  his  finger  and  thumb, 
before  he  puts  it  into  the  box ;  that  the  members  keep 
their  places  till  the  box  be  brought  back  to  the  table  and 
the  bi&li  there  told  over." 

He  adds,  on  the  26th : — 

"  To-daj  we  had  the  election  of  Ashburton,  which  was 
decided  for  the  sitting  member,  by  way  of  ballot  I 
think  the  project  is  not  like  to  last.

Woman.  I  do  not  know  the  classification  of  the 
Betoi  language.

Warburton's  Divine  Legation. — When 
Bishop  Warburton  was  printing  his  LeffoHtm  qf 
Mosesj  in  1737,  he  sent  proof-sheets  to  aererd 
friends,  amongst  others  to  Hare,  Bishop  of  Chiches- 
ter, who  strongly  advised  him  to  cancel  one  page 
in  which  there  was  a  stroke  of  pleasantly  on 
Wollaston's  Beligian  of  Nature  which  would  give 
offence  to  a  great  person,  meaning,  it  is  said,  the 
Queen,  to  whom  Warburton  had  then  been  recom- 
mended as  a  private  chaplain.  This  passage, 
according  to  another  letter  of  remonstrance  frrai 
Bishop  Sherlock,  had  reference  to  D<m  QuiacnU; 
and  Warburton  in  accordance  with  these  remon- 
strances, cancelled  the  page  and  hod  it  reprinted. 
It  would  be  interesting  to  know  whether  there  i» 
a  copy  with  the  original  page  in  existence,  or  if 
it  is  known  what  was  the  passage  to  which  the 
Bishops  so  strongly  objected. 

Another  passage  in  the  book  which  was  most 
strongly  animadverted  upon  was  the  one  in  Uie 
"  Dedication  to  the  Freethinkers,"  where  he  highly 
praised  Dr.  Middleton.    The  words  are  these: — 

"  An  excellent  person,  and  one  of  your  most  formid* 
able  adversaries,  speaking  of  the  ancient  restraints  on 
Freethinking,  says.  These  were  the  maxint,  tke9e  the  jtrin- 
ciplet,  vhich  the  light  of  nature  ntggetted,  which  reason 
dictated.  Nor  has  this  fine  writer  any  cause  to  ba 
ashamed  of  this  acknowledgment" 

It  is  remarkable  that  when  Warburton^s  works 
were  reprinted  in  1788,  by  Bishop  Hurd,  thia 
sentence  was  modified,  the  words  **an  excellent 
person,  and  one  of  your  most  formidable  adrersa- 
rics,''  were  left  out,  and  in  place  of  them  there  was 
substituted,  "  a  very  candid  and  respectable  authoi'' 
(vol.  i.  Ded.  xix),  and  the  same  alteration  is  repro- 
duced by  Mr.  S.  Watson  in  his  Life  of  Wofimrtfm 
(p.  133).  I  may  add,  further,  that  by  a  trifling 
misprint  in  Mr.  Watson's  book  the  entire  i 
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of  the  paragraph  in  question  is  altered,  for  by  not 
printing  t£e  extract  from  Middleton  in  italics, 
and  by  placing  inverted  commas  before  the  word 
**  These,"  and  ailer  "acknowledgment,"  Warburton's 
compliment  to  Middleton  of  calling  him  '*  this  fine 
writer"  is  lost;  the  words  appeanng  not  as  War- 
burton's,  but  as  used  by  Middleton  of  some  third 
person.

Tl)e  follow]  rig  Hiitiricid  remarks  of  the  celebrated

!<een  referred  to  before,  and  may  be  reatl  with 
intere.'ft.

Sparkling  Champagne  (4***  S.  xL  37.) — ^The 
note  to  the  above  queiy  infers  that  "sparkling 
champagne "  was  a  scarce  drink  until  the  middle 
of  the  last  centiury,  but  a  reference  to  the  writera 
of  the  reigns  of  Charles  II.,  James  II.,  and  Wil- 
liam III.  (contemporaries  of  Louis  XIV.),  shows 
that  it  was  a  rypular  drink  in  their  day. 

Otway  in  Friendship  in  Fashion,  1678,  Act  iL 
scene  1,  makes  one  of  his  lady  characters  say : — 

"  Powerful  Champaign,  as  they  call  it,  may  do  much ;    ' 
a  Spark  can  no  more  refrain  running  into  Love  after 
a  ^ttle,  than  a  drunken  Country  Vicar  can  avoid  dis- 
puting of  Religion  when  his  Patron's  Ale  grows  stronger 
thin  uis  Reason." 

In  the  same  play,  Act  i.  scene  1,  we  have  the 
quantities  drank : — 

"He  came  where  I  was  last  night,  roaring  dmnk; 
swore  Dam  him,  he  had  been  with  mv  Lord  Such-a-one, 
and  had  swallow'd  three  quarts  of  Champaigns  for  hia 
share." 

Farquhar  says  (Twin  Eivals,  1703)—"  Show 
me  that  proud  Stoick  that  can  bear  success  and 
Champain  " ;  and  in  his  Love  and  a  Bottle^  1699, 
says,  *^  Champaigne  is  a  fine  liquor,  which  all  great

John  Dunton  in  his  Life  and  Errors, 
1705,  characterizes  a  Mr.  Freeman,  a  bookseller  by 
Temple  Bar,  and  another,  of  the  same  name,  an 
enpaver  in  his  time,  and  to  one  or  other  of  these, 
or  jointly,!  attribute  this  inferior  and  comparatively 
modem  edition  of  the  Emblemes,  A.  G. 

"A  Whig's  Supplication"  (4«»  S.  xi.  18.)— 
Under  the  head  of  "  Heber's  Library,"  your  corre- 
spondent 0.  P.  L.  mentions  a  MS.  of  this  humorous 
poem,  and  asks,  "Was  this  ever  printed?"  .  It  has 
been  printed  many  times.  The  first  edition 
(according  to  Bohn's  Loxvivdes),  at  Edinburgh,  in 
1651  ;  the  last  at  St.  Andrews,  in  1796.  The 
author  was  Samuel  Colvill,  and  he  terms  his  work 
"  A  Mock  Poem,"  the  argument  turning  upon  the 
insurrection  of  the  Covenanters  in  Scotland  in  the 
reign  of  Charles  II.  An  interesting  notice  of  this 
and  other  imitations  of  HudibraSy  will  be  found  in 
the  Retrospective  Review,  iii.  317 — 335. 

The  date  of  the  first  appearance  of  the  Whig's 
Supplication  in  print,  as  given  in  Lowndes,  is 
evidently  wrong;  the  edition  of  1681  being 
generally  considered  as  the  first.  The  writer  of  an 
mstructive  article  upon  this  and  other  supposed 


poems  of  Samuel  Colvill  (see  "  N.  &  Q."  y*  S.  v. 
51)  has  the  following  passage  : — 

"There  are  many  contemporarv  MSS.  of  the  poem 
about,  which,  coupled  with  wnat  the  author  says  in  his 
Apology t  would  almost  lead  to  the  belief  that  it  was  at 
fint  extensively  published  in  that  way ;  indeed,  as  far  it 
we  know,  it  may  hare  gjoi  into  print  surreptitiously — the 
original  edition  bearing  only  *  London,  printed  la  the 
year  1681'"

and  were  governed  by  their  own  laws,  not  those

John  Whitfield,  a  notorious  HighwaynYan,  was 
gibbeteji  alive  on  Barrock,  a  kill  a  few  miles  from 
Wetberal,  ne^r  Carlisle,  about  the  year  1777,  He 
lived  at  Coathill,  and  was  a  terror  to  all  tkit  part 
of  the  country,  so  that  many  would  not  venture 
out  after  nightfall,  especially  along  the  rcmd  by 
Barrock.  It  appears  he  shot  a  horseman  in  the 
oj>en  day,  who  was  travelling  to  Anoathwaite.  As 
soon  as  the  shot  was  tired  the  horse  gallopped  ott', 
and  although  the  man  was  mortally  wounded,  he 
had  sufficient  strength  to  keep  his  seat  till  he  got 
nearly  home,  when  he  fell  off  and  died  soon  after 
from  exhaustion. 

A  boy,  who  had  concealed  himself  near  the  phuT 
where  J,  W.  shot,  was  the  means  of  bringing  this 
unmerciful  wretcJi  to  be  identified  ;  a  button  off 
his  coat  at  the  back  being  part  of  the  evidence 
adduced.  It  is  said  he  hung  tbr  several  days,  till 
hiH  cries  were  heartrending,  and  a  mail-coachman 
who  WHS  pissing  that  way,  put  him  out  of  his 
misery  by  shooting  him.  'this  affair  I  noted  down 
from  hearsay  when  I  lived  at  Wetheml  in  1^^0(».

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Andrew  Mills  was  sentenced  to  hang  alive  in 
chains,  on  account  of  the  words  on  the  murdered 
children's  tombstone,  and  the  fact  that  Sykes,  in 
his  Local  Records,  vol.  i.  p.  119,  says  "Mills  was 
tried  and  executed,  and  afterwards  hung  in 
chains." 

Blackstone,  in  his  Commentarie^y  Bk.  iv.  ch.  14, 
p.  202,  observes  : — 

"In  atrocious  cases  it  was  freqaentlj  usual  for  the 
Ooort  to  direct  the  murderer,  after  execution,  to  be  hung 
upon  a  gibbet  in  chains,  near  the  place  where  the  fact 
was  committed  :  but  this  was  no  part  of  the  legal  judg- 
ment ;  and  the  like  is  still  sometimes  practised  in  the  case 
of  notorious  thieTes." 

By  25  Geo.  II.  c.  37,  hanging  in  chains  after 
execution  was  allowed.  Blacl^tone  makes  no 
mention,  that  I  know  about,  of  gibbeting  alive.

—It  is  the  msmner  of  common  tradition  to  fix  on 
remarkable  names,  and  make  them  do  duty  on 
every  occiuiion.  Prince  Arthur,  St.  Patrick,  and 
Sir  William  Wallace,  have  generally  served  in 
this  way  in  the  three  kingdoms^  and  their  pre- 
tenHiona  have  often  covered  mere  ignonmoe. 
Skilful  antirpiiiries  ought  only  to  receive  our  best 
thanks  if  they  correct  ajiy  of  the  blind  misUikes 
which  undue  hero-worship  has  made  current 

It  may  be  necesaaiy  to  give  up  the  WalLice 
ffword  preserved  at  Dumlwirton  Castle  in  Scotland, 
art  a  miKtake,  when  antiquarian  reseiyx'h  skilfully 
applied  resolves  the  letbaJ  weapon  in  question  to 
be  of  ii  later  date.  It  is  not,  perhaps,  very  likely 
tliat  a  relic  of  Sir  William,  who  wiis  a  sort  of 
Crura  well  in  Scotland,  would  be  preserved  at  hit« 
death,  when  his  enemies  were  flushed  with  their 
triunq>h  over  him.  We  must  look  i>ossibly  for  tlie 
honour  paid  to  this  expressive  implement  of 
worldly  [>ower,  in  some  other  direction  ;  but  the 
criticisms  of  the  Tower  authorities  do  not  aid  our 
researches  very  much. 

We  are  not'  told  whether  the  Dumbarton  relic 
i«  a  sword  for  show  or  for  use.  It  w:k«  an  old 
custom  to  make  presents  between  great  potentates, 
of  gaudy  swords,  which  would  hare  been  rather 
dangerous  to  the  owner,  than  efiective  in  actual 
warfare.  The  traverse,  to  guarri  the  hand  of  the 
wearer,  sometimes  stretched  out  two  feet  in  carved 
flowers  and  leaves,  and  would  Imve  been  ntther 
embiurassing  in  use.  Wallace  wouhl  oertAinly 
biive   prefer) 
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rough  woodland  cninpaigiis.  Some  one  beaide^ 
the  officiitl  authorities  at  the  Tower  must  have 
esmt  a  criiicAl  eye  on  the  reitc  at  the  Srottifih 
gtroiTghoM.  But  no  one  seems  to  have  oommtini- 
cated  the  leading  particulars  of  the  description^ 
m  thai  any  one  mignt  form  a  good  guess  of  date 
and  quality.  We  ought  to  be  jeaioua  for  the 
character  of  such  noted  relica,  and  not  allow  them 
to  be  fitted  with  new  handles,  and  cut  short  of 
their  fair  proportiona,  by  a  goTernment  blacksmith 
or  armourer.  '  K  0.

Goon  Conduct  Medals  for  Bbitibh  Soldiers 
{4*^  S.  X.  427,  477  ;  xi.  ^.j.)— This  famous  ''  Order 
of  Merit,"  the  medal  of  the  fith  Foot,  or  Korthum- 
berland  Fusiliers^  was  eslabhsbed  in  1767  hy  the 
colonel  of  the  regiment,  the  Duke  of  l^orthtimber- 
land.  The  honorary  distinctions  consisted  of  three 
classes  of  med^s  :  the  first,  or  lowest,  was  bestowed 
on  men  of  seven  years'  irreproachable  character, 
and  was  of  gilt  metal ;  the  second  was  of  sUver^ 
and  conferred  in  "Reward  of  fourteen  years' 
military  merit "  j  the  third  was  similar  to  the 
second,  but  was  inscribed  with  the  name  of  the 
recipient  and  given  **  For  twenty-one  years^  go^xl 
and  faithful  serrice  as  a  soldier*"  Tliose  who 
obtained  the  twenty *one  years'  medal  had  also  an 
oval  badge  of  the  colour  of  the  rpgimeatal  icings 


on  the  right  breast,  embroidered  round  with  gold 
and  silver  w^reaths,  and  in  the  centre  the  word 
MEiiET  in  lett^iB  of  gold.  They  were  given  by  the 
commanding  officer  at  the  head  of  the  assembled 
battalion,  and  if,  which  rarehj  Jiappened,  the  owner 
of  a  me<lid  subsequently  forfeited  his  pretensioni^ 
to  enrolment  among  the  men  of  merit,  his  medal 
was  cut  from  his  breast  by  the  drum-nmjor  b^ 
publicly  as  he  had  been  invested  with  it.  The 
medal  was  worn  suspended  by  a  green  ribbon  «t 
a  button-hole  of  the  left  lappel.

It  will    1>e  seea   fi-om   tkis   pasaoge,   thai   Mr. 
'      jre  Hinlth,  of  tbe  BritisJi  Museum,  to  whose 
iig  iind  patience  the  world  is  indebted  for  the 
t*  ri  ut  very  intei'fc?stiiig  tranalntion  of  the  cuneifonn 
inscnptiotiH  in  that  gi'e^t  nxttiomil  reposit^try,  has 
addetl  but  little  to  our  previoita  knowledge.     He 
has,  however,  exhumed  t'jx*in  the  dust  of  a  very 
n  hiute  tiutifpiity,  a  rt'in-trkablo  anriiority  for  thfe 
lit  hande^l  down  by  Berosu^s.     This  writer  waa 
^    ^*  st  of  Baal  or  BeluBy  who  flourished  two  cen- 
turies and  a  half  before   the   Christian  era*     A 
short  atvount  of  bis  life  and  N^Titinga  appears  in 
Dr*    Smith's    C!iig$lcal    Dictionary.      It    seema

Tbe  question  i^  one  of  great  philological 
interest ;  and  I  tthotild  like,  through  your  columns, 
to  ask  Jlr,  Smith— or  tuiy  else  \^ho  is  learned 
in  the  unci  cut  kn;;uii^'G3  of  Pha^nicia  and  Obal- 
dea,  and  the  equally  ancient,  though  still  living; 
l:tn;.juage;?  npoken  by  the  Celta  of  Europe — 
whether  the  name  of  the  great  sovereign  men- 
tioned in  the  inffcription  as  Assur^anijml  should 
not  be  A^surz/aniiKil,  tbe  Bardaimpalus  of  the 
Gfeekrt.  Possibly  the  Greeks  may  have  made  a 
mistake,  when  Ihey  called  this  personage  Sardana- 

Eilns.  Both  names  have  Celtic  meanings,  iSar  h 
ord  or  Prince  (see  Genesis,  chapter  xvii.,  verse  15^ 
vv  here  BaraA  is  transkted  Princess) ;  dan  ia  bold  ; 
andywi/  orpefiU,  a  horse;  whence  the  name  Sardana- 
paius  would  signify  the  *'  Lord  of  the  Bold  Hon>e/*

THE  SCOTTISH  ANCESTORS  OF  THE  EMPEB8S 
EUGENIE. 

The  heaw^  aflhction  that  ha^  befallen  the  Em- 
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deeply  sympathize,  lias  brought  to  my  recollection 
that  in  examining  the  early  histoid  of  the  Kirk- 
patrick  family,  I  have  been  led  to  think  that  some 
links  of  the  chain  tliat  unites  the  Empress  to  the 
main  stem  of  the  Kirkpatrick  family  must  have 
dropped  out  of  sight.  There  seems  no  reason  to 
doubt  that  the  Conheath  fiimily,  from  which  she 
is  immediately  sprung,  started  originally  from 
Alexander  Kirkpatrick,  second  son  of  Sir  Eoger 
Kirkpatrick  of  Kylosbem,  and  Margaret,  daiu;hter 
of  Thomas,  first  Lord  Somerville,  1^  Janet, 
daughter  of  Sir  Alexander  Stewart  of  Demeley. 
This  Alexander  Kirkpatrick  received  part  of  the 
Barony  of  Kirkmichael,  which  marches  with  Dal- 
gamoch  and  Kylosbem  on  the  east,  from  James  IIL, 
in  1484,  by  a  charter  under  the  Great  Seal,  as  reward 
for  having  taken  prisoner,  at  the  battle  of  Bumswark, 
in  1483,  James,  ninth  and  last  Earl  of  Douglas,  who 
ended  his  days  in  the  Abbey  of  Lindores.  I  have 
before  me,  through  the  kindness  of  William  Sharpe, 
Esq.,  of  Hoddom  Castle,  the  antiouarian  notes  which 
his  brother,  the  late  Mr.  Charles  Kirkpatrick  Sharpe, 
had  collected  resp^ing  the  pediCTee  of  the  £unuy, 
and  also  the  additions  made  by  Mr.  Peter  Gracie, 
of  Dumfries,  chiefly,  I  think,  in  reference  to  the 
later  members  of  the  Conheath  family,  which,  how- 
ever, have  no  bearing  on  the  question  which  I 
wish  to  bring  before  your  readers.  If  we  count 
the  links  of  the  chain  frt>m  Sir  Roger  Kirkpatrick 
of  Kylosbem  to  the  last  baronet.  Sir  Chanes,  we 
find  them  to  be  fourteen,  and  if  we  do  the  same 
with  the  Kirkmichael  branch  to  Eug^nicj  there  are 
only  ten  links.  Now  there  is  too  great  discrepancy 
in  these  numbers  to  allow  us  to  suppose  that  this 
can  be  correct.  From  1484  to  1622,  we  have  the 
following  members  :  Alexander,  WilHam,  Alexan- 
der XL,  and  William  XL,  of  Kirkmichael,  who  is 
said  to  have  sold  the  estate  to  Sir  John  Charteris 
of  Amisfield,  about  1622,  and  by  a  note  I  see  that 
he  is  said  to  be  buried  in  Garrel  churchyard,  dying 
9th  June,  1686.  Here  we  have  between  1484  and 
168G  these  four  members  of  the  Kirlunichael 
branch,  stret<>hing  over  202  years,  which  I  am  sure 
Mr.  Thoms  would  not  be  willing  to  pass,  except 
with  much  stronger  proof  than  we  as  yet  possess. 
How  that  difficulty  is  to  be  got  over  X  am  unable 
to  say.  X  thought  at  one  time  that  the  Drumlanrig 
charters  had  solved  the  difficulty,  as  X  found  in 
these  charters  three  Kirkpatricks  mentioned,  all 
of  the  name  of  Roger,  son,  father,  and  CTandfather, 
carrying  us  back  to  the  end  of  the  fifteenth  cen- 
tury ;  but  on  more  minute  examination,  I  saw  that 
they  were  of  the  Kirkpatricks  of  the  Barony  of 
Ross,  being  different,  though  in  the  same  parish, 
from  the  Barony  of  Kirkmichael.  These  Kirk- 
patricks of  Ross  (1562)  I  believe  to  be  of  the 
Torthorwald  branch,  and  therefore  are  of  no  use  in 
this  question  which  I  am  discussing.  This  Wil- 
liam XL  of  Kirkmichael  does  not  seem  to  have  sold 
the  whole  estate,  as  his  eldest  son  George  is  called 


of  Knock,  a  piece  of  land  in  Kirkmichael  parish, 
and  in  Garrel  churchyard  his  tombstone  states  that 
he  died  24th  June,  1738.  Here  again  these  dates 
startle  us,  for  his  father  sold  the  estate  116  yean 
before.  The  second  son  of  William  was  Robert 
Kirkpatrick,  of  Glenkiln,  a  well  known  ferm  in 
Kirkmichael.  He,  too,  lies  in  Garrel,  and  the  date 
of  his  death  is  recorded  as  12th  Oct.,  1745,  which 
is  123  years  after  the  sale  of  the  estate. 

We  come  now,  however,  to  firm  ground,  and 
have  no  difficulty  in  tracingthe  subsequent  links  up 
to  the  Empress  Eugenie.  This  Robert  of  Glenkiln 
had  four  sons,  Thomas  of  Jjambfoot,  Robert  (died 
s.p.),  William  of  Conheath,  and  John,  with  issue, 
who  resided  in  the  Isle  of  Man.  It  was  the  third 
son,  William  of  Conheath,  who  is  the  creat-grand- 
father  of  the  Empress  Eu^nie,  and  respecting 
whom  I  found  the  following  inscription  on  a  stone 
in  an  enclosed  space  in  Caerlaveroch  churchyard, 
about  six  miles  below  Dumfries.  Conheath  is  a 
smidl  property,  now  belonging  to  Mr.  Connell  in 
the  pansh  of  Caerlaverock,  and  is  rated  in  the  valu- 
ation roll  at  £630.    The  inscription  is  : — 

"  In  Memory  of  William  Kirkpatrick,  late  of  Conheath : 
Mary  Wilson,  his  spouse;  laabella,  Alexander  and 
Elisabeth  Kirkpatrick,  their  children.  Sosina  Kiifc- 
Patrick  died  at  Kithbank  the  5th  dav  of  April,  18S8. 

Jane  Forbes  Kirkpatrick,  the  last  iorrrnDg  daughter 
of  the  aboTC  William  and  Mary  Kirkpatrick,  bom  18Ui 
Sept,  1767,  died  2l8t  Dec,  1864. 

Brected  by  John  Kirkpatrick,  merchant  in  Osiend, 
eldest  son  of  deceased  William  Kirkpatrick,  April, 
1788." 

This  William  Kirkpatrick  of  Conheath  and 
Mary  Wilson  of  Kelton  had,  according  to  the  in- 
formation collected,  I  believe,  by  Mr.  Grade, 
nineteen  children,  nine  daughters  and  seven  sonfl, 
with  several  still-bom.  The  seventh  son,  William 
Kirkpatrick,  bom  24th  May,  1754,  became  Ameri- 
can consul  at  Mala^  and  there  married  Fannys 
daughter  of  Baron  Grivegnee  of  Malaga,  and  by 
her  he  had  three  daughters:  Maiy,  the  eldest^ 
married  the  Count  de  Montijo,  a  Grandee  of  the 
first  class,  and  had  two  daughters ;  of  whom  the 
eldest  was  married  to  the  Duke  of  Berwick  and 
Alva.  The  second  daughter  is  the  Emprev 
Eus^nie.  The  second  daughter  of  William  of 
Malaga  was  Charlotte,  married  to  Thomas  Kirk- 
patrick ;  (both  dead)  and  Harriet  married  to  Count 
de  Cabarras. 

It  is  in  the  early  part  of  the  pedigree  where  the 
difficulty  arises,  about  the  end  of  the  sijcteenth  and 
beginning  of  the  seventeenth  century.  In  a  pedi- 
gree, drawn  up  by  the  late  Mr.  Hunter- Arundelly 
of  Barjarg  Tower,  to  which  I  have  had  acceM 
through  the  kindness  of  his  son,  to  whom  I  have 
had  occasion  to  refer  before  (4^S.  vii.  491),Ifindth«t 
he  deduces  Robert  Kirkpatrick  of  Glenkiln,  not 
from  William  of  Kirkmichael,  but  fix>m  a  Thonu» 
Elirkpatrick  of  Knock,  who  may  have  been  the  boo 
of  George  of  Knock.    It  will  be  observed  that  this 
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adds  a  veneration  and  lessens,  the  disparity  of 
years.  Adopting  Mr.  Hunter- Arundell's  corrections, 
the  Scottisn  ancestors  of  the  Empress  Eugenie 
wonld  run  thus  : —

In  Chalmers's  Caledonia  (vol.  iii.  p.  178),  I  sec 
William  Kirkpatrick  of  Kirkmichael  obtains  in 
1565,  from  the  vicar  of  the  parish  of  Garrel,  the 
church  lands  and  glebe  of  the  parish.  Among  my 
notes^  which  must  nave  been  taken  before  I  became 
aoqnainted  with  Captain  Cuttle,  as  I  have  not 
inserted  the  precise  references,  I  find  that  on  the 
90th  December,  1560,  this  same  William  was  under 
scandal  with  the  Beformers  for  allowing  mass  to 
be  celebrated  within  his  bounds.  The  ^ft  of  the 
chnrdi  lands  and  glebe  of  Garrel  probably  con- 
vinced him  of  the  heinousness  of  his  crime,  and  I 
donbt  not  that  he  would  be  one  of  those  who  de- 
clared to  John  Knox  and  his  compeers,  that  it  was 
''a  pious  delusion  "  to  suppose  that  he  would  dis- 
gUHve  any  part  of  his  prey. 

u  Sir  Alexander  Stewart  of  Demeley,  whose 
daughter  Janet  was  married  to  Sir  Roger  Kirk- 
patnck  of  Kylosbem,  be  related  to  the  Stewarts, 
the  Boyal  Fajnily  of  Scotland,  which  is  very  likely, 
thoo^  I  do  not  know  his  pedigree,  we  would  thus 
find  that  the  Empress  Eugenie,  by  her  Kirkpatrick 
descent,  was  related  to  Her  Majesty,  Queen  Vic- 
toria. 

This  p^)er  is  already  too  Ions,  so  that  I  must 
kaqi  back  for  another  occasion  what  I  have  further 


to  say  respecting  Kirkmichael  Barony,  the  original 
seat  of  the  ancestors  of  the  Empress  Eugenie.

LORD  BYRON. 


The  wonderful  and  wide-spread  influence  which 
the  mind  of  a  great  poet  exercises  upon  the  race 
which  has  produced  nim  was  perhaps  never  more 
vividly  manifested  than  in  the  lengthy  and  excited 
controversy  which,  on  both  sides  of  the  Atlantic, 
followed  the  publication  of  Mrs.  Stowe*s  ill-advised 
article  on  the  relations  between  Lord  and  Lady 
Byron  in  MacmUlan*8  Magaziney  about  three  years 

T.  The  whole  public  mind  was  held  in  a  state 
chronic  ferment  by  the  numerous  defences, 
replies,  and  rejoinders,  with  which  the  newspapers 
and  magazines  teemed  ;  in  the  drawing-room  and 
the  tap-room,  in  the  club-house  and  the  family 
circle,  the  subject  was  debated  day  after  day  usque 
ad  nauseam.  Those  who  were  not  even  bom  when 
Byron  died  seemed  to  feel  a  personal  interest  in 
the  vindication  of  his  fair  fame.  It  would  seem  as 
if  towards  no  other  writer  (not  even,  perhaps, 
towards  Dickens  —  so  decidedly  a  "man  of  the 
people")  could  such  a  spontaneous  outburst  of 
affectionate  interest  have  been  possible ;  and 
though,  no  doubt,  this  is  partly  due  to  the  fire  and 
melody  of  his  so  widely  known  poetical  works,  yet 
it  must  in  a  great  measure  be  accounted  for  by  the 
direction  in  which  his  political  and  social  syrnpa- 
bhies  lay,  and  his  eany  death  in  the  cause  of 
struggling  freedom. 

This  may  be  all  very  obvious,  but  my  remarks 
have  been  made  for  the  puipose  of  introducing  two 
illustrations  of  the  powerful  sw^  exercised  by  the 
poet  over  the  pubhc  mind  in  England,  shown  in 
the  consternation  (I  think  I  cannot  find  a  word 
which  more  fitly  expresses  the  feeling  manifested) 
with  which  the  news  of  his  death  at  Missolonghi 
was  received. 

The  first  occurs  in  The  History  of  a  Man, 
''  edited  "  by  George  Gilfillan,  London,  1856.  The 
autobiographer  says : — 

"  One  day,  standing  at  the  old  tree,  I  saw  my  father 
returning  from  the  post-office  with  a  newspaper  in  his 
hand.  As  he  passed,  he  said  in  almost  a  whisper, '  Lord 
Byron 's  dead.'  I  felt  stunned,  as  if  by  a  blow  on  the 
slnill :  I  could  not  say  a  word,  but  ran  up  to  Henry 
Thompson,  ^hom  I  saw  approachini;;,  and  stammered 
out, '  Lord  Byron 's  dead ' ;  and  he  next  was  struck  dumb 
with  wonder  and  grief,  and  for  three  or  four  minutes  we 
stood  silent  and  awe- struck,  in  thoughts  too  deep  for 
tears.  I  had  only  by  that  time  read  extracts  and  por- 
tions of  Byron's  poetry,  but  the  impression  made  had 
been  very  profound." — P.  32. 

The  other  example  I  would  cite,  bearing  the 
same  testimony,  is  contained  in  the  Autobiography 
of  an  Irreeoncueable — a  very  pleasant  string  of  re- 
miniscences, too  soon  broken  off — ^printed  in  Saint 
Pauls  Magasdne : — 
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"  A  baby  waa  not  likely  to  be  infonned  by  his  parents, 
especially  as  they  were  puritan  people,  of  the  death  of 
Lord  Byron  a  year  or  two  before ;  out,  considering  the 
Tiracity  of  my  father's  mind,  the  interest  he  took  in  what 
was  passing,  and  his  eagerness  to  impart  to  me  what  he 
used  to  say  I  wanted,  *  general  knowledge/  I  have  often 
wondered  that  I  never  heard  Byron's  name  in  all  my 
childhood.  It  is  not  out  of  place  to  say  here  that  a 
friend  of  mine,  now  dead,  and  quite  competent  to  speak 
upon  the  matter,  once  told  me,  upon  my  mentioning  that 
not  a  trnce  of  Bvron's  fame  had  come  down  to  me  from 
my  childhood,  though  Napoleon's  had,  that  the  public 
Bhock  caused  by  that  man's  death  was  one  of  the 
strongest  recollections  of  his  adolescence.  '  You  can  have 
no  idea,  sir,'  said  he,  '  how  we  young  fellows  used  to 
idolise  Byron.  His  death  threw  a  gloom  over  all  Eng- 
land, and  I  cried  as  if  I  had  lost  my  mother.'  The  fact, 
I  suppose,  is,  that  the  name  of  Bjrron  did  not  get  so  low 
down  as  the  kind  of  people  among  whom  I  lived." — S(. 
PauU  Mag.,  Aug.,  1872,  p.  285. 

The  two  passages  are,  I  think,  worthy  of  being 
placed  in  juxtaposition  in  the  pages  of  "  N.  &  Q."

BURNS  AND  HIGHLAND  MARY. 

In  the  American  Spiritualist^  New  York, 
24th  February,  1872,  the  following  revelation  from 
the  spirit-world,  respecting  Bums  and  Higldand 
Mary,  will  interest  many  readers  of  "  N.  &  Q." 
Whether  they  have  faith  to  believe  the  manifiesta- 
tion  is  another  consideration.  I  have  copied  it 
verbatim  from  the  paper : — 

"BlTBKS  AKD  HiaHLlHX)  MAAT. 

The  following  lines  were  written  many  vears  ago, 
under  the  follovring  circumstances,  and  we  deem  them 
worthy  of  republication  at  this  time.  Mrs.  Francis 
O.  Hyzer  had  one  day  been  reading  some  of  her  poetical 
productions  to  a  lady  visitor,  who  asked  her  if  Robert 
Bums—the  lady's  favourite  poet— had  ever  communi- 
cated through  her.  She  replied  that  she  had  never  been 
conscious  of  his  presence,  nor  was  she  familiar  with  his 
writings.  The  lady  remarked  that  she  hoped  he  would 
sometime  make  known  his  presence,  and  answer  a 
question  she  had  in  her  mind,  which  question  she  did 
not  express. 

A  few  days  subsequently  Mrs.  Hyzer  was  influenced  to 
pen  the  following,  which,  on  being  shown  to  the  lady, 
proved  to  be  an  appropriate  reply  to  the  question  she 
had  in  her  mind : — 

Fair  lady,  that  I  come  to  you 

A  stranger  bard  fu'  weel  I  ken. 
For  ye  've  known  naught  of  me  save  through 

The  lays  I  've  poured  through  Scotia's  glen : 
But  when  I  speaic  of  gliding  Ayr, 

O'  hawthorn  shades  and  fragrant  ferns, 
0'  Doon,  and  Highland  Mary  sair. 
Mayhap  ye  '11  Uiink  o'  Robert  Bums. 

I  am  the  lad— and  why  I'm  here,

My  angel  lassie  crowned  wi'  flowers,

And  more,  was  meted  to  us  there ; 
And  sweeter  was  my  dearie's  kiss 

Than  on  the  flowmg  banks  o'  Ayr. 

When  love's  celestial  shadows  played. 

And  rosebuds  burst  and  seraphs  sang. 
And  myrtle  twined  our  couch  to  shade, 

I  clasped  the  love  I'd  monmed  sae  lang : 
And  while  by  angel  harps  were  played 

The  bonnie  bridal  serenade, 
Though  na  gown'd  priest  the  Kirk  rite  sidd. 

Bums  was  wi'  Highland  Mary  wed. 

There's  nae  destroying  death-frost  here 

To  nip  the  hope-buds  ere  they  bloom ; 
The  '  bndal  tour '  is  thro'  the  sphere, 

Eternity  the  'honeymoon.' 
And  now,  fair  lady,  if  yell  bear 

These  words  unto  the  anxious  dame. 
The  answer  must  her  so  reward.

Bonaparte,  with  Charles  Lucien  Jules  Laazeiit» 
eldest  son  of  Liicien  Bonaparte,  Prince  of  Canine, 
whose  second  title,  Prince  of  Musignano,  was  long 
borne  by  said  Charles  Lucien  Jules  Laurent.  He 
was  a  savant,  and  resided  several  years  in  the 
United  States,  where  his  eldest  son,  Joseph  Lucien 
Charles  NaiK)leon  Bonaparte,  was  bom  at  Phil*- 
delphia,  13th  February,  1824 ;  whereas  the  future 
Cardinal,  Lucien  Louis  Joseph  Napoleon,  was  bom 
at  Rome,  loth  November,  1828.  I  often  had 
occjision  to  see  him  at  his  father's  in  the  Villa 
Paolina.  His  Likeness  with  the  First  Consul  was 
at  that  time  already  (in  1838)  very  striking.

Mr.  FRorDE's  "  The  English  in  Ireland."—

tion  to  that  in  which  he  is  the  sole  expert.  I  should 
therefore  like  to  know  how,  in  such  cases,  we  are 
to  tell  whether  the  equivalent  or  the  word 
itself  is  rendered ;  and  how  we  can  be  certain  that 
any  particular  name  is  composed  of  certain  definite 
letters  capable  of  producing  a  sure  phonetic 
result,  and  how  graimnatical  connection  is  disco- 
vered. 

For  example,'  Hmca  Khana  (Hindostonee)  is 
rendered  "  take  an  airing,"  and  in  other  similar 
ways,  and  yet  the  literal  translation  would  be  quite 
different. 

With  regard  to  Pali  inscriptions,  the  task  was 
comparatively  easy,  as  a  key  to  them  was  to  be 
found  in  Ceylon;  but  with  cuneiform  characters 
(beyond  a  general  idea  of  the  meaning  of  an 
inscription)  I  fail  to  understand  how  an  interpreter 
could  construct  sentences,  give  dates,  and  render 
proper  names.

Surely  "matriarch"  is  quite  allowable. 

I  find  a  new  word,  "  convalesced,"  in  an  account 
given  by  the  New  York  Ledger  of  a  fight.  The

"  There  one  of  them  soon  died,  and  the  other,  after 
a  long  illness,  convalesced  sufficiently  to  ride  awi^  on 
horseback  in  search  of  some  old  companions." 

To  "  collide"  is  commonly  brought  up  as  a  modem 
Americanism,— following  the  introduction  of  rail- 
ways,—but  I  find  the  word  in  Johnson's  IHc- 
tioyiary  (edit.  1799). 

In  the  New  York  papers  I  observe  "  theater " 
to  be  the  mode  of  spelling  adopted. 

I  find  in  a  New  York  paper  a  verj'  handy  word, 
which  we  have  not  yet  adopted,— "jailed."  In 
describing  some  offence,  the  man,  as  he  could  not 
procure  bail,  was  jailed."

Strafford  in  Armour. — In  the  volume  of 
Miscellanies,  collected  and  edited  by  Earl  Stan- 
hope, 2nd  edit.,  18C3,  there  is  a  very  interesting 
paper  by  the  kte  Sir  Robert  Peel,  on  the  character 
of  Sir  Robert  Walpole.  In  it,  however,  there 
occurs  a  passage  betraying  a  want  of  knowledge  as 
to  the  costume  of  the  seventaoDth  centuiy,  common 


enough  with  people  in  general,  but  such  as  one 
would  not  have  expected  in  Sir  Robert  PeeL 
Addressing  Lord  Stanhope,  he  says: — 

**  You  contrast  the  qualities  of  Walpole  with  thote  of 
Strafford;  ....  vou  might  also  contrast  the  armonr 
of  Strafford  with  the  velvet  waistcoat  of  Walpole,  or  the 
helmet  of  one  with  the  full-bottomed  wig  of  the  other. 
No  doubt  the  cumbrous  dress,  in  wluch  a  corpulent 
minister  sweats  at  a  levee  in  the  dog-dajs,  is  a  mneh 
worse  subject  for  a  picture  (particularly  when  one  is  by 
Kneller,  and  the  other  by  Vandyke)  than  the  flashing 
armour  in  which  a  statesman  goes  to  the  council,  in 
order  that  he  may  be  ready  for  the  field." 

The  portrait  of  Strafford  to  which  Sir  Robert 
Peel  alluded  was  doubtless  that  beautiful  one  by 
Vandyck  at  Petworth.  The  artist  baa  there  repre- 
sented Strafford  in  a  complete  suit  of  plate  armour, 
such  as  might  have  been  worn  in  the  time  of 
Henry  VIIL,  but  which  certiunly  was  never  worn 
during  the  reign  of  Charles  I.  At  that  period 
the  apparition  at  the  king's  council-board  of  a 
statesman  clad  in  plate-armour  would  have  been 
almost  as  startling  as  if  a  minister  were  to  appear 
thus  armed  at  the  present  day.  Vandyck's  artistic 
eye  was  pleased  with  the  play  of  licht  and  colour 
which  a  suit  of  armour  affords,  and  he  costumed 
his  sitter  accordingly.  In  the  fine  poitntt  of 
Cromwell  by  Walker,  now  at  Althorp,  the  Pro- 
tector is  also  represented  in  a  complete  suit  of 
armour ;  but  a  buff  coat,  or  at  the  utmost  a  goi]^, 
or  a  cuirass,  would  have  been  all  the  dei&nsive 
armour  that  Cromwell  ever  wore.        J.  Dixon.

THE  PRINTERS  OP  THE  COMPLUTENSIAK 
POLYGLOT. 

Can  any  of  your  correspondents  give  me  an, 
account  of  the  printers  of  the  above  great  work, 
undertaken  by  tne  illustrious  Cardinal  Ximenez  ? 
The  names  are  well  known,  viz.,  Arnold  William 
Brocar,  Brocarius,  or  de  Brocario,  and  his  son, 
John  Brocarius.  Mr.  Prescott,  in  his  History  of 
the  Reign  of  Ferdinand  and  Isabella  (voL  ii.  Lon- 
don, 1849,  note  p.  170),  mentions  a  work  by 
Marineo,  entitled  Ve  Ilebus  Hispania  Memorabi- 
lihvs,  as  printed  in  1539,  at  AlcaU  de  Henares,  "  by 
Juan  Brocar,  one  of  a  fiamily  long  celebrated  in 
the  Annals  of  Castilian  printing,"  &c.  It  is  about 
this  family  that  I  am  anxious  to  receive  some 
information.  I  have  no  doubt  the  family  originally 
came  from  Grermany,  though  I  can  find  no  mention 
of  the  fact  in  any  of  the  early  bioCTaphers  of 
Cardinal  Ximenez.

"Red  neck*':  "To  Rock  Dicky  Cree."— Can 
any  one  acquainted  with  Lancashire  lore  inform 
me  of  the  meaning  of  the  above  expressions  ?  The 
former  is  applied  to  all  Catholics  in  Lancashire, 
and  the  latter  to  those  attending  the  C^hristmas 
midnight  mass  who  were  charged  with  going  to 
church  to  "rock  Dicky  Cree."  Can  this  latter 
expression  mean  "  To  rock  the  Infant  Christ  in  his 
cradle,"  if  so,  was  the  term  "  Dicky  "  ever  used  for 
cradle  ?  Wilfrid  of  Galway. 

Tyburn. — Passing  lately  along  Upper  Bryan- 
ston  Street,  Hyde  Park,  I  came  across  an  inter- 
esting relic  of  the  London  Golgotha.  Peter 
Cunningham,  in  his  Handbook  to  London,  stat^ 
that  the  site  of  the  ancient  gallows  is  under  one  of 
the  houses  in  Cumberland  Place.  I  found,  by  the 
evidence  of  several  local  antiquaries,  that  he  was 
mistaken,  and  that  the  poteyice  itself  was  in  Upper 
Bryanston  Street,  a  few  doors  from  the  Edgeware 
Road,  on  the  northern  side.  The  whole  of  this 
side  of  the  street  is  occupied  by  squalid  tenements 
and  sheds,  now  in  course  of  demolition,  and  on 
the  site  of  one  of  these,  under  the  level  of  the 
present  street,  is  to  be  seen  a  massive  brickwork 
pillar,  in  the  centre  of  which  is  a  large  socket, 
evidently  for  one  of  the  pillars  of  the  old  gallows. 
An  ancient  house  at  the  comer  of  Upper  Bryanston 
Street  and  Edgeware  Road,  which  has  been  pulled 
down  within  the  last  few  weeks,  was  described  to 
me  as  the  only  one  existing  in  the  neighbourhood 
when  executions  took  place  at  Tyburn,  and  from 
the  balcony  in  front  of  which  the  sheriffs  of  London 
used  to  take  their  official  view  of  the  proceedings. 
Can  any  of  your  readers  inform  me  why  Tyburn 
l)ecame  the  spot  for  the  punishment  of  malefactors, 
and  when  executions  first  took  place  there  I  Why 
were  these  discontinued  after  the  year  1783? 
What  is  the  derivation  of  the  name  Tyburn  ?  Was 
the  spot  on  the  property  of  the  Bishops  of  London  i 
Is  the  tradition  correct  which  states  the  house 
standing  near  the  gallows  was  the  residence,  for 
many  venerations,  of  Jack  Ketch,  who  had  for  fee 
the  tolls  of  T}'bum  Gate.

[CimniDghain  states  that  Tyburn  Gallowi  stood  on  the 


site  of  Gonnaught  Place.  Other  accounts  say  that  No.  49, 
ConnauRht  Square  occupies  the  sitCi  and  that  the  fitct  is 
recorded  in  the  lease.  Fitc  Osborne  was  hanged  at 
Tyburn,  a.d.  1191.  This  is  the  earliest  known  instance. 
The  scandal  and  the  cruelty  attending  the  carting  of 
criminals  from  Newgate  to  Tyburn,  caused  the  selection 
of  the  former  for  the  execution  of  the  sentence  of  the  law. 
*'  Teyborne,  so  called  of  homes  and  springs,  and  tyinj^ 
men  up  there,"  is  Minsheu's  explanation,  A.n.  1617. 
Fuller  leaTes  his  readers  the  choice  of  two  internretations . 
He  says  the  gallows  was  erected  for  the  Lollards,  and 
that  they  were  tied  to  the  beam,  while  the  lower  |^rt  of 
their  bodies  was  burnt  I  Tw>  and  bume  =  two  riTuIets 
near  the  place,  form  the  basis  of  the  second  meaning.] 

Coat  of  Arms. — Can  any  of  your  correspon- 
dents give  me  information  relative  to  the  following 
arms  ? — Argent,  6  cinqfoils  (colour  unknown,  pro- 
bably gules)  3,  2,  and  1,  a  chief  indented  or ; 
crest,  a  crab  displayed  ?  I  believe  they  were  borne 
by  the  Farrs  of  Stock  Gajrlard,  Dorset,  an  estate 
which  came  to  that  family  m  1724  on  the  marriage 
of  John  Farr  with  Miss  Lewys.  Their  representatives 
still  possess  a  coflfee  pot  of  the  mak^  of  1724,  on 
which  are  engraved  these  arms,  impaling  Lewys 
without  the  crest ;  that  however  appears  on  a  seal 
still  in  the  family  with  the  same  arms,  probably 
of  the  date  of  Charles  II. 

The  nearest  arms  I  can  find  are  drawn  by 
Mundy,  Harl.  MS.,  1552,  for  Farra  of  Norfolk- 
no  place  given. 

These  are  Ar.,  2  bars  gu.,  each  charged  with  3 
cinqfoils  or,  a  chief  indented  of  the  mst ;  crest, 
a  scorpion  reversed.  This  coat,  Mundy  Bays, 
quarters  the  following  :  Azure,  2  bars  woyj,  and 
in  base  6  estoils  (or  mullets  of  as  many  points)  3 
2  and  1  or ;  on  a  chief  ermine,  likewise  wavy,  a 
cross  engrailed  lunette  sable ;  crest,  a  cross  en- 
grailed sa.  No  name  or  place  is  given  with  this 
coat,  and  I  cannot  discover  its  owner. 

Can  any  of  your  readers  inform  me  whose  coats 
they  are  and  where  did  this  Farra  live  1 

Farra  is  evidently  a  corruption  for  Ferrer  or 
Ferre,  a  family  of  considerable  importance,  who 
resided  in  Norfolk  in  the  reigns  of  Edwards  I.,  XL, 
and  III.,  and  perhaps  some  centuries  earlier  ana 
later.  Sir  Guido  Ferrer  or  Ferre  died  in  the  latter 
reign,  and  his  widow.  Dame  Eleanor  de  Ferre, 
married  Half  Gorges  of  Somerset.  One  William 
de  Ferre  held  land  of  her  in  Suffolk,  at  Rendham, 
at  her  death,  and  I  imagine  the  Fans  of  Dorset 
must  be  connected  with  her,  and  probaWv  are 
descended  from  him,  for  about  the  reign  of  Cbades 
II.  they  used  her  seal  as  their  own,  a  lion  ramp., 
surrounded  by  an  orle  of  trefoils  slipped  (Montendie). 
See  Boutin's  Heraldry.  The  Lite  Mr.  Mowlem  of 
Swanage  possessed  the  deeds  to  which  they  were 
appended.  This  lady  was  connected  with  the 
Utfords  and  Bacons  of  Norfolk,  and  the  cross  en- 
grailed may  be  derived  from  one  of  them.  Mem- 
bers of  both  the  Ferrers  and  Bacon  families  lived  at 
Gillingham,  Norfolk,  and  many  of  the  Fanes  of 
Dorset  had  an  alias  Gillingham— one  Walter  Fam

Muiteum,  hiuj  kindly  made  some  search,  and  has 
diricovered  three  more  pieces  in  print.

KILOSBEEN  BAEONY. 
(4*^  S.  v.,  vi.,  viii.,  ix.,  x,,  passim.) 

Dr,  Kamagk's  views  are  alwa)^  entitled  to  eon- 
yideration,  and  more  especially  on  topogmijhical 
subject.*?,  when  he  is  pos.^ea:«ed  of  local  knowledge. 
iStiD,  there  is  at  least  one  point,  if  not  two,  on 
which  we  cannot,  tdthough  far  fmni  diaiuclined,  see 
the  w^iy  clear  to  concur  with  him. 

He  says  that  his  "  load  knowledge  **  leads  him 
to  the  conclui<ion  that  the  arqiftt  tinrra  (of  Kylos- 
bem)  consisted  of  two,  possibly  three,  farms, 
namely,  the  Town  head  and  Townfoot  of  Auchen- 
leck.,  and  the  Kewtoi^^i,  all  of  which,  ua  it  will  be 
understood,  lie  contiguous  to  each  other,  the  latter 
being  the  most  westerly.  On  the  otlier  hand,  we 
presume  to  think  that  such  a  view  is  excluded  by 
the  terms  of  the  Cka-ltir  of  1232,  which  ia  to  bo 
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as  the  rcgv.la  regvlana,  Tluit  (.'barter,  one  by 
Alex.  II.  to  Ivan  de  Kirkpatrick,  jrrants,  or  con- 
firms, *'  Totaiu  {krram  or  rillam  possibly  awanting) 
do  Kylosberuni  per  ea.'kleni  divisius  i>er  ([uas  enni 
tenuinius,  et  atuvus  unto  nas  ;  uopia  itrra,  qua 
jacet  ju,rin  Aiichenhck,  o:  parte  borenli  utibscrip- 
tarum  thvisarum,  scilicet,"  &c.  Now,  surely 
clear  it  is  that  this  crciptal  land  lay  onhj  nenr 
Auchenleck ;  and  if  so,  Avas  not  itself  Aiithenleck, 
an  extensive  moorland  tract,  which  is  a  second 
time  afterwards  mentioned  in  the  Charter  }>y  name, 
and  yet  not  as  this  excei)ted  land.  At  the  same 
time,  XtU'town,  if  it  }.»e  not  part  of  Auchenleck — 
indee<l,  l>e  not  the  yur-Town  of  Auchenleck, 
whicli  liad  its  Townhead  and  Townfoot — mij^ht  be 
this  **excepla  ten-a.'* 

Looking  carefully  to  these  words  of  the  Cliartcr, 
a  question  may  no  doubt  arise,  whether  it  was  the 
"  excei)tji  temi,"  or  "  Auchenleck,"  that  was  "  ox 
l>arte  l)oreali  subscriptarum  divisarum.'  Gram- 
mat  icalh',  it  was  ix)ssibly  Auchenleck  ;  and,  in  any 
"^-iew,  it  is  abundantly  evident  that  one  or  other, 
perhaps  both,  of  these  ixMidicles  were  so  situated  ; 
and,  in  that  cast>,  KyloslxTu  as  evi<lently  lay  on  the 
south  side  of  tliese  divisions  (boundaries,  maivhes). 

These  "  undenvritten  divisions,"  wliich  reipiirc 
attention,  are  stated  in  the  Charter  thus  : — **  sicut 
ri\idus,  qui  dicitur  Poldunelar^%  descendit  in 
alium  rivulum,  qui  dicitur  Potuis.»io,  et  ascendendo 
per  Pohlunelarg  usque  ad  Macric^m  ^ichcrium,, 
qui  se  extcndit  per  medium  Musse  ascendendo ;  et 
sic  descondendo,  cr  horaili  jxxrtc  cumuli  lapidvm, 
rersiis  Auchinkckj  usque  ad  rivulum,  qui  dicitur 
Poldnnii,  qua»  est  divisii  inter  Kylosl)emium  et 
Glen^uTiK'h.''  Tliis  is  the  whole  of  the  Ixiundary 
description  ;  and  a  chief  difficulty  is,  to  tix  what 
these  streams,  the  Poldunelarjij  and  Potui^so,  are  — 
the  nanics  now  by  wliich  they  are  known— and  the 
2wint  of  conHuence  of  the  former  into  the  latter, 
Avhich,  ])resunial)ly,  is  the  main  or  j,Teater  water. 
This  contluenie,  no  doubt  at  the  west  end  of  the 
line  of  lioundary,  is  the  starting-i)oint,  clearly,  of 
that  line.  Dr..  i{AMA(;K  has  come  to  tlie  conclusion 
that  this  i)oint  is  that  where  the  (Vichope  (or  Ci-ee- 
hope)  falls  into  the  Cample,  considering  the  former 
as  the  Poldunelarg,  and  the  latter  the  Potuisso. 
But,  upon  tliis  vie\<-,  we  would  remark,  that  as  the 
iLimes  presently  in  use — ( -anqile  and  Crichone — 
are  not  even  faint  echoes  of — have  not  the  least 
resemblance  t»i — those  Charter  names  which  were 
in  observanix^  in  123^,  we  see  not  on  what  pro- 
bable grounds  the  entire  change  can  be  accounted 
for.  It  was  not  a  change  from  Celtic  to  Teutonic, 
but,  as  it  would  api>ear,  from  (Celtic  to  Celtic,  a 
course  veiT  uncommon,  t-o  siiy  the  Iciist,  and  which 
must  have  taken  place  some  time  subse<picnt  to 
1232,  and  when  the  latter  tongue  in  these  part«  of 
Scotland  was,  if  not  quite  in,  getting  at  least  into, 
desuetude.

FiTZHorKiNS,  who  never  writes  without  either  in- 
structing or  amusing  us, — and  commonly  he  does 
both,— tells  us  (4*'*  S.  x.  5<)7),  ho  only  knows  the 
Dory  in  its  cooked  state.  Why  does  he  not  walk 
to  Bontl  Street,  or  Charing  Cross,  and  see  the  fifth 
in  all  its  fresh  tints  I  Tlie.sc  certainly  are  "jaune 
dore,"  and  yet  it  seems  doubtful  whether  the  fish 
was  ever  so  called  in  France.  D.  (4*^  S.  x.  623) 
says  it  is  there  termed  "St.  Pierre."  Does  he 
mean  that  one  would  ask  a  French  fish-dealer  for 
"  un  St.  Pierre  '*  ?     It  sounds  oddly. 

Yarrell,  in  his  Jfistoryof  BritisJi  FUhei  (i.  162) 
enters  fully  into  the  question  of  the  etymology  of 
*'  Jolm  Dory,'*  but  does  not  help  it  much  by  the 
story  he  quotes  from  Colonel  Montagu  about  Quin 
havmg  so  named  the  fish.  Alluding  to  the  legend 
tliat  the  spots  on  its  sides  record  the  circumstance 
of  its  being  the  fish  held  by  St.  Peter,  when  he 
took  the  tribute-money  from  its  mouth,  Yaiiell 
says  that  it  is  called  by  the  fishermen  of  the 
Adriatic  II  Janitore,  with  reference  to  the  saint, 
and  hence  our  Englisli  name ;  but  neither 
Yarrell  nor  W.  P.  (4th  S.  x.  126)  seems  to  he 
aware  that  janitore,  if  there  were  such  a  word, 
would  l>e  pronounced  by  an  Italian  yanitort,  with 
no  sound  like  that  of  the  English  j.  As  fiir  as  I 
know,  however,  there  is  no  such  word  as  janitore 
in  Itidian.  I  never  heard  it,  and  I  do  not  find  it 
in  the  dictionaries. 

There  are  readers  of  "X.&Q."  in  France.  TTill 
one  of  them,  the  next  time  he  sees  a  John  Doiy  at 
the  market,  be  so  kind  as  to  ask  the  Frenchman 
what  he  calls  the  fish,  and  then  fom-ard  the  reply 
to  our  editor  ?  Jatdee. 

The  iwpukr  German  name  for  John  Doiy  is 
PeternfiMchy  which  appellation  has,  of  course,  the  same 
legendary  origin  as  the  French  name.  The  scieor 
tific  api)ellation,  however,  is  Herin{iskdniff^  %.€, 
king  of  herrings.  Your  correspondent,  FiT«- 
iioPKiN'R  was,  therefore,  quite  right  in  saying  that

"'Tory  Hindiuarsh."*  He  printed  several  collec- 
tions of  songs  by  the  old  Tory  poet,  Tom  iHUrfpy, 
and  died  before  the  year  1705,  when  Dnnton 
priptetl  his  Life  and  Erron.

As  Archdeacon  Hare  well  remarka  (pFeface  to 
Dr.  AmoM*a  Hutory  of  Emne^  vol.  iil.,  p.  viii), 
the  great  Head-mD^ter  of  Rugby  was  the  fii^t  *'  who 
has  ^Hven  anything  like  an  adequate  repre- 
sentation of  the  wonderful  genius  tmd  noble 
character  of  Hannibnl." 

In  \m  accoimt  (p.  135}  of  the  approach  of  the 
rival  amiiea  on  the  memorable  Ind  of  August, 
A.c.  tl6,  Br,  Arnold  describea  the  cheeTful  de* 
meanonr  of  Hannibal^  and  his  jesting  receptioD  of 
a  remark  by  one  of  his  officers,  whichj  (^u^t  up  by 
his  soldiers,  was  a  presage  of  iictory.  Ab  eveny 
little  trait  of  this  remamable  man  deservei  the 
widest  circulation,  and  the  point  of  the  joke  is 
veiled  in  the  Greek  of  Plutarch,  perhaps  a  free 
translation  may  be  allowed*  As  the  Carthaginian 
was  nenring  the  Roman  army,  one  of  Hannibal  s 
officers,  Giscon  by  name,  observed  to  the  genend 
how  wonderful  the  nimilieri  of  the  enemy  ieemed. 
On  which  HannibaV  contracting  (ui'VAyayuir)  his 
countenance,  oliserved,  '*  there  h  a  more  wonderful 
thing  than  this^  0  Giscon  1  which  has  eflcaped 
thee.^'  And  on  Giscon  asking  whet  this  wofi, 
'^  Beeitiise/'  s^iid  Hannibal,  ^*  in  that  mighty  host^ 
there  is  not  one  named  Giscon !" 

It  is  to  be  lamented  that  ao  little  ii  known 
of  the  daily  life  and  habitii  of  the  man,  who  for 
sixteen  years  maintained  his  hold  on  the  faireat 
parts  of  Itiilyj  with  an  army  composed  of  merce- 
narv  Jioldier^,  of  different  nations  yet  go  thoroughly 
under  the  control  of  their  general,  that  no  in- 
stance of  mutiny  in  their  ranks  is  recorded  — 
a  circumstance  unparalleled  in  the  annals  of  war. 
Like  the  language  of  Kis  conntfy,  which  has 
perished,  with'  the  exception  of  the  few  sentemoeft 
presented  in  the  Ftmnht*  of  Pkutus,  so  might  the 
great  exploitis  of  Hannibal,  had  they  not  be^ii 
recorded  by  the  Roman  historian,  and  by  Polybiu;^ 
the  friend  of  the  Scipios. 

Both  the  Roman  and  tlie  Greek,  however,  wrote 
with  a  bias — the  former  against  the  enemy  of  hia 
CJDuntry,  and  the  latter  in  favour  of  his  friendii. 
It  was  the  task  of  Dr,  Arnold,  unhappily  never 
completed,  to  disentangle  the  truth  reaming  the 
public  career  of  the  immortal  Carthaginian;  but 
even  he  turned  away  with  "  deep  disappointment " 
(as  he  says,  p.  133)  from  "  the  tent  and  cmnp 
of  Hannibnl,-'  confessing  that  though  the  poet's 
fancy  might  penetrate  the  veil  which  overhangs  it, 
the  historian  might  not  do  so.     AzvaLo-ScoTus*

352,  416, 
5ri8.) — Mr.  Addis  mys  that  **  nonage^'  is  very 
good,  if  only  it  had  ever  been  iLse<l  in  the  tjense  of 
"enilariug  youth."  Sir  Thomaa  Browne,  in  hiw 
RtUfjio  McJici^  writes^ : — 

**  For  we  cannot  deny  the  Cbarch  of  God  both  in  Am 
&nd  AfricA,  if  we  do  not  forget  the  peregrin ationd  of  the 
Apostles,  the  deaths  of  the  mftrtyrs,  the  sessions  of  m&ny, 
and,  even  in  our  reformed  judf^ent,  lawful  councils, 
lield  in  tho§e  {jtarts  in  the  minority  and  nona^t  of 
ours.*— P,  101. 

Here  the  word  expi^ses  **  youth,"  and  waa  i^Titten 
at  the  same  ]>eriod  as  the  epitaph.  Also  W^dker 
and  Maimder  give  " nonage ''  as  "minority/' — 
time  of  life  before  legtd  maturity — neither  pftrty 
using  the  word  to  mean  a  **  second  childishness," 
by  which  I  Vielieve  it  is  now  generally  known. 
The  names  and  ages  of  the  [parties  on  the  monu- 
mentB  are  quite  oUiterated.  Ellis  Right. 

T  have  juat  happened  upon  a  version  of  th^e 
lintrs  in  the  l?i5t  orochure  issued  by  the  Ballad 
Society  (Balhifijs  frmn  Mi^S.^  vol  i.,  mrt  ii.^

This  same  Gmy,  doubt- 
less^, is  r-eferred  to  in  Puttcnham's  Arte  of  Engluh 
Ftmif,  15Hl>  (ed.  Arber,  p,  32);  an<l,  according  to 
Mr.  Fumtvall,  lie  was  the  author  of  the  Brdlad  on 
Thomas  Lord  Cromwell,  with  the  bmxlen,  **  Syngr 
trolle  on  away,"  [uinted  in  Percy's  BcHqucj),  The 
Ejnf*iph  oil  (lr\i\i  is  of  «ome  length,  r^howing  how 
he  w^jLS  doii£  to  death  by  the  spiteful  tougue  of  hh^ 
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wicked  wife,  ntid  denoutieing  (rather  spitefiiny) 
the  ol<l  relii^on.     Here  are  the  verses  :—

It  is  proved  by  this  that  the  ^^EpJtapli  at 
Sonning,  Berks,"  m  not  originiil.  I  am  inclined  to 
query  whether  the  lines  are  original  oven  in  this 

aritaph  of  "one,  Gray/*  May  it  not  be  a  still 
der  common-place?  We  ore  not  told  in  Mr 
ELLia  Rionx^  query  ("N,  k  Q.,"  x,  352)  to  whom 
the  monument^  whereon  this  epitaph  appears,  i« 
erected.  WiD  the  good  people  of  Sonntng^  Berks, 
give  us  more  infonnation  ?  May  I  ftdviae  them  to

The  Woees  ot  Burxs  (4«*  S.  x,  387,  456; 
xL  26.)— Mr.  J.  B.  Ml-rdoch  seeiim  to  be  entirely 
Jiuiitaken  in  lu«  onumerationof  the  various  editions 
of  BuraR*s  worltii.  In  the  preface  to  the  Aldine 
edition  (1S39)  a  very  different  account  is  given ^ 
and  from  the  te^ts  I  have  been  able  to  make  of  itji 
accuracy,  thb  account  appears  to  he  the  tnie  one. 
The  fii^t  edition  did  not  appear  in  ITUO  (in  which 
year  none  was  pntUnhed),  but  in  17&6,  and  was 
not  in  two  vohimes,  but  in  one  thin  oetjivo  of 
240  piges,  printed  at  Kilniamock,  by  John  Wtbon. 
The  second  edition  (the  first  published  by  Creech) 
appeared  in  1787,  and  formii  an  octavo  of  368 
pa^^en.  In  the  same  year,  the  volume  was  printed 
m  London ;  it  bears  the  words  "  The  Third 
Bilition  "  on  its  title-p^tge,  but  otherwise  is  iden- 
tical with  the  Edinburgh  imprefiwion.  In  1793 
came  the  next  edition,  in  two  small  octavos,  it 
piTofeseing  to  he  "  The  Second  Edition,  considerably 
enbrgedj"  and  in  the  following  year  was  issued  the 


laat  impression  published  in  the  poet's  lifetime. 
With  the  exception  of  a  few  verbal  alterationa,  the 
volumes  are  preciselj  the  same  as  the  edition  of 
1793.

Of  course  the  learned  editors 
(Mr.  Ckrke,  Fellowj  and  Mr.  Wright,  Librarian, 
of  Trinity  College,  Cambridge),  in  determining 
which  reatUng  is  probably  genuine,  follow  the 
itsually  adopt^  canons  of  tested  criUcifinL  Some 
of  Mr,  Rule's  arguments  show  how  much  more 
likely  an  ordmary  editor  woidd  be  to  improve 
impmons  into  imptrialf  than  to  auhstitute  the 
former  if  the  latter  were  the  original  reading.  I 
need  hardly  add  that  the  editors  have  in  their

— After  a  silence  of  nearly  two  ye&ta, 
I  ventim*  to  give  an  instance  I  haro  just  come 
across  in  support  of  the  theory  that  hair  ^ott  grow 
after  deiith.  Suffixed  to  vol.  it.  of  Count  Montho- 
lon'^  HUi^rii  of  Ou  Captirity  of  Napofcon  at  SL 
Jlekna  (Colburn,  1847)  is  an  account  of  "The 
Esthumation  and  Transport  of  Kappleon^s  Remains 
from  St.  Helena  to  France,**  and  in  that  account 
(p,  a42-7)  is  the  "  Beport  of  the  Chief  Surgeon  of 
the  Fri^te  *  Belkpoule/  ^*  Dr.  Remi-JuUien  Guil- 
lurd,  who  .laysj  speaking  of  the  appearance  of  the 
corpse  when  examined  by  himself,  "the  inte^* 

ments of  the  cbin  were  sliffbtly  bluiML ; 

they  ha<i  acquired  this  tint  from  the  oeaid,  which 
appefired  to  have  gro'wn  after  death,"  (P,  344.)  In 
vol.  iii.  p.  220  of  the  same  work  Count  Montholon 
states  that  Noverraz,  the  Emperor's  chaaseur, 
shaved  him  the  daj  after  he  expired.  Dr,  Guil- 
krd's  Report,  written,  as  I  think  Mr,  Dixon  will 
allow,  by  a  man  who  **underetood  the  common 
Ihwj*  of  physiology,"  certainly  strengthens  the 
belief  in  pogt-mortem  growth — a  belief  which  1  do 
not  think  ha**  been  at  all  weakened  by  anj  one  of 
your  numerous  correspondents.

Hesiod  has  thown  that  something  good  could  coipe  out 
of  Bajotia ;  and  Mr.  Dayiea  has  skilfully  dealt  with  the 
details  of  the  poet'e  life,  and  with  the  aims  and  c|ua]ity  of 
his  poetry.  We  think  little  of  what  Ilcsiod  ajfects  to 
say  against  women, —

and  what  a  sea-picture  is  there  in  the  words,—

Ttiere  were  two  poets  named  Theognis ;  little  i*  known 
of  the  one,  and  nothing  of  the  other,  Mr.  Davies  has 
succeeded  in  making  much  that  is  interesting  out  of  the 
little.  Of  the  second,  who  was  a  tragedy  writer,  without 
warmth,  we  do  just  know  that  his  friend*  called  kirn 
CAto«,  Snow  Theognis. 

(Mur- 
ray.) 
Tbe  QuariftU  is  always  eminently  "readable,"  hot  the 
present  number  is  even  more  so  than  usual.  It  ha* 
something  for  every  class  of  readers.  The  **  Letters  of 
the  Princess  Charlotte  "  contrast  strikingly  with  those  of 
*'  Matlame  dc  S-  vignv.'*  The  "  Laws  and  Custonui  of 
Sport,"  tmd  the  article  on  the  **  Exhaustion  of  the  8*jil 
of  Great  Britain,'*  will  greatly  interest  others  besidei 
country  'squires,  .Articles  on  Britii^h  Commerce,  our 
Irociclii<i«,  and  «ii  Enilith  Fi^i  in   Ireland  in  iba 
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eighteentb  and  nineteenth  centuries— the  latter,  regard- 
ing tlic  Ministry  and  Education,  are  more  than  merely 
political  articles.  There  is  an  able  historical  paper  on 
''The  Two  Fredericks"  (the  great  Emperor,  and  the 
great  King  of  Prussia) :  and  as  purely  literary  essays,  we 
can  only  speak  approTingly  or  one  on  "  The  Sonnet," 
ajid  of  a  second  on  the  Chaucer  Society's  publications.  An 
incident  of  the  Emperor  Frederick's  life  may  not  be 
known.  He  had,  in  early  days,  for  tutor  a  Mussulman 
of  Sicily,  who  taught  him  the  principles  of  logic, 
"principles  first  framed  by  Aristotle,  and  now  taught 
from  Arabic  writers  in  lauds  where  Aristotle  was  for- 
gotten. "  It  is  rarely  that  a  misquotation  can  be  detected 
in  the  QuarUrli/ ;  but  in  the  article  on  ''Madame  de 
ScvignO  "  we  haVe, — 

"  Age  could  not  weary  her,  nor  custom  tire 
Her  infinite  variety ; " 
but  Shakspearc  wrote,  in  Antony  and  CliO}yatra, — 

"  Age  cannot  xeitker  her,  nor  custom  stale 
Ucr  infinite  variety." 

Balladtfrom  Manuscripts.  Vol  I.,  Part  II.  Edited  by 
Frederick  J.  Fumivall,  M.A.  (Printed  for  the  Ballad 
Society.) 
Mr.  Furnivall  has  here  brought  to  a  close  the  first 
volume  of  his  Ballads  from  Manuscripts.  In  this  part 
the  ballads  arc  mostly  of  a  personal  character,  relating, 
as  they  do,  toWolsey,  Anne  Bolcyn,  Lady  Jane  Grey,  and 
the  Protector  Somerset,  though  they  have  another  claim 
.  to  attention—their  illustration  of  the  condition  of  Eng- 
land under  the  reigns  of  Ilenrv  VIII.  and  his  successor. 
Wynkyn  de  Worde's  treatise  of  this  ffalaunt  illustrates  in 
like  manner  the  habits  of  the  time.  We  do  not  venture 
to  hint  that  the  poems  are  ratlier  ovcr-illuHtrated, 
because,  as  Mr.  Furnivall  gays,  no  doubt  very  truly,  "  ho 
know  s  liis  own  business  best,"  and  for  the  still  better 
reason,  that  if  the  book  is  open  to  such  objection,  it  is 
yet  one  of  great  interest,  and  may  well  invite  new  Bub- 
scribers  to  the  Ballad  Society.

In  addition  to  its  usual  stores  of  genealogy  and  pedigrees, 
this  new  part  contains  some  articles  of  more  general 
interest,  as,  for  instance,  "  Burton— Notes  on  his  c3opy  of 
Wecver,"  "Funeral  Monuments,"  " Notes  on  Bcdtord's 
Blazon  of  Episcopacy,"  &c. 

Almanacks  crowd  upon  us.  There  is  Dr.  Hollis's 
Scitnti fie  Astronomical  Almanacl;  for  the  assistance  of 
amateur  astronomers,  who,  we  are  glad  to  hear,  are 
increasing  yearly.  Next  is  Mr.  Belton's  Infallible  and 
Instantaneous  Mental  Ahnanact,  which  has  the  merit 
also  of  being  good  "  for  any  year  in  any  century  of  the 
Chrbtian  era."  Thirdly,  we  have  the  Rev.  Dawson  Burns's 
Temperance  Guide,  Ilandlool;  and  Almanack,  without  a 
portrait  of  Dr.  Lees,  which  portrait  is  promised  on  the 
cover  of  our  copy,  but  is  not  to  be  found  within.  The 
Ledger  Almanacl  bears  the  agreeable  intimation  that  it 
is  not  sold,  but  is  furnished  free  of  cost  by  the  publisher.

A  controversy  has  been  recently  jevived  in 
the  Times,  respecting  the  meaning  and  grammar 
of  this  much  disputed  passage,  and  modes  of  in- 
terpretation have  been  propounded,  which,  whether 
correct  or  not,  completely  change  the  ordinarily 
received  ideas  on  the  subject. 

With  these  interpretations  I  am  not  now  con- 
cerned. Every  reader  will  judge  for  himself,  and 
adopt  or  reject  according  to  his  judgment  or  taste, 
for  the  latter  has  quite  as  much  to  do  with  the 
matter  as  the  fonuer.  I  merely  wish  to  call 
attention  to  the  extremely  loose  notions  which 
appear  to  exist  as  to  the  nature  of  transitive  and 
intransitive  verbs.  "There  let  him  lay"  has 
generally  }>een  considered  a  cockney  colloquialism 
of  the  noble  loni.  To  obviate  this,  one  corre- 
spondent sugK^sts  the  alteration  "there  let  him 
pray"  Mr.  Murray  makes  la/y  into  a  verb  tran- 
sitive, and  mus  on  into  the  next  stanza  : — 

"  thcFe  let  bim  lay 

The  armaments  which  thunder-etrike  the  walls/'  &c. 

which  int<>ri)rotation  is  scouted  by  others. 

The  strangest  idea  is  one  broached  by  a  corre- 
spondent with  the  initials  M.  C,  who  thus  writes  : 

"  May  I  suggest  that  lie  and  lay,  though  conveniently 
used  as  intransitiTe  and  transitive,  are  identical  in  origin, 
were  for  a  long  time  used  indifferently,  and  are  still  so 
used  in  the  common  speech  of  many  counties'? " 

The  wTiter  seems  to  have  some  hazy  notion  of  a 
connexion  between  lie  and  lay,  and  of  a  difierence 
of  meaning  ;  but  in  wliat  it  consists,  and  how  it 
came  al>out,  lie  seems  not  to  have  the  faintest 
conception.  If  the  two  words  were  identical  in 
origin,  and  iisinl  indiscriminately,  it  is  not  easy  to 
see  how  any  difference  could  ever  have  arisen.  The 
tnie  history'  of  these  words  throws  considerable 
light  on  the  fonuation  and  adaptation  of  the 
Teutonic  speech  in  its  various  dialects.  The  two 
fonns  are  found  in  all  the  cognate  languages, 
(lemian,  liepcn,  legcn  ;  Anglo-Saxon,  licgan,  lee- 
gan  ;  Swedish,  Hgga,  Idgga  ;  Danisli,  ligge,  Uegge  ; 
Hollandish,  liggen,  le/^gru. 

In  the  living  languages,  subjected  to  the  wear  imd 
tear  of  fifteen  hundred  or  two  thousand  years,  we 
cannot  expect  to  find  the  origimil  forms  presen'ed 
without  corniption. 

It  is  fortunate  that  we  ixxssess  in  the  Mooso- 
Gothic  remains— the  Sanskrit,  so  to  speak,  of  the 
Teutonic  race — illustrations  of  the  language  in 
course  of  formation.  Here,  the  whole  process  is 
presented  to  our  view.  The  intransitive  verbs  are 
the  radical  forms,  such  as  Ugatiy  to  lie ;  sitan,  to  sit ; 
reUan,  to  rise ;  with  many  others,  lliese  are  all  of 
the  strong  conjugational  form,  marking  their 
preterites  by  a  change  of  vowel,  lag,  wi/,  rai$^  &c 
By  adding  the  syllable  ian  or  yan  to  these  preterites, 
another  verb  is  formed,  with  a  transitive  significa- 


tion :  from  ligan,  to  lie  ;  lagjariy  to  lay  ;  from  $itany 
to  sit ;  gatjaii,  to  set ;  and  so  on.  If  we  go  back  far 
enough  in  our  own  tongue,  or  in  the  Hi^  German, 
we  find  these  forms,  identical  with  those  preserved 
in  the  Gothic  There  is  therefore  a  radical  gram- 
matical difference  between  lie  and  lay. 

But  M.  0.  is  not  content  to  rest  here.  He 
proceeds  in  these  audacious  terms  : — 

"Byron,  thank  God,  cared  nought  for  grammar. 
Grammarians  striTing  to  better  lanmge  by  fixed  mlea, 
do  their  worst  to  kill  it    Is  English  to  become  a  dead 

language? If  Byron,  like  the  excellent  Lindlej, 

had  written  very  correctly,  he  would  not  have  beoi 
England's  second  poet  Cataract  and  canal  are  ine- 
concileable  " ! 

I  am  considered  by  Lord  Lyttelton  somewhat  of 
a  heretic  for  defending  Edmund  Burke's  freedom 
from  grammatical  trammels,  but  what  must  be 
thought  of  the  writer  who  can  deliberately  thank 
God  for  Byron's  bad  grammar?  One  is  reminded 
of  Jack  Cade  : — 

"  Thou  hast  most  traitorously  corrupted  the  Youtfa  of 
the  realm  in  erecting  a  grammar  school.  Thou  hait  men 
about  thee  that  usuaUy  talk  of  a  noun  and  a  verb ;  andsoch 
abominable  words  as  no  Christian  can  endure  to  hear." 

If  Lord  Byron's  fame  rested  on  no  better  foon- 
dation  than  his  caring  nought  for  grammar,  it 
would  be  very  short-lived.  Happily,  his  genins 
needs  no  such  foolish  apologies.  He  liyes  not 
because  of  his  defects,  but  of  his  exoeUendes,  and 
not  the  least  for  his  grand  simplicity  and  power  of 
expression.  Intelligibility  and  grammar  are,  or 
ought  to  be,  convertible  terms.      J.  A.  Picros. 


FIELD  LORE:  CARR  =  CABSE. 

I  have  given  this  name  to  a  paper  pleading  for 
the  preservation  of  the  old  neld-names  of  the 
Northern  Counties,  for  what  they  tell  us  of  the  past, 
and  what  they  may  teach  in  times  to  come,  if  thqr 
survive  the  changes  of  ownership,  and  arnuoge- 
ment  for  new  modes  of  tillage,  by  which  they  are 
being  wasted,  where  names  of  present  significance 
are  too  often  given.  It  is  only  in  districts  where 
there  are  few  changes  that  names  of  such  antiquity 
are  preserved  ;  they  are  each  mostly  descriptive  <» 
the  spot,  long  before  the  time  of  endosuies,  or  of  ' 
title-deeds,  unrecorded  except  in  the  old  pariah 
book  of  rating,  where  it  is  seen  that  each  small 
possession  has  descended  from  time  immemoria],  * 
m  the  same  family ;  and  that  serves  all  legal  par- 
poses. 

In  local  papers,  field-names,  including  oar,  are 
often  mentioned,  and  in  our  own,  and  near  parishes ;  ^

The  identity  of  our  old  C^irr^r  with  the  Car^iw 
(the  Hound  of  the  latter  intentfilied  by  Scottish 
pronuncintion)  seems  to  me  complete.  If  there  ha 
niifhuess  in  expressing  this  opinion,  fonued  solely 
from  wKscrvation,  analogy,  and  inference,  it  is 
better  than  allowing  evidence  to  waste  whidi  may 
become  of  tnore  value.  But  the  obscurity  which 
haw  gathered  over  the  origin  of  the  word,  especially 
in  Scotland,  seems  to  point  backward  to  a  pre- 
historic time,  while  these  low  levels,  in  some  cases, 
were  upheave<i  from  the  sea's  depths,  as  seems  to 
be  believed  of  the  Scottish  Carses  ;  and  while 
others  were  a  series  of  poob  and  marshes,  which  in 
the  counse  of  ages  have  been  filled  up  by  the  sub- 
sidence brought  down  fnmi  the  higher  and  rocky 
lands  ;  the  fell-becka  mttling  off  the  angles  of 
roekn,  and  bearing  them  on  as  sand  to  mingle  with 
the  peaty  fibre  and  softer  mud  of  rivers  in  floml, 
and  deimsiting  them  alike  on  the  earrs  of  our  vales 
and  on  the  Scottish  carnes,  to  fill  up,  to  fertilize, 
and  to  beautify. 

There  is  one  remarkable  similarity  in  the  uses 
to  which  the  more  congidenible  English  carrs  have 
be<*n  turneil  in  later  tiuiesi,  doubtless  from  their 
beautiful  level  and  circular  form,  Donca^er  race- 
course, the  Car-holme  at  Lincoln,  on  which  I  read 
this  year  tliat  "the  races  would  take  place  as 
usual,"  and  A!t«ir,  the  Liverpool  course,  are  (jf 
one  fimiily,  and  no  doubt  there  are  many  bmncheK 
not  so  famous.

AN  OLD  ENGLISH  BALLAD. 

"  N.  &  Q."  Las  been  the  means  of  preserving 
many  an  old  English  ditty  from  oblivion.  Whether 
the  following  is  worthy  of  being  embalmed  in  its 
pages  the  learned  editor  must  judge.  I  took  it 
down  verhaiim.  from  the  recitation  of  an  old  woman, 
now  in  her  eighty-second  year,  who  learnt  it  in  her 
childhood  from  her  father,  a  labourer  from  the

Galoches:  a  Term  for  Unattached  Stu- 
dents.— It  would  appear  from  Cotgrave's  Fretuh 
Dictionary  that  the  idea  of  admitting  unattadied 
students  to  the  universities  is  not  a  new  one.

"  Oaloche,  f :  A  woodden  Shooe,  or  Patten,  made  aU  of 
a  piece,  without  any  latchet,  or  tie  of  leather,  and  wome 
by  the  poor  Clovme  in  winter." 

"  Oalloche^  m :  Schollers  in  Universities,  admitted  of 
no  Colledge,  out  lying  in  the  Towne,  and  being  at  liberty 
to  resort  unto  what  (publike)  readers,  or  lectures  th^ 
please  :  tearmed  thus,  because,  in  passing  in  the  streeti^ 
they  commonly  weare  galloches."

"The  pillage  the  Turks  have  done  upon  the  coMt 
is  most  insufferable ;  and  to  have  our  sul^ects  raTished 
from  us,  and  at  afUr  (italics  mine)  to  be  from  Rochelle 
driven  overland  in  chains  to  Marseilles,  all  this  under  the 
son,  is  most  infamous  usage  in  a  Christian  king.*'~^<ra/- 
Jord  Paptn,  iL  25;  also  i.  68. 

Surely  this  is  a  solecism  utterly  anomalous  and 
indefensible.

Taprobane.— Gibbon,  Decline  and  Fall  of  the 
Roman  Empire^  cap.  24  (Smithes  ed.  1854,  vol.  iii. 
p.  180),  mentions  the  sending  of  ambassadors  from 
Ceylon  to  Constantius,  and  in  a  note  says, — 

"  This  island  manifests  how  imperfectly  the  seas  and 
huids  to  the  east  of  Cape  Comorin  were  known  to  the 
Bomans.  1.  Under  the  reifo)  of  Claudius  a  freedman, 
who  farmed  the  customs  of  the  Red  Sea,  was  accidentally 
driven  by  the  winds  upon  this  strange  and  undiscovered 
OMtft ;  and  the  king  of  Ceylon,  who  heard,  for  the  first 
time,  of  the  power  and  justice  of  Rome,  was  persuaded 
io  send  an  embassy  to  the  emperor  (Pliny,  Hitt.  Nat 
^  24).  2.  The  ffeographers,  and  even  Ptolemy,  have 
magnified,  above  fifteen  times,  the  real  sixe  of  this  new 
world,"  &c. 

Now,  Ceylon  was  not  quite  new  to  the  Romans 
under  Chutdius,  and  although  Strobo  (about  30 
B.a)  says  it  is  not  less  than  Britain  (ii.  5,  32)  and 
ita  length  '8,000  stadia  in  the  direction  of  Ethiopia 
(xv.  L  15),  and  that  it  is  seven  days'  sail  from  the 
aouth  of  India,  yet  there  are  simis  that  shortly  after 
his  time  the  Romans  had  at  least  a  considerable 
tnde  with  the  island.  And  although  Ptolemy 
(about  160A.D.)  gives  it  a  length  of  over  1,000 
miles,  and  a  breadth,  of  over  700  (i.  14,  9,  &c.), 
he  yet,  as  Mr.  Vaux  has  pointed  out  (Smith's  D. 
cf  Gr.  and  B.  Geog.  s.  v.\  "  places  under  the 
Malett  M.  (Adam*s  Peak)  his  cAcc^vrcui/  vofiat  in 
the  exact  position  in  which  they  were,  till  lately, 
moat  abundant  (vii.  4,  8) "  ;  and  indeed,  the  ex- 
tent and  accuracy  of  his  information  is,  says  Sir 
E.  Tennent,  "  so  surprising  that  it  has  given  rise 
to  surnuBes  as  to  the  sources  whence  it  could  pos- 
sibly be  derived  ** ;  it  was  probably  not  far  short 
of  that  of  Marco  Polo,  who  visited  (Jeylon  near  the 
end  of  the  thirteenth  century  (v.  Lt  Livre  de 
Marco  Polo,  ed.  Pauthier,  Paris,  1865,  p.  682-3), 
who  says, — 

"Seilan  dare  bien  deux  mille  qaatre  cens  milles. 
Hais  anciennement  estoit  greigneur,  car  elle  duroit  bien 
environ  trois  mille  (milles),  selon  ce  que  les  bons 
mariniers  dient  de  celle  mer.  Mais  le  vent  de  tramon- 
taine  y  vente  si  fort  qu  il  a  fait  aler  une  grant  partie  de 
oette  sonbs  aigue.  Et  celle  est  Tachoison  pourquoi  elle 
n'est  si  grant  comme  elle  fut  jadis." 

Soon  after  the  discovery  of  Hippalus,  fears  were 
entertained  at  Rome  "  lest  the  empire  should  be 
dnined  of  its  specie  to  maintain  the  commerce 


with  India,  silver  to  the  value  of  nearly  a  million 
and  a  half  sterling  being  required  to  i)ay  for  the 
spices,  gems,  pearls,  and  suks  imported  through 
Egj'pt.  An  extensive  acquaintance  was  now  ac- 
quired with  the  sea-co.i8t  of  India."  (Sir  E.  Ten- 
nent's  CeyloUf  ii.  554.) 

No  proof,  however,  of  the  presence  of  Romans 
in  the  island  had  been  discovered  until  quite  re- 
cently, when  Mr.  Place  found  1,800  Roman  cop: 
per  coins,  chiefly  of  tlie  fourth  century,  at  Batti- 
caloa,  on  the  east  coast  {Standard^  May  28th,  1872), 
and  as,  before  the  end  of  the  fifth  century,  Rome 
had  extensive  dealings  with  Ceylon,  which  had 
become  the  emporium  of  the  vast  trade  curried  on 
between  Africa,  China,  and  India,  further  evidence 
of  the  presence  of  Romans  in  the  island  may  yet 
be  looked  for.

NoN- Interment. — The  following  curious  case 
of  non-interment  for  a  long  tenn  of  years  may  be 
worth  recording.  David  I)ix  Dunham,  formerly 
a  soldier,  afterwards  a  small  farmer,  resided  in 
Three  Shire  House,  so  called  in  consequence  of 
the  three  counties  of  Huntingdon,  Bedford,  and 
Northampton  meeting  there.  A  stone  formerly 
stood  at  the  spot ;  the  base  or  socket  now  only  is 
left.  In  1836  Dunham  lost  his  wife,  at  the  ^ge  of 
sixty.  He  was  desirous  of  having  her  buried  in 
his  parish  chureh  of  Hargrove,  in  the  last-named 
county.  The  Rector  did  not  pennit  this.  Being 
a  man  of  warm  temper,  Dunham  declared  that 
she  should  not  then  be  buried  at  alL  And  he 
kept  his  word,  and  placed  her  in  her  coffin  in  an 
outhouse.  Seven  years  after  this  his  daughter 
died  also,  aged  twenty-seven.  He  placed  her 
l)eside  her  mother.  At  length,  in  1861,  at  the 
good  old  age  of  eightv-tive,  he  died  himself.  The 
son,  as  eccentric  as  his  father,  was  persuaded  to 
have  the  three  buried  tojjether.  This  was  done  in 
the  churchyard  of  the  adjoining  parish  of  Coving- 
ton, in  one  grave.  The  son,  and  his  wife,  are  now 
both  lying  beside  them  ;  his  wife  biving  preceded 
him  three  years.  A  single  recumbent  stone  re- 
cords "  their  names  and  years,"  with  this  inscrip- 
tion, "  Shall  not  the  God  of  all  do  right  ? "

The  Qmkibus  ihteodttceo  is  1S29,  —  The 
western  wing  of  the  General  Post  Office,  in  Si, 
Mart in's-le^O rand  in  just  now  arriving  at  its  com- 
pletion. It  is  more  than  half  a  century  since  the 
eastern  wing  was  commenced  ;  and,  after  having 
been  seveiiil  years  in  building,  it  waa  first  opened 
for  business  on  the  23rd  Bep teui  1  jer ,  1 8 20.  It  wan  i n 
that  year  that  I  was  first  in  Paris,  and  it  was  in 
Paris  lliat  I  first  saw  those  public  vehicles  plying 
for  traffic  which  are  now  known  by  the  generic 
nun^e  of  omnibus.  They  were  then  all  drawn  by 
three  horses  abreast.  I  am  remimled  of  this  by 
chnncing  to  glance  at  the  following  tmssages  of  an 
siccount  of  uie  firat  day's  *^ business"  at  the  New 
General  Post  Office  i— 

''In.  the  Gour8«  of  the  morning  four  vthiclps  ir«re 
Bt&tioned  %i  tho  hack  of  the  Post  Office.  bulU  after  the 
irmnni^r  of  the  omnibuSj,  atufp  obioffff  vi*-d-vu  Mtatfi-toaek, 
buiit  0napfan  tutd^  tmp&rt^ /mm  Paru.  In  these, 
which  the  Post  Office  name  Accelerator*,  the  letter- 
carriera  having  to  dellirer  letteri  at  the  west  and  north - 
wertem  parU  of  the  mctfopoLU,  took  their  leati  about 


half  pnat  eight  o'clock,  two  of  the  carriagei  procetding 
up  the  titranil,  and  the  other  two  up  Uolbom.  There 
were  aboui  fourteen  letter-^arrierf  in  eaoh." 

The  name  omnibus  was  given  to  the  firat 
public  carriages  of  the  kind  started  in  PariSf  and 
eventually  b^me  the  general  name  in  this  coimtry. 
But  I  remember  also  that  in  P&rii^  in  1829,  a  livaj 
«et  of  similar  carriages  was  name^d  Lm  JkrortEou 
This  name  aleo  was  copied  in  London^  aud  our  own 
Favorites,  plying  to  Islington  and  its  vicmity  in 
the  North,  continue  to  the  present  day  a  vety 
proiiperous  set  of  this  stage-carriage,      J,  O.  N.

ttilly,  when  he  Hpeaks  of  their  being  made  of 
granite  (which  I  do  not  believe)  or  flint  {which  I 
do),  he  never  eays  where  they  found  the  flints. 
In  this  neighbourhood  (Tonptay)  they  had  to  p» 
three  miles  at  least  to  fetch  those  adapted  for  the 
p\irpo3efl  of  tools.  He  talk.H  of  bom -stone  in  Ireland. 
Where  is  it  found  ?  and  is  it  to  l>e  found  in  Den- 
mark at  all  ?  I  think  these  ipi  est  ions  are  of  j^eat 
importance,  and,  if  properly  intpiired  into,  would 
thn^w  great  lij^bt  upon  the  early  inhabitants  of  thi» 
count r>'  and  its  peoplcii. 

But  I  now  come  to  a  larger  question. 

In  the  case  of  the  cairns  iind  rude  «tone  monu- 
ments of  various  kinds  and  sizes,  Wor«me  rarely 
sny^,  an.  far  a«  I  see,  of  what  stone  they  were  con- 
structed. He  remark.^,  indeed,  tluit  the  «nde»' 
side  of  the  cap-stones,  and  the  inner  side  of  the 
wall -stones,  are  in  variably  smooth,  while  the  out- 
aides  are  left  in  their  native  niuijhness;  and  in 
one  place  he  mentions  that  the  jjeople  who  erected 
the^e  were  of  the  Mmie  i>eviod,  and  had  learnt  how 
to  split  these  enonuous  Ltlock!*  of  granite.  Apiin, 
he  never  distinctly  says  whether  other  stones  than 
rrranite  were  euiploye*! ;  nor  where,  and  in  what 
condition,  were  these  block??  discovered ;  nor  whe- 
ther they  are  now  foimd  in  Denmark.  If  these 
yranite  blocks  were  brought  down  in  the  ordinary 
course  (by  glaciers),  the  under  surface  was  ^ene- 
mfly  j:,Tound  smooth ;  but  I  apprehend  there  is  no 
such  high  gi*ound  nor  such  incident  in  Denmark 
to  account  for  them.  Where,  then,  were  they 
found  by  these  early  people,  and  wliat  were  the»e 
blocks  ? 

Apiin,  thoujjh  Worsaae  suggests  that  these 
people  came  from  the  East,  he  nowhere  says  how 
they  got  there,  nor  how  they  could  have  achieved 
such  a  joumey, 

All  these  point^s  appear  to  me  to  be  objects  of 
Buch  natunil  inquiry,  that  I  wonder  they  have 
e:*cnped  the  notice  of  so  intelligent  a  nnin  us  the 
author.  Possibly  his  other  works,  to  which  Wtir- 
aaae  refers,  may  give  some  explanations ;  if  such 
sliould  be  the  cjuhc,  I  should  be  glad  to  be  referred 
to  them*  William  Tite.

Ancient  Dog-Gauge,  or  Standard. — An  iron 
measure  of  this  kind,  through  which  dogs  in  the 
Royal  Forest  had  to  pass,  unless  exjpeditated  or 
killed,  is  preserved  at  Browsholme,  in  Bowland 
Forest,  Lancashire.  It  is  an  oval  ring,  somewhat 
Hkea  stirrup,  about  seven  by  five  inches  interior 
diameter,  with  a  swivel  attached  by  which  it  could 
be  suspended  from  the  Master  Forester's  or  Re- 
garder's  girdle. 

In  the  so-called  King's  House  at  Lyndhurst,  in 
the  New  Forest,  is  also,  it  is  stated,  an  iron  instru- 
ment of  this  description,  popularly  believed  to  be 
the  stimip  of  William  Rufus, — 

"  And  still,  in  merry  Lyndhurst  Hall, 
Red  William's  stimip,  decks  the  walL" 

I  shall  be  indebted  to  the  kindness  of  your  cor- 
resi)ondents  who  will  inform  me  of  the  shape  and 
internal  dimensions  of  the  last-named  relic ;  like- 
wise, for  any  information  on  the  subject,  and  the 
names  of  the  localities  where  similar  dog-gauges  are 
to  be  found.  Perchance,  instruments  of  this  kind 
may  yet  be  in  existence  in  some  of  the  old  town 
halls,  ancient  manor  houses,  or  museums  adjoining 
the  sites  of  the  former  forests  of  the  Crown,  for 
these  vast  game  preserves  were  once  numerous, 
amounting  in  number,  according  to  Coke  and  Spel- 
man,  to  sLxty-nine,  an  estimate  considerably  below 
the  reality.

THE  REV.  RANN  KENNEDY,  M.A. 
{4:^  S.  X.  451,  477,  528.) 

As  this  gentleman, — at  once  eminent  as  a  scholar 
and  as  the  father  of  scholars, — was  an  intimate 
friend  and  frequent  visitor  at  the  house  of  my 
father,  who  acted  as  his  churchwarden  for  many 
years, — was  godfather  to  my  only  sister, — and  was 
my  own  early  friend  and  schoUistic  tutor, — I  may 
be  able  to  contribute  some  few  facts  towards  the 
completion  of  his  biography,  in  addition  to  those 
which  have  already  been  conununicated. 

The  Rev.  Rann  Kennedy  was  bom  in  Birming- 
liam,  in  1772.  His  father  was  a  general  medic»l 
practitioner  of  considerable  repute  in  that  town ; 
but  having  accepted  an  invitation  from  Govern- 
ment to  leave  his  country  in  prosecution  of  some 
scheme  connected  with  inoeulation,  he  finally 
settled  at  Annapolis,  with  his  family,  under  the 
patronage  of  Sir  Robert  Eden,  Governor  of  Mary- 
land. There  he  died,  when  the  subject  of  these 
notes  was  about  seven  years  of  age.    The  mother 


tried  for  some  few  years  to  collect  and  sell  her 
husband's  property ;  but  succeeding  only  partiftlly 
in  this,  on  account  of  the  troubled  state  of  the 
country,  she  returned  to  England  with  her  then 
only  child,  at  that  time  advancing  towards  the 
twelfth  year  of  his  age.  She  lived  sufficiently  long 
to  direct  the  earlier  education  of  this  son,  who 
gave  indication  of  abilities  of  no  common  order. 
After  a  preparatory  course  at  other  academies,  lie 
was  entered  at  King  Edward's  School  in  his  native 
town,  then  under  the  Head-Mastership  of  the 
Rev.  Thomas  Price,  A.M.,  who  was  appointed  in 
1775,  and  died  January  5th,  1797.  rrom  King 
Edward's  School  he  proceeded,  with  an  exhibition, 
to  St.  John's  College,  Cambridge.  Here  he  dnly 
graduated,  and  was  soon  after  admitted  into  holy 
orders.  He  then  succeeded  the  Rev.  Bidiaid 
Pickering  as  tutor  in  Chissics  at  the  then  well 
known  school  at  Winson  Green,  near  Bmnitigham, 
conducted  by  the  brother  of  the  latter,  Mr.  LMnaid 
Pickering,  of  whose  liberal  treatment  he  always 
gratefully  spoke.  On  leaving  this  estiibUshment, 
he  obtained  successively  the  situation  of  fourth, 
third,  and  at  length,— September  30th,  1807,  on  the 
resignation  of  the  Rev.  Jeremiah  Smith, — ^that  of 
second  master,  in  the  Grammar  School  of  E^ing 
Edward  the  Sixth,  in  the  same  toArn.  In  1817, 
on  the  death  of  the  Rev.  William  Toy  Young,  he 
became,  through  certain  generous  arrangements 
made  by  the  conmgation  of  St.  Paul's,  incumbent 
of  that  chapeL  Here  he  continued  to  minister  for 
more  than  another  quarter  of  a  century,  no  less  dis- 
tinguished by  the  orthodoxv  of  his  doctrine  than 
the  breadth  and  liberality  of  his  sentiments,  and  his 
courteous  demeanour  towards  those  who  differed 
from  him  in  opinion.  Here  he  remained  after 
St.  Paul's  hi\d  been  raised  from  the  condition  of 
a  chapel  of  ease  to  a  parochial  status,  with  a  lam 
and  populous  district  annexed,  till,  findii^  himself 
at  an  advanced  age  unequal  to  pastoral  viutations, 
he  resigned  his  mcumbency,  at  Lady-day,  1849, 
and  retired  to  a  small  property,  known  as  "  The 
Hollies,"  at  Hall  Green,  m  the  parish  of  Yaidley, 
near  Birmingham. 

His  mastership  at  the  Grammar  School  he  had 
resigned  on  a  pension  of  220^  per  anniun,  or  there- 
abouts, in  or  near  to  the  year  1835,  shortly  after 
the  accession  to  the  H^-Mastership  of  that, 
eminent  scholar,  the  late  Francis  Jeune,  D.CJL, 
later,  successively.

many  important  cases  in  which  he  was  en^ged. 
His  health,  however,  broke  down  in  the  early  part 
of  his  career,  and  he  was  hardly  suited  by  tem- 
paniment  for  the  routine  and  details  of  pro- 
fessional life.  He  thus  failed  to  obtain  great 
jK>puJarity  as  tin  advocate,  and  his  career  can 
scarcely  be  termed  a  successful  one.  He  be* 
C4inie  Professor  of  Law  in  Queen's  CK>llege,  BLr- 
minglmin,  and  diet!  in  that  town  of  a  malignant 
dl^e^se  in  the  tongue-,  in  December,  1867,  leaving 
a  son,  now  in  pi-actice  as  a  solicitor.  He  was 
employed  in  literary  labour  to  the  day  of  his  death, 
and  has  left  behind  him  «teveral  works  of  high 
onler, — translations,  poetry,  Greek  and  Latin  verse, 
essays  on  Grecian  law  and  classical  archaeology, 
legal  treatises,  and  misceOaneous  contributions  to 
general  liteniture,  of  which  space  does  not  admit 
of  more  precise  details. 

Besides  the  honour  done  to  Mr.  Kennedy  by 
quoting  from  the  poem  on  the  Dmth  of  tht  Frin* 
eejL^  Charlotte,  in  his  admirable  tikrich  Booh^  Wash- 
ington Irving  nddresBcd  a  very  gratifying  letter  to 
the  author,  which  was  subsequently  printed  and 
appended  to  pre.senUtion  copies  of  the  poem. 
Perhajja  this  may  not  be  thought  too  long  for 
transcription : — 

"  My  dear  Sir,— 1  cannot  refase  myself  the  satlafactioii 
of  expressing  to  you,  while  my  feeliogs  are  still  warm  on 
tbe  subject,  the  great  delight  which  I  have  receivecl 
from  your  Poem.  It  was  put  ioto  my  hands  vesterday 
morning,  and  I  read  it  throuph  three  times  in  the  course 
of  the  day,  aud  each  time  with  increased  grHtifi cation. 
It  both  excited  and  affect«d  rae ;  some  of  your  ]>eri4>ds 
seemed  to  roll  thrnugh  my  mind  with  all  the  deep  into> 
ti&tions  and  proud  swells' of  Milton's  verse— they  have 
the  same  density  of  thought  and  affluence  of  language. 
Your  varied  descriptions  of  popular  feeling  are  pictured 
off  with  a  gimphic  touch  that  reminds  me  of  ^hxUce- 
Bp«are's  descriptions;  they  fill  your  Po^m  with  iiuagery, 
and  make  tt  in  a  manner  to  swarm  with  population.  It 
is  like  one  of  those  little  mirrora  on  whicii  we  see  con- 
centered, in  a  wonderfully  pmall  space,  ail  the  throng 

and  bustle  of  a  surrounding  world

It  may  be  added  that  there  was  a  peri?onal 
friendship  between  the  uTiter  of  this  letter  and 
our  poet.  The  brother-in-law  of  Washington 
Irving, — the  Leslie  of  bii»  beautiful  sketch,  **  The 
Wife,"  in  the  Shtch  Book  (vol.  i.),— 1»  still  alive 
in  Binuinghani,  hale  and  hearty,  though  a  nona- 
genarian, and  at  the  head  of  a  mercantGe  concern  j 
and  was  formerly,  if  not  a  member  of  tbe  congre- 
gation, an  intimate  friend  of  the  Bev.  Hann 
Kennedy. 

In  his  copy  of  thii*  same  poem,  Br.  Panr  wrote 
the  brief  eulogy,  **  Very  fine."  The  visits  of  that 
learned  Theban  to  Iroiwimlis  were  very  frequent, 
and  although  intimate  with  many  of  the  clergy, 
**  his  cliief  ecclesiastical  friend  at  kat,'*  says  I>r. 
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Johnstone,  Mg  biographer,  "waa  Mn  Kennedy,' 
In  one  of  hia  Usfc  letters  to  Dr.  Butlefj  of  Shfews- 
bury  Sclioolj^-in  kter  daj%  so  long  and  so  ably 
proaided  over  by  Dr,  EenjamiTi  Hall  Kennedy,  the 
BOB  of  his  friend  (now  Re^us  PrDfeasor  of  Greek 
in  the  UnlTersity  of  Cambridgii?,  and  one  of 
the  Canon  a  of  Ely), — Pair  lequeits  his  ^^  dear  and 
learned  name,^ike"  to  *'pire^ca  a  nhort^  unadorned 
ftmeml  aermon ''  at  his  death,  and  addb,  **  It*inn 
Kennedy  is  to  read  the  lesson  and  grave  iemce, 
though  I  i^uld  wisb  you  to  read  the  gmve  service 
alaoi^''  **  In  conaequence  of  thia  letter,"  Dr.  John- 
stone i^ooards,  ^*  Dr.  Butler  preached  the  funeral 
iermon,  and  the  Bev.  Rann  Kennedy  read  the 
burial  service  with  aSeetine  solemnity,  and  with 
a  mind  toned  for  his  sacred  office."  (MeTnoirs  of 
Dr.  Parr,  p,  83fl^)— *'Like  his  Divine  Master" 
^dds  the  Rev.  Mr,  Field,  another  biographer  of 
Fftir),  **  he  was  seen  to  weep  over  the  grave  of  hh 
decewd  fnand." 

The  later  poenL,  Briiairt^g  Gcrtiui^  h  of  a  vety 
high  order  of  merit,  tm  m  likewise  tho  accom* 
panying  piece,  Th£  Betgn  of  Youth  To  the  latter, 
which  WU9  originaEy  intended  to  be  a  nmch  longer 
poeio,  in  the  Spenserian  stanza,  is  appended  an 
elaborate  and  subtle  metaphyaical  anal3'si^,  drawn 
up  by  the  authof  s  intimate  friend,  tho  hite  John 
Eccles,  M,B.,  one  of  the  physicians  to  the  General 
Hospital,  BinuLnghxun,  and  which  cannot  be  read 
without  much  interest.  Here  I  cannot  ro&ain 
from  transcribing  the  eiilogifttic  remarks  upon  Thi 
Mdgn  of  Youihy  by  another  diiatinguishea  friend 
of  the  author,  the  fate  S,  T,  Coleridge,  who  wrote 
to  him: —

On  tbk  account,  however,  I  flhould  CDnceive  thatj  not- 
withstanding  the  lyricaJ  harmony  of  its  mBaaures,  your 
Ode  ia  uot|  ba  &  vhoh^  well  adapted  for  m\mQ ;  while  no 
Gompo«itioTi  of  the  lame  length  affords  more  epope  for 
painting.  In  saying  this,  I  am  awflfe  that,  in  general, 
palnteri  Imd  better  not  take  their  (subjects  from, 
allegory ;  but  allegory  h  hero  only  a  Teil  of  game, 
thrown  over  reality ;  and  your  personiflcationa  are  but 
other  names  for  bcija  aed  girla  acted  upon,  as  you  have 
represented  them,  under  certain  circumatandes.  Other 
parts  may  be  quite  as  well  worked  up,  but  Wonder, 
Besire,  mid  Lof  o  appear  to  me  the  moat  original,  espe^ 
ciidly  the  last.  The  morementp  indeetl^  in  vour  love 
seerie^  is  slower  and  lesi  dramatic  than  it  liad  been,  aad 
something  didactic  la  uuaToidabty  admitted.  But  you 
hare  here  treated  a  trite  and  therefore  diScuH  topic 
with  most  ingeuioua  noTcUy,  and  with  so  much  of  the 
truth  of  nature,  that  tho  figures  in  your  metaphysical 
maiihinery  Im^e  the  TiTid  appearance  of  flesh  and  blood," 

Mr.  Kennedy  was  an  earnest  minister,  an  ele* 
gfint  gcholar,  an  honouinble  man,  a  genial  com- 
piJiion,  and  h  warm  friend,     Clenerons   in  diipo- 


eition,  excitable  in  temperament,  find  unpnMye 
in  action,  "  wrong-headei,  right-iteaited  Rann  " — 
OA  he  was  wont  to  be  styled — was  often  betrayed 
into  a  momentary  outburst,  for  which  he  would,  aji  * 
soon^  implore  your  pardon,  vith  streaming  eyes 
and  all  the  humility  of  a  child.  With  the  frequent 
abstraction  of  a  man  of  genius,  and  peculijirities 
arising  from  suseeptLbility  of"nfmus  oi^g^nisition, 
—such,  for  instance,  as  a  morbid  fear  of  thunder 
and  lightning, — he  was  often  led  into  eccentricities 
of  manner  and  conduct',  which,  still  remembeved 
by  surviving  friends,  only  serve  to  furiher  endear 
his  memory.  Well  can  the  writer  of  this  imperfect 
record,  as  he  looks  back  through  the  vfs^ta  of  years, 
and  repeopl^  the  home  of  bis  boyhood,  call  to  mind 
his  old  fnend,— either  engro^seS  in  the  mysteries 
of  whist,— reading  Faradue  Losif  or  Thomson*B 
Hymn^  with  aU  the  enthusiasm  of  a  true  poet, 
tolits  in,  iUi^  and  entrancing  hia  anditora,* — or  toss- 
ing to  his  youth^l  listener  some  classic  that  chanced 
to  be  at  hind,  and  bidding  him  oonstme  a  passage 
ad  apcrluram  libri  / 

I  have  written  thus  much  of  the  Rev.  Eann 
Kennedy,  because  I  do  not  know  where  details  of 
his  life  are  to  be  found  elsewhere ;  and  I  do  not 
write  more,  because  I  fear  that  I  have  already 
exceeded  the  limits  of  an  article  appropriate  to 
these  columns  William  Bates,  B.A.

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rity  this  harmonious  epitaph  is  ascribed  by  him  to 
John  Freind,  M.D.,  who  was  a  renowned  physician 
and  excellent  classical  scholar  in  the  early  part  of 
the  last  centuiy,  as  he  has  mentioned,  and  certainly 
fully  equal  to  its  composition  1  If  composed  by 
one  of  that  name,  conjecture  would  rather  point 
to  an  elder  brother  of  his,  Robert  Freind,  D.D., 
Head  Master  of  Westminster  School  from  1711  to 
1733,  and  much  more  celebrated  as  a  writer  of 
monumental  inscriptions.  Let  any  one  who  has 
not  forgotten  his  classical  learning  go  into  West- 
minster Abbey  at  the  present  hour,  and  read  a 
copy  of  Latin  Sapphics  by  him  on  the  monument  of 
Philip  Carteret  in  the  north  aisle  of  the  nave,  who 
died  when  a  pupil  of  his  at  school,  as  a  specimen 
of  his  productions.  Yet  Pop«,  sadly  too  fond  of 
disparaging  others,  thus  sneeringly  aJludes  to  him 
in  an  epigram : — 

'*  Freind,  for  your  epitaphs  I  'm  grieved, 

Where  still  §o  much  is  8&id, 
One  half  will  never  be  beliered. 

The  other  nerer  read." 

The  epitaph  quoted  by  G.  S.  J.  may  be  found  in 
Sdeeta  Pocmatu  A7iglornm,  editio  secunda  emen- 
datior  mdcclxxix.  pp.  197,  198,  but  no  name  is 
appended ;  and  this,  an  omission  much  to  be 
regretted,  is  the  case  with  several  other  excellent 
effusions.  The  book  alluded  to  contains  many 
good  poems  and  epitaphs  by  celebrated  men,  who 
hiid  in  their  early  days  received  a  careful  classical 
training,  and  amongst  the  names  of  the  authors 
may  be  mentioned  Atterbury,  Dr.  South,  John 
Burton,  Robert  Lowth,  Bishop  of  London,  Dr. 
Bobert  Freind,  and  Dr.  Johnson,  the  great  lexico- 
grapher. 

The  editorial  note  appended  to  G.  S.  J.'s  article 
is  in  error  in  mentiomng  Hitchin  as  the  burial- 
place  of  John  Freind,  M.D.,  for  he  was  interred  at 
HitcJiam,  in  the  county  of  Buckingham,  and  his 
brother,  Bobert  Freind,  D.D.,  in  Witney  Church,  in 
Oxfordshire.  They  might  well  be  styled  "par 
nobile  fratrum,''  as  each  attained  consideraole 
eminence  in  his  profession.  In  early  life  botb 
Jiad  been  educated  under  Dr.  Busby,  and  were 
Westminster  students  of  Christ  Church  when  the 
house  was  in  its  highest  repute,  "  Consuh  Planco,'^ 
as  it  was  said,  when  Aldrich  was  Dean,  and  Atter- 
buiy,  Smalridge,  Edmund  Smith,  and  Antony 
Alsop  students : — 

"  Let  Freind  affect  to  speak  as  Terence  spoke. 
And  Alsop  *  never  but  like  Horace  joke." 

"  There  were  giants  in  the  earth  in  those  days" ; 
yet  it  must  not  be  forgotten  that  in  the  celebrated 
controversy  concemirg  the  genuineness  of  the 
Epbtles  of  Phalaris,  Bentley  overthrew  all  the 
learning  of  Oxford.     Many  interesting  particulars

MoLTKE,  Bismarck,  and  Wilhblm  (4**»  S.  xi. 
63.)— Unfortunately  for  Mr.  Chattock's  veiy  in- 
genious accommodation  of  these  three  names  to  the 
events  in  which  they  played  so  prominent  a  part, 
the  first  syllable  of  Bismarck  is  certainly  not  the 
Lat.  bis  twice,  for  the  Germans  are  not  in  the 
habit  of  invoking  the  aid  of  Latin  particles  in  the 
composition  of  their  surnames.  Pott,  in  his  Per- 
soiuyinamen  (see  Index),  thinks  Bismarck  =  jBw- 
chofsmark  (i.e.,  episcopal  march  or  district),  just 
as  Bisthum  (bishopric;  is  the  shortened  form  of 
Bischofthum ;  and  he  compares  Konigsmarkj  which 
clearly  means  king's  (or  royal)  march  or  district  t 

Neither  can  Wilhelm  mean  "gilded  helmet" 
The  first  syllable  is  commonly  allowed  to  be  the 
Germ.  WiUe  (our  will)  and  Wilhelm  interpreted  to 
mean  "  Einer  dessen  Wille  nach  dem  Helme  steht" 
(Schmitthenner),  whatever  that  may  mean,  or 
"  helmet  of  resolution  "  (Miss  Yonge),  of  which  the 
meaning  is  still  less  clear.  At  all  events,  the 
Emperor  Wilhelm  is  a  man  of  strong  tm7/,  and  he 
puts  his  faith  in  hdmets  (the  Germ.  Pickdhavbe\ 
and  his  will  and  his  helmets  have  done  a  great  deal 
for  him,  so  that  the  name  can  hardly  be  said  to  be 
inappropriate. 

As  for  Moltke  (not  Moltke),  I  do  not  know 
what  it  means.  Whoever  it  was  that  interpreted 
it  "  hard  hitter,"  he  must  have  had  in  his  eye  the 
root  mal  (or  mar\  to  grind,  pound,  or  crush 
(whence  the  Lat.  molere  and  our  to  mill  =  to 
thrash  §),  which  Max  Miiller  discourses  upon  so

X  Mr.  Chattook  might,  however,  turn  this  derivation 
to  at  ]ea«t  as  much  account  as  his  own ;  for  as  Lorraine

X7MVERSITY  OF  BoLOoxA  (4'^^  S.  xi.  18.)— I 
think  the  i«choola  allude<l  to  by  Dd).  fonjied  ptirtx 
of  the  Univereity,  as  the  medical  and  surgical 
college  doea  at  pre.«ient.  I  w^ill  take  this  opportu- 
nity of  stating  that  Bologna,  (the  City  of  Ajcadett) 
ia  most  undeser^'cdly  neglected  by  travellers  and 
Mtrangers.  The  city,  when  I  first  knew  it,  had  just 
emerged  from  the  Pope's  jurisdiction,  and  was  cer- 
tainly not  a  very  desirable  abode.  It  w^as  extremely 
dirty  ;  the  long  arcades  were  dimly  lighted  by  oil 
lamps  dangling  from  chains ;  gas  waa  unknown ; 
there  wa8  no  police ;  robberies  and  aaaaminationfi 
were  frequent ;  and  the  environs  were  infested  by 
brigands.  The  **  Sub- Alpine"  Government  luu* 
certainly  changeil  Bologna,  both  in  a  moral  and 
aanitar>^  point  of  view.  The  city  has  been  well 
lighted,  ptived,  and  drained.  Old  streets  have 
given  place  to  elegant  houses  and  shops ;  and  ^ 
regards  jjersonal  security,  there  la  not  a  safer  resi- 
de uce  in  all  Italy. 

To  the  antiquarj'  Bologna  w41l  be  found  niont 
int-eresting^  It»  two  laming  t^jwer^  are  curious, 
though  very  ugly  objects.  Tlie  cathedral  h  an 
unfinisheil  nuxlem  edifice,  and  not  worth  the 
trouble  of  a  visit.  But  a  short  distance  from  it  i^^ 
the  fine  old  church  in  the  great  square,  with  its 
curioud  gnomon,  and  the  very  old  roitvd  church, 
said  to  have  been  erected  by  the  Templar;*,  and 
which  in  itn  geneml  features  resemble;!  the  churches 
of  Little  Mapleslead,  Essex,  and  the  Temple 
Church,  London.  The  round  church  of  Bologna 
is  more  curious  than  the  English  churches,  and  of 
eiirlier  and  nider  arcldtecture.  Bologna's  Campo 
Santo  is  one  of  the  finest  in  Italy.  Its  long  aislejft, 
with  their  white  marble  monuments  and  splendid 
sculpture  and  statuary,  make  the  spcj>t  look  more  like 
an  artistic  gidlery  than  a  place  of  sepulture.  As 
these  observations  are  intended  for  strangers,  I  will 
merely  say,  in  conclitsion,  that  the  hotels  are  verj" 
good.

The  Value  and  Usi  of  Booib  (4**  S.  x.  350;

Hakoiko  in  Chains  (4*^  S,  x.  382, 459,  525 ;  xL 

83,)— Notwithstanding  J.  K  B.'s  confident  belief 
that  there  must  be  abundant  evidence  of  the  practice 
of  hanging  criminals  in  chains  to  die  of  starvatioiiy 
I  doubt  whether  such  a  punishment  was  ever  ^own 
to  the  law,  and  therefore,  tlmt  it  could  not  have 
been  abolished  by  statute.  Sennacherib  suggests 
a  very  probable  explanation  as  to  the  stoij  of 
18(J5,  and  most  likely  there  is  no  country  district 
in  England  where  a  malefactor  has  been  gibbeted 
which  is  without  some  such  tale  of  horror ;  for 
this  diHgusting  practice  nmat  have  been  a  fmitfiil 
source  of  wild  beliefs  in  the  popukr  mind. 

Aft  regards  the  legality  of  "hanging  in  ch&ins^ 
afler  execution,  the  statute  of  25  Gto.  IT.  c.  37, 
is,  I  believe,  the  first  which  recognises  the  pmcdic^ 
foFj  liefore  that,  as  Black&tone  tells  us^  it  formed 
no  part  of  the  legal  judgment.  The  above  statute 
enacts  that  in  cases  of  murder,  the  judge,  in  passing 
aentenee  of  death,  may  order  the  body  of  the 
prisoner,  aftn  ejacutiony  to  be  dissected  or  huM 
in  chains.  This  act  was  repealed  by  &  Geo.  IVl 
c,  31,  but  the  latter  re-enacted^  with  some  slight 
alteration,  the  portion  relating   to    dissection  cur 
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gibTjeting  after  execntbn,  Tho  2  &  3  Wm,  lY. 
c  75i  abolmheid  ihe  ntuctice  of  diauection,  loavia^ 
it  to  the  ecnirt  to  order  the  body  of  the  executed 
pmoner  to  be  hong  in  chuiiiB,  or,  as  the  present 
pmctice  Ib^  to  be  buried  within  Ihe  preciiiQtA  of 
the  prisoiL  There  is  pTobably  mme  bter  statute 
abobflbing  the  pf^ctice  nltogetber,  but  I  cuiinQt  at 
the  present  moment  lay  my  hand  on  it,

"From  £ih£exhead  into  HiLnREE,"  &c.  (4*^

CAfRNOORM  Crystals  (4*^  B.  x.  225,  374,  457 ; 

XL  48.) — Not  a  little  confusion  luui  tcs^U^vcl  \W 
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various  queries  and  replies  as  to  the  nature  and  value 
of  cairngorms.  They  are  crystals  of  quartz.  Scottish 
specimens  are  so  called  because  the  Cairngorm 
Mountain,  one  of  the  highest  summits  of  the  Gram- 
pian range,  has  produced  them  from  a  remote 
period,  although  similar  crystals  are  often  found  in 
other  hilly  districts  of  Scotland.  The  crystals  are 
frequently  of  a  wine-yellow  colour,  and,  in  error, 
are  sometimes  called  topazes.  The  topaz,  how- 
ever, is  an  entirely  different  mineral,  ana  is  not  for 
a  moment  to  be  confounded  with  the  cairngorm, 
which  is,  as  I  have  said  before,  nothing  but  quartz. 
Very  fine  topazes  are  usually  termed  "  Oriental"  by 

i'ewellers ;  but  the  true  oriental  topaz  is  corundum, 
ike  the  ruby  and  sapphire.  In  Scotland  it  has 
lon^  been  the  custom  among  jewellers  to  mount 
various  coloured  stones  for  personal  ornament,  and 
to  call  them  indiscriminately  "  cairngorms.''  Such 
stones  are  mostly  cut  from  crystals  of  quartz  (those 
that  axe  yellow,  white,  smoke-brown,  and  amethys- 
tine, being  frequently  native),  many  of  them  artifi- 
cially coloured,  wonderful  imitations  in  paste  or 
strass,  and  true  topazes.  There  is  a  variety  of  rock 
crystal  from  Brazil,  usually  found  in  rolled  masses 
or  boulders,  of  a  delicate  and  even-yellow  colour, 
which  is  often  cut  and  sold  as  topaz.  It  is  called 
''false  topaz,"  and  may  readily  be  distinguished 
from  the  real  gem  by  its  inferior  hardness,  different 

rific  gravity,  and  subdued  brilliancy  or  want  of 
^  .  The  crystalline  form  of  topaz  is  also  quite 
different  to  that  of  quartz.  Large  and  transparent 
crystals  of  topaz,  perfect  in  form,  without  flaw,  and 
of  a  rich  golden  colour,  are  excessively  rare,  and 
are  very  valuable  indeed.  Extremely  fine  ex- 
amples may  be  seen  in  the  Mineralogical  Gallery 
of  the  British  Museum;  but  as  even  a  moderately 
strong  Kght  would  disperse  their  colour,  it  is 
necessary  to  keep  the  crystals  in  darkness,  cleverly 
managed  by  covering  each  with  an  exact  model  of 
its  external  form.  Professor  Maskelyne,  or  his 
courteous  and  attentive  assistant,  Mr.  Davies,  wil- 
lingly allows  visitors  to  inspect  these  treasures  on 
application. 

The  jeweUere  of  Edinburgh  and  other  places  in 
Scotland  frequently  charge  enormous  prices  for 
"  cairngorms,"  quite  out  of  all  proportion  to  their 
real  value  as  gems,  that  is,  when  they  are  of 
quartz.  In  my  own  cabinet  of  minerals,  illus- 
trating quartz  and  its  varieties,  there  are  various 
crvstals  from  Scotland — true  cairngorms — which 
I  nave  obtained  in  London  at  five  times  less  cost 
than  was  asked  me  three  years  ago  for  similar 
examples  in  Edinburgh.  The  large  yellow  cairn- 
gorm on  the  box  presented  to  the  Museum  of 
Geology,  in  Jermyn  Street,  is  probably  a  cut  and 
polished  piece  of  Brazilian  rock  crystal  of  that 
colour.

Actors  who  have  died  on  the  Stage  (4***  S. 
xi.  14,  63.) — If  Mr.  Yardlet  turns  to  the  Percy 
Anecdote,  he  will  find  the  actor's  name  which  he 
could  not  remember.  The  following  is  the  Tendon 
of  the  death  there  given: — 

"In  October,  1758,  Mr.  Pateraon,  an  actor  lonf 
attached  to  the  Nor?rich  company,  was  performmg  the 
Duke,  in  Meatuit  for  MeaturA,  which  be  pUyed  in  a: 
masterly  style.  Mr.  Moody  was  the  CUudio,  ai&cl,  in  tha 
third  act,  where  the  Duke,  as  the  Friar,  was  preparing 
Claudio  for  execution  next  morning,  Patenon  liid  no 
sooner  spoke  these  words, — 

'  Reason  thus  with  life : 

If  I  do  lose  thee,  I  do  lose  a  thing 

That  none  but  fools  would  keep :  a  breath  thon  art  ;** 
than  he  dropt  into  Mr.  Moody's  arms,  and  died  instantlv. 
He  was  interred  at  Bury  8t.  Edmunds,  and  on  his  tomD- 
stone  his  last  words,  as  above,  are  engraved." 

Other  instances  of  remarkable  deaths  on  the 
stage  will  be  found  in  the  same  little  work,  which 
us^  to  amuse  many  of  us  in  our  boyhood.

To  the  best  of  my  recollection,  one  of  the  best 
comedians  that  England  ever  saw,  Harry  Wood- 
ward, died  from  the  efiects  of  aa  injury  which  lie 
met  with  on  the  stage  in  the  last  century.  He  had 
been  enacting  the  part  of  Scrub,  and  leaping  from 
a  table,  sustained  injuries  from  the  effects  of  which 
he  never  recovered.  Harry  was  educate  at  Mer- 
chant Taylors'  School,  and  was  one  of  the  great 
stars  of  his  day  as  a  comic  actor  for  nearly  fifty 
years. 

Another  celebrated  performer  who  met  with 
death,  on  account  of  her  dress  taking  fire  on  the 
stage,  was  Miss  Clara  Vcstris  Webster,  whilst  act- 
ing at  Dniry  Lane  Theatre  in  the  Eevolt  of  the 
Harem,  This  fatal  accident  occurred,  I  think,  in 
1843  or  1844.

This 
number  is  what  aeoond  numbers  slmuld  always  be,  supe- 
rior to  the  first.  It  bristles  and  (flitters,  by  turns,  with 
anecdotes,  and  it  is  profusely  illusiratod  by  portraits, 
views  of  places,  and  iu»ginary  scenes  of  aoctal  or  hiiito- 
ricxil  circuniBtanceH.  The  reader  is  chiefly  in  Fleet 
Street  and  its  tributaries,  ground  so  heaped  up  (so  to 
speak}  with  incident,  that  Mr.  Thombury  will  hardly 
be  able  to  get  away  from  it  in  a  hurry.

T&BftS  are  tbousiindA  of  English  people  who  have  never 
aeen  {and  are  not  likely  ever  lo  see)  the  interesting 
capital  of  Ma».«&€hu»ettB,  to  whom,  however,  this  volume 
will  recommend  iUclf,  for  many  reasons.  If  we  can 
never  think  of  an  American  as  a  foreigner,  nor  of  Ame- 
rican cities  but  as,  in  some  sort,  cities  of  Englinbmen, 
Boston  is  especially  dear  to  us,  as  mo9t  EnR;liah  of  ail  the 
transatlantic  cajvital?.

attractire  ^ft-bookd«  all  mns  of  fancy  articles,  and  evea 
a  guinea  knife-cleaner,  bavc  been  lulrortiBed  as  suitable 
for  valentine  proaenta.  Tradesman  anxiously  obtain  all 
kinds  of  noTelties  for  the  sciiaon,  kiid  many  of  the  shopi 
most  noted  for  the  variety  of  their  stocks  are  literaUy 
besieged  by  customers  on  Valentine's  Eve.  The  mode  of 
delivering  these  valentines  is  aleo  peculiar.  The  parcel 
containing  the  valentine  is  placed  on  the  doorstep  on 
Valentine's  Eve,  and  a  thundering  rap  beini^  given  at  the 
door,  the  messenger  takes  to  hb  beeb  and  is  ofiT  instantly. 
Those  in  tlio  house,  knowing  well  enough  tbe  purpose  of 
such  announcing  rap,  qtiickty  fetch  in  the  various  trea- 
sure* When  there  is  a  young  family  the  raps  are  likely 
to  be  frequent,  and  the  juveniles  get  into  a  perfect  furore 
of  excitement  on  such  evenings." 

ThiB  Norwich  custom  is,  in  fact^  one  which 
was  formerly  an  universal  Eni^lish  custom,  nnd  it 
is  now  reviving  in  London,  as  to  '^fiftji.  Lady  Valen- 
tines were  long  honoured,  not  by  anonymous  versea, 
but  by  substantial  ;?irts.  Four  days  after  Pepya 
had  chosen  Martki  Batten  for  hia  vale  at  be,  he  took 
her  to  the  Exchange,  and  there,  **  uiK>n  a  pair  of 
embroidered,  and  six  pair  of  plain  white  gloves,  I 
laid  out  4<)t.  upon  her.^'  The  ciuestion  of  expense 
troubled  the  dmrist.  When,  in  1G67,  he  took  his 
wife  for  (honorary)  valentine,  he  wrote  down  the 
fact  that  it  would  cost  liim  5^, ;  but  he  consoled 
himself  by  another  fact,  that  he  muHt  have  laid  out 
as  much  *'  if  we  Imd  not  been  valentines,"  The 
outlay  at  the  hands  of  prlnoes  and  court  ient  was 
enormous.  When  the  Duke  of  York  was  Miss 
Stewart's  valentine,  he  gave  her  a  jewel  of  abont 
800/.  in  value  ;  and  in  IC67,  Lord  Mandeville, 
!>eing  that  lady's  valentine,  presented  her  with  a 
ring  worth  30J/.  The  gifts  of  Pepys  to  his  wife 
look  amidl  by  the  side  of  presents  made  by  lovexs 
to  ladies*  Pepys  came  to  an  agieement  with  Mrs, 
Pepys  to  be  her  valentine  (which  did  not  preclude 
others  from  being  bo)  eveiy  ve^r,  **  and  this  year," 
he  remarks,  in  1668,  **  it  is  likely  tx>  cost  4^.  or  bL 
in  a  ring  for  her,  which  she  desires."  In  1669,  he 
bought  more  useful  thint^s  for  his  cousin  Turner, 
who  told  him  ahe  had  drawn  him  for  her  valentine^ 
Straightway  he  went  to  the  New  Exchange,  and 
bought  her  a  pair  of  fashionable  **  green  silk  stock- 
ings, and  garters,  and  shoe-strings,  and  two  pairs 
of  jessimy  cloves,  all  comintJf  to  about  28s."  Lon- 
don shops  do  not  now  exhibit  jjrcen  silk  stockings, 
but  they  tempt  buyers  with  galTiint  mttmtions ;  ;tnd 
"  valentine  gifts  "  arc  in  windows  and  on  count^sfs, 
at  prices  to  suit  a  few  and  to  terrify  many. 

Other  old  castoms  have  not  been  revived,  but 
we  may  learn  some  of  these  from  old  makers  of  j 
Notes,  and  especially  from  Pepys,  as  to  the  old 
methods  of  choosing,  or  nvoidin;^  to  ch*x>se,  valen- 
tines. When  he  went  early  on  Vfdentine's  Day  to 
Sir  W.  Batten's,  he  says  he  would  not  go  in  **  till 
I  asked  whether  they  that  opened  the  doors  was  a 
mjin  or  a  woman  ;  and  Mingo,  who  was  theri^ 
answered  a  woman,  whidi,  with  Ida  tone^  rnaile  me 
laugh ;  so  up  I  weut|  imd  took  Mrs.  Miulk^  for 
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mj  viilentiu^  (which  I  do  only  for  complacency) ; 
and  Sir  W.  Batten,  he  go  in  the  mmB  nmnxier  to 
mj  wife,  and  bo  we  were  very  merrj."  On  the 
MIowing  anniversary  the  duurist  telk  ua  that  Will 
Bowyer  came  to  he  hia  wife's  ralentinef  "  she 
having  (at  which  I  m;ide  good  sport  to  myself)  held 
her  hands  all  the  morning,  that  she  might  not  sec 
the  painteTB  that  were  &t  work  in  ^ding  my 
chimney-piece  and  pictui^  in  my  dinmg-room;'' 
It  would  seem,  moreoYer,  that  a  man  was  not  free 
from  the  pleasing  pains  of  yalentinediip  when  the 
festival  day  wai  over.  On  ShTOve-Tuesdny,  March  :3, 
1663,  after  dinner,  aoys  PepjB,  "  Mrs.  The*  showed 
me  my  mime  upon  her  hrea&t  aa  her  valentine, 
which,''  he  adda,  "wiU  cost  me  30^**'  Again,  in 
16G7,  a  fortnight  after  the  actual  day,  Pepys  was 
with  hia  wife  at  the  £^x change,  "  and  there  bought 
things  for  Mrs.  Pierce's  little  daughter,  my  valen- 
tine (which,"  he  says,  "I  was  not  sony  for,  it 
easing  mc  of  something  more  than  I  must  have 

fiven  to  others),  and  so  to  her  house,  where  we 
nd  Knipp^  who  also  challenged  me  for  her  valen^ 
tine."'  Of  course  Pepys  had  to  pay  the  usual 
honuige  in  acknowledgment  of  such  choice.  Then, 
im  Pepya  had  a  little  girl  for  valentine,  so  hoys 
were  welcomed  to  early  gallantry  by  the  ladiea, 
A  thoroughly  domestic  scene  is  revealed  to  ua  on 
Vaien tineas  Bay,  1065 : — 

**  TUid  morning  eomri  betimei  Dickie  Fen»  to  be  mj 
wife's  vaI entitle  and  come  to  aur  bedside.  By  the  eama 
token,  I  had  him  brauglit  to  mj  bedetde,  tain  king  to 
hare  mttde  him  kiss  me ;  but  he  perceiredme^  and  would 
notj  so  v^fiat  to  hifl  irdentine— a  notable,  stout,  witty 

When  a  lady  drew  a  valentine,  a  gentleman  so 
dmwn  woulil  have  been  deemed  shabby  if  he  did 
not  accept  the  honour  and  refiponsibilitj.  On  the 
14th  Febniarj--,  ItiGT,  we  have  the  following  ; — 

"  ThU  morning  called  up  by  Mr.  ESlI,  who^  my  wife 
thought,  had  come  Co  be  her  yalentine— ahc^j  it  ieema, 
hatinfF  drawn  him  ;  bat  it  proved  not  However,  calling 
him  up  to  our  bedeldej  my  wife  challenged  him.*' 

Where  men  could  thus  intrude,  boys  like  Dickie 
Pen  could  boldly  go.     Thus,  in  1667,— 

"Thii  momini^  come  up  to  my  wife's  bedside  little 
Will  Mercer  to  be  her  TalentinB  ;  mnd  brought  her  name 
writ  upon  blue  paper,  in  gold  letter^  done  by  himself, 
very  pretty ;  and  we  wtre  both  well  pteaied  with  ii'* 

The  drawing  of  names  and  name- inscriptions 
were  remnants  of  old  customs  before  the  Christian 
era.  Alban  Butler,  under  the  head  of  **  St.  Valen- 
tine, Priest  and  filartyr,''  says: — 

"  To  abolish  the  heathens'  lewd,  super^iitioui  custom 
of  boji  drawing  the  nameB  of  girU  in  honour  of  their 
goddess,  Februata  Juno,  on  the  15tb  of  thii  month"  (the 
drawing  being  on  the  eve  of  the  Hth),  "ieverol  zealous 
pastors  «;ubHtitnted  the  names  of  sainta,  in  billets  given 
on  this  day.'' 

Thisj  however,  doea  not  geem  to  have  taken  pkce 
tin  the  time  of  St.  Francis  de  Sales,  who,  in  the 
beirimiing  of  the  eeventeenth  century,  as  we  are 
told  in  hlfl  Life, — 


'^Severely  forbade  the  custom  of  vtlmtiDts*  or  giving 
boji  in  writing  the  names  of  girls  to  bo  admtred  and 
attended  ou  by  tbem,  and,  to  abolith  it,  he  changed  it 
into  giving  btllets  with  the  names  of  certain  saints  for 
them  to  honour  and  imitate  in  a  particular  manner/' 

To  the  drawing  of  names — those  of  the  aainta 
gave  way  to  living  objects  of  adoration— waa  fiiBt 
added,  in  1667,  a  custom  out  of  which  haa  sprung 
the  modem  epistolary  valentine*  In  the  Febniary 
of  that  year,  Pepys  writes; — 

"  I  do  first  obicrve  the  fashion  of  dravrit^  of  motto«i  as 
well  IS  names  J  so  that  Pierce,  who  drew  my  wife's,  did 
draw  also  a  motto^ '  Moat  courteous  and  moat  fair*  -  which, 
aa  it  may  be  uied,  or  on  ani^ram  made  upon  each  name, 
might  be  veiy  pretty/* 

The  valentines  by  chance  wero  those  who  drew 
names,  the  valentines  by  choice  were  made  hy 
timse  who  would  not  open  their  eyes  on  Valentine's 
mom  till  the  one  he  or  she  most  desired  to  see 
was  near.  The  one  by  chance  sometimes  proved 
to  be  the  one  by  choice  also,  and  such  were  true 
valentine.^.  But  enough  in  honoiu-  of  the  day.  It 
haa  not  an  yet  been  neglected  to  be  honoured  and 
illustrateti  in  **  N.  &  Q."  Ed. 


JUXIU8. 

Sir  John  Shaw  Lefevre,  in  a  eommnnication 
addressed  to  the  Times  on  the  1st  inst,  atatea  cer- 
tain facts  which  lead  him  to  think  that  we  most 
look  in  the  direction  of  Stowe  for  an  elucidation  of 
the  Junian  mystery ;  but  I  venture  to  believe  thst 
the  facts  in  question  point  as  directly  to  Chathma 
aa  to  any  of  the  Grenviiies.  That,  however,  by  the 
way.  Sir  John  Lefevre'a  paper  has  reference  to  an 
article  which  jippeiUfed  in  the  Times  of  May  £S^ 
1871,  in  opposition  to  the  claim  set  up  for  Sir 
Philip  Frjincis.  The  writer  of  that  article,  after 
stating  tlmt  Fmncis  returned  from  a  tour  on  the 
13th  of  August,  1771,  the  day  on  which  Juniua'a 
**  celebrated  reply  '*  to  Home  Tooke  was  printed^ 
which  reply,  "  com  prising  the  exquisitely  nnished 
tribute  to  Chatham,  must  have  been  composed^ 
copied,  and  sent  during  the  tour,"  shrewdly  ob- 
served that  it  was  as  difficult  to  picture  Juniuji 
polishing  his  balanced  periods,  and  meditating  in- 
dignant appeals  to  a  rapt  public  iu  the  intervala  of 
a  debauch,  flurrounded  by  his  companions  at  an 
inn,  aa  it  wiw  to  explain  how  Froncia  (if  Junius) 
found  time  for  the  compofiitlon  of  the  letter  «uid 
the  multitudinous  inquiries  in  it,  or  how  he  evaded 
the  suspicions  of  his  fellow  clerks,  of  his  officuil 
Bupcriors,  and  of  his  fanuJy.  The  writer  in  the 
Tivm^  misled  probably  by  Mr.  Parkes's  Mem&ir*  ^ 
Sir  Philip  FrancU,  adopted  the  date  of  August  IS 
as  that  of  Francises  return  to  town.  In  page  264, 
vol.  i.  of  these  Meinoirg  (compiled  in  support  of

We  may,  I  think,  reasonably  conclude  that  the 
letter  had  been  in  possession  of  Wo<idfall  since,  at 
the  latest,  Hatui-day,  the  loth  of  Augiiat,  when 
Francis  was  enjoying  his  excursion. 

If  I  am  not  tresjmssing  too  fnr  on  your  space,  I 
will  now  refer  to  another  instance  in  wluch  Juniua 
was  at  work  while  Fnmcis  was  absent  from  London. 

In  a  letter  from  Francis  to  Major  Baggs,  dat«d 
December  17,  1771,  given  in  vol.  i.  p.  2tii*  of  the 
Memoirs  of  8ir  Fhilip  FrancU^  the  former  states 
that  he  is  **  going  to  Bath  to-morrow,  and  shall  be 
absent  about  three  weeks'^;  uj^^n  which  the 
memoir  writer  makes  the  following  comment : — 

**  Francis  left  for  Bath  accordingly.  Arid  no  Junius 
appoara  from  NoTisiTiber  2S,  1771,  to  January  21, 1772; 
no  *  MisccUanoouH  '  letter  between  that  of  Juniper,  Dc- 
cenibar  4,  1771,  aatl  the  first  of  Veteran,  January  28, 
1772.** 

The  idea  persistently  forc<*d  upon  the  reader 
throughout  the  Memoir  is  this  :  "*  Whenever  Francis 
happens  to  be  away  from  London,  Junius  ceases  to 
'WTite."  It  is  true  that  in  the  present  instance  no 
letter  from  Junius  wiui  pubUshvd  in  the  intervjd 
stated  ;  but  it  is  equally  tnie  that  Junius  was  at 
the  time  at  work,  and  bard  at  work,  too,  in 
Lundon,  Ou  the  17th  of  December,  Francis  says 
be  is  going  to  Bath  on  the  following  day,  and 
would  be  abs^'nt  for  tliree  weeks.  The  three 
weeks  would  end  on  the  7th  of  January,  1772.  He 
may  have  remained  at  Bath  longer  than  he 
originally  intended,  for  his  father  was  in  a  pre- 
carious state,  or,  to  adopt  Francis's  description, 
*'  tnily  in  a  tleplorable  condition."  The  first  letter 
from  Francis  after  his  retnm  is  dated  January  24, 
1772.  Let  lis,  however,  take  for  granted  that  he 
came  back  when  his  time  was  up,  on  the  7  th  of 
January.  But  on  the  ]rrevions  liuy,  the  6th  of 
January,  Junius  wrote  the  following  letter  to 
Woodfill  :- 

*'  January  6, 1772. 

I  have  a  thing  to  mention  to  you  in  greiit  confidence, 
1  expect  ^our  usiitance  and  rely  upon  your  secrecy. 

There  is  a  Umg  paper  ready  for  pubticatio/ij  but  which 
must  not  appear  until  the  mommjiC  of  the  mcetinx  of 
ParliameDt,  nor  be  announced  iti  any  sluipe  what*  ievcr. 
Much  depends  upon  its  appearing  unexpectedly.  If  you 
receive  it  on  the  8th  or  9th  initant,  can  you  in  a  day  or 
two  haT©  it  composed,  and  two  prtK>f«heet«  ttnick  off 
and  sent  me ;  and  can  y«»u  keep  tbe  pre^a  »tandii^ 
read?  for  the  Public  Ad ft^rtUer  of  the  2Ut ;  and  can  all 
this  be  done  with  such  secrecy  that  none  of  your  people 
shall  know  what  is  poing  forward  except  the  composer, 
and  can  you  rely  on  his  fidelity !  Coniidcf  uf  It,  and  if  it 
be  poMible,  eay  Tis  in  your  paper  tomorrow. 

I  think  it  will  take/ottr/u/f  eotumfn  at  (hf  tt>iut,  but  t 
undertake  that  it  ihail  lell.  It  ia  eaaential  that  I  should 
have  a  proof-tbeet  and  correct  it  mjtelf. 

Let  me  know  if  the  books  are  ready,  thai  I  may  tell 
you  what  to  do  with  them/' 
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The  woids  which  I  have  marked  in  italics  will 
show  that  Junius  was  laboriously  employed  in 
London  while  Francis  was  attending  the  sick  couch 
of  his  father  at  Bath,  or,  what  is  more  probable, 
dancing  at  the  assemblies  with  "  Belinda.''  The 
letter  which  Junius  was  so  anxious  about,  and 
respecting  which  he  wrote  no  fewer  than  three 
private  notes  to  Woodfall,  is  the  famous  letter  to 
Lord  Mansfield,  No.  68,  on  which  he  bestowed 
more  labour  than  on  any  other  of  his  productions. 
It  actually  runs  through  thirty-two  pages  of  Wood- 
£Edl's  edition.  After  this,  shall  we  hear  any  more 
about  Francis  ?

ENGLISH  DIALECTS. 

I  cut  the  following  from  the  Sheffield  and  Rother- 
ham  Ind^'peiidciity  December  30th,  1872: — 

"  Banks.— Dec.  25,  at  his  residence,  Northgate,  Wake- 
field, Wm.  Stott  Banks,  Esq.,  solicitor,  author  of  Walks 
in  Yorhhire,  &c. 

Mr.  Banks  was  also  the  author  of  A  List  of  Pro- 
vincial Worda  in  Use  at  Wakefield  (Russell  Smith), 
and  as  such  his  death  ought  not  to  go  unnoticed  by 
"  N.  &  Q."  Without  mjjting  any  pretensions,  his 
book  is  a  model,  which  any  person  taking  an 
interest  in  our  provincialisms,  which  are  so  fast 
feuling  away,  would  do  well  to  imitate.  Mr.  Banks 
certainly  deserves  a  tribute  of  praise  for  having 
rescued  so  many  quaint  archaisms,  and  beautiful 
and  forcible  expressions,  in  the  neighbourhood  in 
which  he  lived.  I  wish  that  others  in  different 
parts  of  England  would  follow  the  intelligent 
example  which  he  set.  We  should  soon  no  longer 
lie  under  the  reproach  of  not  knowing  our  own 
language. 

And  now  that  I  am  on  the  subject  of  dialects,  I 
make  a  brief  cutting  from  the  Atheneeum  of  De- 
cember 28th,  1872,  p.  869,  containing,  however, 
most  welcome  intelligence: — 

"Mr.  0.  Clough  Robinson  has  just  completed  his  new 
work  on  the  Dialects  of  Yorkshire." 

This  short  paragraph  will  be  good  news  to  some  of 
your  readers.  I  do  tmst  that  the  present  year  may  see 
"  N.  &  Q."  take  a  more  active  part  in  the  vast  "field 
of  English  provincialisms,  whicn  is  still  unworked. 
I  trust,  too,  that  some  of  its  many  very  able  con- 
tributors may  be  at  last  induced  to  form  what  has 
been  so  often  talked  about,  and  what  is  so  sadly 
needed,  an  English  Dialect  Society ;  and  not  allow 
men  like  the  late  Mr.  Banks  or  Mr.  Clough 
Robinson  to  toil  away  unheeded,  unrewarded,  and 
unknown,  except  by  a  few.  H.  M.

Dialects.— It  is  with  sincere  pleasure  that  I 
extract  the  following  from  the  Aihintgumf  January 
4th,  1873,  p.  19:— 

"We  learn  from  the  Manchester  City  Newt,  that  the 
Philological  Committee  of  the  Manchester  Literaiy  Club 


has  issued  a  circular  explaining  the  nature  of  the  GloMU^ 
of  the  County  Dialect  upon  which  they  are  now  etwugw. 
The  glossary  is  to  consist  of  all  the  words  in  the  Liiieft- 
shire  dialt^ct  which  are  archaic,  whether  obedete  or  still 
in  use.  The  definition  and  derivation  of  each  word  will 
be  given,  and  also  illustrations  of  its  use  from  aa^maoj 
writers  of  all  times  as  can  be  found  udog  it,  aa  wall  •■ 
from  well  known  phrases  of  folk-ipeech.  CoUeetioiii  of 
phrases  and  idiomatic  forms  of  speech  peculiar  to  die 
county,  and  of  the  names  of  places  in  the  county,  with 
their  derivations  and  meanings,  are  included  in  the  phuD." 

Now^  this  is  as  it  should  be.  If  we  cannot  hare 
—what,  however,  I  do  not  yet  despair  of-- an 
"  English  Dialect  Society,"  let  local  Literary  duba 
and  Societies  do  whatever  they  can  to  aid  and  pro- 
mote the  good  work. 

I  have  been  a  collector  of  provincialisms  for 
more  than  twenty  years,  and  I  can  testify  from  my 
own  experience  that  many  archaisms  have  daring 
that  time  completely  passed  away  from  the  par- 
ticular district  in  which  I  first  hesiid  them.  TVigo 
back  still  further,  to  mv  school  days,  I  can  affim 
that  still  many  more  of  the  provincial  words  aie 
completely  for^^otten. 

Now  I  think  it  will  be  obvious  that  this  change 
will — with  the  introduction  of  the  new  Govemment 
schools,  the  recent  fresh  facilities  offered  by  the 
railways,  the  ever-increasing  great  drain  of  labonven 
from  the  country  to  the  manufacturing  towns,  and» 
lastly,  the  vast  emigration  to  America,  Australia^ 
and  elsewhere — go  on  still  more  rapidly.

"PAL"  AND  "CAD":  THEIR  ETYMOLOGIES. 
Although  these  two  words  are  noticed  in  Mr. 
Hotten's  iiJang  JHctionary,  the  etymology  of  "Pal** 
is  not  given,  and  '^  Cad "  is  said  to  be  short  fior 
Cadger.  I  take  the  following  from  the  Oxford 
Spectator  for  March  3,  1868 ;  it  is  clever  and 
entertaining,  even  though  it  may  not  be  correct: — 

"  Pal,  A  friend  or  associate ;  originally  Pyl.  It  is  a 
corruption  of  the  name  of  Pvlades,  celebrated  as  die 
friend  of  Orestes.  The  buraen  of  the  modem  iong^ 
'  He's  a  pal  o'  mine/  is  a  plagiarism  from  the  well-knowa 
line: — 

'  Ille  mill!  Pylades,  ille  sodalis  erat.' 

Cad.  A  term  of  reproach.  It  is  of  cbmpamtiTely 
recent  orij^n,  and  was  originally  applied  to  R*^»nJt  bv 
their  political  opponents,  being  derived  from  the  Oreec 
KadoQ,  a  ballot-box." 

By  the  way,  Mr.  Hotten,  in  his  explanation  of  the 
latter  word,  gives  the  following  remarkable  infor- 
mation:— 

"  The  exclusives  at  the  English  Universitiei  apply  the 
term  Cad  to  all  non-members." 

Mr.  Bristed,  in  his  Fire  Years  in  an  English 
University  (1852),  gives  the  following: — 

"  Cad.  A  low  fellow,  nearly  =  snob."  (p.  2&)

Fox  Hunting  in  Austria  in  1664. — In  Bur- 
bury's  Relation  of  Lord  Henry  Hovxird^s  Journey , 
p.  23,  the  following  passage  oc<jurs : — 

*'  The  thirtieth  (March)  my  Lord  waited  again  on  the 
Emperour,  who  dined  that  day  with  his  mother  in-law 
the  JSmpress,  where  his  Lordship  staying,  till  his  Imperial 
jtfi^esty  had  drunk  his  first  draught  (a  ceremony 
observed  by  ambassadours  themselves)  retired,  and  dined 
with  Count  Lesley,  attending  after  dinner  on  the  Em- 
perour, the  Empress  and  Princesses,  to  a  park  about  a 
mile  from  Vienna,  where  his  majestie's  huntsmen  in- 
closing some  four  acres  of  ground,  with  canvas  extended 
by  poles  above  a  man's  height,  and  a  little  way  farther, 
with  canvas  aforesaid,  making  a  lane  a  breast  high,  by 
letting  fall  the  canvas  towaitls  the  East  with  beagles 
hunted  in  at  a  time,  some  eight  or  ten  foxes,  which 
eonrsed  up  and  down,  were  by  several  gentlemen,  who 
had  nets  in  their  hands  for  that  purpose,  of  a  foot  and  a 
half  wide,  and  between  three  and  four  jardf  long,  ioaied 


up  into  the  air,  as  it  were  in  lereral  blanket!,  at  they  xaa 
up  and  down,  seeking  places  to  escape.  In  this  manner, 
and  with  dogs  and  sticks,  they  saGrincad  seventy  f oxei  to 
the  Emperout^fl  pleasure,  and  afterwards  baited  and 
killed  six  badgers.'' 

This  account  is  curious,  because  if  four  acres  of 
cover  produced  seventy  foxes,  they  must  haye  been 
not  only  strictly  preserved  but  also  fed.

The  Violet,  the  NAPOLBOinc  Flower.— 
Among  the  many  topics  for  conversation  and  dis- 
cussion arising  out  of  the  death  and  funeral  of  the 
ex-Emperor  of  the  French,  has  been  one  concerning 
the  wearing  of  button-hole  bouquets  of  violets  by 
the  visitors  to  Chiselhurst.  Several  times  recently 
I  have  heard  this  mentioned,  coupled  with  the 
query,  *'  Why  was  the  violet  selected  as  the  flower 
of  the  Napoleon  family?"  It  was  answered  by 
one,  that  tne  colour  of  the  violet  was  an  emblem 
of  the  imperixd  purple  ;  but  this  reply  was  not 
deemed  satisfactory.  On  opening  this  daVs  num- 
ber of  the  Graphic,  Jan.  25, 1  met  with  the  following 
paragraph: — 

''  The  '  little  modest  violet '  has  been  at  a  hi^  pre- 
mium during  the  past  fortnight  At  Chislehurst,  the 
usual  Id.  bunch  was  eagerly  bought  at  6d.  and  It.  by  the 
French  visitors,  all  anxious  to  wear  this  emblem  of  the 
Napoleonic  dynasty.  Referring  to  the  adoption  of  this 
flower  of  the  Bonapartists,  a  correspondent  writes  to  a 
contemporary  that  he  saw  '  early  m  January  of  1815 
numerous  coloured  engravings  of  tho  violet,  with  the 
leaves  so  arranged  as  to  disclose  the  profile  of  Napoleon  L 
Attached  to  the  picture  was  the  significant  motto,  "  11 
reviendra  avec  le  printemps ;" '  and  we  all  know  that  he 
did  come  back  in  March,  1815."  (p.  75). 

If  the  leaves  were  arranged  so  that  they  should 
mark  out  the  profile,  it  would  be  similar  to  the  plan 
adopted  in  the  once  popular  engraving,  "The  shade 
of  Napoleon  visiting  his  tomb  at  St.  Helena;" 
where  the  familiar  figure  was  outlined  by  the 
hanging  branches  of  the  weeping  willow.  While 
wTiting  the  above,  it  occurred  to  me  to  look  in 
Wheeler^s  Nottd  Name^  of  Fiction,  where  I  find 
the  following: — 

'*  Violet,  Corporal  or  Daddy.  (Fr.  Caporal  la  Vie- 
leite  or  Papa  la  Vu)lette,)—A  name  given  to  the  Emperor 
Napoleon  Bonaparte,  by  his  partisans  in  France,  after 
his  banishment  to  Elba,  and  designed  to  be  expressive  of 
their  hope  that  he  would  return  in  the  sprinjs  (of  1815). 
The  flower  and  the  colour  were  publicly  worn  by  them 
as  a  party  distinction."

MiLiTART  **  Blanxet-tossiko.**— When  Na- 
poleon threatened  to  invade  England,  volunteer 
corpg  were  formed  in  various  parts  of  the  country, 
amongst  which  was  the  Upper  Agbrigg  regiment, 
comprising  residents  in  Saddle  worth,  Marsden, 
Hudderafield,  &c.  They  were  called  out  for 
tntimng  to  Wakefield.  On  one  occasion  sever^ 
of  the  men  having  misconducted  themselves,  a 
court-martial  was  held,  and  the  verdict  was  that 
each  delinquent  be  thrown  up  in  a  blanket — thus, 
four  strong  men  were  called  out  of  the  ranks,  each 
coinmnnded  to  a  comer  of  a  stout  blanket,  oa 
wiiich  a  culprit  was  placed  ;  the  order  was  then 
given,  "  Up  with  him !"  when  the  men  threw  him 
up,  and  caught  him  on  the  blanket,  on  his  return. 
"Up  with  xiimr  was  again  the  cryj  and  the 
process  was  repeated  as  often  as  the  order  waa 
given.  The  above  was  told  me  by  my  father,  he 
being  one  of  the  volunteera,  and  present  on  the 
occasion.  Was  this  a  common  mode  of  punish- 
ment ?

A  "bald  bobn." — Two  or  three  months  ago, 
whilst  examJEing,  or  rather  running  through,  tne 

rrifih  register  of  Bromsgrove,  in  Worctstcrbliire, 
happened  to  cast  my  eyes  upon  the  following 
three  entries.  I  omitted  to  note  the  exact  date  of 
two  of  them;  but  one  wjis  in  1746  and  the  other 
two  (which  refer  to  the  same  child)  between  1743 
and  1762.  The  entries  run  as  follows : — (1)  "  Bap. 
tized,  Lucey  {iic)  Slater,  daughter  of  Hannslh 
C— ,  a  Bald  Bom.^^    (2)  **  Baptized,  William^ 

son  of  Ann  T ,  a  bald  bom  child.'*    And  five 

days   later  (3)   **  Buried,  William,   son  of  Ann 

T ,  a  bald  bom  child.'*     I  thought  at  first  that 

bald  bom  was  perhaps  a,  euphemism  for  iHqfitimaiCf 
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Mid  this  idea  found  some  little  support  in  the 
circumHtance  that  in  &U  these  three  entries  only 
the  name  of  the  moihtr  waii  giTen,  and  not,  ^ 
is  n^imllj  the  case  with  legitimate  children,  the 
name  of  both  father  and  mother.  But  I  soon 
discoYercd  that  there  had  been  no  particular 
Hqueamiahness  in  Bromsgrore  with  regard  to  the 
designation  of  illegitimate  children ;  and  that  the 
TSTj  straightforward  wotd  hoitard  was  to  be  found 
appeuded  to  something  like  two  children  per 
month;  and  I  was  consequentljr  oblij^ed  to  abandon 
mj  original  idea,  and  to  come  to  the  conclusion 
that  hM  6on*  meant  simply  that  the  child  was 
born  without  any  hair  upon  its  head.  I  have 
since  consulted  medical  works,  and  1  find  that 
cbitdren  arc  sometimes,  though  rarely,  bom  bald. 
Mr.  Godfrey f  in  bis  Dism^^^  of  Hair  (Churchill, 
London,  1872),  p.  45,  says:— 

"ThcMj  ii  alsn  a  c(raditicm  of  haldn««  from  birtb*  A 
UeiLltliy  ctiild  fails  to  grow  tbe  natural  coTeriag  nntil  the 
iecoDd  or  third  year  of  Ufe ;  but  then  it  appears  .  .  .  *  . 
Raye r  detcribci  the  ca?e  of  a  man  who  ivas  a  patient  in 
the  Hospital  de  hi  Cburitif.  There  was  coDgenital  ab«enc« ; 
hut  ftature  afterward*  began  to  girts  ber  uflual  cote  ring. 
This  mBn'icnmium  wai  covered  with  down :  white,  lUkj, 
and  fine  u  Ibat  on  ao  infants  icalp." 

In  conclusion,  I  would  inquire  if  it  is  atill  the 
custom  to  describe  such  children  in  parish  rejiisters 
a&  bald  l/am;  and  also,  whether  any  particular 
superstition  has  at  :^ny  time  been  attached  to  the 
congenital  absence  of  hair  from  a  child's  head,

Burke,  as  Mr.  Picxoy  says,  asks,  "  Wltom  do 
we  hope  to  satisfy  ?  Is  it  A,  is  it  B  ? "  &c.  He 
shows  in  snccesfiion  that  it  is  none  of  these.  If  in 
this  view  the  emphasis  is  not  evidently  on  each 
successive  person,  and  not  on  the  word  **  satisfy,^' 
which  applies  throughout,  I  certainly  cannot  at- 
tempt to  prove  farther  that  it  is. 

On  the  mere  grammatical  queation,  I  can  but 
repeat  that  what  Mr.  Picton  calls  a  slight  change 
involves  a  monstrosity.  **Is  it  that  we  are  to 
satisfy  him?"  is  fitr  from  good  English:  '*  Is  it 
him  that  we  are  to  satisfy  ?"  with  the  same  con- 
struction, is  unheard  of. 

I  by  no  means  meant  that  there  was  any 
kngiiage  in  which  it  could  be  asserted  that  gram- 
mar id  not  derived  from  une  and  custom,  I  do 
not  know  from  whence  grammar  in  derived.  I 
only  meant  to  guard  inyseu  against  admitting  that 
it  always  is  so  derived,  which  is  more  than  CAn  be 
proved. 

1  cannot  see  the  releyancy  of  Mr,  Pictok*3 
6i^t  quotation  from  Horace.  It  seems  to  me  to 
confuHc  the  persomil  with  the  relative  pronoun. 
In  **  sunt  quos,"  of  couraCj  qnidam.^  or  nonniilli^ 
iH  understood,  according  to  a  common  usage.  It 
is  sometimes,  though  only  in  poetical  langimge,  so 
done  in  EngliKh,  as  "Who  fears ''for  "lEIe  who 
fears."  But  then  it  is  the  nominative  personal 
pronoun  that  la  omitted.  "That,"  in  Burke,  is 
the  relative  pronoun,  which  no  doubt  is  often 
omitted  In  this  connexion.  But  whetlier  we  say 
"  him  tliat  we  satisfy,"  or  **  him  we  satisfy,"  the 
use  of  him  has  equally  to  be  vindicated. 

It  is  true  tbnt,  as  it  happens,  **  he  1  know  **  in 
not  used  for  **  he  whom  I  know,"  but  it,  like  some 
others!,  is  a  mere  accidental  usiige.  In  grammar  it 
is  equally  correct  with  "the  horse  I  ride  "  instead 
of  "  the  horse  that  I  ride." 

More  than  that  it  ia  but  a  question  of  case. 
"  We  know  him  we  have  seen  "  might  be  laaid, 
though  perhapa  not  very  elegantly.  But  with 
othiT  pronouns  as  weU  as  nouns  it  is  clear.  **  We 
testify  that  we  have  seen  "  is  in  the  Bible.  This 
omiiision  of  the  r dative  pronoun  is,  I  presume, 
peculiar  to  English, 

The  instance  out  of  Propertitia  (where  the  cor- 
rect reference  is  iv.  9,  17)  is  unque^stionably 
a  soleciitm  in  Latin  grammar,  Mr.  Paley,  the 
mo.i^t  recent  editor,  colls  it  "a  bohl  and  perham 
unique  Grccism,-^  I  doubt  whether  etmv  qiv 
would  be  often  found  even  in  the  best  Greek. 

Pr<>|>ertius,  however,  is  no  great  authority  ;  nor 
is  the  piirallel  actually  exact.  I  doubt  whether  he 
or  any  one  would  liave  written  **  Est  illos  quibus," 
&c.,  which  woidd  be  requisite.  Lttteltok. 

P.S.  Since  writing  the  above,  I  have  seen  Mr. 
Picton's  letter  in  the  number  of  February  B,  about 
the  Chill k  Harold  passage,     I  much  applaud  hia 
'  the  nonsense  i 
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iiot«  m&tns  to  me  not  quite  consistent  with  itself, 
not  with  what  he  wrote  before  about  Bnrke.  He 
appeara  to  itond  up  for  gmtDmaTj  except  when  be 
says  he  has  defended  *vBurke's  fn^dom  fiom 
gramioatical  tiamraelH."  What  are  they  hut  grom* 
mat  led  rules?  All  I  have  said  h  that  Burke^B 
language  u  ungrammatieol  m  tlie  passajje  in  ques- 
tion. No  doubt  great  writets^  of  waom  Tbucy didea 
is  the  most  notorious,  hare  ol^n  been  ungmm- 
mutical,  but  that  is  another  question, 

Ttboek  (4*^  S.  xi  98.)— The  situation  of  the 
celebrated  "  triple-treej"  in  other  woa^  the  gallowB^ 
has  often  been  the  subject  of  dispute.  All  dis- 
crepancieg,  however,  may  be  cleared  up  by  sup- 
pOHing,  as  waa  certainly  the  case,  that  it  occupied 
diiferent  places  at  different  periodjB.  In  1330 
Boger  de  Mortimer  was  "  drawn  and  hanged  "  at 
the  **ElmSj"  deacribed  hj  HoUiushed  as  "now 
Tibome  '* ;  and  Elms  Lane,  Bayawater,  is  pointed 
out  to  this  dny  as  the  spot  where  the  "  fatal  elm 
tree  grew,**  and  the  "gentle  Tiboroe  ran,"  The 
gaUowEi,  "a  triangle  upon  three  legs,"  waa  after- 
waida  mored  (probably  in  the  sixteenth  or  seven- 
teenth century),  jind  there  is  no  reason  to  suppose 
that  the  statement  of  its  mention  in  the  lease  of 
the  house,  No,  49,  Connaugbt  Square  (granted  by 
the  Bishop  of  I/ondon],  m  incorrect.  The  fact  was 
first  noticed  by  Mr.  Rowland  Dobie  in  his  History 
of  JSt  rnkj^-iji'the-FiMs,  1834,  p,  12.  Speaking 
of  "  T>-bum  Tree,"  he  adds  \— 

"Ab  a  nlatterof  hiatorieul  emno«ity,  I  lotm,  that  it 
if  Identified  with  a  hoaBe  oceu|iled  by  a  Mr^  Penning, 
being  No.  40,  Connaugbt  Square,  whtch  is  built  on  the 

rt  wher«  the  g^flowi  etCKvd,  and  in  the  leiuie  grunted  by 
late   Bishop  of  London  Urn  is  particulaj-Iy  men- 
tioned," 

In  1911  a  number  of  human  bones,  partly  dothed 
in  wearing  apparel^  were  disooi^ered  in  digging  the 
foundations  of  the  houses,  Nos,  G  to  12,  in  Con- 
naught  Places,  which  were  supposed  to  have  been 
those  of  persona  eiecuted,  (fesee  Kobins's  Faddiii^- 
toH^  p.  8.) 

Smith,  in  his  Historif  of  Maryldons  (p.  153), 
states  the  gallows  to  have  been  for  many  years  a 
standing  feature  on  a  small  eminence  at  tie  comer 
of  the  Edgeware  Eoad^  near  the  turnpike,  on  the 
identical  spot  where  a  tool-house  was  subsequently 
erectcil  by  the  Uxbridge  Eoad  Trust. 

On  May  7,  ld6i>,  in  the  coiurse  of  some  excaTattons 
€30nneeted  with  the  repair  of  the  roadway  close  to 
the  foot  pavement  along  the  garden  of  Arklow 
House,  the  residence  of  Sir.  A.  J.  B.  Beresford 
Hope,  at  the  extreme  south-west  angle  of  the 
Edgeware  Bond,  the  workmen  came  upon  numerous 
human  bones,  obviously  the  remains  of  the  unhappy 
persons  buried  under  the  gallowf!.  (See  Mr.  Hoi)e*s 
communication  to  the  Thnes^  May  9,  I860,) 

The  gallows  subsequentiy  consitted  of  two  up- 
rights and  a  cross-beam,  erectedL,  as  Mi.  Timbs  says 
(VurimHeM  of  London,  p.  W®),  on  the  momiiig  of 


execution  across  the  roadway,  oppotite  the  house 
at  the  comer  of  Upper  Brran^n  Street  and  the 
Edgeware  Eood,  wherein  the  gibbet  wajs  depodtod 
after  being  used  Smith  ( Hiatary  of  Mm^ti^xm$)i 
writing  in  1833,  says  :— 

"  Thifl  house  hoji  At  thip  dmy  enricmi  iftn  b»lcomei  lotltfl 
windows  of  the  first  a^d  eecond  floorfl^  which  were  used 
by  itie  eberifjs  wheo  attending  In  their  official  oipaei^

He  also  adds : — 

"  When  Tf^bum  ccised  to  he  the  place  of  execotion^ 
the  gallowi  wa^  purcbueed  by  *  cappenter,  and  conTerted 
mto  fitanda  for  beer  bntt«,  m  the  ceilajs  of  m  puhUc^^hooBe 
in  the  neighbooihood,  vii ,  the  *  Cupentera'  Aiw%*  in 
AdKmB  Street" 

The  oldest  known  Tepn?sentatiou  of  the  Tybnm 
gatlows  is  in  a  German  print  in  the  Crowk  Pminani 
(Brit.

Is  this  practice,  or  this  rhyme,  confined  to  War- 
wickshire i  In  the  midland  counties  of  Scotland 
Harvest  Home  goes  by  the  name  of  the  "  Maiden ;" 
why,  I  cannot  tell,  though  I  have  been  at  many  of 
them.

I    venture    to    enshrine  in  the  storehouse  of 
"N    &   Q."   an    emendation,  which    I   consider 
almost  certain,  in  the  Comedy  of  Errors,  Act  L 
scene  i.  37-39.     I  read  thus : — 
'*  In  Syracuia  was  I  bom ;  and  wed 
Unto  a  woman,  happy  bat  for  me. 
And  by  me  happy,  had  not  our  hap  been  bad." 


The  first  folio  reads  simply,  "And  by  me ;"  the 
second  folio,  followed  b^  the  third  and  fourth,  and 
too  generally  by  the  editors  (though  not  the  Globe 
or  Cambridge  ones),  reads,  "And  by  me,  too," 
manifestly  an  unauthorized  cutting  of  the  knot 
The  "  ^ppy  "  falling  out  before  "  Sod,"  especially 
in  the  context,  is  a  good  instance  of  a  fmitfiu 
source  of  errors.  On  tne  same  principle  I  would 
read  in  Tempest,  Act  iv.  scene  i.  146 : — 

"  You  do  look,  my  son,  in  a  most  moved  flort" 
And  in  Measure  for  Measure,  Act  v.  scene  L  483 : —

— Frotti  mediijevid  trei^- 
ti^es  it  would  appciir  that  prooeeaes  wete  employed 
in  former  times  for  procuring  by  artificiiil  meiuis 
pieces  of  ivory  lur^e  enough  to  tbrnv  the  plaque^v 
and  diptyclis  of  con^sidenifile  size  M'hich  hiive  t^een 
hunJed  ttow^n  to  tis.  Two  of  these  iH^cipes  iire  ^iven 
in  Mr,  MaakeirtJ  Coialogu^  of  the  Ivoru^  at  Uic 
South  Ketufington  MuMum  (Chupimm  iS&  MaLI^ 
1872),  and  are  iu*  follows  : — 

*^  Take  sulphate  of  potass,  fossil  salt,  andtitriol ;  these 
are  ground  with  very  sharp  vinegar  in  a  brass  aiortar* 
Into  this  mixture  the  ivory  is  placed  for  three  days  and 
ni^'hts.  This  being  done,  you  will  hollow  out  a  piece  aa 
you  please.  The  ivory  being  thus  placed  in  the  hollow 
you  direct  it,  and  will  bend  it  to  your  will*  This  recipe 
Is  given  by  Mr.  Hendrie  in  his  notes  to  the  tkird  book  ol 
the  Sditdiila  DivertarutH  Artium  of  ThcopbilUB^  and  he 
quotes  anotlicr  from  a  MS.  (Sloane,  416)  of  the  dfteenth 
century,  which  directa  that  the  ingredienta  above  men- 
tioned *  are  to  be  distilled  in  eqi^  parts,  which  woald 
yield  muriatic  acid  with  the  presence  of  vraier.  Infused 
in  this  water  half  a  day,  ivory  can  be  made  so  soft  that  it 
can  be  cot  like  wax.     And  when  you  wish  it  hardened, 

flace  it  in  white  vinegar,  and  it  becomes  hard'  Sir 
>igby  Wyatt,  in  L^cturt  hfftrrcth  A  ntndtl  Society ^  f.  22» 
gives  a  third  method  from  an  English  MS,  of  the  twelfth 
century,  *  Place  the  ivory  in  the  fallowing  mixture  :  Take 
two  parts  of  quick  Ume.  one  part  of  pounded  tile,  one 
part  of  oil  J  and  one  part  of  torn  tow.  Mix  up  all  these 
with  a  lye  made  of  eW  bark.' "

Mr.  Hensleigh  Wedgwood  says,  that  "  swish 
and  swash  represent  the  sound  made  by  the  colli- 
sion of  liquids  or  of  divided  solids."  I  think  it 
will  be  found  that  sicish  is  usually  applied  to 
liquids,  and  mca^h  to  the  collision  of  solids.  A 
swasher  or  fwashhucMer  was  a  bully  who  rattled 
his  sword  or  scabbard  on  his  shield  to  intimidate  : 
a  practice  adopted  by  the  Chinese  soldiers  at  the 
present  day. 

As  young  as  I  am,  I  have  obserred  these  three 
swashers." — Hen.  V.,  Act  iii.  Scene  2.

Whether  sicash  is  a  softening  down  of  the  original 
sKcg  I  will  not  take  upon  myself  to  say.  Such 
changes  from  the  guttural  to  the  palatal  sounds 
are  T>y  no  means  uncommon,  c.  gr.,  hngg  into  brulgc, 
circ  into  church ;  smlc  into  snchy  &c.  We  meet 
with  the  word  in  its  transitional  state  in  Chaucer: — 
"  In  which  ther  ran  a  romble  and  a  sicort^h, 
As  though  a  storme  shuld  bresten  every  bough."

On  the  whole  it  may  fairly  be  inferred  that 
sxccsch  means  dnim,  and  that  it  is  connected  with 
the  Anglo-Saxon  sioieg.

Sutherland  Peera<5e,  &c.  (4*'*  S.  x.  431.) — 
Sir  Eobert  Gordon  of  Gordonstown,  the  claimant 
of  the  Siitbcrliind  earldom,  was  the  fourth  holder 
of  a  baronetcy  created  in  l«>2o^  and  died  in  1772, 
IcAviDg  two  cbildrt^n,  Robert,  who  succeeded  na 
fifth  baronet,  and  died  umnarricd  in  1776,  and 
William,  who  .succeeded  hi«  brother  as  sixth  kiro- 
net,  nnd  died  also  unmarried  in  1795. 

The  male  line  of  the  first  b.'^mnet  then  expired, 
but  the  estates  passed  by  bequest  to  Alexander 
Penrose- Chi  mining,  whose  wife  (a  Miss  Penros^e)  was 
heir  gen  end  and  representative  of  the  sixth  baronet. 
He  assumed  the  name  of  GoRlon,  and  w*as  after- 
wards created  a  baronet. 

The  baronetcy  of  Gordonstown  devolved  on 
James  Gordon,  of  Lette^fourie,  heir  mde,  accmul- 
i7tg  to  the  late  ofSeotlandy  anrl  the  senior  descendant 
of  the  youngest  son  of  George,  second  Ejirl  of 
Huntly,  whose  second  surviving  son  was  the 
ancestor  of  the  first  Baronet  of  Gordonstown. 

As  to  the  question,  upon  whoiu  the  obieft^unship 
of  the  clan  Sutherland  devolved  on  the  deaitb  of 
the  seventeenth  earl^  in  171JI*,  and  the  falling  of  the 
succession  into  the  female  line ;  it  should  be 
remembered  that  this  occasion  was  not  the  first 
ui»n  which  the  earldom  fell  to  a  female,  for  on 
the  dcjitb  of  the  eighth  earl,  in  L'jR,  the  title 
deseende<l  to  bis  sister,  who  miuried  a  Gordon,  and 
so  br«:>ugbt  the  dignity  into  that  family. 

If,  therefore,  the  chieftainship  came  from  the 
original  holders  to  the  Gordons  (and  there  seems 
to  be  but  little  doubt  that  it  did),  there  can  be  no 
reason  why  it  should  not  have  devolved  in  the 
same  manner  upon  the  daughter  of  the  seventeenth 
ewL 

A  chieftainship,  however,  is,  after  all,  more  a 
tnatter  of  opinion  ami  popular  recognition  than  of 
mere  priority  of  birth,  and  the  [>ersi>n  who  succeeds 
to  the  titles  and  estates  of  the  family  will  generally 
be  found  to  hold  in  addition  the  prestige  of  the 
chieftainship  of  3uch  family.

Date  op  Henry  IV.'s  Birth  (4«^  S.  xL  128.)-- 
Give  me  leave  to  state  my  reason  for  disputing  the 
commonly  assigned  date  of  birth  of  Henry  I  v.,  as 
I  might  be  thought  to  have  spoken  without 
authority,  or  at  least  on  insufficient  authority, 
when  I  asserted  that  1366  was  an  incorrect  date. 
Allow  me  to  refer  to  a  passage  in  the  Compotus 
Hugonis  de  Waterton,  Receiver  of  Henry,  Earl  of 
Derby,  from  Michaelmas,  5  Ric.  II.,  to  the  same 
date  in  the  subsequent  year  (1381-2),  which 
distinctly  names  not  only  the  year  of  the  event, 
but  the  exact  day : — 

"  Et  iij  die  Aprilis,  Dns  h'uit  xiij  paup'ibz  p.  ordinac' 
Dni  mei  Lane'  .  .  .  et  eo  qd.  Dns  fuit  etatis  xv  annor' 
h*uit  ij  paupes  plus  ad  complend'  num'  etatis  sue,  et  deat 
ut'qz  xij  d.— ij  s."     (Pol.  4.) 

Reckoning  fifteen  years  backwards  from  Apr.  3, 
1382,  we  can  scarcely  avoid  the  conclusion  that 
Henry  IV.  was  not  bom  in  1366,  but  that  he  was 
the  youngest  of  the  four  sons  of  John  of  Gaunt 
and  Blanche,  and  was  born  on  the  day  of  the 
battle  of  Navaretta,  Apr.  3,  1367. 

The  entire  history  of  John  of  Graunt  and  his 
family  is  deeply  interesting,  and,  in  respect  to 
several  genealogical  and  chronological  point*,  is 
very  little  known.  The  received  date  of  his  second 
marriage  is  wrong  ;  four  children  of  the  Duchess 
Blanche  are  hardly  known  to  history,  and  two  of 
Katherine  Swynford  are  not  known  at  all.  How 
are  facts  to  be  discovered,  so  long  as  historians  go 
on  copying  from  one  another,  and  seldom  refer  to 
the  origiiml  records  of  the  period?  The  glamour 
surrounding  the  name  of  the  Black  Prince  (who,  by 
lAe  wajr,  was  not  horn  in  June,  1330,  as  usually 


given)  has  cast  the  character  of  his  nobler  brother 
entirely  into  the  shade  ;  and  the  vile  calumnies 
assiduously  spread  by  Henry  of  Bolingbroke  have 
blackened  the  name  of  his  father  only  too  effect- 
ually. But  it  can  scarcely  be  expected  tnat  the  nine- 
teenth century  will  reverence  John  of  Gaunt.

The  earliest  execution,  probably,  at  Tyburn,  was 
in  the  year  13^^  j  when  Jud^  Treailiau  was 
hjinged  there  on  the  19th  of  l^ebniary  in  that 
ye:tr,  and  Nicholas  Brembre,  the  late  Lord  Mayor 
of  London,  the  day  after ;  the  reason  being,  pro- 
bably, a  betiitation  on  the  part  of  the  Duke  of 
Gloucester  and  his  party  to  hang  a  late  chief  mugii- 
trnte  within  the  precincts  of  his  own  city. 

Like  its  predecaiaor,  the  phice  of  execution  at 
Tyburn  was  originally  called  **Tbe  Elma'';  and 
hence  it  ia  that,  by  one  or  more  of  the  English 
chroniclers  of  the  time  of  Elizabeth,  the  one  place 
of  execution  hart  been  tiiken  for  the  other,

Hamlet  (4^^  S.  xi.  72,  106.)— "In  the  sense 
which  we  now  attich  to  the  two  expressions,  surely 
imjjerial  conveysthe  meaning  intended  by  the  poet." 
Yes,  had  Shakspeare  lived  at  a  later  date,  he  would 
have  used  imperial,  but,  in  his  day,  imperious  was 
not  restricted  to  disposition,  and  there  was  a 
tendency  to  use  this  and  other  words  in  -ous  in 
the  fullness  of  their  Latinale  signification.  Curious, 
was  full  of  care,  and  imperious  was  not  used 
merely  as  equivalent  to  imperiid,  but  as  a  fuller  and 
stronger  word,  which  might  be  imperfectly  glossed 
by  swayfid.  As  applied  to  Coesar,  it  suggests  him 
not  as  a  mere  emperor  bom  in  the  purple,  but  as 
one  who  h:ul  collected  in  himself  the  whole  senate 
sway  of  the  then  known  world,  and  in  this  view  it  is 
noteworthy  tliat  the  third  folio  should  have  recurred 
to  tliis  stronger  form.  B.  Nicholson. 

QuARLEs's  Emblems  (4*^  S.  xi.  13,  82.) — In  a 
copy  I  possess  of  Quarles's  Eniblems,  beneath  the 
cut  of  a  heart,  between  two  angels,  who  support 
above  it  a  coronet,  is  this  inscription  : — 

"  London.  Printed  by  J.  D.  for  Francis  EglefiSeld,  and 
are  to  be  sold  at  the  signe  of  the  Marigold  in  St.  Paule's 
Church-yard,  1G35.** 

This  seems  to  be  a  different  imprint,  therefore* 
from  either  of  those  referred  to  already  in  **  N  &  Q/' 
The  edge  of  the  page  just  beside  the  date  is  so 
much  "  thumbed,"  I  almost  doubted  whether  the 
date  w:is  1(J35  or  1685,  but  a  very  bright  sunbeam 
and  uijignifying-glass  to-day  seemed  to  make  the  3 
dear.  I  was  the  more  anxious  to  ascertain  this,  ju? 
I  hawe  another  copy  inscribed'  beneath  the  same  cut 
as  destril)cd  above  : — 

*'  London.  Printed  for  J.  Williams  at  the  Crowno  in 
St.  Paul's  Churchyard,  k  sould  by  W™.  Grantham  at  y" 
Crown  and  Pearl  oucr  ag*  Exeter  Change  in  y*  Strand, 

1684." 

The  tvpe  anct  paper  certainly  make  this  8  appear 
so  vcr}'  like  a  3,  one  is  hardly  surprised  at  the  MS. 
note  on  the  opposite  blank  page : — 

"  This  edition  is  not  known  to  Lowndes,  nor  is  it  in  the 
Catalogue  below,  where  the  edit.  1635  is  supposed  the 
first,  ^^ee  Bih.  Avy.  Pod  (]  Poet),  p.  280,  for  Southey's 
review  of  this  work." 

And  the  back  of  the  book  is  labelled  1()34.  My 
dear  father,  however,  who  was  well  versed  in  old 
book  lore,  has  added  below, "  This  is  1084,  not  34." 

Both  these  editions  have  the  fifteen  Hicrogly- 
]fhics  of  the  Life  of  Man,  as  described  by  Mr. 
Hkrxaman.  In  Teggs  editions  of  the  School  of 
the  Heart  and  Emhhui^  (1845),  these  are  appended 
to  the  former,  not  the  latter  book,  probably  to  make 
the  size  of  the  books  more  uniform.

Milton's  Statuette  (4"»  S.  xi.  17,  80.)— This 
pretty  statuette  is  a  product  of  Derby,  shortlv  after 
the  amalgamation  of  the  Chelsea  with  the  JDerby 
works,  in  1770.  It  lias  a  companion  statuette,  vit, 
Shakspeare.  He  is  represented  in  a  similar  atti- 
tude to  Milton,  with  flowing  robe,  &c.,  leaning  on 
a  pile  of  boeks.  A  scroll  hangs  in  front  of  the 
pedestal,  on  Avhich  the  words  beginning  "The 
cloud  capt  towers,"  &c.,  are  inscribed. 

The  copies  generally  met  with  are  coarsely  painted, 
and  sadly  wanting  in  artistic  finish.  My  mother 
possesses  a  beautiful  pair  of  these  statuettes,  deli- 
cately painted  by  an  artist  of  eminence.  They 
were  given  to  a  member  of  my  family,  shortly  after 
their  first  appearance,  by  Mr.  Duesbury  (the  pro- 
prietor of  the  works),  and  were  prepared  expressly 
for  presentation.

The  above  title-page  not  only  describes  the  objects  of 
this  excellent  work,  it  also  contains  a  line,  "  Third  edition. 
Revised  and  corrected,"  which  shows  how  it  has  been 
appreciated  by  the  public,  and  how  the  editor  pays  the 
appreciation  by  industry  and  carefulness.  It  is  a  book 
which  addresses  itself  to  old  and  young.  It  will  revive 
the  memories  of  the  former,  and  furnish  the  minds  of  the 
latter.

Tliua  Invited,  Mr.  Taylor  applied  himself  to  the 
consideration  of  all  the  mechanical  powers  alfieiidy  / 
in  1186,  but  without  iiatisfaction.  At  length  the 
steam^ngine  suggested  itself  to  his  miud«  and 
though  startled  with  the  boldoees  of  tli*  '■  '  t, 
he  soon  became  convinced  of  it«  practi'  » 

su;^geating  it  to  Mr.  Miller,  he  was  ai»Li'M.-.iii.+  *a 
the  novelty,  but  doubted  the  feaaibility  of  the 
5i?licme,  and  while  allowing  the  eufficiency  of  the 
power^  doubted  its  application. —

Mr.  Tayloi*,  notwitihatamling  tKis  objection, 
became  more  convinced  of  his  project,  find  repre- 
sented to  Mr.  Miller,  that  if  not  applicable  to 
general  navigation,  at  least  it  might  be  useful  in 
canak  and  estuaries. 

After  numerous  conversations,  Mr.  Miller  at 
length  requested  Mn  Taylor  to  make  drawinjoi 
showing  how  the  engine  could  be  connected  with 
paddle-wheels.  Mr.  Taylor  did  bo,  and  l^Ir,  Miller, 
though  unconvinced,  agreed  to  be  at  the  eipcn»e 
of  an  experiment,  provided  it  should  not  amount 
to  a  large  sum*  Mr.  Taylor  was  t45  superintend 
the  operations,  as  Mr.  Aliller  candidly  coufewed 
he  was  a  stranger  to  the  use  of  steam.  These  two 
projectors  were  then  at  DalswLnton,  but  it  was 
arranged  that  when  they  returned  to  Edinburgh, 
in  the  early  part  of  winter,  an  engine  should  bo 
constructed, 

Mr.  Miller  employed  part  of  the  summer  in 
drawing  up  a  narrative  of  his  experiments  upon 
shipping,  but  took  no  notice  of  the  Buggeated  Md 
of  atcam- power.  Against  this  silenoe  Mr.  Taylor 
remonstrat^'d,  and  convinced  Mr.  Miller  of  the 
propriety  of  alluding  to  Htcam  as  an  agent  which 
might  be  employed  for  the  propiilHion  of  vesaeU. 
Gnpies  of  this  paper  were  tmnsmitted  to  the  Eoyal 
Family,  the  ^Unisters,  many  of  the  leading  mem- 
bers of  both  Houses  of  Parlijtnteut,  to  all  the 
European  maritime  powem,  and  to  the  President 
of  the  United  States  of  America, 

In   November,   17BI,   Mn   MiT  ved  as 

usual  to  Edinburgh,  where  hk^  <  ^d  the 

UnirefBity,  tinder  the  < ' 
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latter,  having  been  empowered  by  Mr.  Miller  to 
proceed  with  the  construction  of  an  engine,  recom- 
mended to  him  a  young  man  named  Symington, 
who  was  then  residing  in  Edinburgh  for  improve- 
ment in  mechanics.  Mr.  Symington  had  attempted 
some  alterations  in  the  steam-engine.  It  was 
agreed  that  Mr.  Symington  should  form  an  engine 
on  his  own  plan,  and  the  experiment  should  be 
made  in  the  following  summer  in  Dalswinton  Loch. 
After  the  winter  session  Mr.  Miller  and  his  sons 
returned  to  Balswinton,  but  Mr.  Taylor  remained 
in  Edinbuigh  to  superintend  Symington's  opera- 
tions, and  when  all  was  ready  they  proceeded 
thither,  where,  on  the  14th  of  October,  1788,  the 
experiment  was  made  in  presence  of  a  considerable 
concourse  of  spectators,  among  whom  were  the 
late  C.  6.  Stuart  Menteath,  Esq.,  of  Closebum 
(afterwards  Sir  Charles).  The  vessel  was  a  double 
one  ;  the  engine  had  a  four-inch  cylinder,  which 
was  placed  in  a  frame  on  deck. 

The  experiment  was  tried  several  times  with 
success,  and  an  account  of  it  was  prepared  by  Mr. 
Taylor,  and  inserted  in  the  LhimfrUs  Journal. 
It  was  also  noticed  in  the  Scots  Magazine,  of  No- 
vember, 1788,  and  there  spoken  of  as  Mr.  Miller's 
invention,  because  he  was  the  initiator  by  having 
given  the  paddles,  he  was  its  patron  and  pay- 
master, and  his  condition  in  life  was  more  con- 
spicuous than  Mr.  Taylor's,  to  whom  he  had  alto- 
gether conceded  his  share  in  the  invention. 

Mr.  Miller  having  formed  the  design  of  covering 
this  joint  invention  by  patent,  deemed  it  prudent 
first  to  try  experiments  with  a  larger  vessel  and 
engine,  and  for  this  purpose  Mr.  Taylor  went  to 
Carron  Foundry  with  his  engineer,  Mr.  Symington, 
and  in  1789  a  vessel  of  considerable  size  was  con- 
.  structed  with  an  eighteen-inch  cylinder,  which  in 
November  of  that  year  was  placed  on  the  Forth  and 
Clyde  Can^l,  in  presence  of  the  Carron  Committee 
of  Management  and  the  parties  chiefly  interested. 
The  paddles  at  this  experiment  gave  way,  but  on 
the  26th  of  December,  1789,  with  new  paddles, 
the  vessel  progressed  at  the  rate  of  seven  miles  an 
hour.  Mr.  (afterwards  Lord)  Cullen  published  an 
account  of  these  experiments  in  February,  1790. 

In  this  year  Mr.  Fergusson,  younger,  of  Craig- 
darroch,  entertained  the  idea  of  tUs  enterprise 
being  taken  up  in  Grermany,  particularly  for  the 
Danube  navigation. 

In  1801,  Mr.  Symington,  who  had  commenced 
business  in  Falkirk,  induced  Lord  Dundas  to 
employ  him  to  fit  up  a  small  experimental  vessel 
on  the  Forth  and  Clyde  Canal,  but  owing  to  the 
injury  caused  to  the  banks  it  was  forbidden  to  con- 
tinue its  sailings.  This  vessel  was  laid  up  at 
Lock  16  of  the  Canal,  where  it  remained  for  several 
years.  -  It  was  inspected  by  Fulton  and  Bell  when 
on  a  visit  to  the  CWon  Ironworks,  and  the  conse- 
quence of  this  visit  and  inspection  was  the  launch- 
ing on  the  Hudson,  in  1807,  of  a  steam-yesBel  by 


Mr.  Fulton,  and  of  another  on  the  Cly 
Bell  in  1812. 

A  statement  of  Mr.  Taylor's  claims  wa 
addressed  by  him  to  the  Chairman  (; 
Pamell)  of  the  Select  Committee  of  th 
Commons  upon  Steamboats,  but  in 
Taylor  died,  and  immediately  thereafU 
ment  recognized  his  services  by  conferr 
sion  on  his  widow,  which  for  severaF  ye 
her  death,  in  March,  1859,  I  was  in  t] 
drawing  for  her. 

Fortunately  written  evidence  exists 
is  here  narrated,  to  which  I  shall  be  hap 
light  in  your  columns  if  you  will  permit.

KIXOJTS  PROPHECY. 
In  the  county  of  Chei^hire,  imd,  indeed,  all 
tlirough  the  North,  there  are  few  nunicR  better 
known  than  that  of  Nixon,  **  the  prophet,**  Various 
trifling  incidents  are  namxtcd  as  having  ttiken  pUic© 
in  the  manner  he  foretold,  and  hia  yet  nnfullOled 
doggerel  is  remembered  and  repeated  with  nujch 
gusto.  The  metrical  version  of  the  prophecy  i» 
especially  curious,  and  perhaps  merita  more  atten- 
tion than  it  haa  received.  The  date  when  Nixon 
lived  is  vm known,  one  account  placing  him  in  the 
reign  of  Henry  VII.,  and  another  in  that  of 
James  L  With  the  exception  of  a  doubtful  allu* 
sion  in  King's  Vak  Koyal,  we  have  no  printed 
record  of  Kixon  previous  to  1714.  Registers  are 
silent  concerning  him  ;  wbat<jver  detjiila  we  liave 
depend  upon  tradition  alone.  In  the  present  note 
I  wish  to  give  such  bibliographical  memomnda 
ix*3iiecting  ^ixon  as  have  c^me  in  my  way,  and  to 
solicit  the  aid  of  the  readers  of  *^  N.  &  Q."  towardu 
compiling  a  complete  list  of  the  editions  of  this 
popular  folk -book.

The  HiTBAiLLEUSE  IN  1685.  — The  following 
brief  account  of  the  use  of  coinjiound,  or  many- 
barrelled  gun:i,  in  ICKi,  is,  I  think,  worthy  of  a 
note.

Oldmixon,  who  was  then  only  a  boy,  was  prewnt^ 
and  watched  the  Bukes  operations  with  keen 
interest  ;  he  does  not  further  mention  the  use  of 
these  machines  at  the  battle  of  Sedgemoor. 
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Destruction  of  a  Shakspearian  Collec- 
tion.—The  following  ia  condensed  from  an  Ameri- 
can paper : — 

"  The  late  Mr.  Forrest's  renowned  Shakspearian  col- 
lection was  entirely  destroyed  (recently)  by  fire,  but 
beyond  this  the  mtmes  did  little  harm.  The  Shak- 
spearian  collection  consisted  of  different  editions  of  the 
works  of  the  immortal  bard,  all  handsomely  bound. 
Among  them  were  Halliwell's  edition,  fourteen  in  num- 
ber, which  were  considered  next  in  value  to  the  edition 
of  1623.  Malone's  Shakspeare  was  also  there,  with 
notes  by  Mr.  Forrest  on  the  tnargin.  One  very  rare  and 
▼aluable  volume  containing  HamUt,  and  which  was  used 
by  Mr.  Forrest  in  his  readings,  was  also  destroyed. 

The  most  valuable  work  in  the  Shakspeanan  collec- 
tion was  the  1(523  edition  of  the  great  dramatist,  and  for 
which  Mr.  Forrest  paid  the  sum  of  $5,000.  This  rare 
book,  there  being  only  five  copies  extant,  was  kept  by 
Mr.  Forrest  in  a  gla^s  case,  and  he  was  heard  to  say  on 
one  occasion  :  '  If  ever  my  house  catches  on  fire,  I'll  pick 
up  my  1623  Shakspeare  and  walk  out  into  the  street.  " 

TiPE  AND  Tipple. — In  the  fine  poem  of  Death 
and  Liffe  in  the  Fercy  Folio  Ballads  and  Eo- 
manc€^,  vol.  iii.,  when  the  coming  of  deiith  is 
described,  line  194,  on  p.  64,  says  that  for  the 
drejui  of  Dame  Death  "trees  tremble  for  feare, 
and  iipen  to  the  ground." 

On  this  word  tipcn  the  Rev.  J.  T.  Fowler,  of 
Hatfield  Hall,  Durham,  says  : —

.  Execution  for  Petty  Treason. — 1  remonlNr 
to  have  heard  my  father  describe  his  presence  il  ' 
the  burning  of  a  woman  in  London  for  tne  muidff 
of  her  husband,  a  crime  at  that  time  called  petty 
treason.  My  father  was  bom  in  the  year  «  tha 
last  century  "when  the  style  was  altered,  1752.  He 
became  a  student  at  the  Royal  Academy  in  No- 
vember, 1772,  at  the  age  of  nineteen,  having  heftie 
then  come  up  to  town  from  Cumberland  for  thit 
purpose  ;  and  remained  generally  resident  in  or 
near  London  until  the  close  of  his  life. 

Formerly  it  was  generally  believed  that,  at  the 
execution  of  a  woman  by' burning,  the  offender 
was  privately  strangled  by  the  sheniff  at  the  stake 
before  the  pile  of  fuel  was  lighted.  Whether  sadi 
was  the  pmctice  I  do  not  know ;  at  all  events  I  do 
not  remember  that  my  father  adverted  to  it,  or 
made  any  remark  on  the  cries  or  screams  of  the  - 
sufferer  ;  though  I  well  recollect  that  he  remaiked 
on  the  sensation  of  disgust  felt  by  the  numeroitf 
bystanders  when  a  gushmg  wind  blew  the  fumee  of 
the  fire  towards  the  spectators  of  the  scene. 

The  record  of  such  a  judgment  and  execution,, 
as  in  other  cases  of  execution  for  murder,  was  not

I  would  willingly  let  "Nominis  Umbra"  rest 
in  his  "  shadowy  dwelling-place  "  if  I  could,  but  it 
seems  to  be  one  perpetual  result  of  this  contro- 
versy that  it  cannot  be  carried  on  without  friction 
of  temper  and  imputation  of  motives.  Your  corre- 
spondent, Mr.  C.  Ross,  says  a  thing  of  me  which 
it  is  incumbent  on  me  to  notice.  He  speaks  of  the 
Memoirs  of  Sir  Fhilip  Francis  as  "compiled  in 
support  of  Francis's  claims."  I  am  the  sole  "  com- 
piler." I  did  not  "  compile  in  support  of  Francis's 
claims."  My  object  was  merely  to  produce  a 
biography  of  a  distinguished  man.  I  was  inclined 
to  the  ordinary  opinion,  that  he  wrote  Junius, 
before  I  undertook  the  work.  What  I  detected 
in  my  study  of  his  papers  confirmed  me  in  that 
opinion,  although  these  papers  (as  I  have  repeatedly 
said)  contain  no  avowal  of  the  fact  nor  conclusive 
evidence  of  it.  I  have  not  failed  to  point  out 
coincidences.  But  the  accusation  of  "  compiling 
in  support  of  Francis's  claims,"  signifies  that  I  must 
not  be  trusted,  because  my  partisanship  must  have 
led  me  to  conceal  or  distort  facts.  Otherwise  the 
imputation  is  unmeaning.  That  Mr.  Ross  did 
not  really  intend  this,  I  have  no  doubt ;  but  he  will 
see  how  ticklish  a  matter  it  is  to  deal  in  this 
hasty  style  of  literary  invective. 

One  word  as  to  Mr.  Ross's  points.  I  said,  and 
say,  that  there  are  remarkable  coincidences  of  fact 
between  the  absences  of  Francis  from  London 
and  the  occasional  discontinuance  of  letters  from 
Junius.    And  I  cited  two  particular  cases:  July 


21  to  August  13,  1771,  December  18  of  that  year 
to  January  24, 1772  {MtmoirSy  vol.  i.  pp.  264-09). 
I  can  only  ask  readers  to  study  the  details  for 
themselves,  without  minding  my  comments  or  Ms. 
Ross's,  and  I  think  they  wQl  agree  with  me.  But 
Mr.  Ro^  detects  two  holes  in  my  reasoning.  As 
to  the  first  of  these  absences,  after  showinc  up  a 
slight  error  of  mine  as  to  date,  for  which  I  thank 
him  (I  was  misled  by  a  mistake  of  Francis's  own), 
he  refers  to  a  letter  of  Francis  to  his  wife,  Friday 
(August  9),  1771,  from  Oxford,  in  which  he  says,  **i 
propose  to  see  you  on  Sunday  night,"  11th ;  and  on 
Tuesday,  August  20,  Francis  writes  to  Bacga  frtnn 
the  War  Office:  "  We  returned  last  Monday  frtnn 
our  grand  tour."  It  is  reasonable  to  suppose  that 
he  means  Monday  the  12th.  Now,  Junius's  letter 
to  Home — so  long  delayed  by  reason,  as  I  argue, 
of  Francis's  absence  on  this  tour — appeared  on  the 
13th.  Mr.  Ross  contends  that  this  is  inconsistent 
with  his  having  left  Oxford  so  late  as  Saturday  the 
10th  or  Sunday  the  11th.  Why  so  ?  Because  he 
"would  have  spent  the  evening  of  his  anival 
chatting  with  his  wife,  and  afterwards  going  com- 
fortably to  bed,"  instead  of  which  he  (on  the 
supposition)  "  astonished  his  household  by  shutting 
himself  up  all  night  to  write  the  letter  to  Home, 
which  fills  fourteen  pages  of  Woodfoll's  edition.' 
Now,  Mr.  Ross  forgets  one  significant  fact.  When 
Francis  got  home,  whether  Saturday  or  Sunday, 
Mrs.  Francis  was  not  there.  She  was  at  Fulharn^ 
with  her  relations.  Francis  had  plenty  of  time  to 
perform  his  little  hide-and-seek  with  Woodfall  m 
London  before  he  went  down  to  her  (if  he  fulfilled 
his  promise  to  do  so).  And  this  coincides  with 
the  letter  to  Baggs.  If  one  is  driven  to  discoM 
such  small  probabilities,  the  likelihood  seems  to 
me  to  be  this:  Francis  arrived  in  town  Saturday; 
did  the  needful  with  Woodfall,  went  down  to  nil 
wife  on  Sunday,  came  back  to  his  office  on  Mon- 
day, which,  in  writing  to  Baggs,  he  naturally  calls 
"  returning  from  his  tour."  But  Mr.  Ross  thinks 
there  could  not  have  been  time  for  all  this,  be- 
cause "  Junius's  private  note  to  WoodMl,  No.  37. 
August  13,"  shows  that  "Junius  saw  a  proof  oi 
the  answer  to  Home  Tooke."  To  me  the  private 
not€  in  question  reads  exactly  the  other  way,  and 
implies  tnat  Junius  did  not  see  a  proof.  I  cannot 
fill  your  columns  with  such  minutiae,  but  any 
reader  can  decide  for  himself. 

But  then  Mr.  Ross  thinks  the  letter  could  not 
have  been  written  in  the  hurry  of  his  occupation 
the  day  after  his  return.  Very  likely  not.  But 
what  could  prevent  him  from  composing  it^  in  a 
leisurely  way,  during  his  absence  from  town,  and 
bringing  it  home  with  him  ?  Mr.  Ross  confounds 
two  different  things.  The  author  of  Junius  might 
well  have  written  letters  in  absence  from  town, 
wherever  he  could  find  pen  and  ink.  But  (under 
his  system  of  concealment)  he  tould  not  have 
conveyed  them  to  Woodfall  until  his  xeturn.    It

CJougns  best  parlour,"  at  Manchester,  or  else- 
where, to  compose  his  answer  to  Home, — the 
over-praised  panegyric  upon  Cliatham  included, — 
especially  as  it  required  no  refereuce  to  documents, 
and  no  fresh  knowledge  of  the  daily  doings  of  town* 
About  the  transmission  of  the  letter  to  the  printer, 
fwime  little  diftkulty  might  be  raised*  Francis 
arrived  in  London  on  the  12th,  not  necessarily  at 
night,  as  Mr.  Ross  supposesj  more  probably  early 
in  the  day,  m  he  had  told  his  wife  to  exjject  him 
the  evening  before.  He  might  easily,  therefore, 
have  received  the  proof,  and  sent  his  undated  pri- 
vate note  containing  an  erratum,  Eut  as  the  letter 
was  announced  in  the  Fublic  Advertiser  of  the 
13th, — **  Junius  to-morrow,'' — Wootlfall  must  have 
received  an  intimation  fr6m  the  author,  and  pro- 
bably the  manuscript  itself,  beforehand.  Francis, 
therefore,  if  the  author,  must  have  ]K)ated  it  from 
the  countrj',  which  (so  far  as  I  am  aware),  is  not 
the  case  with  any  of  the  *^  private  letters ''  that 
have  been  preserved.  Several  of  them,  however, 
have  the  London  penny-post  mark  upon  tbem,  tmd 
Fmueis  may  well  be  supposed  to  have  made  use  of 
the  post  in  this  instance,  and  to  have  found  the 
proof  watting  for  him  **  at  the  usual  place," 
•  There  is,  therefore^  no  case  here,  and  no  case 
has  yet  been  discovered,  which,  by  a  comparieon 
between  the  letters  of  Junius  and  the  movements 
of  Francis,  recorded  in  his  Memoir ^^  negatives  the 
identity  of  the  two  characters ;  while,  on  the  other 
hand,  the  delay  in  answering  Home  may  be  ac- 
counted for  by  the  absence  and  idleness  of  Fnmcis, 
and  the  coincidence  pointed  out  by  Messrs,  Parkes 
and  Merivide  {Memoirs,  i  264)  remains  for  what 
it  is  worth. 

Before  leaving  this  letter  of  tho  13th  of  AugUHt, 
I  wish  to  mention  another  minute  coincidence  con- 
nected with  it.  In  reading  it  I  have  been  struck 
by  the  odditv  of  one  sentence, — *^  What  a  pity  it 
is  that  tho  Jews  should  be  condemned  by  Provi- 
dence to  wait  for  a  Messiah  of  their  own  !'" — 
moJining  that  otherwise  the  king,  no  doubt,  would 
convert  the  Jews^  as  he  liad  converted  **  the 
Scotch  "  and  Mr.  Home — a  forced  and  far-fetched 
conceit.  In  reading,  for  the  purpose  of  comparison, 
the  correspondence  of  Francis  in  the  Memoirs ^  I 
find  in  a  letter  to  his  wife,  written  on  the  4th  of 
August, — the  very  time  wlien,  on  the  Franciscan 
theorj^  he  wouM  have  been  composing  the  Junius 
letter'— this  odd  sentence,  "■  These  good  folks  re- 
ceived me  as  the  Jews  intend  to  do  the  Messiah.'' 
I  have  no  wish  to  turn  ''  trifles  light  aa  air"  into 
"  confirmations  strong,"  but  vet  pot  d4)nnc  k  pmser. 

Fewer  words,  i^  you  will  find  room  for  them, 
will  suffice  for  Mr.  Ross  s  second  alihi.  He  thinks 
he  can  show  that  Francis  was  at  Bath,  while  Junius 
was  **  laboriously  employed  in  London  "  utjotil  iV^ft 
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January,  1772 ;  and  all  because  Junius  writes  a 
private  letter  to  Woodfall,  no  doubt  in  London, 
on  the  6th  of  January,  while  Francis  had  expressed 
an  intention  of  being  away  from  London  until 
the  7th.  Here  are  the  factit.  On  the  9th  of 
November,  1771,  Junius,  in  the  Public  Advertiserj 
^*  engages  to  make  good  his  charge  against  Lord 
Chief  Justice  Mansfield  (for  bailing  £yre)  some 
time  before  the  meeting  of  Parliament."  He  was 
then  already  preparing  his  argument,  for  on  the 
same  day  he  thanks  Wilkes  for  a  copy  of  Eyre's 
Conimitm^nty  which  he  had  prociu^d  for  him. 
("  Private  Letters,"  No.  81.)  On  the  18th  of  De- 
cember Francis  goes  to  Bath  to  visit  his  dying 
father.  He  had  told  Major  Baggs  the  day  before 
thiit  he  should  be  "  absent  three  weeks."  At  Bath 
he  leads  a  quiet  life.  **  I  have  dined  but  once  at 
a  tiivem,  and  have  never  supped  out,"  &c. ;  no 
signs  of  ^^  dancing  at  the  assemolies  with  Belinda." 
At  Bath  he  hears  that  "  Mr.  IVOyly  has  resigned." 
He  is  "  a  little  heart-sick."  He  is  "  very  impatient 
to  hear  what  Lord  Barrington  has  determined." 
He  "would  return  inany  days  sooner  than  he 
intended,"  if  he  didn't  live  cheap,  &c.  There  is  no 
record  of  the  day  of  his  return  ;  but  is  there  the 
smallest  difficulty  in  supposing  that  he  may  have 
come  bivck  a  day  or  two  short  of  the  three  weeks, 
have  written  the  private  letter  of  January  6,  anA 
have  completed  in  London,  before  the  21st,  the 
letter  to  Mansfield,  upon  which  he  had  been 
"labouring"  ever  since  Novemlwr,  and  which  he 
need  not  luve  laid  aside  at  Bath  ?  I  may  add  that 
this  would  explain  a  passage  in  "  Private  Letter," 
No.  49,  where  Junius  says  that  he  has  made  a  mis- 
take,— "  Quoting  (Blackstone)  from  memory^* away 
from  his  l)ooks  ;  why  not  at  Bath  ? 

Altogether,  ATr.  Ross  seems  to  me  to  have 
added  a  few  grains  of  weight  to  the  Franciscan 
scale.

Believiii{g  the  last-mentioned  little  work  to  be 


the  best  that  has  as  yet  appeared  on  the  sabject  of 
which  it  treats,  I  shall  t«ke  the  liberty  of  fbrwaid- 
ing  a  copy  to  Sir  Wm.  Tite,  Post  Office,  Torquay. 
To  the  query  how  people  made  such  long  jour- 
neys in  the  olden  time,  it  would  be  difficult  to  give 
a  conclusive  reply ;  but  that  they  did  habikullj 
perform  such  journeys  admits  of  no  doubt.  The 
Greeks,  5(X)  B.C.,  kept  up  a  brisk  commerce  between 
Olbia,  on  the  Black  Sea,  and  the  shores  of  the 
Baltic,  there  to  exchange  the  hot  and  heady  wines 
of  the  Levant  for  the  furs  and  amber  of  the  ftr 
north.  Scores  of  stations  on  the  line  of  march  of  the 
caravans  are  plainly  nuu-ked  by  innumerable  frag- 
ments of  ancient  Greek  wine  jars.  Some  yean  ago^ 
in  a  Celtic  cemetery,  now  a  sand-pit,  on  the  Upper 
Khone,  I  fouml  the  skeleton  of  a  child  with  a  iieck- 
lace  of  ninety  beads,  one  of  which  was  of  amber, 
and  yet  amber  is  found  nowhere  but  on  the  shoreB 
of  the  Baltic. 

Sir  Wm.  Tite  believes  tin  was  found  only  in 
Cornwall  and  Spain.  I  venture  to  add  to  these 
sites  the  Erzgcbirge  and  Fichtclgebirge,  in  Saxony, 
and  tin  mines  are  said  to  have  been  worked  m 
three  of  the  provinces  of  France. 

The  quantity  of  bronze  used  in  the  conntiiei 
bordering  on  the  Eastern  shores  of  the  Medite^ 
ranean,  ten  centuries  before  the  Christian  era,  when 
Syria  and  Egj^pt  were  in  their  gloiy,  was  something 
enormous,  and  the  skill  of  the  metal  founders  moit 
remarkable,  as  we  learn  from  our  sacred  booki 
(1  Kings  vii.  and  2  Kings  xxv.  13-17,  &c.).  Whence 
the  tin  required  for  ihe  production  of  all  thflM 
bronze  objects  came  is  an  open  question ;  possil^

I  believe  the  extent  of  the  commerciil 
operations  of  the  Syrians  and  Tyrians  by  land  and 
water  is  greatly  underrated,  and  that  the  ships  d 
Tarsliish  which  brought  home  "gold,  silver,  ivciyi 
aws,  and  peacocks,"  may  have  found  their  way  to 
the  land  whence  our  ships  now  return  laden  with 
Banca  and  Straits  tin. 

That  the  art  of  making  and  ornamenting  hroB» 
came  to  our  primaeval  ancestors  from  the  Eart  ■ 
certain.  In  Mecklemburg  there  was  found,  a  ft* 
years  ago,  a  miniature  copy  of  the  molten  sea  orf 
by  Hinim  for  Solomon  (Kings  vii.),  and  a  siniil* 
one,  apparently  from  the  same  mould,  has  sine* 
l)een  diwovei-cd  in  South  Sweden.  The  NortheiB 
archivologians  believe  these  curious  objects  to  hate 
been  used  in  temples  dedicated  to  Balder,  O,  the 
sun,  the  Baal  of  the  T^Tians.

Carlisle's  Embassies  (4"»  S.  xL  95.) — There 
are  two  authors  about  1660-80,  who  might  possibly 
have  written  the  account  of  the  Earl  of  Carlisle's 
Embassies,  published  by  G.  M.  in  1669,  namely, 
Greorge  Menton  and  Guy  Miege.  The  first  of 
these  compiled  a  Guide  for  Constables,  Church- 
wardens, £c,,  which,  like  the  relation  of  the  three 
embassies,  was  published  by  John  Starkie  at  the 
Mitre  ;  and  he  subsequently  wrote  Anglorum 
Gestn;  or,  a  Brief  History  of  England:  to  both 
of  these  books  his  name  was  printed  in  full.  The 
second,  Guy  Miege,  was  the  author  of  The  New 
State  of  England  under  their  Majesties  K,  William 
and  Q.  Mary.     Bj  G.  M.     Printed  for  John 


Wyatt  at  the  Golden  Lion  in  Sk  Paul's  Church- 
yard, 1691  ;  and  it  is  dedicated  to  the  MarqueH 
of  Carmarthen  (Duke  of  Leeds),  without  the 
author's  name,  but  the  third  edition,  1699,  which 
was  dedicated  to  Lord  Chancellor  Somen,  is  signed 
Gu^  Miege.  There  are  many  similarities  in  style, 
which  would  favour  the  siiggestion  that  the  G.  M. 
of  the  New  State,  and  the  GTM.  of  the  Edation  of 
the  Embassies,  is  the  same  person.

QUARLES  AND  THE  ORIGIN  OF  HIS   "  EmBLEMS  " 

(4*^*  S.  xi.  137.) — Quarles  stands  early  in  the  long 
list  of  English  pirates.  Borrow  is  not  the  right 
word  in  such  cases.  He  took  w^ithout  leave,  or 
apology,  or  acknowledgment.  His  "  emblems  "  arc 
stolen  from  the  Fia  Desitkria  of  Father  Herman 
Hugo,  a  Jesuit  at  Antwerp:  but  you  do  not  gain 
any  infonuation  as  to  their  origin  fix)m  Qmu'les. 

The  designs  in  Hcrmdn  Hugo  are  very  poorly 
engraved  on  copi)er.  I  am  unable  to  give  the 
date  of  my  edition  from  memor}%  but  I  will  send 
the  dat«  when  I  return  to  my  books.  The  designs 
arc  printed  with  great  minuteness  of  detail  by 
Quarles,  but  with  execution  still  worse  than  what 
is  seen  in  the  originals.  It  should  be  said  that, 
bad  as  the  engravings  are  in  Hennan  Hugo,  what 
is,  I  believe,  technically  called  the  motif,  seems 
to  me  very  good.  The  i)rint  tells  the  story  of 
what  was  in  the  writer's  mind  thoroughly.  Quarles 
carried  his  imitation  to  such  a  point  as  this. 
Father  Hugo  had  caused  the  name  of  Antwerp — 
in  what  language  I  will  not  now  say — ^to  be 
e/^gmred  on  the  hgure  of  the  earth  in  one  of  his 


prints,  to  signify  his  own  place  of  resideiice. 
Quarles  copies  the  print,  and  puts  Finchingfidd, 
his  own  home,  upon  the  globe. 

Quarles  was  followed,  in  or  about  1712 — but 
here  again  I  cannot  speak  as  to  date  with  certainty 
— by  Arwaker,  who  copies  the  prints  once  more, 
honestly  owns  his  obligation  to  Father  Hugo,  and 
gives  his  book  the  same  name,  Fia  Dtiidiria, 
He  speaks  slightingly  of  Quarles,  but  not  more 
slightingly  than  Quarles  had  deserved ;  and 
balances  his  reproof  of  his  countiyman  by  a  notice 
of  Father  Hugo  which,  to  speak  with  moderation, 
is  ungratefully  offensive. 

The  cheap  reprint  of  Quarles  at  Halifax  has, 
within  the  last  few  years,  reproduced,  with  still 
worse  engraving,  the  designs  issued  by  Qnarlefl. 
If  Mrs.  Gatty  would  like  to  see  Father  Hugo's 
book,  I  shall  have  much  pleasure  in  sending  it  to 
her  address  as  soon  as  I  have  access  to  my  library 
again.  D.  ?•

12),  for  the  same  text,  represents  Him  looking 
over  a  cloud.

106,)— As  tx>  the  absurdity  of  the 
notion  that  after  the  death  of  an  animal  ilB  hair 
can  continue  to  grow,  I  can  add  Little  to  what  I 
wrote  in  "  N.  &  Q.'*  nearly  two  years  ago  (4*^  S.  vii, 
315).

fiometiniea  to  a  very  noticeable  extent.  But  this 
protrusion  does  not  go  on  increasing  by  any  after- 
growth, I  am  not  at  all  prepared  to  allow  that 
Dr.  Reiui-JuUien  Guilbrd  *Smderstood  the  com- 
mon  lawa  of  pbyf^iology,'*  simply  because  he  was  a 
medical  man.

It  was  on  a  Sunday  morning,  nth  of  Oclobcr, 
lbl5,  thnt  two  isniall  ves^scdt,  were  5^een  to  approach 
PizKo  without  attructin<^f  much  att<jntioti  from  the 
inhabitants,  who  were  employed  at  the  time  in 
hearing'  maw^.     Muiiit  and  thii-ty  of  Mfe  follower* 
landeti    immediately,   without   a   single   tpie^tion 
beiii;^  siaked,  and  pnweeded  to  the  public  sijuiirc, 
where  he  found  the  legionary  ho  Idlers  on  duty  in 
that  very  unlfoiin  which  he  luinHelf  Imd  bestowed 
upon    them.     He    exclaimed,    *•  Ali,    mv    brave 
le^^ionariea,  you  Btdl  wear  my  uniform,'  and  miming 
one,  whom  he  recognized,  he  said,  *'  Do  jon  not 
know  me,  your  king,  Joachim  Murat  ?  •'     To  this 
one  of  them  answered,  "  Ferdiniind  is  our  king,  by 
whom  we  lu*  paid."     ^Meanwhile,  a  crowd  of  people 
hfsA  cfdlected  round  him,  and  he  urged  them  to 
cr>%  *' Viva  Joachimo  Murat!"  and  to  pull  down 
the  *liH?  which  was  displayed  on  the  fort,  calling  it 
a  *'  mappino,'*  a  ^a^^     This  wonl  is  Neapolitan, 
und  irt  iLsetl  to  signiiy  ^^^  towel  used  in  the  kitchen 
by  the  coojf  to  cleiui  her  dialled,  ivod  wa^  no  doubt 
uttered  by  ^Mumt  in  contempt.     When   no   one 
offered  to  do  80,  he  upbraided  them  as  a  mere  hand 
of  brigands,  and  tntit^rs  {jo  their  sovereign.    As 
no  one  seemed  willing  to  bring  forward  the  horses 
for  which  he  eddied,  he  inquired  for  the  road  to 
JVIontcleone,  ami  >jegan   to  mount  the  hill  to  th© 
poflt-road. 

In  ihe  mean  time  a  person  had  proceeded  to  give 
infcirmation  to  the  commantiing  officer  that  Murat 
had  lande^l,  and  was  latranguing  the  soldiers  in  the 
pubbc  square.  The  r^iidt  wtis  soon  known,  and 
the  direction  in  which  he  waa  proceeding.  Th© 
officer  immediately  ordered  a  party  of  men  U>  hurry 
forward  to  the  piint  where  the  road  from  Pizrxj 
joined  that  to  Monteleone,  while  he  him&elf  fol- 
lowed ia  the  direction  that  Murat  had  taken. 
Murat  had  reached  the  heights,  where  the  two 
roa^la  meet,  when  an  oflicer  stepped  forward,  and 
said,  "  I  arrest  you  in  the  name  of  King  Ferdinand 
aa  B  traitor ! "  Murat's  men  immediately  prepared 
to  TCBist,  ancl  had  levelled  their  guns,  when  Murat 
called  out  U^  them  not  to  &i^\  while  the  officer 
opp<:»H«d  to  him  ordered  his  men  to  aim  at  Mimit^ 
yet  not  one  shot  took  effect.  It  is  difficult  to 
nccount  for  Mumt's  indecision  at  this  moment,  a« 
no  one  who  hay  read  his  hietory  can  doubt  tkit  be 
was  brave  to  a  ffmltt  but  instead  of  making  any 
resistances  be  fle*l  rlown  a  precipitous  bank,  and 
reached  the  shore.  As  a  cavapr  officer,  he  in 
always  represented  in  prints  with  long  cavalry 
boots  and  enormous  spurs.  He  was  dreBsed  In 
this  way  at  the  time,  and  as  he  attempted  to  leap 
into  a  ti Sherman ':!  boat  his  s|Hirs  got  entangled  in 
a  net^  and  held  him  fast  till  his  opponents  got  up, 
when  he  was  taken  prisoner. 

Then  began  one  of  those  disgntcefid  scenes  which 
have  only  too  often  taken  pkco  wVw\v  tVv^i  ^^^^  ^ 
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of  Piz7vO  would  have  crouched  before  his  chariot- 
wheels  ;  now^  they  tore  his  clothes^  Mid  even  plucked 
the  hair  from  his  head  and  whiakem.  The  women 
were  even  more  savage  than  the  men,  and  if  the 
soldiera  hjid  not  come  up  and  rescued  him  from 
their  hands^  we  iihould  have  had  in  these  modem 
times  ft  repetition  of  the  old  Bacchic  fi-enxj",  when 
Pentheas  was  torn  to  pieces  by  the  Ma?niides. 
He  wm  carried  to  the  fort,  and  tlmist  into  a  low 
amd  dirty  diingt'on,  which  I  saw,  A  telegraphic 
despatcli,  not  electric,  w«s  sent  to  the  commander 
of  the  forces  in  the  district,  Oeneml  Nimsiiante, 
who  hurried  forward  without  delay  with  all  the 
troops  he  could  collect,  and  took  military  possession 
of  Pizsto.  The  ex-King  was  placed  afc  his  di«f>08al, 
and  he  had  no  longer  any  reason  to  complain  of  his 
treatment.  Everjahing  was  gnint^  tlmt  was  con- 
sistent  with  his  safe  custody,  and  it  h  only  justice 
to  the  military  officers  whose  duty  it  was  to  act 
agiiinst  him,  to  state  that  from  them  he  received 
no  treatment  unworthy  of  the  high  station  wliich 
he  had  once  held. 

On  Thursday  momiDg  orders  were  received  from 
Naples  to  proceed  to  his  trial,  and  a  militant*  com- 
mission of  twelve  persons  was  foraied  in  order  that 
all  legal  forms  might  be  complied  with*  He  was 
ev^n  Slowed  to  employ  in  liis  defence,  if  he  chose, 
a  person  who  is  called  the  advocate  of  the  poor. 
There  could  be  no  doubt  that  he  had  forfeited  his 
life  by  an  attempt  tf>  excite  rebellion  ;  every  go- 
vernnicjit  must  possess  the  jx>wer  to  punish  by  the 
extreme  penalty  of  the  law  any  one  who  slmll 
attempt  to  depose  it.  The  precise  grounds,  how- 
ever, of  his  condemnation  arose,  I  believCt  from 
his  contmvention  of  a  law  which  he  had  himself 
enact-ed.  By  the  f[uarantino  laws  death  i»  the 
pentdty  incurred  by  any  one  who  shall  land  in  the 
kingdiim  of  Naples  from  a  vessel  that  has  not 
i*eceived  *'  pnjtiquc,"  that  is  to  say,  which  has  not 
remained  in  harbour  a  certain  time  under  the  8ur- 
veilhince  of  the  officers  of  health.  The  object  is  to 
gmuxi  against  the  introduction  of  the  pbigue  from 
rhe  East,  and  tlie  penalty  was  one  which  he  liad 
himself  sanctioned,  Thia,  I  bebeve,  wa«  the  tech- 
nical grounds  of  his  condemnation,  but  even  with- 
out thi^s  he  must  have  fallen  a  victim  to  hia  want 
of  succeas. 

After  the  examination  of  some  witnesses,  and 
no  attempt  of  defence  being  made  by  Murat,  the 
military  commission  retired  for  a  short  time  to 
consider  its  verdict,  soon,  however,  returning,  when 
the  president,  General  Nunziante,  addressed  Mumt 
somewhat  to  the  following etTect:^** General  Murat, 
our  consciences  are  clear;  you  are  condemned  to 
deiith  by  your  own  law%  and  you  muFt  die.  If  you 
wish  a  confesaor,  you  shall  have  one  simimoned 
immediately,'*  He  requested  that  a  confessor 
sliould  be  pent  for,  adding  that  he  could  not 
Mh'Vt'  that  F(*rdinaud  would  confirm  hh  condem- 
nnfj.ot      },!if   tliere  was   to  be  no  forgiveness  for 


him ;  orders  had  already  l»een  given  that  the  law 
shouJd  immediately  take  etfect.

diyision  of  the  pauses,  differs  most  exceedingly  in  dif- 
ferent places.  This  difference  is  not  as  between  one 
passage  and  another,  or  one  scene  and  another;  but 
generally,  and  in  its  extremes  always,  as  between  one 
nlay  and  another ;  and  it  depends  on  the  time  of  his  life. 
My  object  is  to  illustrate  this  fact,  and  to  enquire  after 
the  source  or  sources  of  this  change." 

And  the  author  afterwards  says — 

"  I  wish  most  earnestly  that  an  edition  of  Shakespeare 
might  be  printed,  in  which  the  plays  should]  appear 
according,.to  their  order  uf  time." 

The  work  is  not  confined  to  remarks  on  Shake- 
speare ;  but  sect.  iv.  deals  with  "  Authors  before 
Shakespeare" ;  sect.  v.  with  "  Writers  of  Shake- 
speare's time" ;  sect,  vi.,  ^^  After  Shakespeare  to  the 
Ke»toiation" ;  sect,  vii.,  "Since  the  Restoration"; 
sect,  viii.,  " Foreign" ;  and  sect,  ix.,  "Ancient."  I 
was  not  aware  that  the  book  had  been  withdrawn. 

Mr.  Bathurst  was  one  of  the  ablest  and  best 
men  it  was  ever  my  good  fortune  to  know.  In 
1810  he  took  two  first  classes,  4ind  in  1811  gained 
the  prize  for  the  Latin  Essay  de  Styli  Ciceroniani^ 
tn  ctiversd  inaUrie^  varietale.  He  was  for  some 
years  chairman  of  the  Gloucestershire  Quarter 
Sessions,  during  the  whole  of  which  time  it  was 
my  fortunate  lot  to  plead  before  him,  and  a  more 
upright,  imimrtial,  and  conscientious  judge  never 
adorned  the  bench.  His  sole  object  was  to  decide 
rightly ;  and  he  possessed  the  best  and  brightest 
qutdincation  of  a  judge — a  perfect  readiness  to 
abandon  any  opinion,  however  strongly  expressed, 
if  it  were  only  shown  to  him  that  that  opimon  was 
eixoneous. 

Mr.  Bathurst  laboured  under  very  infirm  health, 
and  the  workings  of  his  powerful  mind  seemed  to 
be  too  much  for  his  feeble  body.  He  died  in  1863, 
aged  73.  C.  S.  G. 

"The  English  glass."— I  think  that  Shake-

— The  revival 
at  Dniry  Lane  Tlieatre,  ofW.  T*  MoDcrieflTs  drama 
btmrin^  tliia  title  has  been  heralded  by  a  statement 
in  the  biUs  that  the  piece  had  not  been  acted  there 
for  fifty  yeare— it  wtm  produced  on  27th  October^ 
1823 — and  iilflo  that  Mr.  Benjamin  Webater  (who 
superintended  the  reproduction  of  the  piece)  was 
"  one  of  tlie  princiiml  perfonners  in  this  drama  on 
ita  first  production."  The  drama  was  hist  per- 
formed at  Brury  Lane  Thejitre  on  8th  June  1830 — 
only  forty-three  yenrs  ainc© — "for  the  Benefit  of 
Mn  Bedford,  Mr.  Webster,  and  Mm.

"Jan.  2fi,  M2.^ame9  Weatherly.  bookselfer*  itated 
tbut  about  ten  year*  ago  he  bough t^  from  the  Forda,  caata 
of  the  headfl  of  Deacon  and  8yddall,  and  told  them  for  5t, 
to  Mr.  ~- — ,  who  kept  a  museum ^  which  was  bttrnt 
during  the  gate  of  Januanr,  1839.

Also  a  portrait  of 
James  III.,  presented  by  his  son,  which  Mr.  Ford  bought 
and  gave  to  Sir  W.  Scott,  who  declined  the  gift,  bein^ 
then  a  bankrupt,  and  said  that  it  was  not  in  hia  power 
to  make  a  return  for  the  picture^  so  it  was  left  for  sale  ia 
the  hands  of  a  party  in  Edinburgh.

He  was  not  only  the  lirat  translator  into 
Eilgliah  of  the  Don  Quijrote^  but  the  first  of  all  its 
tranjstators ;  and  it  will  be  a  disgrace  to  ua  if  we 
cannot  disi^ver  who  be  wa.s  and  what  otKcx  'wo^ 
he  did.  It  suited  t\\e  igiMT^oa^  <5l  JwchS*— ^V^ 
"his  best  p\itM^  teom  ^XwtVUjxi'-'^  ^^ 
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that  he  did  not  translate  from  the  original  Spanish 
but  from  the  Italian  version  of  Franciosini,  citing 
lis  his  only  authority  for  this  statement  one  or  two 
passages  which  certainly  prove  that  one  of  the  two 
did  follow  the  lead  of  tne  other,  but  which  do  not 
prove  that  Shelton  was  the  follower. 

It  is  quite  certain  that  Shelton  published  his 
translation  in  1620— and  as  he  tells  us  "  that  he 
cast  it  aside,  when  it  lay  for  some  time  neglected 
in  a  comer,  five  or  six  years'' ;  and  as  it  is  equally 
certain  that  Franciosini  did  not  publish  until  the 
year  1622,  the  statement  of  Mr.  Jarvis  falls  to  the 
ground.  Shelton  translated  from  the  Madrid 
edition  of  1605,  which  contains  many  blunders 
of  the  printer,  and  signs  of  haste  in  Cervantes, 
nearly  all  of  which  were  corrected  by  his  own  hand 
in  the  edition  of  1608.  Jarvis  follows  Shelton  in 
this,  and  it  may  be  said  of  Jarvis,  that  the  only 
feature  in  his  translation  and  criticisms  of  the 
immortal  Don  is,  that  it  brought  English  critics 
into  contempt  among  all  those  who  were  best  able 
to  judge  Cervantes. 

What  proof  is  there  that  Shelton  published  his 
"first  part"  of  the  Quixote  in  1612?  Jarvis  also 
brings  a  similar  gratuitous  accusation  against  the 
translation  of  Motteux,  which  he  says  "  is  wholly 
taken  from  the  French,  which  by  the  way  was  also 
from  the  Italian."  The  most  cursory  examination 
will  prove  this  statement  likewise  to  be  false. 
Motteux,  like  Jarvis,  is  greatly  indebted  to  Shel- 
ton ;  but  all  his  racy  epithets,  as  also  much  of  his 
vulgarity,  are  derived  from  Philips,  who  simply 
adapted  Shelton  "  according  to  the  humour  of  our 
modern  language,"  and  is  the  one  Don  Quixote 
which  tlurows  the  reader  into  fits  of  boisterous 
laughter,  not  with  the  translator  but  at  him. 

I  shall  also  be  glad  to  know  if  it  was  ever 
understood  among  booksellers  or  others,  that  the 
"  learned  notes  of  Lockhart "  appended  to  Mot- 
teux's  translation,  Edinburgh  edition,  1822,  were 
taken  bodily,  word  for  word,  from  PeUicer's  Madrid 
edition  of  1787.

I  wish  to  point  out  that  the  plintse  **  Exceptio 
probat  re^dam  "  involves  no  mistake,  and  k  « 
maxim  of  perfectly  nound  yen*»e^  It  means,  **  The 
exception  tests  the  rule,"  a  maxim  of  the  highest 
value  in  all  acientilic  invest iy;ntions.  The  old 
English  equivalent,  "The  exception  proves  the 
rule/'  had  once  the  same  signiHcation,  the  use  of 
prove  for  trH  heing  familmr  to  all  readers  of  the 
Bible ;  aa,  c.  g.^  in  the  wise  advice  of  St.  Pan!  that 
we  ahould  "  prove  (t.  e,,  test)  all  things,''  so  that 
we  miiy  know  how  **  to  hold  fast  that  which  is 
good."  Unhappily,  the  expression^  **  Tlie  ex- 
ception prctves  the  mle,*'  hits  l»ecome  meaningless 
to  all  who  forget  that  it  is  an  old,  not  a  modem 
expression  ;  and  perhaps  no  really  wine  trying  has 
ever  been  so  frequently  taken  to  mean  utter  non- 
sense. Every  one  who  reflects  for  an  instant  must 
see  that  an  exception  does  not  i>rove,  but  rather 
tends  to  invalidate  a  rule.  It  tests  it,  and  we 
henoe  obtiiin  one  of  three  results:  either  (1)  the 
exception  can  be  perfectly  explained^  in  which  case 
it  ceases^  to  be  an  exception,  and  the  rule  becomes, 
in  relfttion  to  it,  absolute ;  or  (2)  the  exception 
resist*  all  explanation,  because  the  nde  itself  is 
wrong;  or  (3)  the  exception  resists  explanation, 
not  because  the  nde  h  wroncj,  l»ut  because  the 
power  to  explain  the  exception  fails,  from  our  luck 
of  sufficient  knowledge. 

In  like  manner,  the  proverb  "  The  more  haste, 
the  worse  Rpeed/*  is  now  often  taken  to  mean, 
**  The  more  haste,  the  won^e  haste,"  which  is  but 
hardi,  and  tends  to  nonsense.  But,  when  we  re- 
member that  »petd  really  meant  svrcaa  in  old 
English,  the  sense  becomes  **  The  ujore  Imste,  the 
worse  success,"  which  is  a  peifectly  wise  and 
sensible  saying.  So  also  "  God  sliced  the  plough  *' 
does  not  mcJin  *'  God  hasten  the  plough,"  but  "God 
prosper  the  plough*'- 

In  the  proverb  "God  sends  the  shrewd  cow 
short  bonis,"  Hhreiixl  iiTrn"  '"hieToua  or  ^U.- 
tempered,  not  clever  or

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skilfulness  of  execution,  not  beautiful  in  the  usual 
modem  sense. 

In  "  Good  wine  needs  no  bush,''  the  btuh  is  well 
known  to  be  that  which  was  tied  to  the  end  of  an 
ale-stake. 

In  "  To  buy  a  pig  in  a  poke,"  we  have  the  old 
spelling  of  pouch,  with  the  sense  of  bag. 

And  of  course  there  are  numerous  other  ex- 
amples of  the  perfectly  general  rule,  that  all  our 
proverbs  have  come  down  to  us  from  olden  times, 
and  must  be  inteipreted  according  to  the  sense  of 
words  in  old,  not  m  modem  English.

hogs,  pig-porpoises,  and  the  like.  This  may  be 
partly  from  some  outward  resemblance ;  but  the 
reason  lies  deeper ;  the  intestines  of  the  sea-hog 
being  (as  Lowestoft  men  assure  me)  just  like  the 
landsman's,  and  so  like  in  taste,  when  cooked,  that 
no  one,  unless  told,  could  tell  the  "  fry ''  of  one 
from  the  other.  I  have  heard,  or  read,  that  pig's 
viscera  are  like  man's, — ergo,  the  porpoise's  ? — waiv- 
ing, of  course,  the  question  of  palatableness.

The  load  name  of  "  herring-hogs''  was,  no  doubt, 
given  to  porpoises  from  their  well  known  habit  of 
following  shoals  of  herrings.  The  appearance  of 
the  round  bncks  of  a  troop  of  porpoises  above  the 
sea  in  fine  weather  is  so  very  suggestive  of  pigs, 
unlike  as  the  animals  arc  when  out  of  water,  as  to 
render  it  eminently  prolmble  that  it  was  through 
this  the  former  became  "connected  by  name  with 
the  porcine  race."  This  connexion,  however,  seems 
to  be  fully  recognized  in  the  more  general  name 
of  the  animal,  for  according  to  Spenser  (see  CoUn 
CIohVa  coim  Home  again,  lines  248-9) — 
"  Protens  eke  with  him  does  drive  his  herd 
Of  stinking  seal  and  porcpitiet  together.** 

Hence  the  Yorkshire  name  of  *'  porpoise-pigs  " 
=  ing-fish-jpigs  Ls  decidedly  tautologiaiL

The  Scottish  Ancestors  of  the  Empress 
EuG^N-iE  (4*^  S.  xi.  89.) — I  have  seen  somewhere 
an  anecdote  to  the  ott'ect  that  when  Miss  Mary 
Kirkpatrick,  the  mother  of  the  Empress,  was  about 
to  marr}'  the  Count  de  Montijo,  it  was  necessaiy 
to  satisfy  the  then  King  of  Spain  that  the  lady's 
ancestors  were  noble,  otherwise  His  Majesty  would 
not  have  conKcnted  to  the  marriage  of  a  Spanish 
gnindee  with  a  commoner.  So  recourse  i^-as  had 
to  the  well-known  Charles  Kirkpatrick  Sharpe,  of 
Hoddnm,  who,  setting  to  work  on  behalf  of  his  fair 
kinswoman,  produced  such  a  mngnilicent  pedigree, 
that  Fenlinnnd  at  once  was  satisfie<l,  Siiying,  **Let 
the  son  of  Montijo  wed  ih^  daughter  of  Fiongall." 
There  must  be  some  error,  however,  as  Dr.  Ramaoe 
obsen-es,  in  the  early  links,  as  four  generations  are 
undoubtedly  too  few  to  cover  two  centuries.

In  lU 
the  public  writs  which  he  now  issued  as  kina  qf  Spmiu, 
he  assumed  the  title  of  Majesty,  and  requirea  it  from  Ut 
f^abjects  as  a  mark  of  their  respect.  Before  that  time  all 
ihemonarchs  of  Europe  were  satisfied  with  theappellaftloii 
of  Highness  or  Grace :  but  the  vanity  of  other  Oonrti 
eooD  led  them  to  imitate  the  example  of  the  <9jMHiial. 
The  epithet  ia  no  longer  a  mark  of  j>re- eminence.  The 
most  inconsiderable  monarchs  in  Europe  enjoy  it,  and 
the  arrogance  of  the  greater  potentates  nas  inTented  no 
higher  denomination."  ( Worh,  vol.  r.  p.  65.  Tegg,  1821) 
For  his  statement  Dr.  Robertson  gives  ample 
juithority,  which,  however,  I  do  not  quote  tor 
4>bvious  reasons.  The  words  I  italicise  in  the  paa- 
i^go  citetl  will  show  Mr.  Matuew  that  the 
Emperor  Qiarles  V.,  "  as  king  of  Spain,"  and  not 
as  head  of  the  Holy  Roman  Empire,  self-assumed 
the  title  of  "Majesty"  112  years  before  it  was 
formally  concetled  by  the  Imi)erial  Chanceiy  to 
other  European  sovereigns. 

But  we  nave  (jxice  fiolwrtson)  evidence  of  the 
use  of  the  appellation  by  an  Enjrlish  Monaich  a 
generation  earlier  than  its  aj^sumption  by  Cluuies  V. 
(1.)  In  the  record  of  Cardinal  Adrian's  oath  of 
fidelity  on  being  invested  by  the  King  with  the 
Bishopric  of  Bath  and  Wells,  Henry  VII.  is  three 
or  four  times  styled  "his  Majesty,"  **your  Majesty.* 
(Burnet's  Hist,  of  Bef,  Bicords  ad  Libnim  Itv 
mvw,  i.) 

(2.)  In  Leo  X.'s  Bull,  granting  Henry  VIII.  the 
title  of  "  Defender  of  the  Faith,"  datetl '"  quinto  id. 
Octobris,"  1521,  the  King  is  frerjuently  addressed 
as  "majcstitem  tuam,"  "majestatis  tua','"  '^majestai 
tua,"  showing  that  the  Court  of  Rome  recognised 
the  appelhition  as  due  to  the  EmiM^ror-King's 
"frater,  avunculus  et  conf«?deratus  charissimus,* 
within  two  years  of  its  appropriation  by  Charles  as 
hereditary  monarch  of  Spam.  ( Vide  Loril  Herbert^ 
Life  and  Reign  of  Henry  VIII.) 

I  may  add,  however,  that  the  hitter  instance  is 
the  first  recognition  between  sorcrei^fna  of  the  title 
of  "  Majesty ''  that  I  am  able  to  discover. 

Henry  VIII.  and  Edward  VI.  were  ususUj 
styled  "  Majesty  "  in  official  documents ;  Queens 
Mary  (of  England  and  Scotland)  and  Elizabeth  as 
generally  Highness  and  Grace  (sec  Froude  »a«i«). 
In  the  Dedication  of  the  Holy  Bible  James  1. 
(circ.  1611)  is  alternately  apostrophized  as  "your 
Majesty  "  and  "  your  Highness."

Ei^^ht  of  the  fifteen 
Judges  were  Churchmen,  and  of  course  spiritual 
Lf^rds,  taking  their  .style  from  their  sees  or  abba- 
cies. Thus  Alexander  Mylne,  Abbot  of  Cambiis- 
ketineth,  who  waa  the  first  President  of  the  new 
Cnurtj  was  "My  Lord  of  Camba^kenneth."

Besides  the  three  words  quoted  on  Ben  Jou son's 
authority  as  the  only  words  in  which  the  combina- 
tion eo  occurs  in  English,  we  have  also  "  feofl'ee/* 
and  perhaps  others ;  but  it  is  not  unconiuion  in 
plaoe-names,  e,  g,^  we  have  €*leobury  (2)»  Meol- 
bmoe,  Salop :  Meols,  Great  and  Little^  and  Peover 

S)  in  Oieshire ;  North  Meols  in  Lancashire ; 
eon  and  Meonstoke,  Hants;  Weobley,  Here- 
fordshire; Deophane,  Norfolk;  and  Meophain, 
Kent.  Also  the  River  Yeo,  with  its  towns  Yeovil 
and  Yeovil  ton,  in  Bomersetsbire.  In  these  latter 
names  the  sound  of  the  letter  o  prevails,  and  also 
in  Cleobury.  In  the  others  the  sound  is  of  e,  long 
or  short.  Other  names  mi|;ht  be  added.  I  will 
only  mention  St.  Neot's,  in  Cornwall,  and  St.

Sir  Botle  Roche  (4*^  S.  ii.  ;  x. ;  pastim,) — 
There  can  be  little  doubt  that  Sir  Boyle  Roche  h&n 
*'  blundered'*  into  immortality.  He  will  be  men- 
tioned, and  his  word  cited  whenever  *^  Irish  bulls" 
are  referred  to.  And  yet  this  is  not  his  only 
merit.  He  was  one  of  the  Irish  Members  of  Par- 
liament who  voted  for  **  the  Union,'*  and  did  so 
for  a  consideration;  and  He  has  left  upon  record, 
and  under  his  own  hand,  a  description  of  himself 
and  of  the  chiss  to  which  he  belonged,  which  is  as 
great  a  curiosity  as  any  one  of  bis  own  absurd 
jokes. 

Here  are  the  ipsisnma  verba  of  Sir  Boyle  Roche, 
addressed  to  Lieut. -Col.  Littleholea,  Secretary  to 
the  Lord  Lieutenant  of  Irel-md^  in  the  year  1801. 
Sir  Boyle  was  not  only  a  "  Gentleman  Usher  at  the 
CaatleJ''  but  also  ^*a  sinecurist  in  the  Custom 
House/'  and  in  his  letter  he  describes  his  revenuD 
aineciire,  as  well  as  his  disappointment  that  "  the 
job"  for  which  he  bad  bargained  was  not  carried 
into  eflfect  :— 

"  Loodon,  ThaTCt  Street,  MArtchetter  Square,, 
Mayy  12th,  1801, 

Dear  Sir,— 1  was  exceedingly  iurprised  to  be  informod 
th»t  Mr.  Gerald  Ajlmer  wiia  put  iato  the  patent  with  me 
MM  InipectoT  of  tlio  River  Kenraare,  wUicb  hm  b«en  a 
great  aisappotntnieat  to  me,  ai  Mr.  W.  A.  Croibie  and  I 
had  come  t^y  n.u  agreement  about  the  exchange  of  ouir 
places,  and  ho  vroa  eerlaiQ  that  be  had  intereit  very  con- 
venient far  hcith,  afl  he,  who  dc&ircE  t«  live  in  England, 
vrouid  have  been  accommodated  with  a  sinecure  place, 
and  I,  who  intend  to  be  resident  in  Dublin,  should  be 
Tery  happy  in  hit  iituation  of  a  ComniiiMioner  of  Stamps. 

I  have  now  been  an  officer  in  the  Revenue  for  up- 
warde  of  twenty-five  years,  and  am  entitled  by  Rcvenuer 
laws  to  retire  upon  my  emoluments.  My  salary  wa* 
three  hnodrcds  a-yearp  which  I  received  quarterly.

Ireknd,  that 
**  He  would  hftte  the  tvo  fitter*  embrace  like  (mehrother  /" 

Mr.  Charles  Ross,  in  his  notes  upon  the  pre- 
ceding letter,  adds  to  it  two  **IriEh  bulk"  attri- 
buted to  Sir  Boyle  Roche  ;  one  of  these  having 
been  often  cited,  it  is  not  neoessaiy  to  repeat  it  ; 
but  the  other  Ls,  1  think,  too  bad  even  for  Sir 
Boyle  to  liave  concocted  it : —

Lord  Comwallis,  in  hia  endeavours  to  induce 
Irish  Peers  and  Commoocra  to  vote  for  his  favourite 
measure— the  Union — oompkined  upon  one  occa- 
sion, December  28,  1 799  :—

On  iiuotlier  point  I  ought  not,  perhaps,  to  put 
my  recollectioa  in  op}>oi^ition  t-o  that  of  Ax  Ixner 
Templar,  who  had  a  rather  familiar  circuit  ac- 
miaintance  w^ith  hiiu ;  but  mine  with  reference  to

Miiule  wim  not  a  serjeant,  and  for  that  reiiHon  he 
could  not  have  spoken  of  the  judges  as  "  brothers"). 
And  Maule  answered  and  said,  "  Yes,  I  ana  trying 
to  bring  my  mind  to  a  level  with  that  of  the 
judges."  This  would  have  been  an  impromptu; 
the  other  might  have  btHin  prepared. 

There  was  al&o  a  story  that  when  Maule  was  on 
the  Exchequer  Bench,  t\  barrister  of  the  name  of 
Humphrep  (I  am  not  quite  sure  of  the  spelling), 
who  was  noted  for  saying  tho  most  audacious 
things,  once  quoted  Maide's  mot^  in  his  own  pre- 
sence, though  witliout  ment  ioning  names ;  but  as 
the  story  was  well  known,  Maule  was  excessively 
vexed  at  it,  for  he  was  "  every  inch'*  a  gentleman.

Strethill  Family  (4^  S.  xi.  14,  63.)— Pro- 
bably this  family  is  identical  with  that  of  Strettle, 
who  for  many  years  flourished,  and,  for  aught  I 
know,  may  stUl  flourish,  as  thriving  members  of 
the  Society  of  Friends  in  Ireland.  Several  years 
ago,  through  the  kindness  of  Mr.  Henry  Russell, 
the  then  Registrar  of  Monthly  Meetings  in  Dub- 
lin, I  was  enabled  to  copy  from  their  admirably 
kept  registers  a  very  full  account  of  this  family. 
I  had  intended  making  a  copy  of  mv  notes,  but, 
unfortunately,  merely  copied  a  small  portion  in 
which  I  was  interested,  and  gave  my  notes  to  a 
now  deceased  friend.  I  now  send  some  few  par- 
ticulars which  may  interest  A.  B. 

Abel,  youngest  son  of  Hugh  Strettle,  of  Salter- 

bory,  Cheshire,  by  his  wife,  Mary,  daughter  of  Sir 

Fnuicis  Hume,  &nt.,  bom  about  166(),  went  to 

Jjvhnd  about  1677,  and  became  a  merchant  in 


Dublin.  He  had  joined  the  Society  of  Friends. 
He  married,  first,  on  I2th  Feb.,  1690,  Lydia 
Claridge,  and  bv  her,  who  died  11  Ztd^  l7ll  (I 
do  not  know  wnether  3rd  month,  old  style,  in 
Friends'  phraseolosy,  meant  May  or  June),  bad 
six  child^n,  of  wnom  the  second  son,  AbeL  of 
Ballitore,  oo.  Kildare,  left  an  only  sarviving  coild 
and  heir,  Susanna  Strettle,  who  married,  in  1746^ 
John  Bayley,  Esq.,  of  Gouran,  co.  Ealkenny.  By 
his  second  wife  Abel,  the  elder,  had  no  issoe. 

Thomas  Strettle,  of  Salterbuiy,  an  elder  brotlier 
(I  think)  of  Abel,  settled  in  Cork,  and  manied 
Sarah,  daughter  of  Robert  Westby,  Esq.,  imd, 
with  other  children,  had  a  third  daughter,  Dorothy, 
bom  in  1684,  who  married  Gabriel  Clarke,  off 
Youghal,  CO.  Cork,  merchant  (who  was  bom  in 
1673,  and  died  9th  March,  1739),  son  of  Bar- 
tholomew Clarke,  of  Grange,  co.  Antrim,  of  the 
family  of  Hardingstone,  co.  Northampton.  I 
should  like  to  know  who  was  the  wife  of  that  Bar- 
tholomew Clarke.  Y.  S.  M. 

"Mother  Shipton's  Prophbct"  (4*^  S.  x.

Whose  skill  so  often  has  been  toy*d. 
Her  prophecies  shall  still  sunrire.

"The  occasion  of  hie  [Daniel  Purceira]  eomtug  to 
London  was  kb  follows;  Dr.  Sacheirerell,  who  hnd  been 
A  friend  of  hia  brother  Uenry,  having  been  pre«ented  to 
the  Living'  of  8t.  Andrew^  Holborn,  found  an  organ  in  the 
church,  of  Harria «  buildings  which  having  never  bec» 
paid  for,  had  from  the  time  of  ita  erection  in  1699  been 
abut  up.  The  Doctor  upon  his  coming  to  the  Living,  by 
a  collection  from  the  paridhioaerB,  raised  money  to  pay 
fur  it,  but  hit  title  to  the  place  of  organist  waa  liligioutt, 
the  right  of  election  being  in  question  between  tho 
liectoTj  the  Vostry,  and  the  pari«h  at  large;  nevertheless^ 
he  invited  Daniel  Purcell  to  London,  and  he  accepted  it; 
but  in  February,  1717,  the  Vestry  wnich  m  thai  pariah  ia 
a  select  one,  thought  proper  to  elect  Mr.  Maurice  Greene, 
in  preference  to  Purcell,  who  submitted  to  stand  as  a 
caQdidatci.  In  tho  year  following^  Greene  was  made 
organist  of  St.  Paul's,  and  Daniel  Purcell  being  then 
dead,  his  nephew  Edward  was  a  candidate  for  the  place, 
but  it  was  conferred  on  Mr.  John  Isum,  who  died  in 
June  1726/* 

Although  Edward  Purcell  did  not  succeed  in 
obtaining  the  appointment  he  desired,  he  was 
elected  shortly  afterwards  to  a  similar  post  at 
St.  Clement's,  Eaatcheap  ;  and  upon  the  death  of 
his  former  opponent,  John  Isura,  he  was  appointeti 
hi«  successor  as  organist  of  St.  Margaret's,  West- 
minster, July  20,  1726.  He  died  in  174*^,  leaving 
a  son,  Henry,  who  was  organist  of  St.  Edmund  the 
King,  and  uffcei^ards  of  Bt.  John's,  Hackney,

England  the  word  Hvfthtr  m  never  employed  by 
lbo«e  in  the  tmde  to  indleate  any  but  the  more 
solid  and  conatnictive  portions. 

The  fact  is,  the  term  iijiibrian  woa  not  nsed  in 
the  sense  nf  building  beoinse  timber  mennt  wood, 
bnt  wood  wan  so  oonnnon  a  tnnteml  that  the  term 
for  constnictbn  became  identified  with  the  material 
most  generally  employ ed,  which  m  n  very  different 
thing.  In  the  firat  case  Mr,  Parker's  inference 
.would  be  reasonably  borne  out ;  in  the  second, 
whieb  k  the  actual  fact,  all  that  ia  proved  is  that 
wood  wwj  extensiYcly  employed  by  our  ancestors 
for  baildmg,  but  that  the  (^onstnietive  term  was 
applied  to  every  kind  of  material.

POLITICS  ON  THE  8TAGK 
Dramaiie  satire  was  not  contrned  t«  the  Aristo- 
phanic  illustration  of  it.  When  the  Roman  actor, 
Biphilus,  tumetl  his  eyes  on  Pompeius  Magnus, 
Its  he  uttered  the  woixis  belonging  to  his  part^ — 
*'  NoMra  miseria  tu  es  Magnus  ! " — the  eyes  of  the 
audience  went  in  the  same  direction,  and  then  they 
encored  the  player  till  he  was  weary  of  uttering  the 
paa«age.  Under  the  tirj*t  French  Empire,  when  it 
was  reported  that  Napoleon  was  about  to  marry  a 
Russian  princesH,  Brunet  gave  great  eiuphaws  to  a 
phrase  in  a  farce—"  II  va  marier  une  tille  de  cette 
rue  ci!"-— and  got  into  prison  for  lK?iDg  emphatic. 
When  Talma,  us  Sylla,  ap|>«?:ued,  jls  fur  as  ids  head 
was  arranged,  a  perfect  |)ortntit  of  Naixjleon,  Louia 
XV^III.  was  annoyed,  but  the  Duke  of  Orleans 
went  nightly  to  enjoy  it.  The  I»iike,  however, 
beciime  king,  and  when  thu  curtain  dinjpjied  on 
Hugo*a  L^  Hoi  s^Amiiu,  the  future  representa- 
tion of  the  play  was  pr.^liilitcl     J^iu  h  vmblbitinTiK 
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had  been  common  enough  in  France.  When 
Tartuffe  was  prohibited,  Moliere  complained  that 
the  speaking  harlequins  on  the  Franco-Italian 
stage  ridiculed  religion  with  impunity ;  whereas  he 
only  satirized  hypocrites.  "Quite  tme,  my  dear 
Moliere,"  said  the  Prince  de  Conti ;  "  Hariequin  is 
allowed  to  mock  at  Heaven  and  Religion  too,  but 
your  offence  is  much  graver,  you  have  directed 
your  wit  against  the  first  Minister  of  Religion!" 
It  was  through  the  Archbishop  that  Tartuffe  was 
prohibited,  and  Moliere  announced  the  fact  in  a 
phrase  of  supreme  wit : — "  Messieurs,  Tartuffe  est 
d^fendu,  M.  PArchevcque  no  veut  pas  qu'on  le 
joue !"  At  a  later  period,  Beaumarchais'  ilariage 
de  Figaro  had  its  satire  doubly-pointed  by  the 
officials  who  took  most  offence  at  it. 

In  England,  politics  might  be  seen  under  stage 
effects  long  before  Elizabeth  detected,  in  the  revival 
of  an  old  play  called  Richard  II.,  by  the  Essex 
party  at  the  Blackfriars,  the  suggestion  of  her 
own  deposition.  "  I  am  Richard  !  Know  you  not 
that  ?"  was  her  exclamation  to  her  Keeper  of  the 
Records.  But  dramatic  satire  in  England  has 
generally  taken  a  good-natured  expression  in 
reference  to  politics,  i^hakspeare  put  Henry  VII I. 
on  the  stage,  with  his  characteristic  "Ho,  Hos!" 
and  "Ha,  Hahs!"  and  some  caricature  withal, 
but  the  King's  daughter,  Elizabeth,  took  no  offence 
at  the  representation.  At  a  subsequent  period — 
that  of  the  Jacobites — the  stage  was  hard  upon  the 
vanquished  party.  King  Lear  was  not  in  favour, 
it  is  said,  with  William  and  Mary,  in  whose 
reign  Southeme's  Spartan  Dame  was  interdicted, 
on  the  supposed  ground  that  the  wavering  of 
Celonis  between  her  duty  to  her  father,  Leonidas, 
and  that  she  owed  to  her  husband,  Cleombrotus, 
might  give  rise  to  unpleasant  reflections  at  Court, 
to  say  nothing  of  reflections  on  the  part  of  audi- 
ences. In  later  yeiirs  Caio  was  clapped  into 
popularity  by  two  opposite  factions ;  and  the  Non- 
juror, libelling  a  consistent  body  of  men,  was  very 
much  savoured  by  the  Hanoverians  and  King 
Greoige. 

"  Two  great  Ministers  were  in  a  box  together," 
says  Swift.,  speaking  of  the  first  night  of  the 
Beggar^  Opera,  "and  all  the  world  staring  at 
them."  When  Ix>ckit  sang  his  song  about  courtiers 
and  bribes,  the  eyes  of  the  audience  turned  on  him, 
as  those  of  Rome  did  on  Pompey,  but  Walpole 
blunted  the  point,  by  demonstratively  leading  the 
call  for  an  encore.  When  Lockit  and  Peachem 
quarrelled,  there  may  have  been  a  few  who  thought 
it  a  burlesque  of  the  quarrel  of  Brutus  and  Cassius, 
but  the  majority  in  the  house  saw  under  Lockit 
and  Peachem  the  real  personages,  Walpole  and 
Townshend.    Both  laughed  at  the  scene. 

Nevertheless,  the  most  violent  interference  of  a 
Minister  in  stage  matters,  was  when  that  same  Sir 
Robert  Walpole  was  deeply  interested  in  the  suc- 
cess of  his  Excise  Bill.    An  actor,  seeing  him  in 


the  house,  went  out  of  his  way  to  sneer  at  tlie 
Minister  and  the  BilL  Walpole  could  laudi  as 
heartily  at  dramatic  satire  levelled  at  himself  as 
any  of  his  enemies  could  ;  but  he  could  resent  a 
personal  insult.  On  the  occasion  in  question,  Sir 
Robert  went  behind  the  scenes,  asked  if  the  woxds 
utfered  were  set  down  for  the  actor  to  speak,  and, 
as  the  unlucky  player  himself  confessed  that  Hhef 
were  not,  Walpole  raised  his  cane  and  thraahed 
him. 

The  hot,  fierce,  hard-hitting  satire  in  Fielding's 
Pasquin,  in  which  the  Church,  the  Bar,  and  tae 
Doctors  are  represented  as  being  hostile  to  common- 
sense — the  caricatures  in  Tumbledown  Dick — tlis 
introduction  of  Walpole  himself  in  Hu  HititorML 
Register  for  1736,  under  the  name  of  Quidam,  led 
to  the  Licensing  Act.  The  poor  point  that  pricked 
in  the  last  piece  was  this  :  Quidam,  having  satisfied 
a  number  of  "  Patriots,"  by  filling  their  pocketo 
with  money,  leads  them  out,  dancing  to  his  fiddle; 
upon  which.  Medley  remarks : — 

"Every  one  of  those  patriots  have  a  hole  in  tMv 
pockets,  as  Mr.  Quidam,  the  fiddler  there,  knows.  8e 
that  he  intends  to  make  them  danc6  till  all  the  moDif 
is  fallen  through,  which  he  will  pick  up  again,  and  SS 
lose  not  one  ha'penny  by  his  generosity ;  so  far  fhmi  il^ 
that  be  will  get  his  wine  for  nothing,  and  the  poor  peopM^ 
alas!  out  of  their  own  pockets  will  pay  the  whflkr 
reckoning." 

The  Licensing  Act  passed  in  spite  of  the  wit  of 
Chesterfield,  who,  in  his  championship  of  tki 
players,  said  to  the  Lords : — 

**  Wit,  my  Lords,  is  the  property  of  those  that  have  it* 
and,  too  often,  the  only  property  they  have  to  djoepd 
upon.  It  is  indeed  but  a  precarious  dependence.  Tuarik 
Ood  !  we,  my  Lords,  have  a  dependence  of  another  kimdi* 

The  wit  was  as,  fine  as  Moli6re's ;  but  the  Bill 
passed  in  spite  of  it.  Among  the  consequenoss 
may  be  recKoned,  that  Brooke's  Gnstavus  Vfff 
was  refused  a  licence,  as  being  contraiy  in  its  spjni 
to  public  order,  and  Thomson's  Edvxird  and  EUth 
nora,  as  it  alluded  to  royal  family  dissensions.  Thft 
public,  in  return,  hissed   many  of  the  licensed 

Sieces.  But  there  was  one  notable  exception. 
lallet's  Mustapha  was  licensed,  and  it  was  receiTed 
with  uproarious  delight,  the  audience  recognizing^ 
in  Sultan  Solyman,  and  his  vizier,  Rustan,  what 
the  licensers  had  been  too  blind  to  discover,  namely, 
George  II.  and  Sir  Robert  Walpole.  Ed.

A  box  or  barrel  at  one  end  of  the 
beat  ierrcs  as  a  lentrj-box,  and  enables  the  animal  to 
repose  under  shelter,  and  at  the  ^ame  time  to  keep  a 
watchful  eye  on  the  ground  in  all  wc&therj/'

by  the  nea.  The  monks  of  St,  Aupfiistine's  at 
Canterburv,  in  1313,  clahncd  all  wTecks  in  their 
manors  of  Menstre,  Chistelet,  and  St'Odmemch. 
John  de  Wavrin,  and  Roger  de  Hoveden,  and 
other  annalists  of  the  fourteenth  and  fifteenth 
centuries,  speak  of  Tlianet  as  hji\dng  been  a  place 
of  refuge  to  Danes  and  Saxons  ;  and  John  Tw^ne, 
who  died  in  15B1,  asserts  that  there  Lax!  been  a 
navid  station  at  Sarr.  In  a  map  in  Thomas  Phili- 
pott'i?  ViJh^rc  Ckiniiamnn ;  or,  Kent  surveyed^ 
16'j9,  the  river  appears  as  tolerably  broad  through- 
out, with  one  bridge  only,  at  8arr,  and  the  old 
Nortbmuth  is  named  "  New  Haven/'  Among 
modern  writers  who  have  paid  attention  to  the 
subject,  tlie  existence  of  the  cjstuary,  within  his- 
torical times,  is  recognized  or  asserted  by  E,  W. 
Bniyley,  in  the  Bc^mJi^s  of  England  and  Wal^ 
(vol  viii,  p,  950) ;  by  F.  H.  Appach,  in  Essay  on 
Vasars  BritUh  E;cpedilionSj  1868  (v.  map)  ;  and 
especially  by  Sir  0.  Lyell^  in  the  Principh4  of 
Gmlogy  (10th  edition,  vol.  i.  522-529),  who  traces 
tlie  changes  on  the  E;ust  of  Kent,  and  among  them 
the  dryin<?-up  of  the  estuary,  and  says, — 

"  It  is  suppoBed  thftt  it  began  to  grow  iiballow  about 
the  period  c-f  the  Norroan  Conqucftt.  It  wiw  so  fur  stited 
up  in  the  y^ar  14S5  (aot  1&J5  as  misprinted)  that  an  act 
iTOA  then  obtained  to  build  a  bridge  across  it,  and  it  has 
flince  become  marsk  land  with  sinall  streams  running 
tUriiugb  it." 

From  its  having  silt-ed  up,  Sir  G.  B.  Aiiy 
thinks  the  tidid  stream  through  it  must  have  been 
iDsignificant  in  Ca!sar's  time  {Emiy  on  iht^  Flact  of 
Cfrsars  Landing,  p.  U) ;  but  may  not  the  sea  liave 
carrieil  in,  ft-om  tlie  detritus  of  the  neighbouring 
cliffy, — many  thousands  of  atrres  of  which,  of  depth 
not  less,  probably,  on  the  average,  tiian  tlurty  feet, 
have  fallen  away  in  the  course  of  2,000  years,— and 
rains  and  currents  have  washed  do\vTi,  in  the  same 
time,  from  the  higher  grounds  on  either  shore,  suffi- 
cient matter  to  fill  up  nearly  a  channel  of  consider- 
able original  deptli  1  And  would  not  the  gradual 
elevatiun  of  the  land  rehitively  to  the  sea,  by 
volnmic  agency,  have  also  helped  to  produce  the 
aame  etfeet  ?

NowELL  A?rD  Noel  FAMiLms  (4*^  S.  v.  199.}— 
At  the  above  reference  Mr.  W.  S.  Appletox 
states,  as  the  result  of  extensive  researches  con- 
cerning the  family  of  Nowell,  that  the  Earls  of 
Gmnsborongb  were  descended  from  the  Noweils  of 
Merley,  in  Lancafihire,  and  not,  a»  has  been  hitherto 
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supposed,  from  the  Staffordshire  family  of  Noel. 
Andrew  Noel,  of  Dalby,  the  earls'  ancestor,  he 
says,  was  probably  uncle  of  Alexander  and  Laurence, 
the  famous  Deans  of  St.  Paul's  and  Lichfield. 

It  seems  that  Andrew  of  Dalby  wrote  his  name 
Nowell,  and  in  his  will,  dated  1559,  he  mentions 
his  son  and  heir,  John  "  Nowell,"  and  his  cousin — 
"  meaning  (says  Mr.  Applbton),  probably,  his 
nephew" — Robert  Nowell,  of  Gray's  Inn,  Attorney 
in  the  Court  of  Wards  and  Liveries,  who  (writes 
your  correspondent)  wtis  a  brother  of  the  Deans. 

The  will  of  this  Robert,  written  in  1563,  men- 
tions his  cousin  John  Nowell,  son  of  Mr.  Andrew 
Nowell,  and  the  Lady  Perron,  mother-in-law  of  the 
said  John  Nowell.  "Tliis,"  he  says,  "perfectly 
identities  Andrew  Nowell,  and  shows  that  Burke 
(Peerage)  is  wrong  in  the  order  of  his  marriages 
and  children." 

Undoubtedly  Burke  is  wrong.  The  first  wife 
of  Andrew  Noel,  of  Dalby,  was  Dorothy,  daughter 
of  Reginald  Conyers,  and  widow  of  Roger  Flower. 
By  her  he  wjis  father  of  a  son  and  heir,*  John 
Noel,  of  Wellesburgh  and  Kirby  Mallory,  co. 
Leicester,  ancestor  of  the  Viscounts  Wentworth. 
Sir  Andrew,  of  Dalby  (who,  says  Mr.  Appleton, 
"seems  to  have  clianged  his  name  and  arms, 
thereby  misleading  the  genealogist"),  was  the  son 
of  Andrew  by  his  second  marriage  with  the  Lady 
Perient. 

Now  the  question  which  Mr.  Appleton  has 
raised,  but  which  he  considers  decided  by  the 
evidence  he  has  adduced,  is  of  very  great  importance 
in  a  genealogical  point  of  view.  The  spelling  of 
the  name  I  consider  of  little  moment.  In  1644, 
I  find  the  name  of  Walter  Noel,  of  Hilcote,  written 
Nowel,  in  an  ofiicial  document.  But  I  should 
much  like  to  know  what  proof  there  is  of  the 
identity  of  Robert  Nowell,  the  testator  of  1563, 
with  Robert  Nowell,  the  brotherf  of  the  Deans. 

I  have  now  lying  before  me  an  old  parchment 
roll  pedigree  of  the  Noel  family,  belonging  to 
Charles  Noel,  Esq.,  of  Bell  Hall,  in  Worcestershire, 
the  descendant  and  representative  of  the  Noels  of 
Hilcote.  J  It  is  dated  1585,  in  which  year  Sir 
Andrew,  son  of  Andrew  of  Dalby,  is  stated  to  be 
"  living."     (He  died  in  1607.) 

According  to  this  pedigree,  which  was  written 
only  twenty-three  years  after  Andrew's  death,§ 
James  Nowel  of  Hilcote  had  seven  sons :  1.  Robert

lEdmondson,  in  his  Baroneiffium,  states  that  the  Noels 
of  Qilcote  are  extinct.  This  is  not  the  fact.  They  have 
cantinued  in  an  unbroken  male  line  to  the  present  day. 

)  Andrew  Noel  died  in  1662.  His  eldest  son,  John, 
WMM  Jiring^  a  Innatie,  in  1578,  and  died  about  159S.  (See 
ike  Noel  pedigree  in  NiebolB*B  Znentenhire,  It.

of  Hilcote;  2.  Arthur,  ob.  s.  p.;  3.  Andrew  of 
Dalby,  co.  Leicester;  4.  Anthony,  a  derk;  6. 
Humphrey,  ob.  s.p. ;  6.  Thomas,  of  Pelsall,  co.  Staf- 
ford ;  7.  Leonard,  ob.  s.  p.  The  same  descent  la 
given  in  the  ViftUation  of  Leicaienhire,  in  1619, 
and  other  MSS. ;  and,  in  spite  of  Mr.  Appletoh's 
researches,  I  cannot  bring  mjrself  to  believe  that  it 
is  wrong. 

The  only  difficulty  appwirs  to  be  Robert  Nowell, 
of  Gray's  Inn ;  but  it  is  just  possible  that  he  was 
the  Robert,  second  son  of  Robert,  of  Hilcote  (and, 
consequently,  first  cousin  of  John,  son  and  heir  of 
Andrew,  of  Dalby),  who  died  without  issue  before 
1585. 

Is  Mr.  Appleton  aware  that  Jane  Bowyer,  the 
daughter  of  Dean  Alexander  Nowcll's  wife  by  her 
first  husbrftid,  Thomas  Bowyer,  married  a  Thomas 
Noel,  and  had  issue  a  son,  Robert  Noel  ?  It  ia  so 
stated  in  Berry's  Sussex.  Fedigre^s^  p.  134.

'  "Paste"  Intaglios  (4«»  S.  xi.  18,  81.>— The 
word jpo^t^  comes  from  the  Italian  pustOy  dough. 
Mr.  G.  W.  King,  in  his  Natural  History  of  Genu 
(Bell  &  Daldy,  1867),  gives  the  following  proceas 
of  manufacture  of  such  modem  imitations  in  daas 
of  precious  stones,  engraved  gems,  camei  and  in- 
tagli : — 

"A  small  iron  case,  of  the  diameter  required,  is  filled 
with  a  mixture  of  fine  tripoli,  and  pipeclay  moistened^ 
upon  which  is  made  an  impression  for  the  gem  toba 
copied.  This  matrix  is  then  thoroughly  dried,  and  a  Ut 
of  glass  of  the  proper  colour,  laid  flat  upon  it.  If  a  stone 
of  different  strata  has  to  be  imitated,  so  many  layers  of 
different  coloured  glass  are  piled  upon  each  other.  Ths 
whole  is  next  placed  within  a  furnace  and  watched  ontU 
the  glass  is  just  beginning  to  melt,  when  the  Boftensd 
mass  is  immediately  pressed  down  upon  the  mould  bf 
means  of  an  iron  spatula,  coated  with  French  chalk  In 
order  to  prevent  adhesion.  It  is  then  removed  from  fhs 
furnace  and  annealed,  or  suffered  to  cool  gradually  at  its 
mouth,  when  the  glass,  after  being  cleaned  from  fhs 
tripoli,  will  be  found  to  hare  taken  a  wonderfoUy  sharp 
impression  of  the  stamp,  but  in  reverse,  whether  the 
prototype  be  in  reliero  or  in  caro." 

Ancient  pastes  are  much  harder  than  modem 
ones,  for  they  will  scratch  window  class.  The 
gloss  was  then  made  entirely  with  soda,  like  the 
present  Crerman  glass;  ours  (of  modem  manu- 
facture) has  a  great  deal  of  lead.  The  Italians  of 
the  seventeenth  century  used  pounded  rock  crystal 
for  making  false  gems,  and  this  substance  entcm 
largely  into  Strews,  the  material  of  modem  Paste 
Diamonds.  The  German  chemist  gave  his  naniA 
to  that  fabrication.  Collectors  in  testing  a  ^em 
look  out  for  iridescence  as  a  test  of  its  antiamtj, 
but  Mr.  King  says  he  believes  it  can  beprodoced 
by  fluoric  acid.  The  Egyptians,  Greeks,  Etrascans, 
and  Romans,  all  produced  fine  pastes.  The  Ro- 
mans reproduced  lapis-lazuli  so  saooessfully  that  it 
is  extremely  difficult  to  detect  intadi  executed  in

While  EspEDARE  has  been  expending  a  deal  of 
what  I  must,  with  all  due  deference,  «dl  irrelevant 
learninjf,  I  have  been  engaged  in  the  more  humble 
Occupation  of  endeavouring  to  arrive  at  some 
pnicticaJ  solution  of  the  t|ueation  really  under 
discussion.  That  question  is  (x.  329)  as  to  the 
description,  in  a  certnin  work,  of  two  persons  cjilled 
(hypot  hetic4illy  perhaps  as  regards  the  names)  "  the 
twelfth  Baron  of  Bonnington  "  and  *'  the  seventh 
Baron  of  Dalhousic"— the  latter  a  Peer  and  fiUher- 
in*law  of  the  former.  This  being  the  question  before 
us,  EspEDARE  goes  into  an  arjnmient  that  such  and 
such  a  per§on  was  called  so  and  so  "  in  Acta  of  the 
Jnmeifes/'  and,  more  particularly,  that  every  man 
of  lawful  age  holding  lands  of  the  Crown  was 
iMjxmd  to  do  a  certain  thing  and  was  enrolled  as  a 
Bartm  in  the  time  of  ^*  James  I.  and  IL"  Now, 
does  Es  FED  A  RE  serioiisly  mean  to  say  that  this 
*■*  twelfth  Baron"'  mid  this  **  seventh  Baron'*  lived 
in  the  days  of  the  Jameses,  either  I.  or  IL  ?  If 
not,  he  might  just  a^  well  have  gone  still  further 
back,  and  I  dare  say  might  have  found  a  time 
when  there  were  neither  Lords,  Barons,  nor  Lairds. 
If  we  admit  the  principle  that  we  are  not  bound 
dtiwn  by  the  originiil  question  to  any  particiikr 
period  of  time,  the  deviation  becomes  a  mere 
msitter  of  degree. 

The  sum  and  substance  of  my  contention  was 
and  is:^ — First^  tkit  Dalhousie,  being  a  Peer  of 
Parliament  in  Scotland,  should  have  been  called 
Lc»rd,  not  Baron,  Dalhousie^  and  this  Ebpedare 
seems  now  to  .Kim it,  at  least  he  does  not  deny  it. 
Even  at  the  present  day,  Clahnanta  of  Scottish 
Peerages  of  this  rank  approach  Her  Majesty  tisking 

the  "  Title,  Honour,  and  Dignity  of  Lord in 

the  Peerage  of  Scotland,^'  and  if  they  are  success- 
ful the  House  of  Lords  resolves  and  adjudge* 
accortiingly.  One  may  read  sucJi  a  Peerage  Cttae 
and  not  encounter  the  word  **  Baron"  from  be- 
ginning to  end.  t'it^innUtf,  that  Bonnington  was 
correctly  described  as  a  Banm,  that  be  was  Pro- 
prietor of  lands  which  had  been  erected  into  a 
E^iHjny,  with  power  of  pit  and  g:\llows,  as  dis- 
tinguished from  a  mere  ordinary  Proprietor  or  Laird, 
in  the  usual  and  popular  acceptation  of  that  term  ^ 
jind  looking  to  tlie  time  at  which,  lieing  u  twelfth 
Baron,  and  the  son-in-law  of  a  seventh  Lord  of 
Parliament,  he  must  have  liveti,  who  ciin  doubt  it  f 
Taking  an  average  over  twelve  of  the  oldest  Lord- 
shipB  on  the  Union  Roll,  the  seventh  Lord  will  be 
found  to  have  lived  aljout  16St>-ll>40;  and  if  we 
take  an  avemge  over  the  whole  lA>rd»  on  the  Eoll^, 
the  period  of  the  seventh  I^ord  will  be  very  nuich 
later.  Bonnington,  the  son-in-law  of  the  seventh 
Lord  in  quest  ion,  may  quite  reasonably  have  been 
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the  contemporary  of  Sir  Geoiige  Mackenzie ;  and, 
taking  in  ipod  part  Espid ark's  advice  that  I 
«liould  "  return  to  a  penisul"  of  Sir  Geoige's  Fre-^ 
4;edene^j  1  now  read,  at  jMige  49 —

r^&rant  to  the  issue,  I  could  never  hiive  referred 
to  Wamrie^Md  the  question  related  to  a  period  ao 
Bemote.

He  afterwards  neturood 
to  Ireland,  and  resided  at  Holy  Cross,  where  this 
relif^^ious  work  on  the  mirajclee  sj&cribed  to  the  wood 
of  the  Holy  Cross  was  written.  The  coat  itself  u 
a  fair  apecimen  of  what  maybe  called  eceleaiastioil 
heraldry,  and  may  possibly  have  been  the  arms  of 
the  Abbey  of  Holv  Cross,  but  I  think  it  equally 
probable  that  it  befongB  to  the  Abbey  of  NycaJe^  in 
Spain,  of  which  house  the  writer  waa  a  member,

By  C.  K.  Donne,  M.A,,  Vicar  of  FaTersbftm.  (London: 
J/Eiiasell  Smith.  Faversham  :  Eigham.) 
The  Lord  Cbamheriain*8  Chaplain  read  a  paper  (at  the 
meeting  of  the  Kent  Archceologicat  Society^  held  at 
FaTeraham,  in  July,  1S7*2)  on  the  subject  named  above. 
He  haa  printed  tbe  inibfe>titiice  of  that  paper  under  the 
modest  title  of  **  An  Essay  "  ;  and  the  Ktr.  Mr»  Donne 
Bays  much  in  a  brief  way,  not  only  of  tins  jawpk  of  do- 
mestic tragedy,  but  of  domestic  tragedy  generally.  Arden  s 
murder  was  a  brutal,  vulgar  murder  of  a  hueband  by  a 
wife  and  paramour  in  tbe  reign  of  Edward  VI. ;  yet  that 
king's  sister,  Queen  Elizabeth,  witnessed  a  dramatic  ver- 
non  of  the  deed  (a  tragedy  called  Murdtrous  Michmlj  in 
1578-  Arden  of  Favtrsham  wfts  produced  some  years 
later,  but  was  not  printed  till  1592,  Its  blank  verse  so 
pleaded  Tieck,  thut  tbe  GenDan  translator  of  Sbakspcare 

kRW  no  other  hand  in  it  but  th&t  of  our  national  drnmatic 
^oeti  The  old  play  was  altered  by  Lillo,  the  dissenter  and 
jeweller  cf  Moorgnte  Streetj  aod  produced  at  Dniry  Lane^ 
ITSP.  It  wart  revived  at  Covent  Garden  in  1790.  On  each 
occsuiion  it  was  played  only  on  one  ni£ht.  Lillo  strove  (in 
more  than  one  domestic  tragedy)  to  show  the  hideous 
HCBS  and  consequences  of  Tice,  and  bJi  Georpe  BarfiweU  is 
fupposcd  to  have  saved  many  an  apprentice  from  Tyhum.

A  curious  easay  might  be  T^Titten  on  tliis  yubject. 
If  completeness  of  treatxuejit  were  aimed  at,  much 
minute  research  would  have  to  be  brou^^^ht  to  iear 
in  tmcing  the  various  fiteps  by  which  highly  ccre- 
nioiiiouB   and  aitiBcial   styles   of  addressing  and 
subscribing  letters  came  into  use  iji  some  countrief*j 
and  more  prosaic  and  nmtter-of-fact  styles  in  others. 
In  China,  as  obsened by  Mr,  Medimi-st,  ILB.M. 
Consul    at    Shanghai,    in   his  recent  book,    Tht 
FoTcujittr  in  Far  Vailtay^  1872, — 

"  Special  cat^  i«  taken  to  employ  the  most  eupliemietic

such  and  «uch  a  lucky  day  by  younger  brother  so  and 
80.'  ,  .  .  .  A  book  might  be  written,  deecriblng  all  the 
Tariotu  forms  of  letters  aud  styles  of  address  which 
official  etiquette  prescribes  to  the  several  ranks  and  de- 
partments of  mandarindom As  in  the  caae  of 

common  letters,  no  signature  is  ever  attached,  the  official 
seal  being  the  sole  mark  of  authentication." 

The  same  polite  tone  of  deference  to  the  j>erHon 
addressed,  and  of  humility  of  expression  as  ivpntla 
one  Belf,  can  be  traced  not  only  in  the  epifitolaiy- 
forms  in  use  by  all  Etistem  nations  of  intellectual

JOHN,  THIRD  LORD  MAXWELL 

There  are  some  statements  by  Dougla«  (Pt^ra*jt) 
respecting  this  nobleman,  to  wnich  1  wish  to  draw 
attention*     DougKs  syiys  t — 

*'  John,  third  Lord  Maxwelb  who  on  the  rcaignatron 
of  his  father  had  a  charter,  dnted  Hth  Februnrj,  1477-3, 
to  John  AMftiwpll  {Mog,  Sifj.,  Lib.  v,  No,  67),  aon  aad 
heir  app^urent  of  Robert  (second)  Lord  Maxwell,  of  tb« 
barony  of  Maxwell  in  Roxbnrghihire,  Oaerlaveroch,  in 
the  county  of  Dumfries,  and  Memy«,  in  ReDfrtiwahtro, 
John  Maxwell,  son  and  heir  apparent  of  Robert  Lord 
Maxwelb  occun  in  the  Records  of  Parliament,  12th 
December*  14S2.  John  Maxwell,  steward  of  Anander- 
dale,  waj9  one  of  the  Commiisionerfl  nominated  to  settle 
border  dtfierencea  by  the  treaty  of  Xottinghnm,  23rd 
September,  1434;  and  John  Lord  Maxwell  was  one  of 
the  con^ervatora  of  a  tnice  fur  the  West  Marchei,  3rd 
July,  148t>/' 

And  Douglas  goes  on  to  any  that  this  John 
Maxwell  was  killed  at  the  battle  of  Flodden,  9th 
September,  1513.  Now,  here  there  is  great  con- 
fusion ;  Douglas  rolls  up  son  ami  father  into  one 
personage,  ascribing  to  the  son  what  belongs  to 
the  father,  and  vice  verMt  Robert,  second  Lord 
Maxwell,  had,  no  doubt  a  Bon,  John,  who  wa.^ 
marrie«l  to  Janet  cle  Crechton,  jls  is  shovm  by  the 
following  extnict  from  the  Inventory  of  Maxuvell 
mununents  at  Terregles,  No.  -1*1 : — 

"Charter  by  George  (Crechton),  Earl  of  CjiitUness, 
Admiral  of  Scotland,  of  the  landi  and  barony  of  Tyb- 
beriA,  in  the  Sbcriffdom  of  Pumfriea,  in  favour  of  Janet 
de  Crechton,  hia  dau^fhter,  on  htr  ranrriago  with  John 
de  Maxwell^  ion  and  heir  appnrent  of  Hobert  Lord 
MaxweU,  dated  at  Edinburgh,  21>th  Mai'eh.  1454. ' 

This*  John  Maxwell  waj?  until  two  years  before 
bis  death  designated  Master  of  Maxwell,  and  then 
be  apjiears  aa  Lord  Maxwell,  even  in  document.^ 
emanating  from  the  Crown,  In  some,  where  he 
has  the  title  of  Lord^  he  is  mentioned  along 
witli  hin  father,  Robert.  It  hu^  Iteen  sugg*^ated 
to  me  that,  towartia  the  end  of  his  Life  he  hatl 
prtibably  been  made  a  Lord  of  Piirliument,  and 
hence  \m  title.  He  was  JStewnrd  of  Annandale, 
but  predeceiLsed  bis  father  Hi?*  death  took  place 
on  the  following  day,  as  is  stated  in  an  old  manu- 
script hifitory  of  the  family  at  Terregles  : — 

"  He  was  aaaaxflinated  at  the  clo?c  of  a  victonoui 
engagement  with  the  English,  kd  by  the  Duke  of  Albany 
and  Earl  I>ou^lu,  at  Kirtlemure,  on  St.  Magdalen's 
Day,  22nd  July,  14^4,  beinc  there  'sore  wounded, 
pepo§ing  himself  upon  the  hi!t  of  \\\i  sword  after  the 
battle  ;  he  had  Hred  if  one  Gnas  had  not  come  behind 
him  and  i^truck  him  with  a  whinger  in  the  Allets  under 
the  hameits,  whitk  was  his  death  for  cau^ng  hang  a 
cuBstng  of  hia  by  order  of  Justice,  being  Stewart  of 
Annandale/  *' 

An  ancient  stone  cross  still  remains  to  mark  the 
apot  where  he  fell,     Snch  was  the  end  of  the  third-j 
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Lord  MiixwelL  He  left  n  son,  John,  fourth  L43rd 
MuxweU,  wbo  succeeded  his  father  iq  the  Btewiird- 
ship  of  Annundale^  iind  to  his  gnmdfnther,  Kobert', 
second  Lortl,  on  his  de^th,  in  Slay,  1485,  He  fell 
lit  Flodden,  9th  September,  1513,  with  throe  of 
his  brothers.  All  the  statements  in  Doiii^lus  alter 
Jrily,  1484,  is  applicable  to  John,  fourth  Lord 
Maxwell. 

I  would  draw  uttentiun  to  the  Ear!  of  C*aithnes?i 
being  in  posse&«itin  of  the  btxrocy  of  Tybaris  in 
1454,  when  he  gives  it  as  a  dowry  to  his  daughter 
Janet.  What  portion  of  this  barony  wii-*^  jxmse^sed 
by  the  Eail  of  Cuithnc8.s  may  possibly  be  diiicovei'ed 
when  the  Monogi-aph  of  the  peat  MiLxivell  fimiily 
in  the  South  q(  Scotland,  which  I  believe  tK  in 
course  of  being  prepiued  with  the  charters  of 
Ten-eglea  muniment- room  and  elsewhere  referring 
to  tbe  f^imily,  has  been  printed.  It  could  not  have 
been  the  whole  of  the  barony,  aa  the  Maitlajidti  of 
Lethington  were  in  possession  of  a  hirge  portitni 
»>f  it  at  this  time,  and  w^hich  I  showed  to  Imre 
passed  to  the  Douglas  fjunily  of  Drumlanrig  in 
1508.  It  may  be  a  question  for  contjidemtion  how 
the  Maitlandn  retained  their  position,  when  the 
property  belonging  to  the  Earls  of  March,  from 
whom  they  had  recei\'ed  it,  was  confiscated  to  the 
C?rown  in  1434.  It  may  possibly  l>e  accounteil 
for  in  thi»  Wiiy.  Sir  Robeit  Maitland  of  Thirle- 
fitane  was  son  of  Lady  Agnes  Dunbar,  daughter 
of  Patrick  Eai'l  of  March.  When  im  uncle, 
George  Earl  of  March,  left  Scotland  in  disgust  in 
14(M),  he  was  leflt  by  him  in  charge  of  the  Cju*tle 
of  Dunbar,  but  he  did  not  jmive  true  to  his  truat, 
delivering  it  up  Lo  Robert  III.  When  Tybaris 
was  taken  a  second  time  from  the  family,  in  1434, 
a  part  of  it  at  least  s*eems  to  have  been  allowed  tw 
remxiin  with  Willbm  Maitland  of  Thirle^tiine, 
the  gt::andfion  of  Lady  Agnes.  He  granted  it  by 
cshurter,  3rd  Janiiaiy,  1450-1,  to  hia  younger  bro- 
ther, James,  and  which  was  confirmed  by  Jamefi  IL, 
lOth  January*  1450-1. 

Another  que.'^tion  that  naturally  arises  is,  when 
did  the  Maxwell  family  part  with  the  portion  of 
Tybaris  barony  of  whieh  they  had  hecflUie  pos- 
aessed?

If  so,  the  exact  connexion  should  be  stated  and 
the  grounds  given,  as  it  may  clefir  up  the  sudden 
ri^ie  of  the  De  Quincys  in  8cothiLnd. 

The  opinion  expressed  bv  Ajjolo-Scotu.s,  that 
Rol>ert  De  t^hiincy  must  Iiave  predeceased  Jiis 
father,  SeLcr  De  Quincy,  appears  to  be  correct. 
The  lands  of  Duglyn  were  conveyetl  to  the  Abbey 
of  Cambuskennetli  with  consent  of  his  .son  Robert^ 
cirai  A.D.  12<K>,  as  appears  frt>m  a  charter  at  p,  J>1 
iu  the  Chartulary  of  that  Abbey.

In  other  directions  we  mny  see  gratifying  proofs 
thttt,  in  spite  of  public  neglect^  there  are  Ihon^htfal 
individuals  who  reoogmj&e  the  impCirUince  of  Biblio- 
graphy, Bibhography  is  the  handmaid  of  all  the 
sciences,  and  without  her  assistance  very  little 
progress  can  be  made.  To  know  with  certainty 
and  precision  where  the  Tnnteriak  ore  to  be  fonnd 
is  the  first  necessity  of  all  science  that  is  based 
upon  facts.  To  know  what  ha«  lieen  done  is  abso- 
lutely imperative  upon  those  who  do  not  wi^h  to 
waste  their  time  in  "  diacoTering  "  and  proclaiming 
as  new  fiicts  which  may  be  centuries  old.  Sdence 
in  not  n  matter  of  luchy  ffueas-work,  and  those  are 
likeliest  to  extend  her  boundaries  who  are  l>eat 
acquainted  with  her  present  geography, 

la  there  any  branch  of  hmnan  learning  which 
stands  more  in  need  of  the  aid  of  bibliography  than 
the  science  of  language  ? 

Tlie  matter  with  which  phOology  deals  i&  exten- 
nlve,  and  the  linguistic  materials  which  it  has  to 
manipulate  are  scattered  throtigb  a  M'ilderness  of 
books.  A  Fkihihgiml  BiUio<p^p}iij  would  atlord 
&  i^ady  key  to  the  Tast  amount  of  linguistic  data 
which  fit  present  lies  buried  and  unknown  inbooka 
of  travel,  magazines,  academical  pubhcations,  &c. 

The  aid,  then,  which  such  a  key  would  supply 
to  the  philologists  cannot  be  overrated.  Various 
esaays  have  even  been  made  to  construct  such  a 
key^Heumann,  Vater^  Jiilg>  Peignot,  Morsden  ,* 
but  the  task  is  clearly  l>eyond  the  power  of  any 
single  man  to  accomplish,  however  industrious  and 
however  learned ;  and  even  if  the  world  were  for- 
tunate enough  to  possess  such  an  individual,  the 
work  is  one  which  could  never  command  a  comnur- 
eial  success  sufficient  to  repay  the  labour  and  ex- 
pense of  its  preptiration.  %«  fruit  of  scientific 
investigation  is  seldom  imnwdiatchj  avadable  for 
utiiitanan  purposes,  although  in  the  long  run  the 
world  reApa  a  golden  harvest  fipom  the  culti- 
vation of  even  the  most  unpromising  fields.  It  is 
a  fitting  case  for  co-operative  action  in  which  the 
learned  Societies,  whose  constitution  leads  them  to 
the  discussion  of  linguistic  and  philological  sub- 
jects, tnight  well  join.  The  libraries  of  the  Philo- 
logical Society,  the  Royal  Geogi-aphical,  the  Boyal 
Society  of  Literature,  the  Royal  Asiatic  Society, 
and  the  A  '  '  \iical  Institute,  would  each  fur- 
nish vain  rials,  and  if  a  joint  comniitteo 
of  those  bowv.i.  -  .^  ere  appointed,  they  would  have 
very  little  difficulty  in  devising  a  method  for  the 
execution  of  this  important  work  by  the  joint 
exertions  of  the  learned  Societies  and  Academies  of 
Europe. 

One   of  the   most  promising    attempts  in  the 
direction  of  a  Fhilologital  Bibfio(fraphn  wri^^  Tritb- 
ner's  Exbliothccn  Gioiiic4i,  of  which,  unfi 
only  one  jfglgitt^^^jMj^^SM^fe^^^^^^ 
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elaborate  monograph  of  Dr.  Ludewig  on  the  -46- 
original  Languages  of  America,  a  work  which  has 
received  the  well-earned  praises  of  all  who  have 
spoken  of  it,  or  hail  owiasion  to  use  it.  This  con- 
tains, 1st,  the  name  of  the  language  ;  2nd,  a  note 
of  its  geographical  position  and  ext-ent ;  3rd,  a 
reference  to  the  volume  and  page  of  all  publications 
containing  either  lists  of  words,  vocabularies,  or 
grammatical  notices,  and  of  books  treating  directly 
of  the  language.  The  work  extends  to  258  pages, 
but  probably  the  advance  in  knowledge  of  Ameri- 
can dialects  since  the  date  of  its  publication  (1858) 
would  make  it  double  that  size  if  a  new  edition 
were  to  be  issued  now.  Probably  a  universal 
bibliography  of  this  nature  might  be  compressed 
into  twelve  good  sized  octavo  volumes. 

Siu^ly  the  usefulness  of  a  Philological  Biblio- 
graphy is  self-evident  enough  to  lead  to  the  co- 
operation necessary  for  its  achievement.

PARISH  MAPS. 


Allow  me  warmly  to  echo  "  M.'s  "  pleading  (p. 
110)  for  the  preservation  of  old  field-names.  They 
are  often  full  of  interest  and  signification,  but  their 
use  is  fast  dying  out.  Many  of  these  old  names 
are  quite  forgotten  by  present  owners  or  occupants, 
but  can  be  recovered  from  the  oflicial  parish  maps 
of  the  time  of  the  Tithes  Commutation.  It  would 
naturally  be  imagined  that  the  consulting  of  these 
maps  would  be  a  very  simple  process,  but  the 
difficulties  to  be  encountered  would  be  hardly 
credited  by  any  one  who  has  not,  like  myself, 
made  the  attempt  to  consult  the  maps  of  any  given 
district  or  county.  If  his  experience  resembles 
mine  in  Derbyshire,  he  will  find  that  in  a  consider- 
able proportion  of  parishes  the  map  is  nowhere  to 
be  found,  and  that  in  the  instances  where  it  is 
within  the  boundaries  of  the  parish  it  will  be  quite 
a  matter  of  uncertainty  whether  it  is  in  the  custody 
of  the  clerk,  churchwarden,  overseer,  guardian, 
parson,  or  squire.  He  will  probably  also  find  that 
it  is  not  unfrequently  in  the  hands  of  the  private 
solicitor  or  land-agent  of  the  principal  land-owner, 
•nd  that  the  inspection  of  it  involves  a  journey  to 
the  county  town  or  even  to  London  ;  or  it  may 
happen  that  he  will  meet  with  it  in  still  more 
questionable  hands.  One  parish-map  of  this  county 
was  very  recently  (and  may  still  be)  in  the  posses- 
sion of  a  beer-shop  keeper,  to  whom  it  had  been 
pawned  by  a  dmnken  local  officiid,  and  who  de- 
manded an  extortionate  fee  before  producing  it ! 
Annoyed  by  the  many  fniitlcss  journeys  that  I 
made  in  the  too  oft^jn  vain  attempt  to  find  the 

rrish  map,  it  was  then  suggested  to  me  that 
should  probably  find  duplicates  of  the  whole 
under  one  roof  in  St.  James's  Square — the  offices 
of  the  Tithe  Commissioners.    But  this  was  only  a 


partial  success,  for,  though  the  majority  of  maps 
are  here  to  be  found,  no  inconsiderable  fraction, 
according  to  the  Act  under  which  the  survey  was 
made,  are  not  attainable,  and  I  was  referred  back 
to  the  offices  of  the  Clerk  of  the  Peace  of  my  own 
county.  In  these  cases,  however,  Derby  proved 
as  barren  as  St.  James's  Square.  Moreover,  & 
charge  is  made  of  half-a-crown  for  the  inspection 
of  each  map  at  the  Tithe  Commission  Offices,  said 
as  each  parish  is  divided  into  several  townships, 
each  having  its  separate  map,  it  follows  that  to 
look  through  the  maps  of  any  particular  county 
would  involve  an  expenditure,  on  the  average,  of 
about  one  hundred  ^jounds  ;  although  by  fflandng 
the  eye  down  the  schedule  annexed  to.  the  map, 
more  than  a  minute's  inspection  would  not,  in 
many  instances,  be  necessary.  An  application  for 
a  partial  remission  of  fees  in  the  case  of  a  cursoiy 
search  for  a  purely  literary  object  was  made  to  one 
of  the  Commissioners,  but  made  in  vain. 

I  venture  to  ask  your  insertion  of  this  story  of 
my  difficulties,  when  endeavouring  to  gather  to- 
gether all  the  field-names  •  of  Derl)yshire,  whose 
etymology  might  be  of  historical  interest,  in  the 
hope  that  I  may  receive  suggestions  from  other 
correspondents,  who  may  have  been  more  successful" 
than  myself,  and  in  the  further  hope  that  it  may 
induce  parish  authorities  to  be  more  careful  with 
the  documents  entnisted  to  their  care.  The  safe 
custody  of  early  registers  has  already  been  fully 
discussed  in  your  columns  with  no  little  advantage ; 
parish  maps  may  surely  claim  a  like  attention.

UNA  MOROSANZA~A  NICE  GAME  FOR  LADIEa 

As  it  would  be  something  worse  than  high  trea- 
son to  believe,  for  one  moment,  that  the  ladies  of 
the  present  day  are  less  graceful  than  those  of  the 
sixteenth  century,  or  our  young  men  less  generous 
and  less  anxious  to  please  than  the  men  of  that 
period,  I  give,  for  tne  benefit  of  the  former,  the 
description  of  the  game  called,  in  Italian,  "  Una 
Morosanza,"  as  played  in  1568.  I  take  the  ac- 
count of  it  from  the  curious  book,  by  TYoiano, 
from  which  I  have  already  given  an  extract  in 
"  N.  &  Q."  After  some  dances  had  been  achieved 
at  a  ball,  and  a  change  of  amusement  became 
desirable,  a  few  gentlemen,  disguised  and  masked, 
entered  the  room,  preceded  by  musicians,  who 
played  an  air  in  honour  of  the  mistress  of  the 
house.  They  were  accompanied  by  pages,  masked, 
who  carried  torches  ;  and  pTOba>)ly  bore  also  the 
presents.  Troiano  then  goes  on  to  explain  that 
each  of  the  gentlemen,  approaching  a  lady,  made 
a  bow  and  signified,  by  signs,  his  wish  to  play.  If 
the  lady  was  willing  to  play  with  him,  she  made  a 
courtesv,  and  seated  herself  on  the  floor.

Of  course  not !    She  gliinces  aside,  shruga  her 
shoulders,  and  saya,  "it  mtist  be  done!^* — the 
humbug. 

Again,  in  Chaucer's  Smmnontrs  Talc,  when  he 
is  describing  the  hypocritical  *'  lyniytour;''  or  friar, 
and  telling  how,  after  his  aennon  in  churcli,  the 
rogue  bega  for  meal,  or  cheeae,  or  corn,  at  every 
house,  Chaucer  adds— - 

"  His  felow  hftd  a  staf  typped  with  horn, 
A  payr  of  tablia  nl  of  y  vory, 
And  a  poyntul  y-poHscht  fetisly. 
And  wroot  the  namefi,  alway  as  he  Btood, 
Of  alle  folk  that  gaf  him  en>r  good, 
Aicaunce  that  be  wolde  for  hem  preye.^*— L  7325, 
That  19,  hiunbuggingly,  pretendingly,  looking  jiside, 
or  saying  "Over  the  left!'  or  *^  Witlkerl"  (us  a 
rude  little  l>f>y  might. 

Next,  the  meaning  is  a  little  lighter,  more 
chatly,  in  the  Troylvjt  and  Crc^t.'ieyfh.  When 
Chnuccr  describes  Trojlna^s  way  of  chuffing  liis 
squires' and  friends*  love-flighs,  and  Ids  telling  them 
what  nonsense  it  all  is,  their  sweethearts  are  sure 
to  be  thinking  of  somebody  else,  Chaucer  ends 
(L  204)  with— 

"  And  with  that  worde  he  gan  cast  up  bia  browes, 
AuauHcti, '  lo  !  ii  thta  nought  wywjly  spoken  !"* 
A    humorous    glance    siside,    a    shnig    of    the 
shoulders,  a  *^  Poor  devils  !     Thank  Gfxl,  I  *m  not 
in   love!"    But  the  young  gentleman's   turn   is 
coming.      Cryseyde   appeai-s.     *M>   mercy e   Cn>d ! 
thouj^hte  he/'  sighed  softly,  and  theji  tried  to  look 
jocose  again  ;    but   it  wouldn't  do ;   he   eouldn^t 
take  his  eyes  off  the  beauty  ;  and  she,  wlioso  look 
was  somewhat  *^  deignous,"  consequential,  let  fall — 
'^^  Hire  loke  a  lite  aside,  in  auiche  manere 
Aicaunca,  *  What  3  may  I  not  stonden  hereT '' 
Half  coquettishly,  half  scornfully,  she  lookt  aaide^ 
and  Troylus*s  fate  w*as  tixt. 

Though  Boecttccio's  original  for  this  *' ascaunces  " 
is,  as  Br.  Miitzner  notes,  *^  qttasi  (license  (e  no  ci  si 
piro  stare),"  yet  there  can  be  no  manner  of  doubt 
at*  to  the  meaning  of  the  English  word ;  nnd  we 
know,  fix)m  Mr.  W,  M.  Rosaetti's  cjvreful  com- 
parison  of  the  TroylHs  with  the  Fikstraio,  that 
Chaucer  dealt  with  hiy  original  a3  he  chose,  aud 
did  not  take  half  his  English  poem  from  Boccaccio'ii 
Iltilinn.  F.  J.  Furnivall,

King  Athelstan,  at  the  Battle  of  Brananburg, 
A.D.  9S&y  had  the  assistance  of  two  brother  Viking, 
Thorolf  and  Egil.  Thorolf  pressing  on  before  the 
rest,  was  surprised  and  slain  by  the  enemy,  who 
issued  out  of  a  wood.  Egil,  having  revenged  his 
death,  and  attended  to  his  funeral  rites,  returned 
victorious  to  Kin£^  AtheLstan,  who  gave  him  the 
high  seat  opposite  himself.  Egil  sat  down,  lielmet 
on  head,  put  his  sword  across  his  knees,  and  some- 
times "half  unsheathed  the  shining  blade,"  and 
returned  it  again.  He  sat  upright,  with  a  grim 
countenance.  (He  probably  but  recently  had  passed 
into  the  order  of  homo  sapiens,)  His  face  was 
ample,  his  forehead  broad,  his  eyebrows  large,  his 
nose  not  long  but  exceedingly  thick,  the  area  of 
his  lips  broad  and  long,  his  chin  and  jaws  wonder- 
fully broad,  his  neck  thick,  his  shoulders  vast  above 
ordinary  humanity,  &c.,  his  hair  thick  and  of  the 
colour  of  a  wolf's.  While  he  was  thus  sitting,  he 
twisted  one  of  his  eyebrows  down  on  to  his  cheek, 
and  the  other  to  the  boundary  between  his  fore- 
head and  hair.  He  would  not  drink  anything,  but 
sat  twlBtinfi^  his  eyebrows  to  and  fro. 

EingAthelstan,  sitting  on  his  high  seat,  took  his 
sword  also  across  his  knees,  and  sSter  sitting  thus 
some  while,  took  a  great  ^Id  ring  oif  his  arm  and 
put  it  on  his  sworid  pomt,  and  rising  from  his 
seat,  presented  it  across  the  fire  to  EgiL  Egil, 
presenting  his  sword,  hooked  the  ring  from  Athel- 
stan's  sword,  and  placed  it  on  his  arm.  Then  his 
eyebrows  returned  to  their  natural  position ;  he 
laid  down  his  sword  and  helmet,  and  (Imnk  off  the 
horn  which  was  presented  to  him,  and  sang — 
**  Snpercilia  mibi  pendere  facit 
Deetruetor  loricanim  defunctus/'  &c. 

Then  Egil  drank  his  share,  and  tidked  to  the 
company.  Athelstan  ordered  two  chests  of  silver 
to  be  brought  in,  and  presented  them  to  Egil  and 
the  Thorolf  family. 

Then  sang  Egil : — 

"PrsB  dolore  casus  dolendi  oportebat 
Supercilia  milii  decidere. 
Nunc  eum  iuTeni,  qui 
lUas  asperitates  explicaret, 
Bex  mea  supercilia 
Baptim  erexit"

THE  SCOTTISH  UNION. 
In  addition  to  the  opposition  this  measure  met 
with  from  Lord  Belhaven,  another  aggrieved  Scot- 
tish subject  gave  vent  to  his  discontent  in  a  curious 
allegorical  plaint,  entitled,  TJte  Comical  History  of 
the  Marriuge  hettcixt  Ferguda  and  Heptarckm, 
Eccl.  X.  8  and  9— "He  that  diggeth  a  pit  shall 
&11  into  it;  and  whoso  breaketh  an  hedge,  a 
ament  shall  bite  him.  Whoso  removeth  stones 
Mbtdl  be  hart  therewith ;  and  lie  that  cleayeth  wood 


shall  be  endangered  thereby.*'  Sul  4to.  pp.  3S. 
Edinburgh,  1706 ;  reprinted  at  London  same  date^ 
and  again  at  Edinburgh,  by  R.  Brown,  1717,  the 
last  bearing  upon  its  title  a  conspicuous  crowned 
thistle,  with  its  portentous  warning  to  meddlers— 
"Nemo  me  impune  lacessit."  I  pofoefg  the 
pamphlet  in  its  three  issues ;  and  althou^  it  may 
appear  idle  raking  up  the  contentions  upon  an 
event  lon^  since  happuy  adjusted,  I  should  modi 
like  to  discover  the  author  of  a  remonstranoa 
which  made  no  little  stir  at  the  period,  seeing  thaft 
it  was  worth  offering  to  the  consideration  of  Eng- 
lishmen, again  called  for  in  Edinbuigh  eleven  yean 
after  the  ratification  of  the  Union,  and  in  1741 
supplied  the  key-note  to  Melancholy  SonneU^  being 
Fcrgxma's  Complaint  upon  Heptaraitu^  reconntiqg 
the  unhappy  consequences,  as  exemplified  in  the 
first  thirty-five  years  of  her  "  unhallowed  maniagft.'^ 
Contemporary  writers  speak  of  the  clergy  &a  afc 
first  sowing  a  bold  frx)nt  against  the  meaaoi^ 
althou^  resiling  subsequently  when  they  found 
that  it  would  not  aflect  the  temporalities  of  the 
Kirk :  an  exceptional  instance  is,  however,  recorded 
in  the  steady  opposition  of  jVIr.  John  Ballantyne^ 
minister  of  Lanark ;  and,  as  entire  independence  in 
clerical  matters  is  a  sine  qua  non  with  Feiguaia 
in  any  new  alliance,  it  seems  not  improbable  that 
he  may  have  been  the  prompter,  for  we  further 
find  that  "  some  few  Presbyteries,  such  as  Tjanari^ 
addressed  the  Parliament  against  the  Union." 
Dr.  Hew  Scott  has  been  long  laudably  employed 
uiK)n  the  records  of  the  Ihresbyteries,  and  the 
literary  doings  in  the  Manses,  and  I  shall  be  glad 
to  hear,  through  "  N.  &  Q.,"  that  he  has  brought 
my  literary  curiosity  to  notice  in  his  Fasti, 

"For  the  better  understanding  of  its  leaden^* 
the  Comical  History  furnishes  an  explanation  of 
the  "mysterious  names";  but  the  dramatit  psr^ 
sonce  are  so  obvious  that  no  one  requires  to  be 
informed  as  to  the  representatives  of  Feiffaaii^ 
Heptarchus,  Salamoni,  Pacifico,  Bigotzio,  %egH 
cidius,  Cortezano,  Romanus,  Anrantio,  &c.,  &c.^ 
who  figure  in  the  discussion  between  the  "  lordly 
wooer  ^'  and  the  "  enforced  bride,  Fergusia,  a  lady 
of  an  antient  lineage,  living  contented  and  happy 
with  her  subjects,"  and  who  here  eloquently  pleadia 
against  the  fair  promises  of  Heptarchus,  the  dixe 
effects  upon  her  country  and  people  through  former 
raids  and  forced  alliances  under  the  same  plausible 
pretexts,  as  a  bar  to  the  proposed  marriage  union.

twen  lotted  together.  However,  some  half-dozen 
pei^ona  di-opped  in,  and  more  than  half  evidently 
eame  upon  business.

The  seal  of  *'  Willelmus  de  Sumerv'illa," 
appended  to  his  grant  of  the  Church  of  Camweid

The  tpeei* 
mcua  he  gave  ua  of  the  success  of  that  system  wei« 
very  remarkable,  and  some  rather  dull  looking 
lioyrt  gave  us  poetical  illustrations  from  {I  think) 
Pope.  They  recitetl  a  ^joem,  beginning  at  the 
beginning,  and  then  said  it  backwards,  thinning 
at  the  end,  with  other  wonders  of  the  kina  which 
have  all  been  often  imitated  since. 

I  bought  Von  Feinagle*s  book,  nnd  tried  to  leam 
the  pyBtem,  which  was  simply  this  i  that  you  were 
to  imagine  youraelf  in  a  room,  with  the  four  walls 
of  which  you  were  thoroughly  aeqiifttnt«d,  and 
in  imnginution  to  divide  those  walls  into  a  cer- 
tain number  of  squares  like  a  large  cheaa-board, 
and  in  your  mind  to  place  each  word  suc- 
cessively of  wLit  you  wianed  to  leam  into  thoM 
squaref*,  associating  some  idea  with  each  vrord;

Dow  was  a  native  of 
CoventiT,  in  Connecticut,  where  he  was  bom  in 
1*777.  Ue  died  near  Washington  City,  in  1834. 
He  became  an  itinerant  preacher  in  1796,  and,  in 
the  face  of  contumely,  rebuffs,  and  haidships  d 
every  kind,  persevered  in  that  vocation  for  forty 
venrH.  He  wore  a  long  beard,  and  hair  nncoL 
His  eccentricities  drew  crowds  to  hear  him  preach, 
and  the  effects  of  his  discourses  were  most  astonish- 
ing. He  travelled  and  preached  extensiveN'  ui 
England  and  Ireland,  and  was  followed,  in  all  hii 
wanderings,  by  his  nvdfe,  Peggy,  to  whom  he  wai 
married  in  1804.  He  was  genexidly  caUed  "  Cnzj 
Dow."    He  used  to  say : —

Richardson  Family  (4*^  S.  x.  392 ;  xi.  160.) 
— Mr.  Helsby's  note  on  this  subject,  coupled 
with  the  pedigree  of  William  Belward,  lord  of 
Malpas,  in  Cheshire,  given  in  Lower^s  Essay  on 
Family  Nomenclutnre,  on  the  authority  of  Camden, 
helps  in  furnishing  a  clue  to  the  inquiry  of  Roysee, 
concerning  the  family  of  Richardson.  From  the 
pedigree  we  learn  that  William  Belward,  lord  of 
Malpas,  had  two  sons,  David  and  Richard.  The 
latter  had  three  sons,  of  whom  Richard,  the 
youngest,  was  called  Little,  from  his  diminutive 
stature.  He  became  the  father  of  Kenclarke  and 
John,  who  assumed  the  surname  of  Richardson, 
which  became  fixed  to  his  male  descendants.  As 
the  son  of  Richard,  and  the  grandson  of  another 
Richard,  but  inheriting  no  paternal  estate,  he  seems 
to  have  assumed  and  transmitted  a  patronymic. 
This  nmst  have  been  at  the  close  of  the  thirteenth 
century,  judging  from  a  variety  of  circumstances, 
which  need  scarcely  be  here  detailed.    The  charter

**  Know  all  present  and  to  come  that  I  Hugh,  son  of 
David  dc  Malpas,  have  given,  granted,  and  br  this  my 
present  charter  confirmed,  to  Ellen,  formerly  the  wife  oif 
Iloger  Rucherson  [Richardsonj^  all  mv  lands  and  tene- 
ments, with  all  their  anpurtenances,  which  I  have  in  the 
town  of  Ilampton,  of  tnc  gift  and  feoffment  of  the  afore- 
said Ellen,  to  have  and  to  hold  all  the  aforesaid  lands  and 
tenements  to  the  aforesaid  Ellen  to  the  end  of  her  life ; 
80  that,  after  the  decease  of  the  aforesaid  Ellen,  all  the 
lands  and  tenements  aforesaid,  vrith  their  apnartenaneci, 
may  remain  to  the  heirs  of  the  body  of  the  aforesaid 
Roger  Richardson  lawfuUv  begotten,  and  if  the  ni4 
Roger  should  die  without  heirs  of  his  body  lawfully  be- 
gotten, that  all  the  lands  and  tenements,  with  their 
appurtenances,  shall  revert  to  the  right  heirs  of  the  afore- 
said Ellen.  In  testimony  of  which  I  have  appended  my 
seal.  Dated  on  the  feast  of  St.  Hillary,  in  the  second 
year  of  the  reign  of  Richard  the  second  after  the  Con- 
quest" [Uan.  14, 1379]. 

From  this  deed  it  would  seem  that  Hugh  de 
^lalpas,  the  son  of  David  de  Malpas,  and  a  IdniBman 
of  Roger  Richardson,  had  held  the  dowry  of  Roser^s 
widow,  at  Hampton,  in  tnist  for  her  and  her  hus- 
band's heirs,  and  re-conveyed  it  to  her ;  and  in  , 
case  of  want  of  issue,  it  was  to  go  to  the  right  heiis 
of  Ellen  herself.  As  the  Richawlsons  were  younger 
sons  of  younger  sons  (though  lineal  male  descen- 
dants of  the  lord  of  Malpas),  they  probably  sank, 
in  later  generations,  into  the  class  of  yeomen,  or 
the  lesser  gentry.  Jattee.

BndibraSf  none  of  hu  early  productions  could  claim  the 
least  notice."— p.  440. 

The  title-page  of  this  edition  sets  forth— 

**Adorn'd  with  a  new  set  of  cata,  deaign'd  and  •n- 
grair'd  hy  Mr.  Hogarth." 

In  171G  Hogarth  was  only  eighteen,  and,  I 
believe^  was  still  in  his  apprenticeship  to  Mr.  Gam- 
ble, the  silversmith,  Edward  Solly.

St.  Pancras  (4"»  S.  xi.  95,  159.)— The  note  of 
my  friend  Dr.  Rimbault,  induces  me  to  add  a  few 
remarks.  In  Switzerland,  on  the  route  from  the 
Rhone  valley  to  St.  Bernard,  we  find  a  little  dirty 
towTi  called  Sembranchier,  and  occasionally  written 
St.  Bmncher.  I  once  remarked  to  the  Priest  that 
his  town  had  a  curious  Saint !  He  smiled  and  said, 
"  The  old  disused  church,  that  you  see  there,  was 
dedicated  to  St.  Pancras ;  and  the  names  of  the 
town  arc  corruptions."  I  rive  this  narrative  to 
show  how  names  get  changed,  in  country  districts, 
particularly. 

In  Florence,  in  the  Piazzetta  di  San  Pancrazio, 
is  the  little  church  of  St.  Pancrace.  It  was  con- 
stnictcd  before  121(3,  and  was  of  considerable  size 
until  the  Grand  Ducal  Government  (not  the  "  Sub- 
Alpine"!)  converted  a  lar-i^c  jwrtion  of  it  into  a 
Lottery  Hall,  and  a  Court  of  Judicature !  All 
that  remains  is  the  chapel  of  the  Holy  Sepulchre, 
constnicted  hj  Alberti,  in  1407,  and  which  merits 
an  archseological  vi.sit  and  examination,  from  its 
being  an  exact  model  of  the  Holy  Sepulchre  at 
Jerusalem.  The  "uide-books  Uikc  little  note  of 
this ;  indeed  they  hardly  condescend  to  jwint  out 
the  interesting  little  edifice,  which  has  no  tower  or 
outward  sign  to  distinguish  it  from  the  ugly 
buildings  that  surround*  it.  It  Ls  a  fact  that  the 
Italian  Grovernment  has  not  destroyed  or  desecrated 
a  single  church— but  the  church  of  St.  Biagio  (St. 
Blaise)  and  several  others  in  Florence  were 
secidarize<l  under  the  Grand-Ducal  sway,  and 
handed  over  to  blacksmiths,  coachmakei*s,  &c.  I 
believe  that  St.  Pancras  is  the  patron  saint  of 
London,  and  not  St.  Paul,  as  many  suppose. 
Cathedrals  are  very  nirely  connected  with  patron 
saints. 

I  have  read  somewhere,  but  did  not  "  nutkc  a 
note  of,"  that  in  other  chiu-ches  dedicated  to  St. 
Pancrace  are  found  models  of  the  Holy  Sepulchre. 


Perhaps  some  correspondent  can  name  localitiei, 
and  say  why  this  connexion  exists  between  St 
Pancrace  and  the  Holy  Sepulchre.

Hardy,  D.C  L",  lieputy-Keepcr  of  the  Public  Beoords. 
Vol.  IL  1377—1054.  (Longmam  &  Co,) 
III  1S09  the  first  volume  of  this  Syllabus  appeared.  It 
contained  itn  admirable  Pre^ce,  which  b  in  itself  an  im- 
portaut  chapter  added  to  English  history^  and  it  cotapnsed 
the  matter  of  a  aubstautial  volume,  vtritten  in  the  nuppy 
style  of  a  geutlemaa  and  scholar  who  haa  hia  facta  well 
in  Laud,  and  knowi  perfectly  how  to  use  them.

Aj3  I  have  mentioned  elsewhere  {SluJUys  Early 
Lffe^  p.  94,  iwtt\  John  Brakard,  of  Stamford,  who 
was  confined  In  Lincoln  Gftol  in  1812  for  a  political 
libel,  and  who^  name  i»  fi-equently  connected  in 
the  State  Papera  of  the  jj^riod  with  that  of  Peter 
Finnerty,  alao  a  political  prisoner  in  the  same  gaol, 
started  in  1613  a  weekly  political  and  literary 
jinirnal,  in  London,  calle»i  IhakaTiVi  Paper,  In 
,raniiiiry  1814  this  journal  chnnged  its  nauia  to 
that  of  the  Chavipionf  and  wan  subBequently  pur- 
chafed  by  John  Tlielwall.  Its  editor  was  John 
8cott,  afteiT^Tirdfl  the  editor  of  the  Loudon  Mn*ja- 
xint^  who,  as  is  well  known,  was  killed  on  tlu^  1 5th 
of  Febnmry  1B21,  in  a  duel  arising  out  of  a  literikry 
quarrel  with  Mr,  Lockhiirfc. 

Li  1822  John  Tbelwall  ctjllected  into  a  volume 
of  242  mges  the  poetical  pieces  and  literary  esaays 
which  nud  appeared  in  the  Chawmmi  down  to 
that  period,  and  lua  own  copy  of  triat  volume  is 
the  book  to  which  I  have  refen'ed  at  the  eommencc- 
inent  of  these  remarkfi.  The  title  of  the  volume  ia 
as  follofwa : — 

*'  The  Poetical  Re<?rcRtiona  of  The  Champion,  and  his 
Literary  CorrespoTKlcDts^  with  a  eelcction  of  Essnys, 
Literary  and  Critical,  which  have  appeared  in  The  Cham- 
pion Newspaper.

The  volume,  m  I  have  said,  contains  several  paces 
of  MS.  in  the  autograph  of  John  Thelwall.  The 
fiy-leaves  and  Iwick  of  the  title-page  are  filled  with 
wbat  appears  to  be  the  commencoinent  of  an  ela- 
borate easay  on  Elocution.  On  thi*  subject  Judge 
Talfourd,  in  hk  Finol  Mmwrials  of  Carles  Lamh, 
has  the  following  reniarkH.  Speaking  of  Thelwall, 
to  whom  he  devotes  something  over  five  pages  in 
the  work  just  quoted,  Talfourd  aa}^  :— 

'^  At  one  time  he  was  niieed.  by  hie  tkiU  in  correetinc 
impedimenlt  of  speech  and  teiLching  elocution  la  a 
science,  into  elegant  competence;  at  other  times  sad- 
dened hj  the  dtmcultiee  of  poorly  requited  literary  toil 
and  wholly  aiirec[uited  patnotbm  ;  but  be  prefterved  his 
integrity  and  his  chcerfulnrfti  —  ' a  man  of  hope  and 
for wjvrd-lo!  king  mind  even  t<*  the  last.*"^ — {Final  M*mo- 
liali  of  Chnri**  Lamh^  vol.  ii*  p.  153.) 

At  the  period  of  proB{icrity  alluded  to  by  Tal- 
fourd,  TbelwaO  resided  in  Lincoln's  Inn  Fields, 
and  his  lectures  there  were  oeca.^iona!ly  attended 
by  ClmrleH  Lamb.  In  IS'22,  when  he  published  the 
Podical  Ei^crmtloits,  he  was  living  in  a  cottage  on 
the  Brirton  Road^  which  he  describes  with  some 
minuteness  in  an  Advertisement  which  he  has  in- 
serted in  the  volume  before  nie : — 

**  IiraTntrcrroKK  t»  Elocittiok,  A?rp  tftr  Cctee  of  Jh- 
rinixiNTs,  Continue  to  be  giv*  n  by  Mr.  TsEtWAtL,  to 
select  elaeies  and  Privnte  Pupil i^  at  i^ortlv  Br^xtcnw 
CoiUffjl*  (the  ttl  «m\ww«4  C<AU%«  ^Mb^t^c^  ILwvmw^^^* 
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on  the  Ieft<liand  tide  of  tho  Brixton  Road) ;  and  two  or 
tliree  such  Pupils,  either  Ladiei  or  Gentlemen^  niAy  be 
re^iYed  into  hia  fftinily  m  heretofore.  Mr.  T.  tcmj  also 
be  consulted  in  &i]  c&»es  of  defect  or  malcosJormaiiun  of 
the  elocutionary  organs,  either  at  hii  own  residence  or 
that  of  the  parties  afflicted  with  such  imperfections." 

The  word  "  embowed  "  in  the  foregoing  Adver- 
tisement is  corrected  by  Tholwall  hmiself  with  a 
pen^  "  embowered/*  The  Advertisement  L^  followed 
oy  a  statement  of  *^  Terrus  of  Instruction  to 
Domestic  Pupila  with  Impedimenta  in  Organic 
Defects  :**  the  iirst  beijig— ^*  Adults.

*jWhcn  the  author  of  the  Huiority  of  the  enBuing 
articlee  purchuaed  the  Champion  Newspaper,  it  was  Mb 
intention  to  have  rendered  it,  at  kast^aatnuch  a  Literary 
as  a  Political  mlBcellany.  He  concetv^df  that  the  com- 
paratiYetv  unlettered  portion!  of  aociety  were  already 
iofficiently  excited,  bytboeewhoee  object,  orwhoie  taatej 
It  waa  to  addreaa  themaelvee  particularly  to  those  olaMes; 
and  he  persuaded  himself  that,  by  renderiDg  his  weekly 
sheet  a  vehicle,  at  once,  of  what  he  regarded  aa  the 
legitimate  principles  of  reform  and  of  critical  disquisition 
upon  subjects  of  polite  and  elegant  Literature,  he  should 
carry  those  principles  into  circles  to  which  the  want  of 
such  »«ociation  bad  rendered  them  somewhat  repulsive;

Most  of  the  poems  and  essays  are  by  Thelwall 
himself,  but  there  are  nearly  forty  by  other  writers. 
In  addition  to  the  Latin  and  Engliah  verses  by 
CliJirle^  Lamb,  there  are  three  by  Talfourd,  signed 
with  his  initiiJa  *'  T,  N,  T."  Two  of  theae  refer  to 
the  death  of  Queen  Caroline,  and  one  is  a  **  Sonnet 
to  the  South  American  Patriots,  on  the  Di«persioii 
of  the  late  Expedition  from  Spam  (April,  1819)/' 

LamVa  Latm  verrca  are  given  at  p.  188.  Of 
these  verses,  taken  from  another  source,  Mr.  Tom 
Taylor,  in  hia  Life  of  B.  It  Ilaijdmir,  writes  as 
follows : —

It  will  be  seen  that  the  biocrapher  of  Haydoii 
anpposea  the  liatin  verses  to  nave  originiiUy  ap^ 
peared  in  the  Examiner^  while  Thelwall  takes  theaa 
from  the  Champion.  It  is  just  possible  that 
Lamb  may  have  sent  separate  copies  to  bolk 
pttpers.  This  is  rendered  more  probable  from  thf 
lact  that  there  is  a  considerable  diiference  in  the 
heading  of  the  two  versions,  as  well  as  n  slight 
variation  in  the  tejtt.  The  title  as  supposed  to  be 
taken  from  the  Examiner  is  a^  follows  :—

illuminated.  As  be  and  his  were  all  dead  and  gone,  at 
tltut  time,  and  the  house  shut  up,  it  struck  me  aa 
9in pillar.

In  the  year  1S40  I  was  detained  for  scTeral  moDibs  in 
the  sleepy  old  town  of  Taunton.  My  chief  associate 
duj'ing  that  time  was  a  fox  liunting  squire — a  bluff, 
hearty^  genial  type  of  his  order,  with  just  suMcient  Intel- 
lectuaUty  to  temper  kii  animal  exuberance,  Manv  ware 
our  merry  rides  swung  the  thorpos  and  hamlets  of 
pleaeant  Soinersotshire ;  and  it  was  in  one  of  theee 
excursions,  ivhtic  the  eveningsky  wa«  like  molten  copper, 
and  a  jfiery  Marc::h  wind  coursed,  like  a  raco-horse,  OTer 
the  open  downs,  that  he  related  to  me  the  story  of  what 
he  called  liia  Luminou?^  Chamber. 

Coming  back  from  the  huntj  after  dark,  he  said  he  had 
fre(]ucntJy  observed  a  central  window,  in  an  old  hall  not 
far  from  the  roadside,  illumirtated.  All  the  other  win* 
dowB  were  dark,  but  from  this  one  a  wan,  drearjr  light 
was  Yislblo  ;  and  as  the  owners  had  deserted  the  place, 
and  he  knew  it  bad  no  occupant,  the  lighted  wmdow 
became  n  puxzle  to  him. 

On  one  occasion,  having  a  brother  sqaire  with  him, 
and  both  carrying  good  store  of  port  wine  under  their 
girdles,  they  declared  they  would  solve  the  mystery  of 
the  Luminoufl  Chamber  tlien  and  there,  Tim  lodge  was 
still  tenanted  by  an  aged  porter ;  him  they  roused  up,  and 
after  some  delay,  baring  obtained  a  lantern,  and  the 
keys  of  the  hall,  they  proceeded  to  make  their  ontry. 
Before  opening  the  great  door,  howcrer,  my  squiro 
averred  he  had  made  careful  inspection  of  the  front  of 
the  hotiflo  from  the  lawn.  Sure  enough,  the  central 
wiudow  Ufa*  illuminated—aJi  eerie,  forlorn-looking  light 
made  it  staud  out  in  contrast  to  the  rest — a  dinnal  light, 
that  seemed  to  have  nothing  in  common  with  the  world, 
or  the  life  thut  is.  The  two  aqnirei  niiied  all  the  ether 
rooms,  Icavbig  the  luminous  room  till  the  last.  There 
vmB  nothing  noticeable  in  any  of  them  t  tbey  were  totally 
obscure.  But  on  entering  the  luminous  room  a  marked 
change  was  perceptible.  The  light  in  it  wae  not  full^ 
hut  sufficiently  so  beneath  them  to  distinguish  ItSTarioos 
articles  of  furniture,  which  were  common  and  scanty 
enough.  What  struck  them  most  vras  the  uniform  diffu- 
sion of  the  light ;  it  waa  as  Btrmng  widn-  the  t»ble  aa  on> 
the  table,  so  that  no  single  olyset  prc^ted  any  chadew 
on  the  ftoor,  nor  did  they  themselves  project  any  shadow.

The  only  other  occasion  on  which  I  came  directly  and 
nenK>natly  under  ffbostljr  in^uences^  or  whnt  appeared  to 
oc  such,  was  the  following : —

It  contaiBa  the  ChristiEin  nod  aur- 
names  of  about  7j<')ClO  soldiers,  ranged  under  the  hcnild  of 
their  iereral  Iftadera,  with  the  titles  of  houour  of  tboM

Mr.  Richard  Sims,  in  his  Manual  for  the  Qeru- 
ahgiit^  Topotryapher,  <^c.,  in  which  he  has  dra^^Ti 
hirj^ely  from  the  Origines  Gerualogiea^  follows, 
almost  imragraph  for  paragraph,  Grimaldi^a  section 
on  '*  Record/?  of  Soldiers,"  until  he  cornea  to  the 
paiuffraph  that  I  hare  quoted  above.

EARLY  CRITICISMS  OX  BULWEE. 
(4*^  S.  3d.  730 

Reference  biis  been  made  to  the  unfiivoumble 
chanicter  of  the  criticisms,  eapecially  in  the  earlier 
muiibers  of  Frujitrs  Maga^iif^  on  tne  genius  and 
personality  of  this  great  man,  so  lately  removed  from 
among  ms.  Bitterly  depreciatory^  when  tr»ktiiig 
of  the  former^ — insolently  contemptuous  ti«  referring 
to  the  ktter — their  motive  cause  was  of  three- 
fold Eatiire.  First,  there  was  the  liberalism  of 
Bulwer's  jKilitical  principles,  as  opposed  to  the 
toryi&m  of  Blathwood  and  Fraf^tr;  next,  his 
antiigoniHiii  aa  editor  of  a  rival  "  monthly  " ;  and 
lajstly,  certam  other  circumstances  affecting  the 
more  private  feelings  of  Maginn  himself*  Frcrm 
whatever  cause  arising,  there  is  as  little  doubt  thA 
they  were  severely  felt,  at  the  time,  by  their  object, 
m  that  tbey  were  rcmemberecl  by  him  to  the  last 
hour  of  bis  life.  They  form,  indeed,  in  ^rreat  narl, 
the  subject  of  a  letter,  addressed  by  I  m 

to  myself,  a  few  days  before  Ms  hum;  i  fiu 
Here,  in  idlusion  to  this  early  j>eriod  of  iiia  litemfj

**  Here  the  uproar  became  very  great,  and  tlie  grotesque 
eccentricities  of  several  of  the  gentlemen  present,  though 
very  creditable  to  their  ingenuity,  were  more  diverting 
than  decorous.  As  a  specimen  of  what  took  place,  we 
m&y  notice  the  actions  of  Mr.  Bulwer,  who,  elated  with 
the  praise  bestowed  upon  an  elegant  gilt  chain  which  he 
wore  round  his  neck,  and  affected,  perhaps,  bv  the  co- 
pious draughts  of  ruoe  port  that  h<^  had  uubibed,  gave 
way  to  the  fermentation  of  his  feelings  by  mounting  ^e 
centre  table,  where  he  danced  for  a  quarter  of  an  hoar  lo 
tbe  tune  of  '  Mitggie  Lander/  played  on  the  bagpipes, 
and,  moreover,  to  the  amusement  of  tbe  whole  oompany, 
pulling  bem^,  be  taid,  hi.^  business.  During  the  PylboDic 
excitement  that  be  endured,  he  had  the  misfortone  to 
break  several  decanters,  and  a  few  glaasea.  Hereupon 
Cuff  presented  himself  behind  the  M.F/a  ohair,  and 
when  lie  had  resumed  his  seat,  handed  him  an  account 
of  the  dantcvge  caused  by  tbe  eothuBtaem  of  his  capering. 
ListoD  Bulwer  could  not  deny  that  he  had  broken  the 
gloss,  but  lie  carefully  examined  every  item  of  the  ao> 
count,  and  after  hn^ffling  about  the  price  of  each  article, 
reluctonlly  owned  that  he  hcid  not  a  sovereign  in  his 
pocket.  Cuff  said  that  it  was  bin  rule  never  to  gire  credit 
to  any  litenu'y  gentleman ;  and  he  was  about  to  give 
Bulwer  In  charge  to  a  policeman,  to  be  conveyed  to 
Covent  Oiirden  watch-house,  when  the  heart  of  Colbum 
relented.  He  bethought  himself  that  it  was  near  the 
end  of  the  month,  when  the  aervice*  of  his  flunkies  are 
the  moat  valuable ;  so  he  Toliantly  took  from  his  pocket- 
book  a  bill  stump,  and  drew  a  bill  at  six  months'  date  in 
favour  of  Mr.  Cuff,  to  pay  for  the  miacbief  done  by  Bul- 
wer. After  much  consideration,  the  bill  being  for  the 
swn  of  a.  10*.  7d.,  Cuff  was  induced  to  take  it  on  Col- 
bum's  credit,  and  Bulwer  was  released.** 

So  much  for  Rkgina, — who  was  not,  however, 
alone  in  the  virulence  and  vtdgarity  of  her  abuse. 
If  we  turn  to  the  rival  Ebon  if, ^associated  with 
the  latter  triumphs  of  the  great  novelist^  and  owing 
monthly  adornment  to  his  magic  pen  to  the  very  close 
of  hialife, — we  find  occasional  traces  of  scurrility  not 
less  tnicident  and  personal.  In  a  review  of  TJu 
Five  Ni^hU  of  St.  Aiban^^  and  "fiu^hionable  novela" 
genemlly,  the  following  pafisage  occurs  :■ — 

**  If  we  were  called  upon  to  point  out  tbe  most  dis- 
gusting abomination  to  be  found  in  the  whole  range  of 
contemporary  literature,  we  have  no  hesitation  in  saying 
we  should  feel  it  our  duty  to  by  our  finger  ou  the  Bofing- 
broke-Balftom  of  that  last  and  worst  of  an  msufferable 
charlatan's  productions,  —  Dtvtrtux**  —  Blachxwid^i 
Ma^aziHi,  Oct.  18i9,  p,  562. 

These,  which  of  course  might  be  easily  multiplied, 
are  specimens  of  literary  amenities.      They  are, 
moreover,   of  peculiarly    British    type ;   and    awt 
hardly  t-o  be  paralleled  \iv  v\ife  tJMMiXa  til  V«<&vi^ 
cnticism.

ViLLiKRs  OP  Brookesby  (4**^  S.  xl  155,  220.) 
— The  answers  to  C.  W.'e  query  supply  a  curious 
iiloatration  of  the  current  notion  of  the  object  of 
genealogical  ijueries.  One  would  hnre  thought 
that  no  one  could  suppose  that  O.  W,  or  anyone 
el»e  would  write  to  "  W.  &  Q."  about  the  pedigree 
of  Villiers,  without  having  first  exhausted  the 
ordinary  sourcea  of  information.  We  niay  be  sure 
that  C.  W.  referred  to  Brookesby  in  Nichols,  and 
to  the  hi^ories  of  Villierd  in  the"  Peerages,  before 
complaining  that  there  was  no  c<«mplete  pedigree  in 
print. 

My  knowledge  of  the  family  of  Villier*  h  very 
alight,  but^  so  fiiras  it  goea,  it  ia  derived  from  wills 
and  authentic  records.  The  pedigree  of  the 
Laronets  in  Nichols  is  so  imperfect  and  inaccurate, 
i\s  to  be  of  little  use ;  and  the  pedigree  quoted  from 
Edmondson  in  **N.  &  Q."  contains  more  blunders 
than  names  in  it     It  is  certain  — 

1.  That  Anne,  the  Ist  wife  of  Sir  William 
Villiers,  and  the  only  one  of  his  wives  named 
Anne,  was  the  daughter  of  Sir  Edward  GriiRn  of 
Dingier,  and  not  of  Lord  Say  and  Sele. 

2.  That  his  second  wife,  who  was  the  daughter 
of  Richard  Lord  Say  and  Selc,  was  named  Eliia- 
beth,  and  not  Anne. 

3.  That  his  son  and  heir,  Sir  George  Villiers, 
wan  not  the  son,  either  of  Anne,  or  of  the  daurrhter 
of  Lord  Say  and  Selc,  but  of  Sir  Williaurs  third 
wife,  Rebecca  Roper, 

4.  That  Sir  QeorgQ  was  not  "  an  only  child  "  for 
he  had  four  aisters  of  the  whole  blood,  and  two  of 
tlie  half  blood,  of  whom  at  least  five  married  and 
had  issue. 

5.  That  the  wife  of  Sir  George,  who  was  the 
daughter  of  Sir  John  Bj'nham  (not  Denham)  was 
named  Margaret,  and  not  Penelope,  and  was 
btuied  at  Godeby,  ard  Oct.  1660.

covering  the  iiurface  of  a  large  glacier,  will  at  once 
imrlerstiind  bow  the  ^^rantic  tjhiciers  of  Sc^ndi- 
naviii,  which  we  know  floated  vast  numbers  of 
boulders  to  our  Eastern  shores,  should  n\m  have 
conveyed  thither  the  seeds  of  the  now  extinct 
.species  of  pine  which  protluces  amber.  That  the 
Lnfiifc  Hour  mentions  the  fact  of  a  piece  «>f 
amber  (rough  f)  having  been  found  in  the  gravel  of 
Hyde  Park,  seems  to  indicate  the  rsirity  of  inch 
findingsi  in  Bouthem  England.  Now  fully  ad- 
mitting that,  in  saying  that  "amber  is  nowhere 
found  save  on  the  shore!*  of  the  Baltic,'*  I  eri-ed,! 
Btill  I  am  satisfied  that  the  southern  shores  of  the* 
Baltic  were  the  rich  mine  whence  the  Greeks 
five  centuries  B.a,  and  the  Romans  duriuf^  thn

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large  supplied  of  the  article,  bduding  pieces  of 
four  and  a  half  pound«i  EBglisb  in  wei^lit.

There  is 
a  woodcut  of  the  six  days  of  creation  opposite  the 
first  chapter  of  Genes ia.  Folio  3<J4  is  numbered 
^J3,  and  there  are  stmihir  errors  in  the  Bignatures. 
The  type  is  Gothic,  but  very  plain.  The  other 
Bible  is  ol)out  the  aame  size,  and  printed  very 
similarly,  the  register  running  also  in  four  and  four 
blanks,  and  there  being  fifty -eight  line^  t^^  a  colunm* 
Thiehnan  Kerver's  device  is  on  the  title^  but  no 
date.  The  .same  device  i^  on  the  verso  of  the  last 
leaf  with  the  colophon :  *^  Pariaiia.  Ex  edibua 
yolude  bonhome  vidue  spectabili^  viri  Thielmanni 
Keruen  1634."  This  date  is  in  Arabic  nume- 
rala.  At  the  end  of  the  Apocalypse,  which  is 
followed  on  the  next  leaf  by  the  Interpretations  as 
usual,  there  is  another  colophon,  which  a<lds  to  the 
above  quoted  words,  the  name  and  adtlreas  of 
Madame  Kerver's  shop  :  **  Sub  signo  vnicornia  in 
vico  Sancti  Jacobi  ubi  et  venundatur.

Ahiu  BoUyn.  By  WUlium  Hcpworth  Dixon.  VoIb*  L 
and  11.  (llurat  k  Blackett) 
1m  these  Tolumes  we  hjiTe  a  brillinnt  iBstalment  towards 
a  complete  history,  the  brilliancy  of  which  is  &ft«D  dimme-d 
by  dark  Bhiduwa,'  and  its  joys  and  glonotuiieBH  marred  by 
deep  m\B  and  deeper  iorrows.  Mr.  Dixou  tells  the  atory 
of  Catherine  down  to  her  coronation  ;  but  there  is  a  long 
historical  prologue  to  this  moving  itory^  and  in  this  pro^ 
logue  the  uuthot*  take*  an  elaborate  view  of  the  coadition 
of  England  from  the  time  of  the  expulsion  of  t he  Kngliih 
from  all  the  aoil  of  France  mve  the  Marches  of  Calais. 
He  shows  how  our  power  and  prestige  had  fallen  after 
that  e^ent,  and  draws  a  picturesque  and  painful  con- 
trast between  the  high  pesition  of  EnglaiKl  under 
Henry  V.^  and  it»  mean  state  under  Henry  VII. 
Moflt  readers  ore  aware  of  the  neatness  of  the  inHueDce 
of  Spain  in  Errgland  danng  llie  reign  of  the  last  named 
king,  but  Mr.  Ciiou  demonntratea  that  I  he  influence  was 
eren  greater  than  ordinary  historical  studentg  could  hav« 
hitherto  suppected.  Tlie  condition  and  the  ohjecta  of 
Spain  occupy  some  of  the  most  aparkling  pages  of  the 
pre limi nary  chapters :  and  in  these  we  see  the  Frieods  of 
Light  succumbing,  yet  not  altogether  fruit! esaly^hencath 
the  power  of  the  great  enemiea  of  Light  and  Truth.  The 
mdictment  of  tlio  Church  of  Rome  with  respect  to  Ita 
guilt  in  these  mutters  is  not  only  carefully  drawn  up,  but 
supported  by  crtifhing  testimony.  It  is  pleasant  to  read, 
howcTer,  of  the  true  English  apirit  which  prevailed  among 
our  ancestors  when  Rome  would  have  made  of  our  kings 
the  humble  lackeys  of  the  Pope,  These  anceat<irs  were 
Tory  good  Romanists,  but^  before  and  above  that,  they  ' 
were  Englishmen.  Between  the  Fopo  and  the  King  of 
6p*in  poor  England,  nevertheless,  had  a  sorry  time  of  it. 
That  monarch's  policy  soared  high  and  stooped  low. 
When  he  whom  all  Scotland  believed  to  be  King  Edward's 
son,  but  whum  others  called  Pe rk in  Warheck,  was  obliged 
to  leave  that  country,  *'  it  was  Ferrumdo'a  breath  that 
drove  biro  out."  When  the  boy  Earl  of  Wwrwick  wa* 
murdered  by  Henry's  order  on  the  scaffold,  "it  was  Fer* 
nniido'a  axt:  that  clove  his  neck-"  These  acts  and  some 
ulhcrs  lormerl  the  clearing  of  the  ground  for  Catherine's 
marriage  with  Henry's  son.  When  these  seta  have  been 
described,  Mr.  Dixon  comes,  towards  the  close  of  hia  first 
▼olumc.  fairly  to  the  history  of  the  first  of  his  two  Queens. 
The  volume  ends  with  the  pomp  and  glory  of  the  marriage 
cfa&tberine  and  A  Hhar,     '^yo  match  of  Engl  i »h  prince 


had  ever  seemed  more  pleasing  to  the  popular  heart ;  no 
marriage  rite  had  ever  been  conducted  with  a  higher 
pomp.  When  Deane  pronounced  a  bleisiog  on  the  bride 
and  groom,  the  prcat  cathedral  eecmed  to  sigh  vritli  ttw 
response— Amen  !  "  The  second  volume  teiminatcs  wi"^ 
a  wedding  in  private  of  the  same  bride  with  her  first  hi 
band's  brother,  and  with  the  magnificent  crownf 
which  followed.  All  between  these  two  events  is  brillii 
and  base.  The  highest  porsonajies  stoop  to  the  moif>t  _ 
graceful  acts;  the  holiest  individuols  lie  like  horse- 
conpers  at  a  fair ;  intrigue,  dissimulation,  disbOTiesty 
abound.  Henry  VIII.  himself,  though  not  spotless,  has, 
so  to  sneak,  the  most  wholesome  atmosphere  about  hini, 
and  when  he  marries  his  brother's  widow,  we  cannot 
help  wishing  him  well.  For  the  consequences  which 
followed,  no  man  was  fully  prepared.  They  will  form 
the  subject  of  Mr.  Dixon's  future  volumes;  and  if  he 
accompiishea  his  task  with  the  pains  and  industry  which 
mark  every  page  of  those  now  oefore  us,  the  public  will 
aeknowledige  his  *' Queens'*  as  the  most  successful  pf 
ail  his  labours.

BONDMEN  IN  ENGLAND  IN  1575  A.D. 

In  my  essay  on  "  Bondrtian,  f/u-  Name  and  the 
ClftMy  with  reference  to  the  Btillad  of  *John  de 
Reeve/  "  in  the  Perctj  Fulio  BalM^i  and  Romano^'j 
vol.  ii»  p.  xxxiii-lxii,  I  traced  the  hiator)'  of  the 
pa-ss!ige  of  the  free  htwfff,  or  pcjisant — the  Saxon 
Ci'orl,  or  tnUihiffj  with  a  Baruyli  name — into  the 
serfr  or  ser\'ile  bondmati^  whose  land  and  goods 
were  his  master  j*,  who  pav-iiit  with  the  land  like  a 
tree,  or  a  stone  ;  and  I  gave  a  series  of  extracts  on 
the  condition  of  the  bondman,  concluding  with 
Fitzherbcrt'i^  deeiamtion  about  ir>2u  a.o.,  Uiat^ 

*'  In  some  places  the  hondc  men  continue  as  yet/  tbe 
whichc  me  semetb  is  tbe  grctteat  incoimenjent  that  nowe 
is  suffred  by  the  Itiwe,  tliat  is,  to  have  any  christen  man 
lioivdcn  to  another/  and  to  haye  tho  rule  of  his  httdyi 
Iftndes  and  goodet'  that  his  wifC|  chyldreu,  and  aoruauntca 
have  Inboured  for  all  their  lyfe  tymo  to  be  so  taken  lykc 
as  and  it  were  eiiorcion  or  bribery." 

An  able  reviewer  of  my  esisay  in  the  f^pcdaior 
thought  I  had  made  too  much  of  the  grievance  of 
bondage,  inid  said —

by  gmnttng  nmnuTulssioTis  on  easy  terras.  Accordingly* 
tiQ  rebellion  of  the  sixteenth  century  has  any  measure  of 
enfranchisemeat  as  its  object." 

.Since  then  I  lukve  printed  in  my  BaUad«  from* 
3f,s'N,,  i,  11-14,  the  princii>ul  docimients  in  a  suit 
by  the  DucheHi  of  Buckingham  in  l.*):27  a.d.,  in 
which  she*  obliged  two  of  her  late  hiihlmnd^s  btmd- 
men  to  perform  their  old  sei^ices^  and  pay  her 
iiosis  of  suit,  I  have  also  shown  (Ik,  p»  l'>n),  in 
aiiMwer  tf>  my  reviewer,  tluU  Kett's  rebels  in  Nor- 
folk^  in  I54J,  did  demand  that  all  men  should  be 
''r^o,*  th  it  ha,  that  bonda;^c,  or  s^'rfdomi  .should 
!ie  aholislied  in  England.  And  I  wish  now,  in  an- 
swer to  my  reviewer*?  first  statement  above,  t^  call 
attention  to  the  number  of  bondmen  on  the  estates 
of  Glaatonbiiry  Abbey,  on  the  attainder  of  its 
abht^t,  Whiting,  inHenr}^  VIII. '=«  rvigM»?  1538  A,D, 
The  extant  certificate  of  Henrys  surveyors  of 
^h'i  [tOAnemom  of  this  abbey  is  the  only  full  and 
complete  one  that  I  have  been  able  to  find  among 
rdl  the  Montwtery  Surveys.  The  MS.  is  in  tht<

dependyng  both  Bodye  and  Goodes  upon  the 
Kmjw  pleasure,"  1 ;  p.  355,  Bondemen,  1 ;  p.  356, 
Bondemen,  17;  p.  357,  "Bondemen,  beyng  in 
Mervytudo  both  of  Bodye  and  goodes,  at  the 
Kings  pleasure,"  7 ;  p.  358,  Bondmen,  11 ;  p.  3(51, 
"certaine  servyle  and  bonde  i)er8ons  at  the 
Kinges  pleasure  in  Bodye  and  Goodes,  to  the 
nombre  of"  118;  p.  370,  Bondmen,  9;  p.  372,

The  astounding  result  Ls,  that  in  proi>ortion  to 
the  able  freemen  remly  to  serve  the  King,  on  the 
abbey  manors  and  land,  the  bondmen  are  as 
1  to  5-31 ;  305  bondmen  to  1,621  able  fi-eemen ! 
No  more  striking  comment  on  my  reviewers 
doctrine,  that  monasteries  largely  freed  their  bond- 
men on  easy  tenns,  can  well  be  imagined. 

Now,  what  I  want  to  find  out  is,  does  this  pro- 
portion represent  the  general  state  of  things  at  the 
time  of  the  Reformation,  or  anything  like  the 
general  state  /  If  it  does,  we  must  alter  our 
notions  considerably  about  society  in  those  days. 
If  it  does  not,  why  doesn't  it  ?  Is  the  fact  as 
Mr.  Riley  puts  it  to  me,  that  the  monasteries  were 
very  generous  in  getting  other  i>eople  to  free  their 
l)ondmen,  but  held  very  fast  to  their  own  ?  Is  it 
thiit  lay  landlords  found  it  jxiy  better  to  manumit 
their  bondmen,  aUow  some  to  go  into  towns  and 
turn  artizans,  and  then  let  their  land  to  new  free 
tenants,  or  the  old  free  bondmen  / 

I  do  wish  that  some  of  tlie  good  workers  for 
"N.  &  Q."  would  give  up  small  literar}-^  points  for 
a  while,  and  turn  to  the  great  social  problems  of 
Early  and  Middle  Engknd,  which  historians  (so- 
called)  shirk,  because  they  involve  so  nmch  work, 
sad  vire  so  little  chance  for  fine  ift-riting  and 
bubble-blowing.    Engaged,  as  I  am,  otberwiae, 


time  fails  me  for  these  social  questions  |  but  there 
must  be  many  "  N.  &  Q."  men  who  could  make 
the  journal  a  great  storehouse  of  &cts  for  the 
History  of  the  Foor  that  a  new  Eden  must  some 
day  give  us.  The  county  histoiy  and  the  Beootd 
Office  men  I  specially  appeal  to  for  help. 

I  have  searent  in  vain  through  the  five  volumes 
of  Paper  Surveys  Of  Monasteries  in  the  Recoid 
Office,  and  the  incomplete  copy  of  Dugdale  that 
was  in  the  Search  Room,  for  any  such  rail  survey 
as  that  of  Glastonbury  Abbey,  whidi  that  blessed 
old  Heame  printed.  Most  of  the  surveys  are 
quite  short,  and  none  mention  bondmen,  though 
other  monasteries  surely  must  have  had  them. 
Not  a  tenth  of  the  Surveys,  I  suppose,  is  in  the 
Record  Office  now.  Where  are  the  others  ?  Who 
will  search  the  Ministers'  yearly  accounts  for 
entries  i\h  to  bondmen  ?    But  I  nuist  pass  on. 

In  the  Patent  Roll  of  the  seventeenth  year  of 
Queen  Elizabeth,  part  2,  membrane  39,  is  a  mnt 
which  fau'ly  astonisht  me.    It  is  dated  at  Gorham- 
bur}',  on  the  30th  of  June,  1575,  when  Shakspere 
was  between  eleven  and  twelve,  and  recites  fi«t 
former    Letters    Patent  of    the    17th    Jannaiy, 
1574-5,    at    Westminster,    whereby    the    Queen 
granted  to  Sir  Henry  Lee,  knight,  as  a  reward  for 
his  services,  all  the  fines  or  compositions  that  he 
could  get  out  of  any  2(K)  of  her  bondmen  and 
bondwomen  he  could  find  (not  counting  wives  and 
children),  for  the  manumission  of  themselves,  theix 
families,  and  lands.     The   new  Letters  Patent* 
then  go  on  to  make  Sir  Henry  Lea  a  further  grfeoit 
of  the  fines,  &c.,  from  100  more  of  the  Qvlwo^} 
bondmen    and    bondwomen,    exclusive    of  tkeis 
families,  as  before.     And  all  Sir  Henry  has  to  J>^ 
for  this  is  26«.  (I  think).     If  any  of  these  poor  £c>1» 
refuse  to  pay  or  compound  for 'their  freedom,  ^^ 
Henry  is  empowered  to  seize  their  lands,  &c,     •• 
his  own,  and  turn  them  out  of  it.     The  Pat-^^^ 
then  recites  that,  whereas  many  bondmen  h*^''''* 
conveyed  or  given  away  their  lands,  to  the  Que^^* 
damage  and  loss,  &c.,  she  empowers  Sir  He*:^^ 
Lea  to  find  out  all  such  cases  as  he  can  ;  and  -C^he 
Queen  then  grants  him,  as  his  own,  the  lands      ?^ 
sold  or  given  away,  in  whosesoever  hands  it      ^ 
with  full  powers  to  recover  it,  and  to  get  a  regr^*'"* 
of  it  from  the  Exchequer,  &c 

Has  any  reader  ever  realized  this  kind  of  thi^ 
as  a  feature  of  Sliakspere's  Enghind  ?  WeU,  ^J 
Henry  Lea  evidently  set  to  work  to  see  what  he  oo«*^ 
screw  out  of  the  300  bondmen,  as  we  find  from  t^ 
siKicial  inquisitions,  which  Mr.  Bond  has  lat^^? 
aitaloguod,  and  which  he  kindly  showed  me.  ^ 
t.ike  one  from  Norfolk,  in  18  Elizabeth.  No.  165*

Thei-e  nre  only  two  signatures  of  jiuymen,  the 
re.st  luiike  marks,  three  with  initials  to  them, 
(The  reiuier  will  notice  how  in  No.  10  one  bond- 
man-brotlier  in  a  priest,  while  the  other  brother 
continues  a  peasant,  thus  iUiistrntlng  both  Wil- 
liam«  old  complaint,  in  hia  VUion,  about  bond- 
men's bairns  being  priests  nnd  bis.hoj>3,  and 
t'haiicef  a  Parson  lieing  the  Ploughman's  brotlier.) 

Now  we  knrnv  that  the  Act  for  the  abolition 
of  bondat^e  was  not  jiasst  till  Charles  II.'s  time, 
Alexander  C'raij^  mid  in  160.9^  in  his  Podical 
Rcvreatimt^y  p.  4j  '*  the  goodes  and  children  of 
the  bonrlinan  belong:  to  the  master'';  and  Mr. 
E.  Smirke  has  cited  in  1  '*N*  ^^  Q.,"  L  139,  fmm 
Norden'a  Surreij  of  certain  Crown  Manors,  the 
niinie^'i  of  thR*e  Goringe^,  Thomas,  William,  and 
John,  returned  by  a  jiiiy  then  us  bondmen  ;  but  I 
think  the  ji:nint,by  Queen  Eli/^roeth  in  1575,  that  I 
have  cited,  will  help  to  open  men's  eyes  a  little  to 
the  blessiiigH  of  those  good  *>ld  times,  to  which 
some  folk,  Ibnd  of  hisUjrical  ]>eT'ispective,  look  back 
with  such  longiiic^  and  sjiti-sfaction.  The^e  Letters 
Patent  and  the  Intpiisitions  also  maj  lead  \in  to 
infer  of  how  little  worth  Sir  Thomas  Smith's  state- 
ment isji,  that  there  were  no  bondmen  in  Eughind 
when  he  wrote  his  Ik  Eemddkd  Anglorum  in 
15 S3.  This  book  Inis  a  high  chanicter,  but  Prot 
Brewer  telk  me  he  lias  always  donbtetl  it-a  value. 
Both  the  Letters  Patent  of  the  17th  of  January, 
and  the  liOth  of  June,  1575,  are  being  cojjie<i  for 
me,  and  I  shall  take  the  first  opprtunity  that 
offers  of  printing  them  at  length,  with  another  of 
the  Special  Inrpjiaitions  that  must  have  been  held 
in  pursuance  of  them^  in  a  Text  of  one  of  my 
Societies.

Ketil  higbt  n  man^  who  vras  called  also,  from 
his  Toic«,  RuniLle  ;  he  dwelt  in  Snowwlipdnle,  ut 
Houseateads.  Atli  hight  a  man,  who  waa  brother 
of  Ketil  ;  he  was  called  Atli  isT^uts.  These  two 
owned  a  f;inii  together,  find  were  luickle  men  of 
wealth :  they  voyaged  from  time  to  time  to  other 
knda  with  chipping  goods,  and  got  thein<>ches 
^^reat  Hture  of  riclie^.  They  were  sons  of  Thidrantli. 
One  spring  Ketil  got  bis  ship  ready  iii  Re>lLa 
firth,  for  there  it  waa  hiid  up ;  and  afterwards  they 
adled  out  to  nea.  They  were  long  out,  antl  towiirds 
autuma  made  Konunga  hull,  or  KingHton^and  laid 
np  their  whip  thei-e:  and  by*and-hye  he  bought 
himself  a  hoi*3t%  and  rode  estst  tn  YamtiilandT  with 
other  eleven,  to  a  man,  who  bight  Vetborm.  He 
Wii3  a  luickle  headman,  and  there  was  good  friend- 
ship between  him  and  Ketil.  Vetborm  was  Hon  of 
Ronald  the  mju  of  Ketil  of  Riumiariki.  Vetborm 
had  three  brothers  — one  bi^bt  (4nii^  another 
(tutboriii,  and  the  third  Ornnir.  All  tbese  brothers 
were  mighty  warrior j?,  and  In  winters  were  with 
V^ethonii,  but  in  aummers  in  i-oving.  Ketil  was 
there  about  winter  with  hia  men.  With  Vethorm 
were  two  women  unknown :  one  of  them  did 
all  the  work  there  was  to  do ;  the  other  sat 
a-sewing,  mid  she  was  the  elder.  The  younger  one 
wixjught  altogether  well,  but  got  no  thanks  for  it. 
Bhe  was  oft^n  a-greeting,  Un  that  Ketil  pondered. 
There  came  a  day  when  Ketil  luid  been  tliere  a 
little  while,  that  tliis  woman  went  to  the  Btream 
with  clothes  and  washed,  and  afterwartl.s  f^he 
w fished  her  boa<l,  stnd  it  was  well  found  hi  hair, 
,  and  fair  to  look  on,  and  comely  enough.  Ketil 
[•took  knowledge  where  .^he  wai^,  and  went  thither 
and  spoke  to  her,  '*  \Vhi\i  woman  art  thou  I"  said 
he,  **  I  am  cjilled  Arneith,"  said  she.  "  Wiat  is 
thy  kin  ?"  mid  Ketil  She  answered,  '^  I  ettle  that 
r  is  no  business  of  thine.'*  Ketil  asked  again 
^  anxioualy,  and  begged  her  to  tell  him.  Then  she 
said,  with  tears,  *^Osborn  hight  my  father,  and 
he  had  the  name  of  Skerrjblaze  (a  rock  near 
Lindesness) ;  he  ruled  over  the  Southern  Isles  (nr 
Hebrides),  and  was  Yarl  there  on  the  fall  *>f 
Tiyggvj.  Afterwartis  Vethonn  went  a  harrying 
rthither  with  all  hii^  l>rethren  nnd  eight  ships  :  they 
came  at  night  to  my  fathers  dwelling,  and  burnt 
him  in  it,  and  all  the  churlfolk  :  bat  the  women 
went  out ;  and  afterwards  tkey  fiitted  hither  nie 
and  my  mother,  whowe  name  is  BigriHi,  and  they 
iold  all  the  other  women  as  slaves.  Gothomi  now 
is  the  headman  of  those  ishinds,'*  HereuiJon  the 
Ui\k  ended,  and  they  went  their  w.ivs.  Another 
day  Ketil  talked^  wfth  Yethonn,  **  Wdt  thon  stdl 
me  Ameith  r'  Vethorm  answered,  "Thou  shalt 
take  her  for  a  half  hundred  of  silver,  for  the  sake  of 
our  friendship."  Then  Ketil  offered  money  for  her 
keep,  "That  thereby  .^he  j^liall  not  wort/'  But 
Vethorm  said  he  would  find  her  in  food  and  her 
other  needs.    TImt  summer  mme  home  Vethonu^s 


brethren.  Grim  and  Ormar;  they  had  harried  in 
Sweden  thia  year.  Their  mercluint«hip  either  of 
them  owned,  and  they  wei*e  hiden  with  good^. 
They  stayed  the  winter  out  with  Vethonn.  And 
in  spring  these  brothers  made  ready  ■  to 

go  to  Island,  and  they  ettled  that  Ketii  -ul

back  to  the  ship.  Then  Ketil  l»ade  her  tJjt  to  her 
friemls  with  this  money;  hut  she  chose  to  follow 
liim.     Aften^ards  they  put  to  sea,  and  Ketil  < 


in  his  sliip  to  Reytha  firth,  and  laid  it  up;  and 
by-aud-bye  went  home  to  Housesteads.  He  I  hew 
l>f)ui:lit  liuifl  and  an  image  hou*»e,  or  temple  ;  and 
after  that  made  a  bridal  for  Arneith.  So  she  was 
a  vtry  great  hidy.

"  By  burning  in  one  yearc  threescore  pounds'  worth  of 
the  choicest  billet  thut  could  be  had,  not  only  in  all 
hid  roomesi,  but  in  the  kitchen  among  his  servants,  with- 
out any  regard  hal  to  cole,  whicli  usually  (to  gave 
charges)  Is  ixnnxt  in  kitchena  and  sometimes  also  in  par*

The  medal,  silver,  rather 
larger  than  a  shilling;  obverse,  a  commanding, 
richly-draped,  bearded  figure,  baptizing  a  smaller 
semi-nude  one  of  Negro  type,  in  the  backgr^^und  a 
chariot  with  two  horses  and  driver,  at  the  side  a 
tree,  over  the  figxires  "  Aus  Wasser  und  Geist"; 
reverse,  "  Gehet  bin  und  koheret  alio  Viilker,  und 
taufet  sie  in  Namen  des  Vaters  und  des  Sonnes 
und  des  Heiligen  Geistes  wer  da  glaubet  und 
getauft  wird  der  wird  selig  werden  wcr  aber  nicht 
gkubt  der  wird  vcrdampt  werden."  The  medal 
evidently  represents  the  baptism  of  the  Ethioinan 
by  St.  Philip.

I  pointe<i 
out  that  there  was  no  N.  F.  word  rp/ew,  though 
there  was  a  word  qnejis;  also  that  the  French 
derivatives  of  the  Latin  coiius  never  hiul  the  sense 
of  "  companion."  Mr.  Edmunds  replies,  "  Conne- 
table  is  clearly  Cames  Stahulij  the  companion  of 
the  king,  who  liad  charge  of  the  stables."  The 
fact  is  that  Comes  Stabuli  means  Count  (or  officer) 
of  the  Stable,  like  our  Master  of  the  Horse,  and 
conveys  no  idea  of  companionship  to  the  king. 
Lieutenants  of  the  most  distant  provinces  held  the 
title  of  Conway  which  tia  an  official  designation  no 
more  retained  it-s  prime  sense  of  "  companion"  than 
our  "mttrshal"  now  rettiins  its  prime  sense  of 
"groom  of  the  horse."  But,  if  Mr.  Edmunds 
doubts  my  Norman  French,  he  hud  l)ctter  consult 
the  highest  authority  extant,  M.  Littre,  in  whose 
great  work  both  the  fonu  and  meaning  of  tnums 
and  comte  arc  traced  from  century  to  century ;  he 
will  there  find  no  such  fonu  as  qitcn,  nor  any  such 
meaning  as  "  companion."  1  alw)  showed  that,  in 
identifying  with  this  N.  F.  word  our  (yMf<»/*,  he  had 
confounded  with  qnens  the  A.  S.  civm.  He  now 
asserts,  in  the  face  of  every  philologist  of  the 
slightest  repute,  tliat  "the  iJonnan  wonl"  queen 
has  no  connexion  with  the  A.  8.  cwen,  and  that 
"  the  Saxons  ha<i  neither  the  word  nor  the  dignity 
which  we  bestow  on  the  king's  wife."  I  always 
supi)ose<l  royiie  to  be  the  N.  F.  name  for  the  king's 
wife  ;  if  the  Noniians  intro<luced  (/»«v/t  as  well,  he 
will  of  course  accept  the  challenge  I  now  give  him, 
to  quote  one  instjince  of  its  occurrence  from  any 
N.  F.  writer.  He  cites  Thierrj''s  llistorif  of  the 
Xorman  Conqxust  to  the  effect  that  "  the  Normans 
introduced  the  wonl  qncen.''  He  omits  any  refer- 
ence, and,  after  two  hours'  hunting  for  this  ^wssage, 
I  abandon  the  search  in  despair.  If  Thierrj'  means 
what  Mr.  Edmi:xds  thinks,  so  nuich  (as  slwll  pre- 
sently be  shown)  the  worse  for  Tliierr^'.  But  I 
have  not  the  shadow  of  a  doubt  that  in  tlie  French 
of  Thierry  the  word  is  reine,  "  refjina/-  and  that 
Thierry  only  states  that  the  Saxons  did  not  allow 
to  the  king's  wife  either  the  dignity  or  name  of 
rcgina,  Mr.  Edmunds  also  argues  that  the  Saxons 
could  liave  had  no  word  corresponding  with  reghm^ 
because,  according  to  Asser's  Gesta  Alfrediy  they 
(for  "they"  read  "the  West  Saxons")  refused  "to 
recognize  the  king's  wife  as  regina."  His  logic  is 
quite  beyond  me ;  but,  if  he  liad  read  to  the  end 
of  themragraph  in  Asser,  he  would  have  seen  that 
the  West  Saxons  once  did  recognize  the  king's  wife 
as  rcjyino,  and,  if  he  hatl  read  another  page,  he  would 
have  knoi^Ti  why  they  ceased  to  do  so.  In  every 
part  of  England,  save  Wessex,  the  king's  wife  n'ds 
called  cicen ;  the  wives  of  the  kings  of  Wessex  once 
held  the  same  title,  but,  in  consequence  of  the 
frillies  of  Queen  Eadburh,  were  reduced  by  law  to 
^Ite  style  ofMkrfdige,  lady.    On  turning  to  Free- 


man's Old  English  History  for  confirmation.  I  find 
(p.  i)4)  the  following,  which  completely  corroboratefl 
my  fonner  note : — "  (hcen,  que^n,  is  akin  to  the 
Greek  yrioj,  and  at  first  simply  meant  troman,  as 
quc^n  is  still  used  in  Scotland.  Thence  it  comes 
to  mean  wife,  and  specially  the  king's  wife."  Mr. 
Freeman  adds  that,  if  he  rightly  remembers,  the 
title  cicen  is  in  the  reign  of  ^thelred  occasionally 
given  to  the  wife  even  of  the  West  Saxon  king. 
But  Mr.  Edmunds  asserts  that,  the  only  passages 
of  the  Anglo-Sojron  Chronich  in  which  cictn  is 
applied  to  the  king's  wife  were  written  after  the 
Conquest.  Well,  I  look  to  the  text  of  the  Corpus 
MS.,  of  which  the  portion  previous  to  a.d.  892  is 
allowed  to  have  been  written  before  A.D.  9CK>.  I 
am  there  told,  under  the  year  722,  that  "  ^thel- 
burg  cuen"  destroyed  Taunton ;  under  737,  that 
"  Frithogith  cuen"  (and  queen  of  Wc*sex  too) 
went  to  Kome;  under  888,  that  " -.Ethelswith 
cuen,"  Alfred's  sister,  died ;  let  mo  add  that  the 
Chronicle  up  to  801  is  supposed  on  good  grounds 
(see  Thorpe's  Preface  in  the  Master  of  the  Rolls' 
series)  to  Iwive  been  compiled  by,  or  under  the 
direction  of,  Alfred  himselr.  UnJer  the  years  836, 
855,  the  king's  wife  is  also  called  his  c\un,  Mr. 
Edmunds  says  he  knows  "  no  other  Saxon  writer 
who  applies  cwen  as  a  title  of  honour."  Let  me 
tell  him  that  King  Alfred,  in  his  translations  oi 
Orosius  and  Bede,  invariably  renders  regina  by 
c\rcn,  whether  a  foreign  or  English  queen  is  in- 
tendeil ;  and  that  the  Lindisfame  and  Rushworth 
versions  of  the  Gospels  (both  tenth  century,  but 
distinct)  tnmslate  regina  (they  are  rendered  from 
the  Latin)  by  cxccn  in  Matt.  xii.  42,and  Luke  xi.  31. 
If  he  desires  more  proof,  I  will  give  it ;  at  present 
I  will  only  call  his  attention  to  his  own  Names  oj 
Flace^i  (p.  270,  revised  edition,  1872),  where,  thougli 
already  confusing  cwen  and  qmns,  he  states  that 
"Queen"  is  "  E.  Old  English,  commonly  known  as 
Anglo-Saxon,"  which  he  distinguishes  from  "N.  F., 
Nor.  Fr.,"  giving,  moreover,  among  his  exam- 
ples, "  Quen-don  (Ess.),  the  (lueen  s  hul ;  Quin-ton 
(Glouc),  the  queen's  town ;"  both  of  which  places 
held  these  names  before  the  Conquest  So  much 
for  his  consist<jncy. 

With  regard  to  the  latter  part  of  the  name 
Quinci,  I  observed  that  "  ey,  water  or  pool,"  was 
neither  Anglo-Saxon  nor  Norman  French,  and  I 
called  for  a  citation  firom  a  single  author.  He  re- 
plies that  "  the  word  ey  needs  no  *  citation  from  a 
single  author,'  being  a  word  of  the  living  speech  of 
the  people,"  and  proceeds  to  show  that  it  means — 
"  water"  ?  no— "pool"  I  no— but  "island" !  AVhat 
I  denied,  and,  repeating  my  challenge,  still  deny, 
is  that  it  ever  meant  "  water  "  or  "pool."  Finally, 
in  the  course  of  some  wholly  superfluous  instnic- 
tion  respecting  cy,  an  "  island,"  he  tells  me  that  ait 
is  contracted  from  eyet  or  tyot^  "  little  island."  I 
do  not  dispute  it ;  but  at  j>.  162  of  his  Names  of 
.  Places  I  find  "  Ait.  N.  (Norse)  ttcim  aUk^  a  tongne 
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of  lattd,    Ex. :  M^ny  islivmls  in  fche  River  Thftmes."

I  tan  ♦>nly  eonjecturc  her  to  have  been  a 
ilaiighter  of  Simon  de  St.  Liz,  brother  of  Simon, 
the  ?MH:ond  carl,  and  who  had  lands  at  Conington, 
Co,  Huntji,  the  head  of  the  Coniogton  line,  an- 
re^tor^^  of  the  Eiirls  of  Denbigh,  who  nrc  Barons  St, 
Liz  in  cum m**nionition  of  the  d&^cent.

The  notes  of  Dr»  Joseph  Robeiiv^on,  lo  whidi 
reference  is  miwle  by  A.  L.,  are  confirmed  by 
original  charters  of  Saher,  E:irl  of  Winton,  his 
wife,  Margaret,  and  his  son,  Roger,  preserved 
among  the  mtmiinent-s  of  Magdalen  College,  O.vford, 
In  these,  Unii>elie  is  mentioned  as  Saher s  mother, 
and  Roger  de  St.  Andrew  and  Seher  de  St.  An- 
drew as  his  nephews;  liLs  first-born  mn,  Eohcitj 
and  his  wife  are  sjtid  tt>  have  been  burled  in  the 
chapel  of  the  Hospit*il  at  Brackley,  Northampton- 
shire, or,  at  lea^t,  their  hearts  were  there  interred 
befoi-e  the  high  altar ;  and  a  thii^l  r^on,  John,  is 
mentioned,  ils  well  as  a  daughter,  LoretU  or  Lora, 
who  was  inm^-ied  to  William  de  Valoignes. 

The  seals  attached  to  these  deeds  are,  many  of 
Iheiii,  very  fine.  They  afford  a  correction  of  a 
statement  made  by  Mr.  J.  G.  Nichols  in  his  piper 
on  the  seals  of  the  Earls  of  Winton,  in  the  Archa:'- 
ologiail  Institute's  Winchester  volume,  to  the 
effect  that  Earl  Roger,  in  as.suming  a  coat  of  seven 
ma.scles,  entirely  abandoned  the  ftrms  of  his  father; 
for  Saher  is  here  found  using  not  only  a  shiehi 
with  a  fess,  and  a  hibei  of  seven  points,  but  also  a 
shield  with /our  itAscLEs  (with  the  motto,  "In 
tnas  nianus,  Donune,  oommendo  spiritual  meum"), 
and  the  same  counter-seal  as  his  uon,  of  a  knight 
fighting  w^ith  a  lion.  The  fonuer  seal  api>eara  to 
have  been  used  by  Saher  before  he  became  earl, 
and  by  the  latter  subsequently.  The  impressions 
of  the  beautiful  seal  of  the  Countess  Margtiret  are 
very  fine.  W,  D,  Macray. 

The  Orabelle,  Countess  of  Mar,  who,  according 
to  A.  L.,  was  the  mother  of  &ft^%t  4^&<^vw\^  tx^ 
pears  in  Douglivs'a  P«€ra       *  -    *     *       ^^^^ 
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of  Duncan,  eighth  Earl  of  Mar,  the  second  brother 
of  G.,  E:irl  of  Mar.  As,  however,  still  according  to 
Doii;j:las,  the  eighth  Earl  of  Mar  did  not  succeed 
until  iift<?r  1220,  and  as,  according  to  the  deed 
([uoted  by  A.  L.,  Orabella  had  died  before  1211),  it 
is  evident  that  she  must  have  been  married  to  one 
of  his  two  elder  brothers,  the  sixth  and  seventh 
Earls  of  Mar.  Again,  as  Seyer  de  Quincy  luul  a 
son,  Roger,  before  1219,  and  this  his  t-et^nd,  he 
cannot  by  any  possibility  have  been  born  before 
1191,  and  probably  was  considerably  older,  which 
would  lead  us  to  suppose  that  Orabile,  or  Ombella, 
was  married  to  Rorirt  de  Quinci  first,  and  to  the 
¥a\t\  of  Mar  (probably  the  sixth)  afterwartls,  which 
is  rendered  still  more  probable  by  her  estates  de- 
scending to  the  Do  Quincis,  and  not  to  the  ninth 
Earl  of  Mar,  as  would  have  been  the  case  if  she 
had  married  the  eighth  Earl  of  Mar,  as  Douglas 
states,  and  aft<;rwiirds  Robert  de  Quinci,  as  A.  L. 
supposes.  H.  L.  0. 

TuE  Order  of  the  Garter  (4*^  S.  xi.  237, 
284.) — Though  P.  A.  L.  has  not  miscalculated  my 
willingness  to  help  him,  I  fear  he  has  overrated  my 
ability.  But  I  can  help  him  to  one  fact,  at  any 
rate,  in  connexion  with  this  subject,  which  is, 
that  the  collars  were  exclianged  between  Edwanl  VI. 
and  Henri  II.  King  Edward  writes  in  his  diary 
(Cott.  MS.  Nero,  c.  x.),  under  date  of  Mav  21, 
l.-Jol  :— 

"  Tlie  Lord  Marquis  of  Xorthanipton  [William  Pan*] 
appointed  to  deliver  the  Order  [of  the  Garter,  to  Henri  II.  | 
and  treat  of  a  marriase  between  mc  and  the  Lady  Kliza* 
both,  hid  daughter.  First,  to  have  the  dote  12,000  mark 
a  year,  and  the  dowry  at  least  800,000  crowns.  Tlie 
forftfiture  100,000  crowns  at  the  most,  if  I  performed 
not;  and,  j>aying  this,  to  be  delivered."— (Fol.  30.) 

And  on  the  IGth  of  June,  he  adds,  "I 
accepted  thordrc  of  Monseij^neur  Michel.'' — (Fol. 
31.)  I  do  not  sec  any  intimation  of  the  (iart^^r 
havinjjf  l)een  confeiTcd  on  the  husband  of  Mnry 
Tudor,  or  the  brother  of  Henriette  Marie,  in  the 
published  Memoirs  of  those  Princesses  ;  })ut  I  liave 
not  time  for  more  than  a  rapid  j^lance  at  authorities. 
The  most  likely  place  to  look  in,  as  concerns  Louis 
XIV.,  is  the  Afnnoires  dc  Mdlle.  Monfp*'Hftier ; 
she  is  almost  sure  to  record  the  event  if  it  happened. 
MezcRiy's  Histoire  de  France  might  also  be  con- 
sulted with  advant^^jje.  I  should  think  it  not  at  all 
im]>robable  that  Charles  V.  and  Phillip  IL  were 
K.(t.  As  respects  the  Kings  of  France,  the 
following  works  might  also  help  :  Froissiirt, 
Monstrelet,  Fabyan,  Miss  Freer's  Hennj  III.  and 
Henry  IV.,  Lettren  de  Louh  XII.,  Philippe  de 
Commines,  and  possibly  Dreux  du  Radier's 
Mfnioireji  d^s  Beines  et  Regent es  de  France.

after  his  abdication.  In  regard  to  t£e  Due  de 
Lauzun,  whose  pride  in  the  Garter  is  noticed  by 
Mticaulay,  it  should  be  noted  that  he  is  not  actually 
on  the  roll  of  the  order,  having  been  nominated  by 
King  James  II.  after  his  retirement  to  St.  Germain- 
en-lltye.  The  nominal  knights  who  were  thus 
appointed  were — 1.  Anthony  JwompardeGaumont, 
Due  de  Lauzun,  who  died  ISTov.  19, 1723,  a^ped  90; 
2.  Richard  Talbot,  nominal  Duke  of  Tyroonnel, 
who  died  at  Limerick,  Aug.  14,  1691 ;  3.  James, 
Prince  of  Wales  (the  "Old  Pretender");  4.  Wil- 
liam Herbert.,  nominal  Duke  of  PowLs,  who  died 
June  2,  1G95;  and  5.  James  Dnimmond,  nominal. 
Duke  of  Melfort.,  Earl  of  Perth,  who  died  May  11, 
1716  (Moreri's  Victionnaire,  voce  Jarreiihrt).

Richard  Pynson  (4*^*  S.  xi.  238.)— In  Dibdin's 
Typographical  A  ntiqn  it  14!^  there  is  noticed  a  device 
of  Richard  Pynson,  which  Herbert  described  as 
follows  : — 

"Very  probably  liia  own  coat  of  arms,  parted  gyronny 
of  eight  i>oiiits  three  cinque  foils  on  a  fess  engrailed 
between  three  eagles  dispUved,  but  none  of  the  colours 
expressed.  The  crest  is  a  oemi  bird,  like  those  in  the 
sliield,  but  with  a  long  snipe-like  bill,  holding  the  mul- 
berry branch  in  its  mouth." 

This  crest  of  a  bird,  always  looking  to  the 
sinister  side,  and  with  an  escmire's  hehnet,  mantlet, 
wreath,  &c.,  will  be  found  m  almost  all  Pynson's 
devices.  It  sometimes,  however,  diflers  in  form, 
being  a  martlet  volant,  or,  with  wings  closed, 
without  the  bninch  in  its  beak,  and  in  one  instance 
it  is  a  large  demi  stork  or  heron  displayed,  with 
wings  inverted,  holding  in  its  beak  a  lai^e  branch 
divided  into  two  parts,  with  six  thorny  leaves  in 
outline,  and  two  black  pines. 

Berr>',  in  his  Encyelop(pdia  Heraldica,  gives 
several  arms  of  Pynson ;  the  following  most  resemble 
those  on  the  device. 

Gyronny  of  eight  gules  and  sable ;  on  a  fesse 
between  three  eagles  ar.,  as  many  cinquefoils  of 
the  first.  Crest,  a  demi  eagle  displayed,  holding 
in  his  beak  a  branch  of  pine-apples  fructed  or, 
leaved  vert.

These  are  also  in  Burke's  General  Armory, 

The  title  Esquire  was  formally  given  to  Pynson 
in  a  grant  from  Henry  VIII.,  aa  follows : — "  To 
Richanl  Pynson  Esquire,  our  printer,  four  pounds 
annually,  to  be  paid  from  the  receipts  of  the  ex- 
chequer during  life,"  and  he  signs  himself  "  Squyer 
and  prenter  unto  the  Kynges  noble  grace,"  in  the 
colophon  of  his  ^tatuay  &c,  printed  without  a 
date. 

There  seem  to  have  been  several  Pynsons,  or 
Pinsons,  in  England  about  this  time, — one  Richard 
Pynson,  gent.,  takes  a  lease  of  the  Manor-House,

The  other  bmit  is  to  be  found  in  the  Eiuster  of 
1612.  Howefi»  in  his  continuation  of  Stow^  writes, 
between  the  dnt-ea  of  13th  January,  and  16tb 
October,  1612,  to  the  followinrr  etiect : — 

"  The  IjLst  Sonimer  through  want  of  rayne,  both  grasEt 
and  hay  waxed  scant  in  moat  «1vired  of  this  EingUome. 
[And  there  vras  great  fear  of  dearth  and  Btarration  of 
cattte,  and  of  the  buying  up  of  these  by  wealthy  epecu- 
latoFB  fur  a  rieej  ....  But  it  pleased  Alxnigbtie  God  to 

fiend  a  milde  open  winter,  and  a  forwarde  spring 

Also  the  king  in  his  prudent  care  for  the  belter  pre- 
uentingof  the  great  feared  famine  that  mi^lit  ensue  by 
the  deurth  or  murrayue  of  cattel  to  cammand  his  snbiecti 
in  generall,  that  ftU  the  time  of  Lent  tbc  ' '      tcHy 

abstaioe  from  eating  all  manner  of  IU\'  and 

that  no  Butober  should  be  suflered  to   k  ithin 

London  nor  neere  the  dttic.  [He  then  gucs  ou  to  say 
that;  much  fear  was  expre&^ed  le^t  fish  should  thus  be< 
come  over  dear,  but  that  an  abundant  take  coincided 
with  the  order*  and  continues].  -  .  »  .  The  lords  of  the 
privie  counaeU  Ineea&anlly  sent  word  to  the  L.  Maior  and 
Shenffea  to  looke  imd  search  diligeotly  that  no  flesh 
ihould  be  klllodor  eolde  withiii  London  aud  their  liberties: 
in  which  »eniicG  they  Tscd  all  diligence  and  stnctDep:, 
committing  the  offenders  to  the  Goalc,  and  gaue  their 
meat  to  the  prisoners.  The  iusticea  of  Surrey  and 
Middlesex  Tsed  like  care  and  diligence." 

If  from  this  we  tiu"n  to  Act  ii,  scene  2,  we  find  s 
humorouii  description  of  what  is  called  "tliis  Lent," 
and  its  strictness.  Allwit  says  that  the  **^  pro- 
moter" or  detectives  employed  will  ifrow  fat  with 
their  Belf-appropriated  seizures^  and  that — 

"  with  what  they  earn 
Their  china  will  hang  like  udders  by  Easter-eTe,*' 

Then,  to  baffle  tbem,  he  addresses  them  as — 
** »  stranger  both  unto  the  city 
And  io  her  carnal  Birictnoss/' 

— who,  scorning  fiwh,  is  lookintj  for  a  batcher  Uiere- 
abouta  that  kills  elose  in  some  appleloft  or  coal- 
house,  on  wbtch,  i^ays  one  promoter  t^:*  his  brother — - 

**  This  batcher  shall  kisit  Newgate,  leas  he  turn  np 
The  boltoni  of  the  pocket  of  hia  apron." 

Afterwards,  a  man  with  a  liasket  uoder  his  cloak 
thus  soliloquizes : — 

"  I  hare  'scaped  well  thus  far,  they  aiiy  the  kni^TM 
Are  wondrous  hot  and  buiy/* 

^Vntl  in  the  course  of  the  scene  otlier  knaveries  of 
thi.s  couple  of  bcivgles  are  exposed,  till  a  trembling 
servant- ma  id  over-reaches  them,  and  leaves  a  new- 
born baby  to  their  care. 

It  is  tnic  that  the  fasting  act  pasaetl  in  the  fifth 
year  of  Eliz:\ljetb  was  still  on  the  statute  book. 
But  there  is  no  evidence  that  this  Jijunium 
(Vrcilianumj  as  it  was  called^  if  it  were  ever  ciiiried 
out  with  such  i^trictnet^,  waa  so  carried  out  in 
James's  reign,  and  indeed  it  is  clear  frora  the  phiy, 
and  from  the  king*.'*  proclnr  ^'^^'  rid  the  feans  as 
to  the  deamess  of  fish,  lli  ;  Wb  act  was  at 

that  time  little  heedetl, ;  \  .vva  '  va\  4^^^- 

ceptional  one. 
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2.  Xtrtli  ward  Hoc.  Sundry  times  Acted  by  the 
Cbildren  of  PauUg.  By  Tbornas  Decker  nnd  John 
Wcb?ter.  .  .  .  ,  London  ....  1607. 

In  Act  ii.  scene  2,  Kate,  ipeaking  of  her  hiis- 
bttntlj  aiiys  ;— 

"  He  ran  away  from  me,  like  ft  bftse  &luve  ajs  he  was, 
out  of  Yorkihiro,  and  pretended  he  would  ^o  the  Island 
Toynge  ;  since,  I  ne'er  heard  of  bim  till  within  thii  fort* 
Dtght.  Can  the  world  contemn  me  for  entertaining  a 
friend,  thnt  am  used  so  like  an  in  fid  ell" 
And  lower  down,  in  pi-oof  of  lier  greater  honesty 
over  other  women  she  eaysj — 

"  Now  /  have  held  out  four  year." 

Dycc  states  in  a  note,  that  this  Island  voy;ige 
was  that  undertaken  by  Drake  agitinst  Hisjmnioiu, 
in  1585.  Were  there,  however,  nothing  else*,  tliere 
JB  a  pas^sage  fiuther  on  in  the  |d:iy,  which  proves 
thta  to  be  an  error.  The  nittd  bLiwd^  in  Act  iv, 
scene  3^  tells  the  visitors  to  the  njailhoiuje : — 

"  I  wa«  a  dapper  little  rogue  in  Portugal  voyage,  not 
an  inch  broad  at  the  heel,  and  yet  thus  liif;h.  I  scorned 
I  can  tell  you  to  bo  drunk  on  rain  water  then,  eir^  in 
those  golden  and  eilrer  dayii,*'  kc.  kc.         , 

Now,  the  Portugal  voyufre  was  in  1689,  four 
jreura  after  the  BispanioJa  expedition.  But  in 
truth,  and  it  is  curious  that  Dyce  should  have  for- 
gotten it,  "  the  I&lnnd  voyage  •'  was  the  distinctive 
and  known  nnnieof  the,  inmc^treHpects,  ill-fortuned 
expedition  of  F4saex,  Howard,  and  Kale i«,^h,  in  lo!)7, 
the  original  intent  of  which  wais  to  tiike  and  hold 
Tercera,  and  the  othtr  inlands  of  the  A/ore  group. 
The  four  years,  therefore,  dui'lngwhtehMrs,  Green- 
shield  held  out,  added  to  June,  or  a  little  earlier  in 
15.97,  bring  us  to  about  June,  16(»L  It  may  be 
added,  that  the  shortness  and  want  of  elabomtion

It  did  not  i*eceive 
the  finid  siinction  of  the  Royal  assent,  and  it  h  in 
some  jjort  a  triumph  of  common  sense  over  pedantry 
that  no  objection  has  ever  been  uuuie  to  u  service 
wkich  is  so  useful  and  becoming,  although  apparently 
not  strictly  legal, 

I  believe  there  is  no  record  of  its  ever  having 
been  the  custom  in  England  to  consecrate  the  altars 
only,  but  there  is  a  prevalent  opinion  (not  con- 
tnidicted  by  the  Act  of  30  k  31  Victoria,  c.  133), 
thjit  if  the  cliancel  is  extended  beyond  its  original 
lines,  so  that  the  altar  stands  upon  ground  not 
fonnerly  within  the  wallis,  the  church  retiuires  re- 
con -^lecmtion. 

As  regards  the  practice  of  the  Jews,  so  far  as 
recoi'ded  in  Scripture,  it  is  clear  that  the  Tabemiicle 
and  all  its  contents  were  consecrated  as  well  as  the 
alUir,  though  the  latter  Wius  termed  "  most  holy.'' 
So  also  botli  the  lirat  and  seconil  Temples  were  in* 
eluded  in  the  dedication  to  sacred  purposes.  Tnie, 
the}^  were  afterwards  profaned ;  but  it  Is  but  another 
inritunce  of  lilstory  repeating  itself,  tliat  irregularities 
similar  to  those  which  brought  upon  the  second 
Temple  the  stigma  of  having  been  turned  into  a 
den  of  thieves,  were  in  the  times  of  our  ancestors 
habitually  conuiiitted  in  England.  For  in  many 
places  fairs  (having  their  origin  in  the  wakes,  or 
feasts  of  the  dedication)  were  held  in  churLhes  and 
churchyards,  until  condeumcd  and  prohibited  by 
various  canons  and  Acta  of  Parliament.        C,  S, 

Taprobane  (4^  S.  xi.  113,  222.}— The  proof  of 
early  commercial  intercounse  between  the  Komana 
and  Singhalese,  founded  on  the  discoven'  of  coins, 
is  by  no  means  a  ^litary  instince.  ^^ume^ou3 
examples  of  similar  finds  in  Southern  India  can  Ije 
adduced.  In  the  second  volume  of  the  Amitic 
Iie^t>nn'lu\%  mention  is  luade  of  the  discovery  of  a 
number  of  mid  coins  at  Nell  ore,  in  1789,  two  of 
which,  a  Hadritm  and  a  Faustina,  were  in  poS' 
session  of  the  writer  of  the  notice.  In  18tH\  ji  pot 
full  of  gold  coins,  and  in  1801^  another  of  silver 
denarii,  were  found  in  flifferent  parts  of  the  Coim- 
batore  province.  A  third  instance  is  mentioned 
by  Colonel  Mackenzie,  as  occurring  in  the  simie 
distrfct,  in  18U6.  In  1817,  a  silver  coin  of  Augus- 
tus was  found  in  exaivating  an  old  Kistvuen  or 
pandu  kulij  as  they  ait^  there  called,  also  in  Coirji- 
batore.  After  a  hea\7  f»ll  of  rain  in  the  monsoon 
of  1^42,  a  pot  containing  522  denarii  of  Augustus 
and  Tiberius,  with  a  few  of  Caligula  nod  Claudius, 
y\m  laid  bare  in  the  same  district ;  and  in  1^0,  a 
hoard  wiia  discovered  near  Sholapore,  a  few  speci- 
mens only  of  which  were  secured,  and  proved  to  b« 
aurei  of  Sevenis,  Antoninus,  Commo<iuii,  and  Geta. 
I  myself  [wssess  an  aureus  of  Trajan  found  at 
CnddAi)ah,  and  a  solidu3  of  Zeno  at  Madura, 

All  the^e  afford  testimony  of  the  frei^ueni  \viJyKt* 
course  of  Roman  imdeTO^Wk  VV^\\k!^\WL  ^*s«w\^ 
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but  still  more  decinive  proof  is  8ui>plied  by  the 
existence  of  great  numV»ers  of  Roman  coins,  oc- 
currm^  with  CTbinase  mai  Arrtbiuti  j/u-ce^^  idong  the 
Cor<:>inanrlel  cofist.  The  Koman  «|>ecimen6  are 
chiefly  oboli,  much  elfaoed,  but  amoD^theni  I  have 
found  the  epigraphs  of  Valentinian,  TheotlosiiiJi, 
and  Eudociii,  These  are  found  after  every  high 
wind,  not  in  one  or  two  places^  but  at  frequent  in- 
tcn'sils,  indicating  an  extensive  commerce  between 
China  and  the  Red  Sea,  of  which  the  Coromivndel 
comt  seems  to  have  been  the  emporium.  The 
W€St4^n  tnidei'8  nmsfc  either  have  cireunmavigated 
Ceylon,  or  come  through  the  Paumbum  piisaage, 
probably  by  the  latter  way,  but  in  either  caae  must 
have  conmHinicated  freely  with  Ceylon,  We 
know  from  Mohnmniedan  ^ritei^  that  this  com- 
mercial intercourse  was  Lontinue*!  by  Arabian 
mercbunts  from  the  eighth  to  the  fourteenth 
centuries^  and  from  tlieste,  and  the  mirratives  of  the 
early  Poitu^tese  a  oyui;ers»  hitherto  bttle  explored, 
valuable  information  txjncerning  Ceylon  may  pro- 
bably be  gleaned,  W.  E. 

Haviuj^  l<Mjked  through  the  principal  Chronicles 
and  AnnjJs  of  Gi-eat  BriUun,  the  indejtes  to  the 
Saxon  Chronicle,  work«  of  Kin^^  Alfred »  &c.,  I  can 
find  no  references  t<j  Ceylon ;  and  if  thev  occur  in 
Irish  or  Welsh  works,  they  would  probably  be  de- 
rived from  Roman  sourcea :  Latin  being  known  to 
some,  at  least,  of  the  monks  in  the  early  Irish 
Church.

Some,  I  believe,  have  carried  it  to 
the  extent  of  disliking  that  number  at  all  times; 
but  the  commoner  form  limits  it  to  Friday.  Not 
that  there  is  any  ground  of  fact  for  this,  for  the 
Last  Supper  was  on  the  fifth,  not  the  sixth,  day  of 
the  week. 

Sailors  are  held  somewhat  superstitious,  and  I 
knew  an  eminent  naval  officer  who,  though  I  do 
not  know  that  he  acted  on  it  earlier  in  life,  ac- 
tually would  walk  out  of  the  room  when  the  con- 
junction happened  on  a  Friday,  after  the  death  of 
his  wife  and  of  his  eldest  daughter,  both  of  which 
events  were  preceded  by  the  said  conjunction.

Wentworth  House,  not  Wentworth  Castle 
(4«»  S.  XL  152.)— Mr.  W.  Wright  confounds  two 
very  distinct  places,  Wentworth  House  and  Went- 
worth Castle,  the  former,  three  miles  from  Bother- 
ham,  and  twelve  from  Bamsley,  the  seat  of  Eail 
FitzwiUiam,  the  latter  three  miles  from  Bamsley, 
the  seat  of  Frederick  Thomas  William  Vernon 
Wentworth,  Esq.  The  fire  which  latdy  occurred, 
happily  did  little  injury,  and  it  was  from  this 
place  that  Mr.  Wardman's  letter  was  written. 
By  "Lord  Molton,"  in  the  last^ragraph,  is  in- 
tended "  Lord  Malton,"  but  Mr.  Wardman's  ortho- 
graphy is  not  of  the  first  order. 

The  letter  is  curious  as  iUustrating  a  local 
tradition  respecting  the  rivalry  between  the  first 
and  second  branches  of  the  Earls  of  Strafford. 
There  is  a  local  tradition  that  when  Thomas  the 
third  Earl,  and  the  first  of  the  second  branch,  was 
building  Wentworth  Castle,  he  caused  to  be  m- 
scribed  on  the  foundation  stone  these  lines : —

having  nu  knowh^dj^e  of  a  previous  civilization 
thene,  which  was  so  lost  that  they  had  to  begin 
iifreah.  They  were  largely  assisted  in  starting  on 
their  course  by  the  trading  propensities  of  the 
Phcenicians. 

The  civilization,  therefore,  which  is  repre«enteil 
by  the  ornamentation  of  Mykcnre  and  its  coeval 
ftottety  haj=!  no  connexion  with  the  Liter  civdixj*- 
tion  of  the  Hellenic  Greeks ;  and  although  Iwjth 
were  derived  from  the  same  source,  they  nuist  not 
be  confused-  The  portion  of  the  Yavans  (the 
Ynvanas  of  the  Hindus  the  Javan  of  Gcncsi^^ 
ch.  X.)  who  became  the  Greek  Pelas^i  nm^t  have 
received  their  earlie?>t  jL^enUi;  of  art  direct  from  th^ 
Egj-ptians  while  they  were  yet  in  Asia  Elinor, 
before  their  miration  to  Greece ;  while  the  Hel- 
lenic early  notiims  of  art  were  broufrht  to  them  iit 
a  much  later  time,  partly  from  the  mainland  of 
Asiiiiy  through  the  Isknd'i,  «ind  partly  through  the 
enterprising  spirit  of  the  PlKrnicians. 

The  strong  Eg^-ptian  inliuence  tihown  in  both 
ciujes  luu5  led  to  much  misiconception  on  the  .sul>- 
iect ;  but  we  may  infer  from  the  remaiuf*  of 
PelaBgiun  jKitten'  that  have  reached  us,  and  the 
chai-acter  of  the  decoration  of  the  entmnce  to  the^ 
Mykena?  tomb,  tliat  it  must  have  been  received 
ilirect  from  the  Eg^-ptians  at  u  much  earlier  ptiiitKl 
tlmn  history  would  warmnt  the  aiisumption.  Ami 
iignin,  the  element  of  the  diverging  scmll  in  the 
Ionic  capital  mu^t  have  been  ^iven  to  them  when 
the  spiral  ormiinent  wa^  fo  largely  in  vogue  \\itiL 
the  Eg^vptians,  us  this  fashion  no  widely  UJ^eil  by 
them  on  their  saiRib  neals  and  amuletg,  luid  i\\m 
ceiling  decoration  of  their  tombs,  wnsi  altogether 
discontinued  by  them  after  the  XII.  dynasty. 

The  earliest*  intercourse  of  the  Egyptians  And 
Yavans  wotdd  probably  hrtve  Utken  phtce  when  the 
Egyptian  camvans  traveiiseil  Asia  Minor  to  reach 
the  Caucasus  for  tin  ;  and  these  relivtioTis  W(juIiL 
again  be  renewed,  after  a  considendde  interval,  in 
the  time  of  the  occuptttion  of  the  countiy  on  the 
conqiiesit  of  it  by  Thothnies  III,  Thus  the  features 
of  Egyptian  art  to  be  found  in  the  Pelagic 
ornament  of  Mykente,  nnvl  the  same  influence  to 
be  met  with  on  early  Hellenic  pottery  and  tirt,  are 
of,  and  were  acquired  at,  distinct  periods.  In  the 
ciise  of  the  Pehisgi  it  wa-s  taken  by  them  rlircctly 
to  Greece  from  A»u\  Minor  ;  wherejwi,  in  the  case 
of  the  Hellenea,  although  td«o  acfjuired  frr)m  Asiia 
Minor,  it  was  indirectly  through  the  Ishimb.  Tht» 
may  lie  inferred  by  studying  the  objects  of  early 
art  from  Camirua  (Rhodcj^),  which  doubtless  nc^ 
quireil  its  first  faculty  of  nniking  potter}'  from  the 
mainland  of  Asia,  before  iti*  f^preinling  to  Greece, 
for  the  use  of  the  Hellenes  when  they  became 
dominant  there.  The  Greek  elemcnt«  of  ornament, 
and  figures  even,  on  the  < 'uvitvom  pottery  may  be 
considered   rv.*  earlier  t*  nhen 

found  in  Greece.     The  ^i   llv*5 

Rhodes  art  nuiy  be  tiuiuv.ijv^  A  \\iviX.  vs.^.v\i\\xfe^VH 
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th?  early  Yuvans  and  transmit  tcil  to  the  Rhodians, 
or  they  nuiy  be  derived  from  the  Phcvnicians,  their 
co-settiers  on  the  island,  and  no  doubt  many  of 
the  objects  are  really  Egj'ptian,  brought  to  the 
island  by  the  Phcenicians. 

We  have  spoken  only  of  Egyptian  art  influence, 
because  it  was  the  only  existing  one  in  the  time  of 
the  Pelasgi,  but  the  same  remarks  apply  also  to  the 
Assyrian  art  influence  that  was  transmitted  to 
Greece  through  the  islands  to  the  Hellenes.  Their 
early  art  shows  the  time  that  ebpsed  before  they 
could  emancipate  themselves  from  these  influences, 
^ilbeit  they  made  such  glorious  use  of  the  germs  of 
ornament  they  received  from  the  same  sources. 

Having  seen  the  Cesnolu  Collection  the  day  it 
was  about  to  be  packed  for  New  York,  and  re- 
collecting the  fe^itures  of  the  vases  that  were  sold 
on  two  previous  occasions  from  the  same  Collection, 
it  was  apparent  that  the  decoration  of  the  pott<?ry 
of  Golgos  (Cyprus)  bore  a  distinct  and  different 
aspect  to  that  found  at  Caminis.  Hence  it  would 
apwar  that  each  island  centre  had  its  characteristics 
indej>endent  of  the  other;  and  possibly  each  city 
abto  of  the  several  islands  had  its  own  peculiar 
school  features.  This  being  the  case,  it  would  seem 
that  the  art  spread  from  the  islands  to  Greece,  and 
explains  why  the  pottery  of  Caminis,  Dali,  and 
Golgos  seem  to  be  the  prototypes  from  which  the 
Hellenes  started,  and  not  that  of  the  early  Pelasgic 
cliws,  which  appears  to  have  been  as  unknown  to 
them  as  the  ornamentation  of  the  Atreus  tomb, 
caused  by  a  relapse  to  barbarism  on  the  arriv:d  of 
the  Hellenes,  or  some  other  reason  that  eclipsed  the 
former  civilization  of  the  Pelasgi  which  was  pro- 
ba))ly  reawakened  by  the  Ph<rnicians  coming  to 
traflif  with  the  Hellenes. 

The  remarks  concerning  the  priority  of  the  ele- 
ment:* of  (xreek  early  art  to  be  found  on  the  pottery 
of  Rhodes  are  etiually  applicable  to  that  of  other 
islands,  as  Crete,  Cyprus.  A'c. ;  in  each  case  the  art 
passed  to  Greece  with  their  separate  tmits,  to  be 
there  elaborated  into  the  wonderfully  artistic  whole 
which  has  been  the  ^raiding  ta.ste  of  so  many  other 
nations  since  under  the  name  of  Greek  art.

ACTORS  WHO  HAVE  PIED  ON  THE  STAGE.* 

Allow  me  to  funii^^h  a  supploiiientary  note, 
adding  to  the  names  already  ;iivt'U  oi  actors  who 
have  died,  or  been  striikeii  for  death,  wiMii  the 
stage,  the  following  : — 

Miss  Maria  Lin  ley,  who  expired  at  Bath,  in 
»>e])teiiil>cr,  1784,  while  singing  **  I  know  tliat  my 
RedeeniLT  liveth."  Some  beautiful  lines  were  written 
on  the  occasion  by  her  sister,  Elizabeth,  who  was 
the  wife  of  Richard  Brinsley  Sheridan,  the  "  Miss 
Linnet"  of  Foote's  M^nd  of  Bath,  tlv^  St.  Cecilia 
<»f  Sir  Joshua  Re^^loI^ls,  the  Vi.ster-in-law  of  Richard

Tickcll,  author  of  Anticipaiuni^  and  &  most  beui- 
tiful,  amiable,  and  aocompliahed  woman.  She  died 
in  the  thirty-eighth  year  of  her  age,  of  ooneamptioo, 
at  Clifton,  in  June,  1792,  and  was  interred  m  the 
Cathedral  at  Wella. 

Samuel  Foote,  the  English  Aristophanee,  as  he 
has  been  termed,  was  seized  with  panuyms,  in  1777, 
while  acting  in  his  -own  comedy.  The  Devil  upon 
Two  Sticks,  He  rallied,  spent  the  aammer  at 
Brighton,  and  was  ordered  by  his  physicians  to 
France.  He  arrived  at  Dover  on  his  way,  where 
he  strolled  into  the  inn  kitchen,  and  for  want  of 
better  amusement  began  to  cradc  jokes  with  the 
cook.  He  chaffed  her  with  being  a  great  travellen 
and  said  that  he  had  heard  upstairs  that  she  had 
been  seveml  times  "all  over  Greece"  (grease) ;  and 
upon  the  honest  female  repudiating  the  insinuation, 
with  the  assertion  that  she  had  never  been  Urn 
miles  from  Dover  in  her  bom  days,  the  wit  re- 
joined, "Nay,  nay,  that  muH  be  a  fib,  for  IVe 
often  seen  you  myself  at  sptt-hcad  !"  But  this  was 
his  last  joke ;  for  the  very  next  morning  he  was 
seized  with  a  shivering  fit  while  at  breakfast,  and 
breathed  his  last  in  the  course  qf  the  afternoon, 
October  2l8t,  1777.  There  can  be  little  doubt  that 
his  fate  was,  to  some  extent,  retributory.  His 
design  to  bring  the  vices  and  and  follies  of  the 
notorious  Duchess  of  Kingston  upon  the  stage,  in 
his  Trip  to  Calais^  had  become  known  to  Uiat 
clever  and  unscrupulous  lady.  Hence  the  pro- 
hibitory mandate  of  the  Lord  Chamberlain  against 
the  piece  in  question,  and  the  filthy  insinuation 
of  the  Duchess  upon  the  morals  of  the  satirist. 
This  was  followed  up  by  a  public  prosecution, 
which,  thou«::li  attended  by  failure,  had  an  effect 
ujwn  his  health  from  which  he  never  recovered. 

Cummins,  who  fell  dead  upon  the  stage,  June  20, 
1817,  while  performing  the  part  of  Dumont  (Shore) 
in  Rowos  tnigedy,  •  t/aw«  aS/mw^,  just  as  he  had 
uttered  the  benedictoiy-  words  at  the  close  of  the 
piece : — 
"  Be  witncsR  for  me,  ye  celestial  hostf, 

Such  mercy,  and  such  pardon,  as  my  soul 

Accords  to  tliee,  and  begs  of  Heaven  to  show  thee. 

May  such  befall  me,  at  my  latest  hoar."

But  without  attemptinjj:  t«  swell  this  latter  list,, 
or  to  make  search  amonj?  the  spectators  for  the 
incidents  of  fatalities  and  c^i£ unities  similar  to  those 
which  have  been  recorded  n«i  hajipening  to  acicrr^ 
I  would  ftiin  claim  a  few  linei*  more,  ia  which  to 
make  mention  of  another  s[>ecies  of  disaster.  I 
allude  t'O  thnt  of  which  the  frequent  vicilms  are 
those  unfortunate  bidf-cliLJdren  of  Tbespiy,  whcse 
tuiik  it  is  10  ujiniiVler  to  an  aprx-tence,  ci»minou» 
I  stip|x>6e,  to  our  nature,  but  which  religion  and 
civiliziition,  one  would  think,  should  have,  by  this 
time,  f-ubdtied  to  a  greater  extent.  The  exhibition 
of  Bkill  \\\\d  daring  in  the  alstmct  ought  to  bo 
quite  sufficient  U^  engage  our  interest,  without  ita 
being  necewKairily  adsoeiated  with  the  extreme  pro- 
bability of  fat4il  or  Bcrious  accident  to  the  po$§e8sor 
of  thei^e  qualities.  It  requircii  just  tne  eanio 
dextenty  to  tnindle  a  barrow  along  a  tigbt-ropo 
one  foot  above  the  grrtund,  ny  one  hundred ;  and 
with  yurne  innnimate  burden  therein,  as  with  tho 
wife  or  child  of  the  |>erformer.  But  the  pleasure 
to  the  Rpectatoi's  is  not  the  same;  and  ibour^ands 
will  watch,  all  a-flutter  and  bjtathlesp,  the  pro- 
gression of  sotue  tinijel  Blondin  on  his  *'bful  emi- 
nence,'^ whose  nineteenth  century  refinement  would 
not  permit  them  to  witness  the  more  apparent,  b*it 
infinitely  less  harmful  brut^dity  of  the  prir-e-ring. 
It  is  surely  time  that  something  dtfinjte  waa  done; 
and  that  authority,  which  will  hardly  allow  an 
innocent  platitude  about  freedom,  or  a  hi  ugh  at 
some  public  character,  sliould,  uiice  and  for  all, 
prevent  Uiene  degrading  and  brutalizing  exhi- 
bitions. 

Another  class  of  accidents  uriKi-s  from  defects  in» 
or  failurea  of  machinerj^  and  this  in  spite  of  every 
re^isonable  precaution  to  prevent  them.  Suetonius^ 
(A't'/'o,  cap.  xii.)  relates  how,  in  the  amphitheatre, 
the  luckles.s  wight  who  was  simulating  the  flij'ht  of 
Icarus,  tell  to  tlie  ground,  and  besprinkled  with  hia 
bhxMi  the  imperial  tyrant  reclining  in  his  cMculum. 
In  more  modem  times,  MdUe.  Aubn%  plwyirg 
before  the  Empret»i5  Jotci>hine  at  the  Opera,  rell 
frani  a  gloire^  and  broke  her  urm.  Her  accident 
gained  her  a  pension ;  but  it  h  not  recorded  tlviit  tv 
stimilar  compeuHation  was  awarded  to  a  Pallet 
liuncer,  muncd  MrUle.  Lebrun,  who,  in  the  samefccne, 
fell  froui  the  chnriot  that  was  carrying  her  to 
Olympus,  and  broke  bcr  Ic;:  by  the  falL  It  «cc^ 
beremembered,  ti\wa\wvX\  •A\ft«>t«t^^^.^V\R;iy:.v^^^> 
had  a  terriUe  \ii\\/m  iV^  v"«i\\-  ^^  ^UY-Vt\,\fit  K^' 
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phitnjon^  but  fortunately  unattended  with  serious 
consie(iuences. 

Of  the  hundreds  of  such  misadventures  which 
have  oocun'ed  on  our  native  stage,  a  few  have  been 
recordetl  in  a  curious  and  interesjting,  if  not  alt-o- 
gether  tnistworthy,  theatrical  history.  In  his 
account  of  Kalph  Elringtcm,  the  author  says : — 

"  He  ivns  admired  SDme  years  ago  as  a  good  executing 
Harie  juin,  Ability  and  Strength  being  two  main  Ingre- 
dients in  the  Cumposition  uf  that  motley  Gentleman, 
whero  Heels  are  of  more  Use  than  the  Heud.  In  one  of 
hi4  Feais  of  Activity  he  was  mucii  hurt,  and  was  in  some 
Banger  of  breaking  his  Neck  to  please  the  Spectators,  the 
Ears  hiving  little  to  do  iu  such  Entertainments;  >et  this 
unlucky  Spring  met  with  imiversal  Applause. 

"  I  remember  a  Tumbler  in  the  Hay-market  Theatre  in 
London  by  such  an  Accident  beat  the  Breath  out  of  his 
Bodr,  which  raised  such  vociferous  Applause,  that  lasted 
longer  than  the  vcnt'rous  Man's  Jife,  for  he  never 
breaihcil  more.  Indeed  his  Wife  had  this  Comfort  when 
the  Truth  wus  known,  Tity  succeeded  to  the  Koar  of 
Applause. 

"Another  Accident  like  this  fell  out  in  Dr,  FautttUf  a  Pan- 
tomime Entertainment  in  Lincolns-Inn-Fields  Theatre, 
wher;'  u  muchine  in  the  working  broke,  threw  the  mock 
Pierrot  down  headlong  with  sucli  Force,  that  tlie  poor 
Mau  broke  a  Plank  on  the  Stage  with  his  Fall  ana  ex- 
pired :  Another  was  so  sorely  maimed,  that  he  did  not 
sanrive  many  Days;  and  a  third,  one  of  the  softer  Sex, 
broke  her  Thigh.  But  to  prevent  such  Accidents  for  the 
future,  those  Persons  are  represented  by  inanimate 
Figures,  so  that  if  they  break  a  Neck,  a  Leg,  or  an  Arm, 
there  needit  no  Surgeon. 

"Another  Accident  of  the  same  kind  happened  in 
Smock- Alley,  which  gave  me  much  Concern,  as  having 
a  Hand  in  the  Contrivance.  The  late  Mr.  Morgan  being 
to  fly  on  the  Back  of  a  Witch,  in  the  Lanaiskirt  Witc/itt, 
thro*  the  I;znorancc  of  the  Workers  in  the  Machinery, 
the  Fir  broke,  and  they  both  fell  together,  but  thro' 
Providence  they  neither  of  them  was  much  hurt; 
and  {iuch  Care  was  tiken  afterwards,  that  no  Accident 
of  that  kind  could  happen."— vl  O'etural  Ilutory  of  the

** Providence"  was  presumably  not  so  alert  or 
kind  in  the  unfortunate  cases  of  Scott,  the  diver, 
the  Female  Blondin,  and  the  Lion  Queen ;  but  I 
must  now  leave  to  some  other  pen  the  t^isk  of 
chroniclinfj  these  and  similar  disa.sters  in  more 
modern  times.

PARENTAGE  OF  THE  POET  COWLEY. 

It  is  8injj:ular  th;it  so  little  is  known,  or  ever  was 
known,  of  the  family  of  Abraham  Cowley.  All 
that  is  said,  or  ever  was  said,  so  far  {is  I  can  as- 
certain, of  his  origin,  even  by  his  immediate 
biograjdiers,  is  that  he  was  **  the  posthumous  son 
of  a  prucer,"'  and  born  in  1G18,  in  Fleet  Street, 
near,  or  on  the  corner  of  Chancery  Lane.  Some 
modern  writers  have  even  fixed  upon  the  site  of 
the  prcseDt  No.  192  in  that  street  us  the  spot 
wheiie  h'lH  father  sold  tea  and  suga-r,  and  "where  Yie 


himself  first  saw  the  light.  It  is  but  fiiir  to  add, 
however,  that  they  usually  qualify  thia  statement 
with  the  saving  ckuse,  "it  is  said."  In  one  in- 
stance, at  least,  the  writer  expresses  his  astonish- 
ment that  the  parish  re^sters  of  St.  Dunstan  in 
the  West,  where  he  ought  to  have  been  baptized, 
do  not  contain  the  record  of  his  baptism.  To  this 
I  may  add  that  they  do  not  contain  the  record  of 
his  father's  burial,  although  he  should  have  been 
buried  in  that  parish  if  the  above  statements  were 
correct,  nor  any  records  whatever  of  the  family  at 
or  about  that  period.  Nowhere,  that  I  can  find, 
is  the  name  of  nis  father  mentioned,  or  that  of  his 
mother,  or,  indeed,  of  any  of  his  relations.  Bk 
origin  could  scarcely  be  more  mysterious  if  be  had 
been  a  nameless  foundling.  Distinguished  as  he 
became,  he  was  only  "  the  son  of  a  grocer  and  born 
in  Fleet  Street." 

Let  us  see  if,  after  the  lapse  of  more  than  201)     ' 
years,  any  light  can  be  thrown  upon  hia  bistoiy.        J 

Two  facts  appear  to  be  established  by  rarioiu  ! 
independent  testimony,  viz.,  that  he  was  a  post- 
humous son,  and  that  he  was  bom  in  1618.  On 
his  monument ,  erected  by  the  Duke  of  Buckin^iam, 
it  is  stated  that  he  died  in  his  forty-ninth  year. 
He  died  at  Chertsey,  26th  July,  1667,  and  conse- 
quently his  birth  must  have  occurred  after  28th 
July,  1018. 

Now,  there  will  be  found  among  the  wills  in  the 
Prerogative  Court  of  Canterbury,  one  of  Thomu 
Cowley,  who  described  himself  as  a  "  Citizen  and  - 
Stationer  of  London,"  and  of  the  parish  of  St 
Michael-le-Queme.  It  was  dated  24th  July,  1618,  " 
and  waa  proved  11th  August  following,  by  the 
relict  Thomasine.     In  it  occurs  this  passage  : — 

"  Whereas  Ood  hath  blessed  me  with  six  ehSdren, 
besides  the  child  or  children  which  my  wife  Thomasine 
now  goeth  withal,  viz.,  Peter,  Audrey,  John,  WilUaiOi 
Katherine,  and  Thomas,  I  give  to  each,  and  to  the  child 
or  children  my  wife  now  goeth  withal,  1102.  at  the  age 
of  21,  or  marriage,"  &c. 

The  date  of  this  will,  and  the  fact  that  the  poet  " 
was  Iwm  after  that  diate  in  the  same  year--fid- 
mitting  the  improbability  of  similar  circumstances 
occurring  in  another  family  of  this  somewhat  un- 
common name,  at  this  precise  period— seem  to 
S)int  conclusively  to  the  testator  as  his  fJEither. 
ut  there  is  other  evidence.  This  Thomas  Cowley 
appointed  as  one  of  the  overseers  of  his  will,  his  bro- 
ther-in-law Humplmjy  Clarke.  Abraham  Cowley, 
the  poet,  in  his  wil],"datcd  18th  Sept,  1665,  and 
proved  31st  Aug.,  16H7,  made  his  brother  Thomas 
nis  sole  heir  and  executor,  and,  in  the  will  of  this 
Thomas  Cowley,  also  of  Chertsey,  dated  20th  May, 
and  proved  1st  Sept.  1669,  the  first  direction  is  that 
the  fegacies  given  by  his  late  dear  brother  Abia- 
ham  Cowley  m  his  last  will,  and  not  yet  paid,  bo 
at  once  discharged.  It  is  certain,  therefore,  that 
the  i>oetand  this  last  Thomas  Cowley  were  brothers ; 
Tiiti^  1\vql\,  \3nft  l»ll«v  was  a  son  of  tne  first  named

But  on  the 
death  of  the  father,  it  i^  cui^tonmry  for  one  of  his 
sons  (and  this  touche.^  on  the  i|iiestion  of  change  of 
baptismsd  n^ime,  recently  diactissed  in  *'^  K,  ^  Q.") 
to  adopt  his  name.  The  eldest  »on  always  l>eai's 
the  name  of  his  paternal  ^mnil father  (a  eouuvion 
custom  in  Seotland),  even  though  the  latter  be 
alive.

Mrs.  Mary  Hooke,  the  Wife  of  the  His- 
torian.— Can  any  one  give  me  this  lady's  maiden 
name,  and  tell  me  where  she  was  buried  ?  I  sus- 
pect she  was  sister  to  the  second  or  third  wife  of 
Dr.  Conyers  Middleton,  as  the  lady  who  survived 
him  left  a  legacy,  in  1761),  to  her  sister,  Mrs.  Mary 
Hooke,  and  made  her  and  her  nephew,  John 
Powell,  her  residuary  legatees.  Mrs.  Hooke  was 
not  buried  with  her  husband  at  Hedsor,  and  waft 

Erobably  separated  from  him,  as  he  left  his 
ivourite  daughter  all  he  possessed,  excepting  a 
few  small  legacies, — one  to  his  "  wife  Mary  Hooke.'' 
They  were  probably  married  in  Dublin,  as  two  of 
their  sons,  Thomas  and  Lucius  Joseph,  were  bom 
there  in  1712  and  1715.  Sir  Walter  Scott  referred 
to  her  when  relating  the  following  curious  ghost 
story  to  Moore,  which  is  recorded  in  the  latter's 
Diary — "  it  being  as  well,"  as  Sir  Walter  said,  "to 
have  some  real  person  to  fix  one's  story  on."  It 
was  to  the  followmg  eifect.  Mrs.  Hooke,  the  wife 
of  the  historian,  had  been  acquainted  with  a 
foreign  lady  at  Bath,  and  the  two  resolved  to  hve 
togetner  when  they  returned  to  London.  But  one 
day,  when  Mrs.  Hooke  was  paying  a  visit  to  hff 
friend,  she  met  a  foreign  officer  on  the  stairs,  and 
remarked  to  her  friend  the  next  day  that  she  had 
had  a  visitor.  To  her  surprise,  however,  the  ladj 
denied  it.  On  a  subsequent  visit,  Mrs.  HookBy

•<loubtedly  worn  away  to  a  great  extent,  but  it  is 
not  left  to  chance  or  arbitniry  whim  to  manu- 
facture imaginary  terminations.  By  no  process  can 
swine  by  any  Anglo-Saxon  scholar  be  adopted  as 
the  plural  of  soiv.  Our  Poet  Laureate  was  therefore 
strictly  en  rbglc  in  explaining  that  the  princess's 
herd  of  swine  were  sows,  otherwise  it  would  have 
been  a  reasonable  inference  that  they  were  of  both 
sexes.

CCC.X.I.  has  trusted  to  erroneous  information. 
Sow,  in  -Alfred's  English,  was  written  sugu  and 
.glosses  scrofcL,  which  is,  a  sow  in  farro^p.  Sugu  is 
feminine,  as  appears  by  the  Pastorall,  cap.  liv., 
"  Sio  sugu."  But  swine,  swin  =  Grerm.  Schwein 
=  Low  G.  Swijn,  is  neuter,  and  is  good  for  fcny 
member  of  the  pig  breed.  SAgu,  Hollandish  Zeug, 
fern.,  has  been  misread  neuter  in  some  books,  for 
wunt  of  the  original  authorities. 

Cow,  more  truly  coo,  cu,  makes  its  plural  cy  (ky) 
of  which  several  examples  occur  in  the  Codix 
DiplomaticnSy  and  its  declension  is  analogous  to 
^that  of  mus,  mys,  woum,  mice ;  lAs,  l^s,  louse,  lie*. 
In  all  these  cases  we  sound  u  as  ow,  in  obedience 
ito  fashion.  M.  P.  L. 

It  seems  hard  that  Tennyson  should  be  accused 
of  an  error,  on  the  ground  that  "  sxoine  is  the  plural 
of  sow  ";  an  assertion  of  which  no  proof  is  offered. 
In  English  it  is  certainly  not  the  case ;  the  A.  S. 
swin  was  a  collective  neuter  noun,  commonly  used 
'ti&  a  plural ;  but  it  could  also  be  used  as  a  singular. 
See  the  example  in  Bosworth's  Dictioiiai-y,  in 
which  swincs  is  used  as  the  genitive  singular, 
meaning  of  a  j^ig ;  the  gen.  pi.  was  swina,  as  in 
swina  hcord,  a  herd  of  swine.  Another  example 
of  the  singular  is  in  iMvincs-hoefed,  now  Sivinesliead, 
in  Huntingdonshire  ;  whilst  the  adjective  svrinen^ 
like  the  modern  swinish,  is  derived  from  s^vine  as 
distinct  from  sow.  In  German,  the  sing,  is  Schioein, 
and  the  pi.  Hehweiiic ;  cf.  also  the  Dutch  ziryn-, 
Icel.  svin,  &c.  But  sow  is  the  A.  S.  sugu,  which 
is  not  even  of  the  same  gender  with  s^cine,  being  a 
fevibiine.  noun,  like  the  G.  sau,  and  Icel.  sy'r.  The 
plural  of  sugu  would  be  suga;  in  German  the 
jjJuml  has  two  forms,  sane  and  saum,    I  may  here 


also  correct  the  singular  error  in  a  neir  grammar 
edited  by  Dr.  Smith,  viz.,  that  hine  is  contracted 
from  eowen,  for  which  eccentric  form  no  authority 
is  cited.  The  A.  S.  c&,  a  cow,  made  its  ^uial  in 
the  form  cy\  by  vowel-change  ;  the  Old  Eng.  hin 
was  formed  from  cy  hj  adding  the  plural  ending 
-€7i,  whence  hy-en  or  hin  ;  the  final  -«  is  a  modem 
addition.

AscANCB  (4"»  S.  xi.  251) — It  may  be  doubted 
whether  ascauns,  or  ascaunces,  in  the  passages 
quoted  by  Mr.  Furnivall,  is  identical  with  the 
ordinary  ascance,  askew.  It  seems  to  me  that  in 
all  these  passages  the  word  is  used  so  exactly  in 
the  same  sense  as  to  identify  it  with  the  Swedish 
quanswi8,D\itch  ^uanHsyqimnsuySj  German  quants- 
weise,  gewandsvns  (Henneberg),  translated  in  the 
dictionaries  per  speciem,  lusorie,  simulate,  quasi 
vero,  quasi,  pour  faire  semblant,  comme  si.  "  Dat 
deit  he  alle  man  quantswies'* :  he  does  that  only 
for  a  pretence.  Compare  this  with  the  passage 
from  the  Summoners  Tale,  where  the  Limitour 
writes  the  names  of  those  who  gave  him  money  in 
his  tablets : — 

"  AtcauTice  that  he  wolde  for  them  preye  *' ; 
i.e,,  on  the  pretence  that  he  would  do  so.    So  in 
the  Pardoner  and  Tapster,  1.  361 : — 
"  And  al  ascaunce  fprinted  astaunce]  she  lovid  hym  wele, 
ehe  toke  hym  by  the  swere. 
As  though  she  had  lernedcory  Favel  of  some  old  frere.'* 
She  made  show  of  loving  him. 

The  origin  of  this  quanstpis,  or  quantstceise,  has 
been  much  discussed  with  little  result.  Quant,  in 
Dutch,  is  used  in  the  sense  of  a  wag,  a  rogue. 
Vor  quant  (Hanover),  for  fun,  for  appearance. 
Verquanten,  to  make  pretence,  to  conceal — Frisch. 
Qudnieln,  qudntcm  (Bremen),  to  make  pretence, 
to  trifle  H.  Wedgwood. 

Though  Mr.  Wedgwood's  derivation  from 
Palsgrave's  "  a  scancJie,  de  travers,  en  lorgnant," 
seems  right,  yet  the  English  meaning  of  ascance  is, 
I  think,  mostly  Boccaccio's  "  q[ua8i  dicesseJ*  Pro- 
bably this  is  a  secondary  meaning;  but  perhaps 
something  may  still  be  said  for  Tyrwhitt's  deriva- 
tion. In  th^  following  passages  asoance  has  not 
the  sense  of  "  aslant "  at  all : —

beliei-ed  to  take  its  T\»xvi%  from  Wft  «j^\Nt^TiLV\i«:^ 
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which,  from  the  frequent  visits  of  porpoises,  was 
termed  Swine-sea  =  SwaaMta,  It  cannot  be  neces- 
saiy  to  add  that,  whether  correct  or  not,  this 
derivation  recognizes  the  ewine-like  character  of 
the  porpoise. 

Johnson  (see  eighth  edition  of  his  Dictumary, 
Dublin,  1798)  defmes  each  of  the  words  Porpoise 
and  Forpus  as  *'  the  sea-hog,",  and  derives  them 
from  pore  poisson  Fr. ;  and,  after  citing  a  passage 
from  Drayton  to  show  that  porpice  was  used  by 
him  as  the  plural,  quotes  the  following  from  Loclce: 

"  Amphibious  animals  link  the  terrestrial  andaqoatick 
together;  seals  Vvre  at  land  and  at  sea,  and  porpoites 
have  the  warm  blood  and  entrails  of  a  hog." 

This  is,  perhaps,  the  passage  referred  to  by 
Quivis.

Besides  the  wit  and  humour,  the 
delicious  irony,  the  clear  good  sense,  the  charming 
style,  the  inimitable  ease  and  flow  of  his  dialogue, 
how  many  subjects  of  interest  are  connected  with 
Lucian  !  As  for  instiince  his  relations  to  Piigzmism, 
to  ChrietianitVt  to  his  owji  times,  to  Art,  to 
Emsinus  and  the  Refomiation,  and  to  our  own

— that  by  this  means  fine  healthy,  intelligent  maidemi 
could  be  reduced  to  a  state  bordering  on  idiotcy/*— Vol.

OLIVEE  CROMWELL,  JUNIOR.

I  Imm  I  shall  not  be  cintssed  as  an  admirer  of 
the  **  Great  Protector"  because  I  attempt  to  answer 
the  tiuestion  respecting  this  geotleman.  As  all 
the  world  knows,  Oliver  Crouiwell  married  Eliza- 
beth Bonichier  in  August,  1620.  He  and  hii  wife 
vi^ent  to  reside  at  Huntingdon  immediately  after 
the  luarritij^e,  and  in  the  parish  register  of  the 
ckarvh  af  SL  John  Baptist,  in  that  town,  thcfe  k 


fotind,  under  the  yms  1621,  the  ibUowing  entiy, 
**  Robert  the  son  of   Oliver  Cromwell,   Esquii^ 

bapt.  the  xiij,  of  October/'  Nothing  whatever  is 
known  of  the  &te  of  this  boy ;  it  las  been  uxa- 
mised  tlmt  he  died  while  absent  &om  home,  for  no 
record  of  his  burial  is  found  in  Huntingdon. 
Four  months  later,  in  Feb.,  1622,  we  find  the  entrji 
"  Oliver  the  son  of  Oliver  Cromwell,  gent.,  baj^ 
the  vj.  of  Febniaiy.''  Considering  the  prominent 
part  played  by  the  father,  and  that  the  young 
Oliver  himself  lived  to  manhood  and  held  a  com^ 
mission  in  the  Parliamentary  army,  it  is  aatoniehing 
how  little  is  known  of  his  history.  The  fact  that 
his  maternal  grandfather  had  a  residence  a^  Felsted 
in  Essex,  then  fiimons  for  its  free  Grammar  School 
in  a!]  probability  determined  his  parents  to  nend 
him  there  for  his  education.  When  the  Civil  War 
broke  out  he  must  have  been  about  nineteen,  and 
no  doubt  his  fathers  interest  soon  obtained  for  him 
a  commission.  In  1643  we  find  him,  with  a  troop 
of  kindred  spirits,  doing  a  world  of  miachi^  ia 
Peterborough  Cathedral,  breaking  the  stained 
glass  windows  in  the  choir,  destroying  the  moni- 
nients  and  tombs  in  the -nave,  and  burmng  priceless 
mannscripts  in  the  Chapter-bouse.  A  Mr,  Hnstia 
(all  honour  to  him)  was  fortunate  enough  to  iod  a 
soldier  whose  cupidity  was  even  stronger  than  hli 
fanaticism,  and  ne  succeeded  in  redeeming  horn 
his  hands  a  valuable  manuscript,  for  the  sum  of 
ten  shiUlngti,  and  further  he  prevailed  upon  the 
trooper  to  give  him  the  following  quaintly  worded 
pi\ss  for  the  book  he  had  rescued : — 

"  I  praj  let  th]«  Bcripture  l>ook  alone,  for  he  haih  pud 
w^  for  it;  asiJ  there forv  1  would  df^aire  jou  to  let  it 
alone,  bv  me  Henry  TopclyflFe  ftaulJiet  under  captaia 
CroTOweUj  Cnlonei  CromweHs  ion,  th^irfora  I  ptay lei 
it  alone.

Now  wajid-warpt  must  mean 
the  thrower  or  turner  up  of  something,  and  that 
something  vmy^  perhapft,  be  a  \mni  or  way ;  if  so, 
then  the  sense  is  track-iurntr,  which  is  not  unlikelv, 
though  of  course  but  a  guess.  It  is  also  possible 
that  'Wurpt  may  have  been  an  ignorant  addition, 
giving  the  wont  the  sense  of  lurfi-iumtVy  for 
tnnter.  The  reference  of  tmnt  to  the  Banish  vmd 
is  really  of  no  heJp  whatever,  because  the  English 
form  is  clearly  the  older  of  the  two.  It  would  be 
found  of  great  service  to  philologists  to  remember, 
once  for  all,  the  general  principle,  thiit,  next  to  the 
Ma^so-Gothic,  the  Old  English  commonly  preserves 
the  oldest  Teutonic  forms.  This  principle  is  con- 
tinuiilly  being  left  out  of  sight.  If  we  could  but 
receive  the  iloctrtne  that,  in  a  large  number  of 
cases,  where  the  Moiso- Gothic  forms  have  been 
lost,  oiu-  own  native  tongue  has  preserved  the 
oldest  Teutonic  forma  on  record,  that  it  frequently 
n*nks  next  to  the  Sanskrit,  above  the  GreeK,  and 
even  above  the  Latin,  we  should  be  none  the 
worse  philologists  for  being  thus  patriotic.  In 
half  the  number  of  cases  where  English  words  are 
said  to  be  derivtdf  they  are  not  really  derived,  but 
cognate  ;  and  when  we  compare  the  cognate  forms 
in  various  langxmges,  we  fretjuently  find  the  Eng- 
lish form  coming  nearest  to  the  theoretical  Indo-

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VimpimM  I  these  were  luied  m  well  iii  poor  tTtopiana^ 
,  mA  jkUftwed  to  go  back  to  tb^  own  country,  noi 
emotij-lKiDiiedf  if,  im  fell  out  but  seldom,  they 
wi&bt  to  leave  Utopia.  Aa  to  the  uction  of  the 
Church,  Mr,  Maunce  alao  refers  to  the  "  Caiion« 
enacted  under  K.  Edgar*'  (reigned  959-75  a,b.)  in 
Punsban's  time,  Thorpe's  Aiigto-Saxon  Latcs^  ii, 
282,  in  which  a  {>enitent  who  bus  the  ability,  is 
eflfloined  to  build  a  chureh  and  bridges,  and  help 
the  poor^  and  also  ^^  let  him  free  Mb  own  alaves,  and 
redeem  to  freedom  their  slaves  from  other  men  ^ 
(fnogt  his  ^ena  ]te)tiiotm  d  dUs^  at  c/^rum  mcmnwm, 
heofa  Poifoan  ki  fredtt).  I  regret  to  say  that  in 
m  Ibnner  artide  I  did  aome  inju&tice  to  Sir 
Tbooiflii  Smith's  ComniomumWiof  England  {written 
in  Latin,  2Bth  Maroh,  1565).  It  says  in  chap*  x. 
'*  Of  Bondage  and  Bondmen  " ; — 

"All  thoM  kind  of  Bondmen  bee  called  in  our  Law 
villaius  in  grosae,  as  ye  would  Bay,  inunediately  bond  to 
the  person  and  liu  hciree.  Another  th^  had  (&b  i^]p«aroth 
in  Justinian's  time)  which  they  called  adsa-ipiitij  gUha^ 
or  a^n  cemiti.  The«e  were  not  bond  to  the  nerson,  but 
to  the  Manour  or  place^  and  did  follow  him  wno  IiimI  the 
Manour ;  [andl  in  our  l^aw  are  called  Villainei  reg&rdanta, 
for  because  they  bee  as  membefs,  or  b«longtng^  to  the 
Manour  or  plaoeu  Neither  of  the  one  sort  nor  of  the 
other  h«uo  we  any  number  in  England*  And  ofthejirti 
I  nevtr  kn€K  any  tn  the  Realvu  in  my  timf.  Of  the  secondt 
gpffiV!  there  bf,  that  it  it  not  edmast  worih  tht  sptahinfj ; 
but  our  Law  doth  acknowledge  them  in  both  tbote  sorts."

whether  now  he  misht  make  seirure  ;  but  it  was  held  by 
the  opinion  of  tlie  Court,  thnt  the  Lord  could  make  no 
feizure,  arid  thia  in  far^^ur  of  liberty."

(voL  ii.  p.  ITU),  wheu  it  was  edited  by  CunjphelL 
In  addition  to  exjtiriplcs  already  i|uoted  in  thcBe 
pages,  are  others,  including  a  specimen  of  a  most 
remarkable  modern  Greek  poem  of  455  lines,  every 
one  of  which  ia  a  literal  palindrome.  The  specimen 
by  Taylor,  the  Water-Poet,  quoted  by  Lord  Lyt- 
telton  (p.  288),  'm  therein  mentiomHl  as  the  only 
Engli.sh  palindrome  line  that  ia  known  :■ — 

"At  least*  James  Harris,  who  liiid  devoly  studied  our 
language,  could  diitcuYer  no  more  ;  auU  tliut  one  is  only 
procured  by  a  quaititTjess  of  spoiling  in  one  word,  and  th^ 
substitution  of  a  figure  for  another — 

'  Lewd  did  I  live  k  evil  I  did  dwcl/ 

"  Our  own  observation  eonfirms  the  difficulty  of  com- 
pMtog  them  in  our  own  laognage,  which  thb  rarity  im- 
plies. We  have  frequently  laboured  nt  arrangements  of 
words  which  would  form  an  Englii^h  piiHndrome  line^^ 
but  always  unsuccesifully,  which  «urprihed  u»^  u«  we  have 
in  Bngllui  so  many  palindrome  wonu." 

Other  specimens  of  |)alindromcs,  in  Latin  and 
Greek,  are  given  in  the  <^Vlir  Mofithhj  Ma^azitnif 
Sept.  and  Oct.,  1B21,  pp.  460,  519.  Lord  Lytteltou 
aaya  that  "the  late  Lonl  Glenelgs  title  was  often 
noticed  in  this  way.^'  A  very  good  example  of 
this  appeared  in  Once  a  IVetk^  reb.

much  to  coipomte  or  gi(/LBi-oorporute  bodies^  i^ud 
as  colleges  and  momisteries,  as  to  individuals— 
perbape  morei  They  were  reiponsible  for  tht 
Bpirituid  care  of  the  di»tricta  where  tbofte  tithe 
accrued,  which  they  discharged,  often  badly  enough 
by  sending  ministers  with  a  scanty  pittance  to  di 
their  duty,  themselves  keeping  the  tithes. 

These  ministers,  in  the  course  of  time,  becizm 
almost,  if  not  quite,  always^  Tesident,  and  csiuie  to 
be  caller!  Vicar«— ii  name  essentially  indicative  ot 
an  ancient  and  radical  evil  :  of  shirking  of  diit| 
and  putting  it  on  others^  and  grasping  of  reveDiie 
without  attending  to  the  correlative  duty.  It  if 
true  that  in  sevtitd  instances  the  lesser  or  vicarial 
tithasp  given  to  the  working  clergy,  have  happciied 
to  become  valuable,  and  soiuetinies  more  vafuabJt 
than  the  great  tithes  :  but  this  is  the  less  frequeat 
case,  and  was  never  the  case  at  first. 

Eveiy  ancient  Vi<»rage  in  England,  I  heUerf, 
indicates  an  ancient  ecclesiastical  corTuptiti& 
When  the  monasteries  were  abolished,  all  that 
revenues  pajised  into  the  bands  of  the  Cmwb^ 
sometimes  out  of  those  of  the  Pope,  who  lud 
also  unjustly  abstracted  part  of  them  feoin  thi 
bodiea  to  whom  they  belonged.  And  it  m  widl 
know  that  Cranmer,  and  all  the  better-mi nd^l  of 
the  Eefonners,  wished  them  to  be  re-distributed  a 
a  better  system,  for  spiritual  and  educatiooil 
purposes,  and  for  real  work. 

But  the  secular  and  avaricious  spirit  prevaiH 
and  the  sovereigns  of  those  days  and  tneir  pni- 
fiigate  ministers,  such  as  the  Duke  of  Some^ 
in  the  gif^t  majority  of  cases,  kept  them  in  ^ 
own  hands,  or  squandered  them  on  unwottiij 
favourites  and  others.  And,  in  the  cour^  of  tiin^ 
these  ecclesiastical  endowments  came  to  he  »- 
^rded  as  simple  property,  and  poesed  from  luja^ 
to  hand  by  purt^hase  or  otherwise,  with  no  obligftti** 
effectively  adhering  to  them  as  it  ought  to  t*'* 
done. 

The  whole  thing  is  radically  an  abuse,  i)m^ 
from  its  immense  magnitude  it  can  hardly  be  d«fil* 
with.

myself  the  pleasure  of  extracting  from  an  article  in 
the  Monthly  Eqfontoryy*  a  poflsskge  bearing  on  tliis 
pjirt  of  my  subject/*— the  mimattine  ^wrtrait  of 
Wiiliain  Hazlitt  punted  by  his  brother  John,  an 
engraving  from  wnicb  is  fi^ven  in  Mr,  Cai*ew  Haz- 
iitt'8  first  volume.  WiUiam  was  then  thirteen 
years  of  age,  and  the  portrait  justiiiefl  the  remark 
that  "the  mild  intelligeQce  of  the  countenance 
bears  a  marked  resemblance  to  those  of  the  children 
in  some  of  Correggio's  pictures,  and  was  a  faithful 
indimtion  of  the  mind  within,"— and  which  appeat« 
t-o  nie  extremely  beautifid.     It  is  aa  follows  :— 

♦*  The  mt^dt  pure  and  perfect  state  of  human  existence, 
the  most  e  the  rial  in  mindp  being  freah  from  the  creatiTe 
hand;  the  moat  eathusiiutic  and  bencrolent  of  hei^rt* 
being  yet  uncontaminated  by  the  outer  world  aod 
all  its  bitter  disappointments,  the  Bweotost  and  yet  the 
rao*t  pttthetic,  were  it  only  from  the  extreme  seme 
of  beauty,  is  the  early  youth  of  genius.  Alone  in 
the  acutence>9  of  its  general  seniibility, — un.«ympathi2ed 
with  in  its  peculiar  Tiew  of  tiaturo  ;  its  heart  without 
utterance,  and  its  intellect  a  mine  penetrated  by  the 
warmth  of  the  da  wain  i;  suot  but  unopened  by  its 
meridian  beams, — the  child  of  genius  wanders  forth  into 
the  fields  and  woods,  an  embodied  imagination ;  an 
elemental  being  yearning  for  operation,  but  knowing:  not 
its  mission.  A  powerful  destiny  heaves  for  development 
in  it«  bosom;  it  feels  the  prophetic  waves  surginz  to  and 
fro  ;  but  al  I  h  indistinct  and  ra«t :  cayeroed«  ipelT-boondj 
aimless  and  rife  with  sighs.  It  has  little  retrospection^ 
and  that  little  of  no  ImportunGe  ;  its  heart  and  lonl  are 
in  the  future,  a  glorified  dream.  Memory,  with  all  it» 
melaticholy  pleasures  and  countless  painty  ia  for  the  old ; 
but  youth  IB  a  lesion  of  tfae  islands  of  the  blest ;  it  tells 
its  own  fairy-tale  to  itself,  and  in  at  once  the  hero  and 
the  inventor.  It  revBls  in  the  radiance  of  years  to  come, 
nor  ever  dreams  that  the  little  daisy  on  the  lawn,  so 
smilingly  beheld,  or  so  tenderly  gathered  from  its  green 
bed,  shall  make  the  whole  heart  with  a?l  the  past,  when 
it  meets  the  eye  some  years  hence*  If  this  be  more  or 
less  the  case  with  youth  in  general,  it  is  so  in  a  pre- 
eminent degree  with  the  youtli  of  genius.  At  this  early 
period  of  the  life  of  sucu  a  being,  impressions  of  moral 
and  physical  beauty  exist  in  ecstatic  sensation  rather 
than  in  flentiment :  a  practical  feeling  and  instinct^  not 
a  theory  or  rule  of  rjght.  Conscious  only  of  its  ever- 
working  senatbtlity,  and  dim  aipirations,  boundless  aa 
dim,  — utterly  unconscious  of  ita  ttilent,  power*,  or  means 
of  realixing  its  feelings,— the  child  of  genius  yearns  with  a 
deep  sense  of  the  divinity  of  im]jeri»hablo  creation,  with 
hopes  that  sweep  high  over  the  dull  earth  and  all  its 
revolving  graves ;  and  lost  in  beatific  abstraction,  it  has 
a  positive  foretaste  of  ini mortality. 

•*Such  we  may  affirm— if  the  reader  will  add  the 
intensity  of  com  prehension  which  piereea  beneath  the 
deepest  roots  of  the  heart,  and  to  which  all  words  are 
but  the  earth  like  signs,  the  finger-marks  of  mortality 
pointing  to  the  orofountl  elements  of  humMi  nature,— 
such  was  the  early  youth  of  William  Uailitt." 

This  was  the  hmguage  of  Mr.  R.  H.  Home  in 
1836;  and  tlm  (not  to  dwell  on  other  impro* 
bftbilitiofi)  seemg  to  me  to  dispose  of  the  fiction  of 
the  "  stone/  and  the  '*  self-imposetl  ta^k,''

Aa  far  as  I  am  aware,  the  earliest  direct  mention 
of  Shakspeare  occurs  in  the  verj^  singular  work, 
entitled — 

'*  PoUmaBt^ila,  or  tho  Meancs  to  Judge  of  the  FgJI  of  & 
Commotiwoalth,  ivhereunto  Ib  added  a  letter  from  Eng- 
land to  her  three  daughter?,  Camlirid^e,  Oxford,  lanes 
of  Court,  and  to  the  rest  o^  her  inliAbit4nt»/' 
printed  at  Cambridge  in  15S5  ;  but  I  do  not  think 
that  the  manner  of  the  idliiflion  has  ever  received 
the  attention  it  desenres.  The  notice  is  entirely 
marginal,  and  occurs  hy  the  «ide  of  a  [jortion 
of  the  text  containing  a  hiboured  eidogy  upon 
Daniel's  "  courte-deare-verae,"  As  tliere  is  no 
mention  of  Shakspeare  or  hia  works  in  the  text, 
1  will  only  ask  you  to  print  the  marginal  notes 
exactly  as  they  itand  in  tne  book  r —

The  author  has  hiat  before  been  celebrating  the 
triumph  of  the  Elizabethan  poets  over  ArioHto  and 
Ta«o  in  Italy,  and  Bella y  and  Ronsard  in  France, 
mentioning  in  the  text  ay  their  Engliah  rival 
**  Divine  Spenser,"  but  amplifying  it  in  a  marginal 
note  to  *'  M.  Ahiblaster,  Spenser,  and  others/^ 
The  interesting  (juestion  at  once  occuib,  who  was 
meant  by  "  Watson 't*  heir  I''  I  take  it  for  granted 
that  '*  AJl  pTaijieworthy  "  does  not  refer  to  Lucretia^ 
but  ia  to  be  read  in  connexion  with  the  names  of 
the  writers  before  mentioned,  so  that  there  is  no 
absolute  presiiinption  that  aO  the  notes  relate  to 
Shakspeare)  and  we  are  besides  met  by  the  difficulty 
of  the  iiiter|>ositiun  of  **  Eloquent  Gaveaton"  be- 
tween the  two  undoubted  referenceft  to  Shakspeare's 
poems.  If  these  words  refer  to  Drayton'a  |x>em  of 
Fier»  GavatORy  licensed  and  probably  printed  in 
1593,  there  h  an  end  of  the  continuity,  hut  Diuyton 
had  been  mentioned  before  by  name  opijosite  a 
notice  of  the  Oxford  writers,  which  Hinders  it  at  least 
unlikely  that  he  would  be  introduced  again  here. 
MarloVa  Edtmrd  11.  had  been  entered  upon  the 
Stationers*  books  in  1593,  but  as  the  writer  ia  deal- 
in^f  only  with  living  authors,  we  cannot  suppose 
thia  to  be  alluded  to,  unless,  indeed,  he  ascribed  it 
io  Shakspeare. 


Assuming    that    an    enigtimticnl    epithet    Tik< 
''  Wutson-H  heir'*  would  not  be  uaed  to  introduce  i 
poet  previously  unmentioned,  it  follows  that  tha 
phraae  must  refer  to  one  of  the  three  writers, — 
Shaki<i>eare,  Drayton,  or  Daniel,  the  last  being  the 
one  mentioned  in  the  text,  and  whose  tragedy  of 
Cleopatra  is  evidently  referred  to  in  the  next  nate. 
At  tinst  sight  it  appears  very  improbable  that  Shak- 
speare would  be  cnaracterized  as  the  iuheritor  of 
Watson's  somewhat  pedantic  muse ;  but,  on  the 
other  hand,  there  is  a  fire  and  vigour  in  Watson's 
poetry  which  makes  it  still  more  improbable  that  the 
epithet  could  be  applied  to  the  very  cool  and  chaste 
devotees  of  Delia  and  Idea.     But  the  interesting 
point  remains.     Watson's  last  pul dished  (posthu- 
mous)  work,  the   Tears   of  Fancie,    1593,    liktj 
Shaksj>eare's  Venus  and  Adonis^  dealt  with  **  lof^ 
diiadained,"  but  litemry  heirship  surely  refers  tathw 
to  manner  or  style  than  subject.     Watson's  special 
reputation  was  that  of  a  writer  of  sonnets,  and  8» 
a  sonnet  writer— the  English  Petrarch  as  he  ww 
called — he  is  always  mentioned  by  his  oontew- 
poraries.     If,  therefore,  it  is  Shakspeare  who  b 
here  spoken  of  as  "  Watson's  heir,"  ther* 
to  be  at  least  some  ground  for  inferring 
had  acquired  a  reputation  for  his  sonnets,  tlm 
yean*  before  the  notice  by  Meres  in  1598.    It  is,

I  am  using  no  figure  of  speech,  but  am  s}>eaking 
the  simple  truth,  when  I  say  that  some  of  the 
scenes  the  poet  depicts  mi^ht  (« 11  owing,  of  course, 
for  the  absence  of  cannibalism  and  the  presence  of 
clothes)  have  occurred  amongst  the  rudest  savagjes. 
If  ttny  Cumberland  man,  jefdous  for  the  honour  of 
his  native  county,  doubts  this,  I  t\ak  him  to  resid 
the  Wortoii  IVfddhuj  and  the  Codbedc  Wedding^ 
and  if  he  h  candid  he  mujit,  I  think,  own  that  the 
cour^ene?is  of  the  scenes  depicted  in  these  song» 
could  not  posaibiy  be  exceeded.  I  have  culled  a 
few  flowers  from  these  two  songs,  or  rather  balladR, 
and  truly  they  make  a  plea^mg  nosegay  !  It  is 
said  that  one  half  of  the  world  doea  not  know  how 
the  other  half  lirea ;  and  I  much  doubt  if  many  of 
the  southeni  readers  of  "  N.  &  Q.'*  know  how  tlieir 
fellow-creatures,  the  **  bold  peasantry"  of  Cumber- 
land, live. 

The  Wortwh  Wedding  aeema  to  have  been 
celebrate^!,  ha  weddings  usually  are  in  aU  cUsses 
of  society,  by  a  Iwrge  gathering  of  the  bride 
and  bridegroom's  friends,  and  in  the  very  first 
verse  the  poet  informs  us  that  *'  priest  and  clerk 
and  AW  gat  drunk"  ;  so  the  Scriptural  saying,  **  as 
with  the  people  so  with  tlie  priest,"  was  on  this 
occiision  literally  exemplified.  A  free  fight  appe^y^ 
to  have  been  a  special  feature  of  the  entertainment, 
becauhe,  also  in  the  first  verse,  we  are  informed 
that  "  the  Thuraby  chap6  they  lit  (fought)  the  best "; 
but  however  great  was  their  prowess  in  this  respect,, 
they  did  not  m  the  matter  of  drinking  come  up  to 
the  *^  WoTton  weavers,"  who,  in  honour^  perhaps, 
of  belonging  to  the  brides  parisbt  "drrmk  the 
maifit"  (mo«t).  What  would  Luly  Clam  Vere  de 
Vere  and  the  Earl  of  Broadacres  think  if  the 
grave  dean  or  rector  who  hud  perfonued  their 
nmrriage-service  in  the  morning,  were  in  the  even- 
ing,  in  conjunction  with  the  parish  clerk,  to  get 
very  drunk,  and  lo«e  his  Sundiiy  wig  in  a  scrim- 
mage, which  further  on  we  read  hapjiened  to  the 
unfortunate  Worton  clerjjyman  i  Although  a 
general  fight  w%'is  |?oing  on  all  the  evening  amongst 
the  wedding  guests,  there  were  two  or  three 
whnt  I  may  call  private  fights;  for  instance, 
the  clcgger  and  the  tador  of  the  village  had  one  on 
their  own  account,  the  result  being  that  ^'puir 
Snip  gat  twa  bhick  e'en."  As  for  the  worthy 
clergyman  (who,  luckily  for  himself,  did  iv<it  Iv*^ 
in  the  days  of  Croiiiw^\i?&  TrieTiy,  liQ  ^Atc^Tv^x  '^^^ 
the  people  out  of  chiiTcV  l\ffl.xi\i^  '•''  to&x^  w^V^  V>s. 
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intention  of  **  havin^^  ere  nl^hi  a  hearty  bout,"  and 
this  prumbe  lit*  Uteroliy  fuliilled.  It  is  a  cka- 
nciermtic  tmit  that  the  poet  tell^  of  thdae  proceed* 
ings  on  the  part  of  the  dmne  m  the  moat  natiiml 
umuner;  it  never  seeiua  to  strike  hiiu  that  it  h 
not  altogether  conaiytent  with  the  chiiractcr  of  a 
minister  of  the  Gospel  to  conduct  himself  in  this 
disorderly  manner. 

A&  the  evenin^^  advrancea  the  fighting  grows  atiO 
more  *'fa3t  and  furious/'  and  the  blows  which 
these  stalwart  Gumbrianii  deal  euch  other  are 
worthy  of  Thor*a  hJimmer,  or  Friar  Tuck'a  fist, 
which  made  Co3iir  de  Lion's  ear  sing  again,  as  we 
read  in  leankof.  The  following  linea  are  enough 
to  take  one's  breath  away  : — 

''But  Curst  J,  Bouple  cammerstaiig, 
Ked  WuUon  brong  hi*  lug  a  whuig.

When  Trummel  cleekt  ber  on  his  knee, 
She  dunched  o^nd  punched  ;  cded, '  Full  let  be ! ' 
Then  atrack  biia  owre  the  jaw." 

But  the  most  singular  part  of  the  aflfair  is  that 
after  theftc  tremendous  blows  (any  one  of  which 
would  be  enou^'h  to  knock  the  very  life  out  of  us 
degeuerate  Loodoneiu)^  they  all  part  on  perfectly 
friendly  terms,  and  **  hope  to  meet  neist  (next) 

day-M 

However,  such  tremendous  de^s  of  derrin^do 
cannot  be  cjirried  on  upon  empty  atomaclis,  so  in 
the  course  of  the  evening  the  good  folks  have 
supper,  and  I  can  only  tjay  of  their  manner  of 
eftUng  and  drinking  that,  txa  honest  Slender  imys, 
"it  pey»ed.*'  So  intensely  piggish  is  it  that  a 
TiUage  beJlc  present,  a  lispuig  young  lady,  without 
any  hesitation  deehires  that  it  is  "  grievouth  work 
to  eat  like  thwinCy^'  and  her  strictures  are  fully 
deaerved.  And  here,  as  well  as  in  the  Vodbixk 
Wedding,  it  is  very  curious  to  note  how  the  ancient 
mo88*trooping  Border  habits  of  "  rugging  and  riv- 
ing" come  out  on  occasion.  The  Cumberland 
peasantry  are  a  very  hospiuble  race,  and  not  being 
m  miserably  poor  as  their  southern  brethren,  thty 
have  wherewith  to  be  hospitable,  and  there  is  a 
vast  but  coarse  profusion  of  victuals  on  the  table  ; 
but  although  there  is  enough  and  to  spare  for  every 
one,  they  even  fight  with  each  other  for  their  food, 
at  least  if  I  rightly  understand  the  lines  :*- 
**  'Tween  lufr  and  luggitie,  oh  what  fan 
To  see  them  giro  and  eat.** 

Ilie  faUowing  hne&.  however,  in  the  Codbick 
Wisddinp,  leave  no  doubt  tm  the  subject  ;—

It  is  usual,  when  a  young  man  wishes  to  pay 
hh  addresses,  for  him  to  send  his  fatlier  to  the  lady's 
hou8€  to  aminge  prelim iniiriea  with  her  father^  and, 
if  the  two  can  come  to  un  agreement abont  the  dowry 
imd  i^ettlements,  "  pennission  to  visit ''  is  granted  to 
the  swaia  This  is  cjtUed  the  (uc€S  vrajfcn.  If  the 
youth  should  be  accepted  by  the  lady,  the  engage- 
uient  is  announced  m  the  local  paper,  and  then 
there  ia  a  betrothal  feaat.  A  week  before  the 
marriage  the  couple  ^nd  to  each  friend  a  small 
bottle  of  sweet  wine,  poetically  called  "bride^s 
tears  **  (f/ntvistraneii)^  and  a  box  of  bonbons  (hrttid- 
::uikt'r).  The  reception  of  these  is  an  invitation  to 
the  wedding,  which  is  usuaUy  both  civil  and  eecle- 
Biaatical,  and  is  celebrated  on  an  extravagant,  and 
often  ruinous,  scale. 

The  preliniinariea  are  varied  in  Bome  parts.  For 
instance,  a  friend  of  mine  in  Dordrecht  had,  in 
1867*  to  submit  to  the  following  cereuKmies  before 
be  was  considered  fully  engaged.  After  the  accea 
XTafjeiij  the  ladjs  father  invited  the  gentlemiLn'B 
family  to  be  introduced  tj>  hiH  friends;  the  second 
father  in  a  similar  way  introduced  his  80n*3  friends; 
and  this  was  followed  by  a  reception  at  each  of  the 
houses,  at  which  the  young  couple  presided.  When 
aJl  this  was  satiafactorily  gone  through,  the  en- 
gagement was  announced  in  the  paper,  and  the 
couple  returned  aU  the  calla. 

Some  fiLDitlies  keep  up  an  old  custom  known  as 
palmknoopen  (palm-knots).  On  the  day  before  the 
wedding,  while  the  host  and  hostess  are  busy  pre- 
paring for  the  feast,  some  aged  lady  relative, 
as«iiiteti  by  the  cliildren,  decorates  the  whole  hon&e 
with  wreaths  and  festoons  of  flowers,  and  prepares 
tbaplets  for  the  bride  and  bridesmaids  to  wear  on 
the  morrow. 

Another  curious  custom  is  observed  at  a  funeml, 
and  may  perhaps  be  considered  to  be  a  feeble 
imitation  of  the  Eastern  usage  of  employing  paid 
mourners,  Wlwn  &  death  taies  place  the  under- 
takers, or  aaTi>sprdcer8^  are  aexit  round  to  the  houses 
of  such  friends  as  live  in  the  neighbourhood.  Tliey 
are  attired  in  cocked  hats,  from  which  hane^ 
streftiners  of  cmpe^  dresa-coats,  knee-breeches  and 
stockings,  and  with  buckled  shoes.  The  principal 
a«^n*pr^fr  announces  to  the  person  who  opens  each 
dc»or  that  Mijnheer  A.^  who  lived  in  B,  Street,  died 
at  such  a  date,  and  at  such  an  hour,  and  in  most 
instances  particulara  of  the  disease  are  also  added. 
The  other  aatuprekers  meanwhile  stand  in  the 
road,  and  in  their  midst  is  the  huikbalk^  or  pro- 
fessional "blubberer."  His  dress  is  much  the  wime 
as  that  of  the  others,  but  he  wears  a  kind  of  wide- 
awake with  an  immense  brim,  and  also  a  long- 
tailed  coat.  When  the  announcement  of  the  death 
is  concluded,  this  individual  begins  to  bowl  and 
cry,  and,  if  properly  paid,  real  tears  roll  down  his 
cheekiL  The  ^nikbalL  or  some  one  in  a  similar 
cmUtme,  ^naUy  drirea  the  hearse.   The  oaniprtkcri 


may  be  seen  in  all  Dutdi  towns,  but  the  huiUh%ik\ 
is  almost  a  tiling  of  the  past,  and  is  now  onlyj^ 
ployed  in  remote  villages.

Instead,  however,  of  Bending  occasional 
notes  to  **  N.  t&  Q*"  about  such  works,  how  much 
better  it  would  be  U  some  one  would  imdertake  to 
receive  all  such  notes,  with  a  view  to  their  publica- 
tion in  "  N.  &  Q.,*'  when  a  coneiderable  number  of 
them,  enough  to  fill  a  p«ige  at  least,  has  been  accu- 
muJnted !  If  the  Editor  approves,  this  may  easily 
be  done :  and,  failing  any  one  else^  I  am  rendy  tOtl 
undertake  the  work  of  receiving  and  arranging  the| 
titles  of  the  works  in  question,*  What  is  wast 
m  that  we  t<hould  have  the  correct  titles,  the  autho 
names  (when  known),  the  date  and  place  of  publi- 
C4ition,  iS:c,  A  very  brief  description  of  the  drift ' 
of  each  book  would  be  very  useftil,  but  id!  wan- 
dering talk  and  irrelevant  remarks  would,  of 
course,  be  rigidly  suppressed.

On  the  Dates  of  *'  A  Chaste  Maid,"  &c.  (4*^ 
S.  xi.  317,) — In  the  concluding  paragraph  of  Mk. 
B.  Nicholson's  notes  on  this  subject  are  references 
to  the  Spanish  Ambassador  in  England,  Count 
^ndomar,  and  a  remark,  **  Unless  the  enmity 
against  the  Spaniards  hjwi  i>een  revived,  and  their 
old  ill -deeds  raked  up  against  them,  he  would 
hardly  have  been  sjKtken  of  so  long  after  date."  If 
Mr.  Nicholson  has  any  doubts  aato  the  intensity 
of  the  anti-Simnish  feeling  in  England  at  the 
period  in  question,  c.  162t),  let  him  turn  to  Vox 
F&pvli^  the  first  and  second  parts,  by  Thomas 
Soott,  of  Utrecht  (Brit.  Mus.  Uhmry,  1103,  e.  122). 
A  still  more  stringent  proof  of  the  bitteniess  of 
this  feeling  may  be  iitudied  in  the  print,  *'  Invented 
by  Samuell  Ward,  pre4iclier  of  IpswiciL  luiprinted 
at  Aniiiterdam,  Anno  1621/'  which  is  styled,  **  1588.

"  making  a  toil  of  pleasure,^'  I  think  we  may  rea- 
sonably conclude  tnat  the  ride  to  Salisbury,  eighty- 
one  miles,  occupied  three  days.  If  so,  Francis 
started  from  London  on  the  25th,  but  UtUr  39  of 
Junius  is  dated  "  28  Majf,  1770." 

It  appears,  from  a  letter  to  Macrabie,  diited 
"'  Margate,  July  1,  1770,"  that  Francis  was  on  that 
day  at  Margate  wnth  his  wife.  On  the  **  9th  of 
July"  Francis  writes  to  his  wife  at  Margate  a  letter 
from  ^'  London,"  in  which  he  says; — 

"  Mr.  WombeU,  whom  I  luckily  taw  laH  nt^kl  at  the 
coff&Q-bouse,  promisod  to  deliver  you  a  note  to-day,  by 
vrlncli  you  will  have  had  tUc  tarliest  account  of  my  am- 
vai,    I  tmveUedffaBt,"  &c. 

1  think  the  fair  constniction  to  be  put  upon  this 
passage  is  that  Francis  left  Margate  on  the  day 
previous  to  that  on  which  it  was  written,  namely, 
the  Bth ;  that  he  arrived  in  London  after  i>06t  hour; 
but  seeing  a  friend  at  the  coffee-house,  who  was 
going  to  Margate  next  morning,  induced  him  to  l>e 
the  bearer  of  a  note  to  Mrs,  P'rancb,  which  she 
would  receive  on  the  9  th,  thus  {mticipating  by  a 
day  the  intelligence?  of  his  arrival  at  home ;  for  his 
letter,  posted  on  the  9th,  would  not  lejive  London 
by  the  mail  until  nine  o'clock  on  the  evening  of 
that  day.  Here,  again,  dates  make  against  the 
Fniiiciscan  theory,  for  there  are  two  misecUaneous 
letters,  dated  July  7,  1771*, — Francbthen  being  at 
Margate, — one  signed  "  Q  in  the  Comer,"  and  the 
other  "  A  Labourer  in  the  same  Cause." 

In  a  letter  dated  "  Bath,  December  23,  1770, 
Sunday,"  Frsmcis  infomia  his  wife  of  his  recent 
arrival  in  that  city,  but  there  is  nothing  in  the 
letter  to  enable  us  to  fix  the  precise  date  of  his  arri- 
val He  writes,  "  We  all  lodge  together  in  a  very 
comfortable,  I  might  aay  an  elegant  house.  Upon 
the  whole  it  promises  to  be  a  very  agreeable  expedi- 
tion.*'  There  is  nothing  in  this  letter  to  indicate 
a  speedy  return  to  town  on  the  jmrt  of  the  writer. 
Its  tone  would  seem  to  imply  a  fortnight's  stay,  at 
least ;  and  there  is  some  evidence  that  the  "  expe- 
dition "  filled  up  that  spMioe  of  time.  In  a  letter 
from  Dr.  Francis  to  his  son  (evidently  written  after 
receiving  one  from  the  latter,  announcing  his  safe 
arrival  in  London),  dated  "  Bath,  January  9,  1771," 
the  Doctor  writes,  **  Thanka  for  your  journey,  your 
own  health,  and  that  of  your  family.  Your  good 
news  from  Mn  Rob n  I  shall  expect  with  im- 
patience, for  all  my  spirits  u€nt  to  toum  on  jf<Mn*iay.'* 
The  Sunday  preceding  the  date  of  this  letter  was 
the  6th  of  the  month,  and  on  that  day  Dr,  Francis's 
**  Bpirits  went  to  town"  with  his  son.  But  on  the

Francis^  in  a  letter  dated  **  War  Office,  March  30, 
1771,*'  wiates  to  Major  Bacfgs,  '*  I  have  had  a  dan- 
TOToun  fever,  and  am  still  very  ill  with  a  mre 
SiToat.'*  This  serious  illness  hitd  not  set  in  on  the 
6th  of  the  month,  for  on  that  day  Francis  wrote  a 
long  letter  to  Macrabie,  which  contains  no  allusion 
to  it ;  hut  although  Francis  had  gone  through  a 
dftn^erous  fever  between  the  6th  and  the  3<>th  of 
March,  and  was  still  **very  ill  '*  at  the  latter  date, 
**  with  a  biid  sore  throat/'  Junius  had  been  more 
fortiinate,  for  on  the  25th  of  March  (having  on  the 
6th  written  Miscellaneoua  Letter,  No,  Ql)he,  inde- 
£cttigAhle  as  ever,  wrote  MisceUaneous  Letter,  92, 
and  four  dajs  later,  namely,  the  29th  of  March,  he 
wrote  Miscellaneons  Letter  93. 

Here  I  inust  pau«o  for  the  present ;  but  I  may 
hereafter  send  some  further  note^i, — if,  indeed,  you 
cfire  to  be  troubled  with  them, — in  disproof  of  the 
claim  set  up  for  Francis.  In  proportion  as  the 
ground  is  cleared  of  pretenders,  the  chances  of  dis- 
covering Junius— remote  as  they  seem  to  be— are 
increased.

This  Mercelde  Is  Asbt<ii),  in  MukeHiehl— «*>»  Dot 
Maserfield,  At  Winwic  is  al^  t\  pure  spring, 
unmiiddied  by  mins,  to  which  people  com©  from 
even  a  hundred  mde^^  distiuirt*  for  cure  of  theu' 
eyes,  and  sometimes  ihey  ilerive  much  benefit, 
v^^hirh  i*i  >*et  down  to  the  merits  of  the  saint^just  as 
in  Budzis  time. 

Penda  cut  from  the  king's  body  his  head,  both 
hands,  nnd  right  arm;  carried  them  off  into  the 
midst  of  Mercia,  and  set  them  up,  fixt  them  to  a 
tree,  as  a  proof  positive  of  his  succes!*.  This  tree 
was  called  Oswald's  Tree,  and  by  the  Welsh,  Croea 
Oswalt,  cTiu:  (huajdi;  and  the  town  takes  its 
name  from  tl^e  tree.  Ne-;vr  Oswestry  is  an  ancient 
fortre,s5  called,  acconling  t^  Hartshonie,  Hen 
Ditias  old  fori,  a  work  entirely  fonnidable  to 
sword  and  spearmen ;  it  has  threo  hi|*h  aggeres 
rising  one  above  another,  like  the  work  (it  Old 
Ssirum ;  audi  tluit  a  well  aixed  elm  will  have  its 
roots  in  a  foss  and  iti»  head  even  with  the  top  of 
an  acmcr-  It  was  probably  constructed  to  Hlay  the 
]iro^*e3s  of  the  Romans  up  the  Severn  valley.  A 
plan  of  it  is  in  Goughs  Camthn,  but  uiseles.3  to  aid 
a  conception  of  the  fierce  a«f>ect  of  the  fortress. 
It  Eiieems  very  likely  that  this  old  fort  mij^ht  be 
occupieil  by  Pendn/when  he  broitc^ht  his  tropliies 
to  liarig  from  the  tree  in  the  plain  below  it. 

Ojiwy,  brother  and  ^^ucct^t^sor  of  King  Oswidd, 
was  nettled  at  the  ex^wsuie  of  the  bauds,  ami,  and 
head,  and  resolved  to  attempt,  by-and-bye,  aftef 
Itipse  of  a  year,  a  recovery  of  them.  He  gathered 
rtjund  him  a  trusty  band^  rode  from  LjmcAshire  to 
Oswestry  through  PenHa  h  ilominion?,  at  liazard  of 
his  own  life,  and  fetched  away  the  remains.  On 
Jill  prossiniLT  occasions  the  Saxons  covered  the 
iriound  rapidly  on  horHehack.  Tlius  when  Harold 
HunlmvSa,  after  rjivnging  Cleveland  and  capturing 
^ciu-borouj^di.  Bailed  up  the  Ouse,  and  appeared 
before  York,  he  was  encoimtered  by  a  ^Teat  force 
on  hor^ebarli,  led  by  Harold,  8ou  of  Gf>dwine.  This 
kint;  h;ul  received  intelligence,  and  come  up  from 
the  5^outh  with  a  celerity  astonishing  to  our  modern 
War  Dejwirtjuent.  Indeed,  in  the  harrying  wars 
of  the  Danes,  both  the  invading  Here  jind  the 
native  Fyni  provided  itself  with  horses,  aa  fre- 
♦juontly  mentioned  in  the  Chronicle,  for  quicker 
movcnient,  and  even  the  le|fjd  hue  and  cry  was 
mounted.  So  tliat  Oswy  headed  a  practiseij  troop, 
and  lil^  ride  was  one  of  thone  honiturablo  adven- 
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borough,  then  ^^  ntfia  rirltaa."  Hand  and  anna 
wei-e  afterwards  placed  in  the  ciitfiii  of  St.  Cuth- 
b^rht  lit  DurhfUii. 

So  the  sejKinttion  of  tbe  portioDS  fijct  to  the  tree 
at  Oswe^tiy,  from  the  rest  of  tlte  body  left  on  the 
field  at  Winwic,  umkes  tdl  the  details  of  the 
history  clear.

The  crovrn  on  the  shield  was  sup- 
posed  to  d^Ditte  the  roywl  birth  of  the  saint  (na  brother  of 
King  Alfrtd,  uccurdiu)^  to  some),  the  K  wajj  innccunitelj 
copied  as  a  13^  and  the  punctuation  was  omitted  as  being 
immateriid.  Thus,  instead  of  OR:  THE  :80  V,  the 
<yitiquary  was  presented  with  OBTHKSOV  as  the 
materials  upon  which  his  ingenuity  might  work.  The 
learned  but  fanciful  Mr.  WhitaJier  |  Lm  cj  Si.  Neof\ 
baving  asked  no  further  indulgence  than  the  clianKe  of  a 
tingle  letter,  O  into  A,  ventured  on  the  following

MR.  P.  A.  LABOUCDERE  {"P.  A.  L.**). 

Mr.  I'eter  Anthony  Lsibouchere  was  bom  at 
Nantz,  on  the  27  th  of  November,  1 9t)7, 

He  W!W  the  son  of  Anthony  M.  La  bo  u  chore,  a 
merchant,  and  of  Uathinka  kiiiidt/ym,  i»f  Dron- 
theiia  (Norway),  The  LalKHichere  family,  of  French 
origin,  emignit^d  at  the  time  of  the  hwt  religious 
pei-secutiontj  in  the  eighteenth  century;  sotiieofita 
members  Bcttled  in  Holland,  others  in  England, 
find  one  bmnch  only,  after  a  certaUi  time,  returned 
to  ita  fatherland. 

Young  L'lbouchere  was  brought  up  with  his  elder 
brother  at  Rodelheim,  near  Fniukfurt-on-the-Main, 
and  at  Liverpool.  He  conseipiently  aeLiuired  A 
complete  knowledge  of  the  German  and  English 
languagcH. 

The  valuable  directionn  and  parental  affection  of 
bis  uncle  and  godfather,  Mr.  P.  C  Labouchere,* 
he  ever  gratefully  jvcknowl edged  by  showing  him- 
self worthy  of  such  a  tutor. 

Hiiving  entered  hu^iness,  he  made,  in  1827,  a 
most  interesting  voy^ige  to  the  United  States,  as 
secretary  of  his  excellent  frieud,  Mr.  Joshua  Bates, 
and  in  1632  {us  super-ciirgo  on  one  of  his  brother's 
.^hips)  to  China  whence  he  brought  back  a  good 
many  dmwings  and  sketcheo. 

On  his  way  home  lie  stopi>ed  at  St,  Helena,  to 
visit  the  Emj>eror*8  tomb  and  former  residence  at 
Longwood.  He  resided  for  awhile  iit  Antweri), 
then  went  to  Kom(%  two  places  where  he  could 
admiix>  and  study  the  splendid  workn  of  strt.  Alxiut 
tbit  time  he  became  acquainted  with  Pattl  Dela- 
rocbe,  who  not  only  was  his  msister  for  several 
years,  but  remained  to  the  hist  lus^  intimate  and 
most  appreciated  friend.

the  first  hmve  citizens  who  entered  the  htdl  and 
expelled  the  insur^rgnta.  In  June,  he  hid  to  fight 
for  several  days,  and  the  next  year  (13th  June, 
1849)  he  escorted,  as  a  stafl'-oflicer,  Generul  (*haTi- 
gamierf  who,  on  the  Bouleviirds,  made  ii  vigorons 
charge  on  the  rioter? ;  ho  was  sincerely  devoted  to 
the  gallant  general. 

The  dioasterri  of  1870  overtook  Mr.  Laboucliere 
and  his  family  when  residing  in  the  Valley  of 
Jouy,  near  Versuilles^  and  this  |>eaceful  countrj' 
soon  became  one  of  the  chief  quarters  of  the  Uer- 
man  anny  surrounding  Pa.ri.'*.  During  five  tuontlia 
our  villat'e  had  a  ^ai'rison  o(  4,tH.H>  men,  and  was  to 
provide  fiiel,  candles,  rehicles,  wine  and  food,  for 
the  staft;  &c. 

My  dear  father,  being  able  to  speak  German 
to  the  officers,  often  obtained  some  tdleviation  for 
the  fiufl'ering  and  exhausted  iK>i)uIiitiou.  His  was 
a  noble  tai*k,  and  uur  nuhi(hun  fjtitjits  tlieinselves 
acknowledged  it,  Hartlly  liad  tho  Prussians  left 
us  when  the  time  of  the  Commune  began  in  Paris, 
and  wo  soon  witnessed,  frotu  the  t<?rrace  of 
Meudon,  the  dre,*idful  fire  destroying  so  many 
public  buUding>*,  among  which,  wti  then  fhouffhty 
the  Louvre  itself,  with  its  art  treasures,  might  be 
numbered ! 

Having  so  deeply  nioumed  over  our  nationrd 
cjilamities,  Mr.  Laljouchere  higldy  esteemed  M. 
Thiers'^  patriotic  ptilicy;  ho  was  much  comforted 
and  i-ejoiced  at  the  news  that  a  treaty  had  been 
signed  for  the  eiirly  withdmwiil  of  the  foreign 
troops  from  the  French  territory. 

On  the  llJth  of  March  my  dear  father  fell  iU, 
and  liis  wcaknes-^  at  once  caused  great  anxiety- 
His  daughter  and  son-in-lnw  were  called  from  the 
country,  and  were  present  with  us  when,  on  Friday, 
the  28th,  the  precious  soul  was  removed  from  this 
to  everlasting  life  I 

How  should  I  express  our  bereavement? — An 
earnest  conscience,  enlightened  by  the  Gospel,  a 
warm  heart,  an  open  intellect,  a  meek  and  cheerful 
character, — all  wlio  knew  him  ^tU  acknowledge 
this  as  a  true  likeness  of  my  father  smoml  features. 
Having  travelled  and  rca<i'  muoh,  he  had  gjithered 
much  geneml  iufonnation,  and  ever  took  a  lively 
interest  in  all  that  was  fine  and  good.  His  con- 
Mant  wish  was  to  reudej  service ;  he  did  it  many 
times  most  obUi(ingiy  and  unae»umingly ;  in  wvet^ 


instances  lie  was  even  so  fortiinalo| 
paacv-mahrr.

The  silienution  of  tithes  to  secular  persons  and 
uBts  iy  nn  abn-^c  of  great  antiquity,  and  iiJ  by  no 
Tuenns  chant cteristic  ^*  of  the  Ia«L  two  centuriea."

dustrioLis  iind  able  to  grow  rich  without  damage  to 
their  healtb ;  and  the  second  prize  of  six  houses 
at  the  Court  to  him  who  should  induce  the  greater 
mimber  to  study  profitable  sciences,  jind  to  ^(peak 
substantiidly,  naturally,  and  truly.  The  winners,  if 
single,  were  to  maiTy  noble  hidieiii.  The  hope  of 
these  prixea  upeet  what  sanity  was  left,  and  El  Tio 
resolved  to  profit  by  his  studies  and  iiudte  a  pro- 
gre^iJ  to  the  court,  teaching  and  converting  on  hb 
way.  He  knew  many  great  secrets,  especially  the 
use  of  the  herb  marjia  (?),  and  had  a  pair  of 
spectacled  which  enabled  Mm  to  see  things  as  they 
were,  and  not  as  they  appeared  to  others.

Bias  carries  a  large  book,  in  which  the  names  of 
dLwiples  lire  entered,  and  sometimes  El  Tio  uses  his 
sword  to  enforce  subscription.  Like  Don  Quixote 
and  ^ancbo,  tliey  get  into  difficultiea,  are  beaten 
aud  subjected  to  bunooneries,  which  lur  extravagant 
without  being  latighable.  They  come  to  a  mined 
fortress,  which  El  Tio,  having  put  on  hiti  S|>ectacle8, 
declares  to  be  a  palace,  and  seeing  a  white  goat, 
takes  it  for  a  beautiful  princess  in  love  with  him. 
The  story  then  turns  njxjn  his  amatory  delusions, 
and  becomes  very  hea^'j'  reading.  After  another 
beating,  they  arrive  at  a  village,  and  are  lodged  at 
a  weaver's,  where  El  Tio  waits  for  letters  from  hia 
princess,  t^dks  much  nonsense  mixed  with  sense  to 
the  family,  and  passes  the  night  in  a  cellar,  into 
which  he  lia.s  fallen  while  pursuing  some  supposed 
enemies.  He  is  puzzled  by  a  manufacti^ry  of  plaster 
stiituea  at  the  next  b«>use,  and  at  night  goes  with 
Bias  to  explore  the  garden.  He  finds  statues 
which  he  treats  us  men,  and  after  a  lecture  wx- 
vitea  them  to  come  dowu  aud  t\<^\\w«W\vk^  ^Oasttsv- 
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selves  hk  «ilsciples*  A&  tb«y  do  not  move,  he  piills 
ooe  do  WD  HJid  Wgins  to  destroy  othen*.  The 
workmen,  suH^used  l>y  the  noise ,  attiick  the*  stmn^era 
i^nd  bea,t  them.  The  Alcalde  arrives,  oitlers  their 
hands  to  he  tied,  und  sends  them  to  tbti  guoL 

Here,  the  story  abruptly  stops*  There  is  no  in- 
dication in  the  title-pji^'e  tliJit  it  ia  a  tiret  volume, 
and  at  the  end  is  a  short  liat  of  ermtau  Probably, 
a  continuation  w/ia  intended.

If  the  new  Domesday  could  contain  a  list  of 
«iich  names  in  eiK'h  pjtriah  that  are  at  present  in 
being,  it  would  be  a  great  service,  hut  something 
more  is  wanted*  Why  do  not  our  load  antiquarian 
aocietiea  take  the  ntatter  up  and  publish  a  list  of 
local  names  taken  from  surveys,  records,  and 
charters  1  A  complete;  catAlogue  of  this  kind  would 
be  invaluable ;  but  although  such  a  thing  nniv  not 
l>e  hoped  for  yet,  every  fragment  of  knowledge 
that  is  garnered  is  useful  for  itself,  and  m  far  us  it 
goes  throws  light  on  the  mee,  manners^  and  habits, 
of  the  people  who  lived  before  ua.

IRISH  IN  BBITTAXY.— THE  *  F1TZOERALD8*' 

OP  WATERFOBD. 

I>uring  a  residence  of  tea  years  in  the  old  Celtic 
province  of  Brittanv,  it  was  my  good  fortutie  to 
meet  with  some  of  the  descendants  of  Irish  officers 
and  soldiers  who  had  followed  the  fort  tine*  to 
France  of  their  sovereign  James  II.  Most  of  these 
had  become  so  completely  French,  that  they  could 
not  speak  one  wo^rd  either  in  English  or  Imh,  nod 
the  names  of  a  few  were  so  "  Frenchified,"  it  W2i» 
impossible  to  trace  out  the  patronj-mic  by  which 
their  ancestors  were  known  in  their  natal  conntiT. 
An  **  O'Murphy  "  and  a  "  Connell "  were  readily 
recognized,  though  they  could  carry  on  a  conversa- 
tion only  in  French  or  Breton* 

There  are  other  fa m dies  of  Irish  descent,  but 
they  are  the  children  of  Irish  women  mr»r"^^  ' 
Frenduuen.  One  of  these  ia  a  very  able  i 
practising  at  Moncontoiu*-en-Bretagne,  in  iL. 
du  Nord,  and  posBessing  property  in  the 
bourhood  of  Saint-Malo,  which  he  derivea  fi«m1 
iinowtor— an  adherent  of  Jame*  II.  and  an  officer 
of  a  ship  of  war,  in  the  service  of  Louis  SIT.  and 
Louis  XY,  The  name  of  this  officer  wa«  ^'  Fiti- 
gemld  ^' ;  and  whilst  I  was  in  Moncontour,  I  hid 
the  op jx>rt unity  of  inspecting  the  Patent*  of 
appointment  as  a  Commander  of  a  man-of-war, 
of  his  nomination  aa  a  Chevalier  of  the  Otd( 
St.  Esprit.  In  both  he  is  described  as  "  a  scit 
the  noble  race  of  Desmond." 

The  gentleman  who  h  the  descendant  of  tia» 
valiant  **  Fitzgendd  "  ia  Doctor  Houdet  of  M' 
contoiir-en-Bretftgne  ;  and  it  will  be  seen,  by 
following  extract,  he  has  hitely  rlisocivered  that 
progenitor  belonged  to  the  co.  Waterford ;

CHARLES  KNIGHT. 


Personal  Recollection s. — It  is  not  very 
generally  "known,  I  believe,  that  for  many  yeara  Mr. 
Knight  wtia  principal  in  the  firm  of  C.  Knight  &  Co.^ 
Poor-Law  Publishers,  of  tK\  Fleet  Street  (maniiijeil 
by  Ilia  son^  Mr.  Barry  C.  H,  Knight) ;  :md  thjit  he 
supplied  Boards  of  Guardiflns  with  books  and 
form-s  under  the  Po^or  Law  Comniia,sion— he  huving 
done  much,  with  Mr.  Chadtt  ick  and  Sir  G.  Corne- 
wjiU  Lewis,  in  promoting  the  parsing  of  the  Poor 
Liiw  Amendment  Act  (7  &  8  Victoria,  cap.  li)!), 
under  the  provimona  of  which  the  Poor  Law — now 
the  *'Local  Government'' — Board ut  Gw^djT  House 
was  formed  and  its  orders  consolidated.  Mr. 
Knight  also  started,  some  sixteen  or  eighteen  yean^ 
ii^o^  KnigkVa  Official  Adri^isi%  now  called  the 
Local  GovcrniHfnt  Board  Clironide,  a  monthly 
publication^  well  known  and  of  greiit  vidue  W 
Poor  Lftw  officials  throughout  the  kingdom.  It 
was  in  connexion  with  Poor  Law  thnt  I  became 
ac<|uainted  with  Mr,  Knight,  one  of  M-hose  cus- 
tomers niy  father  wtis.  When  he  called  on  the 
lut ter  at  Gloucester,  about  ten  or  twelve  years  ago, 
I  hud  the  pleasure  of  seeing  him,  and  was  struck 
by  his  venerable  appearsince,  vigour  of  mind,  nnd 
Activity  of  bwly.  He  was  very  enthusiastic  about 
the  CKthedni!,'and  I  called  his  attention  to  many 
alterations  and  so-called  improvements  in  the  old 
city,  since  the  publication  of  bis  Land  IVc  Live  In. 
We  talked  (in  utter  oblivion  of  the  object  of  his 
visit — Poor  Law  !)  of  the  old  Roman  Camp,  which 
the  city  had  been  j  then  of  the  ever-memombie 
siege;  and  he  astonished  me  by  ipiorirMr  ,*  n.^^-vge 
from  one  of  the  immortal  freedoni-bre,  i  lies 

of  old  John  Dorney^ — tlmt  veri table  h  «  », — 
giving  me  endence  of  his  extraordinnriiy  retentive 
memory.  I  told  him  where  he  would  find  frag- 
ments of  the  city  walls  razed  by  (Mnirle^  II.,  which 
he  said  he  would  look  for.  He  deplored  the  pro- 
posefl  tlemolition  of  many  quaint  old  nooks  and 
ciirved  gable  ends,— now,  abis!  no  longer  existing, — 
nnd  expressed  the  earnest  hope  (T  shall  never  forget

I  stated  in  a  fonner  paper  (p.  89),  that  Alex- 
ander Kirkpatrick  ^'ot  a  pirt  of  Kirkniichael 
Barony  as  i-ewani  for  taking  prisoner  the  ninth 
and  last  Earl  of  Dou;;hi3  in  1483,  Godscroft  says 
that  be  got  the  tifiy  pound  land  of  Kirkmichael ; 
but  I  have  procured  a  copy  of  the  charter  under 
the  Great  Seal  (B.  xi.  8(i),  by  James  III,,  dated 
2nd  October,  1484,  ho  tliat  we  are  able  to  see  the 
precise  lands  that  the  ancestor  of  the  Empresa 
Eu^^<!^m'e  obtained.     They  are— 

"Tut,  et  intcg.  tcrr,  Yille  dc  Eirkmichell  cum  1e 
FlewhmdBi  tot.  et  integ.  terr.  de  Molin.  Raahill,  Crun- 
soantoune,  Mooygep,  cum  pert.  jnc.  in  bar.  de  Kirk- 
mkhell  inf.  vie*  de  Bruuifreia ;  tot.  et  iatog.  tcrr.  de 
BrifeholniVf  Bekhoua,  villiuii  d&  Briviadoler  Torwood, 
BellitU,  BeUoae»  et  Quawia  turn  pert,  jac.  in  Scuefcallatn 
Vkllta  Annandie  infm  vie,  de  Irmmfrew ;  tot.  ct  intejf.

It  is  ifitated  in  the  charter  that  these  lands  are 
grant-ed  on  the  forfeiture  of  William,  formerly 
Lord  Creichtoiin,  and  his  brother,  (iawin.

Where  tlie  VUk  de  Kirkmichnel  and 
FUirlauiLn  were  I  cannot  discover,  but  I  see  that 
the  Barony  of  Kirkmichael  fit  retched  into  the  old 
pariah  of  Garrel  (Gtirwidd),  and  Alexander  Kirk- 
prttrick\q  fjortion  seems  to  have  lain  chietiy  in 
Garrtd,  in  the  churchyard  of  which  it  will  he 
recollected  that  the  tombatonea  of  seveml  members 
of  the  family  are  still  to  l>e  seen,  RiudiiU  (Rae- 
hillfl)  ia  now  the  seat  of  Mr.  Johnstone,  and  is 
vahied,  with  it«  park  and  holm-fanii,  at  \W}1.;  and 
m  the  vitJimtion  roll  of  UJ71  I  obsen^e  Cmnzier- 
k^un  iiwntlonedf  which  has  dixjpped  out  of  h^xx 


rolls,  no  doubt  beinjr  induded  in  the  eumuh  of 
RaeliiUej!.

8oMi;RvtLLE  Peeraoe  (4''*  S.  xi.  15T,  20 1,  ^57, 
325.) — It  seems  consistent  with  en^uity  that  the 
elde^  daughter  of  Kenelm,  the  seventeenth  Lord 
Somerville,  has  been  served  heir  to  the  estates.  That 
lady  is  utKlfJubt^<l  eldest  heir-of-line  of  the  family, 
and  has  surely  a  better  claim  to  represent  it  than 
persons  in  the  remote  position  of  ninth  and  tw  elft  h 
cousins,  like  the  **  Free  Kirk  "  minister  and  his 
American  conpjener. 

The  Sheritt'of  Chancery  ha**  evidently  found  some 
lifiw  in  the  linka  of  the  chain  by  "which  theirs 
gentlemen  sought  to  enter  the  ranks  of  the  Bcottish 
Peeraf^e.  And  no  wonder  ;  for  one  must  have 
gone  back  almost  three  centtiries,  and  the  other 
nearly  four,  to  lind  the  oft'shoot  of  their  reHi)ective 
branches.  However,  they  have  still  nearly  twenty 
years  to  amend  their  evidence. 

But  it  is  by  no  means  m  certain  that  the  Hon, 
^f  rs.  Henry  is  not  the  h^nl  representative,  having 
a  right  to  "  the  Title  of  Honour  and  Peerage  of 
Somerville";  and  the  amendment  in  that  lady's 
Petition  of  Service,  to  the  effect  that  her  cousin 
Aubrey  John,  the  nineteenth  lord,  had  **  assumed" 
the  title,  rather  points  to  a  belief  on  the  part  of 
her  advisers,  that  she,  and  not  her  cousin,  should 
have  succeeded  her  brother  Hugh^  the  eig:hteenth 
lord,  as  Baroness  Somerville.  IVo  c^eat  Scottish 
lawyers,  Lord  Hailes  and  Jolin  tiiddell,  have 
sho^vn  that  most,  if  not  all,  of  the  ancient  Peerages 
of  that  country  went  to  heirs-geneml,  which  term 
includes  heirs-female.  Two  of  these,  the  Baronies 
of  Gray  and  Sempill,  are  now  actually  held  by 
ladies.  Mr.  Riddell  (Fttra^e  Lav\  p.  18-^)  gives 
an  accoimt  of  the  remarkable  instance  of  the  Barony 
of  Aljernethy  of  S^altoun,  which,  on  the  death,  about 
1670,  of  the  last  Lord  A  heme  thy  s.  p.,  was  secured 
by  Alexander  Fraser  of  Philorth  (a  female  de- 
scendant only),  ancestor  of  the  present  Lord 
Saltoun,  and,  that  in  spite  of  the  existence  of 
known  cadets,  the  Aberuethies  of  AnchinchiicJ), 
who,  as  heir»-male^  discontinued  the  boriiine  on 
their  shield,  and,  as  the  Lyon  Register  shows, 
afterwards  carried  the  principal  ann?i  of  the  Lords 
Abernethy.  And  though  after  the  Union  the  law,

Pabektagb  of  the  Po«t  Cowlkt  (4**^  S.  xl 
34t),  371.)— Far  be  it  from  me  to  detract  from  the 
credit  due  to  the  late  Mr.  Peter  Cunningham  for 
the  footnote  to  which  his  namesake  has  so  cour- 
tec»udy  crdled  my  attention.  I  confess  at  onoe  my 
entire  ignorance  of  the  fact  that  this  note  existed* 

It  is  out  fiur  that  Mr,  Peter  Cunningham'a  note 
should  be  reproduced.    It  is  verbaii7n  as  follows : — 

**  Jc^hnBoa's  uccount  of  Cowlej^i  parentage  ia  entirely 
erroneous.  It  is^  however,  still  the  received  accouai 
and  h  derived  principally  from  Aubrey.  Abroliam 
Cowloy  WM  the  poathuinoui  aon  of  Thomas  Cowley, 
Citiien  and  Stutionen  aud  of  the  pansh  of  8t.  Michael 
ftt  <iuerrie,  a  church  [sk]  iu  €hen]mdt,  destroyed  in  the 
Great  Fire,  and  not  rebuilt.  Hh  father  died  in  August, 
1(518,  and  by  Will,  ^te<l  24th  July  ia  that  year,  left 
140^,  apiece  to  hia  six  children,  Feter,  Andrew,  Jfthn, 
William,  Kathcrine,  and  Thomas,  'and  the  child  or 
children  which  my  wife  now  goetb  withal.'  He  leaves 
hia  wife  hifl  full  and  iole  executrix*  Those  who  remember 
CJowley'a  exquiAte  ChronicU  will  be  glad  to  learn  that 
his  mother's  Christian  name  waa  *  Thomaginc/  and  that 
of  bis  only  Bister^  '  Katherine.' " 

There  can  be  no  doubt  that  Mr.  Cunningham 
saw  the  will  of  Thomas  Cowley  ;  but  I  f^ubmit,  to 
those  who  understand  the  science  of  Genealogy, 
that  there  is  nothing  m  this  will,  by  itself»  to 
justify  him  in  assertinff  that  the  testator  was  the 
father  of  the  poet  ;  and  it  is  not  improbable  that 
his  bold  assertion,  on  the  strength  of  the  will 
alone,  without  presenting  any  other  corroborative 
testimony,  induced  Kubsequent  ^Titers,  even  if 
they  saw  it,  to  reject  it  as  not  sufficiently  proven. 

I  abould,  thei-efore,  not  have  •*  saved  myself 
trouble  "  if  I  had  seen  this  note  ;  because  it  is 
alone  my  further  researches  which  give  that  will 
any  positive  genealogical  value.  1  have  yet  to 
learn  that  the  mere  dictum  of  Mr.  Peter  Cun- 
uiiigliam  establishes  any  fact,  and  I  suggest  that 
my  sulisequent  investigation's,  the  results  of  which 
appear  in  my  first  article,  confirm  what  he  certainly 
did  put  forth  as  a  mere  dictum,  and  to  claim  that 
I  have  now  given  re^^pectable  pubbcity  to  an 
interesting  fact,  of  which,  until  now,  no  one  except 
him  self  haa  even  pretended  to  bo  cognisant. 

It  is  proper  to  add  that  Mr,  Peter  Cunningham 
ini«reod  the  will  in  one  particular,  and  waa  thus 
led  into  an  error  in  the  concluding  lines  of  hiji 
note.  Cowley  had  no  brother  Andrcxc^  but  did 
have  a  second  sister,  Aiuirty^  who  was  the  second 
child  of  his  parents.

Destruction  of  Mr.  Forrsst*s  Shakspeariav 
Collection  (4***  S.  xi.  174.) — The  condensed  ex- 
tract from  an  American  paper,  relating  to  the 
Forrest  Library  at  Philadelphia,  is  so  inaocuiate, 
that  I  ask  insertion  for  the  following  extract  from 
the  letter  of  an  American  addressed  to  myself 
under  date  Jan.  28th  last  : — 

"  You  will  have  read  in  the  papers  of  the  death  of  oar 
Ed.  Forreat.  It  waa  terribly  auaden.  He  waa  dranag; 
tying  hia  cravat  probably,  and  readinc  HamUet  at  the 
same  time,  when  he  dropped  dead.  He  had  accmnnlated 
a  large  fortune,  a  million  dollara  probablv,  and  with 
bia  noble  library  and  art-oollectiona  he  luA  deriied 
iind  founded  an  Inatitution  for  a  Home  for  decajred  and 
worn-out  Actora.  He  had  collected  a  aplendid  Sbak^ 
speare  Library,  valued  at  25,000  dollara  at  leaat.  which 
waa  in  a  aeparate  wing  of  hia  houae  in  Philadelphia.  On 
the  16th  inatant  thia  building  took  fire  from  a  defeetiTe 
due,  and  the  whole  library  was  totally  consumed  f  Then 
waa  an  inaurance  on  it  of  10,000  dollara  only.  Amng 
the  valuable  hooka  burnt  waa  a  fine,  perfect,  lam  oopf 
of  the  162S  folio,  which  he  valued  at  aeveral  thouMBd 
dollara.  He  bought  it,  I  believe,  for  375  dollara,  wrefal 
years  ago,  at  Mr.  Burton'a  (the  celebrated  comedian) 
Bale,  in  New  York.  The  only  book  aaved  waa  the  Tohnne 
of  Halliweira  folio,  which  he  waa  reading  when  he  diei 
and  which  waa  in  another  part  of  the  building.  Mf' 
Pumeaa  waa  aaked  to  appraiae  the  ruins  of  what  had  been 
booka  for  the  Inaurance  Co. ;  and  when  he  went  up  he 
found  the  agent  in  great  glee,  faying  they  had  found  the 
Taluable  firat  folio.  On  inapection,  however,  it  proved  to 
be  only  Mr.  Staunton'a  photo-Iithbgraph.  After  pabbiiV 
among  the  aahea  and  water  and  amoke,  they  did,  nowefer, 
find  the  remaina  of  the  old  vol.,  burnt  off  all  round  three 
or  four  inchea,  and  nothing  left  but  the  core.  So  there 
ia  one  1623  fol.  leaa  in  the  world,  aa  well  aa  one  HaUiweU 
folio  ed.  leaa."

The  Colon  (:)  (4***  S.  xi.  343,  409.)— It  is 
strange  that  Timperley,  or  any  one  ^losaessing  the 
smallest  acquiuntiince  with  early  typography,  should 
not  know  that  the  colon  wiis  in  use  many  years 
before  15i5<>,  The  colon  and  fuU-pjoint  were  both 
used,  not  only  by  Caxton,  Machlinia,  and  all  the 
printers  in  England  before  the  end  of  the  fifteenth 
century,  but  even  long  before  their  time,  by  the 
very  first  printers  on  the  Continent,  This  fact 
appears  to  conlirm  in  some  measure  the  statement 
(Hjiusard,  Typoffmphia^p.  433)  that  the  colon  and 
fiill-point  were  the  first  jM)ints  invented,  although 
a  fttc-«imile  from  the  P*a?ftriMm,  printed  by  Schotfer 
in  1457,  exhibits  in  the  apace  of  seven  Hues  no 
less  than  six  unmistakable  commas*  (Falkenstein, 
Gt^^chuhU  (kr  BucJukucIc^rkumt,  p.  124),  The 
colon  may  be  seen  in  Pfisters  Latin  Bible  (1455^ 
1460),  and  earlier  still  in  the  Biblm  PanptTitm,  IS 
the  fac-similes  given  by  Falkenstein  from  these 
works  are  to  be  relied  on.  The  earliest  colons  I 
can  answer  for  from  personal  observation  are  in  a 
book  printed  at  Bruges  by  Colard  IHansion,  from 
whom  Caxton  probably  learned  the  art  of  printing.

Poems  by  Roscoe,  the  Biographer  op  the 
Medici  (4***  S.  xL  357.) — There  are  other  omissions 
in  the  centenary  edition  of  Roscoe's  collected 
poems  besides  those  which  have  been  already 
noticed.  The  following  may  be  especially  men- 
tioned. Prefixed  to  his  translation  of  the  Balia 
cf  Tarmllo  (3rd  ed.,  1804)  is  a  sonnet  addressed 
to  Mrs.  Roscoe  ;  and,  at  the  close  of  the  volume, 
there  is  an  "  Inscription";  both  of  them  amongst 
his  most  beautiful  verses.  In  the  Memories 
of  some  Contemporary  Poets  (Longman,  1868), 
are  two  omitted  pieces,  said  to  be  taken  from  Poem^ 
for  Youthf  edited  by  one  of  his  daughters,  where 
there  may  possibly  be  others  that  he  has  written  ; 
and  in  the  Wint^s  Wreath  for  1829  is  a  very  fine 
sonnet  to  the  Camellia  Japonica.  It  may  be 
remembered  that  it  was  in  the  volume  of  the  same 
work  for  1828  that  first  appeared  Lord  Macaulay's 
splendid  translation  of  "Filicaia's  Ode  on  tne 
iJeliverance  of  Vienna."

«  Halse"  (4^  S.  XL  384.)— Holse  mesiiB  Hazel 
in  the  west  of  Somersetshire.  It  is  sometimes 
applied  to  the  so-called  "  Wych-hazel,''  the  tree 
more  properlv  called  "  Wych-elm,"  that  is,  an  elm 
used  in  mating  *' whycches,"  or  chests,  but  is 
rightly  the  name  of  the  nut-bush.  Several  villages 
near  Halse  are  also  named  after  treeB,BS  oak,  ash, 
thorn,  &C.  At  a  time  when  that  district  was  forest 
it  is  probable  that,  as  in  Denmark,  a  cross  was  set 
up  at  certain  well-known  trees  for  celebrating  the 
services  of  the  church.  Halse  is  formed  from 
Hazel  by  a  transposition  of  the  letters  s  and  2,  a 
change  that,  with  the  letter  r,  is  normal  and 
universal ;  as  e.^.,  red  r^)bon8  become  urd  urhansy 
run  Rich  (or  Dick)  hum  Vrch,  &c.

"SoS  KISTUR  PREY  A  PELLEITORO    GRTE "    (4*** 

S.  xi.  383.)— The  first  word  of  this  sentence  of 
"Romanes"  I  have  never  met  with  amongst 
English  gipsies.  The  word  sos  is  also  unknown, 
as  far  as  my  experience  goes,  in  the  foreign 
vocabulmes  of  the  Gipsy  Language,  with  the  excep- 
tion of  the  vocabulary  of  Spanish  gipsy  given  fy 
Borrow  in  The  Gipsies  in  Spain ;  there  I  find  it 
"  SOS,  pron.  rel.,  who,  that,  que."  I  am  inclined 
to  tlunk  that  in  this  instance  sos  might  have  been 
originally  noted  in  error  for  jos,  a  word  in  common 
use  amongst  EngHsh  ^psies,  from  jaw,  to  00  ;  and 
the  expression,  "Kei  oe  a  josseni"  (Where  are 
you  going  ?)  is  an  example :  gel,  jal,  iol  are  also 
used  to  mean  "  to  go."  The  sentence  taken  as  "  Jos 
kistur  prey  a  pellengro  ^e,"  in  the  English  ripay 
vernacular,  means,  "  Going  to  ride  on  a  brc&en- 
kneed  horse."  The  wor^  prey  and  aprey  are^  in 
common  use  amongst  English  gipsies^  meaning 
upon,  on,  up.  The  term  pmengro  gryc  is  the  only 
one  I  know  in  the  English  gipsy  used  to  signify 
a  broken-kneed  horse.  As,  for  example,  a  gipsy 
lately  told  me  that  another  gipsy  had  "  kinea  a 

gellengro  grye  and  bickened  it  apoply,"  that  is, 
e  had  bought  a  broken-kneed  horse  and  sold  it 
a^ain.  From  the  word  kistur,  to  ride,  comes  the 
gip^  word  kistermengro,  a  jockey. 

With  regard  to  the  meaning  of  the  words 
vassavie,  apoplie,  soves,  and  dueno,  the  first  was 
probably  noted  in  error  for  vaaavo,  which  is  an 
English  gipsy  word  for  bad,  wicked.  The  word 
woffedo  is  still  more  commonly  used  by  some 
English  gipsies  for  bad,  wicked.  ApoplU  is  merely 
another  way  of  spelling  apoply,  again.  Sovm 
means  sleep,  from  the  gips3r  word  sove,  to  sleep 
Dueno  is  probably  notea  in  error  for  dummo, 
meaning  the  back  of  a  person :  I  do  not  know 
any  gipsy  word  dv^no.  Dumo  is  also  given  by 
Paspati  as  Turkish^gipsy  for  back  ;  as,  for  example, 
"PeW  opr^  pe  dum6ste,"  "He  feU  on  his  badL" 
Dummo  is  the  Norwegian  gipsy  for  "  back."  Li  a 
new  work  I  have  written,  tot^  pablished  by  MesarB.

But  fmni  parochial  accotmts  have  been  produced 
instances  in  which  Whit^uii  Monday  and  whitsiin 
Tue.sday  take  the  places  of  our  Whitmonday,  Whit- 
tuesday.  So  in  Heylin'a  Edward  F/,,afc  pp.  75, 135, 
"  Whitson  Mnndny." 

Here  it  ia  evident  that  whit«  sun,  albi  sqUs^  waa 
in  the  mind  of  the  Fpeakers  using  thia  name  :  and 
an  explanation  I  have  aeen  in  Romiui  Catholic 
books  of  Hours,  that  the  numerous  newly  baptiited 
wore  whit^  that  day,  has  no  place  ;  the  solution 
1>eing  already  suspicious,  sinc«  the  newly  baptized 
were  for  the  moat  part  infants,  except  in  national 
or  apostolical  eou^'eraions.  We  must,  therefore, 
conf^ider  whether  we  can  find  any  festival  of  The 
Whitu  Sun  to  {^Rsiat  us  in  understanding  the  his- 
tory of  the  Wijrd.  Htirtsbome,  in  Sahj/ta  A  ntiqua^ 
p.  179,  tells  how  a  vinike  is  annually  held  on  Palm- 
Simday  on  Pontesford  hill  under  pretence  of 
seeking  for  the  Golden  Arrow,  Prebendary  Scarth, 
in  his  Aqtm  Soils  {90:  his  marbles  have  Sulii), 
p.  45,  says,  on  Palm  Sunday  people  go  tipoa  tl^l 
tops  of  hills  at  gnnrise.  In  rural  districts  it  ir  ' 
di  ri^neur  amoxigst  the  3'ounff  women  that  they 
appear  on  Whitsun<lay  in  bright  summer  dresses. 
It  appears  popiiible,  therefore,  that  a  heathen,  but 
religious,  custom  prevailed  in  spring  of  aBkingfor 
a  white  clear  summer  sun,  and  that  Whitsun  Day 
took  its  name  from  this  observance.  In  the  Sa<it$ 
(c.  1 15)  of  Saint  Okf,  who  overthrew  heathendom 
in  Norway,  we  are  expressly  told  that  it  was  the 
custom  to  hold  a  feast  in  autumn  welcoming  the 
winter,  a  second  at  mid- winter,  and  a  third  in 
summer.  Since  the  feasts  of  the  church  are  mov- 
able, a  fluctuation  between  Palm  Sunday  and  Whit- 
sunday should  prove  no  stumbling-stone  to  thii 
explanation.  In  the  Ltttin  translation  the  wopdfl  i 
'*ut  a^stati  tn^^itnlentur"  are  not  read  in  tha^ 
Islajidici  but  an*  ^supplied  from  the  words  relating' 
to  winter;  if  they  truly  represent  the  heathen/ 
feeling,  it  wria  a  welcoming  the  summersunwhich  : 
was  intended,  not  a  prayer.  C*  *"***.

Thia  [AiiCQ  13  intereiStLng  not  only  as  the  aueitnt 
home  «>f  the  ^lyddelton-^,  but  from  its  iissdcirition 
with  Dr.  JohnBon,  Going  past  the  niins  of  I>eu- 
bigh  Cnstle,  iv]t>ng  coimtrj'  hmes  glowing  with  roses, 
the  road  lies  bti^nwith  "  tho  tTkn^H  oerurcbinis:  green /^ 
l>etween  which  we  catch  occiisioiittl  ^(limpses  of  the 
bhie  sk\%  from  whence  the  stiinshine  is  pouring 
down.  To  left  and  right  are  long  Btretches  of 
woo<Uand  inexpressibly  refreshing  to  those  nior^ 
familiar  with  "  endless  lines  of  dreury  streetSj  iiud 
the  multitudes  hurrying  to  and  fro."  Having 
walked  above  a  mile^  we  come  to  a  plain  looking 
cottage,  having  over  its  door  a  slal)  bearing  the 
following  inscription  :^

A  little  further,  and  not  far  from  the  bank^  of 
the  Chs^'d,  is  a  monument>  which  is  encltjsed  by 
rjtilings,  and  conaiste  of  u,  tail  Grecian  urn  sur- 
mounting a  square  pedestal*  The  inscription  on 
one  side  sets  forth  that — 

"This  gpot  was  often  dignified  by  the  presence  of 
SamaclJolinson,  LL.I*.^  whose  momL  writings,  exactly 
conform  ible  to  the  precepts  of  Chrifltiftnity,  gite  ardour 
to  virtue,  and  confidence  to  truth." 

Johnson's  monument  is  locally  known  an  Bedd  y 
Ci  (the  (jravt  of  the  dog).  The  tradition  is  that  the 
um  marks  the  place  where  a  dog  belonging  to  Dn 
Johnson  is  buried;  the  cottage  was  his  place  of 
study;  and  the  verses  over  its  door  "were  com- 
posed by  the  leajned  lexicographer."  Thij*  hist 
statement  also  appears  in  some  of  the  Guides.  All 
this  is  very  niytiucal.  The  only  time  when  John- 
Mjn  was  at  Gwaenynog  was  during  his  tour  through 
North  Wales  in  company  with  his  hospitable  friends 
the  Thndejs»  He  notes  in  his  diary  under  date  Aug, 
29th,  1774,  *'We  came  to  Mr.  Myddelton's,  of 
Gwaen>Tiog,  to  the  first  place,  as  my  mis^tress  [MrH* 
Thrale J  observed,  where  we  have  been  welcome/* 
IMrs.  Thrale  seems  to  have  expectetl  ii  wanner 
reception  from  her  relatives  than  she  received.  In 
another  entry  Dr.  Johnson  says,  *'  We  came  to  the 
house  of  ^Ir.  Myddelton  (on  Monday),  where  we 
utiud  to  September  6,  and  were  very  kindly  enter- 
tained. Hoio  we  ntpcnt  our  time  I  am  not  very  able 
to  IdL  We  saw  the  wood,  which  is  diversified  and 
romantic.''  Mrs.  Tlinde  remiuks  on  this  cynical 
observation,  **  However  this  may  have  been,  he  was 
both  happy  and  amused  during  his  stay  at  Gwaen- 
ynog  and  Mr.  Mytldeltou  was  fluttered  by  the 
honour  of  his  visit,"  Wben  Mr,  Myddelton  jiro- 
posed,  in  1777,  to  erect  the  memorial  near  the  banks

The  eJitor  of  the  Iluttr  i,up[>lies  us 
with  the  christian  names  of  Mr,  Hockley,  but 
unfortunately  not  w  ith  Ids  authoritj*  I  have  only 
the  review,  and  therefore  do  not  know  whether  Sir 
Biirtle  Freie  quotes  his  authority  for  the  mime  of 
the  author  being  Hockley, 

Whether  the  Hour  is  correct  in  its  statement 
that  Pandunmg  Harly  "^  after  hiiving  its  name 
registered  in  baptismal  form  at  SUitioners'  Hall, 
was  forthwith  consigned  to  the  limbo  of  oblivion," 
I  atn  unable  to  say ;  at  all  events  the  author  himself 
did  not  think  so,  for  in  the  preface  to  The  Zenana 
he  sivya  : — 

"  Rctuminp  to  his  native  land,  the  author  vcntuTed  to 
oflFer  the  public  a  wketch  of  Indian  manners  and  habits 
m  a  former  production,  entitled  iMnduramj  Marl. 
Gratified  by  the  flatterlutj  reception  that  work  has  met 
with/'  &c. 

A  little  before  this,  in  the  eaine  work,  be  aaya : — 
"  The  author  of  the  following  pages,  eh ortly  after  hif 
arrival  in  India,  had  the  good  fortune  to  be  uominuted  to 
a  civil  appointment  at  an  out  st&tbn  a  cou^iderablo 
distance  irom  the  Presidency*  Ere  he  could  perform 
tbo  dnilea  inquired  of  him^  to  the  f>atiafactioii  of  bis 
Buperiors,  he  found  a  thorough  knowledge  of  the  Persiaa 
and  Hindustani  languages  indiispcnsably  neceH^ary." 

The  author  of  Pandurang  Hiirl  wrote  besides, 
Tlie  Zaian^i,  1827,  The  English  in  India,  1828, 
Tlu  Vizkr"»  Hon;  or\  ike  Advtniuf*.*^  of  a  Mofjnl^ 
1831,  and  Tht  Memoirs  of  a  Brahmiti ;  or,  tk^ 
FatalJ^wth,  1843, 

Ko  one  of  these  works  is  anonymous  ;  they  are 
all  pseudonymous  ;  the  chain  is  therefore  complete ; 
there  cjin  be  no  doubt  that  they  are  all  by  the 
same  author.  But  I  am  not  at  all  satisfied  as  to 
who  is  that  author  ;  for  in  the  London  Catahvjue 
of  Books,  1816-1851,  which  I  have  generally  found 
to  be  correct,  I  find  this  entry  *'  Memoirs  of  a 
Braliiuin,  by  t'apt.  Ottley,  3  v,  post  8vo,"  It  ia 
true  tliat  in  the  Emjluh  Catalogue  (18C2)  the 
author's  name  is  not  given  under  the  entry  of  the 
'*  Memoirb/'  but  this  is  compensated  for  by  its 
b<*ing  catalogued  twice,  once  under  **  Ottley,  Cupt./* 
and  again  under  *'  Memoir*,"  &c.

HoDiERXAL  English.— C7t«p.  /,  The  most  im- 
portant clement  in  fajshionable  comp(»aition  h  an 
apt  choice  of  words.  Printed  literature  ha«  a 
digTitty  of  its  o>vn^  far  more  elevated  than  familiar 
cliat,  or  even  omtoricftl  display.  It  is,  therefore, 
necessary  to  employ  oidy  ^wck  "votAa  ^sA  >^tas*^ 
as  carry  wit\i  tWm  iWvc  oswri  ^cKKflcaeix^Vsft^  ^^^ 
j^onoroiis  diapaaou  i\vWtv««».

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pressioDs  such  as  Place,  Middle,  must  give  way  to 
their  grander  equivalents.  Very  properly  Mr.  A., 
a  distinguished  zoologist,  has  publisht  a  volume  of 
a  thousand  pages,  in  which  Place  always  gives  way 
to  Locality.  Writers  desirous  of  maintaining  the 
due  position  of  literature  will,  therefore,  say,  "  An 
event  takes  locality,"  though  that  may  never  have 
been  yet  adventured.  A  courageous  man  will 
speak  of  Portland  Locality,  even  if  street  nomen- 
clature may  be  held  by  some  to  be  an  exception. 
When  your  son  and  heir  is  looking  for  a  collect, 
observe,  "  He  cannot  find  his  locality."  Similarly, 
"  I  have  opened  at  the  centre  of  the  book" ;  "  We 
never  get  hot  weather  till  after  the  centre  of  the 
year";  "Steer  out  in  the  centre  of  the  river." 
Quietude  is  a  form  lately  invented,  and  suggests 
improvements  :  "Cannot  you  be  Quietudinous  ?" 
"  These  organ-grinders  will  not  permit  us  to  rest 
Quietudinous." 

Chap.  II,  Language,  as  matters  rim  now  all  the 
world  over,  has  dispensed  with  endings  and  ter- 
minations as  much  as  possible,  and  grammar  relies 
on  the  order  in  which  words  are  placed,  or  rather 
localized.  But  one  use  of  books  is  to  make  people 
think,  and  to  give  boards  of  education  a  scientific 
system  to  be  painfully  learnt.  Hence,  as  we  often 
hear,  "I  never  remember  to  have  seen  a  Mulli- 
gong,"  and  as  the  Admiralty  speaks  of  the  "  Vanish- 
ing angle  of  stability"  instead  of  the  Angle  of 
vanishing  stability,  so,  for  the  sake  of  the  reader, 
words  may  be  interserted  in  abnormal  positions. 
The  following  is  a  pattern  piece  of  modern  style, 
sanctioned  by  the  board  of  trade,  and  drawn  by  an 
eminent  authority : — 

"Tickets  once  nipped  at  the  barriers  and  passenKers 
admitted  to  the  platforms  will  have  to  be  delivered  up 
to  the  company  in  event  of  the  holders  eubsequently 
retiring  from  the  platforms  without  travelling  and  can* 
not  be  recognized  for  readmisslon." 

In  transcribing  this  I  fear  capitals  have  been 
neglected  ;  it  may  be  sup}X)sed  that  Barriers, 
Platforms,  Company,  with  their  big  initials,  arc 
in  use  to  express  the  magnificence  of  tlie  directors.

Old  Jewish  Ceremonial  in  California. — 
"  In  the  Mosaic  law  it  is  provided  that  if  a  man  die 
having  no  children,  his  brother  shall  take  the  widow  to 
wife.  If  he  refuses,  his  sister-in-law  shall  *  come  nigh 
unto  him  in  the  presence  of  the  elders,  and  put  his  shoe 
from  off  his  foot,  and  spit  out  before  him,  and  shall  come 
and  say :  Thus  shall  be  done  unto  the  man  that  will  not 
build  up  his  brother's  house.'  There  are  Jews  who 
maintain  that  the  ceremony  must  be  performed,  a  mar- 
riage by  a  widow  so  circumstanced  not  being  lawful  until 
after  a  refusal  by  the  deceased  husband's  brother.  A 
case  of  this  kind  recently  occurred  in  Oakland^  Cal. 
Kebecca  Qottman's  husband  died  and  left  her  childless 
and  poor.  She  wanted  to  marry  again,  and  her  husband's 
brotner,  Moses  Gottman,  lived  in  Posen,  Prussia.  She 
worked  hard,  and  managed  to  save  money  enough  to  buy 
•  tbrougb  ticket  for  Moaea  from  Prussia  to  California, 


formed  without  delay.  In  due  time  Mciefl  Gottmai 
arrived  in  San  Francisco,  and  about  the  same  time  Rabb 
Messing,  of  that  city,  received  a  letter  from  the  Rabbi  ii 
Posen,  asking  him  to  aid  in  performing  the  chalitia  foi 
Rebecca  Gottman.  Soon  after  the  arrival  of  Motei  ii 
California,  Mrs.  Gottman  went  to  Dr.  Messing,  and  tok 
him  that  she  had  promised  herself,  on  the  grave  of  ha 
deceased  husband,  that  she  would  ^  through  the  een- 
mony  of  the  chalitza,  and  begged  him  not  to  refuse  her. 
The  Rabbi  consented,  and  appointed  a  time  for  the  cere- 
mony. The  synagogue  of  the  congregation,  Beth  Israel, 
was  crowded.  The  brother-in-law,  a  young  mmn  of 
twenty-eight,  wore  sandals  of  regular  Turkiah-Asiatie 
pattern.  The  law  was  fulfilled  as  laid  down  in  the  passige 
quoted.  As  soon  as  Rebecca  bad  taken  the  sandal  from 
Moses'  foot,  she  said, '  And  now  thou  art  Halitz '  (he  from 
whose  foot  the  shoe  is  taken),  and  Rabbi  Messing  con- 
cluded the  proceeding  by  praying  that  such  a  ceremony 
might  not  i^in  be  requisite  in  his  congregation  for  ever. 
The  '  Haliti '  has  concluded  to  remain  in  this  countiy, 
and  become  an  American  citizen,  and  his  si&ter-in-kw 
feels  free  to  marry  whomsoever  she  likes." — From  At 
Rochetter  (N.  Y.J  democrat. 

Lord  Lyndhurst's  Plagiarism. — Lord  Camp- 
bell, in  his  Life  of  Lord  Lyndhurst  (p.  8),  quotes 
some  verses  which  master  Copley,  at  the  age  of 
fourteen,  gave  to  a  young  lady,  and  adds,  "  I  sus- 
pect them  to  have  been  copied  from  a  scrap-book, 
for  he  hiis  never  since  been  known  to  versifjr."

It  is  attached  to  an 
article  on  Pinkney's  Travels  through  the  SouA 
of  France.  The  reviewer  notices  the  slanderous 
way  in  which  certain  Englishmen  were  accustomed 
to  speiik  of  the  French,  in  the  following  fashion : 
**  We  smile  at  the  dirty  little  wretches  who  splutter 
about  *  miserable  Frenchmen.' "  And  to  this  pas- 
sage is  appended  the  following  note : — 

"  Search  the  files  of  the  vulgar  print  known  (where  it 
is  known)  by  the  name  of  the  Times.  The  fellow  wbo 
jobs  it  has  thousands  on  his  hands,  with  all  bis  impudent 
boasting."— P.  190. 

Though  it  is  not  stated  so  in  clear  terms,  I 
assume  tliat  the  Times  had  been  speakina:  of 
"miserable  Frenchmen,*'  and  thus  brought  down 
this  crushing  retort  upon  its  head.

ami,  being  minded  to  marry  agaiu,  the  Conqueror 
oflered  her  Simon  de  ^t.  Liz,  son  of  Kanulph  le 
Rich,  a  noble  Nonnan  who  w:i8  lame  of  one  leg. 
The  Countess  rejecting  him  for  his  himeneBs ;  the 
Conqueror  in  a  passion  drove  Inn-  fitnn  his  presence, 
s^iised  the  Earldoms  of  Northamptoti  and  Hun- 
tingdon, and  gave  them  to  Simon  de  St.  Liz,  and, 
with  them  her  eldest  daughter  Maud  in  marriage, 
Simon  de  St.  Liz  had  iasfae  by  tliis  Maud,  Simoil 
his  eldest  son,  who  Buooeeded  as  Eaxl  of  North* 
ampton,  Waitheof,  Abbot  of  Melrose  in  Scotland, 
BMa  two  daughters.  She  survived  her  husbaiid 
and  was  married  a  second  time  to  Darid  the 
brother  and  successor  of  Alexander  King  of  Soot- 
land,  who  by  the  favour  of  Henry  L  had  a  ^nmt 
of  tlie  Earldom  of  Huntingdon*  Her  ddest 
dauglitcr  Maud  became  the  ^^ife  of  Bobert  de 
Tonnebrigge, 

This  last-mentioned  nmrriage  is  that  which  J. 
H.  M*  says  took  place  in  1112,  and  so  regardless 
ai'e  his  conjectures  of  ascertained  dates  that  it  waa 
not  for  close  upon  a  century  after  thifj  maniage 
that  the  scrx»nd  Smer  de  Quincy  was  made  Earl  of 
Winchester.  It  was  not  then  the  second  Saier  do 
Quincy  who  married  thia  Maud  de  St.  Liz,  who 
W&&  the  Wife  of  Robert  Fitz  Richaid  de  Tonne- 
brigge.     That  is  certain. 

She  wan  daughter  of  Simon  de  St.  Liz  the  first, 
and  married,  tirst,,  Robert  son  of  Richard  Fitz 
Gislebert,  progenitor  of  tlie  ancient  Earls  of  Clare, 
from  whom  the  family  of  P'itz  Walter  descended, 
and  to  whom  the  lands  of  Little  Dunmow  (which 
at  the  time  of  the  sun'ey  belonged  to  Ralph 
Baj-nard,  brother  of  the  Liuiy  Jugla,  who  in  1104 
founded  the  Priory  of  Bunmow)  were  given  by 
Heury  L  in  conijequence  of  Willkm  the  grand&on 
of  Ritlph  Baynard  being  deprived  of  his  barony 
ajid  large  estates  for  joining  the  kings  enemies, 
Maud  St,  Liz  survived  this  Robert  Fitz  Gilbert, 
her  first  husband  [or,  as  he  is  called,  after  the 
custom  of  his  family,  **  Robert  Fitz  MicJiard^  of 
Baynard's  Castle,  London''  —  part,  probably,  of 
Ralph  Baymird's  property.  The  prefix  Fitz  to  the 
surname,  im  jinictised  for  some  genenttions  in  this 
family,  is  merely  used  in  the  sense  **  son  of,"  show- 
ing that  it  did  not  originally  or  necessarily  imply 
illegitimacy,  Thia  Robert,  who  was  a  finh,  but 
lawful  son.  woa  called  Fitz  Richard,  after  his 
father,  Bickard  Fitz  Gilbert  de  Tonnebrigge,  or  of

Dunmow  (mentioned  by  J.  H.  M.),  in  which  he 
refers  to  his  son  the  second  Saier  de  Quincy  in  the 
^  following  terms : —

Qoinci  Salutem  in  Christo.  Noverit  univenitas  Testra, 
me  dedisse  et  conceBsisse  ecclesise  de  Dunmowe  et 
canonicis  ibidem  Deo  Servientibus  pro  salute  animas  meae 
et  Sahei^  Ulii  mti,  et  omnium  antecessonim  meorum, 
decem  soiidos  in  Villa  de  Bradenbam  in  perpetuam 
elemosinam/'  &c. 

The  first  Saier  de  Quincy's  immediate  interest 
in  Dunmow  is  thus  rendered  intelligible  enough. 

This  Maud  St.  Liz  must  have  survived  both  her 
husbands ;  for  Saher  de  Quinci  and  Matilda  de 
St.  Liz,  his  wife,  granted  to  the  Prior  and  Convent 
of  Daventry,  in  Northamptonshire,  inttr  alia, 
eight  acres  of  their  demesne  lying  next  the  lands 
given  to  the  prionj  hy  Qiieen  Matilda;  and  this 
grant  is  embodied  in  one  which  she  afterwards 
'  gives  in  her  widowhood  for  her  oa^ti  health,  and 
the  souls  of  her  father  and  mother,  her  Lord, 
Robert  Fitz  Richard  (her  first  husband),  her 
children  and  friends,  giving  40*.  rent  to  purchase 
frocks  and  hoods  for  the  monks,  and  directing 
wine  for  masses  to  be  piurchased  out  of  her  former 
donation  (jointly  made  with  her  second  husband, 
De  Quinci),  consisting,  inter  aiia,  of  the  eight  acres 
of  demesne  near  the  lands  which  Queen  Maiilda, 
her  mother,  gave  them  (Cott  MSS,  Claud.  D,  xii. 
fo.  56).  This  settles  the  point  that  she  was 
daughter  of  David  I/s  queen. 

Bridges  further  tells  us  in  reference  to  the  first  (1) 
Saier  de  Quincy  that — 

"  In  the  second  year  of  Richard  I.  Saier  de  Quincy 
paid  into  the  exchequer  fifty  merks  for  seisin  of  the 
Lordship  of  Buckby  granted  to  him  in  the  reign  of 
Henry  II.  The  successor  of  Saier  was  Saier  his 
youngest  son,  who  became  Earl  of  Winchester  by  his 
marriage  with  Margaret  youngest  sister  and  co-heir  of 
Robert  Fitz  Pamell  Earl  of  Leicester."— VoL  i.  p.  645, 
History  and  Antiquities  of  Northamptonshire. 

AVhy  Bridges  and  others  say  that  Saier  de 
Quincy  the  second  became  Earl  of  Winchester  by 
his  marriage  with  Margaret  Fitz  Parnell  I  can- 
not understand,  unless  it  be  that  by  his  marriage 
he  acauired  with  her  some  lands  connecting  hmi 
with  Winchester,  for  the  Earldom  of  Winchester 
was  never  in  her  family.  Saier  de  Quincy  the 
second  was  one  of  the  most  formidable  opponents 
of  King  John  and  one  of  the  most  powerful  of  the 
Magna  Charta  Barons,  and  the  origin  of  the  Earl- 
dom of  W^inchester  was  as  follows,  as  we  are 
infonned  by  Milner,  in  his  History  of  Winchester^ 
vol.  i.  p.  236,  &c.  :— 

"In  1208  King  John  granted  the  privileges  of  a  cor- 
poration to  Winchester. 

**  In  1215,  to  gratify  one  of  his  most  potent  Barons, 
formerly  one  of  his  bitterest  enemies,  Saier  de  Quincy, 
he  created  him  Earl  of  Winchester." 

[Here,  however,  Milner  is  slightly  out  of  date, 
as  Saier  de  Quincy  was  made  ]mu:1  of  Windhester, 
CaH,  13,  March,  1206-7  (Cott.  M88.).'\ 


These  details  synchronise  the  whole  facts  and 
dates,  which  the  conjectures  of  J.  H.  M.  would  only 
inextricably  confuse ;  but  still  there  is  one  difficulty 
to  which  I  must  direct  attention.  The  rise  of  the 
De  Quincies  in  Scotland  is  explained  by  the  feet 
that  the  first  Saier  de  Quincy  married  Maud  de 
St.  Liz,  daughter  of  David  I.*s  queen ;  but  how 
comes  it  that  the  second  Saier  de  Quincy,  Earl  of 
Winchester,  between  the  years  1210  and  1219,  as- 
stated  by  your  correspondent  A.  L.,  p.  239,  quoting, 
as  I  understand,  from  the  Chartulary  of  Cam- 
buskenneth,  or  from  that  of  St.  Andrews,  gives 
to  the  canons  of  St.  Andrews  "  three  Merks  yearly 
from  his  Mill  of  Lochres  for  the  souls  of  his  grand- 
father and  grandmother,  of  his  father,  Robert  de 
Quinci,  and  of  his  mother  Orabile  "  ? 

If  Saier  de  Quincy  be  designated  Earl  of  Win- 
chester in  the  Chartulary,  then  the  question  is 
how  came  the  names  of  his  father  and  mother 
to  be  Robert  and  Orabile,  as  the  above  seems  to 
read  ?  It  might  be  that  Saier,  Earl  of  Winchester, 
being  a  youngest  son,  as  already  stated,  might  have 
been  the  offspriny:  of  a  second  marriage  of  his 
father  with  Orabile,  daughter  of  Nes,  if  such  a 
marriage  really  took  place  ;  but  that  would  not 
change  his  father's  name  from  Saier  to  Robert.  The 
discrepancy  has  been  noticed  before,  as  I  find  some 
of  our  chroniclers  speak  of  the  Earl  of  Winchester's 
father  as  "  Saier,  or,  as  some  say,  Robert."  But 
this  is  highly  unsatisfactory,  and  suggests  a  re- 
collating  of  the  printed  transcripts  or  references 
with  the  original  documents.  There  cannot  be  any 
uncertainty  as  to  who  is  granter  of  the  Dunmow 
Charter,  and  who  signs  it  as  such,  and  equally 
little  doubt  as  to  who  signs  the  grant  to  St.  Andrews. 
The  name,  Orabile,  or  Arabella,  was  undoubtedly 
in  the  De  Quincy  family ;  as  I  find  Saier  de  Quincy, 
Earl  of  Winchester  had,  by  his  wife  Margaret  Fit* 
Pamell,  a  daughter  Orabella,  wife  of  Sir  Richard 
Harcourt.  It  is,  however,  hardly  possible  that 
Orabile,  Countess  of  Mar,  could  have  survived  her 
husband  and  married  a  second  time,  Saier  de 
Quincy  the  first,  and  that  she  could  between  1171 
and  1199 — as  mentioned  by  A.  L.,  which  is  a 
very  long  range — have .  confirmed  her  grant  of  the 
Church  of  Leuchars  to  St.  Andrews,  either  as  the 
wife  or  the  widow  of  the  Earl  of  Mar,  and  also 
have  become  the  mother  of  the  Earl  of  Winchester. 
The  question  is  as  to  the  name  Robert  de  Quincy 
in  the  grant  to  St.  Andrews.  The  doubt  expressed 
here  as  to  the  "  Saier  or  Robert "  originates  en- 
tirely with  the  Scottish  record.  The  title  to  the 
Lordship  of  Buckby  and  the  charter  to  Dunmow 
leave  no  doubt  as  to  the  two  Saiers,  fether  and 
son.

HouM*,  situated  on  the  northern  aide  of 
i  rood  leading  from  London  (through 
Carcca)  to  Kew  and  Brentford^  and  nearly 


oppoHjte  to  the  lane  leading  to  Chbwick,  wm 
formerly  an  inn  of  conBiderable  si^ee,  known  by  the 
sign  of  '*  The  King  of  Bohemia/''  whose  likeness 
appearal  at  full  length  on  a  sign-boiurd.  The 
house,  being  closed  as  an  inn,  was  divided  into 
three  tenements,  of  which  Dr.  Collyer's  house 
formed  the  centre.  The  western  house  of  the 
three  has  been  lately  pulled  down  ;  but  Dr.  Col- 
lyer's house  yet  standK,  being  now  the  westernmost 
of  two,  which  together  form  the  remains  of  the 
inn.  In  this  house,  which  may  be  known  by  its 
projecting  windowB,  Foijcolo  resided  for  about  two 
years  ;  Dr.  Collyer,  being  resident  at  the  time  at 
Oxford,  wiuH  request*'d  to  jillow  Foscolo  the  use  of 
hia  house  ;  he  compbed  with  the  request,  and  there 
Foscolo  died  in  the  autumn  of  the  year  1827.  I 
have  Dr,  Collyer'B  kind  penui.ssion  to  state  these 
particulars,  Fosoolo  was  buried  in  the  churchyard 
of  Chiswick,  the  pariah  in  which  he  wa«  living.  It 
is  well  known  that  hia  body  was  removed  to  Italy  in 
the  year  1871^  by  the  desire  of  the  Italian  Govern- 
ment, which  sent  over  a  commission  for  that 
purpose.  The  remains  were  disinterred  in  the 
presence  of  the  Italian  Minister  at  the  Court  of 
St.  James's,  who  delivered  an  address  at  the  grave. 
The  coffin  lay  in  a  common  earth-grave,  and,  when 
it  was  opened,  the  body  was  found  in  a  state  of 
complete  preserv^ation,  and  was  identified  without 
ditliculty  by  Dr,  Collyer  and  by  JVIr,  Eydmann^  a 
barber,  who  had  frequently  attended  on  the 
deceased  ;  it  wil**  then  replaced  in  its  colBn,  which 
was  inclosed  in  a  fresh  case,  and  on  June  12, 1871,, 
was  removed  from  Chiswick  and  was  eventually 
re-interred  in  the  church  of  La  Sjmta  Croce,  at 
Florence.  A  new  monument  biis  been  put  up  in 
Chiswick  churchjanb  The  writings  of  Foscolo 
occupy  a  considerable  space  in  the  catalo^ie  of  the 
British  Museum  Library,  where  there  is  an  ex- 
cellent transktion  in  verse  of  his  poem,  The 
Sepulckr&s,  without  ilate  or  title-ixige.  There  ift 
a  good  article  on  him  in  the  EitijliBh  Vtjclojmdia, 
J^ee  also  Beattie's  Li/t^  of  CajujMlf  vol.  ii. 

The  last  notice  of  him  that  has  appeared  is^ 
perhaps,  that  which  occurs  on  p.  8,  of  the  Life 
and  LctUr*  of  Bewick  the  artist,  Bewick  describes 
Foecolo  in  no  very  flattering  t  era  is.  He  tells  a 
story  of  an  argument  maintained  between  him  and 
Wordsworth  at  a  party  jisAcmbled  at  the  house  of 
Haydon,  the  painter  ;  Foscolo  enforced  his  views 
in  a  very  excited  manner,  holding  bis  fist  in 
Wordsworth's  face,  wlnle  Wordsworth  remained 
all  the  time  cidni  and  unmoved.  The  description 
given  by  Bewick  of  the  m^r^oual  appearance  of 
Foscolo  exactly  agrees  with  that  which  has  been 
furnished  me  by  the  second  of  the  two  witnesses 
who  identified  his  IxhIv  in  Chiswick  churchyard. 
With  regard  to  the  public  character  of  Foscolo, 
there  was  undoubtedly  a  certain  nobility  of  mind

8t,  Paul's  Cathedral:  Precedence  of  the 
Archdeacon  (4^  S.  xi.  425.) — Your  correspon- 
dent, A.  £«,  aaks  me  a  question,  aud^  implicitly, 
ojmllenges  me  to  write  a  paper  on  the  thesia  which 
he  proposes.  I  gladly  auijwer  the  *|  nest  ion,  but  I 
fear  that  1  cannot,  just  now,  tind  leisure  to  write  a 
longer  communication,  lUthough  I  admit  that  the 
subject  IB  very  interesting,  and  deserres  oaiefal 
discussion. 

A.  E.  is  quite  correct  in  supposing  that,  iu 
St.  Paul's  Cathedral,  the  Archdeacon  of  London 
has  precedence  over  the  other  Canons,  and  that,  in 
fact,  he  ranks  next  to  tbe  Dean  in  the  Chapter. 
The  ancient  Htatutes  of  the  Cathednd  are  i|uite 
dear  upon  this  point,  Whilat  the  Dean  occupied, 
a^  usual,  the  tirat  sttill  on  the  south  side  of  the 
Choir,  the  Archdeacon  of  London  sat  in  the  first 
stall  on  the  north  side  {Rfyijitruvi  StiUutorum,  *  * » 
S.  Paidi,  pp.  23,  24).  At  Wells  Cathedral,  as  at 
other  churches  of  the  Old  Foundation,  the  first 
atall  on  the  north  side  was  ix^cupied  by  the  Pre- 
centor, as  we  learn  from  a  transcript  of  the  Statutes 
of  that  Cftthedral  preserved  in  the  Library  at 
Lambeth :  *'  In  intruitu  Chori  a  imrte  occidentali 
a  dextris  est  stiillum  Decani,  a  sin istris  Cantoris" 
(*Statute  Ih  (Jrdinaiiont  Clericantnt  in  (Jlwro),

Godolphin,  in  hta 
Itcj}rttQrium  CanonicUJn^  app.  p.  6,  Land.,  1680, 
huji  these  retnarks : —

An  Archdeacon,  who  of  common  right  within 
his  own  precinct  is  the  next  great  person  in  point  of 
dignity  after  the  Bishop  and  his  Chancellor,  saving  the 
right  of  the  Dean,  which  belongs  to  him  in  the  Cathedral 
Church."

Sandford  S.  Martin,  Oxford- 

Ralph  Montague,  1668  (4*»^  S.  xi.  403.)  — 
The  charge  made  against  Ralph  Montague,  "  for 
holding  secret  correspondence  with  the  Papal  Nun- 
cio whilst  residing  at  Paris,"  was  the  invention  of 
the  Earl  of  Danby.  It  was  tnimped  up  to  obtain 
possession  of  certain  letters  respecting  a  peace  to 
which  the  Government  would  consent,  on  the  con- 
dition of  300,000/.  yearly,  for  three  years,  being 
paid  to  the  King  of  Engknd.  By  causing  the 
papers  of  Montague  to  be  seized,  Danby  hoped  to 
regain  possession  of  these  documents.  The  art  of 
Montague,  however,  foiled  his  enemies,  and 
Danby's  letters,  which  were  not  among  the  papers 
seized,  were  read  by  the  former  to  an  indignant 
House,  and  ended  in  the  impeachment  of  the  earL 

Ralph  Montague  succeeded  his  father  as  Lord 
Montagu  of  Bough  ton  in  1683 ;  but  the  accession 
of  James  II.,  whose  exclusion  he  had  violently 
supported,  drove  him  into  temporary  exile,  at  least 
from  public  life.  He  assisted  in  preparing  the  way 
for  the  Revolution,  and  was  rewarded  by  the 
restoration  of  his  office  as  Master  of  the  Great 
Wardrobe,  of  which  he  had  been  deprived  by 
James.  King  William  further  acknowledged  his 
services  by  creating  him  Viscount  Monthermer  and 
Earl  of  Montagu  in  1689.  In  1705  he  was  created 
Marquis  of  Monthermer  and  Duke  of  Montagu. 
He  was  the  builder  of  Montagu  House,  an  edifice 
well  remembered  by  many  of  us  as  occupying  the 
site  of  the  present  British  Museum.  For  some 
interesting  particulars  of  the  "  Montagu  Family  " 
see  voL  i.  chap.  xiv.  of  the  Duke  of  Manchester's 
Court  and  Society  from  Elizabeth  to  Anne,  1864, 
8vo.  2  vols.  Edward  F.  Rimbault. 

In  the  Comtesse  de  la  Fayette's  Secret  History, 
translated  by  Ann  Floyd,and  named  ^a<^  Gallantry, 
London,  1722,  are  several  letters  by  Mr.  Montague. 
Perhaps  he  had  spoken  his  opinion  of  the  death  of 
Henrietta,  and  was  sacrificea  to  appease  the  French 
Court  after  the  death,  in  1670,  of  the  Abb6  Mon- 
tague, who  had  enjoyed  the  confidence  of  the  royal 
families  of  England  and  France.  Ralph  Montague 
was,  nevertheless,  Master  of  the  Great  Wardrobe 
nnder  Charles  II.,  William  and  Mary,  and,  I 
believe,  Anne.  In  William's  reign  he  was  created 
JSkrJ;  in  Aime%  Puke  of  Montague.  His  first 
wify  waa  JElizahetb,  widow  of  the  eleyeiit^'EAxV  oi 


Northumberland.  By  her  he  had  issue.  His  second 
wife  was  Elizabeth,  the  widow  of  Monk.  By  her 
he  had  not  any  children.  Ralph  Montague  died 
9th  March,  1708-9.  His  sister  Elizabeth  married 
Sir  Henry  Harvey,  Kt.,  Ambassador  at  Con- 
stantinople. Ralph  N.  James. 
Ashford,  Kent. 

I  have  tried  in  vain  to  find  any  notice  of  the 
transaction  contained  in  the  undated  document  to 
which  A.  M.  alludes.  Macaulay  speaks  of  Ralph 
Montague  as  a  "faithless  and  shameless  man." 
This  is  in  connexion  with  his  conduct  towards  the 
Treasurer  Danby.  Pepys  mentions  him  much  in 
the  same  way.  The  note  in  his  Diary  states  that 
he  was  the  eldest  son  of  Edward,  second  Baron 
Montague  of  Boughton,  created  Duke  of  Montagu, 
and  died  1709.  Haydn  says  he  was  a  Privy  Coun- 
cillor in  1689  ;  Master  of  the  Great  Wardrobe  of 
Charles  II.,  William  III.,  and  Queen  Anne.  He 
was  created  Viscount  Monthermer  and  Earl  of  Mon- 
tagu April  1689,  and  Duke  of  Mont^igu  April  1705. 
I  nave  in  my  possession  several  papers  signed 
Ralph  Montagu,  when  Earl  of  Montagu,  &ted 
1691-2.  E.  E. 

Parentage  of  the  Poet  Cowley  (4***  S.  xL 
340,  371,  429.) — I  dont  quite  understand  some 
portion  of  Col.  Chester's  second  communication. 
Johnson's  Memoir  of  Cowley  is  the  most  celebrated 
of  his  "  little  prefaces,"  and  Mr.  Murray's  reprint, 
in  his  British  Classics,  is  generally  regarded  as  the 
best  edition  of  Johnson's  Lives.  When,  on  May 
24,  Col.  Chester  writes,  "  There  is  nothing  in  thi 
will,  by  itself,  to  justify  him  in  asserting  that  the 
testator  was  the  father  of  the  jwet,"  he  surely 
forgets  having  said,  on  April  26,  "  The  date  of  this 
win,  and  the  fact  that  the  poet  was  bom  after  that 
date  in  the  same  year,  seem  to  point  conclusivdy 
to  the  testator  as  his  fiither."  So  also  thou^t 
Peter  Cunningham,  but  he  is  also  careful  to  pomt 
out  in  the  proper  place,  that  the  name  of  Thomas, 
as  a  brother  of  the  poet,  occurs  in  Abraham 
Cowley's  own  will,  as  well  as  in  the  assumed, 
father's.  As  to  Col.  Chester's  assertion  that 
until  now  no  one  else  has  been  "cognizant*'  of 
this  interesting  fact,  I  have  only  two  books  at 
hand  in  which  it  could  have  been  possibly  men- 
tioned, and  in  both  1  find  it  distinctly  recorded. 
The  one  is  Chambers^  s  Cyclop(edia  of  English  Lit^nh 
ture,  which  is  used  as  a  class-book  in  the  Indian 
Civil  Service  Examinations  ;  and  the  other  is  a 
cheap  reprint  of  Johnson's  Lives,  published  by 
Mr.  Wame  in  1871.  I  do  not,  of  course,  dispot^ 
the  interesting  nature  of  Col.  Chester's  collateiai 
information.

be  too  small  for  U5e  in  the  grasp  of  an  oidinaiy 
European.  At  the  same  time,  it  ought  to  be  ob- 
8erve«-i  that  these  Orientals  dice  rather  than  deliver 
their  eut^s^  as  we  do  ;  and  therefore,  the  handle  that 
would  be  serviceable  for  the  former  mode  would 
be  inconvenient  for  the  latter.

89,  2tX),  426.)— In  the  year 
1852-3  I  was  asked  by  William  Sharpe,  Esq,,  of 
HoddiLm,  to  endeavour  to  tnice  out  the  connecting 
link  of  the  Conheath  fiunUy  with  the  parent  stem 
of  the  tree  of  the  Kir kpa tricks  of  Closebiim  ;  and 
Mr.  Sliarpe  gave  roe  im  the  benefit  of  his  learned 
brother'H  jjapors  on  the  subject.  I  »iet  to  work  to 
do  so.  I  found  embedded^  feet  deep  in  the  soil, 
the  grave-stone  of  William,  last  baron  of  Kirk- 
michaelj  Kobert  of  Glenkiln^s  tombstone,  and 
Thomas  of  Knocks^,  all  in  Garrel  KirkyiiTfi,  By 
desire  of  my  frknd  and  relative  the  late  Mrs. 
Proiidfoot  oi  Cmgieburn,  the  then  nearest  de- 
Bcendaut  of  the  Kirkmichael  fliinOy  re^iiding  in 
that  district,  I  hod  the  stones  set  up,  repaired, 
and  painted  ;  and  they  may  be  seen  there  to  this 
day.  The  last  child  surviving  of  William  of  Con- 
heath — Miss  Jane  Kirkpatriek  of  Nithbank  by 
Bumfricsi — was  then  residing  there  ;  and  from  her 
I  got  a  manuscript  holograph  list,  by  William 
Kirkpatriek,  of  Im  children  bom  to  him  by  Mary 
Wilson  ;  and  all  my  other  information  was  equally 
valid  ami  accurate.  Yet  Br.  Ramaqe  doubts  I 
It  is  the  fact  that  this  tree  has  been  compiled 
since  1853 — thjit  Dii.  Ramaoe  resides  within  tein 
or  twelve  miles  of  this,  the  county  town^ — that  the 
tree  has  been  reviewed  very  minutely  in  the 
whole  of  the  county  newspapers  ;  in  many  of  the 
newspapers,  both  in  England,  Ireknd,  and  Scot- 
land, these  reviews  of  the  tree  were  copied,  detail- 
ing the  descent,  and  yet  we  find  that,  twenty  years 
after  the  existence  of  the  tree»  Dk.  Ramage  step« 
forward  to  assume,  indirectly,  its  inaccumey  ;  and 
then  he  sends  you  a  step-iind- stairs,  pen-and-ink 
drawing,  of  the  descent  of  the  Empress,  which,  in 
foct,  is  the  word  for  word  descent,  im  shown  in  tho 
tree  from  Alexander.  1484  ;  he  who  \^t  the  grant 
of  the  barony  of  Kirkmichael  for  the  capture  of 
James,  ninth  Earl  of  Douglas,  at  the  battle  of 
Buraswark,  1484, 

The  116  years,  that  Dr.  Ramaor  says  elapsed 
from  the  date  of  the  sale  to  Oharteris  and  George's 
death,  la  not  extraonlinary  ;  for  it  is  said  tlie  salo 
took  place  about  1G22,  and  George  wa.s  an  old 
man  when  he  died  ;  and  Robert,  the  second  »on^ 
was  also  an  old  man  when  he  died.

The  thoughtful,  howeTer,  went  a  step 
further,  and  looked  to  the  intention  of  the  giver 
and  not  to  the  value  of  the  gift.  This  is  the  feeling 
of  Virgil  {jEii.  ii,  49)  in  the  well-known  expres-

"  Timeo  D&nMia  et  dona  ferontea," 
and  of  Seneca  {ThycitL  Act  iii.  416):—

Monofrtaphi,  Personal  and  SodaL    By  Lord  Houghton. 

With  Portraits.  (jAIurray.) 
AitoNO  all  the  brilliant  works  of  Meia^onicr,  none  can  be 
gaid  to  hare  more  attraction  than  thofo  sin^^le  figures, 
which  fieeni  to  live  and  breathe,  and  which  tell  a  whole 
hifltory  to  all  who  can  iotcrpret  the  langiiage  of  art. 
Monograiphs  in  iitemture  ure  like  ihese  single,  eloquent 
li^urea  in  art ;  and  Lord  Houghton^  in  tbe  ekiU  with 
which  ho  conveys  much  in  u  few  words,  reminds  ua  of 
Mebaonier,  with  half  a-doicn  inches  of  cauvai  full  of 
meaniDi^.  Lord  Houghton's  inoflt  agreeable  book  con> 
tains  eight  monographs,  of  which  one  ia  devoteil  to  a 
iketch  of  Lady  A«hburton,  the  other  to  "  The  Bcrryi/' 
where  the  figures  are,  of  course,  dumbled.  The  **  por- 
traits of  gentlemen*' comprise  Suleiman  Pasha  (Colonel 
Selves),  Alexander  von  Humboldt,  Cardinal  Wiseman,. 
Landor,  Sidney  Smith,  and  Hetnnch  Heine.  Lord 
Houghton  does  not  paint  like  Cosway  or  Angelica  Kaoff* 
mann.  He  would  not  forget  tbe  pimple  on  the  Pro- 
tector's nose.  The  i>andor  ta  forcible,  but  not  lovely, 
Sidney  Smitli  looka  a  disreputable  sort  of  person,  with 
his  irreverent  jokes*  even  in  church  ;  and  Lady  Ash- 
burton  has  the  air  of  a  fine,  clever,  and  particttlarly  dis- 
agreeable perion«  Tlio  moat  affecting  portrait  i«  that  of 
poor  Heine,  whoee  body  died  so  ^►n^  be  I  ore  hia  wit.  One 
of  the  he  it  things  he  ever  said,  in  his  hi^t  dayn,  has  been 
overlooked  ty  Lord  lloughtou.  One  day  Heine  lan- 
guidly eomplained  of  being  stupid.  **  How  can  that  beT' 
a^kcd  a  friend.  "  It  is  bo/'  rejoined  Heine;  *'  Alexandtir 
Weijt  has  just  left  me,  and  we  have  been  ezchaoging 
ideas." 

The  Life  cf  Lloyd,  First  Lord  Ktn yon j  Lord  CM^  Justie$ 
of  England.  By  tbe  Hon.  George  T.  Kenyon,  M.A. 
(l/ongmane&Co.) 
The  late  Lord  Camnbell  knew  how  to  make  his  biogra- 
phies readable,  and  he  does  not  seem  to  have  much  cared  as 
to  their  being  trustworthy.  His  caricature  of  Lord  Kenyon 
is,  in  thehandsofthe  Chief  Justice's  defcendant,  re&tored 
to  the  character  of  a  true  portraiture*  This  **  Life  '*  ia  not 
on^y  accept&ble  as  a  life  of  the  renowned  Welsh  lawyer, 
but  also  aa  containing  sketches  of  many  of  his  contem* 
porftries,  men  who  have  been  distinguished  within  the 
moroory  of  many  now  living.  Kenyon's  life  extended 
frtim  1733  to  180i  His  call  to  the  Bur  was  in  1761,  but 
well  nigh  twenty  years  elapsed  before  he  made  his  mark, 
in  leading,  with  Ersikine^  tbe  defence  of  Lot4.  <1*r«^ 
Gordon,  in  1780,   Wtthuv  twti  '3«M%\i^^«fiwafc  W^«JnkK^- 
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Oenenit,  and  in  ITSfi  ht  anceeed^^d  Mansfield  an  Cliief 
Justice  of  tbe  King'ii  Bench,  and  wm  created  a  peer.  Mr. 
Keiiyon  allows  that^  tboagh  a  fair  Latin  setiolar,  the 
Chief  Jiiflticis  was  not  alwajB  btippy  in  hii  quot&tbUB. 
He  ah  owed,  hiitrever,  a  moitt  h^ppj  to^te  in  ihe  tines 
which  he  prefixed  to  the  *'  rent^  '*  of  tlie  fine  estate  qT 
W high  he  became  po3B4i9fled  :^

LETTER  OF   THOMAS  EYRE   TO   WILLIAM 
ARCHER. 

In  the  same  vol.  of  MSS.  which  contains  the 
letter  of  CoL  John  Seymour  to  Sir  John  Newton, 
published  a7ite  (4^  S.  xi.  245),  is  one  from  Thomas 
Eyre  to  his  brother  William  Archer,  who  (the 
latter)  married  Susannah  Newton,  one  of  the 
"  pretty  pledges "  referred  to  in  Grovr.  Seymour's 
letter.  I  now  take  the  liberty  of  forwarding  a 
copy  of  this  also  for  publication.  Aside  firom 
the  curious  commentary  it  affords  upon  the  modiLS 
operandi  in  obtaining  office  in  the  days  of  Queen 
Anne,  it  brings  into  view  some  notable  person- 
ages, and  may  not  be  uninteresting  to  the  general 
r^&der. 

These  letters  were  presented  to  the  Astor 
Library  in  1852,  by  Mr.  Halliwell  of  Avenue 
Lodge,  Brixton  Hill,  near  London.  They  were 
probably  purchased  by  him  at  some  autograph  sale. 
It  would  be  interesting  to  learn  the  history  of  their 
acquisition.

DAYLESFOnD    HoUSE,   WORCESTERSHIRE. — The 

following  is  from  the  Times  of  May  16: — 

"The  Home  of  Warren  Hastikqs. — Yet  another 
house  rich  in  historical  associations  is  about  to  pass 
under  the  auctioneer's  hammer  this  summer :  we  refer  to 
Daylesford  House,  Worcestershire,  the  favourite  abode  of 
Warren  Hastings,  a  place  to  which  he  was  the  more 
attached  as  having  belonged  to  a  branch  of  the  ennobleJ 
family  of  Hastings  with  which  he  claimed  connexion,  and 
who  lived  there  as  wealthy  squires  until  ruined  by  the 
Civil  War.  John  Hastings,  of  Daylesford,  was  a  zealouii 
Cavalier,  who  spent,  as  we  are  told,  half  his  property  in  the 
cause  of  the  King,  and  who  purchased  his  own  ransom  by 
making  over  a  large  portion  of  the  residue  to  Mr.  Speaker 
Lenthall.  In  1715  Daylesford  was  sold;  but  before  the 
transfer  a  younger  son  of  the  House  of  Hastings  was  pre- 
sented to  the  living  of  Daylesford.  He  was  the  grand- 
father of  Warren  Hastings,  who  was  bom  in  the  village 
of  Daylesford,  and  having  been  educated  at  the  village 
school  of  his  native  parish,  fondly  cherished  from  child- 
hood the  hope  of  recovering  the  estate  of  his  ancestors. 
Returning  from  India,  he  purchased  Daylesford  House, 
and  thither  he  retired  to  die  at  the  close  of  his  chequered 
career,  in  the  course  of  which  he  had  more  than  once 
nurtured  the  hope  that  he  might  sit  among  the  Peers  of 
England  as  Lord  Daylesford.  As  Macaulay  tells  us  in  bis 
eagBjr  on  Warren  HaaUngBf  the  statesman  passed  his  latter 


years  at  Daylesford,  'dividing  his  attentior 
literature  and  his  conservatories  and  menagi 
it  is  at  the  east  end  of  the  chancel  of  Daylesfo; 
that  the  bones  of  Warren  Hastings  repooi.  T 
house  is  of  stone,  and  was  built  by  Hastings ;  i

Of  JuniuBH  ferocity  with  regard  to  Lord  Mans- 
field, I  will  cite  only  two  examples,  from  Private 
Letter  24^  '*  We  have  got  the  Rascal  down  ;  let  us 
strangle  hiui  if  it  be  possible '^  and  from  Private 
Letter  25,  "  I  will  never  rest  till  I  liave  destroyed 
or  expelled  that  wretch,  I  wish  you  joy  of  yestefw 
day.  The  fellow  truckles  already."  It  is,  how- 
ever, the  manner  in  which  Junius  treated  the  King 
with  whicli  I  am,  at  present,  chiefly  concerned. 

In  Miscellaneous  Letter  iK*,  Junius,  under  the 
signature  of  Vindex,  attacked  the  Government  for 
the  arrangement  they  had  just  concluded  respecting 
the  Falkland  Islands.  What  was  publi.shed»  how- 
ever, wa^  only  a  portion  of  the  letter  which  Junius 
wrote.  Another  portion  was  devoted  to  an  insult- 
ing it t tack  upon  the  King,  which  WoodMl  waa 
rifraid  to  print.  The  suppressed  part  is  given  in 
Mr.  Twissleton's  book,  and  is  as  follows:—

Women  in  Church  (4*^  S.  xi.  3G3.)— In  almost 
all  country  churches  men  and  women  more  or  less 
sit  apart.  But  this  custom,  far  from  having  been 
"introduced  of  late  years,"  is  one  of  very  early 
date.  In  the  Apostolic  C'onstitutions,  falsely 
attributed  to  Clement  of  Rome,  but  still  a  very 
ancient  document,  we  find  this  order  (lib.  II. 
c.  Ivii^: — At  yvvaticc?  K€\(DpLcrfi.€vu}S^  kol  avrat 
KaOe^crOioa-av :  Let  the  women  sit  apart  by  them- 
selves. And  to  mark  the  distinction  more  broadly, 
they  were  not  allowed  to  enter  the  church  by  the 
same  door,  but  there  .were  separate  entrances  for 
men  and  women,  with  doorkeepers  at  each,  to  see 
that  the  rule  was  not  infringed ;  for  by  the  same 
Constitutions  it  is  provided — Ot  /i€v  ttvAw/dgI  €is 
Ta9  €l(r68ovs  riov  dvSpwv  <l>vX.d<r<rovT€<;  auras,  at 
8k  SiaKovoL  €ts  TttS  Ttov  yvvaiK^jv :  Let  the  porters 
keep  watch  at  the  gates  of  the  men,  and  the 
deaconesses  at  the  gates  of  the  women.  St.  Cyril, 
of  Jerusalem,  speaks  of  the  same  custom  as  pre- 
vailing in  his  Church — AtcoraA^^w  to.  TrpdyfiaTOy 
dpSpes  fi€Ta.  dvhpiaVy  kqx  yvvatKcs  /xcra  yvvaiKwv: 
I^t  it  be.  80  arranged^  that  men  sit  yi\\h  men,  axxd 
women  with  women.    St.  Augustine  also  teWa  \wa— 


"  Populi  confluunt  ad  ecclesias  castd  oelebritate, 
honesta  utriusque  sexus  discretione "  {De  Civitat, 
Dei,  lib.  IL  c.  xxviii.):  The  people  who  throng 
our  chiurches  behave  themselves  most  orderly,  men 
and  women  sitting  apart.  Chiysoetom  speaks  of 
the  same  custom  (flom.  Ixxiv.  in  Matth,).  Eusebios, 
indeed,  traces  the  practice  back  as  far  as  Philo 
ludseus  and  St.  Mark,  and  many  think  it  was 
borrowed  from  the  Jewish  Church  very  soon  after 
the  days  of  the  Apostles.  I  believe  it  still  con- 
tinues in  the  synagogue. 

There  seems  to  be  no  reliable  authority  for 
restricting  the  women's  part  to  the  north,  or  right 
side  of  the  church ;  certainly  in  ancient  times  it 
seems  to  have  been  otherwise  in  many  of  the 
Greek  churches. 

As  a  modem  instance,  I  can  mention  my  own 
parish  church,  in  which,  I  remember  when  ouite 
young,  that  the  custom  was  strictly  adhered  to, 
and  I  am  told  is  so  still.  The  Moravians,  or 
United  Brethren,  are  very  scrupulous  in  its  obser- 
vance,— they  even  bury  their  dead  apart.

About  eight  or  ten  years  ago,  it  was  the  custom 
in  the  Church  of  North  Wootton,  in  Somersetshire, 
for  the  men  to  sit  on  the  north  side  of  the  datc, 
and  the  women  on  the  south  side.  At  the  Church 
of  East  Pennard,  in  the  same  county,  the  custom 
of  dividing  the  sexes  prevails  now,  but  the  boundaiy 
line  runs  across  the  church,  the  men  occupying  the 
east  end  and  the  women  the  west.  There  aw> 
however,  some  pews  in  the  side  aisles  which 
appeared  to  be  used,  when  I  was  there,  about  six 
weeks  ago,  for  the  accommodation  of  strangers,  m 
which  the  sexes  are  permitted  to  mingle.  It  is 
believed  by  the  inhabitants  of  both  panshes  to  be 
a  very  ancient  custom.  Laycauma.

"To  Hell  a  Building*^ (4^  S.  xi.  305,  392.)— 
Referring  to  the  remark  of  Mr,  Skbat,  that  the 
word  hdl.,  or  hdc  (from  the  A.  S.  hdan,  to  cover, 
hide,  &c.),  must  have  been  "  once  in  common  use 
in  almost  every  district  from  Cornwall  to  Scotland," 
I  am  induced  to  mention  that  there  is  a  small 
ppjperty  at  Largs,  Ayrsbu'e,  which  is  called, 
following  the  local  pronunciation,  Hailie,  Haily,  or 
Hay  lee  ;  but  what  the  orthography  of  the  name  at 
tirst  was,  or  properly  should  be,  it  may  be  difiicult 
to  detenu ine.  It  was,  if  not  ixirtly  upon  this 
property,  at  least  close  by  it,  that  the  eventful 
buttle  of  "The  Largs '*  took  place  in  October,  1263. 
Opinions  have  not  been  uniform  as  to  the  origin  of 
this  place-name.  Among  the^e  is  that  of  Geo. 
Robertson  {De^e.  of  CuninffhamCy  p.  10 1 ^  d  {nfra}^ 
who  says  that  *'  Iliiihj,  often  spelt  J/i/t","  is  from 
the  old  Baxon  word  Hdle^  a  pit,  grave,  or  buiyin^- 
place.  And  here,  on  the  haimch  of  an  extended 
tiill-slope,  is,  na  is  true,  a  large  stone  cairn,  a  con- 
siderable part  now  removed,  and  in  which  a  great 
numl>er  of  people,  sfiys  Robertsion,  were  interred  ; 
those,  as  some  believe,  who  fell  at  the  battle 
referred  to.     (loland's  Druids,  voce  Hdi.) 

Tins  cairn,  called  Margaret's,  or  St.  Margaret's 
Law,  would  seem^  however,  much  more  ancient 
than  the  battle  in  IS63,  inasmuch  as  its  principid 
contents  were  found  to  be,  on  a  partial  exploration 
about  17^1,  as  many  as  five  ctstvaens,  s([Uare  in 
form,  and  constructed  of  stones  set  on  edfic.  Two 
of  these  inclosed  each,  it  is  said,  five  skulls,  other 
hmuan  bones,  and  earthen  urns  ;  and  the  earth 
and  small  stones  at  the  bottom  bore  evidence  of 
having  undergone  the  action  of  tire.  (Robertson*s 
Ik^.^  p,  112,  and  Worsaae's  Daius  ami  Nonv,^ 
p.  292.) 

Another  opinion,  that  of  the  hite  Mr.  FuDerton 
of  Overton,  is  that  Hailit,  or  Haily ^  is  just  the 
Scottish  form  of  Holy^  and  that  the  property 
received  this  name  from  the  cairn,  St.  Maigaret's 
Law  being  regarded  as  a  holy,  sacred,  or  con- 
secrated spot,  {Ayfihi/rt  WrcaXh  for  18r>5.)  How, 
however,  this  cairn  was  called  by  Uie  name  of 
Margaret^  or  St.  Margaret,  is  not  known.  The 
great  annual  festival  of  the  neighbouring  parish, 
Dairy,  is  '"  Margaret*s  Day  ^' ;  iwud  ^Issx^^x^^  ^Oaa 
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canom^ed  qdIj  about^  or  not  aootiat  tlian  the  time 
of  the  coronjttion  of  Alexander  III,  WImt  if  the 
Soot%  in  1263,  fought  in  the  name  and  under  the 
tutelage,  of  the  BuiiLted  MaT^garet  7  The  Kor- 
we^^  took  up  ti  ^ition  to  piotect  their 
straudsd  transporta  on  vmng  ground  oear  the  ahore^ 
from  which  they  were  diuven  back  by  the  Scots» 
This  was  the  spot  where  the  contending  |mrtiea 
first  came  into  oontaet;  and  this  spot  was  probably 
Hailyj  which  is  on  the  way  by  which  tne  Seota 
advanced.

A  few  years  ago,  I  anked  the  vicar  of  an  old 
abbey  church  in  Lincoln?*hire,  why  his  pulpit  was  on 
the  north  side,  having  shortly  before  noticed  in  an 
equally  ancient  church  in  Yorkshire^  that  it  was  on 
the  south*  The  only  answer  I  got,  unsupported 
by  any  reaaon  whatever,  was  that  the  north  "  was 
the  proper  side."  I  have  since  made  my  observa^ 
tions  in  many  churclies,  ancient  and  modem,  and 
have  referred  to  all  the  likely  books  in  my  power, 
find  the  resndt  is  that  from  book«j  I  am  get  no  in- 
formation bearing  upon  my  i>oint,  and  that,  whether 
I  examine  the  works  of  the  grest  classical  (?)  archi- 
tectural triumvirate  of  my  youtli,  Nash,  Smirke,

When 
on  the  road  he  was  accosted  by  the  devil,  who  up- 
braided him  with  his  humility  in  travelling  on 
foot.  The  saint  immediately  changed  the  devil 
into  a  mule,  and  leapt  upon  his  back.  The  bishop, 
destitute  of  whip  and  spurs,  bethought  himself  of 
a  happy  expedient  to  urge  on  his  lagging  beast. 
Whenever  the  mule  paused,  the  saint  iiiade  the 
sign  of  the  cross  on  his  back,  when  he  instantly 
giuloped  away.  At  last,  vexed  and  stun^  to  the 
Quick  by  the  oft-applied  crossings  of  St.  Alartin, 
tiko  tired  reprobate  gave  utterance  to  the  following 
distich : —

Koma  tibi  subito  motibos  ibit  amor/' 

— that  is,  "  Cross,  cross  thyself— thou  plaguest  and

QUARLES  AND  THE  ORIGIN   OP  HIS  "  EMBLEMS  " 

(4***  S.  xi.  137,  184.)— Will  Sennacherib  say  what 
edition  of  Hugo  he  alludes  to  ?  The  two  b^t 
known  editions  are  probably  the  8vo.  one,  Grsecii, 
1651,  with  copper-plates,  and  the  one  alluded  to 
by  Dr.  Rimbault,  with  Van  Sichem's  woodcuts. 
The  kst  three  books  of  Quarles  are  exactly  copied 
from  these  two  editions,  except  that  the  plates  are 
reversed,  that  is,  the  right  hand  for  the  left.  The 
edition  before  me  was  printed  "  In  the  Savoy,  by 
J.  Nutt,"  without  date,  but  I  presume  the  plates 
are  copied  from  the  1635  edition.  I  have  also  a 
very  curious  little  edition  of  Hugo,  "  Mediolani, 
1634,*'  differing  from  any  other  that  1  am  acquainted 
with,  and  which  is  probably  the  one  alluded  to  by 
Sennacherib,  as  his  remarks  apply  to  it  and  not 
to  the  others.  It  must  be  mther  scarce,  as  I  can 
find  no  mention  of  it  in  Brunet  or  elsewhere,  nor 
have  I  any  notice  of  it  in  a  somewhat  extensive 
series  of  memoranda  relating  to  books  of  this 
kind.  The  plates  are  quite  different  in  design  and 
style,  and  are  marked  "  Carolus  Blancus/."  In  my 
cx)py  the  plate  on  page  168  is  upide  down,  in  con- 
sequence of  the  copper  having  been  laid  on 
wrongly.  The  charge  of  piracy  against  Quarles 
must  be  applied  to  Hugo  also,  who  copied  from 
^   Alciatus.      There  is    an    article    on   QuarWs 
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Emblem;*  in  the  Mdrospective  Rmd^Wf  voL  ix. 
Qusvrles'tii  meritti  are  pretty  fairlv  recognisied  in 
CbambcrH's  Cyeloptrdm  of  English  Literature  aDd 
the  folbwin«r  extract  will  show  that  all  do  not 
ngree  io  the  censure  expressed  by  Arwuker  and 
endorsed  hy  jonr  cjorrespondent  D,  P.  It  is  from 
the  Vritiefi.1  lUmcw  ft*r  September  1801,,  and 
occivr.^  in  a,n  nrtielc  on  EUia'a  Hptchmns  of  Early 
Enf^lish  Fodry,  and  has  been  attributed  to  Boutliey.

As  pathetic 
an  iuhtance  this  of  affection  as  that  recorded  in 
Holy  Writ  of  Iiiz]iah,  the  daughter  uf  Aiah,  the 
concubine  of  Saul. 

Mr.  Lawson  died  in  18t>7,  and  was  buried  in  the 
Cathedral,  in  which  a  monunient,  l>y  Bacon,  wiia 
erected  to  his  memorj''  by  his  former  pupils.  Thia 
wiis  originally  placed  above  the  door  of  the  room 
used  as  the  Chapter  House,  now  the  Canons* 
Vestry,  but  has  recently  been  placed  within  it^  on 
the  ea«t  wall.

In  the  jK>rch  is  a  braaa, 
representing  Richard  Myddelt^n  and  his  wift% 
with  their  fiLxteen  children^  amongst  them  William, 
the  gidLint  8eaman,  and  Sir  Hugh,  tlie  celebrated 
eng-ineeiv — 

"  Who,  to  quench  the  thint  of  tlioueftiida  in  the  populout 
city  of  Loiiilon,  fetcLtt  water  on  hiA  own  coat  more  than 
24  milcB,  cncouutering  all  tbe  amy  an  urmy  <if  of>poftHion», 
gmpphn^  with  bUis,  struggling  with  rocki,  fighting  with 
fore«ti,  tillt  in  defi^ance  of  difficulties,  he  bad  brought  his 
project  to  perfection."* 

Whitcliurch  is,  however,  chiefly  interesting  aa 
being  the  hist  reisting-plttce  of  tliree  Welsh  w  ortniee, 
Humphry  Llwjd  of  hoxlnill,  the  antkpmrv;  Twni 
o'r  Nant  (ThouiaB  of  the  Vidley)^  the  only  dramatist 
whom  Canibrjii  has  produced,  and  who  hius,  probably 
on  that  account,  been  called  the  Welsh  Shakespere; 
and  Sion  y  Boddiau.  Leaving  Llwyd  and  Edwardfi, 
let  us  devote  a  few  niinute«  to  Jobn  of  the  Thumba. 
A  liirge  altar  tomb  at  the  far  eud  of  the  church  ia 
oraamented  with  the  recumbent  effigies  of  Sir  John 
Saliisbury  and  his  wife  ;  he  m  clad  in  lu-mour,  and 
her  neck  Is  omauienu^d  with  a  great  ruiil  Six  John 
died  in  157^,  and  ten  years  jifter,  his  widow 
erecteil  this  monument,  and  left  a  blank  space  for 
the  insertion  of  the  year  and  day  of  her  «>vni  going 
over  to  the  majority.  Tlu,s  date  has  never  been 
filled  in.  Sir  John's  feet  reft  upon  a  nondescript 
animal,  which  the  iinskLlfubieas  of  the  artist  and 
the  ravages  of  time  have  combined  tc»  umke  in- 
deacribable,  and  an  examination  givers  one  the 
impres«if>n  ihtit  he  was  endowed  with  two  thumbd 
on  each  hand. 

Upon  these  idender  foundations  a  legend  has 
:u*isen,  which  seta  forth  that  in  Pome  remote  age 
the  district  in  which  Denbigh  now  Htjinda  waa 
infected  by  u  monstrous  animal,  which  worked 
unutterable  woe  up<jn  the  jjeficeful  dwellers  in 
Dylfrj  n  Clwyd.  Like  the  laidJy  worm  of  Ltinibton, 
it  spared  neither  life  nor  property,  and  the  fait 
vale  would  soon  have  become  a  howling  wilderness 
if  the  go^xl  knight  i^-itb  the  superfiuous  thumbs 
hiid  not  resolved  upf.m  the  hazjo'dous  undertiiking: 
of  destroying  the  hych.  In  this*,  tifter  much  hard 
figbting,  he  was  succei*sful,  and  emerging 
triumphant  fnjm  the  deadly  conflict,  he  called 
out  exultingly,  ''Ihn  bych,  dviibych"  (Nobych). 
The  people,  grjitelul  for  their  deliverance,  imme- 
diately named  the  pliice  Dyn  bych,  the  Welsh  fonn 
of  Denbigh.  Unfortunately  for  ttus  verj^  probable 
etymology,  idthough  the  prt^ent  name  is  not  th« 
origimiJ  one,  it  i«  some  centuries*  older  thiin  the 
^ifiie  of  Sion  y  Boddia!i,  and  the  legend  ttm  oidy 
be  reiTJirded  as  an»tt;  '      ''

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petitors  in  the  trade  and  mystery  of  dragon-slaying. 
Mr.  Baring-Gould  mentions  : — 

"  S.  Secundus  of  Asti,  Gozo  of  Rhodes,  Raimond  of  S. 
Sulpice,  Struth  Ton  WiiJcelfreid,  the  Count  Aymon,  Moor 
of  Moorhall, '  who  slew  the  dragon  of  Wantlcy/  Conycrs 
of  Sockbum,  and  the  Knight  of  Lambton, '  John  that 
slew  ye  Worme.'  Ariosto  adapted  it  in  his  Orlando 
Furioto,  and  made  his  hero  dehver  Angelica  from  Orca 
in  the  true  mythic  stjie  of  George,  and  it  appears  again 
in  the  tale  of  Chederks.*' 

The  same  writer  mentions  Perseus,  Cenchrius, 
Menestratus,  Pherecydes,  Pythagoras,  Herakles, 
Apollo,  Sigurd,  Siegfried,  Beowulf,  Indra,  Mithra, 
Tnraetana,  Feridun,  Grettir,  amongst  the  goodly 
company  of  dragon-slayers.* 

"  It  seems  then,"  says  Mr.  Baring-Gould, — 

'*  That  the  fight  with  the  dragon  is  a  myth  common  to 
all  the  Ar^an  nations. f  Its  signification  is  this:  the 
maiden  which  the  dragon  attempts  to  devour  is  the  earth. 
The  monster  is  the  storm-cloud.  The  hero  who  fights  it 
is  the  sun,  with  his  glorious  sword  the  lightning-flash. 
By  his  victory  the  earth  is  relieyed  from  her  peril.  The 
fable  has  been  varied  to  suit  the  atmospheric  peculiarities 
of  different  climes  in  which  the  Aryans  found  them- 
selves." 

Dupuis  and  Lenoir  take  the  myth  as  emblematic 
of  the  victory  of  virtue  over  vice,  and  "when 
divested  of  every  allegorical  veil,  as  intimating  the 
victory  of  the  spring  sun  over  the  winter  sun,  and 
of  liffht  over  darkness." 

S^verte  cautiously  allows  more  than  one  origin 
for  these  mythical  relations.  He  thinks  that 
exaggerated  reports  of  reptiles,  which  have  attained 
uncommon  growth,  have  given  rise  to  many  of  the 
dragon  stories,  and  that  others  may  be  emblematic 
of  ravages  produced  by  inundations.  In  confirma- 
tion of  this  view,  he  mentions  various  rivers  to 
which  the  name  Draco  is  applied.  Dr.  Brinton 
supplies  a  curious  confirmation  of  this  \iew : — 

"  Kennebec,  a  stream  in  Maine,  in  the  Algonkin  means 
snake,  and  Antietam,  the  creek  in  Maryluid,  of  tragic 
celebrity,  in  an  Iroqouis  dialect  has  the  same  significance.

clusively Aryan  myth.  One  of  its  most  curious  forms  is 
in  a  Chinese  story  which  is  given  in  "  N.  &  Q."  upon 
China  and  Japan,  vol.  i.  p.  148.  In  this  legend  wc  have 
the  usual  dragon  with  its  penchant  for  young  ladies. 
Nine  maidens  having  been  sacrificed  to  the  cannibal 
tastes  of  the  serpent,  K'i,  daughter  of  Li  Tan,  a  magis- 
trate, volunteered,  and  after  some  demur,  was  allowed  to 
proceed  to  the  monster's  cave.  She  took  with  her  a  good 
sword,  a  dog  that  would  bite  at  snakes,  and  several 
measures  of  boiled  rice  and  honey,  which  she  placed  at 
the  mouth  of  the  cave.  At  nightfall  the  dragon  came, 
forth,  ".its  head  as  large  as  a  rice  stack,  and  its  eyes  like 
mirrors  two  feet  across."  The  savoury  mess  attracted  its 
notice,  and  whilst  it  was  eating,  the  dog  attacked  it  in 
the  front,  and  K'i  hacked  at  it  from  behind,  until  it  was 
wounded  to  death.  "The  maiden  entered  the  cavern 
and  recovered  the  skeletons  of  tiie  nine  previous  victims, 
whose  untimely  fate  she  bewailed.  After  this  she 
leisurely  returned  home,  and  the  Prince  of  Yueh,  hearing 
of  her  exploit,  raised  her  to  be  his  qneen." 


How  easily  would  savages,  construing  the  figure  literally, 
make  the  serpent  a  river  or  water-god  ! " 

And  he  notes  the  Indian  belief  in  an  irascible 
serpent  dwelling  in  the  great  lakes,  and  destxoying 
men  unless  appeased  by  suitable  offering.* 

Salverte  gives  the  dragon-myth  an  origin  m  an 
astronomidU  picture,  to  which  an  erroneoos  liteial 
meaning  became  geperally  attached.t 

It  is  evident  that  a  little  ingenuity  will  accom- 
modate the  history  of  most  of  the  draeon-slayeB 
to  any  of  these  theories.  Still,  when  1  stood  in 
Whitchurch,  I  must  confess  that  the  hych  trampled 
beneath  the  feet  of  the  stalwart  ICnight  did 
not  remind  me  very  forcibly  of  a  storm-cloud, 
and  if  Sion  y  Boddiau  cannot  claim  the  shining 
beauty  of  the  sun  god,  he  certainly  looked  stout 
and  substantial  for  a  mere  myth  of  the  dawn.

THE  CALENDAE  USED  BY  ROMAN  CATHOLICS 
IN  ENGLAND. 

Turning  over   the   leaves   of   an   old   Roman 
Catholic  Directory  for   the   year  1861  (London, 
Bums  &  Lambert),  the  Introductory  Remarks  to 
the  Calendar  now  in  use  among  Roman  Catholics 
in  England  arrested  my  attention.      In  them  the 
writer  shows  how  that  Calendar,  based  upon  what 
is  cdled  "  the  Roman  Calendar,"  with  sundry  local 
yariations,  assumed  its  present  shape,  and  mentions 
the  several  concessions  made  from  time  to  time  by 
the  Papal  See  to  English  Catholics  ;  whereby,  on 
the  one  hand,  certain  Feasts  of  English  Saints  are 
allowed  to  be  solemnly  kept,  and,  on  the  other,  the 
number  of  "  Days  of  Ob^gation  "  are  considerably 
reduced. 

To  this  latter  point  the  following  extracts 
principally  refer : — 

"  On  the  9th  of  March,  1777,  by  a  Decree  of  the

Epiphany,  the  Ascension,  Corpus  Christi,  the  Annunciir 
tion  the  Assumption,  SS.  Peter  and  Paul,  All  8aint«,JJ<» 
the  Feast  of  the  Patron,  where  such  was  observed.  Tbe 
Vigils  of  the  Feasts  thus  abrogated,  his  Holiness  tiiw- 
ferred  to  the  Wednesdays  and  Fridays  of  Advent,  on 
which  he  ordered  that  fast  should  be  kept  as  in  Lent  or 
Embertide,  '  although  it  is  an  English  custom  to  keep 
fasts  and  vigils  on  Friday.'  The  Pope  adds  a  power  to 
the  Vicars- Apostolic  to  dispense  from  the  precept  of  ab- 
staining from  servile  works  on  SS.  Peter  and  Paul  ftSSiog 
in  the  hay-harvest,  and  the  Assumption  in  the  whesj^ 
harvest,  provided  Mass  has  been  previously  heard,  u 
possible."

impressions  of  this  age  to  the  fixture,  is,  that 
Bristol  is  not  nearly  no  ancient  as  reputed*  Tbit, 
in  fact,  tta  history  begins  about  a.d,  lf>5<),  orbsreiy 
before  the  Normau  Conquest ;  and  that  it  wto  "oa- 
known  to  fame  in  the  earlier  days  of  our  Iiistorf " 
(Freeman's  Norman  Co7iq^te&tj  voL  ii.  p,  153;  ajid 
biA  other  'wti tings,  pasnyu.) 

It  is  very  likely  that  the  lo«il  historians  han« 
made  too  much  out  of  the  name  "  Caer  Brito  ^  w 
"  Cair  Brithon  "  in  the  ancient  catalogue  of  Boiaw- 
Britiah  cities  foui^d  in  some  copies  of  what  pawtf 
under  the  name  of  Nennius  (Mon.  H.  Brit  p  77^ 
ttc).  There  is  just  enough  likeness  in  the  name  to 
account  for  a  rash  or  fanciful  misappropriation ;  ti» 
such  a  misappropriation  to  Bristol  was  actuslly 
made  at  an  early  date^  but  not  ao  early  aa  to  cUiifl 
the  authority  of  a  traditional  g\im.  Etymolc^ 
identity  there  ia  none.  It  jmj  have  stood  »r 
ftome  place  with  ** Briton"  in  its  name;  and  » 
thought  Archbishop  Usher,  vho  gave  it  to  'Dm; 
barton  q^iosi  "  Dun  Briton  "  {Gale  Scriptort*,  TtA »- 
p.  138).  The  Vatican  copy,  however,  thought  by 
Mr.  Stevenson  ^'to  transmit  the  work  tn  a  pji^ 
state,"  has  the  reading  "  Cair  britoc  "  (Hut  Bfif-

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After  its  deliveiy  he  spoke  a  line  or  two  from  it 
u-ith  the  end  of  his  handkerchief  held  loosely  a 
short  distance  from  his  mouth,  in  order  to  show 
that  speaking  in  a  loud  voice  did  not  necessarily 
cause  a  large  expenditure  of  breath,  and  that  he 
did  not  exhale  sufficient  to  stir  the  handkerchief. 
Thelwall  wore  false  teeth  :  during  one  of  these 
lectures  they  got  loose  in  his  mouth,  when  he 
mumbled  an  apology  for  turning  his  back  on  the 
audience  while  he  readjusted  them.  I  remember 
an  anecdote  which  was  in  circulation  at  that  time, 
to  the  effect  that  when  he  was  about  to  be  tried, 
with  others,  for  what  was  adled  "  high  treason," 
he  wished  to  defend  himself,  but  his  legal  adviser 
was  against  his  doing  so,  saying — "If  you  do 
defend  yourself  you'll  be  hanged !"  "  Then,"  said 
ThelwaU,  "  I  'U  be  hanged  if  I  do !"

GAINSBOROUGH'S  "  BLUE  BOY/' 

(4*^  S.  iii.  576;  iv.  23,  41,  &\  i2ti4,  237 ;  v.  17,  35;

It  is  now  a  considemble  time  since  the  la«t  com- 
munication OH  thiH  subject  ap|Xiared  in  your 
column^,  but  as  important  infonnation  hiis  since 
been  obtjiined,  I  hoi>e  yoii  will  l>e  able  to  find  .^paoe 
to  resume,  revise,  and  conjpiete  the  pictnte's  his- 
tory. 

A  l>rief  epitome  of  the  principal  conclusions 
fonnerly  arrived  at  may,  however,  lie  useful, 

ThcHe  conclusiions  wen? :  Tliat  the  Bliu  Boy  was 
piiintetl  much  earlier  tliun   had   preWijUsly   been 
Kupj>ose<l;    that   it  wii«  exliibited   at  the  Hoyid 
Aciideniy   in    1770,  and  proved  a  great  succei*s  ; 
thrifc  in  1777  to  contut<?  Gainsborough's  Bhie  Boy^ 
Sir  Josh  mi  Reynolds  k  said  to  have  painted,  as  a 
direct  contrast  of  composition  and  disposition  of 
wana  and  cold  colours,  the  portrait  of  the  youthful 
Earl  of  Dalkeith  in  a  ydlow  Vandyke  co#fturne, 
with  an  owl  and  a  dog  as  accessorieH;  that  in  1778 
Sir  Joshuas  Discoaree  wa.^  chiefly  devoted  to  effect 
wliat  the  Ydkiir  Buy  bud  failed  to  accomphsb,  and 
no  iltiul>t  lluH  DiHConrRC  createila  prejudice  against 
the  artistic  use  of  **  lovely  bhie  "  that  h  hardly  yet 
eradicated;    that  the  picture  admittedly  belonged 
to  John  Nesbitt,  Esr^.,  M.P.»  at  whose  sfde,  in 
1H<I2,  it  was  withdrawn*  or  nominally  bought,  on 
behstlf  of  the  Prince  of  Wales,  at  sixty-live  guineas; 
that   during  a  portion  of  the  twelve  years   that 
elapsed  beiort^  Ni^sbitfi^  affairs  w^re  sett  Its  I.  the 
t>i€ture  was  in  the  hands  of  John  Hoppner,  R,A,; 
that  there  w:is  a  private  mark  or  seal  on  the  Ciinvi\j9 
of  one  of  the  Bbte  Boija^  which  was,  no  doubt,  the 
mark  of  identification  phiced  thereon  when  Hopp- 
ner  became  its  custodian;  that   the  Rev,  H.    S. 
TrLmmer,  B.A.  (Chaplain  to  Earl  GninvilleK  heard 
Nesbitt  state  at  Heeton  that  he  obtained  the  Blue 
Boy  from  the  Prince  of  Wale«  ;  that  one  of  Neiibitt's 
houMehold  at  Heston,  stiU  living  ^whos^e  brother 
was  at  the  Battle  of  Waterloo)^  well  remembered 
the   picture  coming  to  Heston,  where  it  hung  in 
Nesbitt'ti  hou^e  there  for  four  or  five  years,  and 
when,  with  other  etTccts,  it  was  removed  by  stran- 
gers  from   London;    tliat  Mr.    Hall  became  the 
owner  of  the  Bht.  Bmj  and  otlier  pictures  which 
were  in  Nesbitt'a  possession  at  Heston;  that  Hall 
died  in   185t5,  and  hk  property  was  ttei^TL  \oSJi 
Chancery  i  timt  at,  to  fta\e,  vti  \^^^,  vV^t  B\^  M^i 
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was  catalogued  as  a  portrait  of  the  Prince  of  Wales ; 
And  that  it  was  bought  by  Mr.  Dawson,  who  sold 
it  to  its  present  possessor;  that  the  picture  is 
thinly  painted  on  twilled  canvivs,  similar  to  that 
on  which  the  portraits  of  the  Countess  of  Sussex 
and  her  daughter  were  painted  and  exhibited  in 
1771  by  Grainsborough,  and  that,  as  a  whole,  the 
picture  presents  a  charmingly  harmonious  water- 
colour-like  effect,  rarely,  if  ever,  surpassed  in  por- 
traiture. 

We  now  come  to  the  more  recently  obtained 
information,  which,  while  it  confirms  these  conclu- 
sions, enables  us  to  revise  some  of  the  details,  and 
to, clear  up  those  parts  of  the  Blue  Boy's  history 
associated  with  the  Prince  of  Wales,  Hoppner,  and 
ButtalL 

Research  and  inquiry  have  shown  that  there 
"were  two  Jonathan  JButtalls — father  and  son — ^but 
Jiave  failed  as  yet  to  discover  that  the  younger 
Buttall  had  any  offspring,  or  that  any  child  was 
bom  to  either  the  elder  or  the  younger  Buttall 
between  1727  and  1796.  But  it  was  found  that  in 
1727,  the  year  in  which  Gainsborough  was  bom, 
the  elder  Suttall  was  a  vestryman  and  an  over- 
seer of  St.  Ann's,  Soho,  a  position  rarely  held  by 
any  one  under  thirty,  so  that  his  son  Jonathan 
may  have  been  as  old  (forty-two),  or  older  than 
Gramsborough  himself  when  the  Blue  Boy  m  said 
to  have  been  painted  in  1769.  There  exists  a  tra- 
dition that  a  discussion  took  place  between  Gains- 
borough and  Jonathan  Buttall,  sen.,  whether 
Master  Buttall  should  be  painted  in  a  Blue  Coat 
School  dress,  or  in  a  Vandyke  costume.  A  search 
of  the  Blue  Coat  School  Register  from  1705  to 
1810  showed  that  no  son  of  either  of  the  Buttalls 
had  been  educated  there,  and  as  the  elder  Buttall 
died  in  1768,  about  six  years  before  Gainsborough 
left  Bath,  if  there  was  such  a  discussion  it  must 
have  been  held  prior  to  the  death  of  Jonathan 
Buttall,  sen.,  in  October,  1768. 

The  younger  Buttall,  however,  got  through  the 
property  left  by  his  father,  perhaps  by  following 
too  much  in  the  footsteps  of  the  fast  men  of  that 
time,  and  was  made  a  bankrupt  in  1796.  His 
effects  were  sold  that  year,  Messrs.  William  Sharpe 
and  Peter  Coxe  being  the  auctioneers. 

We  have  not  seen  a  catalogue  of  the  sales,  but 
the  advertisements  show  that  the  effects  comprised 
freehold  premises  in  the  City,  long  leasehold  pre- 
mises in  Soho,  a  fee-fiirm  rent  of  I2l.  4s.  annually, 
an  old  renter's  (free  admission,  &c.)  share  of 
Drury  Lane  Theatre,  ironmongery,  furniture,  "a 
valuable  collection  of  Gainsborough's  drawings,  a 
few  capital  pictures  by  Gainsborough,  Dupont, 
Bartholomi,  Corri,  Montpart,  and  L.  Jordano,  160 
dozen  of  choice  old  red  port  and  other  wines,  music 
books,  and  musical  instruments." 

The  Blv^  Boy  was,  it  now  appears,  in  this  sale, 
Although  there  is  no  reference  to  it  in  the  adver- 
tisemeDt     We  iiave  been  shown  some  "MS.  notea 


on  pictures,  written  in  1845  by  a  Mr.  White,  a 
picture-dealer,  we  believe,  but  evidently  firom 
memory,  from  the  errors  of  the  dat«8  of  the  sales  he 
refers  to.  Mr.  White  states  that  he  was  with  his 
father  at  Buttall's  sale  when  the  "  Blue  Boy  was 
put  up,"  and  withdrawn,  because  "no  one  bid 
sixty  guineas  for  it,"  and  that  his  father  booghty 
for  twelve  guineas,  the  next  lot,  which  was  the 
Head  of  Gatnsborouyh,  by  Grainsborough  himsftlf. 

Errors  of  dates  notwithstanding,  Wnite's  state- 
ment of  what  he  saw  and  heard  at  Buttall's  sale 
we  see  no  reason  to  doubt.  In  Jackson's  Four 
Agesy  published  in  1798,  more  than  a  year  alter 
Buttalrs  sale,  it  is  stated  that  the  Blue  Boy  was 
in  Mr.  Buttall's  possession,  as  if  still  there  after 
the  sale,  but  Jackson  seems  to  write  as  if  it  was 
not  Buttall's  portrait. 

Reviewing  the  whole  of  this  part  of  the  case  as 
it  now  stands,  we  are  inclined  to  think  that  Buttall's 
possession  of  a  collection  of  Gainsborough's  draw- 
ings, of  the  Blue  Boy,  and  of  the  Head  of  Chiint' 
borough,  indicates  that  Master  Gainsborough  and 
Master  Buttall  may  have  been  "boys  in  their 
teens  together"  between  1741  and  1745,  when  the 
artist  was  first  in  London ;  that  Gainsborough  had 
given  freely  of  his  drawings  in  exchange  tor  the 
occasional  treat  of  Buttall's  free  admission  to  Old 
Drury,  and  that  the  foundation  may  then  have 
been  laid  for  the  interest  afterwards  manifested  in 
the  leading  actors  of  his  time  by  Grainsboroui^. 

If,  then,  Gainsborough  and  young  Buttafi  had 
been  earlj  companions,  it  is  probable  that  when 
the  Blue  Boy  won  so  much  distinction  for  Gains- 
borough, and  young  Buttall  had  come  into  his 
fathers  property,  he  mav  have  purchased  the  pic- 
ture as  a  souvenir  of  earlier  days,  and  have  kept  it 
until  misfortune,  if  not  until  death,  did  them  part. 
The  picture  may  therefore  have  been  many  yean 
in  Buttall's  possession,  and  have  come  to  be  oJled 
his  portrait,  just  as,  sixty  years  afterwards,  for  no 
other  reason,  it  was  called  a  portrait  of  the  Prince 
of  Wales.  But  whether  the  Blue  Boy  represents^ 
as  is  probable,  an  aristocratic  youth  or  not,  in  no 
way  detracts  from  the  merits  of  this  remarkable  • 
work  of  art,  or  the  integrity  of  its  pedigree,  for  it 
is  admitted  that  it  subsequently  belonged  to  John 
Nesbitt,  Esq.,  M.P.,  the  possessor  of  a  choice  col- 
lection of  pictures,  from  whom  it  can  be  traced  to 
its  present  owner. 

At  Nesbitt's  sale,  in  1802,  Messrs,  Peter  Coxe, 
Burrell,  and  Foster  were  the  auctioneers,  and  the 
Blue  Boy,  admirably  described  in  the  catal<)^e^ 
was  withdrawn,  or  nominally  bought  for  the  Pnnce 
of  Wales  at  sixty-five  ^ineas. 

The  close  approximation  of  the  withdrawing  valua- 
tions, of  sixty  and  sixty-five  guineas,  at  Buttall'» 
and  Nesbitt's  sales  was  no  doubt  due  to  Mr.  Fet<ff 
Coxe,  Author  of  the  Social  Bay,  being  in  eft* 
case  a  member  of  the  auctioneering  firms  employed.

iMPRoruiATioN  OF  TiTHES  (4**^  S.  xi.  3<)5,  374, 
405,  448.) — Tithes  were  originally  distributed  in 
four  shares :  one  for  the  bishop,  another  fc>r  the  repair 
of  the  church,  a  third  for  the  poor,  and  a  fourth  for 
the  incumbent.  When,  however,  the  bishoos*  see^ 
became  otheiA^ise  endowed,  the  tithes  were  divided 
into  three  [xirts  only ;  whereuinm,  the  monaaterief , 
considering  that  their  own  endowment  tended  more 
to  increase  the  ecclesiaatiad  power  than  the 
separate  endow^ment  of  each  Incumbent,  managied 
to  beg  and  to  buy,  by  fraud  or  fear,  all  the  ad- 
vowsous  in  their  neighbourhood,  and  then  appro- 
priated the  benefices  to  their  owti  use,  subject, bow- 
ever,  to  the  burden  of  repairing  the  church  and 
providing  a  couistunt  supply  of  officiating  priests. 

By  several  statutes,  however,  parsed  chiefly 
towards  the  close  of  the  fourteenth  centiir}^,  it  was 
ordained  that  such  priests  (or  as  they  were  called 
vicars  or  deputies)  should  belong  to  the  secular,  as  dis- 
tinguished from  the  regular  clergy,  and  that  they 
should  be  sufficiently  endowed  at  the  discretion  of 
the  bishop.  The  endowments  of  such  nunistera 
generally  consisted  of  the  small  tithes,  the  monas- 
tery 9  ti  11  keeping  the  greater  t  ithes.  A ppropriators 
were  thus  originally  always  spiritual  jx^rsons ;  but, 
at  the  time  of  the  dissohition  of  the  monast^sries  by 
Heniy  VIII.,  the  appropriation  of  the  benefices 
which  belonged  to  the  religious  houses  would,  by 
the  Common  Law,  Imve  ceased  ;  but  here  the 
Legislature  interfered,  and  inserted  in  the  various 
statutes,  by  which  the  crown  had  jK>sse«8ion  of  the 
monasteries,  clauses  vesting  such  benefices  in  the 
king,  in  a  way  riimilar  to  that  in  which  they  were 
before  vested  in  the  monasteries. 

Since  that  peri'xl  almost  the  whole  of  such  bene- 
fices have  been  granted  to  \ix^  ^^Bt^oxv*^  t^jen^  \>atfcTLvy« 
held  by  their  desceuCkMiU  ot  \*^  H^Mjafc  ^\»ft  ^^wt- 
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chased  them  from  such  grantees  or  their  de- 
scendants. 

These  were  then  called,  to  distinguish  them  from 
the  impropriatorship  of  the  monks,  lay  impro- 
priators. 

Such  grants  were  either  of  a  rectory,  with  all  its 
rights,  tithes,  glebe,  &c.,  or  simply  of  the  tithes  of 
a  particular  tract  of  land,  such  latter  grant  in  some 
cases  casting  the  burden  of  repairing  the  church  on 
the  grantee.

Gaol  Fever  (4"*  S.  xi.  443,  470.)— I  extract

Drake,  having  been  at  sea,  took  a  Portugal  ship,  irhich 
had  there  hovered  up  and  duwn,  a  long  seasi^n,  insomuch 
that  the  Merchants  and  Mariners  therein,  by  diseases 
(chiefly  occasioned  through  want  of  victuals  and  neces- 
saries), were  all  worn  out.  These  men  he  brought  into 
Dartmouth,  and  caused  them  to  be  sent  to  the  Gaol  near 
Exeter  Castle,  with  Trhich  contagious  disease  all  persons 
therein  were  soon  infected,  and  most  of  them  died,  and 
no  less  both  City  and  County."

to  the  block  after  the  '45.  Upon  what  principle 
does  C.  W.  M.  style  him  **/j?ir  John  Murray  of 
Broughfcon  "  I 

I  have  never  seen  a  fuU  account  of  this  adven- 
turer, but  know  this  much  of  his  history,  that  he 
was  the  owner  (some  say  tenant  only)  of  a  suiaU 

Piece  of  land  in^  the  parish  of  Broughton,  co. 
'eebles,  on  which  there  stood  a  mansion  called 
**  Little  Hope."  He  apjicars  to  have  changed  the 
natiie  of  the  house  to  that  of  the  piu*ish,  and,  with 
thefondncHS  of  Scotsmen  for  territorial  designations, 
duLbed  himself  *^  Murray  of  Broughton."  Now, 
there  liappens  to  have  been,  for  ccoturiei,  in  the 
county  of  Kirkcudbright,  in  the  south-west  of  Scot- 
land, a  family  of  hirge  posBesaicms  also  l>earing  the 
stylo  of  Mum^y  of  Broughton,  which  still  flourishes 
under  tlmt  designation. 

But  so  thoroughly  had  the  notoriety  of  the  un- 
principletl  secretary*  impressed  on  the  minds  of  his 
cont4>mponiries  the  idea  that  he  represented  the 
Old  Galwegiiin  House  of  Murray  of  Brijughton, 
tlmt  it  is  believed  even  by  hxal  antiouaries.  So 
says  Dr.  J.  Hill  Burton,  in  The  Scot  Abroad  (vol  L 

f).  li»l),  where  this  anecdote  is  given  at  greater 
engtL  And  Sir  Walter  Scott,  in  his  Tales  of  a 
(Tmndfathcr,  while  condemning  the  infamy  of 
Murray-s  conduct,  styles  him — 

*  *  A  geatlomnn  of  honourable  birth  and  eompotent 
fortQne,  being  the  son  of  Sir  Darid  Marray,  hy  hia 
second  wife,  a  thiught^jr  of  Sir  John  Scotfc  of  Aticrtmu" 
—(Third  Scries,  vol.  iL  p*  227.) 

This  house  of  '*  Little  Ho[>e  "  was,  according  to 
authorities  cited  in  the  Origintu  Parachiah^  Secticc 
(voce  Broughton),  burned  down  in  1773.  But  the 
evil  repute  of  its  quonthini  occupant  ha&  survived, 
and  still  clings  to  the  honourjible  family  with  whom 
he  confounde«l  himself.  Still,  it  would  be  gratify- 
ing  to  know  how  far  Sir  Waltex  Scott's  account  of 
hm  parentage  is  correct.

In  all  these,  close  intimacy  or  relationship  is 
implied,  without  a  shade  of  irony  or  ridicule  upon 
pretended  kinship.  The  word  seems  to  me,  where 
it  does  not  imply  actual  kinship,  to  mean  "Trencher 
mates,"  "mess-mates,"  or  people  who  are  sufficiently 
good  friends  to  live  together. 

I  ought  to  add  a  reference  to  W.  P.  P.'s  note 
(4*^  S.  ix.  396),  in  which  he  quotes  the  phrases 
Diable  a  quatre  and  se  tenir  a  qucUre,  supposing 
cater  to  imply,  as  qu<vtre  does  in  those  phrases, 
something  of  a  quarrel.

Apart  from  the  question  of  Eomanis, 
is  there  any  real  necessity  for  giving  a  public 
translation  of  an  advertisement  wliich  the  writer 
obviously  intended  t#  keep  as  private  as  he  could, 
by  choosing  a  language  which  is  "  caviare  to  the 
general,"  if  not  to  Mr.  Drennan  ?

The  "Gloria  in  Excelsis"  (4"»  S.  xL  412, 
469.)— I  do  not  think  that  what  Dr.  Sparrow 
Simpson  says  at  all  alters  what  I  advanced.  Hie 
repetition  of  the  Agnus  Dei  is  not  found  either  in 
the  Greek  or  Latin  forms  of  that  hymn ;  and  I 
think  that  it  does  not  appear  in  the  first  English 
Prayer-book.  Of  course  the  Agnus  Dei,  whidi 
is  said  or  sung  after  the  Consecration,  is  qniie 
different  to  the  position  and  meaning  of  the  Agtvu 
in  the  Gloria;  they  are  distinct,  and  bear  no 
liturgical  relation  to  one  another.  Can  Dr.  SiMFSoar 
say  how  came  the  repetition  in  an  English  foim  of 
the  Gloria  in  Excelsis-rhj  whose  autnority  wm  it 
added  1  The  question  is  not  one  that  lequini 
devotional  special  pleading,  but  belongs  simply  to 
the  Liturgy  and  history  of  the  Prayer-book ;  and 
in  this  case,  as  in  that  of  the  Creed,  I  believe  they 
are  purely  errors.

Gloucestershire  Folk-Lore. — As  I  under- 
stand that  the  medical  profession  are  about  im- 
proving and  collating  the  different  Pharmacopoeias 
of  the  sister  countries,  I  send  to  them  and  others 
the  following  scraps  of  intelligence,  for  the  edifica- 
tion of  the  rising  generation  of  "  Gideon  Grays."

The  antidote  was  a  live  garden  snail,  sewed  up  in 
a  bag  and  worn  round  the  neck  for  nine  days  ;  the 
bag  was  then  opened,  and  the  snail  thrown  into  the 
fire,  when,  my  informant  says,  it  shakes  like  the 
ague,  and  the  patient  is  never  troubled  with  the 
complaint  again. 

Warts, — ^For  these  the  snail  is  also  in  request. 
Proceed  in  this  wise.  Pierce  the  mollusc  w4th  a 
pin  as  many  times  as  you  have  warts  in  number, 
then  stick  the  snail  on  a  blackthorn  in  the  hedge- 
row ;  as  the  creature  dies,  so  will  the  warts  wane 
and  disappear. 

In  ear-adie  the  snail  is  also  good.  Tou  simply 
prick  the  snail,  and  allow  the  exuded  froth  to  drop 
into  the  ear  affected. 

Tumours, — A  young  woman,  with  a  large  wen 
on  her  neck,  who  had,  of  course,  "  tried  all  the 
doctors,"  declares  that  she  got  rid  of  her  encum- 
brance by  wearing  round  her  neck,  and  fastened 
by  a  small  buckle,  a  plaited  braid,  made  from  the 
tail-hair  of  a  grey  stallion. 

The  next  instances  are  of  so  revolting  a  character 
that  I  will  pass  them  over  hastily.  In  white- 
swelling  of  the  knee,  the  cure  is  effected  by  slitting 
open  a  live  puppy  and  binding  it,  while  quivering, 
upon  the  peccant  member.  A  mole,  too,  is  some- 
tmies  vivisected  and  applied  in  like  manner  to  the 
neck,  for  curing  wena.  Women  afflicted  with  wens 
are  called  here,  near  Cheltenham,  "  thicknecked  " ; 
and,  judging  from  these  cruel  practices,  the  thick- 
ness IS  not  conHned  to  their  necks.  I  could  add  to 
the  list,  but  no  doubt  this  nuich  will  be  sufficient 
for  your  readers.  Whilst  touching  on  these  rustic 
themes,  I  will  mention  the  custom  of  young  men 
wearing  earrings.  I  know  now  three  young  men 
whose  ejurs  are  bored,  and  inserted  in  them  are 
neat,  plain  gold  rings.  They  tell  mo  that  they 
adopted  the  custom  for  the  purpose  of  strengthening 
weak  eyes ;  but  coupling  tliis  with  the  known  fact 
that  Sliakspeare  is  depicted  in  the  Chandos  portrait 
witli  eaiTings,  and  it  is  a  customary  thing  amongst 
gipsies,  I  should  put  the  subject  as  a  query  to  be 
ventilated  in  your  columns.  How  far  does  the 
custom  of  men  wearing  gold  earrings  obtain  in  other 
counties  1  I  will  /inish  with  the  observation,  that 


in  Gloucestershire,  Zadkiel's  is  the  orthodox  ahnonac 
among  the  fanners,  who,  for  the  most  part,  firmly 
believe  in  his  predictions  of  weather  and  political 
events.  Moore's  mystical  lore  guides  them  as  to 
the  minor  operations  of  tail-lopping,  and  the  like, 
on  lambs  and  foals,  Ac,  whicn  are  never  under- 
taken unless  "  Sol "  is  in  Aries,  Taurus,  or  the  rigjbt 
sign  of  the  zodiac.  Village  sages  here  touch 
children  for  white-lip,  and  charm  for  the  tooth- 
ache, and  the  other  ills  to  which  "  flesh  is  heir," 
and  education  is  comparatively  not  in  the  ascendant 
I  consider  that  of  the  younger  farmers  to  be  at  a 
very  low  ebb.  School-houses  may  be  built,  but  as 
long  as  the  farmers  keep  the  child&en  at  work  from 
an  early  age  "craw-keeping,"  pig-minding,  and 
horse-leading,  and  declare  that  they  must  have  the 
children  when  quite  young,  or  they  cannot  pro- 
perly learn  to  do  such  things,  so  long  will  education 
umguish,  and  superstitions  be  chei'ished.     F.  S. 


Piers  the  Plowman. — The  introductory  verses 
of  Ficrs  the  Ploicinan  appear  to  me  to  have  been 
perverted  by  transcribers  and  commentators,  from 
a  very  humorous  and  interesting  description  of  the 
poet  to  a  bungling  attempt  to  describe  his  dress, 
without  point  or  meaning.  I  have  only  the  edition 
of  Mr.  Skeat,  1869,  to  refer  to,  but  this  is,  I 
believe,  the  last  published  :— 

**  In  a  Bomer  eeson  whan  soft  was  the  sonne, 
I  shope  me  in  shroudes  as  I  a  shepe  were. 
In  habite  as  an  heremite  unholy  of  workea. 
Went  wyde  in  this  world  wondrea  to  here.*' 

On  the  words  "  as  I  a  shepe  were,"  Mr.  Skeat  re- 
marks, **  We  know  that  shepe  here  means  shepherd, 
because  shepherd  is  the  reading  of  many  MSS.,*' 
and  says,  "  a  few  instances  of  the  signification 
shepherd  occur."  Notwithstanding,  though  any 
number  of  transcribers  wrote  as  I  a  shepherd  werey 
and  though  Jack  Chap  or  Schap  may  mean  Jack 
Shepherd  (the  only  instance  he  gives),  there  can 
be  no  question  but  that  this  is  a  great  mistake. 
What  Langland  means  to  say — what  he  does  say- 
is,  that  he  put  on  his  slicep's  clothing,  his  monk's 
frock,  the  badge  of  his  holy  calling,  going  forth 
habited  as  a  holy  hennit,  but  unholy  of  works. 
Dr.  "Whitaker,  quoted  by  Mr.  Skeat,  'paraphrases 
this, — "  not  like  an  anchorite  who  keeps  his  cell, 
but  like  one  of  those  unholy  hermits,  who  wander 
about  the  world  to  hear  and  see  wonders." 

It  is  not  to  playing  truant  once  that  Langland 
pleads  guilty,  but  to  a  vagabond  habit,  which,  in 
the  sunmier  season,  when  the  sun  was  soft  and 
wann,  he  could  not  resist.  Then  he  woiUd  shape 
himself  in  his  shrouds  and  set  forth  to  wander  wt 
and  wide  through  the  world.  In  what  other  way

His  mother  left  hinj  the 
portrait!*  of  himself  and  his  brothei-^,  painted  b_v 
their  father,  and  the  only  sea-piece  paintinl  by 
hiuL  Perha]3«  these  works  may  still  be  in  exiat- 
ence.  Tlie  second  son^  Richard  Belgmve  Hoppner, 
learned  painting,  but  gave  it  up  to  enter  the 
diplomatic  sendee  of  the  country.  He  wiis  present 
at  the  battle  of  Copenhagen,  in  1801,  as  the  gueat 
of  tlie  Admiral ;  and  from  a  sketch  he  made  off 
the  coBst  of  Holland  in  going  out,  he  afterwards 
painted  the  t^ea  View  and  i^hippiiiy  picture, 
formerly  No*  45  in  Sir  J.  F.  Leicestera  collection. 
He  was  also  at'  the  siege  of  Ci^iz,  was  for  some 
time  Minister-Extraordinary  at  Lisbon,  and  Hub- 
aequently  Consui-Geneml  at  Venice,  where  he  was 
on  intimate  terms  with  Lord  Byron, 

Henry  Parkins  Hoppner,  the  youngest  son» 
entered  the  Navy,  and  commanded  H.M.S  "  The 
Fury,"  whicli  was  lost  on  a  North  Pohir  exrjwtlition. 
The  third  son,  Wilson  LaseelleB  Hoppner,  foUowed 
his  ffither s  profession,  and  Is  aaid  to  ha\e  been 
a  clever  rising  portrait-painter.  He  appears  to 
Iwive  been  a  mvourite  with  both  his  ptuents,  for 
in  their  wills  special  bequests  are  nmde  to  promote 
his  profe^ional  success.  It  can ^  therefore,  be  readily 
understood  that  Hoppner  would  desire  to  have 
Gainsborough's  ch^^f-d'ceitrre^  during  Nesbitt's*  diffi- 
cultie.**,  for  hia  son  to  sttidy  and  cMjpy,  From  the 
friendBhip  which  existed  between  the  Prince  of 
Wales,  Nesbitt,  and  Hoppner,  the  latter  liad  only 
to  express  such  a  wijsh  to  have  it  conceded,  under 
the  precftution  for  identitication  and  rcstonition 
which  the  seal  on  the  picture  shows  were  taken, 
and,  as  it  now  appears,  Hoppner  became  the  cus- 
todian jrro  trm,  of  the  Blua  Boy  in  the  name  of  the 
Prince  of  Wales. 

Upon  hearing  from  the  Rev.  Thomas  Gitfonl 
Qallwey,  M.A.,  a  grandson  of  Hoppner,  and  there 
ciin  be  little,  if  any  doubt,  a  great-grandson  of 
George  11 L,  tliat  jiis  uncle,  Richard  Belgmve 
Hoppner,  Esq,^  was  living  in  It^ily,  reference  was 
made  to  him,  through  his  nephew,  to  ascertain 
if  he  recollected  Gainsborotigh's  Blue  Boy  being  in 
hJ8  father's  possession,  and  if  so,  whether  it  w&a 
bis  own  property  ot  was  held  iu  trust  for  some  one 
else. 

Under  the  date  7th  June,  1872,  Mr.  Hoppner 
replied  a^  follows : —

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long  it  remained  in  my  father's  house,  or  what  became  of 
it  uterwards,  I  don't  know.  Ab  to  the  details  of  the 
picture's  history  from  1802  to  1815.  during  a  great  part 
of  that  time  I  was  myself  out  of  England,  which  may, 
I>erhaps,  be  the  reason  why  I  have  so  nmited  a  recollec- 
tion of  it.  My  daughter,  Madame  de  Tamarre,  has  a 
picture  of  a  young  lad,  by  Tiberio  Tivelli,  that  I  pur- 
chased at  Venice  half  a  century  ago,  which,  if  it  is  pos- 
sible for  Gunsborough  to  have  seen  it,  I  should  say 
furnished  him  with  the  model  for  his  picture.  The  boy, 
howerer,  is  in  a  brown  dress.

Although  Mr.  R.  B.  Hoppner's  attention  was 
also  invited  to  the  existence  of  two  Bltie  Boys, 
tSter  the  original  was  in  his  father's  possession,  and 
inquiry  made  if  he  had  any  knowledge  of  a  copy 
being  painted,  he  says  nothing  on  this  point,  but 
writes  as  if  he  knew  of  only  one  Blu^  Boy  by 
Grainsborough,  and  that  one  held  by  his  father  for 
the  Prince  of  Wales. 

Here,  then,  it  may  be  said,  is  conclusive  evi- 
dence that  the  Bliie  Boy  did  not  belong  to  Hopp- 
ner ;  consequently,  that  he  could  not  sell  it  to  any 
one.  This  evidence  is  further  corroborated  by  the 
fact  that  both  Hoppner  and  his  wife,  in  their  wills, 
specify  and  bequeath  several  pictures  by  name,  but 
there  is  no  mention  of  the  Blue  Boy  in  either  will, 
whereas,  had  it  been  Hoppner^s  property,  it  is 
almost  certain  it  would  have  been  specifically  be- 
queathed. 

It  merits  notice  as  a  remarkable  coincidence 
that  there  should  have  been  living  a  son  of  Hopp- 
ner, at  the  age  of  eighty-six,  who  well  remem- 
bered the  Blue  Boy  in  his  father's  house ;  and  one 
of  Nesbitt's  household  who,  at  the  age  of  eighty- 
two  (now  eighty-four),  clearly  recollected  the  ar- 
rival of  the  Blue  Boy  at  Heston  in  1815,  thus 
clearing  up  two  important  periods  of  the  picture's 
history. 

Mr.  R.  B.  Hoppner's  letter  not  only  serves  to 
clear  up  the  part  of  the  Blue  Boy's  history  asso- 
ciated with  his  father's  name,  but  adso  to  clear  up 
that  part  of  it  which  is  associated  with  the  name 
of  the  Prince  of  Wales  and  Nesbitt's  statement  at 
Heston  Vicarage,  that  he  purchased  the  picture  for 
300i.  from  the  Prince. 

The  Blue  Boy,  it  is  now  clear,  was  either  nomi- 
nally or  really,  it  matters  not  which  so  far  as  the 
pedigree  of  the  picture  is  concerned,  the  property 
of  the  Prince  for  upwards  of  twelve  years,  viz., 
from  May  1802,  when  Nesbitt's  sale  took  place, 
until  early  in  1815,  when  the  Blue  Boy  arrived  at 
Heston  from  the  Palace,  as  was  said  at  the  time. 
There  can,  therefore,  hardly  be  a  doubt  now  but 
that  Nesbitt's  statement  referred  to  the  arrival  of 
the  Blue  Boy  at  Heston  from  the  Prince,  and  not 
to  any  earlier  period.  No  doubt  the  picture  was 
well  worth  300Z.  in  1815;  but  as  in  1802  so  in 
1815,  the  sale  would  be  nomind,  and  be  settled 
between  the  Prince  and  Nesbitt  over  their  wine 
and  walnuts  after  dinner, 


shortly  after  Nesbitf s  affairs  were  settled,  and  his 
nephew,  a  partner  in  the  business,  had.  suooeeded  in 
rescuing  the  estate  be  fell  heir  to  out  of  the  wiedL 

After  Hoppner's  death,  in  Januaiy,  1810,  he 
was  succeeded  professionally,  and  in  the  same  resi- 
dence, by  his  son,  Wilson  Lascelles  Hoppner,  but 
only  a  few  years  elapsed  before  he  was  prostrated 
by  a  sun-stroke  when  on  a  visit  in  France,  whidi 
afi'ected  his  mind,  and  terminated  in  his  premature 
death. 

Perhaps  his  was  the  hand  that  painted  a  second 
Blue  Boy,  or  it  may  be  a  third  one,  which  got 
into  dealers'  hands,  and  were  sold  as  originals 
during  the  seclusion  of  the  original,  which  Listed 
from  1802  to  1867,  when  it  once  more  appeared  in 
public  at  the  Cotiversaaione  of  the  Institution  of 
Civil  Engineers,  to  claim  its  rightful  position  alike 
on  merits  and  on  its  pedigree,  as  agamst  any  copy, 
or  copy  of  a  copy,  in  the  field. 

Towards  the  dose  of  last  century  a  somewhat 
similar  case  occurred.  A  copy  of  Vandyke's  por- 
trait of  Gevartius  had  for  some  time  passed  as  the 
original,  but  "  as  everything  is  excellent  only  by 
comparison,  no  sooner  did  the  original  appear  than 
the  copy,  admirably  painted  as  it  was,  shmnkfirom 
the  scrutiny."* 

In  this  case  it  is  an  important  consideration  that 
no  second  or  third  Blue  Boy  is  ever  read  about  or 
heard  of,  even  by  Edwards,  who  would  have  known 
if  there  had  been  a  second  Blue  Boy  by  Guns- 
borough,  or  by  Jackson  of  Exeter,  who  would  also 
have  known  if  there  had  been  a  second  one  by 
him,  or  it  may  be  said,  by  R.  B.  Hoppner,  who 
knew  the  original  in  the  beginning  of  the  century, 
until  after  tne  original  was  in  the  custody  of 
John  Hoppner,  R.A.,  and  his  talented  son.  The 
conclusion  appears  to  be  irresistible  that  there  was 
and  is  only  one  Blue  Boy  painted  by  Gainsboroo^ 
and  that  one  the  picture  whose  history  has  now  been 
traced,  step  by  step,  in  the  columns  of  "  N.  &  Q." 

It  is  rarely  that  a  picture  of  more  than  one  hun- 
dred years'  standing  can  be  traced  so  distinctly  as 
the  Blu^  Boy  has  now  been  traced  through  its 
eventful  career  until  its  pedigree  can  be  given 
with  much  precision  as  follows : — 

The  Blue  Boy  picture,  painted  by  Grainsborondi, 
subsequently  belonged  to,  or  was  held  in  trust  ijt 
Mr.  Jonathan  Buttall,  jun.,  until  December,  1796; 
John  Nesbitt,  Esq.,  M.P.,  until  May,  1802;  the 
Prince  of  Wales  nx)m  1802  to  early  in  1815 
(during  a  portion  of  which  time  it  was  m  the  cos- 
tody  of  Hoppner  and  his  son);  John  Nesbitt,  EbOm 
a  second  time,  from  1815  to  1819;  William  Hau, 
Esq.,  to  October,  1856;  the  CJourt  of  Chanceiy 
from  November,  1856,  to  March,  1858,  when  it 
was  bought  at  Hall's  sale  by  Mr.  Dawson,  who 
sold  it  to  its  present  proprietor.

ViLLiERS  OF  Brooksby  (4^  S.  xi.  155,  220, 284, 
414.) — Mr.  Vane  deserves  our  thanks  for  printing 
the  burial  of  Lady  Villiers  from  Poslingford 
Register,  and  I  am  informed  by  the  vicar  that  the 
inscription  on  her  gravestone  (there  is  no  monu- 
ment) agrees  with  the  register  in  calling  her  Mary, 
It  is  clear,  therefore,  that  by  some  mistake  or  other, 
the  name  Penelope  has  crept  into  the  printed 
copies  of  the  inscription.  But  Mr.  Vane  must 
forgive  my  pointing  out  that  he  has  jumbled  to- 
gether the  two  wives  of  Sir  George  Villiers,  for  the 
Lady  Villiers  buried  at  Poslingford  in  1699  could 
not  possibly  be  the  daughter  of  Sir  John  Dynham, 
of  BoarstalJ,  who  married  Sir  George  in  1641,  and 
was  the  mother  of  his  children.  That  lady  s  name 
was  Margaret,  and  she  was  buried  at  Goadby  on 
the  3rd  of  October,  166().  Peck,  the  antiquary, 
extracted  firom  the  registers  of  Goadby  all  the 
entries  of  Villiers,  and  amongst  them  we  find 
"  Dame  Margaret  Villiers,  wife  of  Sir  Gorge  Vil- 
liers, Bart.,  buried  3rd  Oct.,  1660."  There  are 
four  other  entries  in  the  same  register,  which  call 
her  "  Dame  Margaret."  Mr.  Vane's  extract  from 
the  Boarstall  registers,  which  miscalls  her  Mary, 
was  evidently  taken  from  Lipscomb,  the  careless 
and  inaccurate  historian  of  Bucks.  But  his  mis- 
take can  be  corrected  by  his  own  statements  else- 
where, for  in  his  pedigree  of  Dynham  he  states 
truly  that  the  thiiti  daughter  and  co-heir  of  Sir 
John  Dynham  was  named  Margaret,  and  that  his 
eldest  daughter,  Mary  Dynham,  the  heiress  of 
Boarstall,  married  in  1632  Laurence  Bonastre,  and 
secondly  Stephen  Soame. 


It  still,  therefore,  remains  tobeaacertained  what 
was  the  name  and  parentage  of  Maiy  LadyVillien, 
who  was  buried  at  Poslingford.  Tswabs. 

Lord  Castlkreagh  (4*>»  S.  xi.  277,  363, 414.) 
— ^Lady  Brownlow  is  no  doubt  correct  in  refemng 
the  anecdote  about  him  to  the  time  when  he  was 
in  Paris,  instead  of  to  the  much  later  period  when 
he  attended  the  Congress  of  Vienna.  At  the  latter 
time  H.  C.  believes  Lord  Castlereagh  to  have  had 
no  decoration,  because  if  he  lived  to  inherit  his 
father's  peerage  he  would  receive  the  Gktrter,  and 
would  not,  conseauently,  accept  the  order  rf  St 
Patrick.  Now,  witnout  pretenmng  to  pnt  a  Knig^ 
of  St.  Patrick  on  a  par  with  a  member  of  the  most 
illustrious  order  in  the  world,  I  wish  to  note- 
firstly,  that  whilst  neither  order  excludes  those 
who  are  not  peers,  the  only  person  in  that  category 
who  ever  received  the  Star  of  St.  Patrick  was  the 
late  Duke  of  Kent,  when  Prince  Edward,  whilst 
the  Garter  has  been  repeatedly  conferred  upon  com- 
moners ;  secondly,  that  the  last  commoner  so  deco- 
rated was  the  very  Lord  Castlereagh  of  whom  this 
anecdote  is  told ;  and,  thirdly,  that  he  was  made  a 
Knight  of  the  Garter  on  the  9th  of  June,  1814, 
whilst  the  first  meeting  of  the  Congress  of  Vienna 
did  not  take  place  until  the  2nd  of  November  in 
that  year.  Gort. 


Royal  Scottish  Archehis  {A^  S.  xL  464.)— 
The  Royal  Company  of  Archers  (the  Queen's  Body 
Guard  for  Scotland)  is  said  to  have  been  instituted 
by  James  I.  of  Scotland,  on  his  return  from  cap- 
tivity in  England,  with  the  intention  of  improring 
the  science  of  archery.  In  1676  the  Marquis  <tf 
Atholl  gave  new  life  to  the  almost  forgotten  corps, 
and  in  1703  Queen  Anne  created  the  comjiany  into 
a  Royjd  Corporation,  and  the  magistrates  of  Edin- 
burgh gave  a  silver  arrow  which  the  archers  were 
to  compete  for.  At  this  time  jdmost  all  the  mem- 
bers were  Jacobites,  and  the  company  was,  in  fact, 
a  sort  of  masked  muster  for  the  cause  of  the 
Stuarts.  Their  uniform— which  they  innocently 
believed  to  be  after  the  ancient  Roman  model—was 
of  tartan,  trinmied  with  green  silk  fringe,  with  a 
blue  bonnet,  trimmed  with  green  and  white  ribbons, 
and  the  badge  of  St.  Andrew  in  the  front,  their 
bows  and  swords  being  also  hung  with  green  and 
white  ribbons,  and  the  officers  wearing  silver  lace. 
Their  banner  was  the  lion  of  Scotland,  with  the 
motto  "  Pro  patria  dulce  periculum."  Chamberss 
Domestic  Annals  of  Scotland  gives  an  account  of* 
parade  of  the  company  in  1732,  when  they  Doanied 
to  the  Links  to  shoot  for  the  arrow,  the  IxMfd 
Provost,  General  Wade,  and  the  (iovemor  w 
Damascus  (who  was  he  1)  all  looking  on.  The 
Royal  Archers  now  wear  a  green  uniform  with 
epaulettes.  They  escorted  Gwrge  IV.  into  Edin- 
burgh, and  again  escorted  the  Queen  into  their  city

Take,  for  instance,  the  description  of  tlie  pflssa^^ 
of  the  Lech  by  Guhtavus  Adolphus  in  1632  in  the 
face  of  Tilly,  which  wiis  probubly  the  most  scien- 
tific opexation  of  military  engineering  ever  per- 
formed. It  Is  unique,  and  this  is  almost  the  only 
detailed  account  of  it  we  possess,  but  I  appeal  to 
the  milit^LiT  engineers  of  the  whole  world  to  say 
whether  sudi  an  o^ieratton  could  have  been  invented 
by  Defoe.  In  the  same  way  the  Life  of  Oaptam 
Cttrh'toii  contains  internal  evidence  that  it  is  the 
production  of  a  military  man,  and  an  eye- witness 
of  the  events  he  describes  so  grapliictdly,  and  thi.^ 
k  confirmed  by  accounts  only  recently  made  public^ 
such  as  the  memoir  of  Colonel  Albert  Biorgard 
(given  by  Captain  Duncjui  in  lii<*  IliHfortf  of  tJie 
Eo^id  Arfilltnf)^  who  distinguished  himself,  as 
Carletoa  tells  us,  at  the  Battle  of  Saragossa.

Piscina  in  Floors  (4«»  S.  xi.  482.)— The  floor 

Siseina,  of  which  Dr.  Lee  mentions  an  example  at 
ervaulx  Abbey,  is  not  a  peculiarly  Cistercian 
arrangement.  It  is  to  be  found  in  one,  if  not  in 
both,  of  the  western  chapels  at  Lincoln  Cathedral ; 
and  the  Ecdesiological  Society's  Handbook  names, 
if  I  remember  right,  four  instances  in  parish 
<^nrches.  At  Lincoln  there  are  besides  large 
wall  piscinae,  each  with  two  drains,  and  the  usual 
pificina  also  exists,  together  with  some  of  the 
parochial  examples.  Several  opinions  have  been 
given  as  to  the  use  of  the  floor  drain,  but  none  of 
them  appeals  to  be  satisfactory.  The  true  use 
tseems  to  be  suggested  by  the  following  passage, 
which,  as  I  am  not  aware  that  it  has  hitherto  been 
quoted,  I  copy  in  full : —

It 
is  to  be  hoped  that  the  example  will  be  followed  in  other 
parishes,  although  Essex  is  not  illiirovided  with  hii- 
turiauB.  There  is  nothing  in  the  book  about  the  "  Flitch," 
but  there  is  something  creiiitable  to  tlie  Dunmow  uomen. 
Among  the  church  plate  §old  by  the  churchwardens  in 
1537  was  the  *'  Paxe  of  Sylvcr,"biit  the  indignant  "  wyfes 
of  the  parvshe  "  contributed  five  shillings  at  n  collection 
made  in  the  church  '*  to  redeme  tho  Paxe/'  which  was 
dune  at  the  cost  of  29t.  id.

Btit  to  imother  qtiefltion  the  answer  is  not  quite 
Ro  short.  What,  we  are  a«ked,  i?i  the  inenuinrj  of 
the  mayor  and  commonalty  when  "  They  *ay  that 
Exeter  wiis  *  of  right  olde  tynjc  yoalled  Penholt- 
keyiN?.' ....  There  is  [they  go  on  to  say]  near 
Kxeter  a  height  known  as  Penhow.  .  .\  ,  The 
*  kejTC '  in  Penholtkevre  s^uggeMs  the  Wekh  rctfr, 
the  equivalent  nf  English  ctftsttr.  We  do  not  see 
how  Exeter  mn  at  jtny  time  have  been  cidled  Pert<- 
hoiccoir ;  but  it  i.s  |WRsible  tliat  it  may  at  some 

time  have  been  called  Cnerpm So  again^  we 

should  like  t-o  know  where  the  mayor  found  his 
story  about  Vespasian  and  Arviragu*." 

Firnt  of  all,  then^  is  no  height  near  Exeter  known 
as  **Pen]iow,"  and  if  the  reviewer  «hould  i)erambu- 
kte  the  whole  county,  crying  in  the  wilderness  and 
in  the  market-placeB  for  siteh  a  place,  he  would  not 
even  be  understood.  He  has  l>een  probably  misled 
by  an  error — already,  as  we  see,  prolific — in  a  very 
learned  History  of  the  Norman  ikmqu^iAt^  where 
a  place  near  Kxeter  is  eon&tnntly  so  miMnauied 
Else,  it  is  always  now  written  ^*  Pinhoe/  nnd  spoken 
*'p€enhoe."  So,  aiso,  it  was  cnlled  a.d.  IWl^  jmd 
the  sound  distinctly  imitated  in  the  orthograpbv 
of  that  time  by  "  Peonhii."  But  this  is  a  small 
matter,  a«  "  Penhow  "  would  not  have  helped  the 
reviewer  if  he  had  got  it. 

There  i«,  however,  some  Mti^faet ion  inl^eingable 
to  refer  him  to  the  author,  *^  where  the  mayor 
found  his  story  about  Vcspasijm  and  Arviragus.'* 
He  found  it  in  wlmt  must  then  have  been  the  most 
jxjpulnr  historian  ;  and  now,  nlso,  though  !es» 
tmsteii,  perhaps,  qiiit-e  as  well  known,  the  celebrated 
(ieotfrey  of  Monnvoulh.  The  f^fmie  sentence  in  this 
wTiter  which  supplied  the  mnyor  with  this  bit  of 
learning— then  so  pLiyfully  quizzed  by  the  Areh- 
bishop,  and  now  so  ndmire<l  by  the  reviewers — 
abo  furnished  him  with  the  other;  for  Geoffrey 
says  that  Ve^ixisian  besieged  the  city,  cidled,  in  the 
British  language,  *'Kaerpen-Hue!goit.  qure  Exoniii 
vocatur,"  for  seven  days,  until  the  arrival  of  Arn- 
ragns.

to  Polwhele — and,  we  uiutjt  now  add,  to  reviewe» 
themselves,  in  this  1873, 

But  whei-e  did  Geoifit^y  find  it  ?  lit  some  copiesi 
of  the  work  known  by  the  nftme  of  3r««,wwi4  ^ 
found  a  list  of  IV^VC^*  AVtwa  ^  ^<i  ^wssXkv  ^JsJ^fc^^aaX 
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existed  in  Britain  in  the  dark  interval  between  the 
domination  of  the  Romans  and  the  subjugation  by 
the  Saxons.  It  is  probably  a  genuine  and  very 
ancient  document ;  perhaps  older  even  than  the 
work  into  which  it  has  strayed.  It  may  have  been 
transcribed  into  some  copy  as  being  relative  to  the 
other  contents,  as  it  is  not  found  in  all  existing 
texts,  and  when  found  is  differently  placed.  Many 
of  the  names  are  easily  appropriated  at  sight  to 
surviving  cities,  or  to  cities  known  to  have  existed. 
But  others  have  been  great  riddles  ;  and  the  guesses 
of  the  most  learned  writers,  attempting  to  find  a 
local  habitation  for  these  names,  would  probably 
make  an  amusing  chapter.  The  area  of  their 
interpretation  seems  to  have  been  somewhat  nar- 
rowed by  a  presumption  that  they  must  have  been 
all  l^man-British  cities,  as,  of  course,  most  of 
them  were  ;  and  that  they  must  be  sought  for  only 
in  known  Roman  settlements. 

The  name  we  are  here  concerned  with  appears  in 
this  old  British  catalogue  as  "  Gair  Pensauelcoit," 
with  some  variations  of  spelling  in  diflferent  copies 
and  editions.  We  have  seen  that  Geoffrey  of  Mon- 
mouth appropriates  it  to  Exeter,  along  with  his 
story  of  V  espasian ;  and  in  so  doing  he  was  followed 
by  many  of  the  chroniclers  down  to  the  sixteenth 
century.  Sir  W.  Camden  appears  to  have  first 
broken  through  this  longcontinued  blind  following 
the  blind.  He,  tempted  by  the  middle  part  of  the 
name,  "  auel,"  thought  it  might  be  made  to  read 
**  Pont-Ivel-Coit,"  and  so,  exactly  fits  Ilchester  = 
Ischalis — as  "  the  bridge  on  the  I  veil  in  the  wood." 
Not  content  with  having  thus  disposed  of  it,  he 
MR&i  it  again,  in  another  place,  "with  a  slight 
"  permutation  of  letters,"  for  Lostwithiel ;  boldly 
saying,  "  This  pbice  is  called  in  the  British  his- 
tories Fen-Uchel-Coity  or  the  lofty  hiU  in  tlie  wood, 
which  some  will  have  to  be  Exeter."  Again,  in 
the  editions  of  Geoffrey,  current  in  his  day,  it  had 
been  printed  divided,  as  if  it  was  two  names  ;  and 
when  Camden  treats  of  Exeter,  he  still  retains  "  Pen- 
cair ''  there,  to  do  him  a  third  service.  Archbishop 
Usher,  however,  demurs,  and  prefers  Pevensey. 
The  Welsh  pliilologer,  W.  Baxter,  also  gives  it  to 
Ilchester.  The  Rev.  Joseph  Stevenson,  in  his 
edition  of  Nennius,  tries  to  throw  into  it  a  gleam 
of  meaning  by  printing  it  "  Cair  Pensa,  vel  Coyt," 
and  then,  accordingly,  giving  it  two  places  in  his 
Index,  both  as  " Cair  Coy t  (i) "  and  " Cair  Pensa  (?)." 
Mr.  Kemble  returns  it  to  Exeter  {S(Lr.  in  Eng.y  v. 
2,  p.  269).  Reviewers  themselves  must  be  added 
to  this  list  of  guessers,  when  they  siiy,  "  It  is  pos- 
sible that  Exeter  may  at  some  time  liavo  been 
Cacrpcn:'  They  do  not  give  their  reasons,  but 
i>erhaps  Camden  may  have  been  thought  a  safe 
horse,  even  when  he  happens  to  limp.  They  are 
right.  It  is  quite  "possible'*  for  any  one  of 
twenty  of  the  cities  to  have  been  so  caUed,  that 
being  the  part  of  the  name  which  might  have  been 
cowman  to  most  of  them. 


A  concent  of  the  learned  might  hare  commanded 
silence.  But  when  such  variance  and  uncertainty 
prevail  among  them,  another  gueas  cannot  add 
much  to  the  &ay.  The  shortest  way  to  nnniTel  a 
tangle  is  to  recover  the  end  of  the  string,  and  the 
first  disengagement  of  this  will  often  ndeaae  the 
whole.  Let  us,  therefore,  retam  to  the  OTiginal 
authority ;  the  entry,  "Cair  Pensanelcoit^  in  the 
old  British  catalogue.  In  "-coif  it  is  easy  to 
recognize  our  fSuniliar  Welsh  acquaintance,  "-ooedy" 
explained  in  all  the  guide-books  by  "  -wood."  This 
gives  us  at  once  "  Pensauelwood."  Is  there  an 
antiquarian  critic  so  squeamish  as  not,  at  sight,  to 
accept  this  transparent  identity  with  "Pen-Selwood." 
The  fifteenth-century  mayor  himself  understood  the 
process  in  philological  science  here  employed,  when 
he  transhted  "  -coit "  into  the  "  -holt "  of  his  day. 

K  this  indication  should  tempt  any  one  to  visit 
the  spot,  he  will  be  perfectly  astonished  at  tbe 
amount  of  material  testimony  to  this  identity.  An 
extensive  elevated  plain,  of  great  natural  strength, 
has  been  strongly  fortified  by  art.  The  area  of 
hundreds  of  acres,  except  much  that  has  hem 
levelled  for  agriculture,  is  literally  covered  with 
pit  dwellings.  This  immense,  and  prhaps  unique, 
social  monument,  occupying  the  junction  of  the 
three  counties  of  Dorset,  Somerset,  and  Wilts,  has 
had  the  attention  of  the  historians  of  the  three  coun- 
ties. They  seem  to  be  content  with  attributing  the 
appearances  to  the  subsequent  great  battles;  to 
which  it  is  far  more  reasonable  to  refer  their  desola- 
tion and  desertion.  Sir  R.  C.  Hoare  inclines  to  an  | 
opinion  that  they  are,  in  some  wav,  of  British 
origin,  but  wavers,  or  yields.  Another  Wiltshire 
antiquary,  who  discovered  at  Camac  the  tombstones 
of  St.  Ursula's  eleven  thousand  viijgins,  might 
have  indulged  the  fond  belief  that  their  graves  are 
on  the  confines  of  his  own  county.  This  identity 
of  the  name— Pen-Sel wood— with  one  which  has 
been  so  long  in  search  of  a  place,  mi^ht  have  deter 
mined  all  doubts.  If  a  half-dozen  pits  are  found  by 
digging  in  a  hill-fortress,  we  have  a  long  and  learned 
jmper  in  the  Transactions  of  some  societv.  Here  the 
pits  must  be  counted  by  thousands,  whick  since  they 
were  first  unroofed  have  never  been  hidden  ftom 
the  face  of  the  sun,  nor  the  eye  of  the  inquirer- 
Those  usually  found  in  hill-camps  are  militair, 
mostly  of  nearly  uniform  size.  These,  on  the  con- 
trary, greatly  vary  in  size,  as  if  for  different  con- 
ditions or  families,  living  in  a  municipal  state. 
Here,  indeed,  wa«  once  a  truly  great  city,  the  long- 
lost  Cair  Pensauelcoit.         Thomas  Kerslake.

Many  (botb  ^eat  and  little)  wits  have,  from 
ancient  times  to  the  present,  produced  work.4  of 
imagination,  Mhich  may  conveniently  be  xronjied 
together  and  denominated,  for  want  of  a  btstt^r 
title,  Utopiun.  They,  however,  if  regard  be  had 
to  tl»e  purpose  ibr  which  they  were  severally 
written,  nmy  be  roughly  divided  into  four  classes, 
although  some  of  them  may  [mrt^ke  of  the  natum 
of  more  than  one,  and  others  may  not  reiwlily  fit 
into  either,  of  these  divisions. 

I.  ''Utopias  "  proper;  works  which  de^cril)^  an 
ideal  jitate  of  society,  accordin^f  to  the  notions 
which  the  author  may  entertain  of  what  political 
and  social  conditions  it  is  probable  or  desirable 
tlmt  the  human  r-ace  should  hereafter  att4iin  tA». 

II.  Those  which  .nutirize,  under  feigned  H!lnlc^\ 
the  manners,  customs,  pursuits.,  and  follies  of  the 
a^  or  nation  in  which  tlie  writer  livc^. 

III.  Thone  which  pretend  to  ^'ive  a  i?.omcwhat 
reaiiomible  account  of  the  pcis.sible  or  prolwble 
future  state  of  society  or  course  of  historical  events, 
either  near  at  hand  or  in  remote  [itfe«i* 

IV.  Those  which,  merely  for  the  sake  of  amuse* 
ment,  or  sometimes  for  the  purpose  of  tniveRtying 
the  wonderful  adventures  related  by  actual  tra- 
vcllei'^  in  remote  regions,  profess  to  recount  travek 
or  adventurer  in  imaginary  countries  or  inacccB8ible 
world."*,  in  wliich  generally  the  mo^t  extravagant 
fancy  run.s  ri<»t.  LxampIeH  of  each  clans  will 
rea<iily  occur  to  the  minds  of  your  readers. 

I  shall  not,  however,  attempt  stub  a  claatfiHoation 
of  the  I'lopian  liierutui'e  of  ^hich  I  give  a  list 
below,  for  with  many  of  the  works  mentioned  I 
am  acquainted  only  by  name.  IndiMwing  nf*  sueh 
a  catalogue,  too,  it  i.^  difficult  to  lay  down  a  definite 
line  of  inclusion  and  exelujaion.  There  arc,  no 
doubt,  some  other  works  of  imagination  nearly 
allied  in  character  to  tho4*c  cited,  which  might  be 
supiwsed  entitled  to  a  place  in  the  list ;  but  they 
have  l>een  omitted,  from  their  wanting  what  I  take 
to  be  the  necessary  elements  of  aucb  romances, — 
n  amely ,  «<t  i  ir*.,  a  I  Ufjont^  an  t  icipa  I  w  a ,  c  t:  irnvatjH  ntr 
of  incifirtii  or  df>rr/ji J f ion,  or  .some  combiuation  of 
these.  One  class  of  l^jooks,  ia  jiatrticular,  I  may  men- 
tion iis  not  fidling  within  my  plan ;  I  mean  such 
mera  literary  deception:*!  as  the  pretended  travels 
of  Fernan  Mendez  Pinto,  George  Psalmitna/Jir, 
Christian  Damberger,  vnd  Jean  Biipiiste  Douville, 
put  forth,  and,  in  some  cases,  long  creditotl  as 
r€Cf>rds  of  genuine  travel. 

Adopting  as  nearly  as  possible  a  chronological 
order,  I  commence  with  the  mention  of  some 
claHsical  examples  of  works  of  this  kind.

Photius  preserved  an  epitome 
of  his  work,  which  was  in  the  fonn  of  a  dialogue 
in  twenty-four  books. 

Some  other  works  of  a  similar  character,  which 
have  not  come  down  to  us,  were  written  by  Hippo- 
damus  of  Miletus,  Theopompus  of  Chios,  lambulus, 
and  Antiphanes  of  Berga. 

We  now  overleap  many  centuries — from  the 
classical  i>eriod  to  tnc  time  when  printing  was  an 
established  art.  I  am  not  aware  of  any  Utopian 
romance  having  been  written  during  these  "  Dark 
Ages."

—  The  AUmtiUum  of 
January  4,  1873,  in  reviewing  Ltdtwu  im  Sc4>ieh 
lrt!gal  AntiquitieSi  l>y  Professor  Co«mo  Innes,  tells 
the  traditional  House  of  Lords'  atoiy  of  the  gentle- 
man who  oonmiuted  kLs  kain  and  carriages,  and 
WTW  supposed  to  have  thereby  evinced  an  intention 
of  clmngiii.g  hi»  domicile.

A  Ladies'  Debating  Society.^ — I  have  troubled 
you  once  or  twice  with  extracts  'from  a  correspon- 
dence of  three  or  four  generations  back  which 
happens  to  be  in  my  possession.  I  would  ask 
any  benevolent  reader  to  explain  for  my  benefit 
the  following  passage.  A  West  Country  lady  is 
writing  to  a  fair  friend  a  little  more  versed  in  the 
ways  of  society  than  herself  (May,  1780) : — 

f*  I  was  very  much  amused,  in  calling  on  Miss  W.,  to 
hear  her  account,  from  her  brother,  of  the  refinements 
and  improvements  of  London ;  though  I  am  sure  you 
will  be  shocked,  as  I  was,  on  being  informed  that  ladies 
of  character  ride  astride  in  Hyde  Park,  dressed  in  men's 
cloathes;  such  a  want  of  decency  betokens  a  strange 
relaxation  both  in  manners  and  morals.  Mr.  W.  also 
visited  a  female  speaking  society,  where  several  questions 
are  proposed  as  subjects  of  di^utation.  I  saw  one  in 
nrifUf  'Whether  the  manners  of  the  present  race  of 
ladies  were  most  adapted  to  promote  or  to  discourage 
matrimony? '  and  Miss  H.  told  me  she  had  seen  another, 
*  Whether  there  was  any  truth  in  Mr.  Pope's  axiom  that 
every  woman  is  at  heart  a  rake  1  *  The  disputing  fair 
ones,  it  seems,  used  to  assemble  in  masks,  but  one  night 
they  engaged  so  warmly,  that  they  all  stood  up  with 
intention  to  make  strength  of  arm  supply  the  weakness 
of  eloquence,  and  this  occasioned  a  prohibition  of  them, 
80  that  the  ladies  now  appear  bare  faced." 

I  do  not  know  whether  the  following  extract 
from  the  epilogue  to  Lady  Craven's  comedy  of  the 
Miniature  Picture  (produced  at  Drury  Lane  that 
year)  has  any  reference  to  the  female  debating 
society  in  question.  The  audience  are  told  that  the 
air  sex — 

*'  Can  quit  the  card-tables  to  steer  the  state. 
Or  bid  our  Belle  Assembl^e's  rhetoric  flow 
To  drown  your  dull  declaimers  at  Soho. 
Methinks,  even  now,  I  hear  my  sex's  tongues. 
The  shrill,  sharp  melody  of  female  lungs  : 
The  storm  of  question,  the  division  calm, 
With  '  Hear  her,' « Hear  her,'  '  Mrs.  Speaker,'  *  Ma'am,'

Old  Tom.— Why  gin  should  be  called  "Old 
Tom"  by  the  publicans  and  the  lower  orders 
of  London  has  often  puzzled  the  inquisitive.  The 
real  solution  of  the  difl^culty  is,  I  think,  to  be 
found  in  the  following  extract,  from  a  curious  and 
rare  book,  Th^  Life  and  Adventures  of  Capf<iin 
Dudleyi  Bradstreetf  1766,  a  €k>vemment  spy  during 

tAe  '4S,  and  a  disreputable  adventurer  of  the 

Count  Fathom  species: — 


"  At  this  time  the  selling  of  Geneva  in  a  le»  quantity 
than  two  gallons  was  urohibited  by  Act  of  Pariiameni 
and  whoever  presumed  to  do  it  must  pay  ten  poands  to 
the  Informer,  or  be  confined  two  months  in  Prison,  and 
there  whipt.  Most  of  the  gaols  were  full  on  aeoonnt  of 
this  act,  and  numbers  of  People  every  day  dragged  to 
one  prison  or  other  for  transgressing  this  Law. 

"  The  mob  being  very  noiff^r  and  clamorous  for  want  of 
their  beloved  liquor,  which  tew  or  none  at  last  dared  to 
sell,  it  soon  occurred  to  me  to  venture  upon  that  Trade. 
I  bought  the  Act,  and  read  it  over  seyeral  times,  and 
found  no  authority  by  it  to  break  open  doors,  and  that 
the  informer  must  niow  the  name  of  the  Person  who 
rented  the  house  it  was  sold  in.  To  evade  this,  I  got  an 
acquaintance  to  rent  a  house  in  Blue  Anchor  Alley,  in 
St.  Luke's  Parish,  who  privately  conveyed  his  bargain  to 
me ;  I  then  got  it  well  secured,  and  laid  out  in  a  bed  and 
other  furniture  five  pounds,  in  provision  and  drink  that 
would  keep  about  two  pounds,  and  purchased  in  Moor- 
fields  the  sign  of  a  cat,  and  had  it  nailed  to  a  Street 
Window ;  I  then  caused  a  leaden  pipe,  the  small  end  out 
about  an  inch,  to  be  placed  under  the  paw  of  the  cat; 
the  end  that  was  within  had  a  funnel  to  it. 

"  When  my  house  was  ready  for  business,  I  en<raired 
what  distiller  in  London  was  most  famous  for  good  gin, 
and  was  assured  by  several,  that  it  was  Mr.  L— dale  m 
Holbom.    To  him  I  went  and  laid  out  thirteen  pounds, 
which  was  all  the  money  I  had,  except  two  shillings,  and 
told  him  my  scheme,  which  he  approved  of.    This  Cargo 
was  sent  off  to  my  House,  at  the  back  of  which  there 
was  a  way  to  go  in  or  out.    When  the  Liquor  was  pro- 
perly disposed,  I  got  a  person  to  inform  a  few  of  th« 
mob,  that  gin  would  be  sold  by  the  Cat  at  my  Window 
next  day,  provided  they  put  the  money  in  his  mouth, 
from  whence  there  was  a  hole  that  conveyed  it  to  me. 
At  night  I  took  possession  of  my  den,  and  got  up  eariy 
next  morning  to  oe  ready  for  custom ;  it  waa  near  three 
hours  before  anybody  called,  which  made  me  almost 
despair  of  the  project;   at  last  I  heard  the  chink  of 
money,  and  a  comfortable  voice  say,  "  Puss,  give  me 
two  pennyworth  of  gin.'    I  instantly  put  my  mouth  to 
the  tube,  and  bid  them  receive  it  from  the  pipe  under  her 
paw,  and  then  measured  and  poured  it  into  the  funnel, 
from  whence  they  soon  received  it.    Before  night  I  took 
six  shillings,  the  next  day  about  thirty  shillings,  sod 
afterwards  three  or  four  pounds  a  day ;  from  all  parts  of 
London  People  used  to  resort  to  me  in  such  numbers,  that 
my  neighbours  could  scarcely  get  in  or  out  of  their 
houses.    After  this  manner  1  went  on  for  a  month,  in 
which  time  I  cleared  upwards  of  two  and  twenty  poondt.'' 
— The  Life   and    Uncommon  Adventures    of  Capta»

PLACE-NA31E8  IK  NORTH  OP  SCOTLAKD. 

{V-^  S.  xl  31&.) 
The  elucidation  of  idace-names  referred  to  by 
X.  X.  in  "N.  &  Q.*'  h  of  deep  interest,  and 
JV3  he  solicits  light  on  certain  place*nameii  in  the 
north-east  of  Scot  hind,  I  venture  to  comply  with 
his  request,  however  inadequately,  obi^erving  at 
the  siime  time,  that  the  philolo<j:ic;d  investif^ation 
of  pkce-names  is  eminently  cnlcidated  to  tlirow 
light  on  the  histories  of  nations,  countriej^,  and 
races  ;  antl  that  a  flight  eonsidemtion  of  this  sub- 
ject rendeni  it  manifest,  that  the  north-east  of 
Scotland  must  have  been  largely  inhabited,  in 
aneient  times,  with  the  Celtic  race^  who  have  left 
their  indelible  mark  on  the  place-names  of  the 
country,  a  chamcteristic  of  the  race,  in  their  very 
remarkable,  an<l  continuous,  migrations  we^stward 
—''''  Westward  ho "  being  stUl  the  ciy  of  their 
descendants.  Further,  the  Celtic,  or  Gaelic, 
language  is  ao  very  comprehensive,  graphic,  and 
beautiful,  that  by  one  word  it  gives  the  tnie  and 
nntund  dcsseriptivc  features  of  a  place,  with  ii 
coiTCctnesu^  which  time  can  hardly  ettace.  It  is 
well  alflo  to  bear  in  mind,  that  in  the  Gaelic 
Inngiiage,  r/f,  enid^  fc,  erf,  cf,  ath,  arh,  aj/,  in,  mne, 
&c.,  are  sometimes  xii^ed  to  express — pertuining  to, 
upon,  of,  connecte<l  with,  &c.  Let  us  now  exnmine 
what  light  can  be  thrown  u|»on  some  of  the  place- 
namos  so  ably  indicated  by  X.  X.  Turrff^  Tufr^ 
in  Gaelic,  is  a  cttsteUated  tower  (lience  turret),  as 
tore  is  an  elevated  promontory',  on  which  there  was 
generally  a  ntronghold,  as  Kentore,  Cluiistal-tore, 
the  Pictish  cjii?iie  on  Locbnesa,  the  limit  of  the 
English  invasion  in  the  time  of  Edward  I.,  when 
the  caf?tle  wait  eiused,  and  the  Governor  (chief  of 
the  clan  Siosal)  and  garrison  put  to  the  sword.  (It 
is  curious  to  observe  that  the  policy  of  the  Picts, 
in  establishing  a  line  of  ca,?tles  along  the  great 
valley  which  connects  both  oceans,  Cmig-Phiwlric, 
near  Invernea^,  (liaiBtal-Tore,  in  Uriiuhnrt,  and 
Tore  Castle^  and  Inverlochy,  at  the  rtlier  extremity^ 
seems  to  have  been  continuefl,  in  later  times,  by 
the  establishment,  nearly  on  the  sfime  spots,  of 
Fort-George,  Fort-Augustus,  ami  Fort-William,) 
Turiff  standi^  on  one  side  of  a  district,  with  striking 
reel  earth,  Turriff  sainetiiues  has  been  rnlled  Tn- 
rucr-dh.  Now,  Ttic  njeans  a  side,  and  Ilih,  iTcd  ; 
hence,  might  it  Dot  have  been  called  Tii-riur-fffy 
abbreviated  Tutriff,  Whiit  doe?*  local  tniditiofi 
say  ?  *"  Momy,-*  mnirr  (m^re)  h  the  sea,  and 
Moray,  anciently  Murmy,  means,  in  Gaelic,  npmi 
the  »ca,  **Shirniuk  Moire"  (from  shirra,  sheriff), 
shire  of  Moray,  than  which  mi  iiion*  iqipropriat** 
na.me  could  possibly  be  given  to  thf  garden  of 
H<"Otland,  bcncficiaUy  influenced  by  the  genial 
inland  sen.  *'  Aivrth,'*  pmnounced  Ava^  Aboytie., 
Avon,  At  hole  (in  In.%nd^j,  K*i'A.vt,  KNltvN ,  K^^x^i  % 
Aildone,  AXyo^ii^i^  x^oktot  'OcL^m^v^.  K,  AX^^*  ^ 
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ford,  and  those  place-names  >vere  fords  on  the  rivers 
bearing  those  names,  or  some  memorable  events 
which  occurred  at  those  fords.  I  may  here  remark, 
that  the  a,  meaning  a  ford,  is  generally,  if  not 
always,  placed  first,  to  which  rule  even  Alva, 
•although  terminating,  also  commences  with  a, 
written  Alvah,  pronounced  Ava,  probably  meaning 
the  ford  of  the  drowned,  as  Bein-va-chairt  has 
been  so  called,  from  a  drowning.  Perhaps  tradition, 
though  I  know  of  none  such,  may  bear  out  this 
interpretation.  "  Albion,  Albin,  Alpin,"  known  as 
8uch  for  a  thousand  years  before  the  existence  of 
"Great  Britain,"  is,  in  Gaelic,  AlbynCy  Albia, 
Latinized  by  the  Romans  by  the  more  euphonic 
name  of  Albania,  meaning,  literally,  the  moun- 
tainous country,  from  al,  high,  and  Byju,  or  Bdn, 
mountain.  Ben-Nevis,  Bein-Macduthie,  Bein- 
Wywess,  Bein-Gruachan,  Bein-More,  &c.  Albyne 
is  the  country  which,  in  course  of  time,  acquired 
the  name  of  the  Scoti,  Scotland,  and  was  the  only 
country  in  the  world  which  resisted  the  Roman 
power.  If  you  ask  a  Gaelic-speaking  Highlander 
*of  intelligence  to  this  day,  the  Gaelic  for  Scotland 
and  Scotchman,  he  will  answer,  "  Albyne,  Albyne- 
uach,"  and  on  my  putting  the  same  queijtion  to 
genuine,  quick  Irishmen— speuking  Irish — in  the 
three  provinces  of  Ulster,  Munster,  and  Connaught, 
each  of  them  unhesitatingly  answered,  "Albin, 
Albinach,"  as  they  called  Ireland,  and  Irishman, 
"  Erin,  Erinach  "  and  Sason,  Sasonach,  for  England 
and  EngUshman,  "Banf"  ("Bamf").  I  do  not 
subscribe  to  the  theory  of  "  Ban-ath,"  white  ford. 
The  Gaelic,  as  stated,  has  the  a,  or  ath,  first,  and 
terminates  with  the  descriptive  name  or  feature. 
The  Gaelic  for  Banff  is  Baniffcy  Banife,  with 
an  emphasis  on  the  cf,  I  agree  with  X.  X.  that 
the  name  is  connected  with  the  Boyne,  and  the 
Royal  Forest  of  the  Boyne,  always  an  important 
district, — so  very  striking  and  beautiful  a  situation 
would  not  have  escaped  the  descriptive  mark  of 
the  Celts,  at  the  foot  of  the  Boyne  district,  and 
terminating  at  the  sea  with  the  veiy  remarkable 
level  flat  on  the  banks  of  the  river,  on  which 
noble  Ache  Duff  House  stands.  Ach,  Ache, 
(Scotch  Haugh)  is  a  level  flat  field  at  the  foot  of  a 
river,  or  water,  such  as  Bruiach,  Badenach, 
Ballindallach,  Achentowl,  Achehoilly,  Acedrain, 
Ach-na-Gaim,  &c.  The  ancient  Thaneship  of 
Glendowache  was  based  on  Clean ^  Glen,  dhue,  or 
dowain^,^  black  river,  and  ache,  such  a  flat  field,  or 
a<he,  as  I  have  briefly  described,  Glen-dow-ache, 
Glendowache,  comprehensive,  descriptive,  and  terse. 
From  the  same  beautiful  and  natural  objects  the 
town,  at  their  termination,  would  have  been 
graphically  and  appropriately  called  Banffe, 
modernized,  Banff.  "Benet,"  a  person  of  the 
Boyne,  and  "  Hugo  de  Beniefe,"  is  Hough  of  Banffl 
The  river  Deveron  has  undergone  a  sirailar  change 
ID  ortbopnphy  with  Banff :  ttie  tnie,  natural,  and 
appropriate   name  has  been  i)?tiic-Aicaiuc,  itom 


Dhue,  black,  Atoaine,  a  river,  i.e.,  Black-river,  ab- 
breviated Dowaine,  Deveron,  and  where  the  river 
has  its  rise,  I  believe,  it  is  called  at  this  day  Black- 
water.  "Innis,''  or  Eillan,  means  an  ialaiid,  as 
Innis-Arran,  Inniskillen,  Innis-Owen,  and  the 
celebrated  Innis-fail,  the  ancient  Ossianic  name 
of  Ireland,  from  Innis,  an  island,  and  Fail,  the 
famous  mystic  stone,  on  which  the  kings  of  Erin, 
and  Scots,  were  used  to  be  crowned,  and  which 
the  Queen,  in  her  book,  naively  notices  as  the  stone 
on  which  her  forefathers  were  wont  to  be  crowned. 
This  stone  was  transmitted  from  Innis-fail,  in  order 
to  render  the  coronation  of  the  first  Scottish  King, 
Fergus  I.,  more  solemn  and  august,  and  carried 
away  on  his  return,  by  Edward  I.,  from  Scoone 
Palace,  and  is  now  deposited  in  Westminster 
Abbey.  Innish,  Eesce,  the  s  silent.  Inch,  is  a 
modification  of  Innis,  denoting  phices  at  the  foot^ 
curves,  and  bends  of  rivers,  and  water  where  cattle, 
flocks,  and  herds  rested,  as  the  celebrated  Inch  at 
Perth,  Inch  in  Aberdeenshire,  Inch  in  Lochaher, 
Inchdmer  Castle,  Inch  Martin,  &c.,  naturally 
warm,  compact,  and  pastoral.  It  is  needless  to  say 
that  the  North  supplies  the  philologist  with  in- 
exhaustible materials.  C.  C. 


NiCENE  Creed  {4^  S.  xi.  36,  183,  333,  412.)— 

"I  beleeue  therefore  and  confesse  one  holy  Chorehf 

which  as  members  of  Jesus  Christ,  the  onely  head  thereof* 

consent  in  faith,  hope  and  charity,  vsinff  the  gifts  of 

God,  whether  they  be  temporall  or  spiritual!,  to  the  profit 


and  furtherance  of  the  same,  which  Church  is  not  i 
to  mans  eye,  but  onely  known  to  God,  who  of  the  lost 
sonnes  of  Adanif  liath  ordained  some  as  vessels  of  wrath 
to  damnation,  and  hath  chosen  others  as  Tcsaels  of  his 
mercie  to  be  saued  :  the  which  in  due  time  he  calletii  to 
iotegritie  of  life,  and  godly  conuersation,  to  make  them 
a  glorious  Church  in  himselfe." 

"  But  that  Church  which  is  risible  and  seene  to  the 
eye,  hath  three  tokens  and  marks  whereby  it  may  be 

knowne.    First,  the  worde  of  God. The  secoiul 

is,  the  holy  Sacraments The  third  marke  of  thii 

Church  is  Ecclesiassticall  Discipline. '' 

This  quotation  is  from  "  The  Confession  of  the 
Christian  Faith ''  placed  among  the  prayersappended 
to  "  The  Breeches  "  Bible.  It  is  not  a  fall  ex- 
planation of,  or  answer  to.  Sir  John  Maclkav^ 
question,  and  I  therefore  held  it  back,  hoping  thai 
some  one  more  acq^uainted  with  the  history  and 
theology  of  those  times  would  have  given  faller 
information,  but  I  venture  to  think  tnBt  we  hsTe 
in  it  the  explanation  of  the  principle  on  which 
"  holy  "  was  omitted  from  the  Nicene  Creed  by  the 
compilers  of  Edward  VI.  Prayer  Books,  and  not 
from  the  Apostles*  Creed.  In  the  Apostles'  Creed 
it  is  "  the  noly  catholic  (or  univerisal)  church," 
without  word  of  descent  from  the  Apostles  or  rf 
the  presence  of  the  sacraments  or  of  anything 
which,  in  the  e^e  of  the  Beformers,  betokened  • 

[visible  body  politic.  It  was,  therefore,  held  to  b^ 
that  body  of  the  elect  throughout  the  worid  m 
\  xV/^  ^<£WittX\Q^s  who,  invisible  to  men  but  seen « 
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God,  farmed  his  holy  church  universal  But  in  the 
Nicene  Creed  the  addition  of  the  word  Apoacolio, 
— implying  hLstoric  descent, — and  the  mention  of 
baptism,  confined  (in  their  views)  this  statement  to 
the  visible  and  historically  demonstniblo  (.'Imrch, 
which  though  the  Church  of  Christ,  and  one  which 
contained  the  Church  of  the  elect,  was  one  where 
the  wheat  jind  tares  grew  together  until  the  harvest, 
and,  therefore,  one  to  which  the  term  "  holy  '*  could 
Jiot  in  fullness  of  significiition  be  applied. 

These  views  as  to  cause  of  the  omission  of  "  holy  " 
in  the  Nicene  Creed,  and  of  the  distinction  drawn 
by  the  Reformers  between  the  "  Church  "  of  this 
creed  and  the  "  Church  "  of  the  Aix)stles'  Creed,  are 
greatly  strengthened  by  the  Catechism  and  Articles 
of  Faith  of  the  early  Reformed  Church  in  France. 
In  the  former  (portions  for  Sundays  3,  15,  and  16) 
the  "  saincte  Eglise  universelle  "  of  the  "  Sjnulx)le 
des  Apostres ''  is  explained  as  in  the  first  paniijRiph 
of  the  quotation  given  above,  that  is,  as  the  Church 
of  the  elect  in  all  ages,  and  though  there  is  no 
mention  of  the  Nicene  Creed,  it  is  clear  that  the 
epithet  "  holy  "  was  withheld  from  the  visible  body 
of  the  Church  politic,  for  it  is  said  (Sundiiy  1(5) : —

Mb.  Hockley,  and  "  Pandurang  Hari,"  &c. 
(4*>>  S.  xL  439,  492.)— William  Browne  Hockley 
was  a  son  of  Lieut.-CoL  Thomas  Hockley  (at  one 
time  of  H.M.'8  36th  Foot)  and  Mar}-  Frances 
(fUe  Browne)  his  wife.  He  was  bom  on  the  9th 
November,  1792,  and  bap>tized  on  the  27th  April, 
1805,  in  St.  James's  Parish,  Bury  St.  Edmunds. 
He  received  a  classical  and  commercial  education 
afe  King  Edward  VI.'s  Ro^  Grammar  School, 
Buy  St.  Edmunds,  and  instruction  in  i^Titing  and 
accounts  for  some  years  at  Mr.  Charles  Blomiield's 
flchool  in  that  town.  His  uncle,  Henr}'  Browne, 
Esq.,  haying  obtained  from  the  Court  of  Directors 
of  the  East  India  Company,  a  nomination  for  him 
aa  a  writer  in  their  Civil  Service  at  Bombay,  he 
went,  on  the  Idth  July,  1810,  to  Hertford  Castle 
School,  and  on  the  19th  January,  1811,  was 
admitted  a  student  of  Haileybury  College.  In 
each  of  the  four  terms  he  was  at  the  College, 
lie  held  hi^h  places  in  the  examinations  in  the 
Pbraian  and  Hmdoetani  languages.  On  the  25th 
November,  1812,  he  was  appointed  a  writer,  and 


embarking  at  Portsmouth  on  the  "  Charles  Gmnt " 
on  the  '2'2nd  December,  1812,  landed  at  Bombay 
on  the  9th  May,  lv*^13. 

His  iin»t  appointment  in  India  dates  the  12th 
May,  1  SI 3,  as  assistant  to  the  Chief  Secretary  to 
the  Government  of  Bomlxiy,  in  the  Secret  and 
Political  Department.  His  subsequent  ap^ioint- 
ments  were,  r)th  March,  1814,  Assistant  to  the 
Registrar  to  the  Coiut  of  Adawlut  at  Broach,  and 
Deputy  Post-Master  at  that  station  ;  12th  July, 
LSI  6,  Registrar  to  the  Court  of  Adawlut,  and 
Assistant  to  the  Ma^jistrates  of  Salsette  and 
of  Tannah,  and  to  the  ^lagistrate  in  the  Northern 
Concan  ;  1S17,  he  became  a  Factor  ;  1818,  Acting 
Registrar  to  the  Zillah  Court  of  Sumt ;  1819, 
employed  under ^the  Commissioner  at  Poonah ; 
1820,  he  became  a  junior  merchiint,  and  was  em- 
ployed under  the  Commissioner  in  the  Deccan ; 
1S21,  First  Assistant  to  the  Provincial  Collector  of 
Ahmednuggur,  Acting  Judge  and  Criminal  Judge 
in  the  Southern  Concan. 

Having  been  cliaiged  with  acts  of  brilwrj'  while 
he  held  his  appointment   at   Ahmednuggur,  the 
Bombay  Government  felt  themselves  compelled  to 
ascertain  their tnith  or  othen^ise.     They  appointed 
Commissioners,  who  inquired  (18th  July  to  12th 
September,  1821)  fully  into  the  charges,  and  found 
him  guilty.     Thereupon  the  Government  dismissed 
him  from  his  appointment  as  Acting  Judge  in  the 
Southern  Concan,  and  suspended  him  from  the 
service  pending  the  Court's  pleasure.     He  was  also 
proceeded  against  in  the  Recorders  Court  at  Bom- 
bay (2<>thMay  to  oth  June,  1823),  but  the  special 
jurj'  before  whom  he  was  tried  returneil  a  verdict 
of  not  guilty.    The  Bombay  Government,  however, 
saw  no  ground  for  altering  their  decision  ;  they  re- 
commended the  Court  to  dismiss  him,  and  at  the 
same    time    forwarded    a    memorial    from    Mr. 
Hockley,  praying  to  be  restored  to  the  service. 
He  left'Bombay  on  the  4th  February,  1823,  on  the 
"  Pha-nix,"  Capt.  A.  Weynton,  for  London.     On 
his  arrival  he  memorialized  the  Court.     Thev  most 
fully  considered  his  case  as  sent  to  them  by  the 
Bombay  Government,  as  also  his  memorial,  but 
they  approved  of  his  suspension,  and  dismissed 
him  from  their  service  from  the  17th  March,  1824. 
He  again  memorialized  the  Court  on  the  22nd 
March,  1824.  The  good  old  Company,  always  liberal, 
almost  to  a  fault,  took  this  memorial  into  con- 
sideration, and  were   induced  by  the  distressed 
situation  in  which  their  resolution,  dismissing  him 
from  their  service,  had  placed  him,  to  grant  him  a 
compassionate  pension  of  150/.  a  year  for  life,  from 
the  25th  March,  1824.   On  the  2l8t  August,  1840, 
he  assigned  this  pension  to  certain  parties  for  a  sum 
of  money,  and  on  the  25th  March,  1845,  he  repur- 
chased it,  and  then  sold  it  for  the  term  of^his 
natural  life. 

On  the  25th  March,  1845,  he  was  living  at  10, 
Lower  Gloucester  Street,  Clerkenwell,  but  prior  to 
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thttt,  he  had  resided  at  Chester  Terrace,  Borough 
Road,  Surrey.  He  died  of  disease  of  the  liver 
and  chronic  bronchitis,  on  the  22nd  August,  186*0, 
in  the  district  of  Trinity,  Newington,  Surrey,  in 
the  sixty-eighth  year  of  his  age.  A  relative  of  his 
(m  July,  1840)  was  the  Rev.  William  Browne,  of 
Gampfield  Place.  His  brother  is  Lieut.  -  Col. 
Thomas  Henry  John  Hocklev,  who  retired  from 
the  Madras  Artillery  on  the  4th  May,  1833. 
Major  Thomas  Henry  Ottley  was  a  son  of 
William  Robert  Ottley,  Esq.  (deceased  before 
1820),  and  Marianne  his  wife.  He  was  baptized 
on  the  28th  May,  1804,  at  Swaflfham,  in  Norfolk. 
He  received  a  classical  and  commercial  education, 
at  the  school  of  the  Rev.  William  Yates,  at 
Shacklewell.  He  obtained  his  appointment  as  a 
cadet,  in  the  2nd  Bombay  Native  Infantry,  from 
Robert  Campbell,  Esq.,  at  the  recommendation  of 
William  Cniwford,  Esq.,  and  arrived  at  Bombay, 
in  the  "  Bombay  Merchant,"  on  the  17th  April, 
1821.  In  1824  he  qualified  for  interpreter  in 
Hindostani.  Having  been  granted  a  furlough  on 
sick  leave,  he  sailed  for  England  on  the  4th  January, 
1830,  and  returned  to  Bombay  on  the  16  th  July, 
1832.  From  February,  1845,  until  the  8th  April, 
1857,  the  date  of  his  decease  at  Bombay,  he  re- 
sided in  the  Neilgherries  and  within  the  limits  of 
the  Bombay  Presidency. 

No  other  persons  of  the  names  of  Hockley  or 
T.  H.  Ottley  were  in  the  Company's  sen'ices  from 
1760  to  1858,  and  there  is  no  mention  of  an  F. 
Ottley  in  the  Company's  records.  I  do  not  for  one 
moment  pretend  to  say  who  is  the  author  of  the 
works  mentioned  by  your  correspondent  Olphar 
Hamst,  but  the  facts  above  mentioned  will  prove 
and  disprove  some  of  the  doubtful  points  raised  by 
him  in  his  communication  on  the  subject.  In  the 
India  Office  Library  is  a  copy  oi  Pandnrang  Hiirt, 
which  bears  the  name  of  "  6.  Hockley  "  in  MS.  on 
the  title-page.  But  this  is  no  proof  whatever  that 
Mr.  Hockley  is  the  author  of  that  work.

ZwoLLE  (4«»  S.  xi.  383.)- The  colloquy.  Con- 
JUchis  Thalia  et  Barbaric,  was  a  production  of  the 
youthful  days  of  Erasmus,  and  as  such  was  barely 
acknowledged  by  him,  and  never  included  among 
the  new  matter  added  to  the  successive  editions  of 
his  opus  mtreum.  Neither  does  it  find  a  place  in 
the  pretty  edition  printed  by  the  Elzevirs  (Lugd. 
Bat.f  1636,  12mo.) ;  in  the  editio  optima,  "accu- 
rante  -Com.  Schrevelio  "  (Lugd.  Bat.  et  Roterod., 
1664,  8vo.) ;  or  the  Endish  translation,  "  By  H. 
M.  Gent"  (1671,  8vo.).  To  more  recent  editions  it 
has,  however,  been  added  ;  and  is  appended  to 
that  published  in  London,  in  1760,  8vo.,  under  the 
editorial  care  of  Samuel  Patrick,  A.M.,  the  under- 
maeter  of  the  Charter-house  School.  From  a  note 
to  this,  I  extract  a  passage,  which  wiU  serve  V>  eii- 


plain  why  Erasmus  selected  Zwolle  as  the  af^piro- 
priate  seat  of  the  Gknidess  of  Dullness  : —

parum  Latinos,  puens  legendos  traderent,  et  per  inse^aai 
ant  negligentiam,  cetera  puerorom  cultora  talibm  re- 
spondebat :  at  per  docti  Uegii  ezquisitios  judicium  et 
coram  res  aliter  se  Daventriie  haberant :  hsM  satis  taper 
javeniliter  scriptis,  qu»  propterea  quidam  magia  gMMi- 
ount  legere."

It  is  noted  by  Dr.  Parr  {Bib.  Parr.,  p.  297),  that 
in  the  address,  "ad  lectorem,"  written  by  the 
learned  John  Clarke,  of  Lincob,  and  dated  1631, 
which  is  prefixed  to  this  edition,  the  grammatical 
error  is  made  of  using  the  indicative  mood  after 
"  ut," — "  Ut  nihil  fere  desiderari  ^ofm(,"— a  sole- 
cism supported,  however,  by  the  practice  of  Bidiop 
Lowth,  in  his  Pra:lcctioius,  and  Frid.  Jacobs,  in  a 
preface  to  one  of  the  volumes  of  his  edition  (rf  the 
Avtliologia  Gra:ca. 

Zwolle  is  one  of  the  three  departments  of 
Overyssel ;  and  if  thus  injuriously  commemorated 
by  the  great  Erasmus,  may,  on  the  other  hand, 
glorify  itself  with  having  been  the  chosen  residence 
of  Hiimerken,  better  known  as  Thomas  k  Kempii, 
who  lived  here  in  a  convent  seventy-one  years,  tfll 
his  death  in  1471,  in  the  ninety-second  year  of  his 
age.

Milton  and  Phineas  Fletcher  (4*^  S.  xi.  481.) 
— Milton's  indebtedness  to  Phineas  Fletcher  is  well 
kno%\'n.  For  an  almost  exhaustive  list  of  parallel 
passages,  I  refer  Mr.  Tew  to  the  Rev.  A.  R 
Grosart*s  elaborate  essay  prefixed  to  his  privately 
printed  edition  of  P.  Fletcher's  Poems  (4  voli 
1869).  Mr.  Grosart  points  out  not  only  the 
parallelisms  in  Paradise  Lost  and  Tht  Pvffk 
Island,  but  also  in  the  other  poems  of  Milt«B 
and  the  other  poems  of  P.  Fletcher.  Moreover, 
he  adduces  many  instances  of  imitation  by  Milton 
from  The  VhnsVs  VidoHe  of  Phineas's  lesiff 
brother  Giles.  Phineas  Fletcher  has  had  his  due 
share  of  appreciation,  as  is  proved  by  his  influence 
on  many  after-poets— an  influence  much  mow 
patent  than  that  of  Spenser  upon  Phineas  himseMi 
so  exaggerated  by  some  critics.  Perhaps  no  poet, 
save  Shakspeare,  has  so  influenced  his  sucoessoffl. 
The  question  of  Milton's  plagiarism  will  tronble 
the  critical  conscience  of  none  save  the  tribe  of 
malignant  Landers  ;  and  Lauder  himself,  to  snpvxfft 
his  fal:?e  accusation,  had  to  foige  by  who!e»le-- 
memorably  foisting  into  Phineas's  Xocwto  the 
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"  Ib  promptu  cmusa  est :  fuperett  inTicia  Tolnntu 
Immortele  odiuniy  yindictsD  et  i8bt*  cupido/' 
"  Thoaghty''  says  Emerson,  "  is  the  property  of  him 
who  can  entertain  it,  and  of  him  who  can  ade- 
quately place  it"  (Represmtative  Mm:  8hak- 
apeare,)  Thus  when  we  find  Milton  taking,  not 
cmly  words  and  solitary  ideas  from  Fletcher,  but 
amiroiniating  scenes  and  characters  to  be  re-dis- 
tuled  in  the  alembic  of  hiB  mightier  genius,  the 
question  of  plagiarism  need  not  trouble  us  for  a 
moment 

Mr,  Gbosart  writes  (p.  cclxxix) — "  The  main 
80iiit»  of  our  Fletcher^s  influence  on  Milton  is  his 
Loeutt(B  in  the  Latin  and  in  its  English  comple- 
ment of  The  ApollycnistsJ*  Thero  is  no  doubt 
that  Milton's  Satan  is  to  be  traced  back  to 
Fletcher's  Satnn,  The  far-fetchings  of  critics  from 
Gsedmon,  from  the  Italian,  &c.,  and  their  igno- 
naoe  of  Fletcher,  jire  amusing.  However,  "  N.  & 
Q."  is  not  the  place  for  criticism.  I  give  one  brick 
M  sample  of  the  palace.  Compare  the  following 
wiUi  Milton's  descriptions  of  Sin  and  Death, 
which  I  need  not  quote  : — 

"  ThA  Porter  to  th'  infernal  gate  is  Sin, 
A  ihapeletae  shape,  a  foule  deformed  thing, 
Kor  nothing,  nor  a  substance :  as  those  thin 
And  empty  formen,  which  through  the  aycr  flinjc 
Their  wandring  shapes,  at  length  they  'r  fastned  in 
Tbe  ehrystall  sight.    It  seryes,  yet  reigns  as  King : 
It  lives,  yet 's  death  :  it  pleases,  full  of  paine  : 
Monster  !  ah  who,  who  can  thy  beeing  faigne  1 
Thoa  shapelesse  shape,  Irre  death,  paine  pleasing  servile 
raigne ! 

Of  that  first  woman,  and  th'  old  serpent  bred. 
By  lust  and  custome  nurst :  whom  when  her  mother 
Saw  so  deform 'd,  bow  faine  would  she  have  fled 
Her  birth  and  selfe  I  But  she  her  damme  would  smother 
And  all  her  brood,  had  not  He  rescued 
Who  was  his  mother's  sire,  his  children's  brother; 
£temitie,  who  yet  was  borne  and  dy'de : 
His  own  Creatoiir,  Earth's  scome.  Heaven's  pride. 
Who  th'  Deitie  iuflesbt  and  man's  flesh  deifi'de. 

Her  former  parts,  her  mother  seomes  resemble. 
Yet  onely  seemes  to  flesh  and  weaker  sight ; 
For  she  with  art  and  paint  could  fine  dissemble 
Her  loathsome  face :  her  back  parts— blacke  as  night — 
Lika  to  her  horride  sire  would  force  to  tremble 
The  boldest  heart ;  to  th'  eye  that  meetes  her  sight 

She  seemes  a  lovely  sweet,  of  beauty  rare; 

But  at  the  parting,  he  that  shall  compare. 
Hell  will  more  lovely  deeme,  the  diril's  selfe  more  faire."

Mb.  Grosart  also  adduces' the  following  : — 
"  The  first  that  crept  from  his  detested  maw 
Was  Hamartia  foul  deformM  wight ; 
]f  ore  foul,  deform'd,  the  Sunne  yet  never  saw ; 
Therefore  she  haies  the  all-betraying  light : 
A  woman  seem'd  she  in  her  upper  part ; 
To  which  she  could  such  lying  glosse  impart 
That  thousands  she  had  slain  with  her  deceiTing  art. 

The  rest— though  hid— in  serpent's  form  anraVd, 
With  htm  scales,  like  to  a  plaited  mail : 
Over  Imt  baek  her  knotty  tail  displaid. 
Along  the  empty  aire  did  lofty  sail : 


The  end  was  pointed  with  a  doable  sting, 
Which  with  snch  dreaded  might  she  wont  to  fling, 
That  nought  could  help  the  wound  but  bleud  of  hearty

As  Milton's  somewhat  dose  imitations  of 
Phineas  Fletcher,  quoted  by  Mr.  Tbw,  might, 
with  unthinking  people,  tend  to  detract  from  our 
great  poet's  originality,  I  beg  leave  to  add,  as  a 
pendant  to  Mr.  Tew's  note,  uie  following  passage 
from  Hazlitt's  lectures  on  liie  subject  of  Milton's 
debts  to  his  predecessors.  Writers  in  the  present 
day,  and  notably  Mr.  Buskin,  are  generally  ready 
enough  to  carp  at  Milton,  and  to  endeavour  to 
displace  him  from  the  lofby  pedestal  upon  whidb 
our  forefathers  of  the  much-abused  eighteenth 
century  placed  him.  This  new  creed,  periiaps, 
reached  its  acme  of  absurdity  only  a  week  or  two 
ago,  when  a  writer  in  the  Sta^idard,  in  an  article 
on  the  Countess  Guiccioli,  asserted  that  Byron's  is 
the  onlv  nsune  in  English  literature  worthy  of  being 
placed  beside  Shakspeare's,  thereby  necessarily  in- 
ferring that  the  author  of  ClUlde  Harold  is  greater 
than  the  author  of  Paradise  Lost.  I  am  far  from 
attributing  such  disloyal  sentiments  to  Mr.  Tew  ; 
still,  the  formidable  list  of  imitiitions  from  Fletcher 
which  he  has  brought  forward,  will,  I  fear,  do 
Milton  hann  in  the  eyes  of  some.  Hazlitt's  words 
are  as  follows  : — 

**  Milton  lias  borrowed  more  than  any  other  writer, 
and  exhausted  every  source  of  imitation,  sacred  or  pro* 
fane^  yet  he  is  perfectly  distinct  from  eve^  other  writer. 
ffeua  writer  of  ckntotf  and  yet  in  originality  tcareely  ; 
inferior  to  HothStI  The  power  of  his  mind  is  stamped 
on  every  line.  The  ferrour  of  his  imagination  melts 
down  and  renders  malleable,  as  in  a  furnace,  the  moft 
contradictory  materials.  In  reading  his  works,  we  feel 
ourseWes  under  the  influence  of  a  mighty  intellect,  that, 
the  nearer  it  approaches  to  others,  becomes  more  distinct 
from  them.  The  quantity  of  art  in  him  shows  the 
strength  of  his  genius :  the  weight  of  his  inteUectnal 
obligations  would  have  oppressed  any  other  writer. 
Milton's  learning  has  the  eflfect  of  intuition.  He  describes 
objects,  of  which  he  could  only  have  read  in  books,  with 
the  vividness  of  actual  observation.  His  imagination  has 
the  force  of  nature.  He  makes  words  tell  as  pictnres."^ 
— Haalitt's  Lectures  on  the  English  PoeU,  1870,  p.  77.

But  the  uncertainty,  if  kept  in  the  coiintrj, 
of  such  maps  being  accessible  to  n  stranger^  I  c^in 
well  believe  ;  iind  from  Mil  Coxk's  description, 
the  trouble  and  e^tpense  of  eonsulting  those  in  the 
Tithe  CommiBsiou  Offices  must  go  fur  to  prevent 
their  being  of  much  une  to  private  inquireri^.  The 
value  of  this  gentlenn*n*a  advc^cacy  of  mj  plea  for  the 
old  numeain  "Field-lore  "is  enhanced  by  his  sho  win  j| 
the  obstacles  to  the  i-ecovery  of  what  we  may  lose. 
The  invitation  as  to  su||geations  on  that  subject 
induces  me  to  say^  that  I  believe  it  is  still  in  the 
power  of  Ihe  old  reaidents,  each  in  his  own  place, 
and  where  it  is  n  mntt-er  of  feelings  to  do  the 
greatest  service,  by  keeping  up  the  ol<J  names  and 
traditiona  existing;  and  where  any  name  \s  nu- 
known  to  newer  wcu piers,  or  is  thought  to  be  lost, 
an  inquiry  among  the  old  people  of  the  place  wiU 
often  lead  to  its  recovery,  and  such  personn  are 
ftlways  pleased  to  be  asked  about  **  lan^  syne/* 

Old  country  new^^papers  often  contain  namea  of 
great  interest,  where  merely  the  character,  and  not 
the  entbe  nomcnchture  of  a  district  is  the  object. 
In  the  two  agricultural  and  minutel3'-divided 
counties  of  Cumberland  and  Weistmorbnd  the 
advertising  tM^lumns  of  the  local  pjipers  are  stOl  so 
picturesque  with  lists  of  names  of  fields  to  be  let, 
that  I  trust  our  losses  arc  comparatively  pmall,  but 
with  the  steanS'plough  threi^tening  us  it  cannot 
long  be  so. 

In  the  mean  time  diicussion  and  comparison,  and 
u.  record  of  the  unrecogni^ced  nanics  and  their 
signification,  cither  in  **N,  &  Q.,"  or  in  local 
notes,  or  both,  may  do  great  service  to  this  cause, 
while  it  possesses  a  living  interest.  The  tracing 
of  ttUips  after  the  old  names  and  sites  are 
obliterated  wouhl  be  but  a  melancholy  occuimtion. 
But  the  study  of  field*lore  seenia  to  me  a  recrea- 
tion as  proper  and  accessible  to  any  educated 
rsflident  m  the  old  quiet  country  as  botaoiy^  or 
geology,  for  instance  ;  aa  free  and  fresli  in  its 
adjuncts,  and  even  wider  in  its  scope,  with  all  the 
{udji  of  books,  now  so  abundant,  and  as  certain  to 
bring  its  own  reward.

so  that  at  last  they  "  die  of  a  rose  in  aromatic 
pain."  "  N'est-ce  pas  que  ces  infortunds  de  la 
Fortune  soient  des  gens  pitoyablement  rou^  ?"
